Most Gracious Sovereign, 


We, Your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal Sub- 
jects, the Commons of Great Britain, in Parliament 
assembled, beg Leave to return Your Majesty our 
humble Thanks, for Your most Gracious Speech from 
the Throne. 

We participate in the Satisfaction Your Majesty feels 
from reflecting that, notwithstanding the many Events 


- unfavourable to the common Cause, the Prospect re- 


sulting from the general Situation of Affairs has, in many 
important Respects, been materially improved in the 
Course of the present Year. 

We derive great Pleasure from observing the Events 
which have taken place in Jtaly; and from finding 
Reason to hope that a Check has been given to the 
Progress of the French on the Side of Germany, by the 
recent Operations of the Austrian Army. . 

In contemplating the Situation of our Enemies, we 
cannot but be sensible that the Successes which have, 
in some parts of the Campaign, attended their Mi- 
litary Operations, and the Advantages which they 
have derived from the Conclusion of separate Treaties 
with some of the Powers who were engaged in the 
War, cannot compensate for the Evils which they 
experience from its Continuance: And it is natural 
to suppose, that the Destruction of their Commerce, 
the Dmninuation of their Maritime Power, and the un- 
paralleled Embarrassment and Distress of their in- 
ternal Situation, must have produced a general Sense, 
that the only Relief from the increasing Pressure of 
their Difficulties must arise from the Restoration of 
Peace, and the Establishment of some settled System of 
Government. | 

We are well aware how impossible. it is to foresee 
the issue of the extraordinary Crisis which has arisen 
in that Country; but we receive, with the truest Satis- 
faction, Your Majesty's cious Declaration, that, 
should it terminate in any Grder of Things compatible 
with the phir ged of other Countries, and afford- 
ing a reasonable Expectation of Security and Per- 
manence in any Treaty which might be concluded, 
the Appearance of a Disposition to negotiate for Ge- 
neral Peace, on just and suitable Terms, will not fail 
to be met, on the Part of Your Majesty, with an 
earnest Desire to give it the fullest and speediest 
Effect. 

We, at the same Time, cordially join with Your 
Majesty in the Persuasion, that nothing is so likely to 
ensure and accelerate this desirable End, and to pro- 
vide for the permanent Interests of Your Kingdom, 
as to shew that we are prepared for either Alternative, 
and that we are determined to prosecute the War with 
the utmost Energy and Vigour, until Your Majesty has 
the ‘Means of concluding, in conjunction with Your 
Allies, such a Peace as the Justice of the Cause in which 
we are engaged, and the Situation of the Enemy, may 
entitle us to expect. 


Bs oar with these Sentiments, we shall feel it 
OL. 51. 
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our Duty to give Your Majesty our firmest and most 
decided Support in Your Majesty's further Exertions, 
and particularly in those which are directed to the 
Maintenance and Improvement of our’ Naval Supe- 
riority, and for securing and extending the Advantages 
which have been gained in the West Indies, and which 
are so nearly connected with our Commercial Re- 
sources and Maritime Strength: And we are. persuaded 
Your Majesty may securely rely on the uniform and 
unshaken Bravery of Your Fleets and Armies, and on 
the Fortitude, Perseverance, and Public Spirit of all 
Ranks of Your People. 

.While we cannot but lament that the Influence and 
Controul exercised by France over the United Provinces, 
should have produced Acts of Hostility, which have 
obliged Your Majesty to treat them as in a State of 
War with this Country, it must, at the same Time, 
afford us much Satisfaction to learn that the Fleet, 
which Your Majesty has employed in the North Seas, 
has received the most cordial and active Assistance 
from the Naval Force furnished by the Empress of 
Russia, and has been enabled effectually to check the 
Operations of the Enemy in that Quarter. 

We acknowledge Your Majesty’s Condescension, in 
having directed to be laid before us Copies of the En- 
gagements of Defensive Alliance which Your Majesty 
has concluded with the Two Imperial Courts, and of the 
Treaty with the United States of America. 

Although we must at all Times see, with Regret, 
the Necessity of making further Additions to the 
heavy Burthens which have unavoidably been imposed 
on our Constituents, we feel it an indispensable Dity 
to make such Provision for the different Branches of 
the Public Service, as the Exigency of Affairs may 
require ; and it will afford us great Satisfaction to find 
that the Pressure of these Burthens is, in some Degree, 
alleviated by the flourishing State of our Commerce 
and Manufactures, and that our Expences will, under 
the actual Circumstances of the War, admit of .con- 
siderable Diminution in Comparison with those of the 
present Year. 

We are deeply sensible of Your Majesty’s . paternal 
Goodness in the Thagresiiohe of the Anxiety with which 
Your Majesty has observed the high Price of Grain, 
and of Your Apprehension that the Produce of the 
Wheat Harvest, in the present Year, may not have 
been such as effectually to relieve Your People from 
the Difficulties with which they have had to contend. 
The Spirit of Order and Submission to the Laws, 
which, with few Exceptions, has manifested itself under 
this severe Pressure, will, undoubtedly, be felt by 
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us as an additional Incentive to apply ourselves, with - 


the utmost Diligence, to the Consideration of such 
Measures as may tend to alleviate the present Distress, 
and to prevent, as far as possible, the Renewal of similar 
Embarrassments: And nothing can afford us a higher 
Gratification, than to find ourselves enabled to ee 
such Regulations as may give Effect to Your Majesty’s 
gracious and benevolent Views for the Relief and Ad- 
vantage of Your People, on a Subject so peculiarly 
interesting to their Welfare.

* with George!” And on our Entrance into Palace 
Yard, I observed something came with great Velocit 
from the Foot Pavement, as I thought; on which 
observed to Mr. Stockdale, ‘“‘ Good God! the Glass is 
“ broke! That must surely be a Ball.” His Ma- 
jesty then passed on to the House, and I observed the 
Man with the Crowd perfectly quiet. Immediately 
on His Majesty’s coming out of the House, they set 
up a hooting and hissing. I did not observe the Man 
any more, particularly, till I got into the Park; I then 
perceived him frequently stoop down, but whether he 
picked up any Thing or not I cannot say; but at that 
Time there were many Stones being thrown about. 
Hearing him make the same Exclamations again, I told 
him, if not quiet, I most assuredly should take him into 
Custody. 

The Exclamation of, “ Down with George!” again? 

Yes; his still repeating it, when I came opposite 
to Carleton Gardens, I made One or Two Attempts 
to seize him, by putting my Hands between the 
Horse Guards. Finding , oa not do it, without 
Danger of being trod upon, I requested One of them 
would draw back; upon finding which I immediately 
seized him, and dsew him in close to the Carriage, and 
conveyed him to the Court Yard of St. James's, where 
I believe he now is. | 

On what Part of the Pavement was the Coach, when 

the Glass was broken? 
Almost the Center of the Coach Way, just going 
m 
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Window House by the Oxdnance Office, on this Side 
the Office. 


Whether you: are understood right, that you saw 
whatever struck the Glass as it came through the Air, 
before it touched the Glass? 

Yes, 


You cannot say what it was ? 
Tt is utterly impossible, it came with such Ve- 
locity. 


Whether it struck upon the Glass Side of the Car- 
riage, or passed through the Carriage first ? 
It struck the Glass which was up; immediately 
after I saw His Majesty look down. 


What Size did you apprehend this mischievous 
Weapon to be of? 


I observed at the Time it must be the Size of a 
Marble or Bullet. 


Do you judge from its Size in the Air, or from the 
Hole it made in the Glass ? 
It was impossible to judge of its Size as it passed, 
but I judged from the Hole it made in the Glass. 


Whether, at the Time this Weapon passed, you 
observed the Man where you have before described ? 
I saw him immediately after; at the Time my 
Eyes were not on the Pavement. 


When you then saw him, was he upon the Paye- 
ment? 
Whether on the Foot Pavement or not, I cannot 
tell. The Horse Guards were between the Mob and 
the Constable. - 


Did you observe any Thing in the Hands of the 
Man during any Part of the Time? 
I did not. 


Have you any Reason to know whether he had 
any Thing in his Hand or not; any Recollection of 
it: 

I did not see his Hands at all. 

Whereabouts was it that you saw him frequently 
stooping down ? 

In the Park, by Carleton Gardens. 


When you said, “ Good God! it must be a Ball!” 


did you mean to say, that it must be discharged by an 
Instrument ? 


The Witness was directed to withdraw. 


Then John Walford was again called in, and 


examined, as follows: 


_ When you said, “ Good God! it must be a Ball!” 
did you mean to say that it must be discharged by an 
Instrument ? 


__._ I made the Observation, that nothing could throw 
it with that Velocity, but an Instrument. 


Whether you observed any other Outrage committed 
on the Carriage in which His Majesty was? 
Several. — 


State them to the House? 
By repeatedly throwing stones. 


Do you mean by the same Man, or others ? 


I do not positively say that this Man threw any ;— 
by others many were thrown. 


You have stated that you heard this Man use the 
Expression, “ Down with George! No War!’—Did 
you hear any other Person use Expressions of Treason 
or Disrespect? 


Several repeating the same.

Did they appear to be Persons aiding or abetting Evidence 


this Man, or accidental Persons, differently di 
in the Crowd? 


I cannot say whether they were immediately of King. 


his Party; but there was One Party, wham I observed 
the Whole of the Way, keeping by the Side of the 
Carriage, both to the House af Peers and back again— 


the same People. 


Were they merely men; or Men and Women indis- 
criminately ? 
They were entirely consisting of Men and Boys. 
Did you conceive any of them spoke with a French 
Accent, so as that you might think they were French- 
men ? 
No, I did not. 


Are any of them in Custody ? 
There are Three, I believe. 


Upon your seizing the Man, did he make Resistance, 
or show any Alarm; or what was his Behaviour on the 
Occasion ? 

He struggled very much to get away; on which 
I was obliged to have the Assistance of One or Two 
other Constables to convey him. 


Was he alarmed ? 
Very much, 


Did he. say any Thing?—What was his Behaviour 
after you seized him ? . 
He said, ‘“ Good God! that I should ever be 
“ suspeeted of Disloyalty !” 


After he was seized, was he encouraged, or other- 
wise addressed by any of the other Persons whom you 
remarked ? 

It was impossible any of them could get to us for 
the Horse: But he kept repeating the whole Way, 
“ He thought there could be no Harm in acquainting 
“ His Majesty with their Grievances.” 


At the Time you seized him, and he struggled, did 
any Body attempt to rescue him? 
I conceive it was impossible they could attempt 
any Thing of the kind, from the Horse closing im- 
mediately upon us.—We were surrounded directly by 
them. 


Was it generally observed by the Persons who sur- 
rounded the King’s Carriage, that this Man was taken 
into Custody ? 


Do you mean the Constables, or the Mob? 


The Mob? 
I really cannot say. 


Did you search the Man you seized ° 
We did. 


Did you find any Weapon about him? 
There was nothing at all found in his Pockets of 


any kind. 
Did the Man appear to. be in Liquor ? 
No. 


Did the Ball appear to come in an horizontal Di- 
rection ? 


I really cannot tell, it came with such Velocity. 
The Witness was directed to withdraw. 
Then Mr. John Stockdale, Bookseller, of Piccadilly, 


was called in; and being sworn, was examined, 
as follows : 


Are you serving the Office of Constable now ¢ 
Yes. 
Had 


respecting 
Outrages. 


to the 
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Had you Notice from the High Constable to attend 
To-day ? 
Yes, 


Where was you placed ? 


At the Horse Guards. 
Was yes all the Time near the last Witness, 
Walford: 


I was. 


Give an Account, then, what you observed from the 
Horse Guards ? 

I observed a great Crowd, and a Number of Per- 
sons, about Forty or Fifty, going near the King’s 
Coach, hissing and making a —_ eal of Noise, and 
crying out, “No War! No George!” and a Number 
of Expressions of that Kind. 


What other Expressions ? 

A Number of others, which I did not take parti- 
cular Notice what they were. Mr. Walford mentioned 
to me, he observed some of the Persons that were 
very active in hissing and woling a Riot.—Nothing 
particular happened, till I observed, when we came to 
the narrow Part of Palace Yard, when I saw some- 
thing thrown at. His Majesty’s Carriage, and heard it 
hit the Glass. Mr. Walford, who was standing close 
by me (I was then within a few Yards of the Carriage) 
remarked to me, that he thought that was the Person 
who flung it, and desired me to assist in seizing him, 
and pointed out the Man. But as the Crowd was 
very thick, I did not take any particular Notice, as I 
thought it impossible to seize any Man, the Crowd 
was going so quick. Nothing further passed till His 
Majesty alighted, when Mr. Walford observed the Man 
alluded to standing in Company with some others near 
the Carriage: He made this Remark, that he believed 
that was the Man that flung the Stone, and that was 
so very active ; and pointed him out, I believe, to One 
of the Bow Street Persons: I don’t know the Person, 
but they said his Name was Kennedy. After His 
Majesty was in the Coach, and: set off on His Return 
Home to the Palace, we observed this same Person, 
with a Number of others, that had followed the Coach 
at the same Time downwards, keeping Company on 
the Side of the Coach in a very disorderly Manner, 
hissing and groaning, and calling out, “ No War!” 
and making use of a Number of disagreeable Ex- 
pressions. 


What Expressions ? 

Such as “ No War!” and I believe “ No King!” 
And this Person, with several others that went down 
and came up, making frequent Exertions to get through 
from amongst the Horse to the King’s Carriage, which 
by main Force we put back betwixt the Horses. When 
we had got about the Middle of the Park, the Con- 
stable who was with me (I believe his Name is Walford) 
addressed himself particularly to the young Man that 
was taken up, desiring him to be peaceable and behave 
better, or he would take him into Custody. He, with 
others, appeared to be very insolent, to set the Con- 
stable at Defiance ; upon which he was seized and kept 
in Custody till we got to St. James's. Nothing else 
passed, that I know of. 


Did yon see any Person in the Act of throwing? 
I did not. 


Was you or Walford foremost when the Glass broke ? 


We were nearly together ; he was a Yard or Two 
before me. 


Did Walford make any Observation to you upon it? 
He did. 
What was it? 

He ‘said, “ Iam certain that was the Man that 
the Stone ; let us seize him ;”—alluding to the 
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Person that was afterwards taken up, a young Man in 
a grey Coat and a black Collar.» PAP Ob TOUR 


Did you observe the Stroke on the Glass? 

I did‘ not, but I saw whatever it was that was 
thrown very distinctly, and heard it go against the Glass. 
It seemed to me to have the Appearance of a Half- 
penny ; and I saw it so distinct that it appeared as if 
the ies of the Throw was spent before it hit the 
Glass, and by that Means that it could not break the 
Glass, though I do not know that it did not. 


Did you observe if the Glass was broke ? 
No, I did not. 


Did Walford make any Observation to you, with 
regard to the Stroke upon the Glass? 
I do not recollect—but I really believe that what 
I saw thrown was not what broke the Glass, because 
other Persons that were near me heard something that 
went past with great Velocity against the Glass, and 
that was not the Case with what I saw thrown against 
the Glass;—as I have said before, the Force was 
spent. 


Did Walford make any Observation to you upon the 
Velocity with which it was thrown? 
I am not certain whether he did or not: Bat I 
think he did not think that what I saw thrown was 
what broke the Glass. 


Do you recollect that Walford at the Time said any 
Thing to you of what he thought broke the Glass? 
I am not certain; I think he thought it was some- 
thing that was thrown with great Velocity, but I am 
not certain. 


Did he say what that Something was? 
He did not’; but I am as perfectly satisfied as I 
can be, that there were Two Substances thrown at the 
same Time, for the Reason I mentioned before. 


You said, there were Forty or Fifty Persons went 
back from here ;—do you mean to say they were the 
same Parties? 

Yes; and several of them seemed to know each 
other, as if they belonged to the same Gang, if I may 
be allowed such an Expression. My Reason for: it is, 
that there were several standing together; the young 
Man taken up was resting his Shoulder on one of his 
Companions in a friendly Manner.—I asked him, at 
St. James’s, “‘ If he knew the Person whose Shoulder 
“ he was resting upon?” And he denied having any 
Knowledge of the Persons he was standing with. 


When Walford talked of a Substance thrown, did 
you understand him to mean thrown with a Hand? 
Yes; but there were other Persons present that 
differed from him in Opinion, and thought it was a 
Shot from a Window where there were no Persons 
looking out. I looked at the Window myself. I 
gave Credit for that Opinion, because what I saw 
thrown, though I heard it hit the Glass, could not 
break it, at least I thought it could not; nor I could 
not believe the Window was broke, till I enquired of 
the Servants about the Coach, and then that con- 
vinced me that it was something thrown from some 
Window, a Marble, or something of that Kind, with 
great Velocity. 


State the particular Part of the Street where you 
saw this Substance like a Half-penny strike the Win- 
dow ? 

It was betwixt the Two Palace Yards, thrown from 
the Right Hand Side, in the narrow Part. 


You attended the Carriage from the one Palace 
Yard to the other—did yoo hed any other Substance 
strike the Window. between’ the one Palace Yard and 
the other ? -: 

I did not; and for that Reason, that if there was 


any 
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any Thing that went through the. Window, it must have 
been at the same Time, for I did not hear any Second 
Stroke against the Glass. 


Do you recollect who the Persons were that thought 
it must have come from a Window ? 

I do not; but it was the Conversation of the dif- 
ferent Constables that were about the Carriage after 
His Majesty alighted, and the Opinion of several: I 
do not recollect who. asserted the Fact of its being 
thrown from a Window. 


Have you since seen the Hole-in His Majesty’s 
Carriage? 
I have seen One Hole; that was after the Carriage 
fot into the Palace, and that was made I believe by a 
ile, or something of the Kind, thrown at the Carriage 
as it was entering the Palace Gate in returning. 


Did the Brick hit His Majesty's Carriage on the 
same Side as the Substance hit it in Palace Yard; was 
it onthe Right Hand Side, or the Left? ° 

On the Left, I believe. 


Did you see the Brick hit it F 
No; I did not. 


You saw no other Hole in His Majesty’s Carriage ? 
No. 
You think something was flung out of a Window 
of a House ?—do you know the House ? 
Certainly I could not; nor within Fifty Yards. 


Do you know the Ordnance Office? 
I do not. 


You mentioned “ Walford had taken Notice of the 
** Activity of a Man ;”—was that when the Glass was 
broke, or before that Time ? 
I believe he mentioned that Circumstance to me 
before the Stone was thrown; about Half Way be- 
tween the Horse Guards and Palace Yard. 


Was the Person whom Mr. Walford pointed out to 
you in Palace Yard, as the Person who threw the 


Stone, the Person who was afterwards taken up? 
Yes. 


And Mr. Walford said “That was the Man who 
threw the Stone ?” 
Yes; he said, he believed that was the Man, and 
pointed him out te Kennedy. 


Where did he point him out to the Constable Ken- 
nedy ? 
In Palace Yard, within about Ten Yards of His 
Majesty's Carriage, after His Majesty alighted. 


Was that the same Man as he pointed out to you 
in Parliament Street ? 
I believe it was; but he then pointed him out 
with severaLothers, but not hin in particular. 


The Witness was directed to withdraw. 


Then Mr. John Walford was called in again, and 
examined, as follows: 


Did you point out, in Palace Yard, to Mr. Stockdale, 
a Man who had thrown a Stone? 

I certainly mentioned to Mr. Stockdale, that I 
thought that was the Man who threw the Stone or 
the other Matter, or whatever it was that broke the 
Window: My Reason for so doing was the Activity 
he had shewn the Whole of the Way. 


Did you hear a Conversation about an open Window? 
I heard One of -His Majesty’s Footmen make the 


Remark, and asked me if I had seen it; I told him 
I had not. 


Vou. 51. 
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You have said, in One of your Answers, that you Lvidenee 
thought it was a Bullet from an Instrument; you respecting 


have now said it was a Stones—reconcile these 
Answers ? , 

I certainly, in the First Instance, thought it was 
a Bullet, or some other hard Substance, from the Ve- 
locity with which it came. Mr. Stockdale said he 
thought it was a Half-penny, or something of that 
Kind. I said I really could not tell what it was, but 
that it must be something rounder and harder to 
occasion that Blow. 


Then the Witness was directed to withdraw. 


Then Mr. James Parker, of Pimlico, One of His 
Majesty’s Footmen, was called in; and being 
sworn, was examined, as follows : 


You attended His Majesty To-day from his Patace 
to the House of Lords ?

Where was your Place ? 
At the Coach Door, on the Right Hand. 


Relate what you saw there? 

We were coming down by the Ordnance Office, 
and about Two Doors from there, there was a Kind 
of a Ball, or a Marble, or something of that Kind, 
that whisked by my Face; it appeared to come with 
great Velocity, right strait forwards. I immediately 
said to One of the Yeomen, “I think that came from 
** a Gun, a Wind Gun, for I heard no Report.”—I 
immediately looked round, could see nothing; I 
looked at the Glass of the Carriage, and saw a little 
Hole. I looked round, to see if I could see where 
the Ball or Substance, or whatever it was, came from, 
and I perceived a Window open—there was Nobody 
at it, which gave me Reason to think it came from 
that Direction.—I said to the Yeoman, “ I thought it 
“ was very strange where that could come from,” or 
something to that Effect—lI don’t know any Thing 
more. 


Can you point out the House ? 
It has Green Outside Windows. 


Was that the only empty Window? 
I did not observe any other. 


Was ita Window in a First Floor, or where? 
A Parlour Window. 


What Part of the Glass was hit ? 
Rather lower than the Middle: it was no great 


Way from my Head: I had hold of the Handle of the 
Door. 


You say this was one of the Houses near the 
Ordnance ;—Was it a House with a Bow Window? 


A Bow, not of the Parlour, but of the Floor 
above it. 


Was it not the House next to the narrow Passage 
that comes into Palace Yard, next the Cathedral? 
It was the End House ; there is no other. 


You made no Enquiry there? 
No, 


Do you believe the Hole in the Glass was made. by 


the Bullet or other round Substance, that you heard 
whizzed by you? . 


I have no Doubt about it. 


Do you think that, to have done what you describe, 
it could have been thrown by a Hand? 


I think it impossible to have come in that Way, 
and leave so small a Hole in the Glass,

I observed something come against the Carriage. 
Was you near the Carriage? 
Close to it.

The Center. 
You did not see in what Direction it came? 
‘ No; I looked up immediately.

Did you see any thing thrown at that Time ?

TRANSLATION of the Treaty of Defensive 
Alliance between His Britannick Majesty and the 
Empress of Russia, signed at Saint Petersburgh, 
the 18th Day of February 1795. 


In the Name of the most Holy Trinity. 


His Britannick Majesty and her Majesty the Empress 
of all the Russias, animated with a Desire equally 
sincere to strengthen more and more the Ties of Friend- 
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ship and good Understanding which so happily subsist 
between them and their respective Monarchies, have 
thought that nothing would more effectually contribute 
to this salutary End, than the Conclusion of a Treaty 
of Defensive Alliance, concerning which they should 
occupy themselves forthwith, and which should have 
for Basis the Stipulations of similar Treaties which have 
already been heretofore concluded, and have made the 
Object of the most intimate Union between the Two 
Empires; for this Purpose their said Majesties have 
named for their Plenipotentiaries ; that is to say, His 
Britannick Majesty, the Sieur Charles Whitworth, His 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to 
her Imperial Majesty of all the Russias, Knight of the 
Order of the Bath; and her Imperial Majesty of all 
the Russias, the Sieur John Count Osterman, her Vice 
Chancellor, actual Privy Councillor, Senator, and 
Knight of the Orders of St. Andrew, of St. Alexander 
Newsky, Great Cross of that of St. Wladimir of the 
First. Class, of St. Anne; the Sieur Alexander Count 
of Bezborodko, her Great Master of the Court; actual 
Privy Councillor, Director General of the Posts, and 
Knight of the Orders of St. Andrew, of St. Alexander 
Newsky, and Great Cross of that of St. Wladimir of 
the First Class; and the Sieur Arcadi de Morcoff, 
Privy Councillor, Member of the College of Foreign 
Affairs, Knight of the Order of St. Alewander Newsky, 
and Great Cross of that of St. Wladimir of the First 
Class ; who, after having mutually exchanged their full 
Powers, found to be in good and due Form, have 
agreed upon the following Articles : 


Article I. 

There shall be a sincere and constant Friendship 
between His Britannick Majesty and her Majesty the 
Empress of all the Russias, their Heirs and Successors, 
and in consequence of this intimate Union, the High 
Contracting Parties shall have nothing more strongly 
at Heart than to promote, by all possible Means, their 
mutual Interests, to avert from each other whatsoever 
might cause them any Injury, Damage, or Prejudice ; 
and to maintain themselves reciprocally in the undis- 
turbed Possession of their Dominions, Rights, Com- 
merce, and Prerogatives whatsoever, by guarantying 
reciprocally for this Purpose, all their Countries, Do- 
minions, and Possessions, as well such as they actually 
possess, as those which they may acquire by Treaty. 


Article II. 

If, notwithstanding the Efforts which they shall 
employ by common Consent in order to obtain this 
End, it should nevertheless happen that one of them 
should be attacked, by Sea or Land, the other shall 
furnish to him immediately, on the Requisition being 
made, the Succours stipulated by the following Articles 
of this Treaty. 


Article IIT. 

His Britannick Majesty and her Imperial Majesty of 
all the Russias declare, however, that in contracting 
the present Alliance, their Intention is by no Means 
to give Offence thereby, or to injure any one, but that 
their sole Intention is to provide by these Engagements 
for their reciprocal Advantage and Security, as well as 
for the Re-establishment of Peace, and the Mainte- 
nance of the General Tranquillity of Europe, and above 
all that of the North. 


Article IV. 

As the Two High vingeocs | Parties possess the 
same Desire to render to each other their mutual Suc- 
cours as advantageous as possible, and as the natural 
Force of Russia consists in Land Troops, whilst Great 
Britain can principally furnish Ships of War; it is 
agreed upon, that if His Britannick ray should be 
attacked or disturbed by any other Power, and in 
whatever Manner it might be, in the Possession of His 
Dominions and Provinces, so that He should think it 
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Treaties with necessary to require the Assistance of His Ally, her 


Imperial Majesty of all the Russias shall send Him 
immediately Ten thousand Infantry and Two thousand 
Horse. If, on the other Hand, her Imperial Majesty 
of all the Russias should find herself attacked or dis- 
tarbed by any other Power, and in whatever Manner 
it may be, in the Possession of her Dominions and 
Provinces, so that she should think it necessary to 
require the Assistance of her Ally, His Britannick 
Majesty shall send her forthwith a Squadron of Twelve 
Ships of War, and of the Line, carrying Seven hundred 
and Eight Guns, according to the following List : 

Two Ships of Seventy-four Guns, making together 
One hundred and Forty-eight Guns, and the Crews 
Nine hundred and Sixty Men; Six Ships of Sixty 
Guns, and the Crews Two thousand Four hundred 
Men; Four Ships’ of Fifty Guns, making Two hundred 
Guns, and the Crews Twelve hundred Men: In the 
whole Twelve Ships, Seven hundred and Eight Guns, 
and the Crews Four thousand Five hundred and Sixty 
Men. ‘This Squadron shall be properly equipped and 
armed for War. ‘These Succours shall be respectively 
sent to the Places which shall be specified by the re- 
quiring Party, and shall remain at his free Disposal as 
long as Hostilities shall last. 


Article V. 

But, if the Nature of the Attack were such as that 
the Party attacked should not find it to his Interest 
to demand the effective Succours, such as they have 
been stipulated for in the preceding Article, in that 
Case the Two High Contracting Powers have resolved 
to change the said Succour into a pecuniary Subsidy ; 
that is to say, if His Britannick Majesty should be 
attacked, and should prefer pecuniary Succours, her 
Imperial Majesty of all the Russias, after the Requi- 
sition having been previously made, shall pay to him 
the Sum of Five hundred thousand Roubles Yearly 
during the whole Continuance of Hostilities, to assist 
Him to support the Expenses of the War: And if 
her Imperial Majesty of all the Russias should be 
attacked, and should prefer pecuniary Succours, His 
Britannick Majesty shall furnish her with the same 
Sum Yearly, as long as Hostilities shall last. 


Article VI. 

If the Party required, after having furnished the 
Succour stipulated in the Fourth Article of this Treaty, 
should be himself attacked, so as to put him thereby 
under the Necessity of recalling his Troops for his own 
Safety, he shall be at Liberty to do so, after having 
informed the requiring Party thereof Two Months 
beforehand; in like Manner, if the Party required 
were himself at War at the Time of the Requisition, 
so that he should be obliged to retain near himself, 
for his own proper Security and Defence, the Forces 
which he is bound to furnish to his Ally in virtue of 
this Treaty, in such Case the Party required shall be 
dispensed with from furnishing the said Succour, as 
long as the said Necessity shall last. 


Article VIT. 

The Russian Auxiliary Troops shall be provided 
with Field Artillery, Ammunition, and every Thing of 
which they may stand in Need, in proportion to their 
Number ; they shall be paid, and recruited Annually 
by the requirmg Court. With regard to the ordinary 
Rations and Portions of Provisions and Forage, as 
well as Quarters, they shall be furnished to them by 
the requiring Court, the Whole on the Footing upon 
which his own Troops are or shall be maintained in 
the Field or in Quarters. 


Article VIII. 

In case the said Russian Auxiliary Troops, required 
by His Britannick Majesty, should be obliged. to 
march by Land, and to traverse the Dominions of any 
other Powers, His Britannick Majesty shall use his 
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Endeavours, jointly with her Imperial Majesty of all 
the Russias, to obtain for them a free Passagé, and 
shall supply them oh their March with the necessary 
Provisions and Forage, in the Manner stipulated in 
the preceding Article: And when they shall have to 
cross the Sea, His Britannick Majesty shall take upon 
Himself either to transport them in His own Ships, 
or to defray the Expenses of their Passage. The same 
is also to be understood as well with Regard to the 
Recruits which her Imperial Majesty will be obliged 
to send to her Troops, as respecting their Return to 
Russia, whenever they shall either be sent back by 
His Britannick Majesty, or recalled by her Imperial 
Majesty of all the Russias for her own Defence.— 
According to Article Sixth of this Treaty, it is further 
agreed upon, that in case of recalling or sending back 
the said Troops, an adequate Convoy of Ships of War 
shall escort them for their Security. 


Article IX. : 

The Commanding Officer, whether of the Auxiliary 
Troops of her Imperial Majesty of all the Russias, or 
of the Squadron which His Britannick Majesty is to 
furnish Russia with, shall keep the Command which 
has been intrusted to him, but the Command in 
Chief shall belong most certainly to him whom the 
requiring Party shall appoint for that Purpose; under 
the Restriction, however, that nothing of Importance 
shall be undertaken that shall not have been before- 
hand regulated and determined upon in Council of 
War, in the Presence of the General and Commanding 
Officers of the Party required. 


Article X. 

And, in order to prevent all Disputes about Rank, 
the requiring Party shall give due Notice of the 
Officer to whom he shall give the Command in Chief, 
whether of a Fleet or of Land Forces, to the End that 
the Party required may regulate, in consequence, the 
Rank of him who shall have to command the Auxi-— 
liary Troops or Ships. 


Article XI. 

Moreover, these Auxiliary Forces shall have their 
own Chaplains, and the entirely free Exercise of their 
Religion, and shall not be judged, in whatever apper- 
tains to Military Service, otherwise than according to 
the Laws and Articles of War of their own Sovereign ; 
it shall likewise be permitted for the General and the 
rest of the Auxiliary Forces to keep up a free Cor- 
respondence with their Country, as well by Letters as 
Expresses. 

Article XII. 

The Auxiliary Forces on both Sides shall be kept 
together as much as possible; and in order to avoid 
their being subjected to greater Fatigue than the others, 
and to the End that there may be in every Expedition 
and Operation a perfect Equality, the Commander in 
Chief shall be bound to observe, on every Occasion, 
a just Proportion, according to the Force of the whole 
Fleet or Army. 


Article XIII. 

The Squadron which His Britannick Majesty is to 
furnish by virtue of this Alliance, shall be admitted 
into all the Ports of her Imperial Majesty of all the 
Russias, where it shall experience the most amicable 
Treatment, and shall be provided with every Thing 
which it may stand in Need of, on paying the same 
Price as the Ships of hér Imperial Majesty of all the 
Russias; and the said Squadron shall be allowed to 
return every Year to the Ports of Great Britain, as soon 
as the Season will no longer permit it to keep the Sea; 
but it is formally, and from this Time forward stipu- 
lated, that this Squadron shall return every Year to the 
Baltic Sea about the Beginning of the Month of AZay, 
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that ds often as the Exigency of the Treaty shall re- 
quire it. 
Article XIV. 

The requiring Party, in claiming the Succours 
stipulated by this Treaty, shall point out at the same 
Time to the required Party the Place where he shall 
wish that it may in the First Instance repair; and the 
said requiring Party shall be at Liberty to make use 
of the said Succour during the whole Time it shall be 
continued to him, in such Manner, and at such Places 
as he shall judge to be most suitable for his Service 
against the Aggressor. 


Article XV. 

The Conditions of this Treaty of Alliance shall not 
be applicable to the Wars which may arise between 
her Imperial Majesty of all the Russias and the Powers 
and People of Asia, respecting whom His Britannick 
Majesty shall be dispensed with from furnishing the 
Succours stipulated by the present Treaty, excepting 
in the Case of an Attack made by any European 
Power against the Right and Possessions of her Im- 
perial Majesty, in whatever Part of the World it may 
be: As also, on the other Hand, her Imperial Majesty 
of all the Russias shall not be bound to furnish the 
Succours stipulated by this same Treaty, in any Case 
whatever excepting that of an Attack made by any 
European Power against the Rights and Possessions of 
His Britannick Majesty, in whatever Part of the World 
it may be. 

Article XVI. 

It has been in like Manner agreed upon, that con- 
sidering the great Distance of Places, the Troops 
which her Imperial Majesty of all the Russias will have 
to furnish by virtue of this Alliance for the Defence of 
His Britannick Majesty, shall not be sent to Spain, 
Portugal, or Italy, and still less out of Europe. 


Article XVII. 

If the Succours stipulated in the Fourth Article of this 
Treaty should not be sufficient, in that Case the Con- 
tracting Parties reserve to themselves, to make a fur- 
ther Provision between themselves, with respect to the 
additional Succours which they should give to each 
other. 

Article XVIII. 

The requiring Party shall make neither Peace nor 
Truce with the common Enemy, without including 
the required Party, to the End that the latter may not 


suffer any Injury in consequence of the Succours he 
should have given to his Ally. 


Article XIX. 

The present Defensive Alliance shall in no Way 
derogate from the Treaties and Alliances which the 
High Contracting Parties may have with other Powers, 
inasmuch as the said Treaties shall not be contrary to 
this, nor to the Friendship and good Understanding, 
which they are resolved constantly to keep up between 
them. 

Article XX. 

If any other Power would accede to this present 
Alliance, their said Majesties have agreed to concert 
together upon the Admission of such Power. 


Article XXI. 

The Two High Contracting Parties, desiring mu- 
tually and with Eagerness to strengthen and to con- 
solidate, as much as possible, the Friendship and Union 
already happily subsisting between them, and to pro- 
tect and extend the Commerce between their respec- 
tive Subjects, promise to proceed without Delay to the 
Formation of a Definitive Arrangement of Com- 
merce. 

Article XXII. 

As Circumstances may render it necessary to make 

some Change in the Clauses of the present Treaty, 


the High Contracting Parties have thought proper to 
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fix the Duration of it to Eight Years, counting from sor ag gs 
the Day of exchanging the Ratifications, but before ®us#® *e- 


the Expiration of the Eighth Year, it shall be renewed 
according to existing Circumstances. 


Article XXIII. 

The present Treaty of Alliance shall be ratified, 
and the Ratifications exchanged here in the Space of 
Two Months, or sooner if it can be done. In Wit- 
ness whereof, the above-mentioned Ministers Plenipo- 
tentiaries on both Sides have signed the present Treaty, 


and have thereunto affixed the Seal of their Arms.

TRANSLATION of the Treaty of Defensive 
Alliance between His Britannick Majesty 
and the Emperor of Germany, signed at 
Vienna the 20th Day of May 1795. 


His Majesty the Emperor, and His Majesty the 
King of Great Britain, being desirous to renew and to 
cement the ancient Relations of Friendship and In- 
timacy between their Crowns, and their respective 
Dominions, as well as to provide, in a solid and per- 
manent Manner, for their future Safety, and for the ge- 
neral Tranquillity of Europe, have determined, in con- 
sequence of these salutary Views, to proceed to the 
Conclusion of a new Treaty of Alliance, and they have 
nominated for that Purpose; viz. His Majesty the 
Emperor his actual Privy Councillor and Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Baron de Thugut, Commander of the 
Order of St. Stephen; and His Majesty the King 
of Great Britain, Sir Morton Eden, One of His Ma- 
jesty’s Privy Councillors, Knight of the Beth, En- 
voy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of 
His said Majesty at the Court of Vienna; who, after 
having communicated to each other their respective 
full Powers, have agreed upon the following Arti- 
cles : 





Article I. 

There shall be between his Imperial Majesty and 
His Britannick Majesty, their Heirs and Successors, 
and between all the respective Dominions, Provinces, 
and Subjects of their said Majesties, a perfect and sincere 
good Understanding, Friendship, and Defensive Al- 
liance ; the High Contracting Parties shall use all their 
Endeavours for the Maintenance of their common Jn- 
terests, and shall employ all the ; thee in their Power 
to defend and guaranty each other mutually against 
every hostile Aggression. 


Article II, 

The High Contracting Parties shall act in perfect 
Concert in every Thing which relates to the Re- 
establishment, and to the Maintenance of general 
Peace, and they shall employ all their Efforts to pre- 
vent, by the Means of Friendly Negociation, the 
Attacks with which they may be threatened, either 
separately or conjointly. 


Article ITI. 

In case either of the High Contracting Parties should 
be attacked, molested, or disturbed in the Possession 
of its Dominions, Territories, or Cities whatsoever, 
or in the Exercise of its Rights, Liberties, or Fran- 
chises wheresoever, and without any Exception, the 
other will exert all its Endeavours to succour its 
Ally without Delay, and in the Manner hereinafter 
mentioned, 

Article IV. 

Their Imperial and Briannick Majesties reciprocally 

guaranty to each other, and in the most express ane 
a 
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ties, and Franchises whatsoever, such as they at present 
possess, and such as they shall possess at the Conclusion 
of a General Peace, made by their common Agreement 
and Consent, in conformity to their mutual Engage- 
ments in that Respect in the Convention of the 
goth of August 1793, and the Case of this Defen- 
sive Alliance shall exist from the Moment whenever 
either of the High Contracting Parties shall be disturbed, 
molested, or disquieted in the peaceable Enjoyment of 
its Dominions, Territories, Cities, Rights, Liberties, or 
Franchises whatsoever, according to the State of actual 
Possession, and according to the State of Possession 
which shall exist at the above-mentioned Epoch. 


Article V. 

The Succours to be mutually furnished in virtue of 
this Treaty, shall consist in Twenty thousand Infantry, 
and Six thousand Cavalry, which shall be furnished 
in the Space of Two Months after Requisition made 
by the Party attacked, and shall continue to be at its 
Disposition during the whole Course of the War in 
which it shall be engaged. These Succours shall be 
paid and maintained by the Power required, wherever its 
Ally shall employ them, but the Power ‘Tequiring, 
shall provide them with the necessary Bread and 
Forage, upon the same Footing with its own Troops. 

If the Party requiring prefers, it may demand the 
Succours to be furnished in Money, and in that Case, 
the Succours shall be computed at the following Rate, 
that is to say, Ten thousand Dutch Florins per Month 
for every Thousand Infantry, and Thirty thousand 
Dutch Florins per Month for every Thousand Cavalry, 
and this Money shall be paid Monthly, in equal Portions, 
throughout the whole Year. 

If the Succours should not suffice for the Defence 
of the Power requiring, the other Party shall augment 
them according as the Occasion shall require, and shall 
even succour its Ally with its whole Forces, if the 
Circumstances should render it necessary. 


Article VI. 

It is agreed, that in Consideration of the intimate 
Alliance established by this Treaty between the Two 
Crowns, neither the One nor the other of the High 
Contracting Parties shall permit the Vessels or Mer- 
chandize belonging to its Ally, or to the People or 
Subjects of its Ally, and which shall have been taken 
at Sea by any Ship of War or Privateers whatsoever 
belonging to Enemies or Rebels, to be brought into 
its Harbours, nor any Ship of War or Privateer to be 
therein armed, in any Case or under any Pretext what- 
soever, in order to cruize against the Ships and Pro- 
perty of such Ally, or of his Subjects; nor that there 
be conveyed by its Subjects, or in their Ships, to the 
Enemies of its Ally, any Provisions or Military or Na- 


val Stores. For these Ends as often as it shall be requir- 


ed by either of the Allies, the other shall be bound to 
renew express Prohibitions, ordering all Persons to 
conform themselves to this Article, upon Pain of exem- 
plary Punishment, in Addition to the full Restitution 
and Satisfaction to be made to the injured ‘Parties. 


Article VII. 

If, notwithstanding the Prohibitions and Penalties 
above-mentioned, any Vessels of Enemies or Rebels 
should bring into the Ports of either of the High 
Contracting Parties any Prizes taken from the other, 
or from its Subjects, the former shall oblige them to 
quit its Ports in the Space of Twenty-four Hours after 


their Arrival, upon Pain of Seizure and Confiscation, 


and the Crews, and ae or other Prisoners, 
Subjects of its Ally, who shall have been brought into 
the said Ports, shall immediately after their Arrival be 
restored to their full Liberty, with their Ship and 
Merchandize, without any Delay or Exception; and 
if any Vessel whatsoever, after having been armed or 
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equipped, wholly or partially in the Ports of either of 
the Allies, should be employed in taking Prizes, or in 
committing Hostilities against the Subjects of the other, 
such Vessel, in case of its returning into the said Ports, 
shall at the Requisition of the injured Parties be seized 
and confiscated for their Benefit; the High Contracting 
Parties do not intend that the Stipulations in these 
Two Articles should derogate from the Execution of 
anterior Treaties actually existing with other Powers, 
the High contracting Parties not being however at 
Liberty to form new Engagements hereafter to the 
Prejudice of the said Stipulations. 


Article VIII. 

Their Imperial and Britannick Majesties engage to 
ratify the present Treaty of Alliance, and the Ratifi- 
cations thereof shall be exchanged in the Space of Six 
Weeks, or sooner if it can be done. 

In Witness whereof, we, the under-signed, being 
furnished with the full Powers of their Imperial and 
Britannick Majesties, have signed the present Treaty 
in their Names, and have caused the Seals of our 
Arms to affixed thereto. 

Done at Vienna, the Twentieth day of May, in 
the Year One thousand Seven hundred and 
Ninety-five.

In case the Establishment in general limited of the 
Land Forces of Great Britain should not permit His 
Britannick Majesty to furnish, within the Term speci- 
fied, the Succour in Men, stipulated by the Fifth Article 
of the present Treaty of Alliance, and that conse- 
quently his Imperial Majesty should be obliged to 
supply that Succour by an equal number of other 
Troops to be taken into his Pay, the Confidence which 
the Emperor reposes in the Friendship and Equity 
of the King of Great Britain, leaves him no room to 
doubt but that His Britannick Majesty will readily 
grant him an Indemnification for the Difference which,

COPY of the Treaty of Amity, Commerce, and 
Navigation between His Britannick Majesty 
and the United States of America, signed at 
London, the 19th Day of November 1794. 


George the Third, by the Grace of God, King of 
Great Britain, France, and Ireland, Defender of the 
Faith, Duke of Brunswick and Lunenburgh, Arch Trea- 
surer and Prince Elector of the Holy Roman Empire, 
&c. &c. &c. to all and singular to whom these Presents 
shall come, Greeting, Whereas Our right trusty 
and well-beloved Councillor, William Wyndham, Baron 
Grenville of Wotton, Our Principal Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, &c. &c. &c. did on Our Part, 
together with the Plenipotentiary of Our good Friends 
the United States of America, conclude and sign at 
London, on the 19th Day of November 1794, a Treaty 
of Amity, Commerce, and Navigation between Us and 
Our said good Friends: And whereas a certain additional 
Article has, on the Part of the said United States, been 
proposed to be annexed to the said Treaty as a Part 
thereof, to which addition We are willing to consent ; 


the said Treaty and additional Article being in the Words 
following : 


TREATY. 


His Britannick Majesty and the United States of 
America, ‘being desirous, by a Treaty of Amity, Com- 
merce, and Navigation, to terminate their Differences 
in such a Manner as without Reference to the Merits 
of their respective Complaints and Pretensions may be 
the best calculated to produce mutual Satisfaction and 
good Understanding, and also to regulate the Com- 
merce and Navigation between their respective Countries, 
Territories, and People, in such a Manner as to render 
the same reciprocal, beneficial, and satisfactory, they 
have respectively named their Plenipotentiaries, and 
given them full Powers to treat of and conclude the said 
Treaty ; that is to say, His Britannick Majesty has 
named for his Plenipotentiary, the Right honourable 
Wiliam Wyndham, Baron Grenville of Wotton, One 
of His Majesty's Privy Council, and His Majesty’s 
Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs; and 
the President of the said United States, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Senate thereof, hath appointed 
for their Plenipotentiary the Honourable John Jay, 
Chief Justice of the said United States, and their Envoy 


Extraordinary to His Majesty, who hath agreed on and 
concluded the following Articles : 


Article I. 


There shall be a firm, inviolable, and universal 
Peace, and a true and sincere Friendship between His 
Britannick Majesty, His Heirs and Successors, and the 
United States of America, and between their respective 
Countries,. ‘Territories, Cities, Towns, and People, of 
every Degree, without Exception of Persons or Places. 


Article IT. 


His Majesty will withdraw all His Troops and Gar- 
risons from all Posts and Places within the Boundary 
Lines assigned by the Treaty of Peace to the United 
States : This Evacuation shall take place on or before 
the 1st Day of June 1796, and all the proper Measures 
shall in the Interval be taken, by Gaieun between 
the Government of the United States and His 
Majesty’s Governor General in America, for settling 
the previous Arrangements which may be necessary 


oe the Delivery of the said Posts. The United 
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States in the mean Time, at their Discretion, extend- Treaties wie 
ing their Settlements to any Part within the said Boun- Rus * ~ 


dary Line, except within the Precincts or Jurisdiction 
of any of the said Posts. All Settlers and Traders 
within the Precincts or Jurisdiction of the said Posts 
shall continue to enjoy unmolested all their Property 
of every Kind, and shall be protected therein. They 
shall be at full Liberty to remain there, or to remove, 
with all or any Part of their Effects, and it shall also 
be free to them to sell their Lands, Houses, or Effects, 
or to retain the Property thereof at their Discretion : 
Such of them as shall continue to reside within the 
said Boundary Lines shall not be compelled to be- 
come Citizens of the United States, or to take any 
Oath of Allegiance to the Government thereof, but 
they shall be at full Liberty so to do if they think 
proper; and they shall make and declare their Election 
within One Year after the Evacuation aforesaid ; and 
all Persons who shall continue there, after the Expiration 
of the said Year, without having declared their Intention 
of remaining Subjects of His Britannick Majesty, shall 


be considered as having elected to become Citizens of 
the United States, 


Article IIT. 


It is agreed, that it shall at all Times be free to 
His Majesty’s Subjects and to the Citizens of the 
United States, and also to the Indians, dwelling on 
either Side of the said Boundary Line, free!y to pass 
or re-pass by Land or Inland Navigation into the re- 
spective Territories and Countries of the Two Parties 
on the Continent of America (the Country within the 
Limits of the Hudson’s Bay Company only excepted) 
and to navigate all the Lakes, Rivers, and Waters 
thereof, and freely to carry on Trade and Commerce 
with each other. But it is understood, that this Ar- 
ticle does not extend to the Admission of Vessels. of 
the United States into the Sea Ports, Harbours, Bays, 
or Creeks of His Majesty’s said Territories, nor into 
such Parts of the Rivers in His Majesty's said Terri- 
tories as are between the Mouth thereof and the 
highest Port of Entry from the Sea, except in small 
Vessels trading bona fide between Montreal and Quebec, 
under such Regulations as shall be established to pre- 
vent the Possibility of any Frauds in this Respect ; nor 
to the Admission of British Vessels from the Sea into 
the Rivers of the United States beyond the highest 
Ports of Entry for Foreign Vessels from the Sea. The 
River Mississipi shall, however, according to the Treaty 
of Peace, be entirely open to both Parties. And it is 
farther agreed, that all the Ports and Places on its 
Eastern Side, to whichsoever of the Parties belonging, 
may freely be resorted to and used by both Parties, 
in as ample a Manner as any of the 4élantic Ports or 
Places of the United States, or any of the Ports or 
Places of His Majesty in Great Britain. All Goods 
and Merchandize, whose Importation into His Majesty’s 
said Territories in Ameria shall not be entirely 
prohibited, may freely, for the Purposes of Com- 
merce, be carried into the same, in the Manner afore- 
said, by.the Citizens of the United States; and such 
Goods and Merchandize shall be subject to no higher 
or other Duties than would be payable by His 
Majesty’s Subjects on the Importation of the same from 
Europe into the said Territories; and-in like Manner 
all Goods and Merchandize, whose Importation into 
the United States shall not be wholly prohibited, may 
freely, for the Purpose of Commerce, be carried into 
the same in the Manner aforesaid by His Majesty’s 
Subjects ; and such Goods and Merchandize shall be 
subject to no higher or other» Duties than would be 
payable by the Citizens of the United States, on the 
Importation of the same in American Vessels into the 
Atlantic Ports of the said States. And all Goods not 
prohibited to be exported from the said Territories re- 
spectively may, in like nner be carried out of the 

same 
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bs ag same by the Two Parties respectively, paying we as 


by 
either Party on Peltries brought by Land or Inland 
Navigation into the said Territories respectively, nor 
shall the Indians passing or re-passing with their own 
proper Goods and Effects, of whateyer Nature, pay for 
the same any Impost or Duty whatever; but Goods 
in Bales, or other large Packages, unusual among 
Indians, shall not be considered as Goods belonging bona 
Jide to Indians. 

No higher or other Tolls or Rates of Ferriage than 
what are or shall be payable by Natives shall be 
demanded on either Side; and no Duties shall be 
payable on any Goods which shall merely be carried over 
any of the Portages or Carrying Places on either Side, 
for the Purpose of being immediately re-embarked 
and carried to some other Place or Places. But as by 
this Stipulation it is only meant to secure to each 
Party a free Passage across the Portages on both Sides, 
it is agreed that this Exemption from Duty shall extend 
only to such Goods as are carried in the usual and direct 
Road across the Portage, and are not attempted to 
be in any Manner sold or exchanged during their 
Passage across the same ; and proper Regulations may 
be established to prevent the Possibility of any Frauds 
in this Respect. 

As this Article is intended to render, in a great 
Degree, the local Advantages of each Party common 
to both, and thereby to promote a Disposition favour- 
able to Friendship and good Neighbourhood, it is 
agreed that the respective Governments will mutually 
promote this amicable Intercourse, by causing speedy 
and impartial Justice to be done, and necessary Pro- 
tection to be extended to all who may be concerned 
therein. 

Article IV. 


Whereas it is uncertain whether the River Mississipi 
extends so far to the Northward as to be intersected 
by a Line to be drawn due West, from the Lake 
of the Woods, in the Manner mentioned in the 

reaty of Peace between His Majesty and the United 
States; it is agreed, that Measures shall be taken, in 
Concert with His Majesty’s Government in America, 
and the Government of the United States, for making 
a joint Survey of the said River from One Degree of 
Latitude below the Falls of St. Anthony, to the prin- 
cipal Source or Sources of the said River, and also 
of the Parts adjacent thereto; and that if on the Result 
of such Survey, it should appear that the said River 
would not be intersected by such a Line as is above- 
mentioned, the Two Parties will thereupon proceed, 
by amicable Negociation, to regulate the Boundary 
Line in that Quarter, as well as all other Points to be 
adjusted between the said Parties, according to Justice 
and mutual Convenience, and in conformity to the 
Intent of the said Treaty. 


Article V. 

Whereas Doubts have arisen what River was truly 
intended under the Name of the River St. Croiz, 
mentioned in the said Treaty of Peace, and forming a 
Part of the Boundary therein described ; that Question 
shall be referred to the final Decision of Commissioners 
to be appointed in the following Manner; viz. One 
Commissioner shall be named by His Majesty, and 
One by the President of the United States, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Senate thereof; 
and the said Two Commissioners shall agree on the 
Choice of a Third; or, if they cannot so agree, they 
shall each propose One Person, and of the Two 
Names so proposed, One shall be drawn by Lot in 
the Presence of the Two original Commissioners. 
And the Three Commissioners so appointed, shall be 
sworn impartially to examine and decide the said 
Question, according to such Evidence as shall re- 
spectively be laid before them on the Part of the 
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British Government, and of the United States. The 
said Commissioners shall meet at Halifax, and shall 
have power to adjourn to such other Place or 
Places as they shall think fit; they shall have Power 
to appoint a Secretary, and to employ such Sur- 
veyors or other Persons as they shall judge necessary. 
The said Commissioners shall, by a Declaration 
under their Hands and Seals, decide what River is the 
River Sz. Croix, intended by the Treaty. The said 
Declaration shall contain a Description of the said 
River, and shall particularize the Latitude and Longitude 
of its Mouth and of its Source. Duplicates of this 
Declaration, and of the Statements of their Accounts, 
and of the Journal of their Proceedings, shall be de- 
livered by them to the Agent of His Majesty, and to 
the Agent of the United States, who may be respectively 
appointed and authorized to manage the Business on 
Behalf of the respective Governments. And both 
Parties agree to consider such Decision as final and 
conclusive, so as that the same shall never thereafter be 
called into Question, or made the Subject of Dispute or 
Difference between them. 


Article VI. 

Whereas it is alledged by divers British Merchants, 
and others, His Majesty’s Subjects, that Debts to a 
considerable Amount, which were bona fide contracted 
before the Peace, still remain owing to them by 
Citizens or Inhabitants of the United States ; and that 
by the Operation of various lawful Impediments since 
the Peace, not only the full Recovery of the said 
Debts has been delayed, but also the Value and Secu- 
rity thereof have been, in several Instances, impaired 
and lessened; so that by the ordinary Course of judi- 
cial Proceedings, the British Creditors cannot now 
obtain, and actually have and receive full and ade- 
quate Compensation for the Losses and Damages 
which they have thereby sustained; it is agreed, that 
in all such Cases where full Compensation for such 
Losses and Damages. cannot, for whatever Reason,’ be 
actually obtained, had, and received by the said 
Creditors in the ordinary Course of Justice, the United 
States will make full and complete Compensation for 
the same to the said Creditors: But it is distinctly 
understood, that this Provision is to extend to such 
Losses only as have been occasioned by the lawful 
Impediments aforesaid, and is not to extend to Losses 
occasioned by such Insolvency of the Debtors, or 
other Causes as would equally have operated to produce 
such Loss, if the said Impediments had not existed 
nor to such Losses or Damages as have been occasioned 
by the manifest Delay or Negligence, or wilful Omis- 
sion of the Claimant. 

For the Purpose of ascertaining the Amount of any 
such Losses and Damages, Five Commissioners shall . 
be appointed, and authorized to meet and act in 
Manner following ; viz. 

Two of them shall-be appointed by His Majesty, 
Two of them by the President of the United States, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Senate 
thereof, and the Fifth by the unanimous Voice of the 
other Four : And if they should not agree in such Choice, 
then the Commissioners named by the Two Parties 
shall respectively propose One Person, and of the Two 
Names so proposed One shall be drawn by Lot in the 
Presence of the Four original Commissioners. When 
the Five Commissioners thus appointed shall first meet, 
they shall, before they proceed to act, respectively take 
the following Oath or Affirmation in the Presence of each 
other; which Oath or Affirmation being so taken, 
and duly attested, shall be entered on the Record of 
their Proceedings ; viz. )

“ and Equity, decide all such Complaints as 
“‘ under the said Article shall be preferred to 
«¢ the said Commissioners ; and that I will for- 
bear to act as a Commissioner in any Case in 
‘“‘ which I may be personally interested.” 
Three of the said Commissioners shall constitute a 
Board, and shall have Power to do any Thing ap- 
pertaining to the said Commission, provided that One 
of the Commissioners named on each Side, and the 
Fifth Commissioner shall be present; and all Decisions 
shall be made by the Majority of the Voices of the 
Commissioners then present: Eighteen Months from 
the Day on which the said Commissioners shall form 
a Board, and be ready to proceed to Business, are 
assigned for receiving Complaints and Applications, 
but they are nevertheless authorized, in any particular 
Cases, in which it shall appear to them to be reason- 
able and just, to extend the said Term of Eighteen 
Months, for any Term not exceeding Six Months 
after the Expiration thereof. The said Commission- 
ers shall first meet at Philadelphia, but they shall have 
Power to adjourn from Place to Place as they shall 
see Cause. The said Commissioners in examining the 
Complaints and Applications so preferred to them, 
are empowered and required, in pursuance of the true 
Intent and Meaning of this Article, to take into their 
Consideration all Glaims, whether of Principal or Inte- 
rest, or Balances of Principal and Interest, and to deter- 
mine the same respectively, according to the Merits 
of the several Cases, due Regard being had to all the 
Circumstances thereof, and as Equity and Justice 
shall appear to them to require. And the said Com- 
missioners shall have Power to examine all such Per- 
sons as shall come before them, on Oath or Affirma- 
tion, touching the Premises: And also to receive in 
Evidence, according as they may think most consistent 
with Equity and Justice, all written Depositions, or 
Books or Papers, or Copies or Extracts thereof; 
every such Deposition, Book, or Paper, or Copy or 
Extract, being duly authenticated either according to 
the legal Forms now respectively existing in the Two 
Countries, or in such other Manner as the said Com- 
missioners shall see Cause to require or allow. The 
Award of the said Commissioners, or of any Three of 
them as aforesaid, shall in all Cases be final and con- 
clusive, both as to the Justice of the Claim, and to 
the Amount of the Sum to be paid to the Creditor 
or Claimant: And the United States undertake, to 
cause the Sum so awarded to be paid in Specie to such 
Creditor or Claimant without Deduction, and at such 
Time or Times, and at such Place or Places as shall be 
awarded by the said Commissioners, and on Condition 
of such Releases or Assignments, to be given by the 
Creditor or Claimant, as by the said Commissioners 
may be directed: Provided always, that no such Pay- 
ment shall be fixed by the said Commissioners to take 
place sooner than Twelve Months from the Day of 
the Exchange of the Ratifications of this Treaty. 


Article VII. 


Whereas Complaints have been made by divers 
Merchants and others, Citizens of the United States, 
that during the Course of the War in which His Ma- 
jesty is now engaged, they have sustained considerable 
Losses and Damages by reason of irregular or illegal 
Captures or Condemnations of their Vessels and other 
Property, under Colour of Authority or Commissions 
from His Majesty, and that from various Circum- 
stances belonging to the said Cases, adequate Com- 
pensation for the Losses and Damages so sustained 
cannot now be actually obtained, had, and received 


by the ordinary Course of Judicial Proceedings ; it is 
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agreed, that in all such Cases where adequate Compen- 
sation cannot, for whatever Reason; be now actually 
Obtained, ‘had, and received by the said Merchants 
and others, in the ordinary Course of Justice, full and 
complete Compensation for the same will be made by 
the British Government to the said Complainants ; ‘buat 
it is distinctly understood, that this Provision is not to 
extend to such Losses or Damages as have been oc- 
casioned by the manifest Delay or Negligence, or 
wilful Omission of the Claimants. 

That, for the Purpose of ascertaining the Amount of 
any such Losses and Damages, Five Commissioners 
Shall be appointed and authorized to act in London, 
exactly in the Manner directed with respect to those 
mentioned in the preceding Article; and after hav- 
ing taken the same Oath or Affirmation (mutatis mu- 
tandis) the same Term of Eighteen Months is also 
assigned for the Reception of Claims, and they are in 
like Manner authorized to extend the same in par- 
ticular Cases; they shall receive Testimony, Books, 
Papers, and Evidence in the same Latitude, and exer- 
cise the like Discretion and Powers respecting that 
Subject; and shall decide the Claims in Question, 
according to the Merits of the several Cases, and to 
Justice, Equity, and the Laws of Nations.—The 
Award of the Commissioners, or any such Three of 
them as aforesaid, shall in all Cases be final and con- 
clusive, both as to the Justice of the Claim, and to the 
Amount of the Sum to be paid to the Claimant; and 
His Britanick Majesty undertakes to cause the same 
to be paid to such Claimant in Specie, without any 
Deduction, at such Place or Places, and at such Time 
or Times as shall be awarded by the said Commission- 
ers, and on Condition of such Releases or Assignments, 
to’ be given by the Claimants, as by the said Com- 
missioners may be directed. 

And whereas certain Merchants and others, His 
Majesty’s Subjects, complain, that in the Course of 
the War, they have sustained Loss and Damage by 
reason of the Capture of Vessels and Merchandize 
taken within the Limits and Jurisdiction of the Statés, 
and brought into the Ports of the same, or taken by 
Vessels originally armed in Ports of the said States; 
it is agreed, that in all such Cases, where Restitution 
shall not have been made agreeably to the Tenor of 
the Letter from Mr. Jefferson to Mr. Hammond, dated 
at Philadelphia, September 5th 1793, a Copy of which 
is annexed to this Treaty, the Complaints of the 
Parties shall be, and hereby are referred to the Com- 
missioners to be appointed by virtue of this Article, 
who are hereby authorized and required to proceed in 
the like Manner relative to these, as to the other Cases 
committed to them; and the United States undertuke 
to pay to the Complainants or Claimants in Specie, 
without Deduction, the Amount of such Sums as. shalk 
be awarded to them respectively by the said Commis- 
sioners, and at the Times and Places which in such 
Awards shall be specified, and on Condition of such 
Releases or Assignments, to be given by the Claimants, 
as in the said Awards may be directed.—And it is 
further agreed, that not only the now existing Cases 
of both Descriptions, but also all such as shall exist 
at the Time of exchanging the Ratifications of this 
Treaty, shall be considered within the Provisions, 
Intent, and Meaning of this Article. 


Article VIII. 


It is further agreed, that the Commissioners men- 
tioned in the Two preceding Articles, shall be re- 
spectively paid in such a Manner as shall be agreed 
between the Two Parties, such Agreement being to 
be settled at the Time of the Exchange of the Rati- 
fications of this Treaty. And all other Expences at- 
tending the said Commissions, shall be defrayed jointly 
by the Two Parties, the same being previously ascer- 
tained and allowed by the Majority of the Commis- 

sioners ; 
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Treaties with sioners; and in the Case of Death, Sickness, or necessary 


Absence, the Place of every such Commissioner re- 
spectively shall be supplied in the same Manner as such 
Commissioner was appvinted, and the new Commissioner 
shall take the same Oath or Affirmation, and do the same 
Duties. 
Article IX. 

It is agreed, that British Subjects who -now hold 
Lands in the Territories of the United States, and 
American Citizens who now hold Lands in the Domi- 
nions of His Majesty, shall continue to hold them 
according to the Nature and Tenure of their respec- 
tive States and Titles therein, and may grant, sell, or 
devise the same to whom they please, in like Manner 
as if they were Natives; and that neither they, por 
their Heirs or Assigns, shall, so far as may respect the 
said Lands, and the legal Remedies incident thereto, 
be regarded as Aliens. 


Article X. 

Neither the Debts due from Individuals of the one 
Nation to Individuals of the other, nor Shares, nor 
Monies which they may have in the Public Funds, or 
in the Public or Private Banks, shall ever, in any 
Event of War or National Differences, be sequestered 
or confiscated, it being unjust and impolitic that 
Debts and Engagements contracted and made by Indi- 
viduals having Confidence in each other, and in their 
respective Governments, should ever be destroyed or 
impaired by National Authority, on Account of Na- 
tional Differences and Discontents. 


Article XI. 

It is agreed between His Majesty and the United 
States of America, that there shall be a reciprocal and 
entirely perfect Liberty of Navigation and Commerce 
between their respective People, in the Manner, under 
the Limitations, and on the Conditions specified in the 
following Articles : 


Article XII. 

His Majesty consents, that it shall and may be 
lawful, during the Time hereinafter limited, for the 
Citizens of the United States to carry to any of His 
Majesty’s Islands and Ports in the West Indies from 
the United States, in their own Vessels, not being 
above the Burthen of Seventy Tons, any Goods or 
Merchandizes, being of the Growth, Manufacture, or 
Produce of the said States, which it is or may be 
lawful to carry to the said Islands or Ports from the said 
States in British Vessels; and that the said American 
Vessels shall be subject there to no othier or higher Ton- 
nage Duties or Charges, than shall be payable by 
British Vessels in the Ports of the United States ; and 
that the Cargoes of the said American Vessels shall be 
subject there to no other or higher Duties or Charges, 
than shall be payable on the like Articles, if imported 
there from the said States in British Vessels. 

And His Majesty also consents, that it shall be law- 
ful for the said American Citizens to purchase, load, 
and carry away in their said Vessels, to the United 
States, from the said Islands and Ports, all such Arti- 
cles, being of the Growth, Manufacture, or Produce 
of the said Islands, as may now by Law be carried 
from thence to the said States in British Vessels, and 
subject only to the same Duties and Charges on Ex- 
portation, to which British Vessels and their Cargoes 
are or shall be subject in similar Circumstances: Pro- 
vided always, that the said American Vessels do carry 
and land their Cargoes in the United States only, it 
being expressly agreed and declared, that during the 
Continuance of this Article, the United States will 
prohibit and restrain the carrying any Molasses, Sugar, 
Coffee, Cocoa, or Cotton, in American Vessels, either 
from His Majesty’s Islands, or from the United States, 
to any Part of the World except the United States, 
reasonable Sea Stores excepted: Provided also, that 
it shall and may be lawful, during the same Period, 
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for British Vessels to import from the said Islands into 
the United States, and to export from the United 
States to the said Islands, all Articles whatever, being 
of the Growth, Produce, or Manufacture of the said 
Islands, or of the United States respectively, which 
now may, by the Laws of the said States, be so im- 
ported and exported; and that the Cargoes: of the 
said British Vessels shall be subject to no other or 
higher Duties or Charges than shall be payable on the 
same Articles, if so imported or exported in American 
Vessels. 

It is agreed that this Article, and every Matter and 
Thing therein contained, shall continue to be in Force 
during the Continuance of the War in which His 
Majesty is now engaged, and also for Two Years from 
and after the Day of the Signature of the Preliminary 
or other Articles of the Peace by which the same may 
be terminated; and it is further agreed, that at the 
Expiration of the said Term, the ‘Two Contracting 
Parties will endeavour further to regulate their Com- 
merce in this Respect, according to the Situation in 
which His Majesty may then find himself with respect 
to the West Indies, and with a View to such Arrange- 
ments as may best conduce to the mutual Advantage 
and Extension of Commerce. 

And the said Parties will then also renew their Dis- 
cussions, and endeavour to agree, whether in any or 
what Cases Neutral Vessels shall protect Enemies Pro- 
perty, and in what Cases Provisions and other Arti- 
cles, not generally contraband, may become such ; 
but in the mean Time, their Conduct towards each 
other in these Respects, shall be regulated by the 
Articles hereinafter inserted on those Subjects. 


Article XIII. 

His Majesty consents that the Vessels belonging to 
the Citizens of the United States of America shall be 
admitted and hospitably received in all the Sea Ports 
and Harbours of the British Territories in the East 
Indies, and that the Citizens of the said United States 
may freely carry on a Trade between the said Terri- 
tories and the said United States, in all Articles of 
which the Importation or Exportation respectively to 
or from the said Territories shall not be entirely pro- 
hibited: Provided only, that it shall not be lawful 
for them in any Time of War between the British Go- 
vernment and any other Power or State whatever, to 
export from the said Territories, without the special 
Permission of the British Government there, any Mi- 
litary Stores, or Naval Stores, or Rice. The Citizens 
of the United States shall pay for their Vessels, when 
admitted into the said Ports, no other or higher Ton- 
nage Duty than shall be payable on British Vessels 
when admitted into the Ports of the United States; 
and they shall pay no other or higher Duties or 
Charges on the Importation or Exportation of the 
Cargoes of the said Vessels, than shall be payable on 
the same Articles when imported or exported in Bri- 
tish Vessels. But it is expressly agreed, that the Ves- 
sels of the United States shall not carry any of the 
Articles exported by them from the said British Ter- 
ritories to any Port or Place, except to some Port or 
Place in America, where the same shall be unladen, 
and such Regulations shall be adopted by both Par- 
ties, as shall from Time to Time be found necessary 
to enforce the due and faithful Observance of this Sti- 
pulation. It is also understood, that the Permission 
en by this Article is not to extend to allow the 

essels of the United States to carry on any Part of 
the Coasting Trade of the said British Territories ; 
but Vessels going with their original Cargoes, or Part 
thereof, from one Port of Discharge to another, are 
not to be considered as carrying. on the Coasting 
Trade. Neither is this Article to be construed to 
allow the Citizens of the said» States to settle or 
reside within the said Territories, or to go into 
the interior Parts thereof, without the Permission 
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of. the British.Government established there ; and if 
any Transgression should be attempted against the 
Regulations of the British Government in this Respect, 
the Observance of the same _shall.and may be enforced 
against the Citizens of America, in the same Manner 
as against British Subjects or others transgressing the 
same Rule. And the Citizens of the United States, 
whenever they arrive in any Port or Harbour in the 
said Territories, or if they should be permitted, in 
Manner aforesaid, to go to any other Place therein, 
shall always be subject to the Laws, Government, and 
-Jurisdiction of what Nature established in such Harbour, 
Port or Place, according as the same may be. The 
Citizens of the United States may also touch for Re- 
freshment at the Island of St. Helena, but subject in all 
Respects to such Regulations as the British Govern- 
ment may from Time to Time establish there. 


Article XIV. 

There shall be between all the Dominions of His 
Majesty in Europe and the Territories of the United 
States, a reciprocal and perfect Liberty of Commerce 
and Navigation; the People and Inhabitants of the 
Two Countries respectively shall have Liberty freely 
and securely, and without Hindrance and Molestation, 
to come with their Ships and Cargoes to the Lands, 
Countries, Cities, Ports, Places, and Rivers, within the 
Dominions and Territories aforesaid, to enter into the 
same, to resort there, and to remain and reside there, 
without any Limitation of Time; and also to hire and 
possess Houses and Warehouses for the Purposes of 
their Commerce, and generally, the Merchants and 
Traders on each Side shall enjoy the most complete 
Protection and Security for their Commerce, but subject 
always, as to what respects this Article, to the Laws 
and Statutes of the Two Countries respectively. 


Article XV. 


It is agreed, that no other or higher Duties. shall 
be paid by the Ships or Merchandize of the one Party 
in the Ports of the other, than such as are paid by the 
like Vessels or Merchandize of all other Nations. Nor 
shall any other or higher Duty be imposed in one 
Country on the Importation of any Articles, the 
Growth, Produce, or Manufacture of the other, than 
are or shall be payable on the Importation of the like 
Articles, being of the Growth, Produce, or Manufac- 
ture of any other Foreign Country: Nor shall any Pro- 
hibition be imposed on the Exportation or Importation 
of any Articles to br from the Territories of the Two 
Parties respectively, which shall not equally extend to 
all other Nations. But the British Government re- 
serves to itself the Right of imposing on American 
Vessels, entering into British Ports in Europe, a Ton- 
nage Duty equal to that which shall be payable by 
British Vessels in the Ports of America; and also such 
Duty as may be adequate to countervail the Difference 
of Duty now payable on the Importation of European 
and Asiatic Goods when imported into the United States 
in British or American Vessels. 

The Two Parties agree to treat for the more exact 
Equalization of the "Duties on the respective Naviga- 
tion of their Subjects and People, in such Manner as 
may be most beneficial to the Two Countries; the 
Arrangements for this Purpose shall be made at the 
same Time with those mentioned at the Conclusion of 
the Twelfth Article of this Treaty, and are to be con- 
sidered as a Part thereof. In the Interval, it is agreed, 
that the United States will not impose any new or 
additional Tonnage Duties on British Vessels, nor 
increase the now subsisting Difference between the 


Duties payable on the Importation of any Articles in 


British or in American Vessels. 


Article XVI. 
It shall be, free for the Two Contracting Parties re- 
specuvely to appoint Consuls for the Re etice of 
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Trade, to reside in the Dominions and Territories afore- Treaties with 


said; and the said Consuls ‘shall enjoy those Liberties 
and Rights which belong to them by reason of their 
Function: But before any Consul shall act as such, he 
shall be in the usual Forms approved and admitted by 
the Party to whom he is sent. And it is heron de- 
clared to be lawful and proper, that in case of illegal 
or improper Conduct towards the Laws or Government, 
a Consul may either be punished according to Law, if 
the Laws will reach the Case, or be dismissed, or even 
sent back; the offended Government assigning to the 
other their Reasons for the same. 

Either of the Parties may except from the Residence 
of Consuls, such particular Places as such Party ‘shall 
judge proper to be so excepted. 


Article XVII. 


It is agreed, that in all Cases where Vessels shall be 
captured or detained, on just Suspicion of having on 
board Enemy’s Property, or of carrying to the Enemy 
any of the Articles which are contraband of War, the 
said Vessel shall be brought to the nearest or most 
convenient Port; and if any Property. of an Enemy 
should be found on Board such Vessel, that Part only 
which belongs to the Enemy shall be made Prize, and 
the Vessel shall be at Liberty to proceed with the Re- 
mainder without any Impediment ; and it is agreed, that 
all proper Measures shall be taken to prevent Delay, 
in deciding the Cases of Ships or Cargoes so brought 
in for Adjudication, and in the Payment or Recovery 
of any Indemnification adjudged or agreed to be paid 
to the Masters or Owners of such Ships. 


Article XVIII. 


In order to regulate what is in future to be deemed 
contraband of War, it is agreed, that under the said 
Denomination shall be comprized all Arms arid Im- 
plements serving for the Purposes of War, by Land or 
by Sea; such as Cannon, Muskets, Mortars, Petards, 
Bombs, Granadoes, Carcasses, Saucisses, Carriages for 
Cannon, Muskets-rests, Bandoliers, Gunpowder, Match, 
Saltpetre, Ball, Pikes, Swords, Head-pieces; Cuirasses, 
Halberts, Lances, Javelins, Horse Furniture, Holsters, 
Belts, and generally all other Implements of War; as 
also Timber for Ship building ; Tar or Rosin, Copper 
in Sheets, Sails, Hemp, and. Cordage, and generally 
whatever may serve directly to the Equipment of Ves- 
sels, unwrought Iron.and Fir Planks only excepted ; 
and all the above Articles are hereby declared to be 
just Objects of Confiscation, whenever they are at- 
tempted to be carried to an Enemy. 

And whereas the Difficulty of agreeing on the 
precise Cases in which alone Provisions and other 
Articles, not generally contraband, may be regarded 
as such, renders it expedient to provide against the In- 
conveniences and Misunderstandin which might 
thence arise; it is further agreed, that whenever any 
such Articles so becoming contraband, according to 
the existing Laws of Nations, shall for that Reason be 
seized, the same shall not be confiscated, but the 
Owners thereof shall be speedily and completely ix- 
demnified ; and the Captors, or in their Default, the 
Government under whose Authority they act, shall 
to the Masters or Owners of such Vessel the full Value 
of all Articles, with a reasonable Mercantile Profit 
thereon, together with the Freight, and also the De- 
murrage incident to such Detention. And whereas it 
frequently happens, that Vessels sail for a Port or 
Place belonging to an Enemy, without knowing that 
the same is either besieged, blockaded, or invested, it 
is agreed, that every Vessel so circumstanced may be 
turned away from such Port or Place, but she shall 
not be detained, nor her Cargo, if not contraband, be 
confiscated, unless, after Notice, she shall again at- 
tempt to enter, but she shall be permitted to go to 
any other Port or Place _— think proper; nor 
ne shall 
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Treaties with shall any Vessel or Goods of either Party, that may 


have entered into such Port or Place before the same 
was besieged, blockaded, or invested by the other, and 
be found therein after the Reduction or Surrender of 
such Place, be liable to Confiscation, but shall be re- 
stored to the Owners or Proprietors thereof. 


- Article XTX. - 


And that more abundant Care be taken for the 
Security of the respective Subjects and Citizens of the 
Contracting Parties, and to prevent their suffering In- 
juries by the Men of War or Privateers of either Party, 
all Commanders of Ships of War and Privateers, and 
all others the said Subjects and Citizens, shall forbear 
to do any Damage to those of the other Party, or 
committing any Outrage against them ; and if they act 
to the contrary, they shall be punished, and shall also 
be bound in their Persons and Estates to make Satis- 
faction and Reparation for all Damages, and the In- 
terest thereof, of whatever Nature the said Damages 
may be. 

or this Cause all Commanders of Privateers, before 
they receive their Commissions, shall hereafter be obliged 
to give, before a competent Judge, sufficient Security, 
by at least Two responsible Sureties, who have no 
Interest in the said Privateer, each of whom, together 
with the said Commander, shall be jointly and severally 
bound in the Sum of Fifteen hundred Pounds Sterling ; 
and if such Ship be provided. with above One hundred 
and Fifty Seamen or Soldiers, in the Sum of Three 
thousand Pounds Sterling, to satisfy all Damages and 
Injuries which the said Privateer, or Officers or Men, 
or any of them, may do or commit during their Cruize, 
contrary to the Tenor of this Treaty, or to the Laws 
and Instractions for regulating their Conduct; and 
further, that in all Cases of Aggressions the said Com- 
missions shall be revoked and annulled. 

It is ‘also agreed, that whenever a Judge of a Court 
of Admiralty of either of the Parties, shall pronounce 
Sentence against any Vessel, or Goods or Property 
belonging to the Subjects or Citizens of the other Party, 
a formal and duly authenticated Copy of all the 
Proceedings in the Cause, and of the said Sentence, 
shall, if required, be delivered to the Commander of the 
said Vessel, without the smallest Delay, he paying all 
legal Fees and Demands for the same. 


Article XX. 


It is further agreed, that both the said Contracting 
Parties shall not only refuse to receive any Pirates into 
any of their. Ports, Havens, or Towns, or permit any 
of their Inhabitants to receive, protect, harbour, conceal, 
or assist them in any Manner, but will bring to condign 
Punishment all such Inhabitants as shall be guilty of 
such Acts or Offences. 

And all their Ships, with the Goods or Merchan- 
dizes taken by them, and brought into the Port of either 
of the said Parties, shall be seized, as far as they can 
be discovered, and shall be restored to the Owners, or 
the Factors or Agents duly deputed and authorized 
in Writing by them (proper Evidence being shewn in 
the Court of Admiralty for proving the Property) even 
in case such Effects should have passed into other 
Hands by Sale, if it be proved that the Buyers knew, 
or had good Reason to believe or suspect that they had 
been pitatically taken. 


Article XXI. 


It is likewise agreed that the Subjects and Citizens 
of the Two Nations. shall not do any Acts of Hostility 
or Violence against each other, nor accept Commis- 
sions or Instructions so to act from any Foreign Prince 
or State, Enemies to either Party; nor shall the Ene- 
mies of one of; the Parties be permitted to invite, or 
endeavour: to énlist in the Military Service any of the 
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Subjects or Citizens of the other Party; and'the Laws 
inst all such Offences shall be punctually executed. 
nd if any Subject or Citizen of the said Parties 
respectively, shall accept any Foreign Commission or 
Letters of Marque, for arming any Vessel to act as a 
Privateer against the other Party, and be taken by the 
other Party, it is hereby declared to be lawful for the 
said Party to treat and punish the said Subject or Citi- 
aa having such Commission or Letters of Marque, as 
a Pirate. 


Article XXII. 


It is expressly stipulated, that neither of the said 
Contracting Parties will order or authorize any Acts 
of Reprizal against the other, on Complaints of In- 
juries or Damages, until the said Party shall first have 
presented to the other a Statement thereof, verified by 
competent Proof and Evidence, and demanding Justice 
and Satisfaction, and the sarne shall either have been 
refused or unreasonably delayed. 


Article XXIII. 


The Ships of War of each of the Contracting Parties 
shall, at all Times, be hospitably received in the Ports 
of the other, their Officers and Crews paying due 
Respect to the Laws and Government of the Country, 
—The Officers. shall be treated with that Respect 
which is due to the Commissions which they bear; 
and if any Insult should be offered to them by any of 
the Inhabitants, all Offenders in this Respect shall be 
punished as Disturbers of the Peace and Amity be- 
tween the Two Countries. And His Majesty consents, 
that in case an American Vessel should by Stress of 
Weather, Danger from Enemies, or other Misfortunes, 
be reduced to the Necessity of seeking Shelter in any 
of His Majesty’s Ports into which such. Vessel, could 
not in ordinary Cases claim to be admitted, she shall, 
on manifesting that Necessity to the Satisfaction of the 
Government of the Place, be hospitably received, and 
permitted to refit, and to purchase, at the Market 
Price, such Necessaries as she may stand in Need of, 
conformably to such Orders and Regulations as the 
Government of the Place, having Respect to Cireum- 
stances of each Case, shall prescribe; she shall. not, be 
allowed to break Bulk, or unload her Cargo, unless 
the same shall be bona fide necessary to her being re- 
fitted; nor shall she be permitted to sell: any Part of 
her Cargo, unless so much only as may be. necessary 
to defray her Expences, and then not. without. the 
express Permission of the Government of the Place; 
nor shall she be obliged to pay any Duties whatever, 
except only on such Articles as she may be permitted 
to sell for the Purpose aforesaid. 


Article XXIV. 

It shall not be lawful for any Foreign Privateers 
(not being Subjects of Citizens of either of the said 
Parties) who have Commissions from any other Prince 
or State in Enmity with either Nation, to arm their 
Ships in the Ports of either of the said Parties, nor sell 
what they have taken, nor in any other Manner to ex- 
change the same, nor shall they be allowed to purchase 
more Provisions than shall be necessary for their going 
to the nearest Port of that Prince or State from whom 
they obtained their Commissions. ' 


Article XXV. 

It shall be lawful for the Ships of War and Priva- 
teers belonging to the said Parties respectively, to 
carry whithersoever they please the Ships and Goods 
taken from their Enemies, without being obliged to 
pay any Fee to the Offices of the Admnralty, or to 
any J s whatever; nor shall the said Prizes, when 


they arrive at, and enter the Ports of the said Parties, 
be detained or seized, neither shall the Searchers or 


other Officers of those Places visit such Prizes t 
for the Purpose of re 


venting the a of any Part 
of the Cargo thereof on Shore, in any 1 el ee, 
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to the established Laws of Revenue, Navigation, or 
Commerce); nor shall such Officers take Cognizance 
of the Validity of such Prizes, but they shall be at 
Liberty to hoist Sail, and depart as speedily as may be, 
and catry their said Prizes to the Places mentioned in 
their Commissions or Patents ; which the Commanders 
of the said Ships of War or Privateers shall be obliged 
to shew. 

No Shelter or Refuge shall be given in their Ports. 
to such as have made a Prize upon the Subjects or 
Citizens of either of the said Parties ; but if forced by 
Stress of Weather or the Danger of the Sea to enter 
therein, particular Care shall be taken to hasten their 
Departure, and to cause them to retire as soon as 
possible ; nothing in this Treaty contained shall, how- 
ever, be construed to operate contrary to the former 
and existing Public Treaties with other Sovereigns or 
States; but the Two Parties agree, that while they 
continue in Amity, neither of them will in future make 
any Treaty that shall be inconsistent with this or the 
preceding Article. Neither of the said Parties shall 
permit the Ships or Goods belonging to the Subjects 
or Citizens of the other to be taken within Cannon 
Shot of the Coast, nor in any of the Bays, Ports, or 
Rivers of their Territories, by Ships of War, or others 
having Commission from any Prince, Republic, or 
State whatever: But in case it should so happen, the 
Party whose Territorial Rights shall thus have been 
violated, shall use his utmost Endeavours to obtain 
from the offending Party full and ample Satisfaction 
for the Vessel or Vessels so taken, whether the same be 
Vessels of War or Merchant Vessels. 


Article XXVI. 

If at any Time a Rupture should take place (which 
God forbid) between His Majesty and the United 
States, the Merchants and others of each of the Two 
Nations residing in the Dominions of the other, shall 
have the Privilege of remaining and continuing their 
Trade, so long as they behave peaceably, and commit 
no Offence against the Laws; and in case their Con- 
duct should render them suspected, and the respective 
Governments should think proper to order them to re- 
move, the Term of Twelve Months, from the Publica- 
tion of the Order, shall be allowed them for that Purpose, 
to remove with their Families, Effeets, and Property ; 
but this Favour shall not be extended to those who 
shall act contrary to the established Laws; and for 
greater Certainty, it is declared that such Rupture shall 
not be deemed to exist, while Negociations for accom- 
modating Differences shall be depending, nor until 
the respective Ambassadors or Ministers, if such there 
shall be, shall be recalled or sent Home on Account of 
such Differences, and not on Account of personal Mis- 
conduct, according to the Nature and Degrees of 
which both Parties retain their Rights, either to re- 
quest the Recal, or immediately to send Home the 
Ambassador or Minister of the other, and that without 
Prejudice to their mutual Friendship and good Under- 
standing. 

Article XXVII. 

It is further agreed, That His Majesty and the United 
States, on mutual Requisitions by them respectively, 
or by their respective Ministers or Officers authorized 
to make the same, will deliver up to Justice all Persons 
who. being charged with Murder or Forgery, com- 
mitted within the Jurisdiction of either, shall seek an 
Asylum within any of the Countries of the other, pro- 
vided that this shall only be done on such Evidence 
of Criminality, as, according to the Laws of the Place 
where the Fugitive or Person so charged shall be 
found, would justify his Apprehension and Commitment 
for Trial, if the Offence had there been committed ; 
the Expence of such Apprehension and Delivery. shall 
be borne and defrayed by those who make the Re- 
quisition and receive the T'ugitive. 
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Article XXVIII. 

It is agreed, that the first Ten Articles of this 
Treaty shall be permanent, and ‘that the subsequent 
Articles except the Twelfth, shall be limited in their 
Duration to Twelve Years, to be computed from the 
Day on which the Ratifications of this Treaty shall be 
exchanged, but fully subject to this Condition: That 
whereas the said ‘Twelfth Article will expire, by 
the Limitation therein contained, at the End of Two 
Years from the signing the Preliminary or other Ar- 
ticles of Peace, which shall terminate the present War 
in which His Majesty is engaged, it is agreed, that 
proper Measures shall by Concert be taken for bringin 
the Subject of that Article into amicable Treaty wid 
Discussion, so early before the Expiration of the said 
Term, as that new Arrangements on that Head may 
by that Time be perfected, and ready to take place ; 
but if it should unfortunately happen, that His Majesty 
and the United States should not be able to a on 
such new Arrangements, in that Case all the Trticles 
of this Treaty, except the first Ten, shall then cease 
and expire together. 

Lastly, this Treaty, when the same shall have been 
ratified by His Majesty and by the President of the 
United States, by and with the Advice and Consent 
of their Senate, and the. respective Ratifications mu- 
tually exchanged, shall be binding and obligatory on 
His Majesty, and on the said States, and shall be 
by them respectively executed and observed with 
Punctuality, and the most sincere regard to 
Faith. And whereas it will be expedient, in order the 
better to facilitate Intercourse and obviate Difficulties, 
that other Articles be proposed and added to this 
Treaty, which Articles, from want of Time and other 
Circumstances, cannot now be perfected, it is agreed, 
that the said Parties will from Time to Time readily 
treat of and concerning such Articles, and will sincerely 
endeavour so to form them, as that they may conduce 
to mutual Convenience, and tend to promote mutual 
Satisfaction and Friendship ; and that the said Articles, 
after having been duly ratified, shall be added to, and 
make a Part of this ‘Treaty. In Faith whereof, we, 
the under-signed Ministers Plenipotentiary of His Ma- 
jesty the King of Great Britain and the United States 
of America, have signed this present Treaty, and have 
caused to be fixed thereto the Seal of our Arms.

Sir, 

I am honoured with yours of August 30th; mine 
of the 7th of that Month assured you that Measures 
were taken for excluding from ail further Asylum 
in our Ports, Vessels armed in them to cruize on 
Nations with which we are at Peace; and for the Re- 
storation of the Prizes, the Lovely Lass, Prince Wil- 
liam Henry, and the Jane of Dublin; and that should 
the Measures for Restitution fail in their Effect, the 
President considered it as incumbent on the United 
States to make Compensation for the Vessels. 

We are bound, by our Treaties with Three of the 
Belligerent Nations, by all the Means in our Power 
to protect and defend their Vessels and Effects in our 
Ports or Waters, or on the Seas near our Shores, and 
to recover and restore the same to the right Owners 
when taken from them ; if all the Means in our Power 
are used, and fail in their Effect, we are not bound 
by our Treaties with those Nations to make Com- 
pensation. 

Though we have no similar Treaty with Great Bri- 
tain, it was the Opinion of the President, - ur 
shou 
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Treaties with should use towards that Nation the same Rule, which, 
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under this Article, was to govern us with the other 
Nations, and even to extend it to Captures made on 
the High Seas, and brought into our Ports, if done by 
Vessels which had been armed within them. 

Having, for particular Reasons, forbore to use all the 
Means in our Power for the Restitution of the Three 
Vessels mentioned in my Letter of August 7th, the 
President thought it incumbent on the United States 
to make Compensation for them; and though nothing 
was said in that Letter of other Vessels taken under 
like Circumstances, and brought in after the 5th of 
June, and before the Date of that Letter, yet, when the 
same Forbearance had taken place, it was and is his 
Opinion that Compensation would be equally due. 

As to Prizes made under the same Circumstances, and 
brought in after the Date of that Letter, the President 
determined, that all the Means in our Power should be 
used for their Restitution, if these fail, as we should not 
be bound by our Treaties to make Compensation to the 
other Powers in the analagous Case, he did not mean 
to give an Opinion that it ought to be done to Great 
Britain ; but still, if any Case shall arise subsequent to 
that Date, the Circumstances of which shall place them 
on similar Ground with those before it, the President 
would think Compensation equally incumbent on the 
United States. 

Instructions are given to the Governors of the dif- 
ferent States, to use all the Means in their Power for 
restoring Prizes of this last Description found within 
their, Ports ; though they will of course take Measures 
to be informed of them, and the general Government 
has given them the Aid of the Custom House Officers 
for this Purpose, yet you will be sensible of the Im- 
portance of multiplying the Channels of their Infor- 
mation, as far as shall depend on yourself, or any 
Person under your Direction, in order that the Gover- 
nors may use the Means in their Power for making 
Restitution ; without Knowledge of the Capture they 
cannot restore it. 

It would always be best to give the Notice to them 
directly; but any Information which you shall be 
pleased to send me at any Time, shall be forwarded 
to them as quickly as Distance will permit. Hence 

ou will perceive, Sir, that the President contemplates 
Restitution or Compensation in the Cases before the 
7th of August; and after that Date, Restitution, if it 
can be effected by any Means in our Power ; and that 
it will be important that you should substantiate the 
Fact, that such Prizes are in our Ports or Waters. 

Your List of the Privateers illicitly armed in our 
Ports, is, I believe, correct. 

With respect to Losses by Detention, Waste, or 
Spoliation sustained by Vessels taken as before-men- 
tioned, between the Dates of June 5th and August 7th, 
it is proposed, as a provisional Measure, that the Col- 
lector of the Customs of the District, and the British 
Consul, or any other Person you please, shall ap- 
point Persons to establish the Value of the Vessel and 
Cargo at the Time of her Capture, and of her Arrival 
in the Port into which she is brought, according to 
their Value in that Port. If this shall be agreeable to 
you, and you will be pleased to signify it to me, with 
the Names of the Prizes understood to be of this 
Description, Instructions will be given accordingly to 
the Collector of the Customs ‘where the respective 
Vessels are.

directed to pay accordingly: And We do further pro- 
mise, That any Person or Persons concerned in such 
Outrages as aesoeai, other than such as were actually 
concerned in any Act by which Our Royal Person 
was immediately endangered, who shall give Informa- 
tion, so as that any of such Authors, Actors, or Abet- 
tors as aforesaid, shall be apprehended and brought to 
Justice, shall, upon Conviction of such Offender or 
Offenders, receive Our most Gracious Pardon.

Whereas it hath been represented to Us, That im- 
mediately before the Opening of the present Session 
of Parliament, a great Number of Persons were col- 
lected in Fields in the Neighbourhood of the Metro- 
polis, by Advertisements and Hand-bills, and that 
divers inflammatory Discourses were delivered to the 
Persons so collected, and divers Proceedings were had, 
tending to create groundless Jealousy and Discontent, 
and to endanger the Public Peace, and the Quiet and 
Safety of Our faithful Subjects: And whereas it hath 
been also represented to Us, that divers seditious and 
treasonable Papers have been lately distributed, tend- 
ing to excite evil-disposed Persons to Acts endanger- 
ing Our Royal Person: And whereas such Proceedings 
have been followed, on the Day on which the present 
Session of Parliament commenced, by Acts of Tumult 
and Violence, and by daring and highly Criminal 
Outrages, in direct Violation of the Public Peace, to 
the immediate Danger of Our Royal Person, and to 
the Interruption of Our Passage to and from Our Par- 
liament: And whereas great Uneasiness and Anxie 
hath been produced in the Minds of Our faithful Sub- 
jects, by Rumours and Apprehensions that seditious 
and unlawful Assemblies are intended to be held by 
evil-disposed Persons, and that such other Criminal 
Practices as aforesaid are intended to be repeated;

Actors therein, to be forthwith apprehended, in order

join and require, all Justices of the Peace, Sheriffs, 
Mayors, Bailiffs, Constables, and all other Our loving 
Subjects throughout Our Kingdom, to be in like Man- 
ner aiding and assisting in bringing to Justice all Per- 
sons distributing such seditious and treasonable Papers 
as aforesaid. Given at Our Court at Saint James's, 
the Fourth Day of November One thousand Seven hun- 
dred and Ninety-five, in the Thirty-sixth Year of Our 
Reign.

The said Bill was read the Third Time.

Ordered, That Mr. Hobart do carry the Bill to the 
Lords, and desire their Concurrence. 


Mr. Ryder reported from the Select Committee, who 
are appointed to take into Consideration the present 
high Price of Corn, and to collect Evidence relative 
thereto, and to report the same, from Time to Time, 
as it should appear to them, to the House, with their 
Observations thereupon; That the Committee had 
made some Progress in the Matters to them referred, 
and had directed him to report the same, together with 
their Observations thereupon, to the House; and he 
read the Report in his Place; and afterwards delivered 
it in at the Clerk’s Table: Where the same was read ; 
and is as followeth; viz. 


The Select Committee appointed to take into 
Consideration the present high Price of Corn, 
and to collect Evidence relative thereto, and to 
report the same, from Time to Time, as it shall 
appear to them, to the House, with their Ob- 
servations thereupon; 

Proceeded, in the First Instance, to consider such 
Information as had been already collected concerning 
the same. 

They examined, for this Purpose, the Minutes of 
the Evidence taken before the Lords of His Majesty’s 
Privy Council, upon this Subject. They received from 
Sir John Sinclair, One of the Members of the Com- 
mittee, the Substance of such Accounts of the State 
of the late Crop of Grain, as the Correspondence of 
the Board of Agriculture had enabled them, at the 
present Period, to collect. They had further the Op- 


portunity of receiving from many of their Members a’ 


Statement of Facts within their own Knowledge, or 
communicated by respectable Authorities from their 
different Counties. 

They have received also from His Majesty’s Prin- 
cipal Secretary of State for the Home Department, 
such Returns as had been hitherto made to the circular 
Letter written by him, by His Majesty’s Command, 
to the Custodes Rotulorum and Sheriffs Depute in 
England and Scotland, desiring them to obtain Meetings 
of the Magistrates for the Purpose of procuring an 
Account of the State of the late Crop: But these Returns 
are not as yet sufficiently numerous or complete to lead 
to any precise Conclusion. 

On the Whole, however, the general Information 
derived from the Sources above-mentioned, satisfied 
your Committee, that the Crop of other Sorts of Grain 
than Wheat has been upon the Whole abundant; but 
that the Produce of Wheat has proved so far deficient, 
as to require the Adoption of the speediest and most 
effectual Measures for the Remedy or Alleviation of 
so great an Evil. They were therefore of Opinion, 


that they should best perform their Duty by directing 


their immediate Attention to the Consideration of such

Measures; and have, on that Account, deferred for 
the present pursuing a detailed Enquiry into the exact 
Amount of such Deficiency; but they propose to re- 
port the same more particularly to the House, when 
they shall have received such further Information as 
may enable them to collect more fully the general 
Opinion, upon a Point which they are sensible it is 
impossible at any Time to ascertain with any great 
Degree of Accuracy. 

The First and most obvious Mode of supplying this 
Deficiency is, the Importation of Grain from Foreign 
Parts—and for the Purpose of forming an Opinion as 
to what may be the Prospect of Supply from thence, 
and the most expedient Means to be adopted for pro- 
curing it, your Committee proceeded to examine such 
Persons, from whose Knowledge and Experience in 
the Trade of Corn they could expect the best Infor- 
mation. It appeared, from their concurrent Testi- 
mony, that, though the Crop of Wheat in the United 
States of America, and in the Countries bordering upon 
the Mediterranean, was represented as abundant; and 
in the Northern and Eastern Parts of Europe as not 
materially deficient; yet, as the old Stock was much 
exhausted, and the Demand great, the Price, accord- 
ing to the last Advices, was every where uncommonly 
high. But, though there was upon this Point some 
Difference of Opinion, it appeared upon the Whole 
very doubtful whether a Supply, to any considerable 
Extent, could be depended upon from Foreign Parts, 
whatever Measures might be adopted. Your Com- 
mittee next proceeded to enquire what Measures, in 
the Judgment of these Persons, afforded the best Pro- 
bability of obtaining such a Supply. They thought 
it right to bring distinctly under their Consideration 
the Alternative of leaving the whole Care of such Pur- 
chases to the Executive Government, who would (it 
was conceived) be in such Case the only Purchasers, 
and be publicly known to be so; or of leaving the 
same to the Speculation of individual Merchants en- 
couraged by a liberal Bounty on Importation, and by 
a public Declaration on the Part of Government (as 
soon as such Declaration shall be practicable) of the 
Quantity which they may then have at their Disposal 
in consequence of former Orders, and of their Inten- 
tion to give no further Orders for the Purchase of 
Corn, and to sell what may have been procured in 
limited Quantities, and at the Market Price. It ap- 
peared to your Committee to be the preponderant 
Opinion amongst those Persons to whom this Alterna- 
tive was stated, that, upon the Whole, the Restoration 
of the Trade in Corn to its natural Channel, with the 
additional Encouragement of a Bounty, was the most 
eligible Mode of endeavouring to procure from Fo- 
reign Parts such Supplies as those Markets might be 
found-able to furnish. Your Committee were further 
confirmed in this Opinion by the Information they 
received from some of their Members, that there were 
Merchants who had stated to them their Readiness, 
under those Circumstances, to engage in Speculations 
to a large Extent. After a full Consideration and 
Discussion of this important Point, your Committee 
were of Opinion, ‘‘ That it was expedient for the 
** Executive Government to desist from making an 
* further Purchases of Corn; and that a Bounty should 
‘“‘ be granted upon the Importation of certain Sorts of 
‘* Grain into this Country, for the Encouragement of 


~* Private Speculation.” 


Your Committee next proceeded to the Considera- 
tion of the Amount and Distribution of such Bounty. 
They had been informed, that, from the Abundance 
of the Crop of Wheat in the Countries bordering upon 
the Mediterranean, there might be a considerable dis- 
posable Surplus in those Markets; but that, from 
the high Price of Freight and Insurance from those 
Ports, and from the Difficulty of procuring Shipping 
to go thither in Ballast, a larger Bounty would be 
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required to encourage private Speculation in that Quarter 
than in any other; they were therefore of Opinion, 
That a Bounty of Twenty Shillings per Quarter, and 
a proportional Bounty per Barrel, should be given on 
any Number of Quarters of Wheat, weighing not less 
than 440 lb. Avoirdupois, or on any Number of Barrels 
of Flour, weighing not less than 196 lb. Avoirdupois, 
which shall be imported into Great Britain from any 
Port of Europe South of Cape Finisterre, or from 
any Port in the Mediterranean, or in Africa, before 
the gist Day of August 1796; until the Quantity of 
such Wheat and Flour, taken together, shall equal 
300,000 Quarters. 

They were further satisfied, upon the best Informa- 
tion they could collect, that from the other Parts of 
Europe, and from America, a Bounty of Fifteen Shillings 
per Quarter upon a certain Quantity of Wheat, and of 
Ten Shillings per Quarter upon all exceeding it, would 
be sufficient to give a fair Chance of procuring for the 
British Markets a large Proportion of whatever Supply 
those Countries might be expected to furnish beyond 
their own Consumption: And they were therefore of 
Opinion, That a Bounty of Fifteen Shillings per Quar- 
ter, and a proportional Bounty per Barrel, should be 
given.on any Number of Quarters of Wheat, weighing 
not less than 4401b. Avoirdupois, or on any Number 
of Barrels of Flour, weighing not less than 196 lb. 
Avoirdupois, which shall be imported from all other 
Parts of Europe, before the 31st Day of August 1796; 
uatil the Quantity of such Wheat and Flour, taken 
together, shall equal 500,000 Quarters. Your Com- 
mittee were also of Opinion, That a Bounty of Fifteen 
Shillings per Quarter, and a proportional Bounty per 
Barrel, should be given on any Number of Quarters 
of Wheat, weighing not less than 440lb.

Your Committee being convinced that if a con- 
siderable Quantity of Jndian Corn could be obtained 
(which from the Abundance of that Crop appeared not 
improbable) it would afford a material Relief, were 
also of Opinion, That a Bounty of Five Shillings per 
Quarter, and a proportional Bounty per Barrel, should 
be given or any Number of Quarters of Indian Corn, 
or on any Number of Barrels of Indian Meal, which 
shall be imported into Great Britain before the 31st 
Day of August 1796; until the Quantity of such Indian 
Corn and Meal, taken together, shall equal 500,000 
Quarters. Your Commiittee were also of Opinion, That

Your Committee have some Reason to believe, that 
there may appear such a Deficiency in the Crop of 
Rye, as may lead to the Application of similar Mea- 
sures for the Encouragement of the Importation of 
that Species of Grain, as have been recommended re- 

ting Wheat; but they do not yet consider their 
Toformation upon that Point as sufficient to authorize 
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them, at the present Moment, to report any Opinion to 
that Effect. 

Your Committee have thought it incumbent upon 
them, humbly to suagest such Measures as have hitherto 
appeared, in their Judgment, the most likely to fa- 
cilitate the procuring without Loss of Time, in the least 
exceptionable Manner, and on the least unreasonable 
Terms, the largest Supply of Grain from Foreign 
Parts, which in the present relative State of the Markets 
they can be expected to afford. It was particularly 
with a View to Expedition that they have suggested 
the proposed Plan of arranging the Bounty. But they 
feel it at the same Time their indispensable Duty ex- 
pressly to state, that they are far from entertaining an 
Opinion that any Supply by Importation can be de- 
pended upon to such an Amount as to remove the 
Necessity of recurring to every other practicable and 
reasonable Mode by which the present Scarcity may 
be relieved; and particularly of attending to strict 
Economy in the Consumption of Wheat and Flour, and 
of promoting the Substitution, to a certain Extent, of 
other Articles of Food.

Rochester, and Parts adjacent, was presented to the 
House, and read ; Setting forth, That, by sundry Pro- 
visions in a Bill now before the House, intituled, 
A Bill for the Safety of His Majesty’s Person and 
Government against treasonable and seditious Prac- 
tices and Attempts, the Petitioners observe, with 
Grief, that the ancient and wholesome Statute of Trea- 
sons of the Twenty-fifth Edward III. is altered, and 
new Treasons enacted: That, whenever by the bad 
Administration of Government, or their own Impru- 
dence, Parliaments have been induced to depart from 
this plain and clear Declaration of Treasons, and to 
alter the general Law respecting them, as there set 
forth, our Forefatliers have always returned to it with 
increased Conviction of its Certainty and Sufficiency 
for the Protection, as well of the Person and Preroga- 
tive of the King as of the Liberties of the People ; 
that, by other Provisions of the said Bill, the Crime 
of Sedition is uncertainly defined, and a new and 
harsher Punishment, in Imitation of the severe and 
arbitrary Scots Law, introduced for it: That, by the 
Provisions in a Bill now also before the House, pur- 
porting to be for the more effectually preventing 
Seditious Meetings and Assemblies, the Petitioners 
conceive a violent and dangerous Attack is made 
on the undoubted —_s the People to petition the 
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King or Parliament for Redress of their Grievances, 
by subjecting the Meetings necessary for the Conside- 
rations of such Grievances, and framing such Petitions, 
to new and inconvenient Regulations, guarded by 
severe Penalties, and unknown to our Ancestors and 
to the Laws of the Land; also by giving vague and 
discretionary Powers to Magistrates, for the most Part 
appointed by the Crown and removable at its Plea- 
sure, to prevent any Discussion at their Will, to dis- 
solve sueh Meetings, and to imprison those who may 
be present there: That, in both the said Bills, a Lati- 
tude of Expression is used in defining the Acts con- 
stituting the Crime of Sedition, which may be made 
to include every Notice of Public Measures, other 
than approbationary, and is therefore utterly subversive 
of the Freedom of the Pen, of the Press, and of 
Speech: That, though the late detestable Outrage 
against the Royal Person has been used as a Pretence 
for these Innovations, yet the Petitioners cannot help 
observing, that the Force of the Laws does not appear 
to them to have been adequately resorted to, nor the 
Civil Power to have been duly exerted at the Time, 
and that it is unfair to conclude from thence, that 
those Powers, when properly exerted, are insufficient : 
That the Petitioners are satisfied, from the Experience 
of Ages, and especially from that of the past Century, 
during Part of which a great and alarming Disaffec- 
tion pervaded all Ranks of People, which extended 
not only to the King’s Government, but to his Title 
and Person, and excited Two formidable Rebellions 
in the Heart of the Realm, that the present Laws, duly 
and vigorously administered, are fully adequate to the 
Punishment of Treason and Sedition, as well as to 
the keeping of the Peace, and the Protection of His 
Majesty’s Person ; and the Petitioners declare their 
Readiness, in their several Capacities, to enforce them 
for those Purposes to the utmost of their Power: That 
the People of this Country being, in general, un- 
doubtedly loyal to His Majesty, and well affected to 
the Constitution, ought not, collectively, to suffer an 
Abridgment of their Rights and Liberties for the 
Act, however atrocious, of a few desperate and ob- 
scure Individuals: That the Effect of these Bills will 
be to destroy all Freedom of Complaint against Op- 
pressions of Laws or Government, however well 
founded ; to annihilate, in Substance, the Fifth Article 
of the Declaration of Rights; and to create, in Conse- 
quence, the most alarming Discontents among His 
Majesty’s Subjects: The Petitioners therefore entreat

A Petition of the Inhabitants of the ancient 
Borough of Gosport, and Parish of Alverstoke, was 
presented to the House, and read ; Setting forth, That 
the Petitioners, observing, with Sorrow, that tumul- 
tuous and seditious Meetings are held from Time to 
Time in various Places, with Horror beholding the 
atrocious and alarming Effects which they believe 
have frequently arisen from the Doctrines promul- 

ated at such Assemblies, and filled with a still higher 
bane of Abhorrence and Indignation at the late 
wicked Attack on the sacred Person of our beloved 
and most excellent Monarch, at a Moment when He 
was fulfilling one of the most jmportant Duties 
attached to His exalted Station: Beg Leave humbly 
to request, That the House would be pleased, in con- 
junction with the other Branches of the Legislature, 
to bring forward, and pass into Laws, such Bills as 
the House, in their Wisdom, may think most expe- 
dient for the better Protection of His Majesty’s most 
sacred Person, and for the Prevention of all such 
tumultuous and seditious Meetings as can be onl 
calculated to inflame the Minds of the Unenlightened, 
to draw them aside, by Falsehood and Misrepresen- 
tation, from their Loyalty and Allegiance, and to 
introduce into our Country, instead of the present happy 
Constitution, a System of Violence, Oppression, and 
Anarchy. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of the Borough of 
Reading, was also presented to the House, and read; 
Setting forth, That the Petitioners have been, in all 
Ages, distinguished for their Attachment to the Crown, 
and for their Regard to the Constitution: That on 
the late atrocious Attack on the Person of His 
Majesty, the Petitioners were foremost in testifying 
their oiceeten at the horrid Attempt, and their 
Gratitude to the King of Kings for preserving a Life so 
deservedly dear to every Loyal Heart: That, during the 
present Administration, they have been unanimous, 
to a Degree almost unexampled, in Adherence to their 
Principles, and in support of their Measures: That 
they unequivocally disapprove, and will unite their 
Endeavours to check, the promiscuous and tumultuary 
Meetings of Persons who are not assembled in a 
Civil or Political Capacity of Members of a County, 
Town, or Parish, such as have lately taken place in 
the Neighbourhood of the Metropolis : That, influenced 
by the same sentiments of Loyalty and Patriotism, 
the Petitioners view, with considerable Alarm, Two 
Bills introduced into the House, the First intituled, 
A Bill for the Safety and Preservation of His 
Majesty’s Person and Government against treasonable 
and Seditious Practices and Attempts; the Second, 
A Bill for the more effectually preventing Seditious 
Meetings and Assemblies: That in the former they 
see, with, the most serious Concern, the Revival 
of those Attempts to increase the Catalogue of 
Treason which were made in former Ages by weak 
and arbitrary Administrations, with equal Danger to 
the Safety of the Monarch and to the Liberty of the 
Subject ; but which a wiser Policy constantly restricted 
by recurring to the only beneficial Statute on that Sub- 
ject, a Statute sanctioned by the Experience of more 
than Four hundred Years, that of the Twenty-fifth of 
Edward the Third: That the Petitioners consider the 
Second Bill as subversive of the Fifth Article of the 
Bill of Rights, of that solemn Compact made at the 
Revolution between the King and the People for the 
Establishment of the Religion, Laws, and Liberties 
of this Country, which acknowledges the Right of 
Subjects to petition in the Capacity already described, 
of Members of a County, Town, or Parish, and 
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declares all Commitments and Prosecutions for such 
petitioning illegal ; that they conceive the free Exer- 
cise of this Privilege to be the strongest Argument 
against Democratic Innovators, whose Theories of 
universal Suffrage and Annual Parliaments would ac- 
quire some Plausibility if the Voice of tae People 
could te suppressed at the arbitrary Command of 
Two Individuals: That, in the Opinion of the Peti- 
tioners, the existing Laws are sufficient to protect the 
Civil and Political Rights of every Branch of the 
Constitution ; and that if, according to the Opinion 
of a great Law Character, the Persons who were tried 
for High Treason had been indicted for Sedition, 
Public Order would probably have received more 
effectual Security : That, above all, the Petitioners are 
apprehensive that the present Uneasiness may be traced 
to a higher Cause than that which is represented as 
productive of Public Danger: They therefore humbly 
implore the House, as Citizens, as Christians, and as 
Men, to take into their most serious Consideration the 
Circumstances of a War which, whatever Difference 
of Opinion may exist in its Principle, must be ac- 
knowledged to have been ill-conducted in its Progress, 
and calamitous in its Consequences: That, conceiving 
the Restoration of Peace to be better calculated to 
allay the Public Discontents, by diminishing the Public 
Burthens, than the most coercive Regulations, they 
humbly hope that the House will urge the Necessity 
of treating with the Executive Power of France, under 
whatever Form it may be established, on safe and 
honourable Terms, and particularly, as the more imme- 
diate Objects of this Address, they most earnestly en- 
treat that the Bills which they deprecate may not re- 
ceive the Sanction of the House. 

A Petition of the Freemen and Citizens of the 
ancient City of Canterbury, was also presented to the 
House, and read ; Setting forth, That the Petitioners, 
deeply sensible of the invaluable Rights and Liberties 
secured to them by the existing Laws and Consti- 
tution of this Kingdom, feeling it their bounden Duty 
to endeavour to transmit them unimpaired to their 
Posterity, and conceiving that certain Bills now de- 
pending in the House, severally intituled, An Act 
for the Safety and Preservation of His Majesty’s 
Person and Government against treasonable and se- 
ditious Practices and Attempts; and An Act for 
preventing Seditious Meetings, are utterly hostile 
to the acknowledged Principles of the Constitution, 
and subversive of the ancient and indubitable Rights 
and Liberties of the People, do most humbly pray 
that the House will not pass the said Bills into 
Laws. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of the City of Briséol, 
was also presented to the House, and read; Setting 
forth, That the Bill now brought into the House, 
intituled, An Act for the more effectually preventing 
Seditious Meetings and Assemblies, has justly ex- 
cited, in the Minds of the Petitioners, an anxious 
Jealousy for the Rights and Liberties which, on the 
Settlement of the Crown upon the Illustrious House 
of Hanover, were recognized to be the true, ancient, 
and indubitable Rights and Liberties of the People 
of this Kingdom: That the Bill now depending, is 
intended to preclude the People from the free Discus- 
sion of Political Questions, and the unrestrained Right 
of petitioning against Grievances, the Exercise of 
which Right is, in the Judgment of the Petitioners, 
the surest Means of preserving the Constitution in- 
violate ; and the Infringement of which Right, as it 
blocks up the Avenues through which the Voice of a 
Loyal People has been accustomed to approach the 
Throne, may enable an ambitious Ministry to trample 
alike on the Prerogative of the Crown and the Liber- 
ties of the People:—The Petitioners are not less 
alarmed by another Bill now depending, intituled, 
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Majesty's Person and Government against treasonable 
and seditious Practices and Attempts: The Peti- 
tioners consider that, in a free Country, all Acts, to 
the Commission of which Pains and Penalties attach, 
should be defined in Language clear and unequivocal ; 
the contrary being the Tendency of the said Bill, 
should it pass into a Law, they will be plunged into 
the calamitous Situation which is well described by a 
Statute, enacted in the First Year of the Reign of 
King Henry the Fourth, which says, “ Whereas divers 
‘‘ Pains of Treason have been ordained by Statute, 
“‘ inasmuch that there is no Man who doth know. how 
“ he ought to behave himself, to do, speak, or say, for 
“ Doubt of such Pains:”"—The Petitioners therefore 
appeal to the House, in the firmest Confidence, That 
they will reject those violent Measures, which threaten 
the Destruction of their Liberties, and the Subversion 
of our glorious Constitution. 

A Petition of the Gentlemen, Clergy, Freeholders, 
and others, Inhabitants of the County of Suffolk, at a 
General Meeting of the County assembled, was also 
presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, ‘That 
the Petitioners, with the deepest Regret, lamenting 
the daring Insult and Outrage lately committed on 
His Majesty’s most sacred Person, to the Interruption 
of that free Passage to His Parliament which the Spirit 
of the happy Constitution of these Realms assures, 
cannot but be convinced that the seditious and trea- 
sonable Doetrines, of late held forth, and with so 
much Industry propagated, have misled the Ignorant, 
and encouraged the Mischievous, to Acts the most 
daring against our Liberties and Laws: The Peti- 
tioners do therefore most humbly request the House 
to take into their especial Consideration the Circum- 
stance of all Assemblies professedly called for the In- 
tent of promulgating and disseminating Doctrines 
subversive of all Religion, Liberty, and Order, and 
provide such Means as the Temper of the Times for 
the immediate Purpose requires, and such as shall to 
their Wisdom seem meet, for the further Security of 
His Majesty’s Person, and of the happy Government 
of this Kingdom, and for preserving to us the inestimable 
Blessing of that rational Liberty, which flows from the 
mild, equal, and free Temperature of our glorious Con- 
stitution. 

A Petition of the loyal and well-affected Inhabitants 
of the Towns and Neighbourhood of Manchester and 
Salford, was also presented to the House, and read ; 
Setting forth, That, impressed with a due Sense of the 
Value of that Constitution under which they have the 
Happiness to live, the Petitioners approach the House 
as the Guardians of their Rights and Liberties, with 
full Confidence that those, to whose Wisdoin they are 
entrusted, are endued with Integrity to maintain, and 
Firmness to protect them: ‘That the Petitioners 
lament, in common with their Fellow Subjects, the 
Occasion which now calls forth the Exertion of these 
Qualities to suppress the daring Attempts of unprin- 
cipled and Wicked Men, who abuse the venerable 
Names of Patriotism and Liberty for the Furtherance 
of Designs which aim at their Destruction: That, 
when the Petitioners consider the late atrocious At- 
tempt on the Life of their most Gracious Sovereign, 
they cannot for a Moment hesitate upon the Conclu- 
sion they are to draw, nor separate it from a Connec- 
tion with the Principles which have been so openly 
avowed, and so industriously circulated, against the 
Existence of the Constitution itself: That, under these 
Impressions, the Petitioners beg Leave to express their 
Approbation of the Principle of the Bills, now before 
the House, for the more effectual Prevention of Trea- 
sons, seditious Practices, and Meetings, the Licen- 
tiousness of which the unsuspecting Mildness of our 
Laws has been hitherto found unequal to suppress : 
That the Petitioners, regarding as inestimable the 
Rights and Liberties of British Subjects, humbly 
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conceive that the Restrictions, proposed by the Bills now 
under Consideration, are calculated to affect those only 
whose Machinations are so indubitably and clearly 
hostile to the Welfare of their Country: And therefore 
praying, That these Bills may pass into a Law, subject 
to such Amendments as in the Wisdom of the House 
shall seem expedient. 

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Inhabitants of 
the Town and County of the Town of Southampton, 
was also presented to the House, and read; Settin 
forth, That the Petitioners entertain the utmost Ab- 
horrence at the late daring and treasonable Outrage 
offered to His Majesty’s most sacred Person in His 
Passage to and from Parliament, and sincerely hope 
that the Perpetrators and Abettors thereof may be 
brought to condign Punishment: That the Petitioners 
are impressed with the Sentiments that the Glory and 
Happiness of their Sovereign, and the Comfort and 
Prosperity of His People, are so reciprocally united, 
that the free and perfect Enjoyment of their Freedom 
is the best and only solid Security of their Affections, 
and that those Men, who have the Temerity to suggest 
or advise an Invasion of that Freedom, are Enemies 
to the King, to the People, and to the Constitution : 
That the Petitioners, therefore, cannot but entertain 
the most gloomy Apprehensions from the Perusal of 
Two Bills now depending in Parliament; the one 
intituled, An Act for the better Security of His 
Majesty’s Person, &c. and the other, An Act for the 
Safety and Preservation of His Majesty's Person and 
Government against treasonable and Seditious Prac- 
tices and Attempts, it appearing to the Petitioners 
that the said Laws, by creating new Treasons, by 
multiplying capital Punishments, and destroying the 
fundamental Right of the People to assemble peaceably 
together for the Discussion of Public Grievances, 
operate to the Subversion of the Constitution, and 
strike at the Foundation of the Liberties of English- 
men: That the Petitioners are equally Foes to Anarchy 
and Despotism, but, as free-born Britons, who value 
their Liberty more than every other Blessing, they 
should be wanting in their Duty to their Country, to 
themselves, and to their Posterity, not to exercise their 
invaluable Privilege of Remonstrance against the Enac- 
tion of Laws, by which the Fences and Outworks, set 
up by our Ancestors to guard that Liberty, will be beaten 
down and destroyed: And therefore praying, That the 
said Bills may not pass. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of the City of Norwich, 
was also presented to the House, and read; Setting 
forth, That the Petitioners, viewing with extreme 
Surprise, and with great Alarm, the Introduction of 
Two Bills into Parliament, the one, intituled, An 
Act for the Safety of His Majesty’s Person and Go- 
vernment against Treasonable and Seditious Practices 
and Attempts, and the other, An Act to prevent 
Seditious Assemblies, which they conceive to be 
Infringements upon the Constitution, and Violations 
of their best Rights and Liberties, have met in Common 
Hall, to beg of the House, that they will, at this 
awful Crisis, act as behoves the Representatives of a 
People jealous of their Liberties, and oppose their 
Authority to this Innovation, unprecedented since the 
Revolution of 1688: That the Petitioners have always 
considered the Law, enacted in the Twenty-fifth Year 
of King Edward the Third, as since modified by divers 
Statutes, to be the greatest Safeguard of the Subject, 
and the best personal Security of the Sovereign: That, 
whilst the Petitioners lament the late Insult offered to 
the Person of the King, they cannot but think that the 
existing Laws are adequate to the Punishment of the 
Offenders, and, if properly enforced, sufficient to pre- 
vent a Repetition of such Outrages: That the Peti- 
tioners, knowing the distressed Situation of the great 
Majority of the People, are decidedly of Opinion, that 
to deprive them of the Means of complaining will, in 
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the Issue, drive them to Measures which the Humanity 
of the Petitioners most sincerely deprecates: And 
therefore earnestly praying, That the House will put 
their decisive Negative upon these Bills, which, if they 
pass into Laws, will render nugatory the Fifth Clause of 
the Bill of Rights, and overthrow the most valuable 
Privileges of Englishmen. 

A Petition of the thereunder-written, being Inha- 
bitants of the City of Chester, was also presented to the 
House, and read; Setting forth, That the Petitioners 
do utterly disapprove of the illegal and violent Proceed- 
ings of the Populace on the First Day of the present 
Session of Parliament, and sincerely rejoice in the 
Escape of His Majesty from the Danger which threat- 
ened His Person: That, from the Information which 
they have been able to obtain respecting the illegal 
Occurrences of that Day, the Petitioners believe that 
they are totally unconnected with the Designs or Ac- 
tions of any Popular Society—That, wishing for His 
Majesty all the Security which good Laws can afford, 
the Petitioners trust that no Act of the Legislature will 
declare the Safety of the Sovereign to be incompa- 
tible with the Liberty of the People—Such it appears 
to the Petitioners is the Import ofa Bill, intituled, A 
Bill for the more effectually preventing Seditious 
Meetings and Assemblies, now under the Considera- 
tion of the House; and the Petitioners do most 
earnestly deprecate the passing of an Act which, vesting 
in the Hands of the Magistrate an arbitrary uncon- 
stitutional Power, would deprive the People of their 
unquestioned Right to express their Sense of Measures, 
the Consequences and Expence of which must be 
borne by them—That, in the present distressed State 
of this Country, the Petitioners are convinced that the 
concluding of a speedy Peace would be the best 
Means of securing to His Majesty the best Guard of 
His Person, the Love of His People: And therefore 
praying, That the House will not suffer the said Bill to 
pass into a Law.

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House the Petitioners entrust, with trembling Con- 
fidence, with anxious Hope, the great Cause of the 
People in this momentous Crisis ; be the Saviours of 
your Country, and unborn Generations shall bless your 
Memory.

Usher of the Black Rod: 
Mr. Speaker, 

The Lords, authorized by virtue of His Majesty’s 
Commission for declaring His Royal Assent to several 
Acts agreed upon by both Houses, do desire the im- 
mediate Attendance of this Honourable House in the 
House of Peers, to hear the Commission read. 

Accordingly Mr. Speaker, with the House, went up 
to the House of Peers. 

And being returned ; 

Mr. Speaker reported, That the House, at the 
Desire of the Lords authorized by virtue of His Majesty’s 
Commission afore-mentioned, had been at the House of 
Peers, where a Commission under the Great Seal 
was read, giving, declaring, and notifying the Royal 
Assent to the several Public Bills therein mentioned; 
and also empowering His Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wales, His Royal Highness the Duke of York, His 
Royal Highness the Duke of Clarence, His Royal 
Highness the Duke of Gloucester, the Lord Archbishop 
of Canterbury, the Lord High Chancellor of Great 
Britain, and several other Lords, to declare and noti 
the Royal Assent to the said Bills; and that the Lord 
High Chancellor of Great Britain, the Duke of Port- 
land, and the Earl of Westmoreland, named also in the 
said Commission, did accordingly declare and notify 
the Royal Assent to the said Bills: Which Bills are as 
followeth ; viz. 

An Act for continuing and granting to His Majesty 
certain Duties upon Malt, Mum, Cyder, and Perry, 
for the Service of the Year One thousand Seven hundred 
and Ninety-six : 

An Act for granting an Aid to His Majesty by a 
Land Tax, to be raised in Great Britain, for the 
Service of the Year One thousand Seven hundred and 
Ninety-six : 7 

An Act to prohibit the Exportation of Corn, Meal, 
Flour, and Potatoes, and to permit the Importation of 
Corn and other Articles of Provision, for a limited 
Time, in any Ships whatever, without Payment of 
Duty : 

An Act to continue an Act for permitting the Im- 
portation of Organzined Thrown Silk, Flax, and Flax 
Seed, into this Kingdom, in Ships or Vessels belonging 
to any Kingdom or State in Amity with His Majesty, 
for a limited Time. 


Then the Petition of the several Persons, whose 
Names are thereunto subscribed, Inhabitants of the 
City of Chichester, and its Environs, was brought up, 
and read; Setting forth, That the Petitioners, with 
that respect which is due to the Representatives of 
the People, and that Plainness which becomes them, 
wish to lay before the House their Sentiments on the 
Convention Bill now pending in Parliament, which 
they look upon as the most daring and outrageous 
Attack upon the Constitution of this Nation, and the 
Rights of the People, that ever was planned and pur- 
sued by wicked Men: The Petitioners are convinced 
that every Briton has an unalienable Right, and that 
it is the Duty of every Man to watch the Conduct of 
Administration, that the Constitution be not injured, 
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nor the Rights of the People invaded: The People of 
England never delegated to their Rulers Authority to 
alter the Constitution of the Realm, and to change 
the limited Monarchy thereof into a devouring Des- 
potism; and the Petitioners hope, and do firmly 
believe, that they still retain so much of their native 
Courage and Love of Freedom as not to suffer a dari 
Ministerial Influence to rob them of this Right, the 
Corner Stone of all the rest: That the Petitioners make 
this Appeal to the House, who ought to be, and the 
Petitioners hope, on the present momentous Occasion, 
will approve themselves the Guardians of our Rights, 
at the same Time assuring the House, that, much as the 
Petitioners deprecate the dreadful Alternative, yet they 
would rather die free than live Slaves. 

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Britons, Inha- 
bitants of London and its Environs, assembled together 
to express their free Sentiments, according to the 
Tenure of the Bill of Rights, on the Subjects of the 
threatened Invasions of their Constitutional Liberties, 
was presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, 
That the Petitioners approach the House once more 
to make their Grievances and Apprehensions known, 
in a legal and Constitutional Manner, to that Branch 
of the Legislature which, from its legal Stile and Form, 
was evidently intended to be the Constitutional Guar- 
dian of the People’s Liberties, and the Champion of 
its Rights and Privileges—But the Petitioners approach 
the House, not as heretofore, to claim the Reformation 
of existing Abuses; if those Claims had been attended 
to, the Cause of their present Petition could never 
have existed: The Petitioners come not to repeat 
their unanswered Arguments on the Necessity of 
Parliamentary Reform; the very Proposition of the 
Measures the Petitioners now protest against is a de- 
monstrative Evidence of the Necessity of such Reform ; 
but they approach the House, with Constitutional 
Reverence and British Firmness, to conjure them 
not to drive the People of this distressed and irritated 
Nation to such Despair, as the Adoption of the 
coercive System in Agitation before the House, the 
Petitioners are firmly persuaded, in the End must 
inevitably produce : The Petitioners conjure the House 
to remember, that the vital Energies of the British 
Constitution consist in the Liberties of Speech, and 
of the Press; that the Safety and Preservation of our 
Lives and Liberties (next after that immortal In- 
stitution of the Trial by Jury) depend upon the strict 
Observance of the Provisions of that admirable Statute 
of Treasons extorted by a virtuous House of Commons 
from Edward the Third: The Petitioners conjure the 
House also to remember, that the Invasion of these 
Liberties, and the Violation of-this Safety, by arbitrary 
Institutions and new Theories of constructive Treasons, 
though sometimes assumed under Pretences of ancient 
Prerogatives, and sometimes confirmed by corrupt 
Representatives and arbitrary Acts of Parliament, have 
never failed of being productive of Consequences the 
most alarming both to the Government and the People : 
That the Adoption of those very Maxims and Prece- 
dents, upon which the proposed Measures are evidently 
founded, brought one unhappy Prince of the House 
of Stuart to the Scaffold, and drove another, with 
his Posterity, from the Throne; and that therefore 
to propose and support such Measures is, in Reality, to 
endanger not only the Tranquillity of the Nation, 
but the Safety even of His Majesty’s Person and 
Government, in Support of which these Measures are 
said to be brought forward: Permit the Petitioners 
solemnly to conjure the House to recollect the Events 
that immediately preceded and produced the Revolution 
of 1688—the Doctrines advanced in the Justification 
of that memorable Event, and the Principles which 
established the House of Brunswick on the Throne: 
Let the Petitioners conjure the House also to con- 
sider, with due Deliberation, the Limits, and the. 
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sacred Nature of that Compact, which exists between 
the Government and the People; and the dreadful 
Consequences which must inevitably ensue if ever 
those Limits should be violated, or this Compact 
broken—If these Circumstances are duly considered, 
the Petitioners feel a settled Confidence that the 
strong, and hitherto unparalleled, Attempts to destroy 
the Personal Security of the People of these Realms, 
and annihilate the sacred Right of Political Dis- 
cussion, will meet with the decided Reprobation of the 
House—That Precedents, drawn from the Tyrannicai 
Reigns of the Tudors and the Stuarts, will be re- 
jected with Indignation; and that the House will be 
struck with Horror at the Idea of staining the Annals 
of the House of Brunswick by the Revival of those

liament, and do humbly entreat that the same may be 
passed into Laws, or that the House will provide such 
other Remedy, for the present Evils, as shall be deemed 
expedient. 

A Petition of the Gentlemen, Clergy, and Free- 
holders, of the County of Buckingham, agreed to at a 
Meeting held by Public Advertisement, the 21st Day 
of November 1795, was’ also presented to the House, 
and read; Setting forth, That the Petitioners have 
observed, with the deepest Concern, the late daring 
Outrages against the Person of the King in His Passage 
to and from His Parliament, an Offence which, at 
the same Time, endangered the personal Safety of a 
Sovereign justly dear to his Subjects, and violated the 
most sacred Principles of the British Constitution : 
That the Petitioners consider these atrocious Acts as 
the immediate and natural Consequence of those 
dangerous and seditious Meetings and Publications by 
which wicked Men have endeavoured to poison the 
Minds of our Fellow Subjects, and to stir up Sedition, 
Tumult, and Civil War, within this Country: The 
Petitioners therefore, duly sensible of the Whiting: 
which we enjoy under our present happy Constitu- 
tion, and solicitous for the Maintenance of Public 
Tranquillity and good Order, and for the Protection 
of the Lives, Properties, and Civil Rights, of the 
peaceful and loyal Subjects of this Realm, all which 
are greatly endangered by such Proceedings, do most 
humbly and earnestly entreat the House to take 
the same into its most serious Consideration, and to 
adopt such Measures as the House shall, in its 
Wisdom, judge most proper for the Safety of His 
Majesty’s Person and Government, and for the more 
effectual Prevention of all seditious Meetings and Pub- 
lications. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of the Town and 
Vicinity of AZaidstone, in the County of Kent, was also 
presented to the House, and read ; Setting forth, That, 
although the Petitioners sincerely lament the Occa- 
sion that has given rise to the Two Bills now before 
Parliament, the one intituled, An Act for the Safety 
and Preservation of His Majesty’s Person and Go- 
vernment against treasonable and seditious Practices 
and Attempts, and the other, An Act for preventing 
seditious Meetings, yet they cannot, so long as the 
existing Laws are fully competent to the bringing 
such Offenders to Justice, surrender up One of the 
mast valuable Parts of their Constitution, without 
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first humbly imploring the House, that they will take 
into their most serious Consideration the great Inno- 
vation they are ahout to make, and in what Degree 
it may be likely to affect the Safety of the Constitution, 
or the Probability of its affording any additional 
Security to His Majesty’s Person and Guteliane: : 
That the Petitioners, so far from believing there 
exists any Body of People inimical to the true Prin- 
ciples of the Constitution, do humbly conceive, that 
whenever Symptoms of Inquietude may have ap- 
peared, they solely originated in the real Distress to 
which the present calamitous War has reduced the 
Country: The Petitioners do therefore humbly implore 
the House, That they will use their utmost Endeavours 
in order to restore to Trade Prosperity, to the Poor 
Plenty, and to the Nation Happiness, and that the 
House will reject the above Bills, which the Petitioners 
conceive tend to infringe on their indubitable Rights and 
Privileges. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of the Borough of 
Hellesion, in the County of Cornwall, was also pre- 
sented to the House, and read ; Setting forth that the 
Petitioners have not seen, without the greatest Indig- 
nation, the late audacious Attack upon the Person of 
our most Gracious Sovereign; and the Petitioners 
have, in common with their Fellow Subjects, offered 
their sincerest Congratulations to His Majesty on His 
providential Escape, and are ready to come forward, 
with their Lives and Fortunes, in Support of the 
Dignity of the King, and for the Preservation of the 
Peace of this Kingdom: That though the Petitioners 
lament, in common with all His Majesty’s faithful 
Subjects, the violent and irregular Proceedings of 
those Meetings with which this Attuck is said to be 
connected, yet they cannot but view, with the deepest 
Concern, the Provisions of the Bill, now before the 
House, for the Prevention of the Evils of which 
Meetings, so constituted, may in future be productive : 
That the Petitioners humbly conceive the Principles. 
of the Bill to be, both in Substance and Effect, a direct 
Infringement upon their just and natural Right of 
assembling peaceably and lawfully for the Redress 
of Public Grievances, a Right handed down to them 
by their Ancestors from the earliest Period, and con- 
firmed to them by the Bill of Rights at the glorious 
Revolution : That the Petitioners are further of Opinion, 
that the said Bill is pregnant with serious Evils to the 
Constitution of this Kingdom, not only as being an 
Attack upon the sacred Right of Petitioning, but also 
as being likely to produce, in their fullest Extent, the 
very Evils which it professes to remedy, inasmuch as 
the Experience of past Ages has fully proved, that a 
Nation, debarred of the Rights of expressing its Wants 
and Grievances free and unrestrained, may be some- 
times driven to the desperate Resource of open Re- 
sistance: That, notwithstanding, if the House in its 
Wisdom shall think the Exigency of the Times requires 
this extraordinary Measure, the Petitioners humbly hope 
and pray, that it may be temporary only, and limited, 
at farthest, to the Duration of One Year, lest, through 
the atrocious Proceedings of a few misguided Indivi- 
duals, His Majesty's loyal Subjects in general, and their 
Posterity, be laid under a Stigma of Disaffection, and 
for ever deprived of One of their oldest and most inva- 
luable Privileges. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of Kettering, in the 
County of Northampton, was also presented to the 
House, and read ; Setting forth, That the Petitioners 
have heard, with Grief, of the Introduction of Two 
Bills’ into Parliament, intituled, An Act for the 
Safety and Preservation of His Majesty’s Person 
and Government against treasonable aud seditious 
Practices and Attempts ; and An Act for preventing 
seditious Meetings : That the Petitioners detest every 
Species of Violence and Outrage, and desire to 
express their Abhorrence of the late Attack — 
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His Majesty’s Person, being ‘convinced that Licen- 
tiousness is inimical to Liberty, and that Anarchy 
is as much to be dreaded as Despotism: That the 
most perfect human Institutions are subject to Errors, 
as well in their original Formation as by Means of 
successive Introduction, and that Governments, the 
best administered, are not entirely free from Oppres- 
sion, on which Accounts it was wisely declared by 
our Ancestors, in the Bill of Rights, “ That it is the 
“ Right of the Subject to petition the King, and that all 
«« Commitments and Prosecutions for such petitioning 
“ are illegal:” That the Petitioners disapprove of 
the Bill, intituled, An Act for preventing seditious 
Meetings, because it tends to obstruct the Exercise 
of this Right, notwithstanding the Experience of more 
than a Century proves it to have been consonant 
with the Maintenance of the Public Peace: That 
the Petitioners disapprove of the Bill, intituled, An 
Act for the Safety and Preservation of His Majesty’s 
Person and Government against treasonable and se- 
ditious Practices and Attempts, because it inflicts 
heavy Penalties upon every Person who shall speak or 
write any Thing against the Government and Con- 
stitution of this Realm, making no Distinction between 
the Excellencies of our Constituion and its Defects, 
and between the Advantages enjoyed under the Govern- 
ment of our Gracious Sovereign, and the Grievances 
which originate in the Incapacity or Turpitude of His 
Ministers : The Petitioners conceiving that this will 
tend to perpetuate Grievances and Errors and to 
retard that Melioration of human Affairs which Freedom 
of Writing and of Debate is calculated to promote, they 
therefore request that the House will not pass these Bills 
into Laws.

endeavour to transmit it unimpaired to their Posterity

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the Preservation of the Public Peace, and sufficiently 
coercive and efficacious even as to the momentous 
Exigencies of the present Times, and conceiving that 
certain Bills, now pending in the House, intituled, An 
Act for the Safety and Beosardiee of His Majesty’s 
Person and Government agaiast treasonable and sedi- 
tious Practices and Attempts, and A Bill for the more 
effectually preyenting seditious Meetings and Assem- 
blies, are utterly hostile to the true and acknowledged 
Principles of that Constitution they so sincerely vene- 
rate and esteem, and destructive of the undoubted and 
sacred Rights and Liberties of the People of Great 
Britain, do most humbly pray, That the House will 
not pass the said Bills into Laws. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of the Towns of 
Portsmouth and Portsea, was also presented to the 
House, and read; Setting forth, That the Petitioners, 
as Britons, value Liberty as One of the first of Bless- 
ings: They account it their Birthright to speak their 
Minds freely on all Public Matters, and cannot hear, 
but with ie: na al of being thereby exposed to Fine, 
Imprisonment, and Transportation: They are confi- 
dent that it belongs to them to hold Public Meetings, 
at their Pleasure, without being subjected to the inqui- 
sitorial Presence of a Magistrate, or the Danger of 
Arrest for Freedom of Speech, or feeling the Horrors 
of Military Execution at refusing to depart at his Com- 
mand: The general Principles of Freedom which they 
there imbibe, the Knowledge of their Rights as Men 
and as Britons, and Information as to their Duties as 
Members of the social Body, all combine to attach 
them more strongly to the Constitution, to qualify 
them to act their Part with greater Propriety as useful 
Citizens and loyal Subjects: ‘They consider it as their 
ancient and unquestionable Privilege that the Press 
should be free, und that Men who, by frank Discus- 
sion of the Measures of Government, overawe the 
Conduct of Ministers, and contribute to the pure 
Administration of Justice, should not be exposed to 
the wanton Attacks of an Attorney General, who, by a 
teazing Prosecution, may deprive them of their Liberty, 
and rob them of their Fortune: These Rights the 
Petitioners claim, demand, and insist upon, as essential 
to the Continuance of the Compact between the King 
and the People, as it is summed up in the Bill of 
Rights : Though many of the Petitioners be poor, they 
are honest and industrious, and by the Labour of their 
Hands, and the Sweat of their Brow, do not only 
maintain themselves, but nourish and support, in 
Affluence, those very Men who would trample upon 
them, and annihilate their Consequence in Society: 
The Petitioners beg Leave to remind the House, that, 
though often, of late, reproached for their Poverty, as 
Persons who have no Concern with the Transactions 
of Government, they consider themselves as the great 
Basis of Society, who, by their Strength and Exertions, 
support all the superior Ranks, many of whom seem 
to have forgotten whence their Consequence has arisen; 
and that, were they to withhold their Support, these 
elated Men must sink to a Level with themselves : 
The Petitioners would press it upon the Attention of 
the House, that the great Aim of a good Government 
is to protect the Poor against the Rich; whereas the 
Design of these Bills appears to be to arm the Rich 
against the deienceless Poor: The Poor are the first 
to feel the Weight of Oppression, consequently the 
first to complain, by reason of their Weakness: They 
are filled with inexpressible Horror, that Laws should 
be framed to stifle the Groans of their Misery, and 
compel them, in silent Anguish, to pine under the 
Bitterness of Distress: That those of the Petitioners, 
who are Persons of Property, consider their poorer 
Brethren as Men equal in Rights, and as having an 
equal Stake in Society; because, on the Purity of 
the Constitution their Happiness, which is their All, 
depends; While the Petitioners yiew with the most 
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marked Detestation the Insult offered to the Person of 
His Majesty (as already signified in their Address from 
these Towns) they cannot, without the most poignant 
Grief, behold an arbitrary Accumulation of 'Treasons, 
calculated only to harass the Subject without making 
the smallest Addition to the Security of His Majesty's 
Person, whose greatest Safety, and whose only impe- 
netrable Shield, consist in the Affection of His Sub- 
jects: The Petitioners likewise consider themselves as 
grievously injured by the studied Ambiguity in de- 
scribing a Misdemeanor, which, by the Craft and Ma- 
lice of insidious Spies, might expose the most upright 
and innocent Man, and most ardent Lover of the Con- 
stitution of his Country, to a barbarous Punishment, 
not heretofore dictated by the mild and benignant 
Spirit of English Laws—-Against- the Wrongs here 
enumerated the Petitioners loudly exclaim, and cannot 
refrain from saying, that, while Knowledge, Civiliza- 
tion, and Philanthropy, increase, to lessen the Comforts 
of Society, to arrest the Mildness of Government, 
and enact Laws full of Harshness and Severity, is 
equally impolitic and unjust: The Petitioners there- 
fore, as Enemies of Violence and Tumult, and Well- 
wishers to the Happiness of their Country, cannot 
conceal from the House the Anxiety and Concern they 
entertain on a Review of the Consequences which 
appear inevitably to attend the passing the Treason 
and Convention Bills, and most earnestly beseech the 
House to reject those Bills as prejudicial to the Interest 
and Welfare of the Country, and as a Violation of the 
Bill of Rights, as destructive of the inestimable Privi- 
leges of the Liberty of Speech, and of the Press, and 
as an Attack on the Constitution of 1688: And, as a 
Duty the Petitioners owe to themselves and Posterity, 
they call on the House as Legislators not to deprive 
them of these their ancient and undoubted Privileges, 
and that the House will continue the ge meg of our 
Constitutional Liberties as the most effectual Means 
of securing His Majesty’s Person, preserving internal 


Peace, and obtaining a due Reverence to the Laws:. 


The Petitioners, therefore, most humbly hope and 
pray, That the House, influenced by a due Regard to 
that Constitution, which ensures to Englishmen those 
valuable Privileges as their Birthright, will prevent 
such pernicious Laws from becoming Part of the Law 
of the Land. 

A Petition of the Publicans of the Cities of London 
and Westminster and County of Middlesex, and Parts 
adjacent, was also presented to the House, and read ; 
Setting forth, That the Petitioners conceive, that the 
Bills now pending in Parliament, intituled, An Act 
for the more effectually preventing seditious Meet- 
ings and Assemblies, and An Act for the Safety and 
Preservation of His Majesty’s Person and Govern- 
ment against treasonable and seditious Practices and 
Attempts, will, if passed into Laws, very much affect 
their Business as Publicans: That certain Clauses 
in the said Bills, as they now stand, the Petitioners 
have Reason to fear, will prevent the Meetings of 
Friendly Clubs and Societies in Public Houses, and 
which Clubs and Societies will be involved in their 
Operation, and therefore, if such Bills are passed 
into Laws, the Petitioners and their Families will, as 
the Petitioners apprehend, be involved in the Conse- 
quences thereof: And therefore praying the House to 
take their Case into Consideration, and grant them 
such Relief as to the House shall seem meet, and, if 
necessary, to be heard by Counsel in Support of their 
Petition. 

A Petition of the Electors and other Inhabitants of 
the Town and Borough of Southwark, in the County 
of Surrey, in Town Hall assembled, was also presented 
to the House and read; Setting forth, That the Peti- 
tioners have heard, with the utmost Detestation, of the 
late daring Attack made upon the People of England 
in the Person of His Majesty, in His Passage . 

an 
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and from Parliament; and they sincerely hope that 
the Authors of it will meet with the most speedy and 
condign Punishment, from whatever Cause or Quarter 
it has originated, whether from the Wickedness of 
deliberate Malice, or from any Contrivances with a 
View to make it the Pretext of depriving the People 
of England of their true, ancient, and indisputable 
Rights and Liberties: That it is the Petitioners Opi- 
nion, that, as no Reign ever afforded so many Oppor- 
tunities of trying the Loyalty of the People, so no 
Prince ever received such repeated and remarkable 
Demonstrations of Public Love, as His Majesty— 
That they believe that Loyalty remains unshaken, 
notwithstanding the wide and heartfelt Calamities of 
the Country; and are persuaded that the People do, 
and will continue to, make a due Distinction between 
the King, who, by the Spirit of the Constitution, “ can 
“do no Wrong,” and the real and responsible Au- 
thors of the National Distress and Misery—That the 
Petitioners would see, with Pleasure, any true Security 
to His Majesty’s Person adopted, if any were necessary 
to be superadded to the protecting Safeguard of the 
Laws in being, and the experienced Affections of His 
People ; but that they hear, with Astonishment and 
Horror,, of the Introduction of Two Bills into the 
House, which, under a Pretence of, but really with- 
out, adding to His Majesty’s Safety, appear to them, 
to annihilate the most valid, the most useful, and the 
most fundamental, of British Rights, thereby libelling 
the Person of His Majesty, and introducing a Doctrine 
false as fatal, that the King’s Security requires the Ex- 
tinction of His Subjects most vital Privileges: That 
the Bills of which the Petitioners complain are, the 
one intituled, An Act for the Safety and Preserva- 
tion of His Majesty’s Person and Government 
against treasonable and seditious Practices and At- 
tempts; and the other intituled, A Bill for the 
more effectually preventing seditious Meetings and 
Assemblies: That the First of these Bills, besides 
an arbitrary Accumulation of Treasons in its First 
Clause, strikes in its Second at every Exercise of the 
Right of examining Public Affairs, exalting into 
high Misdemeanors, Words, or Writings, which may 
be construed to excite Hatred or Contempt of the 
Government, without further Definition or Exactness ; 
and, oe subjecting Offences, so loose and un- 
certain, to a Punishment for which there is no Prece- 
dent in British Jurisprudence: That the Second of 
these Bills is still more the Subject of the Petitioners 
Indignation, inasmuch as it subverts the Right of 
Petition for Redress of Grievances, which is coeval 
with our Constitution, as was established at the glori- 
ous fra of the Revolution by a solemn Law, and, 
from that Period to the present, has never been called 
in Question: As the Petitioners are persuaded of the 
Fact, so they ap ree to state plainly to the House, 
that the King’s Right to sit upon the Throne is not 
more clear, nor stands upon better Authority, than 
the Right of the People to petition the Legislature— 
The King reigns by no hereditary or divine Right in 
this Country: He reigns in virtue of the Act of Set- 
tlement, which transferred the Crown from another 
Family to the Family of His Majesty; the People 
petition under the Bill of Rights, which did not create, 
but which recognized and established (as it was ima- 
gined for ever) by the Provisions of a positive Statute, 
this sacred and unalterable Privilege: Whoever, there- 
fore, attacks the Authority upon which this Right of 
the People stands, attacks, at the same Time, the 
Foundation of His Majesty's Title: The Petitioners 
are aware that it is urged in Defence of these Bills, 
that they do not take away, but only regulate this 
Right; but the Petitioners submit to the House, whe- 
ther to be deprived of the Means of the beneficial 


Exercise of a Right is not in Reality to subvert the 
Vou. 51. 
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Right itself? For, of what Use is the Right to petition, 
if the Right of the People previously to assemble and 
freely to deliberate is put in such a Way as virtually 
to extinguish it? The Petitioners survey, with the 
utmost Terror the dreadful Powers with which the 
said Bill invests the Magistrate: To employ such 
Powers without Ruin to the Liberties and Peace of the 
Community supposes more than. mortal Faculties in 
such Magistrate; he is expected, during the Warmth 
of a Debate in a Public Assembly, to do what the 
united Efforts of all the High Judges of the Land, as 
the Law stands, are unable to accomplish—To say 
nothing of the possible Ignorance or Corruption of a 
common Justice of the Peace, the Petitioners humbly 
entreat the House to consider what Danger there is in 
confiding to any human Being the Right at his Dis- 
cretion to arrest any Speaker (however innocent the 
Speech or wrong the Interference) to disperse any Meet- 
ing, and, if disobeyed, to put them under Military Ex- 
ecution, safe and irresponsible himself under the Pro- 
visions of this Act: In the other Clauses, the Petition- 
ers see many Mischiefs which, in sen a the Right 
of Political Discussion, in every other Mode affect 
our social Enjoyments, and tend to check the Imn- 
provement of human Intellect; but these Mischiefs, 
though great, are absorbed and obscured in the gi- 
gantic Evils of the principal Clause—If these Bills 
should unhappily pass into a Law, which Ged of His 
infinite Mercy forbid! it is the Opinion of the Pe- 
titioners, that a sullen Calm may for a while succeed, 
but in the End will prove a Thousand Times more 
dreadful than all the Seditions which are stated as the 
Cause of them, even supposing these Seditions to be 
established by due Inquiry, which the Petitioners con- 
ceive is not the Fact: The Irritation and Violence of 
a Speaker is apt to evaporate with the Oration, while 
the oppressed Mind, brooding over the Griefs it dares 
not utter, and stifling the Anguish which consumes 
it, is likely to burst out in some terrible Explosion, 
the Effect of which may be too late for Remedy: The 
Petitioners observe, that the Number of Prosecutions 
of late Years for seditious Proceedings, the Frequency 
of Convictions, and the Severity of Punishment, prove 
that the Laws in being are in full Sufficiency and Vi- 
gour, and they take the Liberty of adding, that a 
Multiplication of the Penal Statutes is a bad Practice 
and a dangerous Symptom: The alarm and Regret 
with which the Petitioners are filled by these Bills are 
not a little aggravated by the Deals on which (as 
they are apprized) they were ushered into Parliament; 
these Grounds, if valid, will not justify the Destruction 
of the Privileges, which are the Objects of these Bills, 
or any other Tostitution which is the Pride and Birth- 
right of an Englishman; after such a Restriction, the 
Petitioners see no Sacredness in the Trial by Jury, the 
Habeas Corpus, the Freedom of Election, or the Privi- 
leges of Parliament, which can secure them from the 
Effects of Principles which are supposed to —. the 
Abolition of the Liberty of the Press, and the Right 
of Petition; and though the Petitioners do not desire 
to agitate Questions respecting the Extent and Limits 
of the Power of the Legislature, yet they cannot con- 
ceive that any Authority can, of Right, adopt such 
Measures for such Reasons without being, at the same 
Time, competent to introduce a Revolution in the 
whole Frame of the Government—They seem to the 
Petitioners to be little short of asserting that the -free 
Constitution of this Country is no longer compatible 
with its Quiet, and that our only Security against 
Anarchy is in the Establishment of Despotism—The 
Petitioners abhor these States equally, and they see no 
Refuge from them but in the Constitution of their 
Forefathers—They entreat the House seriously to call 
to mind, that in turbulent and difficult Times, prone 
to Commotion and Change, it was the highest Wisdom 
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in Government to cultivate, with religious Care, the 
Veneration: of the People for their ancient Laws and 
Institutions as the best Bulwark of Public Quiet; that 
it is the necessary Tendency of all great Innovation 
upon the legal Rights of the People to loosen and root 
out this Sentiment—That they are therefore peculiarly 
perilous in Seasons like the present, tending to autho- 
rize by their Example, and provoke by their Violence, 
other Innovations from an opposite Quarter, but equally 
destructive of the Peace, Prosperity, and Liberty, of 
this Kingdom, which are all comprehended in the Main- 
tenance of its Constitution, and which the Petitioners 
entreat the House to preserve whole and inviolate: And 
for these Reasons they implore the House to reject the 
above Bills. 

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Inhabitants of 
the Town and Neighbourhood of Manchester, was also 
presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, That 
the Petitioners feel a just Abhorrence of the Authors 
and Abettors of the daring Outrage lately offered to 
His Majesty, and are earnestly solicitous that the most 
effectual Measures should be adopted for detecting 
and punishing them: That, impressed with these Feel- 
ings, which are the common Feelings of their Country- 
men, the Petitioners cannot discover any Reason why 
an Act, committed by a few evil-minded Individuals, 
and so universally execrated, should be made a Pre- 
text for enacting new Laws subversive of the Rights 
and Liberties of the People in general, more particu- 
larly when they reflect that the Laws already in Exist- 
ence, and which the Wisdom of their Ancestors framed, 
have been proved, by Experience, even in Seasons of 
Extraordinary Difficulty and Danger, to be sufficient for 
the Preservation of the King’s Person and Government, 
and the Peace and Order of these Realms: That the 
Petitioners are greatly alarmed at the Progress of a Bill 
lately brought into Parliament, intituled, An Act for 
the more effectually preventing seditious Meetings and 
Assemblies, by which the incontestable Right of the 
People to assemble together for deliberating on Matters 
of Public Import, and petitioning for Redress of 
Grievances, is so limited and restricted, and so com- 
pletely subjected to the Caprice and arbitrary Control 
of Civil Officers, that the Petitioners cannot but regard 
the same as calculated, in Effect, to wrest that Consti- 
tutional Right from the People, and to prevent the future 
Exercise of it: That a Barrier being thus raised between 
the Parliament and the People, and the latter being 
deprived of the Means of a free and unrestrained Com- 
munication with the Legislature on Subjects of Public 
Concern, the Petitioners anticipate, with Anxiety and 
Alarm, the dreadful Consequences which may ensue 
from the concealed Sufferings and suppressed Discontent 
of the Nation, Consequences which may ultimately affect 
the Peace and Order of the Kingdom in general: And 
for these Reasons the Petitioners humbly pray, That the 
said Bill may not pass into a Law. 

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Inhabitants of 
the Town of Manchester, was also presented to the 
House, and read; Setting forth, That the Petitioners, 
though feeling a just Abhorrence of the daring Out- 
rage lately offered to His Majesty, cannot discover 
any Reason why an Act, committed by a few evil- 
minded Individuals, and so universally execrated, 
should be mad2 a Pretext for enacting new and severe 
Laws, affecting the Rights and Liberties of the People 
in general, more particularly when they reflect that 
the Laws already in Existence, and which the Wisdom 
of their Ancestors framed, have been proved, even in 
Seasons of extraordinary Difficulty and Danger, to be 
adequate to the Preservation of the King’s Person and 
Government, and the Peace and Order of these 
Realms: That the Petitioners are greatly alarmed at 
the Progress of a Bill, lately brought into Parliament, 
intituled, An Act for the Safety and Preservation 
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of His Majesty's Person and Government against 
treasonable and seditious Practices and Attempts, which 
Bill, invading the Liberty of the Press, and the Freedom 
of Speech, those boasted Privileges of Englishmen, and 
the best Guardians of their Rights, is inconsistent with 
the Spirit and Genius of the British Government, and 
tends to the Subversion of their Constitutional Liber- 
ties: And therefore praying, That the said Bill may not 
pass into a Law. 

A Petition of the Freemen and others, Inhabitants 
of the City of Coventry, was also presented to the 
House, and read; Setting forth, That the Petitioners 
beg Leave to represent to the House the great Concern 
they feel for the Prosperity of the Nation and the 
Liberty of British Subjects; and, being alarmed at the 
Bills now pending in Parliament, the one intituled, An 
Act for the Safety of His Majesty’s Person and Govern- 
ment against seditious and treasonable Attempts, the 
other, An Act for the more effectually preventing se- 
ditious Meetings and Assemblies, which Bills, in the 
Petitioners Apprehension, strike at the Root of British 
Freedom, by depriving the Subject of his dearest Rights, 
the Liberty of free Discussion: They humbly pray, ‘That 
the House will not permit the said Bills to pass into a 
Law, the existing Laws being, in the Petitioners Opinion, 
fully adequate for the Security of His Majesty’s Person, 
the Preservation of good Government, and the Happi- 
ness of the People. 

A Petition of the Merchants, Manufacturers, Trad- 
ers, and other Inhabitants of the Town and Suburbs 
of Paisley, whose Names are thereunto subscribed, was 
also presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, 
That the Petitioners beg Leave humbly to represent, 
that, full of Attachment to our most Gracious Sovereign, 
they regarded with deep Indignation and Abhorrence 
the wicked and audacious Attempt which was made 
against His Majesty’s Person on the Day when the pre- 
sent Session of Parliament commenced, and trust, from 
the general Detestation of it which is expressed in every 


Corner of the Land, that His Majesty shall both live and . 


reign secure in the Affections of a free and happy Peo- 
ple, notwithstanding an Attempt which could only 
proceed from some of the most profligate and aban- 
doned Characters: The Petitioners beg Leave further 
to represent their firm Attachment to the British Con- 
stitution, and their ardent Wish to have it preserved in 
all its Excellency to their Children and to Posterity: It 
is therefore with no small Anxiety and Concern that 
the Petitioners have beheld Two Bills brought into 
Parliament, intituled, A Bill for the better securing 
His Majesty’s Person and Government, and another 
for more effectually preventing all seditious Meetings 
and Assemblies, by which, if they should pass into 
Laws, the Petitioners apprehend some of the dearest 
Privileges of the Subjects of these Realms, the Liberty 
of declaring and publishing their Sentiments upon 
Measures of Administration, and of meeting together 
for the Purpose of considering any Grievances which 
they may feel, and petitioning Parliament for Redress, 
will be greatly retrenched, if not entirely taken away : 
Anxious for the Peace of our Country, and the good 
Order of Society among us in these unstable and 
dangerous Times, the Petitioners look forward with 
Apprehension to the pent-up Dissatisfaction of the 
People, and to the sullen and awful Silence which will 
ensue: Friends to that Government under which the 
Petitioners and their Fathers have lived with Safety 
and Comfort, the Petitioners wish it to be always 
established not only by the Laws but in the Hearts of 
the Subjects, which the Petitioners believe to be its 
firmest Support: They therefore humbly and earnestly 
petition the House against the passing of those Bills, 
which the Petitioners conceive to be of the most alarm- 
ing Tendency and of the most dangerous Consequence, 
and more especially as, if the Petitioners might be 
allowed 
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allowed to form an Opinion, they are convinced that 
the Laws already existing are sufficient to secure the 
Government of these Kingdoms against any Attack 
which may be made upon it. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of the Ward of 
Farringdon Without, in the City of London, at a Ward 
Meeting, legally assembled, was likewise presented to 
the House, and read; Setting forth, That the Peti- 
tioners feel the deepest Concern and Indignation at 
the late atrocious Attack upon His Majesty’s Person, 
and earnestly desire that the Perpetrators of that most 
daring Outrage may speedily receive the Punishment 
justly due to so heinous a Crime, which the Petitioners 
humbly conceive the Laws now in being are com- 
petent to effect: That, whilst the Petitioners profess 
their Loyal Attachment to a Sovereign, endeared to 
His Subjects by Virtues which at once dignify and 
adorn His exalted Station, and avow themselves the 
determined Enemies to Anarchy and Licentiousness, 
they contemplate, with the most painful Sensations, 
the Two Bills now before the House, for restraining 
in future all Public Meetings, by several new and 
alarming Regulations, as being founded upon a most 
unworthy Pretext, and as violating one of the funda- 
mental Principles of Nature, and the Bill of Rights ; 
for, the Petitioners observe, with equal Surprize and 
Grief, that those Bills manifestly proceed on the unjust 
Grounds of a general Disaffection to the King, and the 
other Branches of the Legislature; thoneby conveying 
to all Europe an Idea, ever to be reprobated, that this 
brave, loyal, and generous People are Accomplices of 
a lawless Banditti, and Friends to Anarchy and Dis- 
order, and, by a singularly cruel and dangerous 
Policy, implicating a whole Nation in the atrocious 
Attempts of a few unprincipled Villains, or the violent 
Ebullitions of a thoughtless Mob, irritated possibly by 
Sufferings, the Result of Famine and of War: That 
the Petitioners have been taught, from the earliest 
Infancy, to regard it as their sacred and unalienable 
Right to discuss with Freedom, at public as well as 
private Meetings, every Public Measure which may 
directly or indirectly affect their Privileges, and they 
humbly conceive that Right to be essential to the very 
Existence of this free and admirable Constitution, 
which, for more than a century past, hath been the 
Pride of Britons, and the Envy of the World: That 
the Petitioners cannot but consider the Bills, now 
pending before the House, as utterly incompatible with 
that natural and Constitutional Right, and as calculated 
fatally to undermine and shake that glorious Fabrick, 
which hath been erected by the progressive Wisdom, 
and cemented by the Blood of our Ancestors: That for 
these, and many other Reasons, the Petitioners most 
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Guardians of the Rights of the People, will not pass the 
said Bills into Laws.

Resolved, That the Bill do pass: And that the Title 
be, An Act to continue the Term of Two Acts, passed 
in the Twenty-second Year of the Reign of King George 
the Second, and the Thirteenth Year of His present 
Majesty, for repairing and widening the Road leading 
from The Well, at the North-West End of the Town or 
Village of Farnborough, in the County of Kent, to a 
Place called Riverhill, in the Parish of Sevenoaks, in the 
said County.

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A Petition of the Gentry, Merchants, Freemen, 
Freeholders, and Inhabitants of the City of Exeter, 
and its Vicinity, whose Names are thereunder written, 
was presented to the House, and read ; Setting forth, 
That the Bill for the more effectually preventing 
seditious Meetings and Assemblies, which is now 
depending in the House, appears to the Petitioners an 
Infringement on the true, ancient, and indubitable 
Rights and Liberties of the Subjects of this Realm: 
That the People of Great Britain have hitherto, of 
Right, assembled for discussing Political Grievances, 
and, as Circumstances demanded, have instructed 
their Representatives, petitioned Parliament, or ad- 
dressed the King: That the Petitioners humbly con- 
ceive the Laws already existing provide sufficiently 
against any riotous or seditious Conduct at Popular 
Meetings: That the Bill proposed will enable indivi- 
dual Members of the Executive Power to control 
the Constitutional Liberties of the People; that it will 
impose unnecessary Restraints on their Assemblies; 
invest Magistrates with an undefined and discretionary 
Authority of suppressing fair Discussion ; and although 
no riotous Intentions are manifested, will empower 
them to imprison their Fellow Subjects, dissolve 
their Meetings, and endanger their Lives by Military 
Execution: That the Petitioners have observed, with 
Concern, another Bill now also depending, intituled, 
An Act for the Safety and Preservation of His 
Majesty’s Person and Government against treasonable 
and seditious Practices and Attempts; a Bill which 
hazards the Security of the Subject, by extending the 
most severe Punishments to Offences ambiguously 
described: That the Petitioners feel the utmost Ab- 
horrence at the Outrages lately: offered to the Con- 
stitution and to the Person of His Majesty, whose 
Safety, nevertheless, they humbly conceive, will not be 
more effectually established by the Bills proposed, than 
by the Laws already in Existence: The Petitioners 
therefore humbly and earnestly implore, That the 
House will prevent the Bills so depending from being 
passed into Laws, and will preserve inviolate the pre- 
sent Constitution, with the Rights and Privileges of the 
People. 

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Inhabitants of 
the Borough of Bury Saint Edmunds, in the County 
of Suffolk, was also presented to the House, and read ; 
Setting forth, That the Petitioners approach the 
House with Sentiments of unfeigned Attachment to 
the Principles of the Constitution, established by the 
glorious Revolution of 1688: That the Petitioners 
have seen with Indignation, the Principles of that 
Constitution violated by the atrocious Insult lately 
offered to the Person of His Majesty; but that the 
Petitioners view, with the most serious Alarm, the 
Introduction of Two Bills into Parliament, the one 
intituled, An Act for the Safety and Preservation 
of His Majesty's Person and Government against 
treasonable and seditious Practices and Attempts, 
the other An Act for the more effectually pre- 
venting seditious Meetings and Assemblies, the ob- 
vious Tendency of which is to invest the Magistrates 
with new atid arbitrary Powers, to introduce new 
Penal Laws and constructive Treasons, and to build, 
upon the Ruins of our dearest Rights, a System in- 
compatible with any free Constitution whatever: That 
the Petitioners consider the said Bills as unnecessary, 
impolitic, and unconstitutional—Unnecessary, because 
the existing Laws are adequate as well to the De- 
tection as to the Punishment of Offenders—Impo- 
litic, because they will lessen that Confidence which 
should subsist between the People and their Repre- 
sentatives, and that Respect which is due to the Ma- 
gistrates and the Laws—and Unconstitutional, because 
they tend to frustrate the Provisions of the Bill of 
Rights,. to deprive the People of the Privileges of 
Petition and Remonstrance, to prevent the House from 
oY 
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being informed of the Wishes of its Constituents, to 
extend the Influence of the Executive Power, and, by 
restraining the Constitutional Exercise of Political 
Discussion, to surrender into its Hands the Bulwarks 
of Popular Liberty: Therefore the Petitioners most 
humbly entreat the House not to permit the said Bills 
to become the Laws of the Realm: That the Peti- 
tioners, convinced that the present Apprehensions of 
Public Danger arise more from the Continuance of a 
disastrous War, than from any other Cause, are of 
Opinion that the Restoration of Peace, by lessening 
the Public Burthens, will better tend to allay Popular 
Discontent than the most coercive Regulations : They 
therefore humbly hope that the House will use its best 
Exertions to obtain a Termination of Hostilities, as 
the most certain Means of preserving internal Tran- 
quillity.

A Petition of the Working Cordwainers, Taylors, 
Hatters, Curriers, Carpenters, Weavers, Smiths, Stay- 
makers, Book-binders, Printers, Tinplate Workers, 
&c. &c. was presented to the House, and read; 
Setting forth, That the Petitioners are impressed with 
the highest Reverence and Respect for the Constitution 
of this Kingdom, established at the Revolution in the 
Year 1688: That the Petitioners view, with the 
utmost Concern, the Unconstitutional Innovation now 
attempting to be made on their most sacred and in- 
dubitable Rights, by Two Bills now before the House, 
the one intituled, An Act for the more effectually 
preventing seditious Meetings and Assemblies, and 
the other, An Act for the Safety and Preser- 
vation of His Majesty’s Person and Government 
against treasonable and seditious Practices and At- 
tempts: That the Petitioners humbly conceive, such 
Bills will entirely deprive the Petitioners. of the free 
Exercise of their Liberties transmitted to them by 
their Ancestors, and, for the slightest Resistance, sub- 
Execution : 
That the Petitioners humbly apprehend, that the last 
of such Bills contains an arbitrary Accumulation of 
Treasons, calculated to harrass and oppress the Peti- 
tioners, without affording any additional ae to 
the Person of His Majesty; by the former Bill the 
Petitioners cannot legally meet together to make their 
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Grievances known, except in) the Presence of a Magis- 
trate, whose Attendance is made necessary, not merely 
for the Preservation of the Peace, but for the Purpose 
of controlling the Sentiments to be uttered: The Peti- 
tioners do humbly hope the House will feel a proper 
Degree of Resentment against the Principle of such 
Bills, as affecting the Liberties of the whole Body of 
the People of England: And therefore implore the 
House to reject such Bills, which tend only to alienate 
their Affections from the Constitution, and to. weaken 
their Regard for the Laws. 

A Petition of the working Bakers of London and its 
Environs, was also presented to the House, and read; 
Setting forth, That the Petitioners are impressed with 
a due and steady sense of the great Blessings which the 
British Constitution is capable of affording to all 
Ranks and Distinctions of Men: That, from a Sense 
of those great and glorious Rights, established to this 
Nation at the Revolution of 1668, and recognized by 
the Union of the Two Kingdoms in the Reign of her 
Majesty Queen Anne, being essential to the Happiness 
of the People at large, by securing to them the 
Freedom of Speech, and Petition in Cases of Grievance, 
the Petitioners are seriously alarmed at an Attempt, 
publicly declared to be now in Agitation, to carry 
through the Legislature Two Bills, the one intituled, 
An Act for the more effectually preventing seditious 
Mectings, and Assemblies, and the other An Act for 
the Safety and Preservation of His Majesty’s Person 
and Government against treasonable and_ seditious 
Practices and Attempts; tending and purporting to 
destroy and do away their essential and invaluable 
Rights: That the Petitioners, seeing and knowing 
that a most serious and just Apprehension pervades 
every of His Majesty’s true and faithful Subjects, 
upon the Grounds of the said purposed Laws, they 
feel themselves bound, by their Love of their Country 
and its Constitution, and their Respect for the Person 
and high Station of His Majesty, to implore the House 
not to suffer the said Bills, designed to interfere with, 
and obstruct, the free Discussion of their Rights and 
Liberties, or their Meetings for such Purposes, and 
petitioning regarding the same, to pass into Laws: And 
the Petitioners further add, that, by preventing such 
Bill or Bills from being carried into Effect as Laws, 
‘by whomsoever preferred, proposed, or supported, the 
House will secure the Love and Attachment of many 
Hundred Thousand loyal Subjects, who, if such Laws 
should be passed, will feel no Affection for the Con- 
stitution when it shall no longer aflord them those 
invaluable Liberties. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of the Town and 
Neighbourhood of Birmingham, was also presented to 
the House, and read; Setting forth, That the, Peti- 
tioners, deeply affected at the melancholy Prospect of 
a further Continuance of the present desolating War, 
by which our Trade has been ruined, Mechanical 
Labour reduced, and Famine, they fear, will be added 
to the innumerable Calamities already heaped upon our 
Heads: Much as the Petitioners are afflicted by the Evils 
above mentioned, they feel themselves much more so 
when they contemplate the immense Loss of Blood and 
‘Treasure occasioned by the Attempt to accomplish Ob- 
jects which evidently appear to the Petitioners unattain- 
able: The: Petit/oners also, considering the pacific Dis- 
position of the present Rulers of France, trust that their 
Form of Government will not influence the Minds of 
the House against, or prove an Obstacle to a speedy 
Restoration of Peace to our once flourishing but now 
distressed Country: The Petitioners therefore beseech 
the House to adopt such Measures as in their Wisdom 
may seem meet to attain so desirable an End: ‘The 
Petitioners also have heard, with the utmost Ab- 
horrence, of the late daring Outrages committed upon 
the sacred Person of His Majesty, but venerating, as 
they do, our excellent and invaluable Constitution, 
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they beg Leave to state to the House their entire Dis- 
approbation of certain Bills now pending in Parliament, 
intituled, An Act for the Safety of His Majesty’s Person 
and Government, and, An Act to prevent seditious 
Assemblies: And, conceiving that the Laws now in 
Force are adequate to the Preservation of Public 
Peace, and sufficiently coercive and efficacious as to the 
momentous Exigencies of the present Times, do most 
humbly pray that the House will not pass those Bills 
into Laws. 

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Inhabitants of 
the Town and Neighbourhood of Warwick, was also 
presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, That 
the Petitioners, being duly and deeply sensible of the 
Wisdom, the Justice, and the Humanity, which have 
so much distinguished the Laws of England, and being 
impressed, in particular, with the highest Admiration 
of the ancient and venerable Statute of the Twenty- 
fifth of Edward the Third, by which the Law of 
Treason is most clearly defined, and by which it has 
hitherto been found that the Safety of the King, the 
Security of the Subject, and the Preservation of the 
Common Weal, are wisely and sufficiently provided 
for, and conceiving, upon mature and serious Delibe- 
ration, that a certain Bill, now pending before the 
House, intituled, An Act for the Safety of His 
Majesty’s Person and Government against treasonable 
and seditious Attempts, does endanger the wise 
and wholesome Securities, established for the Safety 
of the Subject, by the said Statute of Edward the 
Third, and does, without good and sufficient Reasons, 
create several Treasons new and unheard of since the 
Revolution of 1688—conceiving also, that, in other 
Clauses of the said Bill, now pending before the 
House, the Crime of Sedition is described in Terms 
vague and ambiguous, so as to render the Nature and 
Extent of it uncertain—and conceiving likewise that 
the Extension of the Punishment heretofore annexed to 
seditious Offences, as provided for in the said Bill, is 





a Degree of Severity not warranted by any existing 


Necessity, and equally abhorrent from the Principles 
of sound Policy, and those of Justice and Humanity— 
and justly dreading the Effects of such a Bill, upon the 
Public Opinion and Public Tranquillity, under the 
peculiar and awful Circumstances of the ‘Times, do most 
humbly and earnestly supplicate that the said Bill may 
not pass into a Law. 

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Inhabitants of 
the Borough of Warwick, and its Neighbourhood, 
was also presented to the House, and read ; Setting 
forth, That the Petitioners, being firmly and un- 
feignedly attached to the Constitutional Principles of 
this Kingdom, as acted upon by their Ancestors in 
many Reigns, and recognized and established at the 
memorable and glorious Revolution of 1688—and 
being anxious to enjoy for themselves, and transmit to 
their Posterity, undiminished and unimpaired, the 
important and most sacred Rights, both of Petition 
for Redress of Grievances, and of Public and Private 
Discussion upon all Measures of all Administrations, 
which may, directly or indirectly, affect their Lives, 
their Property, and their Liberty—and conceiving, on 
mature and solemn Deliberation, that a Bill now 
pending before the House, intituled, An Act for 
the more effectual preventing seditious Meetings 
and Assemblies, does, in a most unexampled Man- 
ner, and toa most alarming Extent, invade the soundest 
and most valuable Securities for the Continuance of 
that Constitution which they hold so dear, and does 
also, under various Pretexts, and some of them, it 
should seem, futile or fallacious, endanger, equally in 
its remote and immediate Consequences, those Bul. 
warks, which the Wisdom of their venerable Fore- 
fathers, and the Authority of many, wholesome Laws, 
have provided for the Preservation of their Happiness 
and their Freedom: And justly dreading the Effects of 
such 
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such a Bill upon Public Opinion and Public Tran- 
quillity, under the peculiar and awful Circumstances 
of the Times, do. most humbly and earnestly sup- 
plicate, That the House will not pass the said Bill into 
a Law. 

A Petition of a Number of the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Kilmarnock, was also presented to the House, 
and read; Setting forth, That the Petitioners are not 
less deeply affected with the Dangers to which our 
Liberty is exposed by the propased Measure of in- 
troducing a Bill into Parliament to prevent Meetings 
of His Majesty’s faithful Subjects than at the late 
Outrage upon His Majesty’s sacred Person, which is 
held out as the Ground of the proposed Bill: They 
deprecate the Growth of Disaffection and the Spread 
of Tumult, and therefore dread the passing of a Bill, 
of the Nature proposed, into a Law, which would in- 
crease the one and promote the other: They would 
not speak of past Measures which were adopted to 
circumscribe the Freedom of the Subject; the Peti- 
tioners Attention is absorbed in the present Attempt, 
which, if carried into a Law, will deprive Britons of 
those Rights which their Ancestors earned with many 
a Struggle, and purchased at the Price of much Blood: 
Such a Law, by confining Disaffection, instead of 
allowing it an Opportunity to spend its Force, will 
only give it Time to acquire redoubled Energy and 
renewed Elasticity: It is not the Disease which appears 
externally, but the secret Poison, which finding no 
Vent, unseen spreads its Malignity, and undermines 
the Frame, that is most to be dreaded: The Petitioners 
know that it is not their Province to dictate, but 
they conceive it their Duty to pray, that, instead of 
putting them under further Restraints, the House 
would apply the Wisdom of Parliament to ameliorate, 
and the Energy of Government to enforce, former 
Laws: the Petitioners confess that they are at a Loss 
to conceive for what Reason the rest of the Kingdom 
should be deprived or restrained, in their Right of 
assembling, on Account of the irregular Behaviour of 
some imprudent or malicious Persons in the Metro- 
polis: The Safety of His Majesty, in the Petitioners 
humble Opinion, would be more effectually secured by 
the Affection of a free, than by the Terror of a re- 
stricted, People—and who would wish to be defended 
by the Hedge of Law when he may repose under the 
Shade of Love: Moderation of Measures, not Seve- 
rity of Punishment, would regain His Majesty the 
Love and Affection of the most disaffected. To pre- 
vent Disaffection from having Recourse to the dread- 
ful Efforts of Despair, the Petitioners entreat that the 
House would pause, and, finally, exclude any Bill, 
which, under Pretence of defending the Person of His 
Majesty, is calculated to lay unnecessary and unconsti- 
tutional Restrictions upon the People: By attending to 
this Petition, and preserving the Liberty of the Subject 
inviolate, the House will have an additional Claim upon 
the Affection of the Country, and the Gratitude of the 
Petitioners. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of Dunse, was also pre- 
sented to the House, and read; Setting forth, That it 
is One of the express Constitutional Rights of Britons 
to meet together in perfect Freedom, to take into 
Consideration any Grievances they may be labouring 
under, and to petition the House, or the other Parts 
of the British Legislature, for a Redress of them; and 
that this Right is one of the best Securities for the 
free and undiminished Possession of all the other Rights 
of Britons: That the Petitioners have therefore seen, 
with great Surprize and great Uneasiness, Two Bills 
brought into the House, namely, a Bill for better se- 
curing His Majesty’s Person and Government, and a 
Bill for the more effectual Prevention of seditious 
Meetings; for, by the First of these Bills, the Right 
of petitioning is injured, and, by the Second, it is in 
a egy destroyed; the Exercise of it being put 
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under such Circumstances, that the mere Right itself 
will be no longer worth possessing, nay, nor can ac- 
tually be exercised at all by Free and Independent 
Men: That, in the Opinion of the Petitioners, the 
said Bills are in their Nature as injurious to the House 
of Hanover, and to the British Constitution, as they are 
to the People of Great Britain; seeing they cannot be 
carried into Execution without alienating the Affec- 
tions of Britons from their King, the Head of that 
House, and from the System of Government, which 
can admit Laws so justly odious: The Petitioners 
therefore do most earnestly entreat the House, That, in 
its Wisdom, and from a Regard, as well to the Con- 
stitutional Rights of Britons, of which it is the Natural 
Protector, as to the Constitutionally Royal House of 
Hanover, and to that System of Government it makes 
a Part of, it will reject the Two Bills of which the 
Petitioners complain. 

A Petition of the Gentlemen, Merchants, Freemen, 
Freeholders, and Inhabitants, of the Town and Bo- 
rough of Clifion Dartmouth Hardness, in the County 
of Devon, whose Names are thereunder-written, was also 
presented to the House, and read ; Setting forth, That 
the Petitioners are greatly alarmed at the Tenor of a 
Bill, intituled, A Bill for the more effectually pre- 
venting seditious Meetings and Assemblies; which 
is at present depending in the House, and which Bill 
appears to the Petitioners to be an Encroachment on 
one of the most ancient and Constitutional Rights and 
Liberties of the Subjects of this Kingdom, namely, 
that of peaceably assembling for the Discussion of their 
Grievances, and of petitioning Parliament or address- 
ing the King, as Circumstances may require, and 
which Right of the Subject will, as the Petitioners 
humbly conceive, be entirely annihilated if clogged 
with so many Restrictions as are contained in the in- 
tended Bill: That the proposed Bill, by enabling an 
individual Member of the Executive Government to 
controul, or, by his simple Veéo, totally to prevent the 
Constitutional Right of the People of assembling to 
discuss the Grievances under which they labour, and 
of using Constitutional Measures for redressing them, 
will be a total Alteration of our happy Constitution as 
established at the Revolution; a Constitution which, 
the Petitioners doubt not, would (if preserved in its 
original Purity) continue the Wonder and Admira- 
tion of Ages: That the Petitioners have also observed, 
with the deepest Concern, another Bill, now also de- 
pending, intituled, An Act for the Safety and Pre- 
servation of His Majesty's Person and Government 
against treasonable and seditious Practices and At- 
tempts; a Bill which exposes the Subject to the 
severest Pains and Penalties for the Commission of 
Offences described with the most vague Ambiguity : 
That the Petitioners feel the utmost Abhorrence of the 
late Outrage committed against the Person of His 
Majesty, whose Safety, they humbly conceive, is suffi- 
ciently secured by the Laws already in Existence, and 
have therefore to lament that such gross Enormities 
(from whatever Source originating) have been artfully 
made a Pretext for enacting Laws which every free 
born Briton is, in Duty to himself and his Posterity, 


- bound, by every Constitutional Method, to oppose and 


prevent: When the Petitioners consider the enormous 
Burthens under which this Country labours, and look 
forward to a Time when all Hopes of Relief are cut 
off by the Prevention of dutiful Petitions and Ad- 
dresses to Parliament and to His Majesty, they cannot 
anticipate, without Horror, the direful Consequences 
which are likely to result from the Adoption of Mea- 
sures so inconsistent with the unalienable Rights of 
Freemen, and so inimical to His Majesty and His il- 
lustrious Family, who were, by the Voice of the People, 
called to the exalted Throne of these Dominions for 
the Support of those Rights and Privileges which are 
thus insidiously attempted to be subverted and destroyed : 

Gg The 
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The Petitioners therefore earnestly entreat, That the 
House will prevent the Bills, so depending, being passed 
into Law, and will preserve inviolate the present Con- 
stitution, and the Rights and Liberties of the Subject, 
whose Guardians they are. ' 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of the Borough of 
Great Yarmouth, was also presented to the House, and 
read ; Setting forth, That, whilst the Petitioners have 
observed, with the most decided Disapprobation, the 
late Tumultuary Outrage upon the Person of His Ma- 
jesty, they have observed, with Alarm, the Introduc- 
tion of Two Bills into Parliament, the one intituled, 
An Act for the Safety and Preservation of His Ma- 
jesty’s Person and Government against treasonable 
and seditious Practices and Attempts; and the 
other, An Act for the more effectually preventing 
seditious Meetings and Assemblies; which, if passed 
into Laws, will, in their Apprehension, overthrow the 
most valuable Privileges of Englishmen, and the latter 
of which, in particular, they conceive, tends grievously 
to infringe upon their Right of petitioning the several 
Branches of the Legislature, as having for its direct 
Object the total Suppression of all Public Discussion, 
and of every formal Declaration of Popular Opinion, 
in any the most peaceable and orderly Assembly, 
unless conformable to the Will of the local Magis- 
trate for the Time being; every such Magistrate being, 
according to that Bill, to be armed with a perfectly 
arbitrary Power of judging concerning Intention, and 
of summary Arrest: The Petitioners therefore, in Duty 
equally to themselves and to Posterity, earnestly pray, 
That the House will put their decisive Negative upon 
them. 

A Petition of the Mayor, Capital Burgesses, Com- 
mon Councilmen, and principal Inhabitants, of the 
Borough and Parish of Southmolton, in the County of 
Devon, was presented to the House, and read; Setting 
forth, That the Petitioners, feeling, in common with 
the rest of His Majesty’s loyal Subjects, the. Danger 
with which the Constitution is threatened by the Obtru- 
sion of certain Doctrines, wholly novel to this Country, 
and subversive of all the Principles of Order and Go- 
vernment ; seeing also the Necessity of counteracting 
the Growth of this alarming Evil, by stretching out 
the Laws to meet the peculiar Licentiousness of the 
Times, take this Method of conveying their Sentiments 
to the Bar of both Houses of Parliament, humbly im- 
ploring them to persist in such Measures, as may 
appear, to their Wisdom, to be effectual to the putting 
a Stop to these daring Innovations: The Petitioners 
particularly look for their Security to the Two Bills now 
pending in Parliament, for the better Protection of His 
Majesty’s sacred Person, and for the Prevention of 
traitorous and seditious Meetings, and earnestly pray 
that the Provisions therein contained may speedily 
pass into Law: And further pray, That they may be 
followed up by such other Regulations as may be deemed 
adequate to the securing the Dignity of Parliament, 
the Authorities of the Realm, and the Public Peace, 
from the Inroads of those criminal Movers of Treason 
and Sedition, who are continually employing every 
Artifice to seduce the Idle and Illiterate, and to make 
them the Instruments of their own Ruin, and of the 
Subversion of the State. 

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Inhabitants of 
the Town of Colchester, in the County of Esser, was 
also presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, 
That the Petitioners reflect, with the greatest Indigna- 
tion and Abhorrence, on the insolent and wicked Attack 
upon the Person of their Sovereign, and trust that the 
Wisdom of Parliament will be strenuously exerted in 
endeavouring to discover the real Authors of so daring 
and atrocious an Outrage; convinced that, whether they 
be found among open Enemies or (what is altogether 
as probable) pretended Friends, the Nation will most 
cordially rejoice at their meeting with their merited 
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Punishment: That while they sincerely lament that 
any of their Fellow Subjects could be so unprin- 
cipled as to violate, in the Person of their King, that 
happy Constitution under which they have eng ed 
such Advantages, the Petitioners cannot help feeling 
an extreme Alarm at finding it made the Pretext for. 
bringing Two Bills into Parliament, the one ‘intituled, 
An Act for the Safety of His: Majesty’s Person, the 
other, An Act to prevent seditious Assemblies; the 
obvious Tendency of which is the Abolition of those 
Privileges which have always been hitherto consi- 
dered as their fundamental Rights: That, accustomed 
to look up to a British House of Commons as the 
Barrier which is to secure our Lives, Properties, and 
Freedom, against the Attempts of the Disaffected and 
the Turbulent, the undue Extension of Prerogative, 
or the Treachery of abandoned Ministers, the Peti- 
tioners cannot sufficiently express their Dissatisfaction 
and Astonishment at the unexampled Rapidity with 
which Bills, so important in their Consequences, have 
hitherto proceeded through all the Stages of their Pro- 
gress; neither are the Petitioners much less surprized 
that the Purposes they profess to have in View are the 
better protecting of His Majesty’s Person and Govern- 
ment, and the more effectual Security of the British 
Constitution : To promote such Purposes as these, ‘the 
Petitioners trust they shall be found as zealous as any 
of His Majesty’s most loyal Subjects, but they humbly 
conceive that the Bills, to which they refer, are not 
only extremely inadequate to effect such Purposes, but, 
if passed into Laws, will annihilate the Remainder of 
those Liberties, without which, Existence to a Briton 
loses Half its Value: That the Petitioners cannot 
conceive that free Discussion has a Tendency to injure 
Truth, or the Persons of those who shall wish to sup- 
port its Authority ; that they see not, at present, the 
slightest Reason to imagine that the late most atrocious 
Attempt on the Person of our Sovereign has any Con- 
nection with the Actions of any Society that has met 
for the Purpose of discussing Political Subjects, much. 
less do they imagine it can ever sanction an Attempt 
to prevent us from exercising the most important of 
our Privileges, the remonstrating with the Legislature 
or our Sovereign on the Grievances under which we 
suffer, or censuring the Conduct of His Ministers when 
encroaching on our dearest Rights: That the Peti- 
tioners are fully persuaded that Restraints upon the 
Liberty of the Press, and the Freedom of Speech, 
beyond what are already imposed by the existing Laws, 
not only have the strongest Tendency to produce Dis- 
contents, which will always be more dangerous, be- 
cause they will be always more secret, but will furnish 
a more reasonable Ground for Dislike of Government 
than even its most virulent Enemies at present possess : 
That the Petitioners are thoroughly convinced, that 
removing the present Grievances and Burthens of the 
People, in which the War has been so abundantly 
fruitful, will have a more powerful Effect in recalling 
the Misled, conciliating the Disaffected, and restrain- 
ing the Unwary and Imprudent, than any Laws, the 
most rigid that can be invented, which will always be 
dangerous in Proportion to their ill-timed Severity: 
Deeply impressed with the Truth and Importance of 
these Sentiments, zealous in Defence of our established 
Constitution (of which Liberty to discuss the Propriety 
of all Public Measures, and petition against Griev- 
ances and Oppression, make so very important a Part) 
the Petitioners most ardently entreat and supplicate 
the House, That those Bills, so injurious to-our Rights, 
and oppressive and dangerous in their Consequences, 
may never be permitted to become a Part of that Code, 
to which the Petitioners have hitherto looked up with 
Veneration and Gratitude, ‘and that Peace may be re- 
stored, by the Efforts of the House, to a patient and 
loyal Nation, on which War has accumulated such 
grievous Burthens and Distress, and whose Prospects, 
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if it should be permitted to continue any longer, will 
not be illuminated by a-single Ray of Hope. 

.o& Petition of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Assistants, 
of: the Borough of Zeeds, in Common Hall assembled, 
was also presented to the House, and read; Setting 
beheld; with 
deep Concern, the daring Attempts which have been 
made, by many discontented and. ill-designing Persons 
within these Realms, to overturn the Constitution of 
this Country, and thereby to bring us into a State of 
Anarchy and Wretchedness, which the Petitioners most 
earnestly deprecate : That the Petitioners humbly con- 
ceive, that the Laws now existing have not provided 
an adequate Punishment for the highly seditious Prac- 
tices which of late have taken place in these Kingdoms, 
nor have afforded sufficient Means of Prevention 
against Measures so destructive of Public Peace and 
good Government, as to threaten the Overthrow of 
our ‘happy Constitution: The Petitioners therefore do 
—s entreat the House, in Concurrence with the 
other Branches of the Legislature, to enact such Laws 
as, in their Wisdom, they shall deem most proper for 
protecting: the Person of our gracious Sovereign, the 
suppressing of seditious Meetings and Practices, and 
for preventing the Dissemination of such corrupt Prin- 
ciples as endanger the Security of our most excellent 
Government. 

APetition of the Inhabitants of the City and 
Suburbs of Winchester, was likewise presented to the 
House, and read ; Setting forth, That, whilst the Pe- 
titioners detest the base Motives and the dastardly 
Conduct of the Persons who were guilty of so daring 
an Outrage to His Majesty's most sacred Person in 
His. Passage. to and from Parliament, and sincerely 
hope that the Perpetrators and Abettors thereof may 
be brought to condign Punishment; they cannot re- 
main silent on the extraordinary and alarming Tenor 
of the Bills now pending in Parliament, the one inti- 
tuled, An Act for the more effectually preventing 
seditious Meetings and Assemblies; and the other, An 
Act for the Safety and Preservation of His Majesty’s 
Person and Government against treasonable and sedi- 
tious Practices and Attempts; as they manifestly ap- 
pear to proceed on the unjust Grounds of a general 
Disaffection in the Nation to the King and the other

a Claim on the most affectionate Attachment of a 
dutiful and loyal People: That it is impossible for the 
Petitioners not to impute the Outrages, which have 
taken place, to those seditious Assemblies, where 
Language has been repeatedly held, and Proceedings 
adopted, calculated to stimulate the IIl-disposed and 
Disaffected to the Disturbance of the Public Tranquil- 
lity, to the most daring Violation of the Laws, to the 
extreme Hazard of His Majesty’s Person, and to the 
Contempt of His Government: That the Petitioners 
consider these Outrages as directed, not only against 
His Majesty’s sacred Person, but against the Indepen- 
dence of Parliament, and the established Constitution, 
and they most anxiously hope that the House may be 
enabled, in its Wisdom, to devise some effectual Means 
to prevent the Repetition of them; at the same Time 
assuring the House of their most determined Co- 
operation, dnd active Exertions, in Defence of the best 
of Sovereigns, and of those Laws and Liberties, and of 
that Constitution, the Preservation of which is so inti- 
mately connected, not only with the Security of His 
Majesty's Person, but with the Observance of that 
Respect due to the First Magistrate. 

A Petition of the Persons, whose Names are there- 
unto subscribed, Inhabitants of Leicester, was likewise 
presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, That 
the Petitioners have seen, with Indignation and Ab- 
horrence, the daring Outrage which lately threatened the 
Safety of His Majesty’s Person, and endangered the 
very Sahsdente of the Constitution ; That the Petitioners 
cannot but attribute this nefarious Attempt to the 
Operation of those Principles which have newly been 
transplanted in this happy Country, propagated with the 
most active Industry by its secret Enemies, and founded 
upon the very Spirit of its open ones; and they humbly 
submit to the House, that, whilst the Practice of sys- 
tematically destroying a good Opinion of the Govern-

Bradford, to the North Side of the’said River, a little

forts adequate to our Wants and agreeable to our 
Necessities: We see them with our Eyes as extended 
by His Bounty; but, alas! before we can partake 
thereof, we must submit to the exorbitant Exactions of 
our Fellow Creatures: We feel the Force of Reason 
in those salutary Laws instituted to secure and preserve 
the Property of Individuals sacred and _ inviolate;

to beget in the Community at large a settled and 
rooted Dislike of the Government, under which they 
should be doomed to live. The Petitioner certainly 
does believe, and indeed he knows, that great Dis- 
content at certain Abuses and Corruptions of the 
Constitution does exist amongst many of the People, 
whose anxious Attachment to the Constitution has 
taught them to study its Principles, and to consider

Evil pats 
by these Defects in the Representation” [Referring 
te along Enumeration of Defects besides those here 
“ quoted] “ of which they complain; namely, the Ex- 
“ tent of Private Parliamentary Patronage; an Abuse, 
which obviously tends to exclude the great Mass 
of the People from any substantial Influence in the 
Election of the House of Commons, and which, in 
its Progress, threatens to usurp the Sovereignty of 
the Country, to the equal Danger of the King, of 
the Lords, and of the Commons”—Again, ‘‘ The 
Operation of the first Species of Patronage is di- 
rect, and subject to positive Proof: Eighty-four 
Individuals do, by their owa immediate Authority, 
send One hundred and Fifty-seven of your Honour- 
able Members -to Parliament; and this your Peti- 
tioners are ready, if the Fact be disputed, to prove, 
and to name the Members and the Patrons—The 
second Species of Patronage cannot be shewn with 
equal Accuracy, though itis felt with equal Force 
‘ —-Your Petitioners are convinced, that, in Addition 
to the One hundred and Fifty-seven Honourable 
Members above-mentiéned, One hundred and Fifty 
more, making in the whole Three Hundred and 
Seven, are returned to your Honourable House, not 
by the collected Voice of those whom they appear 
to represent, but by the Recommendation of Seventy 
powerful Individuals, added to the Eighty-four 
above-mentioned, and making the Total Number 
of Patrons altogether only One hundred and Fifty- 
four, who return a decided Majority of your Honour- 
able House.—If your Honourable House will accept 
as Evidence the common Report and general Be- 
lief of the Counties, Cities, and Boroughs, which 
return the Members alluded to, your Petitioners are 
ready to name them, and to prove the Fact; or, if 
the Members in Question can be made Parties to 
the Inquiry, your Petitioners will name them, and 
be governed by the Testimony which they themselves 
shall publicly give:” If, then, the Allegations here 
recited be true—and the Petitioner has been credibly 
informed, they were not so much as questioned by 
Member of the House, when placed on its Jour- 
nals—he hopes he may, without giving Offence to the 
House (all Intention of which he sincerely disclaims, 
as on this solemn Occasion he should think such Con- 
duct highly indecent and reprehensible) he hopes, he 
says, he may ask, Where are to be found the Three

— _ to be inferred by the House: If these 
or. 51. 
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afflicting Allegations be true, has there not crept into 
the Government, through an insensible Decay which 
needs to be repaired, an alarming, a portentous Power, 
a mighty irresistible Something, distinct from, and 
paramount to, all the Constitutional Estates of the 
Realm ?—a Power of a Character utterly unknown to 
our Constitution, and abhorrent to the Principles of our 
Government ;—a Power for which Political Writers 
have, indeed, an appropriate Appellation; but one so 
odious, that the Petitioner, out of Respect to the 
House, and ftom his Feelings of Reverence for the 
genuine Constitution of his Country, will forbear to 
express: And, if such a dreadful Power have, in the 
Nature of a Disease, grown out of the gradually in- 
creasing Decay of popular Representation ; and have 
at its Disposal the Public Purse and consequently de- 
pendent on its Will the Supplies to the Executive 
Magistrate, can even His Majesty be supposed to be 
beyond the Reach of its overbearing Sway '—must not 
the Peerage be eclipsed by the One hundred and Fifty- 
four ?—and all the just Ends of Representation to the 
People be defeated, while their every Interest shall be 
submitted to the Power of Men, in whose Election or 
Appointment they have neither Share, Controul, nor 
Influence? And if it be dikewise true, as farther stated 
in the aforesaid Petition of the 6th of May 1793, and 
of which the then Petitioners tendered “ legal Evi- 
‘* dence, that Forty Peers, in Defiance of your Reso- 
“ lutions, have possessed themselves of so many 
“ Burgage Tenures, and obtained such an absolute 
* and uncontrouled Command in very many small 
** Boroughs in the Kingdom, as to be enabled, by their 
‘“‘ own positive Authority, to return Eighty-one of 
** your Honourable Members ;” and that the said then 
Petitioners also had ‘ the most reasonable Grounds to 
** suspect”’ (which Grounds of Suspicion they declared 
themselves ready to shew qt the Bar of the House) 
*‘ that no less than One hundred and Fifty of your 
** Honourable Members owe their Elections entirely 
“ to the Interference of Peers”—if these Things be 
true, then the Petitioner humbly conceives, while 
Alarms are so industriously propagated of Attempts 
and Conspirings against the Constitution, that Attempts 
such as these, Conspirings so daring and so criminal, 
Strokes so sweeping, to remove the Pillars of the 
Fabric, ought not to pass without a full and rigid 
Investigation; and the more so, as the Truth or the 
Falsehood of the Allegations can so easily be ascertained 
by the House: Lord Chancellor Somers, as every Mem- 
ber of the House must know, in a Treatise on Govern- 
ment, has truly said, that “ Treason is a betraying of 
* the State; and the greatest and highest Treason is 
‘“‘ that which is committed against the Constitution,” 
If, then, the Commons of Great Britain, in Parliament 
assembled, be a Part, a vital, a sacred Part of the 
Constitution ;—if it be only on the Principle of Re- 
presentation that the House can be entitled to that 
Appellation ;—if sitting in the House constitutionally 
implies Popular Election ;—and if a Loss to the People, 
either by Encroachment or otherwise, of a Majority of 
the Seats in the House, have actually taken place, as 
so strongly set forth without Denial or Question in the 
Petition on the Journals to which the present Peti- 
tioner now refers; then he humbly presumes it will 
follow as a necessary Conclusion, that the Constitution 
has indeed received a deep and peels. Wound. There 
may not have been Treason in the Intention; but no 
Man can deny, that he, who more or less destroys the 
Essence of the House of Commons, betrays the State. 
Should any Men beneath the Degyee of Baron, even 
Members of the House, usurp, but for a Day, Seats 
among the Peers, arrogating to themselves the Functions 
of Lords of Parliament, would not Astonishment 
and Indignation strike every Breast? and would not 
the Constitution itself shake to its Centre, if Posses- 
sion could be held of such Seats, to pass as Private 
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cillor should dare to step with the King into his Throne 
on the Meeting of Parliament, and hidden Fetters 
should also be discovered under the Royal Robe, 
would not a Cry of “ Treason” burst from eyery 
Tongue?—Are there, then, the Petitioner humbly 
asks the House, only Two Estates of the Realm which 


_are to be hedged in and secured by a sacred Inviola- 


bility ; while the Third, like a ene Common, is 
to have its Fences trampled under Foot, and to become 
the Spoil of every lawless Trespasser?——-No ; the House 
will doubtless awaken to the Necessity of expelling 
Invaders, and guarding against future Encroachment. 
And it is for the House seriously to consider, whether 
reflecting Men can believe, that either of the Two Bills 
now pending would ever have seen the Light, had not 
their Movers been encouraged to such Attacks on the 
Liberties of the People, from the Traces of Popular 
Representation in the House being so nearly worn out 
and obliterated. As these Bills have been ushered in, 
like other inauspicious Acts of their Authors, with 
dark Insinuations of Criminality against Men known 
to profess themselves the Advocates for a Reform in 
the House, and such insinuated ete of these 
Men is made the indecent, the monstrous Pretext for 
uprooting the Freedom of all Men, it may not be un- 
worthy of the House to bestow a few Moments of their 
Attention on some Circumstances respecting those who 
come within the general Description of Friends to 
Parliamentary Reform; Men who, although differing 
in Opinion on subordinate Points, are agreed in that 
One Object from which the Appellation has been 
given them. The Reformers are charged with Dis- 
content: So far from denying this Charge, they have, 
for the last Fifteen Years, from Time to Time, come 
to the House to make known this Discontent, to shew 
its Cause, and to pray for the Removal of both Cause 
and Effect: If they are not yet disburthened of their 
Grief, it is because the House hath not yet thought 
proper even to enquire into the Justness of their Com- 
plaint. The Reformers are accused of conspiring to 
overthrow the Constitution: False and extravagant as 
is this Accusation, they may not be surprized at it; 
and for the following Reasons: 1st, Because, by their 
Exertions to bring to Light the Conspirings of other 
Men against the Constitution, the Truth was Daily 
becoming manifest to the Nation :—2dly, Because 
Men, interested in upholding the Corruptions of the 
State, which caused the Discontent complained of, had 
in their Hands the Annual Application and Expendi- 
ture of Seventeen Millions of Public Money ; and, as 
appears to the Petitioner, without being under any 
sufficient Controul :—3dly, Because the said Men had 
also in their Hands every other Means which the 
Government and Patronage of a great Empire can be 
supposed to afford for influencing the Public Opinion ; 
and, if capable of so atrocious a Crime, of spreading 
through the Land false Alarms and Delusions, which 
not even Truth could resist or oppose without the Aid 
of Time :—And, lastly, Because the very Nature of the 
Case required that, in order to divert the Public At- 
tention from those Corruptions and Decays in the very 
Frame of the Government, and those Conspirings 
against the Constitution which the Reformers were so 
successfully exposing, they themselves should be charged 
with the Crime, and their Cause, if possible, brought 
into Disrepute—Fraud, Panic, and Delusion, have 
had their Day; but the Petitioner trusts in Time, as 
well as in the Wisdom of the House, and the Dis- 
cernment of an English People, for a true Judgment 
being passed between the Reformers and their Oppo- 
nents: The House cannot be ignorant that, with 
— Reference to the pretended Plots of the 

eformers, and to the State of these Men’s Minds — 
certainly not in a State of unfeeling Apathy, but suffering 
under a quick Sense of unredressed Wrongs—and as

a special Reason for not administering that Political 
Medicine, a Parliamentary Reform, it has by their 
Opponents been urged that the Times are too Fever- 
ish, and yet they now behold Bills proposed by their 
Opponents which, if the People of England are not 
become, Politically speaking, a Nation of Dead Car- 
cases, must spread a Flame through the Land. If, in 
an Inflammatory State of the natural Body, it were to 
be assigned as a Reason for withholding a Powerful 
Febrifuge, that the Fever ran too high, and at the same 
Time the Essence of whatever was most inflammatory 
and irritating were thrown in, to work up the Fever 
into a Phrenzy, would not the House think that a 
Physician, so acting, were either a Madman or a Mur- 
derer? The House will recollect at what Period it 
was, that the Proceedings of the Reformers first gave 
Ministers serious Disturbance of Mind, and, as all the 
subsequent Matters must be fresh in its Memory, the 
Petitioner will not do more than just touch on the 
most prominent Objects of Attention; namely, the 
Activity of the Reformers, and the Hopes of Success 
with which they were animated ; the Censures they 
hereupon incurred, the Imputations thrown out against 
them, the Spies placed around them, the Seizure of 
Papers containing all their Plans of Operation, the 
Imprisonment of conspicuous Persons, their Indict- 
ment for High Treason; and, after a considerable 
Period of most anxious Suspence to the Nation, the 
Trials that ensued.—And what at last appeared? Why, 
it appeared, that mixed with the Proceedings of some of 
these Men, in their great and virtuous Cause, there 
were on the Part of Individuals Marks of Indiscretion, 
Rashness, and Folly; for they were Men; and some of 
them without the Advantages of Education ;—It also 
appeared, that the Fervours of some had even, in the 
Judgment of Juries, hurried them into Expressions 
deemed seditious. But Sedition, the Petitioner begs 
Leave to observe to the House, is an undefined, and 
perhaps undefinable Crime; an Error of that peculiar 
Nature, that, in bad Times, the base and the servile 
are perhaps less likely to fall into it, than those who 
feel a generous Indignation at their Country’s Wrongs. 
A Sidney and a Russell were accounted seditious, when 
a Jefferies was the Pattern of Loyalty—The only Per- 
son whom the Petitioner recollects to have been con- 
victed of Treason (except a Man whom he believes 
was afterwards pardoned) wa’ an acknowledged Spy, and 
under Circumstances that may account for his Conduct 
in the Line of his Vocation; a Man, if his own 
Account of himself may be credited, tinctured with 
Fanaticism, if not with Insanity—But the Petitioner, 
with much Deference, asks again, What, after all the 
agitating Alarms, after all the successful Diligence of 
Government in securing Persons and Papers, and after 
Trials, such as never before oppressed the Bench and the 
Bar with the Labours of Investigation, what has been 
or to Light respecting the Reformers, that it imports 
the Nation to know r—The Petitioner will tell the House 
what has been brought to Light. This has been brought 
to Light:—That the Constitution has already been 
grievously injured and undermined ; and that nothing 
but the Measures which the Reformers point out, and 
have been pursuing—Measures which they have again 
and _ pressed upon the Attention of the Public, 
and of the House, can avert its speedy Destruction— 
And the Petitioner, with great Humility, will also beg 
Leave to inform the House what has not been brought 
to Light concerning the Reformers: In all this sifting 
of their Actions, and even of their very Thoughts, 
there was not discovered the smallest Ground for 
charging them with criminally conspiring to seize on 
One hundred and Fifty Seats in the House, and sell 
them to Peers; or with any Attempt at transferring a 
decided Majority of those Seats to One hundred and 
Fifty-four Men, to be held and inherited as Private 
Property ; giving the Possessors of those Seats such 
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irresponsible and irresistible Power, as to make them, if 
not in Name and in Form, yet to all substantial Pur- 
poses, Sovereigns of their Sovereign, Lords of the only 
Lords we acknowledge; and, in respect of the People, 
that which the English Constitution does not know ; 
that which no free Government can know; and that 
which the Petitioner cannot express to the House, but 
in Language that is a Contradiction in Terms—Un- 
chosen Representatives ; and with full Power over the 
Property, the Lives, and Liberty of us all—No: Such 
horrid Conspirings, to pull down and to subvert, from 
its very Foundations, the British Government and Con- 
stitution, belong not to the Reformers. As, amongst 
other Charges that have been imputed to the Re- 
formers, stand those of aiming at an Invasion - of 
Aristocratic Rights, and striking at the Constitutional 
Privileges of the Peerage; the Petitioner cannot but 
observe, that, upon the Peers who are said to have 
seized on so many Seats in the House, such Alarms do 
not appear to have made much Impression ; or they 
could not court Retaliation by being the Persons to set 
an Example, or continue in the Practice of invading the 
Rights, and destroying the Privileges, of the Commons 
—And how will the House reconcile the pretended 
Zeal of some Men, associated for supporting a Consti- 
tution of King, Lords, and Commons, with that utter 
Indifference, if not Approbation, with which they look 
on, while so many Peers stand charged, by Petition to 
the House, with openly, in broad Day, seizing on its 
sacred Seats; and attempting to draw every Power of 
that Constitution within the dreadful Vortex of an 
unbalanced Aristocracy? The Petitioner finds it to be 
an Object of one of the Bills, now pending, to make 
it punishable in any Man who, by writing or speaking, 
shall incite another Man or Men to think ill of the 
established Government and Constitution, by feeling 
towards them the Sentiments of Dislike, or Contempt, 
or Hatred, or some such Passion: Now, as every 
Passion of the human Mind is only excited by its cor- 
responding Motive, so certain Provisions in a Consti- 
tution, or certain Actions in Rulers, will excite one 
Passion, and others will excite another. By the Spirit 
and Letter of this Bill, then, if through any present 
Defects or future Breaches of the Constitution (and who 
can say what it may be a Year hence, if the People 
do not protect their Rights) we should ever experience 
any gross Injustice, or wanton Tyranny, this Law would 
doom us to Silence; and the greater our Misery, the 
more certain should we be of incurring Punishment 
by the Mention of it. Sentiments of Contempt must 
be felt towards a Government and Constitution inca- 
pable of shielding us from Wrong ; and, if the Oppres- 
sion should be extreme, Hatred and Detestation of 
such Government and Constitution must be a necessary 
Consequence: By the very Mention, therefore, of our 
Wrongs, in the Situation here supposed, we should 
excite in our Hearers the corresponding Passions, 
and consequently become obnoxious to Punishment. 
By the second of these Bills, the sacred Constitutional 
Right, of petitioning the Legislature for Redress of 
Grievances, is so directly struck at, and, if the Bill 
were to pass into a Law, would be so completely 
annihilated, that it would be a Waste of Words to 
trouble the House with any Remarks upon the wording 
of that Bill. —The Petitioner, therefore, thinking it would 
be'a Disgrace to human Nature to live under such 
Laws, humbly trusts the House will not suffer them 
to sully an English Statute Book; or to alienate the 
Minds of the People from the Laws, the Government, 
and Constitution of their Country. Nor should the 
Petitioner feel justified to his own Mind, if he did not 
remark, that while these Bills affect to shield, they in 
reality stab, the Constitution; and, under the flimsy 
Pretence of supporting its Honour, they go directly, 
and by the shortest Road, and therefore in his Con- 


science he believes them solely intended, by their 
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Movers, to establish and perpetuate its Corruptions 
and Abuses, by cutting off all Communication between 
Man and Man, and making it one of the greatest 
of our Crimes to utter the greatest of our Wrongs, 
while these Corruptions and Abuses are to be sanc- 
tioned and secured, under the magic Phrase of “ the 
Established Government and Constitution :” The Peti- 
tioner therefore feels it a solemn Duty he owes his 
Country—he hopes in God it may not be the last 
he may be enabled to perform—to urge, with all the 
Importunity consistent with Respect, the present im- 
perious Necessity of a Reform in the Representation 
of the People in the House; as the best and only per- 
manent Security which they can have for their Liberties 
against all Attempts; as that alone which can remove 
Discontents, and fix the Constitution in their Hearts ; 
and as the only natural Way, and therefore the best, 
to reconcile them to the Burthens of Taxation, and 
the wholesome Restraints of equitable Law and just 
Government. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of the City and Liberty 
of Westminster, was also presented to the House, and 
read; Setting forth, That a Bill has been brought 
into the House, subversive of those Liberties which 
the People of this Kingdom,:at the Period when they 
transferred the Crown of England to the illustrious 
Family at present on the Throne, did claim, demand, 
and insist upon, as their true, ancient, and indubitable 
Rights; and that the said Bill is intituled, An Act 
for the more effectually preventing seditious Meetin 
and Assemblies. ‘That the only Mode by which the 
Petitioners, and the People of Great Britain can ex- 
press their Sentiments, and make their Grievances 
known, is by meeting together, either to instruct their 
Representatives, to petition Parliament, or to address 
the King; this is their Privilege, and subject to the 
existing Laws which have already provided against 
the Abuse of it: The Petitioners, in the Language 
of their Forefathers, claim, demand, and insist upon 
the free Exercise of it as their true, ancient, and 
indubitable Right : The Allowance and Encouragement 
of free, honest, and open Discussion, of all Matters 
Political and Judicial, while it has afforded the surest 
Controul upon the Encroachments of the Executive 
Government, has tended most effectually to secure 
the upright Administration of Justice: The “House is 
humbly reminded, that the Right of the People to 
such Meetings is the best Security they possess against 
the Abuse of Power: If they who are delegated to 
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defend their Liberties basely or corruptly betray them— ~ 


If they who are sent to watch over Ministers become 
their Accomplices, what may the People do if they 
may not remonstrate? By the Bill now depending, 
no Meeting can be called except with the Knowledge 
of a Magistrate, whose Presence is made necessary, 
not merely for the Preservation of the Peace, but 
for the Purpose of controuling the Sentiments to be 
uttered—He is constituted sole Judge of the Manner 
in which a Grievance may be stated, or a Right 
asserted : To differ with him in political Opinion 
is made a Breach of the Peace; to maintain that 
Opinion is made a Riot; and to persist in it is to 
incur the Horrors of Military Execution: The Peti- 
tioners trust the House will feel a proper Degree of 
Resentment against the Principle of such a Bill, as 
affecting the whole Mass of the People; but the Peti- 
tioners, as Inhabitants of Westminster, stand more 
especially in need of the Protection of the House; 
it is the Petitioners peculiar Fate to be superintended 
by Magistrates who are selected, employed, and paid, 
during Pleasure, by the Executive Power. The Peti- 
tioners further beg Leave to call the Attention of 
the House to a Bill, now depending, intituled, An 
Act for the Safety and Preservation of His Majesty’s 
Person and Government against treasonable and sedi- 
tious Practices and Attempts: They humbly represent,

that this Bill contains an arbitrary Accumulation of 
Treasons, calculated to harass and oppress the Sub- 
ject, without adding any Security to the Person of 
His Majesty ; that it also describes the Misdemeanor, 
at which another of its Clauses is pointed, with such 
studied Ambiguity, as to comprehend, in its penal 
Operation, every Exercise of the Right of examining 
Public Affairs, and that this Misdemeanor, so de- 
scribed, is subjected to a barbarous Punishment, which, 
as applied to such Offence, is utterly unknown to the 
mild and merciful Spirit of the Law of England :— 
Under all these Circumstances the Petitioners, deeply 
impressed with a Sense of the Dangers which impend 
over the Peace and Constitution of their Country, 
most earnestly implore the House to avert them, by 
the Rejection of Measures, which, by depriving the 
People of their most ancient and indubitable Rights, 
have a Tendency to alienate their Affections from 
the Constitution, and to lessen their Respect for the 
Laws. 

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Gentlemen, 
Clergy, Freeholders, and Inhabitants, of the County 
of Surrey, was also presented to the House, and 
read; Setting forth, That the Petitioners are informed 
that a Bill is depending before the House, purporting 
to be An Act for the Safety of His Majesty’s Crown 
and Government against treasonable Practices and 
Attempts; and also a Bill to prevent seditious Meet- 
ings: That the Petitioners have beheld, with deep 
Regret, the Endeavours of some unprincipled Men 
to scatter the Seeds of Disaffection towards His 
Majesty and our excellent Constitution; to mislead 
the Understandings of the laborious Classes of the 
People; by false Representations to inflame their Pas- 
sions, and provoke them to Acts of Treason and 
Rebellion: The Petitioners are well assured that the 
Causes of. this Deviation from the true English Cha- 
racter may be evidently traced to those Schools of 
Sedition where the Crimes of the French People are 
held up for Imitation, and where the rising Generation 
are taught to despise the Religion and Laws of their 
Forefathers: Anxious to preserve the Benefits of that 
free Constitution under which, by the Blessing of 
Almighty God, the People of this Land have flourished 
in Happiness and Prosperity, the Petitioners rely with 
Confidence on the Wisdom of Parliament, That such 
Laws will be enacted as may be adequate to restrain 
those growing Evils without infringing those Liberties 
which Englishmen justly deem invaluable, and of which 
the Right of petitioning, and of remonstrating to the 
several Branches of the Legislature, form an essential 
Part. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of the Ward of Castle 
Baynard, was also presented to the House, and read; 
Setting forth, That the Petitioners feel the deepest 
Abhorrence of the late abominable Outrage upon His 
Majesty’s Person, and trust that the Perpetrators there- 
of will receive the Punishment due to so flagitious 
an Offence, to which the existing Laws are, in their 
Opinion, fully adequate: That the Petitioners feel the 
deepest Concern that such Attack upon the sacred 
Person of His Majesty should be followed by an equally 
outrageous Attack upon the no less sacred Liberties 
of His Subjects and be made a Pretext for the Intro- 
duction of Twe Bills now before the House, which, 
under a Pretence of providing for the greater Safety 
of His Majesty, would, if passed into Laws, affect, 
and tend ultimately to annihilate, the Liberties of the 
People: That it is the Opinion of the Petitioners, 
that the Power proposed to be committed to the Magis- 
trates by one of those Bills would be a direct Violation 
of the Constitution, and that the People would have 
no Security against the Abuse of it; and their Appre- 
hension that such Power would be abused is warranted 
by the Conduct of Sir John EHopiins, Alderman of the 
said Ward, who peremptorily refused to convene the 
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Inhabitants to consider the Propriety of the present 
Petition, although requested so to do by near Forty 
of the Petitioners: That their Abhorrence of these 
Bills is the greater, and their Opposition thereto the 
more earnest, from an Apprehension, general through- 
out the Kingdom, that they are intended as a Founda~ 
tion whereon to erect yet greater Violations of the just 
and acknowledged Rights and Liberties of the People, 
recognized and confirmed at the memorable Era of 
the Revolution: The Petitioners therefore humbly but 
earnestly pray, That the House will not pass the said 
Bills, intituled, An Act for the more effectually pre- 
venting seditious Meetings and Assemblies, and, An 
Act for the Safety and Preservation of His Majesty’s 
Person and Government against treasonable and sedi- 
tious Practices and Attempts. 

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Inhabitants of 
the City of Bath, was also presented to the House, 
and read; Setting forth, That a Bill is now before the 
House, intituled, An Act for the more effectually 
preventing seditious Meetings and Assemblies, which 
appears to be entirely subversive of the well known 
ancient Liberty of the Subject, as declared and recog- 
nized in the Fifth Article of the Bill of Rights: That, 
when both Houses of Parliament made a solemn 
Tender of the Crown to their Highnesses the Prince 
and Princess of Orange, and their Successors, they 
did claim, demand, and insist upon, the Right of the 
People to petition, and therefore to meet and assem- 
ble, without Restraint, for that Purpose, as their 
undoubted Right and Liberty; and the Petitioners 
catnot see, without extreme Anxiety, a Bill before 
the House, which threatens to deprive them of this 
acknowledged and invaluable Right: That the Peti- 
tioners, under the united Impressions of Horror and 
Indignation, feel and lament the daring Outrage against 
His Majesty's Royal Person in His Passage to Par- 
liament, on the Opening of the Session; but they 
have a Consolation in reflecting, that the Laws now 
in being have made ample Provision for the due and 
condign Punishment of all such audacious Offences : 
That the Petitioners, with these Sentiments, humbly 
beg Leave io represent to the House, that they con- 
sider a Bill, now likewise depending, intituled, An Act 
for the Safety of His Majesty’s Person and Govern- 
ment against treasonable and seditious Practices and 
Attempts, as not only unnecessary, from the Existence 
of the present Laws for the Punishment of such 
Attempts and Practices, but, without affording any 
additional Security to His Majesty’s Person or Go- 
vernment, as oppressing the Subject with Punishments 
hitherto unknown in the System of English Jurispru- 
dence, for ambiguous and undefined Crimes and Mis- 
demeanors, which they conceive to be also inconsistent 
with the Tenth Article of the Bill of Rights: That 
the Petitioners, from these Considerations, do most 
humbly and most earnestly implore the House to reject 
the said Bills, and to continue to them those Rights 
and Liberties which were claimed,. demanded, and 
insisted upon, and which, they trust, will be trans- 
mitted, without Infringement or Restriction, to their 
latest Posterity. 

A Petition of the loyal Inhabitants of the Towns of 
Portsmouth and Portsea, and their Neighbourhood, was 
also presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, 
That a Petition, stated to be from the Inhabitants of 
the Towns of Portsmouth and Portsea, and the Vici- 
nity, expressive of their decided Disapprobation of 
the Convention Bills (as they are therein stiled) is in- 
tended to be presented to the House, and seeing, with 
Indignation, that the same is pretended to contain the 
Sense of the Independent Inhabitants of those ‘Towns, 
the Petitioners find themselves under the Necessity 
of offering their humble Sentiments in Contradiction 
thereto: That, observing the Spirit of Innovation, 
and the Licentiousness of the.Times, require the deli- 
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berate Exertions of all true Friends and Wellwishers 
to their Country, the Petitioners feel infinite Happi- 
ness in reflecting, that Parliament has, in its Wisdom, 
thought proper to propose Two Bills, which appear 
absolutely necessary to suppress the seditious Senti- 
ments now so audaciously and publicly avowed, and 
which, they trust, will answer the truly desirable 
Purposes of securing our beloved Monarch from In- 
sult, and from the atrocious Attempts and wicked 
Machinations of disaffected and dangerous Persons: 
That the Suppression of those Meetings in which Sedi- 
tion is inculcated by the most crafty Devices and in- 
sidious Arguments, calculated to mislead the unwary 
and uninformed, and to stimulate the discontented to 
Acts of Treason and Rebellion, appears to be exceed- 
ingly expedient, which the Petitioners sincerely hope 
the Bills in question will happily produce without 
abridging the real and essential Liberties of the Sub- 
ject, and that their Effects will be felt by those Persons 
only, who by their Actions or illusive Doctrines may 
attempt to seduce others from their Allegiance to 
their most gracious Sovereign, and from a due Re- 
verence to the Laws: That the Petitioners finally beg 
Leave to avail themselves of this Opportunity to de- 
clare, in the most unequivocal ‘Terms, their Deter- 
mination to come forward in a legal Manner, and to 
exert themselves, upon all Occasions, to the utmost of 
their Power, to guard their most gracious Sovereign, 
and every Branch of His illustrious House, from all 
seditious and treasonable Attempts, and to preserve 
their glorious Constitution inviolate, that it may be 
transmitted to Posterity as it has been handed down 
by their Ancestors, the Envy and Admiration of the 
World, and the Pride and Glory of Englishmen: That, 
influenced by these Considerations, the Petitioners 
hnmbly pray, That the Bills now pending in Parliament 
may be speedily passed into Laws. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of the Ward of Alders- 
gate, was also presented to the House, and read; 
Setting forth, That the Petitioners feel the deepest 
Abhorrence at the late abominable Outrage upon His 
Majesty’s Person, and trust that the Perpetrators thereof 
will receive the Punishment due to so flagitious an 
Offence, to which the existing Laws are, in their Opi- 
nion, fully adequate: That the Petitioners feel the 
deepest Concern that such Attack upon the sacred Per- 
son of His Majesty, should be made a Pretext for the 
Introduction of Two Bills now before the House, which, 
under a Pretence of providing for the greater Safety of 
His Majesty, would, if passed into a Law, affect, and 
tend ultimately to annihilate, the Liberties of the Peo- 
ple: That it is the Opinion of the Petitioners, that the 
Power proposed to be committed to the Magistrates by 
One of those Bills would be a direct Violation of the 
Constitution, and that the People would have no Secu- 
rity against the Abuse of it; and their Apprehension 
that such Power would be abused, is warranted by the 
Conduct of John William Anderson, Esquire, Alderman 
of the said Ward, who refused to convene the Inha- 
bitants to consider the Propriety of the present Petition, 
although requested so to do by upwards of Thirty of 
the Petitioners: That their Abhorrence of these Bills 
is the greater, and their Opposition thereto the more 
earnest, from an Apprehension, general throughout the 
Kingdom, that they are intended as a Foundation whereon 
to erect yet greater Violations of the just and acknow- 
ledged Rights and Liberties of the People, recognized 
and confirmed at the memorable Afra of the Revolution 
in 1688: The Petitioners therefore humbly but ear- 
nestly pray, That the House will not pass the said Bills, 
intituled, An Act for the more effectually preventing 
seditious Meetings and Assemblies, and, An Act for the 
Safety and Preservation of His Majesty’s Person and 
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A Petition of the Inhabitants of the Parish of Petition 
Clerkenwell, in the County of Middlesex, was likewise *8%nst the 


presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, 
That the Petitioners have ever regarded the Laws and 
Constitution of this Country as the highest Effort of 
human Wisdom, and though they are not insensible 
of some existing Evils, arising from Length of Time 
and Change of Circumstances, they yet admire them 
as the most complete System of sound Policy now 
extant, being admirably calculated to preserve, by 
a due Balance, the Prerogatives of the Crown, and 
the Liberties of the People; and that the Petitioners 
flattered themselves, that no Administration would 
ever be found rash enough to attempt any Infringe- 
ment upon the indisputable Rights of Englishmen, 
Rights which, even in Reigns confessedly tyrannical, 
have been so often acknowledged and ratified; but 
the Petitioners, with the deepest Regret, behold that 
Period arrived: The Two Bills, at this Time pend- 
ing, one intituled, An Act for the Safety and Preser- 
vation of His Majesty’s Person and Government, the 
other, An Act for more effectually preventing sedi- 
tious Meetings and Assemblies, threaten at once to 
destroy the glorious Fabrick of Freedom, long vene- 
rated as the most noble and valuable Inheritance they 
have received from their Ancestors, and which they 
ardently hope will descend unimpaired to their Pos- 
terity: They therefore most humbly lay their real Sen- 
timents and Apprehensions before the House, trusting 
that they, animated by the same Spirit as the free 
Nation they represent, will be actuated by the same 
liberal Sensations, and will not suffer those Bills, which 
would’ infallibly enslave the Subject, and destroy all 
Confidence between the Legislature and the People, to 
pass the House. 

And the said Petitions were severally ordered to

A Petition of the Court of Directors of the East 
India Company was presented to the House, and 
read; Setting forth, That the Petitioners have beheld, 
with Horror, the late daring Attempt on the sacred 
Person of His Majesty, at the Moment when he was 
proceeding to exercise a Prerogative of the Crown 
most dear to Britons, that of assembling the Repre- 
sentatives of the People: Whatever may have been 
the Circumstances that immediately led to this wicked 
Attempt upon His Majesty and the Constitution of this 
Country, the Petitioners cannot but acknowledge, with 
deep Concern, that it appears to them to derive its 
Origin from dangerous Doctrines, calculated to cor- 
rupt the Public Mind, and to disturb the Peace of the 
Country: Doctrines which have been disseminated 
with most criminal Industry by seditious Persons, 
disaffected to His Majesty and the happy Constitution 
under which we live: That the Petitioners beg Leave 
to express their Detestation of all Meetings for such 
destructive Purposes, and their confident Reliance, 
that the House will, in the Bill now before them, 
adopt such Measures for the Prevention of Assemblies 
of that Nature, and for the Preservation of the Public 
Peace of the Country, as in their Wisdom they shall 
see fit. 

A Petition of the Noblemen, Gentlemen, Clergy, 
Freeholders, and Inhabitants, of the County of Nor- 
thumberland, was also presented to the House, and 
read ; Setting forth, That the Petitioners have learnt, 
with inexpressible Alarm, that a Bill hath been brought 
into the House, intituled, An Act for the more ef- 
fectually preventing seditious Meetings and Assem- 
blies; the Provisions of which Bill are, in the humble 
Apprehension of the Petitioners, destructive of the 
Constitution, and subversive of their ancient, true, and 
undoubted Rights and Liberties: That the Laws 
of England are the Birthright of the People thereof ; 
that the Right of Public Discussion, and petitioning 
for the Redress of Grievances, is their unalienable 
Privilege, confirmed to them by divers Statutes of 
this Realm; and that any Attempt to restrain the 
People, in the Constitutional Exercise of this their un- 
doubted Franchise, has a Tendency to overthrow the 
Fundamental Laws of the Kingdom, and to alienate 
the Affections of the People from the established Go- 
vernment: That the Petitioners, on the Part of the 
People of England, solemnly disowning the Charge of 
Disloyalty which the said Bill imputes to them, do 
humbly represent, that, in their Judgment, the Laws 
in being are sufficient, if duly executed, for the Pre- 
servation of the Public Peace, and that, if they were 
not, it is inconsistent with the Justice of the House, 
that, for the Transgressions of a Few, the Whole should 
be disfranchised : And therefore praying the House, 
That the said Bill may not pass into a Law. The 
Petitioners beg Leave further to represent to the House, 
that the Bill now depending in the House, intituled, 
An Act for the Safety and Preservation of His 
Majesty’s Person and Government against treasonable 
and seditious Practices and Attempts, hath created 
great Disquietude and Alarm in the Minds of the 
Petitioners: ‘That the Petitioners conceive the said 
Bill to be unnecessary, the old Laws of this Realm 
having, for Centuries past, been found fully adequate 
to all the Exigencies of the State, and any occasional 
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Deviation from the same, by the Introduction of new- 
fangled Treasons, having proved no less dangerous to 
the Safety of the Sovereign than fatal to the Liberties 
of the Subject: That the vague and ambiguous Terms 
in which the Offences created by the said Bill are 
described, render the Lives and Liberties of the People 
of England precarious and insecure, so that no Man 
will know how he ought to behave himself, to do, 
speak, or say, for Doubt of such Pains of Treason: 
And therefore praying, That the said Bill may not 
pass into a Law, and that it may be accorded, that, in 
no Time to come, any Treason be judged otherwise 
than was ordained by the Statute of King Edward the 
Third. 

A Petition of the Gentlemen, Clergy, Merchants, 
Tradesmen, and other Inhabitants of Liverpool, was 
also presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, 
That with a due Sense of the Value of that excellent 
Constitution under which the said Town, and the King- 
dom at large, have so long flourished, the Petitioners 
humbly represent to the House, as the Guardians of 
their inestimable Rights and Liberties, the full As- 
surance they have that those, to whose Wisdom these 
Rights and Liberties are entrusted, will, in Conjunction 
with the good and loyal People of this Land, use 
their best Endeavours to protect, maintain, and sup- 
port our gracious King and that glorious Constitu- 
tion: That the Petitioners cannot but seriously la- 
ment the daring Outrage which some misguided People, 
who must have been deluded by the Arts of factious, 
desperate, and designing Men, have been led to com- 
mit against the Life of our most gracious Sovereign, 
and feel with Anxiety the consequent impending Dan- 

er to which our happy Form of Government in 
Church and State is, by such treasonable and seditious 
Practices, exposed—Under these Impressions, the Pe-

A Petition of the Mayor, Bailiffs, and Burgesses, of 
the Borough of Newcastle-under-Lyme, in the County 
of Stafford, in Common Council assembled, was also 
presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, That 
it is with the deepest Concern the Petitioners are per- 
suaded, as well from Daily Observation as from the 
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more effectual preventing seditious Meetings and As- 
semblies, and the other, An Act for the Safety and 
Preservation of His Majesty’s Person and Government 
against treasonable and seditious Practices: That, by 
the Purport of the first-mentioned Bill, it appears to 


the Petitioners that the Constitutional Right of the 
Subjects of this Realm to meet and consult together 
on their Common Grievances, and to petition the Le- 
gislature for Redress, is restrained and impeded by Dif- 
ficulties, which are evidently inconsistent with its free

Reports of the Two Houses of Parliament, during the 
last Session, that there has been, and still exists, an in- 
ternal and traitorous Conspiracy, threatening the vital 
Interests of these Realms: A Conspiracy the more for- 
midable, as its Advances have been systematical and 
regular; branching out into various Classes and So- 
cieties, united by secret League and Correspondence, 
and acting in Concert for the more effectual Propa- 
gation of the same seditious Principles: By these 
Schools and Seminaries of Disloyalty, more dangerous 
from the Union than the Number of their Members, 
who exert, in the Prosecution of their Designs, a Zeal 
and Activity which might be creditable in a better 
Cause, those inflammatory Writings have been lately 
issued, and those intemperate Harangues at Public 
Meetings been encouraged, which, if not restrained by 
the Wisdom of Parliament, the Petitioners apprehend 
may go well nigh the Ruin of our Constitution, both 
in Church and State: That the Petitioners are the 
more convinced of the imminent Danger of such Soci- 
eties, from attending to the intimate and visible Connec- 
tion between the Tendency of their Principles and the 
late atrocious and desperate Attack upon the Person 
of their most gracious Sovereign: Feeling, moreover, 
that the Prevention of Crimes is much more to be 
wished for than the Punishment of Offenders, the 
Petitioners observe, with Satisfaction, that the Vigi-

their Rights and Liberties: The Petitioners lament, 
in common with all well-disposed Subjects, the Neces- 
sity of applying the most effectual Means to prevent 
the insidious Designs, and suppress the violent 
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Attempts, of wicked Men, who, under the pretended 
Name of Liberty, aim only at the Destruction of it: 
That, when the Petitioners take into due Consi- 
deration the late daring Outrage committed against 
His Majesty’s Royal Person, they cannot but con- 
clude, that it proceeded from the pernicious Doctrines 
promulgated at the seditious Meetings and Assem- 
blies, at this Time so frequently held, and which tend 
eventually to the Dissolution of our glorious Constitu- 
tion: The Petitioners, thoroughly impressed with a 
Belief of the absolute Necessity of the Bills now 
pending before Parliament (for the more effectual Pre- 
vention of treasonable and seditious Practices and At- 
tempts) do humbly pray, That they may pass into 
Laws, subject to such Amendments as the House shall, 
in its Wisdom, deem expedient for the Purposes in- 
tended: That the Petitioners are very happy to learn, 
by His Majesty’s most gracious Speech to His Parlia- 
ment, at the Opening of this Session, that His earnest 
Desires are to conclude a Peace, whenever such Terms 
are obtained as will be advantageous and honourable 
to the Country, and afford a reasonable Expectation 
of future Security and Permanence.

the Purpose of petitioning the different Branches of 
the Legislature for Redress of Grievances, and thus 
directly tend to render the Constitution less valuable in 
their Estimation, and to weaken their heretofore ac- 
knowledged Loyalty to their Sovereign, while, in 
Reality, they are meffectual as to the Objects they 
profess to obtain, neither affording additional Security 
to the Person of the King, nor better Means of main- 
taining the Public Tranquillity, than are provided by 
the Laws now existing: The Petitioners therefore 
humbly remonstrate against Measures which appear 
to them at once useless and dangerous, and most ear- 
nestly pray the House, That the said Bills may not pass. 

A Petition of the Weavers and other Inhabitants of 
Spitalfields, Bethnal Green, and its Environs, was like- 
wise presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, 
That, from the melancholy Effects of a most unfortu- 
nate and deplorable War, and from the fearful Ap- 
prehensions operating in every serious Mind for the 
Consequences of still greater Distresses likely to ensue if 
the present Bills, intituled, A Bill for the Safety of His 
Majesty’s Person and Government against treasonable

Appellation of Englishmen surely warrants their Suppli-

A Petition of Messrs. Blair and Martin, ot Greenock, 
and George Pinkerton and Company, of Glasgow, the 
only Distillers from Melasses in Scotland, was presented 
to the House, and read; Setting forth, That the Peti- 
tioners, under the Faith of an Act, passed last Session 
of Parliament, for granting to His Majesty additional 
Duties on Distilleries in Scotland, &c. have been ata 
very heavy Expence in purchasing Ground, erecting 
Works and Machinery, and purchasing Utensils, for 
distilling Low Wines or Spirits from Melasses, and 
they have been also at great Expence in hiring Ser- 
vants, and providing a Stock of the necessary Materials, 
such as Melasses, Yeast, &c. all of a perishable Nature, 
to enable them to carry on their Trade, on which the 
Subsistence of their Families depends; and further, 
under that Statute, they are bound to pay to Govern- 
ment Annually 5,430/. of Licence Duty, 7. e. Messrs. 
Blair and Martin are liable in 2,910/, and Mr. 
Pinkerton in 2,5201. of which the former have already 
paid 485/. for the Two Months commencing the 
10th of October last, and the latter has paid 420/. 
for the Two Months beginning the roth of October 
last: That, in Scotland, Melasses are employed almost 
to no other Purpose than that of being distilled _ 
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Low Wines or Spirits; accordingly, the Petitioners 
began Business, and entered into Contracts for the 
Delivery of large Quantities of Spirits at specified 
Periods, which, as the Law presently stands, they 
reckoned themselves well warranted to do; nor had 
they any Reason to suspect, that an Act, which was 
productive to the Revenue, and, in the distilling of 
Spirits from Melasses, attended with no Injury to any 
Description of People, would soon be repealed; and 
that the Petitioner, Mr. Pinkerton, only began to 
distil about a Week ago, nevertheless he was under 
the Necessity of paying the Duties since the 10th of 
October last, in Terms of the Statute: That no Part 
of the said Act, in as far as it relates to the distilling 
of Spirits from Melasses, has been repealed hitherto, 
but the Petitioners understand, that there is a Bill 
now depending before the House, which, if passed into 
a Law, will not only put an End to their Trade, but 
must have the Effect of involving them and their Fa- 
milies in Poverty and Ruin, unless Provision is made 
in it for fair Indemnification, similar to that intro- 
duced in the Distillery Prohibition Bill passed in June 
last; that, if the Object of the Bill is to preserve Me- 
lasses for Food, the Petitioners are ready to prove, that 
the People of Scotland do not use Melasses in that 
Way; the Bill therefore, while it will certainly be 
very prejudicial to the Revenue, is not likely to be 
productive of any real Advantage to the Country: If, 
however, the Petitioners are prohibited from carrying 
on their Business, they surely have a Claim to Re- 
imbursement of the Duties they have paid, and an 
adequate Compensation for the Expence they have 
been led into under the existing Laws of the Land; 
besides, as their Stock will become an Article of no 
general Use in Scotland, they will be under the Neces- 
sity of exporting it, at a very great Loss, to England, 
the only Market for its Consumption—Under these 
Circumstances, and as the Petitioners are the only 
People in Scotland who distil Spirits from Melasses, 
and that only to the Extent of about Eleven Puncheons 
of Melasses in a Week, they trust, that, before the 
proposed Bill is allowed to take Effect, reasonable 
Time will be given to enable them to work off their 
Stock on Hand, and that ample Provision will be made 
for their Indemnification in other Respects: And there- 
fore praying, That, in Case it shall appear a proper 
Measure to the House, to prohibit Distillation from 
Melasses, a reasonable Time may be allowed them, 
not less than ‘Three Months, to work off their present 
Stock, or, at any Rate, that Provision may be made, 
in the Bill, for allowing the Petitioners a fair Indem- 
nification for the Loss to which they must be exposed, 
as Individuals, from a Measure of general Benefit to 
the Country, or that the House will grant the Peti- 
tioners such other Relief in the Premises as to them 
shall seem meet.

House, that the Bill lately introduced into ‘the House 
of Lords, and now lying under the Consideration of 
this House, intituled, An Act for the Safety and Pre- 
servation of His Majesty’s Person and Government 
against treasonable and seditious Practices and At- 
tempts; will operate, if passed into a Law, to the 
Annihilation of the Liberty of the Press hitherto en- 
joyed, will thereby inevitably cause the Bankruptcy 
and Ruin of many hitherto flourishing and respectable 
Traders, while, at the same Time, it will deprive of 
all Means of honest Livelihood an alarming Number 
of Persons in the lower Orders of Society connected 
with the various Branches of Trade and Manufacture 
dependant upon the free Exercise of the inestimable 
Art .of Printing: The Petitioners therefore pray the 
House to take these Matters into their most serious 
Consideration, and to relieve them from the Anxiety, 
Apprehensions, and Ruin, with which they are threat- 
ened by the vague and indefinite, and therefore vexatious 
and oppressive, Clauses of the said Bill, and to guard, 
with jealous Intrepidity, that great Palladium at once of 
the Liberties and Prosperity of Britain—the Freedom 
of the Press. 


A Petition of the Aldermen, Freemen, Clergy, and: 


other Inhabitants, of the Borough of Saint Alban, in 
the County of Hertford, whose Names are thereunto 
subscribed, was also presented to the House, and read ; 
Setting forth, That the Petitioners, having heard that a 
Petition to the House has been drawn up and hastily 
signed by several Inhabitants of the said Borough, con- 
veying Sentiments on certain Bills, now pending in 
Parliament, diametrically adverse from their Opinion 
of such Bills, conceive it highly expedient that the 
House should be informed of their Thoughts on this 
Subject, that they may not be implicated in the same 
Opposition: They beg Leave, therefore, humbly to 
address the House, and to represent that in the present 
Temper of the Times, they Jpave Reason to think 
some Measure is absolutely necessary to be adopted 
to restrain, within due Bounds, such Meetings as have 
lately been the Means of propagating Principles of 
Sedition, totally subversive of our present happy Con- 


stitution, and the Domestic Peace of these Kingdoms, : 


and which, if permitted to continue, must, by seducing 


the Minds of the People from their wy and Alle- - 
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this Country: Trusting to the Judgment and Discretion 
of the Legislature, the Petitioners do anxiously hope, 
and humbly pray, That the House will not suffer their 
Wisdom to be diverted by Misrepresentation from 
passing such temporary Bill or Bills, as, without en- 
trenching on the true Rights and Liberties of the Sub- 
ject, may prevent the Evils the Petitioners dread, and 
put some Stop to these modern Plans of disseminating 
Doctrines inimical to our Religion, our Laws, and the 
established Constitution of these Realms, 

A Petition of certain Electors of the ancient Town 
and Borough of Southwark, was also presented to the 
House, and read; Setting forth, That the Petitioners 
have observed, with deep Concern, the various Efforts 
of wicked and designing Persons to mislead the 
Understandings of some of the People, to seduce them 
from their Allegiance to our lawful Sovereign, and to 
fill their Minds with Disaffection to our excellent Con- 
stitution—the glory of every honest Englishman, and 
the Envy of all Foreign Nations: That the Petitioners 
have strong Reasons to suspect that the Contrivers 
of the late seditious Meetings, and of their consequent 
Outrages, are leagued with” the natural Enemies of 
these Kingdoms, and would betray the People into 
their Hands; the Petitioners therefore rely on the 
Wisdom of the House to avert such Evils from this 
Land, that such Laws may be enacted as may effec- 
tually secure the Life of our beloved Sovereign, His 
Crown and Dignity, and as may be adequate to the 
Preservation of the future Peace and Safety of the 
Subjects of these Realms, and the Permanence of our 
happy Constitution, without infringing the sacred Rights 
of the People, to deliberate, with due Decorum, on, 
any Public Grievance, or to petition or remonstrate, 
as often as they may think necessary, to the King’s 
Executive Government, or to any of the Branches of 
the Legislature. 

A Petition of the Friendly Association of Merchant 
Shipwrights of the River Zhames, was likewise pre- 
sented to the House, and read; Setting forth, That 
the Petitioners view, with extreme Surprize and Alarm,. 
the Introduction of Two Bills into Parliament, the one 
intituled, An Act for the Safety and Preseryation of 
His Majesty’s Person and Government against treason- 
able and seditious Practices and Attempts; and the 
other, An Act to prevent seditious Assemblies ; which 
they conceive to be Infringements upon the Constitution, 
and Violation of their best Rights and Liberties, have 
met to beg of the House, that they will, at this awful 
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Crisis, act as behoves the Representatives of a Free: 


People jealous of their Liberties, and oppose, with all 
their Authority, this Innovation, unprecedented since 
the glorious Revolution: The Petitioners therefore 
earnestly pray, ‘That the House will put their decisive 
Negative upon those Two Bills, which lay the Axe to 
the Root of British Liberty, and, if passed into Laws, 
will render nuyatory the Fifth Clause of the Bill of 
Rights, and overthrow the most valuable Privileges of 
Englishmen. 

And the said Petitions were severally ordered to

Mr. Sheridan reported from the Committee, ap- 
pointed to enquire who was the Author of the Pamphlet, 
intituled, “ Thoughts on the English Governmeni— 
“ addressed to the Quiet Good Sense of the People 
“ of England; in a Series of Letters—Letter the First, 
“ on the National Character of Englishmen—The Na- 
“ ture of the English Govoernment—The Corruptions 
“ caused in both by the Introduction of French Prin- 
“ ciplese—The Effects produced by the Reformation 
*‘ and the Revolution upon Political Principles—The 
“* Conduct of the Whig Party—The Character of the 
“ emocrats—London, Printed for J. Owen, 
“ N* 168, Piccadilly—1795.—” and who were em- 
powered to report their Proceedings, from Time to 
Time, to the House; That the Committee had enquired 
into the Matter to them referred; and had directed 
him to make a Report to the House ; and he read the 
Report in his Place; and afterwards delivered it in at 
the Clerk’s Table: Where the same was read; and is 
as followeth; viz. 

Mr. John Owen being examined, said, That he is a 
Bookseller, and lives in Piccadilly. 

And being asked, If he knew a Publication, intituled, 
“ Thoughts on the English Government?” he replied, 
Yes; his Name was signed to it. 

After this Declaration, Mr. Owen declined giving 
any further Information to your Committee, on the Plea 
that it might tend to criminate himself. 

And being finally asked, Whether he persisted in 
refusing to answer any Questions the Committee might 
put to him? he replied, Yes. 

Mr. John Lake being examined, said, That he knows 
Mr. Wright, the Printer, in Peterborough Court, as 
also Mr. Street and Mr. Stump. 

And being asked, Whether he ever heard these Per- 
sons speak of a Pamphlet, intituled, “ Thoughts on the 
“« English Government?” he said, He had. 

And being asked, Whether he ever heard them speak 
of the Author of the Pamphlet? he said, Yes; and 
that he heard Mr. M* Dowall’s Brother acknowledge 
that he composed the Press for the Pamphlet, particu- 
larly those Parts which have been deemed libellous by 
the House of Commons; and also that Mr. Reeves had 
been backwards and forwards at the Office, and the 
Pamphlet was commonly known throughout the Office 
by the Name of Mr. , Smt Pamphlet.—That Mr. 

right, the Printer, was commissioned by Mr. Reeves 
to get a Person to publish the said Pamphlet; and in 
consequence Mr. Wright applied to several Booksellers, 
who refused to publish it, Mr. Wright refusing to give 
up the Author; and Mr. Owen, in Piccadilly, under- 
took to publish it, and Mr. Wright’s Porter delivered it, 
by the Name of Mr. Reeves’s Pamphlet, to Mr. Owen ; 
and the Witness thinks Mr. M*Dowall’s Brother said, 
that Mr. Reeves made some Interlineations at his Frame 
while composing, and that Mr. Reeves generally cor- 
rected the Press. 

Mr. Charles MeDowall being examined, said, That 
he is Compositor to Mr. Wright. That he recollects 
the Pamphlet, intituled, “Thoughts on the English 
“* Government,” being printed at his Office. 

And being asked, Whether the Press was corrected 

~~ 
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during the printing of the Pamphlet from the Manu- 
script Sheets? he said, It was. 

And being asked, What Persons he saw superintend- 
ing the Press, and correcting the Proofs? he replied, 
No one, but Mr. Reeves. 

And being asked, If he knew Mr. Reeves by Sight ? 
he said, Yes; he lives in Cecil Street. 

And being asked, Whether he saw Mr. Reeves fre- 
quently during the printing of the Pamphlet, superin- 
tending the Work? he said, Yes. 

And being asked, If he ever saw Mr. Reeves write 
on or correct any of the Proofs? he said, He was not 
certain. 

And being asked, Whether he ever spoke to Mr. 
Reeves at Mr. Wright's? he said, Yes; frequently. 

And being asked, Whether Mr. Reeves’s Conduct 
at Mr. Wright's was such as to lead the Witness to 
believe him to be the Author of the Pamphlet? he 
replied, Yes. 

And being asked, Whether he knew the Hand-writing 
of Mr. Reeves? he said, Yes; the Hand-writing that 
goes for his. 

And being asked, Was the Hand-writing of this 
Pamphlet, in his Opinion, the same as the Hand-writing 
that goes for Mr. Reeves’s? he said, Yes. 

liam Augustus Miles, Esquire, being examined, 
was asked, Whether he has any, and what Reason, to 
know who is the Author of the Pamphlet, intituled, 
“* Thoughts on the English Government?” he said, 
Yes. In the first Instance, from Mr. Owen’s having 
presented it to him as Mr. Reeves’s Pamphlet; and in 
the Course of a few Hours afterwards, meeting Mr. 
Reeves turning out of the Treasury, he (the Witness) 
informed him, that he had received a Pamphlet written 
by -him.—Mr. Reeves asked him the Title. He told 
him.—Mr. Reeves then enquired, if John Owen had 
informed him, that he (Mr. Reeves) was the Author. 
From: Delicacy to the Bookseller, he said, No; but the 
Secret was revealed by a Printer’s Man, who, by Mr. 
Owen’s Declaration, he understood to be Mr. Wright's 
Man.—Mr. Reeves then earnestly recommended him to 
read the Pamphlet; and to the best of his Recollection, 
Mr. Reeves desired him to let him know what he 
thought of it-—That the Witness, on his Return, read 
it, and found the following Passage : 
“ In fine, the Government of England is a Mo- 
narchy ; the Monarchy is the ancient Stock from 
“ which have sprung those goodly Branches of the 
‘* Legislature, the Lords and Commons, that at the 
“* same Time give Ornament to the Tree, and afford 
* Shelter to those who seek Protection under it. But 
these are still only Branches, and derive their Origin 
and their Nutriment from their common Parent ; 
they may be lopped off, and the Tree is a Tree 
still; shorn indeed of its Honours, but not like 
“ them cast into the Fire. The Kingly Government 
‘“* may go on; in all its Functions, without Lords or 
“ Commons,” so repugnant to the Principles of the 
Revolution of 1688, that the Witness immediately 
sent a Transcript of it to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, accompanied by a Letter; and on the 
Morning following the Witness wrote a Letter to 
Mr. ; a Copy of which Letter was delivered in 
to the Committee, and read, the Witness requesting 
it might stand a Part of his Examination; and is as 


follows : 
“ Pall Mall, November 6, 1795. 

“ T have read your Pamphlet, Sir, with equal Atten- 
“ tion and Concern; with Attention, because you re- 
“ commended it strongly to my Perusal, and with Con- 
“ cern, because I was hurt that any Man, acquainted 
“ with the Principles of the Engdsh Constitution, should 
“ have the Indiscretion or Effrontery to misrepresent 
“‘ them in a manner so very gross and unpardonable.— 
‘«* Such Writings tend to bring Monarchy much more 
“ into 
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“ into Disrepute than the Harangues of Mr. Thelwall 
“¢ and Co.; and Monarchy in this Country does not re- 
“ quire to be sustained by Trick and Contrivance: it 
“ has the Support of Reason, Policy, and Experience. 
“The Nonsense ‘and Falshoods of Writers, who only 
“ prove their Ignorance or Servility, will endanger it; 
“and if my Advice should be asked, 1 would seriously 
recommend you to defend the Excellencies of our 
‘“* Constitution by its Excellencies—for they plead far 
“more eloquently in its Favour, than either your 
“ Writings, or those of Mr. Burke. The Misfortune 
“ is, that you confound the Abuses of Government 


“ with the Government itself; and having by far a. 


much greater and more decided Interest in the Pre- 
‘* servation of the one than of the other, your Anxiety 
for the latter is merely a Contingency on the former, 
and becomes a mere secondary Consideration. I will 
tell you very candidly, that I thought you were 
going greater Lengths than either Facts or Policy 
warranted, in November 1792; and I am inclined to 
believe, that your present Labours are more likely 
* to do Mischief than Good. What you have said in 
Pages 12 and 13, would, in the Reign of George 
“ the First, have sent you to the Pillory; and if Mi- 
nisters discharge their Duty, they must discourage 
the Publication in Question—for it is no less in- 
cumbent on them to discountenance Attacks on the 
Constitution from one Description of Men than 
from another. Whether it is assailed by the intem- 
perate Zeal of Royalists or Republicans, it ought 
to be defended ; for it has equal Danger to appre- 
hend from the extravagant Pretensions of the one, 
and the rancorous Animosity of the other, and as an 
Individual interested in its Preservation, I will op- 
pose, coute guwil coute, any Innovation on the Part 
of the Crown, as vehemently as I would on the Part 
of Democracy ; and if you held the Blessings of a 
free Constitution in as much Reverence, and the 
“ Smiles of Lord Hawkesbury as cheap as I do, your 
Name would not be so generally detested, and the 
Part that you would have taken in those Political 
Questions which unhappily divide us, would have 
been much more to your Credit, though not so lu- 
crative.—I should not have said thus much, if you 
“ had not pressed me to read a Pamphlet that is very 
“* ill calculated to allay the Ferment in Men’s Minds, 
and which I consider as a Libel on the Constitution 
— injurious to the Interests and to the Dignity of the 
** Crown, and an Insult to that Good Sense to which 
you have appealed—I have only to add, that I 
shall most cordially rejoice when these Disputes 
are at an End, and when Questions of this Nature 
cease to animate our Conversations, and to sour 
““ Men’s Dispositions towards each other—such Ques- 
tions cannot benefit the Cause you wish to serve, 
but they may ruin it; and it well behoves you, Sir, 
“ to pause and think ! 
“ Tam, &c.” 
“ To John Reeves, Esquire, 
“* Cecil Street, Strand.” 


_And the Witness being asked, Whether he received 
any Answer from Mr. Reeves, disavowing his being the 
Author of the Pamphlet? he said, He did not. 

And being asked, If he has any Reason to know 
that Mr. Reeves received the Letter? he replied, Yes ; 
from Mr. Reeves having exposed it to Mr. Wright, 
in Consequence of a Paragraph in the Morning Chro- 
nicle of the gth Instant, in which the offensive Extract 
was included; in consequence of which Mr. Wright 
came to Mr. Owen, and found Fault with him for 
having accused Mr. Reeves of being the Author, inform- 
ing Owen that he (the Witness) must have sent that 
Extract to the Morning Chronicle; in consequence of 
which the Witness wrote to Mr. Reeves, a Letter, of 


which the following is a Copy; which was read ; viz. 
Vo. 51. 
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“ Sir, “ Pall Mall, Nov. 11, 1795. 


“ Your Printer has insinuated, that .the libellous 
“* Extract from your Pamphlet, which appeared in the 
“* Morning Chronicle on the gth Instant, was sent by 

me, and he draws that Conclusion from having seen 
the private Letter that I addressed to you on that 
Subject, the 6th Instant. It is merely to refute a 
Falshood, which may be the Foundation of much 
Calumny and Misrepresentation, that I assure you I 
was perfectly ignorant of the Extract, or any Com- 
ment on it, having been sent to any of the Public 
** Prints.—It is however incumbent on me to add, 
“ that I perfectly approve of the Exposure, from the 
** full Conviction I have, that such Doctrines have a 
“ direct Tendency to Mischief, and to alienate the 
** Affections of the People from His Majesty and His 
“ Government. As you have judged it expedient to 
“ expose my Correspondence in Part, I call on your 
“‘ Candour to produce the Whole of it, or I shall be 
“ under the Necessity of sending Copies of my Letter 
“ to the different Papers in Defence of myself. 
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“ T am, Sir, 
* Your humble Servant, 


* W™ Miles.” 
“ To John Reeves, Esquire, 
“ Cecil Street.” 


And being asked, Whether he ever heard Mr. 
Reeves give any Directions respecting the Circulation 
of this Pamphlet? he replied, On Saturday the 21st 
Instant, Mr. Reeves came into Mr. Owen’s Shop, and 
enquired how the Pamphlet attributed to him went off, 
or Words to that Effect. Mr. Reeves then put One or 
more Pamphlets in his Pocket, and, in the Witness’s 
Hearing, desired Six Copies of the Pamphlet in Question 
to be sent to Lord Hawkesbury’s Office. 

Mr. Benjamin Hinton being examined, said, That he 
is Porter to Mr. Wright the Printer, and delivers out 
the Publications.—That he remembers delivering out a 
Pamphlet, intituled, “‘ Thoughts on the English Go- 
“ vernment.”——That he delivered it to Mr. Owen the 
Bookseller in Piccadiily—That he had been printing 
an Address from Mr. Reeves to the King—That when 
he delivered the Pamphlet to Mr. Owen, he (the Wit- 
ness) said it was Mr. Reeves’s Pamphlet—That he has 
seen Mr. Reeves come into Mr. Wright's Printing 
Office—That he knows Mr. Reeves’s Person—As near 
as the Witness ‘can guess, the Pamphlet came into his 
Hands about a Fortnight ago; and before that he has 
seen Mr. Reeves at the Office several Times. 

Mr. Thomas Wright, a Printer, being examined, was 
asked, Whether he knew the Author of the Pamphlet, 
intituled, “ Thoughts on the English Government :’’ 
he replied, He declined giving up the Name of the 
Author. 

And being asked, Upon what Principle he refused 
to answer the Question? he said, One of the First Les- 
sons inculcated on a Printer upon his Initiation into 
his Profession is, that the Name of the Author of a 
Manuscript committed to his Care or Keeping is a 
most sacred Deposit, from which he is never to part 
without the Assent or Permission of the Author, unless 
compelled by Public Justice. 

And being asked, Whether he should think himself 
justified in printing any Manuscript on any Political 
Subject brought to his Office? he said, No, by no 
Means ; he would exercise that Judgment and Dis- 
cretion which he possesses, in determining whether it 
contained Matter of a libellous Nature, whether pub- 
lic or private, or any Thing that was against what is 
called contra bonos Mores—That he has endeavoured 
to exercise that Judgment in all the Publications which 
he has been concerned in. 

And being asked, Whether he had read the Pam- 
phlet in Question? he replied, Yes ; and if he had seen 

any 
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any Thing he thought objectionable he would not have 
printed it. 

And ‘the Witness being asked, Would not the Au- 
thority of the Person bringing him a Work weigh with 
him as well as his private Judgment? he replied, The 
Authority of the Person bringing him a Work to print 
would weigh with him (as he believes it would with 
every other Printer) as well as his private Judgment. 

And being asked, Whether he had ever conversed 
with Mr. Reeves on the Subject of the Pamphlet in 
Question? he said, Yes. 

And being asked, Whether he meant to say, that 
he had not conversed with Mr. Reeves for this Month 
past, on the Subject of the Pamphlet? he said, Not as 
the Author of it, to his Knowledge, but as the Person 
who superintended the Correction of the Press. 

And being asked, In what respect did Mr. Reeves 
superintend the Correction of the Press? he said, In 
correcting the Proofs, which he might do for a Friend. 

And being asked, When the Publication was 
printed, to what Publisher did he send it? he replied, 
To the Person whose Name is at the Bottom of the 
Pamphlet. 

And being asked, Whether he did not know that 
Person was Mr. Owen? he said, Certainly. 

And being asked, By whose Advice or Direction 
did he send the Pamphlet to Mr. Owen? he said, By 
the Advice and Direction of no Person—it was his 
own doing entirely—he employed Mr. Owen. 

And being asked, Whether he had ever any Con- 
versation with Mr. Reeves respecting Mr. Owen being 
the Publisher? he said, Not previous to it; but as 
Mr. Reeves had corrected the Pamphlet, he men- 
tioned it to him as the Gentleman who had corrected 
the Pamphlet. 

And being asked, Had this Pamphlet not answered 
in Point of Sale, from whom should he expect to be 
paid? he said, From no one; the Loss would have 
been his own, and he understands the Profit would 
also be his. 

And being asked, From what Authority he under- 
stood the Profit of this Pamphlet would have been 
his, if it sold well? he replied, From the Gentleman 
from whom he received the Manuscript. 

And being asked, Who was that Gentleman? he 
replied, The Gentleman who corrected the Pamphlet. 

And being asked, Was not that Gentleman Mr. 
Reeves ? he answered, He had said that above. 

And the Evidence being read to the Witness, he 
was asked, Whether he had any Explanation to add to 
the Answers he had already given? he said, He had not. 

Mr. John Gillet being examined, and shewn the 
Pamphlet, intituled, ‘ Thoughts on the English Go- 
‘** vernment;” he was asked, Whether he had not heard 
Mr. Owen declare that Mr. Reeves was the Author 
of that Pamphlet? he replied, Yes, in his own Shop 
frequently. 

Mr. Thomas Gillet being examined, was asked, 
Whether he was not in Mr. Owen’s Shop on or about 
Saturday, the 21st November ? he said, Yes. 

And being asked to relate any Conversation he 
heard respecting the Circulation of the Pamphlet, in- 
tituled, “‘ Thoughts on the English Government ;” he 
informed your Committee, That Mr. Reeves came 
into the Shop, and he said to Mr. Owen, “ Where is 
“ this Pamphlet, that is ascribed to me?’—Mr. Owen 
pointed to the Pamphlet.—Mr. Reeves took One up and 
doubled it, and put it in his Pocket, and asked whe- 
ther it had sold well—he then desired him to send 
Half a Dozen to some Person’s Office in Westminster, 
but he (the Witness) did not distinctly hear to whose 
Office. 

Mr. om Jones being examined, said, He is em- 
ployed in Mr. Wright’s Office as Overseer in his Busi- 
ness, and is Superintender of all the Publications in 
his Office. 
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Being shewn the Pamphlet, intituled, “ Thoughts 
** onthe English Government,” he was asked, Whether 
he superintended the Progress, through the Press, of 
that Pamphlet? he said, He did. 

And being asked, Whether he corrected the Proofs? 
he said, He did. » 

And being asked, Whether he and he alone cor- 
rected the Proofs? he said, No—he corrected them in 
Conjunction with Mr. Wright.—Mr. Wright invari- 
ably corrected them the First or the Second Time—No 
Sheet went to the Press without his reading it. 

And being asked, Did no other Person superintend the 
correcting the Press besides himself and Mr. Wright ? 
he said, Yes, there did. 

And being asked, Who was that Person? he said, 
Mr. Reeves. 

And being asked, If he received Directions from 
any Person superintending or correcting the Press of 
a Manuscript printed at his House, should he think 
himself bound to attend to those Directions, unless he 
considered the Person giving them either as the Au- 
thor, or acting for the Author? he said, He should 
certainly not; he should not suffer any One Correc- 
tion’ to be made under such Circumstances. ) 

And being asked, Whether he attended to any Di- 
rection or Correction given to him in the Case of 
printing the Pamphlet in Question, from Mr. Reeves ? 
he replied, Yes. 

Then, in Point of Fact, he was asked, Did he consider 
Mr. Reeves as the Author, or acting for the Author? 
he replied, Most certainly. 

And being asked, Whether he has any Part of the 
original Copy? he said, He believes there may be 
some about the House. ! 

And being asked, If there are any Proof Sheets: 
about the House, corrected by Mr. Reeves? he said, 
He is inclined to think there are. 

Mr. Wright being again examined, was asked, How 
long Mr. Jones had superintended his Business? he’ 
said, Four or Five Years. ' 

And being asked, Whether he had ever had Reason: 
to doubt of Mr. Jones’s Veracity or Accuracy ? he re- 
plied, That he never had the least Doubt of his Vera-: 
city or Accuracy. Then, 

Mr. Jones (having been directed by the Committee 
to endeavour to find the Proof Sheets alluded to in 
his Evidence) returned, and was again examined; and 
being asked, If he had found any of the Proof Sheets? 
he replied, He had brought the first he could lay his’ 
Hands on.—They are not complete. 

Then the Witness produced the said Sheets, and 
said, That a few of the Alterations in the Margin may 
be his own, which would be confined to Typographical: 
Errata: That he cannot speak positively to all the 
others, but some are Mr. Reeves’s, to the best of his 
Recollection. 

And being asked, Whether he had not himself seen 
Mr. Reeves write upon some One of the Papers now 
delivered in by him to the Committee? he said, He 
had seen Mr. Reeves make Alterations on certain of 
the Sheets, but he could not from Memory state which 
they are. | 

And being asked, Whether he knew Mr. Reeves’s 
Hand-writing? he said, He thinks he does. 

He was then desired to look over the Proof Sheets 
delivered in by him, and point out what Notes. or 
Observations are, to the best of his Knowledge, Mr. 
Reeves’s Hand-writing. 

And the Witness having looked over the said Sheets, 
he said, He finds all the Passages now marked by him 
with a Cross are, to the best of his Belief, Mr. Reeves’s 
Hand-writing. 

And being again asked, Whether he had not himself 
actually seen Mr. Reeves in the act of marking the 
Proof Sheets, or some of them, now delivered in by 
him? he said, He had. 

And 
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And being asked, In whose Hand-writing is the sepa- 
rate Paper included in the Sheets delivered in by him, 
which separate Paper appears to be Part of the ‘litle of 
the said Pamphlet? he said, He believed it to be Mr. 
Reeves’s. 

And being asked, Whether he has had Knowledge of 
Mr. Reeves printing other Publications at Mr. Wright’s 
Office? he replied, Yes, very many. He has been in 
the Habit, and had the Opportunity of knowing Mr. 
Reeves’s Hand-writing. 

And being asked, With those Means and Opportu- 
nity of knowing his Hand-writing has the Witness any 
Doubt that this separate Paper, and the Observations 
and Notes in the Sheets, are in Mr. Reeves’s Hand- 
writing? he said, He had not. . 

And being asked, What Mr. Reeves is the Person 
referred to by him, as the Corrector of the Proof Sheets, 
and Superintender of the Publication of this Pamphlet? 
he answered, Mr. John Reeves, the Chairman of the 
Association for protecting Liberty and Property against 
Republicans and Levellers. 

The Evidence having been read over to the Witness, 
he was asked, Whether he had any Explanation or fur- 
ther Observation to make upon it? he replied, He had 
not.—Then, 

Mr. Wright was further examined, and asked, Whe- 
ther he conceives Mr. Jones has a Right to send out 
Proof Sheets or Pamphlets without any direct Commu- 
nication with him? he said, Yes; he is in the Habit of 
doing so, as well as all other Overseers in Printing 
Offices. 

And being asked, From his Knowledge of Mr. 
Jones, does he suppose he would deliver any Proof 
Sheets, as from his Office, that were not printed there ? 
he said, He should suppose not. 

And being asked, If he ever knew an Instance of his 
doing so? he replied, No. 

And being asked, Whether Mr. Jones has not an 
Authority, from his Situation with him, to deliver any 
Proof Sheets of Works printed at his (the Witness’s) 
Office, if required, without an immediate Application 
to him, the Witness? he replied, He certainly has; no 
Printing could go on, without a Person in Mr. Jones’s 
Situation having that Power. 

Mr. /Vright being again examined, was asked, Whe- 
ther he recollected a Conversation with Mr. Reeves on 
the Subject of a Letter received by Mr. Reeves from 
Mr. Miles? he replied, Yes; and that Mr. Reeves had 
shewn it him. ae 

Being shewn the Proof Sheets delivered in by Mr. 
Jones, he was asked, If he knew whether the separate 
Paper, included therein, was Mr. Reeves’s Hand-writing? 
he said, He believes it is; and that he is familiar with 
Mr. Reeves’s Hand-writing. 

And being asked, Whether he had seen Mr. Reeves 
since his last Examination by the Committee ? he replied, 
Yes, and conversed with him on the Subject of this 
Publication. 

And the Witness desired to add to his former Evi- 
dence, as the Committee had called on him to add any 
Explanation he thought proper—That Three or Four 
Proof Sheets had been sent to other Gentlemen, and 
some Corrections received from them on the Proof 
Sheets ; particularly he can point out one in Page 7, 
and another in Page 12.—But on being shewn the 
Correction in Page 7, he admitted the Hand-writing to 
be Mr. Reeves’s, but from the Blackness of it he sup- 
poses the Words to be traced over Writing in Pencil— 
The Word “ active,” in Page 12, he thought not to be 
Mr. Reeves’s Hand-writing. 

And the Witness being asked, Whether he meant 


that he had sent these Proofs to those other Gentle- . 


men ; and received the Corrections back from them 
himself? he answered, No—That he only knew of 
them through Mr. Reeves, whom he supposed to 


have sent the Proofs, and that it was to Mr. Reeves 
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they were returned, and he adopted the Corrections 
where he chose it. 


And being asked, Who the Person was that brought - 


the Pamphlet to him ; he answered, The Person who 
corrected the Press—Mr. Reeves. 

And the Witness desired to add, That as he had 
been asked on a former Examination, whether the Au- 
thority of the Person bringing him the Pamphlet would 
not weigh with him, as well as his own Judgment, on 
the Publication ; he meant to declare that the Autho- 
rity of Mr. Reeves bringing him the Pamphlet in 
Question had operated with him as an Inducement to- 
publish it. 

And being asked, Whether he had not read the 
Manuscript? he answered, Only Parts of it. 

And being asked, Whether the Manuscript was not 
in the same Hand-writing as the separate Paper now 
shewn to him, and which contains the Title of the said 
Pamphlet? he said, That to the best of his Judgment 
and Recollection, such Parts as he had seen were of the 
same. Hand-writing. 

Mr. Owen being further examined, and being shewn 
a Passage in Mr. Miles’s Evidence, he was asked, 
Whether he recollected receiving from Mr. Reeves the 
Directions therein stated, to send Six Copies of the 
Pamphlet in Question to Lord Hawkesbury’s Office ;. 
and whether he had executed those Directions? he an- 
swered, He had ; that he had sent them, directed to Mr. 
Chalmer, at Lord Hawkesbury’s Office. 

And being asked, To whose Account he had charged 
them, he said, To Mr. Reeves’s. 

And Mr. Owen being now apprized of the Conse- 
quences of the Answer he had made in his previous 
Examination refusing to answer any Questions that 
might be put to him ;—the Witness begged Leave to 
retract that Answer, and apologize to the Committee ; 
yet he still hoped the Committee would not press him 
to give up the Author, as, notwithstanding the Con- 
fession he had made of being the Publisher, he thought 
it might tend to criminate himself. 

And your Committee having, as they conceive, 
abundant Proof from the Body of Evidence already 
before them, did not examine the Witness further. 

And your Committee, conceiving any further Evi- 
dence respecting the Person responsible as Author or 
Publisher of the Pamphlet in Question wholly unne- 
cessary, did not proceed in the Examination of many 
Persons, whose Testimony they have Reason to believe 


would still further establish the Facts stated by the 


preceding Witnesses. They have only to add, in Dis- 
charge of the Duty committed to them by the House ; 
viz. To enquire who was the Author of the Pamphlet, 
intituled, ‘ Thoughts on the English Government, &c.’ 
declared by the House to be “ a malicious, scandalous, 
“ and seditious Libel, containing Matter tending to 
create Jealousies and Divisions among His Majesty’s 
loyal Subjects; to alienate their Affections from our 
present happy Form of Government, as established 
in King, Lords, and Commons, and to subvert the 
true Principles of our free Constitution ; and that the 
said Pamphlet is a high Breach of the Privileges of 
this House ;” 
That it appears to the Committee, That John Reeves, 
Esquire, of Cecil Street, in the Strand, is the Author, 
or has acted as the Author, of the said Publication. 

Ordered, That the said Report be taken into further 
Consideration upon Friday Morning next. 

Ordered, That such a Number of Copies of the said 
Report be printed, as shall be sufficient for the Use of 
the Members of the House. 
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The House being informed, that Charles Yorke, 
Esquire, was very much indisposed ; 

Ordered, That the said Charles Yorke, Esquire, have 
Leave to go into the Country, for a Month, for the 
Recovery of his Health.

against the Enaction of Laws by which the Fences 
and Outworks set up by our Ancestors, to guard that 
Liberty, will be beaten down and destroyed: They 
therefore pray the House, That the said Bills may not

in each Order, and also for Six Months Interest, which 
will become due on the 10th Day of October 1796, 
after the same Rate of 3 /. 10s. per Centum per Annum, 
on the Principat Sum then remaining unpaid, together 
with 6/. 58. of the Principal Sum undischarged of 
each Order respectively, in which Account the Amount 
of Principal and Interest are to be particularly distin- 
guished, and the Totals of the same. 


A Petition of the Mayor, Aldermen, Common 
Council, and Livery, of the Town and County of the 
Town of Nottingham, was presented to the House, and 
read; Setting forth, That the Petitioners approach 
the House, to request of them, as the Guardians of our 
Rights, and of that liberal Constitution, which after 
many Struggles, was at the Revolution committed to 
us to enjoy, and to the House to protect and defend, 
that they will appease the National Alarm which the 
Bill now pending in the House, intituled, An Act for 
the Safety and Preservation of His Majesty’s Person 
and Government against. treasonable and seditious 
Practices, has so justly excited—lIt is a Bill which, if 
carried into a Law, can alone endanger His Majesty’s 
Person and Government, by rudely tearing asunder 
the Bond of Affection between the Subject and the 
governing Power; each have their Rights, and a Har- 
mony of Rights can alone secure the Public Good. 
To subject the most inngcent Acts and the most. dig- 
nified Characters, to an undefined Law of Treason, to 
a discretionary Construction of Treason, and to subject 
those Acts and those Characters to Sentences of the 
most awful Terror, is to establish an absolute Tyranny 
of Law; it is to revive the Law of Libel of Imperial 
Rome in all its Horror: With Wisdom and Temper- 
ance our glorious Ancestors have fully provided for 
the Dignity and Security of Government; to their 
Wisdom the Petitioners chearfully submit, and their 
Wisdom, the Petitioners trust, will be the Rule of the 
House: It is therefore their earnest Prayer, That the 
House will not suffer this novel, this alarming Bill, to 
pass into a Law. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of Nottingham, was 
also presented to the House, and read ; Setting forth, 
That the Petitioners, the Gentlemen, Merchants, 
Tradesmen, and other Inhabitants, of the Town and 
County of the Town of Nottingham, respectfully 
approach the House, as tne Guardians of that Con- 
stitution, whose genuine Principles the Petitioners revere, 
as the best Security for the Dignity of the Crown, and 
the Rights of the People, to request the serious Con- 
sideration of the House of a certain Bill, now pending 
in the House, intituled, An Act for the Safety and 
Preservation of His Majesty's Government against 
treasonable and seditious Practices and Attempts: That 
the Petitioners sincerely deplore the late atrocious Attack 
upon His Majesty’s Person, in His Way to the Houses 
of Parliament, at the Opening of the present Sessions, 
and would chearfully assist, by every Means in their 
Power, in bringing to immediate Punishment the 
Authors and Abettors of that daring Outrage ; for this 
Purpose the Petitioners are persuaded the 7 
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Laws, which distinguish the venerable Fabrick of our 
Constitution, aided by the Testimony of competent Wit- 
nesses, are fully adequate: The extensive and generous 
Effusions of Loyalty which His Majesty will experience 
on this Occasion, will sufficiently convince the House, 
that the misguided Conduct of a few Individuals was 
far from proceeding from National Disaffection: The 
Petitioners rely upon the Wisdom of the House, to 
perceive the Injustice of inflicting a National Punish- 
ment for Individual Offences ; they assure themselves 
of the Discernment of the House, that popular Esteem 
and Affection is the best Security to His Majesty’s 
Person and Government, and that these may be con- 
ciliated by Acts of Kindness, but cannot be commanded 
or enforced by Acts of Power: The Petitioners are 
convinced that our present Constitution (containing 
within itself the Power of perpetual Improvement) has 
obtained, and still enjoys, the Affection and Esteem of 
the great Body of our Countrymen, because, until the 
present Period, it has assured to the People of these 
Realms the Right of Public and Private Discussion— 
the Liberty of the Press—and the Right of petition- 
ing all the Branches of the Legislature, without the 
Interference of Ministers, the Controul of Magis- 
trates, or the Dread of Military Execution: The Pe- 
titioners are persuaded that the Bills, which have been 
presented for the Sanction of the House, directly vio- 
late, or insidiously attempt to regulate, the Exercise of 
these Rights, upon the Existence of which, in the 
Frame of our Censtitution, and upon the Respect paid 
to them by the Ministers of the Crown, depends the 
Happiness of the People, and their Attachment to 
the Constitution: Therefore, as the House affection- 
ately regard the Dignity of the Crown, which must 
ever find its best Security in a Nation’s Love—as 
the House respect themselves—as they admire the 
general and zealous Attachment to the Constitution, 
which, at present, glows in the Hearts of Britons—in 
fine, as the House wish the great Body of the Nation 
from henceforth to believe in the Existence of the Con- 
stitution, or to consider the House as their genuine 
Representatives, the Petitioners earnestly implore the 
House not to permit the said Bill to pass into Law. 

A Petition of the Noblemen, Gentlemen, Clergy, 
Freeholders, and other Inhabitants, of the County of 
Southampton, was also presented to the House, and 
read: Setting forth, That the Petitioners, assembled 
upon the interesting and awful Occasion of the late 
alarming Danger to the sacred Person of His Majesty, 
and to express their Sentiments of Indignation and 
Resentment against the Authors of that Parricidal 
Attempt, are naturally led to search for the Cause of 
an Outrage, which, not less from the Virtues than 
from the Station of the Sovereign now seated on the 
Throne, seemed to be beyond any the worst Idea of 
Human Ingratitude and Wickedness: In pursuing 
this Investigation, the Petitioners can discover no 
more probable Source of such atrocious Mischief than, 
the seditious Instigation of certain Societies and Meet- 
ings, in which, to the Abuse of the Indulgence of the 
Law, Principles and Doctrines are avowed and cir- 
culated of most dangerous Consequence to the Pre- 
servation of true Liberty, as well as to the Safety of 
the State: That the Petitioners have contemplated 
with anxious Surprize, and are now induced to men- 
tion with earnest Uneasiness, the Risk to which the 
well-disposed Part of the Community have been 
sutfered to be exposed by the progressive Audacity, 
and unchecked Diffusion, of false and poisonous Sug- 
gestions, to create Discontent, and to incite Revolt, 
against some of the best Maxims of our Government, 
and surest Defences of our Rights and Franchises : 
The Application of a preventive Remedy to a Mis- 
chief of a Nature so intimately affecting the dearest 
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must be an Object worthy of the earliest and most 
serious Consideration of the Legislature: In Justice to 
themselves and to Posterity, and in grateful Concern 
for the general Welfare of the Country, the Petitioners 
cannot dispense, with Obedience to their Duty upon 
such momentous Occasion, to recommend to the Wis- 
dom of Parliament the Adoption of some effectual 
Measures to secure the Continuance and Enjoyment 
of our true Constitutional Privileges, by a moderate 
but adequate Restraint on the Excess to which the 
Enemies of the Constitution would licentiously carry the 
Perversion of its real and excellent Arrangements for 
the Maintenance of Individual Freedom and National 
Prosperity : The Petitioners humbly conceive (although 
they do not venture to dictate the particular Provi- 
sions of any Bill for this essential Object) that it may 
be framed with successful Insurance of the Blessings 
which, by our Constitution, they havea Right to claim 
and to protect, and with deeisive Controul of those 
licentious Proceedings, which the desperate Wickedness 
of a Few would make the Crime and consequent De- 
struction of the Whole. 

A Petition of the Gentlemen, Clergy, Freeholders, 
and other Inhabitants of the County of Rutland, was 
also presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, 
That the Petitioners have viewed with the utmost In- 
dignation and Horror, the daring Attack made upon 
the Person of His Majesty on His Passage to Parlia- 
ment; and they are persuaded this Attack has been 
made by Ruffians whose Minds have been seduced 
from their Duty and Allegiance to their Sovereign by 
the Arts of seditious, designing, and evil-minded Men, 
to subvert our happy Constitution, and to riot in its 
Subversion: That the Petitioners observe, with the 
greatest Satisfaction, the Steps which the Wisdom of 
the House has taken to prepare, and bring in, a Bill 
for the greater Safety of His Majesty’s Person, the 
clearer Definement of the Laws of Treason, and to 
give more speedy and effectual Checks to that Spirit 
of Sedition and Disaffection which has for some Time 
spread its Poison under the specious and popular Terms 
of Liberty and Reform: That the Petitioners should 
be entirely forgetful of their Duty to themselves, to 
the best of Sovereigns, and to their Country, if they 
did not present the House with this unequivocal Tes- 
timony of their Attachment to their Sovereign, their 
Desire to preserve the Constitution, which makes us 
happy, their cordial Regard for their Fellow Subjects, 
and their fixed Determination to support the House 
against all the Attempts of a Faction, now reduced, by 
the Dread of salutary Laws, to Violence and Despera- 
tion: That the Petitioners have requested the Repre- 
sentatives of their County to present this Petition to 
the House, humbly praying, That the Commons of 
Great Britain will ever continue to be the watchful 
Guardians of the Constitution as by Law: established. 

A Petition of the Merchants, Traders, and other 
Inhabitants, of the United Towns of Port Glasgow and 
Newark, was also presented to the House, and read; 
Setting forth, That the Petitioners have beheld, with 
Concern, Dissentions sown and nourished in these 
Kingdoms, for some Time past, by certain discontented 
and seditious Persons, in Opposition to the established 
Gavernment and Constitution, and lately a most atro- 
cious Act of Outrage committed against the Person of 
His Majesty: That the Two Bills, now depending ‘in 
Parliament, for the better securing His Majesty’s 
Person and Government; and for the more effectually 
preventing all seditious Meetings and Assemblies ; 
appear to the Petitioners to be the best Remedies for 
preventing the Dangers to be apprehended from the 
—- Attempts of the Factious: And therefore pray- 
ing, That the House may pass the said Two Bills into 
Laws for such limited Time as to their Wisdom shall 
seem meet. 
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A Petition of the Magistrates and Town-Council of 
the United Boroughs and Towns Corporate of Port 
Glasgow and Newark, was also presented to the House, 
and read; Setting forth, That the continued seditious 
Attempts of certain discontented Persons to create 
Anarchy, and a Spirit of Revolt against the present 
happy Constitution of these United Kingdoms, and 
the recent daring Outrage against the Person of His 
sacred Majesty, urgently call for strong and speedy 
Measures for preventing any future Repetition of such 
Crimes: That the Bills now depending in Parliament, 
for the better securing His Majesty’s Person and Go- 
vernment ; and, for the more effectually preventing all 
seditious Meetings and Assemblies ; appear to the Peti- 
tioners to be best calculated for the Purpose of such 
Prevention: And therefore praying, That the House 
may pass the said Two Bills into Laws, for such limited 
Time as to their Wisdom shall seem meet. 

A Petition of the Nobility, Gentry, Clergy, and 
Freeholders, of the County of A/iddlesex, was likewise 
presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, That 
the Laws, provided by the Wisdom of our Ancestors 
against High Treason, Political Libels, and Tumultu- 
ous Assemblies, have been found, by the Experience 
of many Ages, to be a suflicient Safeguard to the 
Person of the King, and perfectly adequate to the 
Suppression and Punishment of all Offences against 
the Quiet and Security of the State: That it is, there- 
fore, with the utmost Surprize and Grief, that the Pe- 
titioners have heard of the Introduction of Two Bills 
into Parliament, severally intituled, An Act for the 
Safety and Preservation of His Majesty's Person and 
Government against treasonable and seditious Prac- 
tices and Attempts; and, An Act for the more effectually 
preventing seditious Meetings and Assemblies ; One of 
which removes the ancient Boundaries of Treason, de- 
scribes libellous Speeches and Writings with such Lati- 
tude as to comprehend all Political Speeches and Writ- 
ings which are not Panegyricks on the Government, and 
subjects toa Penalty, which the Humanity of the Laws 
of England has hitherto confined to the most foul and 
infamous Offences ; and the other subjects the Delibera- 
tions of Public Meetings, in which alone the Right of 
Petition can be exercised with Effect, to the Caprice or 
Corruption of Magistrates, thereby defeating all substan- 
tial and beneficial Exertion of that sacred Right itself, 
claimed and demanded by our Ancestors in the Bill of 
Rights, as the Inheritance of Englishmen, secured to 
them by the fundamental Laws—That the Petitioners 
cannot but deprecate the Adoption of Measures, which, 
by depriving the People of that Controul over Public 
Affairs which they derive from free and open Discussion, 
tends to enfeeble and extinguish their Love for the 
Censtitution, to bring into Hatred and Contempt the 
existing Government of the Country, and thus equally 
to endanger the Peace and Liberty of the Nation: The 
Petitioners, therefore, most earnestly implore the House, 
That the said Bills may not pass into Laws. 

And the said Petitions were severally ordered to 
lie upon the Table.

of the Policy which dictated the Regulations with 
respect to the Exportation and Importation of Corn, 
and cannot be reconciled to either the Prudence or 
Humanity of, in Effect, bribing Foreign Nations to 
take the Bread out of the Mouths of our Labourers 
and Manufacturers, neither can they see the Justice or 
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Necessity of taxing at any Time that Supply which 
we might draw from another Country ; the Petitioners

and are happy in His Escape from such flagitious At- 
tempts; yet they do conceive that the present existing 
Laws, if properly enforced, are sufficient to secure His 
Majesty’s Person from Outrage and Insult, and also to 
preserve the Constitution inviolate, and that raising 
fresh Alarms of Treason and Sedition, and enacting 
more severe Laws, will not, in the Petitioners Opinion, 
more effectually guard the Life of the Sovereign, or 
preserve the Constitution; they hope, therefore, that 
the Subjects of this Land of Liberty meeting peace- 
ably to discuss on, or state their Grievances to the 
Legislature, will never, by any Law of this Kingdom, be 
considered as seditious or unconstitutional, so as to 
expose the Subject to new Penalties ; but those Bills, 
if suffered to pass into a Law, will, as the Petitioners 
apprehend, tend to a Deprivation of those indubitable 
Rights, to the Enjoyment of which every Briton has an 
inherent and legal Claim: The Petitioners therefore 
most heartily beseech the House, as Guardians of Bri- 
tish Liberty, to prevent those Bills. passing into a Law; 
and they further most earnestly entreat the House, as 
Lovers of their Country, to use their utmost Efforts 
- terminate the present calamitous and disastrous 
ar. 

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Inhabitants of 
Plymouth and its Vicinity, convened by Public Notice 
from the Worshipful the Mayor of the said Town, and 
assembled at the Guildhall of the same on the 3oth 
Day of November 1795, was also presented to the 
House, and read ; Setting forth, That the Petitioners, 
confiding in the Wisdom of Parliament for taking 
such Measures as might best tend to the Security of 
His Majesty’s Person, and the Constitution of this 
Kingdom, were willing to have silently awaited the 
Result of its Deliberations on those interesting Sub- 
jects ; but, having seen certain printed Resolutions of 
a Meeting held in the Long Room at Stonehouse on the 
23d Day of November, purporting to be the Resolutions 
of the Inhabitants of Plymouth, Plymouth Dock, and 
Stonehouse, in which Resolutions Two Bills, now 
pending in Parliament, the one for the Preservation 
of His Majesty’s Person and Government, and the 
other for preventing seditious Meetings, are severely 
reprobated, not only as completely subversive of the 
Principles of the Constitution, but as absolutely need- 
less, think it incumbent upon them to disavow those 
Sentiments, being themselves of Opinion, that the 
Provisions of those Bills, both in their Design and pro- 
bable Operation (being hostile only to the licentious 
Abuse of our Constitutional Privileges) are therefore 
friendly to a just, rational, and honest Liberty: That, 
though the Necessity of new Restrictions is, no Doubt, 
to be lamented, yet Laws must conform to Exigencies ; 
that therefore the extraordinary Licentiousness which 
has of late prevailed, in disseminating the Principles 
and Dectrines of Sedition and Disaffection, has itself 
created the Necessity of extraordinary Restraints : That 
the late atrocious Insult on the King’s Majesty in His 
Way to the House of Parliament, which the Petition- 
ers cannot forbear connecting, in their own Minds, 
with those Principles and Doctrines, has sounded a 
dreadful Alarm to every true Friend of the Constitution, 
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and exacts of the Legislature, its faithful Guardian, 
correspondent Measures of Vigilance and Vigour for 
its Protection, and for the Safety and Preservation of 
His Majesty's Person and Government: And there- 
fore, under the Impression of these Sentiments, the 
Petitioners pray the House to adopt such Provisions as 
to their Wisdom shall appear best calculated for the 
Attainment of those great Ends. 

A. Petition of the Burgesses and other Inhabitants of 
the Borough of Newcastle-under-Lyme, in the County 
of Stafford, whose Names are thereunto subscribed, was 
also presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, 
That it is with the deepest Concern, the Petitioners are 
persuadeds as well from daily Observation as from the 
Reports of the Two Houses of Parliament during the 
last Session, that there has been, and still exists, an in- 
ternal and traitorous Conspiracy, threatening the vital 
Interests of these Realms; a Conspiracy the more 
formidable, as its Approaches have been systematical 
and regular, branching out into various Classes and 
Societies united by secret League and Correspondence, 
and acting in Concert for the more effectual Propagation 
of the same seditious Principles: By these Schools and 
Seminaries of Disloyalty, more dangerous from the 
Union than the Number of their Members, who exert, 
in the Prosecution of their Designs, a Zeal and Activity, 
which might be creditable in a better Cause, those in- 
flammatory Writings have been lately issued, and those 
intemperate Harangues at Public Meetings been 
encouraged, which, if not restrained by the Wisdom of 
Parliament, the Petitioners apprehend may go well 
nigh the Ruin of our Constitution both in Church and 
State: That the Petitioners are the more convinced 
of the imminent Dangers of such Societies, from 
attending to the intimate and visible Connection 
between the Tendency of their Principles, and the late 
atrocious and desperate Attack upon the Person of 
their most gracious Sovereign: Feeling, moreover, that 
the Prevention of Crimes is more to be wished for than 
the Punishment of Offenders, the Petitioners observe, 
with Satisfaction, that the Vigilance of Parliament is 
wisely occupied in providing against those extensive 


and complicated Dangers, by the salutary Precautions 


of the Bill, now pending, for preventing seditious 
Meetings and Assemblies: In the Adoption of such 
timely and wise Precautions, the Petitioners are con- 
vinced that there is no essential Departure from the 
Spirit of the Constitution, or the Usage of our An- 
cestors; they recognize in it that saving Wisdom, 
which, by an Alteration of Parts maintains Con- 
sistency in the Whole, and deviates from Forms to 
preserve Essentials; they reject, with Indignation, that 
narrow-minded Policy which, in Times pregnant with 
Alarm, would refuse to the Executive Power additional 
temporary Sanctions and Securities proportionate to 
the Exigency of the Danger; and they trust that the 
Bill, now proposed to the Consideration of the House, 
a Bill which secures to the good Citizen the Exercise 
of his legal Rights, whilst it is a Curb upon the dis- 
loyal and seditious Subject, will be found adequate, as 
they are persuaded it is necessary, for the Remedy of 
the Evil: They pray therefore, ‘That it may pass into 
a Law. 

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Freemen and 
Electors of the Borough of Lancaster, residing in and 
near the City of London, was also presented to the 
House, and read ; Setting forth, That the Petitioners, 
with unfeigned Sorrow and Indignation, have heard of 
the late Insult and Outrage committed upon His 
Majesty, and beg Leave to express their Detestation of, 
and Horror at, the Conduct of those who were engaged 
in so daring and unprecedented an Attempt: At the 
same Time the Petitioners view, with no less Sorrow 
and Apprehension, the Two Jills, now depending in 
the House, the one intituled, An Act for the more 
effectually preventing seditious Meetings and eo

the other,. an Act for the. Safety and Preservation 
of, His -Majesty’s, Person and Government against 
treasonable and seditious Practices and Attempts ; 
which Bills, if passed into Laws, the Petitioners con- 
ceive, will prevent those. Discussions of Public Affairs, 
without which the Right of Petitioning, declared by 
the Bill of Rights to be the undoubted Privilege of 
the People of England, must be unavailing, and will 
introduce Innovations into the ancient Laws respecting 
High Treason, the breaking the Boundaries of which, 
wherever it has been done, has, by various Vicissitudes 
and Revolutions, mischieved all Parties, first or last, 
and left a great Unquietness and Unsettledness in the 
Minds of the People, and has been the Occasion of 
great Unhappiness, both to the King and Nation : The 
Petitioners cannot therefore remain silent on so im- 
portant an Qccasion, but submit to the House their 
Fears of what may be the Consequerce, to, the Happi- 
ness of the State, if those extraordinary Laws. be 
enacted: And humbly pray, That the said Bills may 
not be passed into Laws. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of the Ward of Alders- 
gate, was also presented to the House, and read ; Setting 
forth, That the Petitioners feel the deepest Indigna- 
tion and Abhorrence at the late most abominable Out- 
rage on His Majesty’s Person, and most earnestly hope 
the Perpetrators thereof will soon meet the Punish- 
ment justly due to so desperately crimiual an Offence : 
That the Petitioners have observed also, with great 
Concern, the Attempts that have been made to dis- 
turb the Public Tranquillity, by various — seditious 
Meetings and Publications, which have lately multi- 
plied in the Metropolis and its Environs, obviously 
tending to poison the Minds of the People, and ex- 
cite them to Acts of Outrage and Disorder; and the 
Petitioners cannot help expressing their Concern and 
Surprize at an Attempt to pass a Censure on the Con- 
duct of John William Anderson, Esquire, Alderman of 
their. Ward, in a. Petition presented to the House, 
purporting to be from their said Ward ; whereas the 


. Petitioners beg to assure the House, that the Duties 


ofa Magistrate have never been on every Occasion, 
more ably or honourably performed than. by. their  pre- 
sent said Magistrate : The Petitioners therefore humbly 
entreat the House to adopt such Measures, for a limited 
Time, as, in their Wisdom, shall. be deemed most 
expedient for the better Security of His Majesty’s 
Person and Government, and for preventing all tumul- 
tuous and seditious Meetings. 

A Petition of the Inhabitants of the Borough and Fo- 
reign of Kidderminster, in the Parish of Kidderminster, 
and County of Worcester, was also presented to the 
House, and read; Setting forth, That the Inhabitants of 


the said Borough and Parish have been, in all Ages, dis- 


tinguished for their Attachment to the Crown, and for 
their Regard to the Constitution: That on the late atro- 
cious Attack on the Person of His Majesty, the Peti- 
tioners were ready in testifying their Indignation at the 
daring Attempt, and their Gratitude to the King of Kings 
for preserving a Life so dear to every loyal Heart : That, 
influenced by these Principles of Constitutional Loyalty 
and Patriotism, the Petitioners view with great Alarm 
Two Bills introduced into the House, the first intituled, 
A Bill for the Safety and Preservation of His Majesty’s 
Person and Government against treasonable and sedi- 
tious Practices and Attempts; the second, A Bill for 
the more effectually preventing seditious Meetings and 
Assemblies: That, in the former, they see, with the 
most serious Concern, a Revival of those Attempts to 
increase the Catalogue of Treasons which were made 
in former Ages by weak and arbitrary Administrations, 
with equal ml to the Safety of the Monarch, and 
the Liberty of the Subject ; but which a wiser Policy 
constantly restricted by recurring to the only beneficial 
Statute on that Subject, a Statute sanctioned by the 


Experience of more than Four hundred Years—that 
Vou, 51. 
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of the Twenty-fifth of Edward the Third: That the 
Petitioners consider the second Bill as subversive of 
the Fifth Article of the Bill of Rights, of that solemn 
Compact made at the Revolution, between the King 
and the People, for the Establishment of the Religion, 
Laws, and Liberties of this Country, which’ acknow- 
ledges the Right of Subjects to petition, and declares 
all Commitments and Prosecutions for such petitioning 
illegal: That, above all, the Petitioners are appre- 
hensive that the present Uneasiness may be traced toa 
higher Cause than that which is represented as pro- 
ductive of Public Danger; they therefore implore the 
House, as Citizens, as Christians, and as Men, to take 
into their most.serious Consideration the Circumstances 
of a War, which, whatever Difference of Opinion may 
exist on its Principles, must be acknowledged to have 
been ill conducted in its Progress, and. calamitous and 
ruinous ‘in its Consequences—That, conceiving the 
Restoration of Peace to be better calculated to alla 
the Public Discontents, by diminishing the Public Bur- 
thens, than the most coercive Regulations, they humbly 
hope that the House will urge the Necessity of treating 
with the Executive Power of France, under whatever 
Form ‘it may be established, on safe and honourable 
Terms: And, particularly, as the more immediate 
Object of this Address, they most earnestly entreat, 
That:the Bills, which they deprecate, may not receive 
the Sanction of the House. 

A Petition of: the thereunder-signed Merchants, 
Tradesmen, and other Inhabitants, of the Town of 
Kilsyth, in the County of Stirling, was likewise presented 
to the House, and read ; Setting forth, That the Pe- 
titioners are of Opinion, that it is the sacred and 
inviolable Right of every Briton to meet and deliberate 
freely on-any Public Measure, particularly on what con- 
cerns their Rights and Liberties, as settled at the Revo- 
lution in 1688 : Under the Influence of these Principles, 
the Petitioners feel their Hearts beat, with the most 
painful Emotions, when they reflect that the Bill now 
pending in Parliament, intituled, A Bill for the more 
effectually preventing seditious Meetings and Assem- 
blies; is in its Nature evidently calculated to deprive 
us of the very Essence of these our invaluable  Privi- 
leges: Along with the genuine Friends of Liberty and 
Order, the Petitioners abhor and detest all Irregularities 
and Excess, and mark, with Detestation, the late Insult — 
offered to His’ Majesty, and are impressed with the 
deepest Sorrow, when they recollect that the Act of a 
few Individuals should be made a Pretext, by designing 
Ministers, to criminate the whole Nation, and bring it 
under the Bondage of the most oppressive Tyranny : 
The Petitioners therefore cntreat that this, their humble 
Petition, may be taken into the most serious Considera- 
tion of the House, and, for the Sake of their Lives and 
Liberties, they pray, That the said destructive Bill may 
not pass into a Law. 

And the said Petitions were severally ordered to 
lie upon the Table.

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Freeholders of 
Yorkshire, was presented to the House, and read; Set- 
ting forth, That, by the Fifth Article of the Bill of 
Rights, the People of this Land are entitled to the 
Privileges of free Discussion, and free Petition to the 
Legislature—those Rights, like every other Political 
Right, are liable to be abused ; but, if they have been 
abused by any rash and misguided Individuals, the 
Petitioners conceive, that, for the Fault of a few des- 
perate Persons, the whole People of England ought not, 
and justly cannot, forfeit those invaluable Privileges, 
and such Forfeiture would be more especially grievous, 
when their general Loyalty, their Love of Order and 
Tranquillity, and their Attachment to the Constitution, 
are certain and unquestionable: The Petitioners have 
seen, therefore, with Grief and Astonishment, that 
Two Bills, one of which is intituled, An Act for the 
Safety and Preservation of His Majesty's Person and 
Government against treasonable and seditious Prac- 
tices and Attempts; the other, A Bill for the more effec- 
tually preventing seditious Meetings and Assemblies ; 
have been offered to Parliament by His Majesty’s 
Ministers in the present Session, by which the Peti- 
tioners humbly conceive such Restraints are proposed 
to be laid on the Exercise of our Rights of free Dis- 
cussion, and free Petition to the Legislature, as would 
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amount, if passed into Laws, to a direct and fatal Vio- 
lation of the Bill of Rights.—In the Language of that 
memorable Statute our Ancestors, at the Aira of the 
Revolution, did claim, demand, and insist on, each of 
the enumerated Articles. as their ancient and indubi- 
table Right, and, as such, they were offered, by the 
Two Houses of Parliament, to the Acceptance of his 
Majesty King William, and by him they were accepted 
as the Conditions on which the Royal State and Dig- 
nity were transferred to him: On the same implied 
Conditions, the Petitioners have ever understood the 
Royal State and Dignity to have been subsequently 
settled on His present Majesty’s illustrious Family ; 
and, as the Rights confirmed in the said Statute have 
been justly deemed the most sacred Rights of the 
Nation, and have hitherto suffered under the Authority 
of Parliament, no Violation, however small in its De- 
gree, however short in its Duration, the Petitioners 
trust, the First Example of any Legislative Infringe- 
ment of these our ancient and indubitable Rights will 
not occur during the Reign of our present gracious 
Sovereign: The Petitioners therefore do most humbly 
petition the House, That the fundamental Laws of the 
Land may remain unchanged ; and, particularly, they 
do most earnestly request, that the Two Bills in question 
may not pass the House. 

A Petition of the Gentlemen, Clergy, and Free- 
holders, of the County of York, was also presented to 
the House, and read ; Setting forth, That the Petitioners 
observe, in the Votes of the House, that Measures are 
depending in Parliament for the better Security of 
His Majesty's Person, and for the more effectual pre- 
venting Seditious Meetings and Assemblies: That the 
Petitioners are affected with the most lively Grief 
and Abhorrence, at the late atrocious Attack on His 
Majesty’s Person when on the Way to and from His 
House of Parliament, and hope with Confidence that 
the Perpretrators of an Outrage so daring and treason- 
able may be speedily brought to a condign and exem- 
plary Punishment: That the Petitioners, being con- 
vinced that the Prosperity and Happiness of the Nation 
are inseparably united with the Safety of His Majesty’s 
Person, entreat that such Laws may be, without Delay, 
enacted, as the Wisdom of the House shall deem 
proper for the more ample Security of His Majesty— 
That the Petitioners, having witnessed the Evil resulting 
to the State from divers ill-disposed Persons convening 
large Assemblies of the People, in which they dis- 
seminate licentious Principles, destructive of the Order 
and the Happiness of Society in general, and subversive 
of the Principles of our glorious Constitution, think it 
necessary that a new Law should be framed to meet 
this new Emergency, and look up to the Constancy 
and Wisdom of the House for the Adoption of such 
Measures as shall effectually prevent the further trea- 
sonable and seditious Practices and Attempts of the 
Ill-affected against His Majesty’s Government. 

A Petition of the Mercliants, Bankers, Manufacturers, 
Traders, and other Inhabitants, in the City of Glasgow, 
and Neighbourhood, whose Names are thereunto sub- 
scribed, was also presented to the House, and read; 
Setting forth, That the Petitioners, desirous to live 
quietly in the lawful Prosecution of their own immediate 
Concerns, and to be free from the Agitation which 
Political Dissentions create, with much Reluctance 
obtrude their Opinions upon either Branch of the Legis- 
lature; but observing, with Regret, that Two Bills, 
now depending in the House, the one, for the Safety 
and Preservation of His Majesty’s Person and Go- 
vernment against treasonable and seditious Practices 
and Attempts; the other, for the more effectually pre- 
venting seditious Meetings and Assemblies; are laid 
hold of, by restless and discontented Men, as Pretences 
for keeping the Public Mind in a State of Alarm, they 


feel it their Duty, in the present Situation of the 
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Country, to express their Approbation of those Bills, 
and to pray that, for a limited Time, they may be 
passed into Laws: That the Petitioners lament the 
Necessity (entirely occasioned by the Conduct of the 
Seditious) which has rendered this vigorous Interference 
of the Legislature indispensably requisite; but trust 
that these Measures will not only prevent a Repe- 
tition of the late daring Attack upon His Majesty's 
sacred Person, but also secure Manufactures, Agricul- 
ture, and Commerce, from being disturbed, oa pre- 
serve, to latest Posterity, the happy Constitution of 
these Kingdoms. 

A Petition of the Heritors and Inhabitants of the 
Town and Parish of Strathaven, in the County of 
Lanerk, was likewise presented to the House, and read; 
Setting forth, That the Petitioners beg Leave to assure 
the House of their sincere Attachment to the British 
Constitution, that genuine Tree of Liberty reared by 


our Forefathers, and under the Shadow of which we 


have so long enjoyed true Liberty and perfect Security 
—Venerating, as the Petitioners sincerely do, our most 
gracious Sovereign, they shudder at the wicked At- 
tempt made upon His sacred Person-on the First Day 
of the present Session of Parliament, and hope no Pains 
will be wanting to discover, and bring to Punishment, 
the daring Perpretrators of the atrocious Act, for which 
the existing Laws, in the Petitioners humble Opinion, 
are every Way adequate.—Whether that Outrage has 
been committed by misguided Democrats, starving Ar- 
tizans, or hired Spies, it cannot, in the Petitioners 
Opinion, follow as a necessary Consequence, that His 
Majesty’s other loyal Subjects ought to be deprived of 
their most sacred Rights of meeting in a peaceable and 
orderly Manner to deliberate upon the Measures of

Punishment of Offenders ; impolitic, because they will 
lessen that Confidence which should subsist between 
the People and their Representatives, and that Respect 
which is due to the Magistrates and the Laws; and 
unconstitutional, because they tend to frustrate the 
Provisions of the Bill of Rights, to deprive the People 
of the Privileges of Petition and Remonstrance, to 
prevent the House from being informed of the Wishes 
of its Constituents, to extend the Influence of the Exe- 
cutive Power, and, by restraining the Constitutional 
Exercise of Political Discussion, to surrender into its 
Hands the Bulwarks of Popular Liberty : And there- 
fore the Petitioners most humbly entreat the House 
not to permit the said Bills to become the Laws of the 
Realm. 

And the said Petitions were severally ordered to 
lie upon the Table.

near to, the said Levels, as also the Lands adjoining, 
or near to, the River Ouze, in the County of Norfolk, 
draining through the same to Sea by the Harbour 
of King’s Lynn, in the said County; and for alter- 
ing and improving the Navigation of the said River 
Ouze, from or near a Place called Hau Brink, in the 
Parish of Wiggenhall Saint Mary, in the said County, 
to the said Harbour of King’s Lynn; and for im- 
‘* proving and preserving the Navigation of the se- 
“ veral Rivers communicating with the said River 
Ouze ;” and that the Plan for effecting such Im- 
provement and Alteration of the said Drainage and 
Navigation, proposed by the Bill, as originally brought 
into this House, for obtaining the said Act, was, in 
the Judgment of able and skilful Engineers, an ex- 
tremely dangerous Project, and would probably, if 
adopted, have been productive of ruinous Consequences 
to the Harbour of King’s Lynn, to the Navigation of 
the said River Ouze, and to the Drainage of the 
Countries, which discharge their Waters by that River, 
and the said Bill was, in maoy other Respects, imper- 
fect and unjust; and that the Petitioners, and many 
others interested in the Preservation of the said Har- 
bour and Navigation, and as Proprietors of a large 
Proportion of the Country concerned in the said 
Drainage, and Two of the Petitioners as Proprietors 
of private Navigations upon, or communicating with, 
the said River Ouze, alarmed by such Dangers to their 
Property and Interests, presented Petitions to this 
House against the passing of the said Bill; and the 
Petitioners were heard, by their Counsel, at the Bar 
of the House, upon their said Petitions, and many 
Witnesses were produced and examined in Support 
thereof, by whose Testimony the Objections to the 
Plan proposed were fully substantiated, and much 
Information was furnished essentially necessary to the 
Formation of a safe and effectual Plan for the Relief 
of the Country; and that, in Consequence of these 
Proceedings, a Reference was at length agreed upon, 
as well on the Part of the Promoters as of the Opposers 
of the said Bill, to Two skilful Engineers (namely, 
Sir Thomas Hyde Page, Knight, Captain of the Royal 
Engineers, and Robert Mylne, Esquire,) to consider of 
such Plan as they could concur in recommending to 
the Country, who accordingly made their joint Report, 
which was confirmed and approved by both Parties, 
and the said Bill was agreed to be altered so as to carry 
into Effect the Works thereby pointed out; and that 
the new River or Cut agreed upon by the said Engi- 
neers was materially different in its Form and Dimen- 
sions from that originally proposed by the said Bill, 
and freed from the Dangers and Objections which 
chiefly gave Rise to the Opposition thereto, and various 
other Works were recommended by their said Report, 
as well for the Preservation of the Navigations as the 
Improvement of the Drainage, which were not pro- 
posed by the Bill as originally framed; and the Bill 
was accordingly altered so as to carry into Effect the 
Plan recommended by the Two Engineers, and agreed 
upon as aforesaid, and with such Amendments passed 
into a Law, and the Form of the new River or Cut, 
originally proposed, was consequently abandoned ; and 
that, the said Bill having, in the above ee, 
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and in many other Respects, been essentially amended 
and rendered more beneficial to the Country in con- 
sequence of the said Petitions, and the Investigation 
occasioned thereby, the Petitioners conceive it to be 
equally just that they should be reimbursed their Ex- 
pences incurred in, or relating to, the said Petitions, 
and the Reference to the said Engineers, as that the 
Promoters of the Bill, whose Plan has since been re- 
linquished, should be repaid theirs ; but the Pctitioners 
are advised that, in the Form in which the said Act was 
passed, the Expences incurred by the said Petitioners 
against the said Bill are not sufficiently provided for, 
or at least that it is doubtful whether the same can be 
reclaimed or recovered ; and that a Bill is depending

a further Progress in the Matters to them referred, and  ©°™- 
had directed him to report the same, together with their 
Observations thereupon, to the House ; and he read the 
Report in his Place ; and afterwards delivered it in at 
the Clerk’s Table: Where the same was read ; and is 
as followeth ; viz. 

The Select Committee appointed to take into 
Consideration the present high Price of Corn, 
and to collect Evidence relative thereto, and to 
report the same, from Time to Time, as it shall 
appear to them, to the House, with their Ob- 
servations thereupon ; 

Have received, since their last Report, further 
Information respecting the Deficiency in the Crop 
of Rye, and the great Want of that Article in those 
Parts of the Country where it forms the principal: 
Subsistence of the People; and they are thereby in- 
duced to think, that similar Measures ought to be 
adopted for the Encouragement of the Importation of 
that Species of Grain, as have been recommended re- 
specting Wheat. They beg Leave therefore to submit 
their Opinion to the House, that a Bounty of Ten 
Shillings per Quarter should be given for every Quarter 
of Rye, weighing not less than 50/b. per Bushel, which 
shall be imported into Great Britain before the 3oth 
Day of September 1796, until the Quantity of such Rye 
shall equal 100,000 Quarters; and also that a Bounty 
of Six Shillings per Quarter should be given for every 
Quarter of Rye which shall be imported into Great 
Britain before the 30th Day of September 1796, ex- 
ceeding the Quantity to which the before-mentioned 
Bounty is limited. 

Your Committee are also inclined to recommend 
an Extension of the Period for which the several 
Bounties on Grain and Flour are proposed to be granted, 

They observe, from the Weekly Returns of the Priee 

of Wheat in the whole Kingdom, and of the Price 

and Quantity in the London Market, since January 

last, that the highest Price and the greatest Searcity 

took place during the Months of July and August, and 

particularly in the latter. These, therefore, are the 

Months for which it is most important to provide ; 

and they are led to fear, that if the Bounty is confined 

to such Corn as may arrive before the 31st of August, 

Merchants may be discouraged from sending Supplies 

to this Country during that Month, by the Apprehension 
3 E that 
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that they may not arrive in Time to be entitled’ to the 
Bounty. They beg Leave therefore to suggest an 
Extension of the Time to the 3oth of September ; and 
they submit, whether it might not also be expedient 
to place, in proper Hands, a discretionary Power of 
allowing the Bounties to such Ships as may arrive 
before the 15th of October, upon Proof of their having 
actually set Sail for Great Britain, from their respective 
Ports, at such Time that they might, in the ordinary 
Course of theiy Voyage, have arrived before the 30th of 
September. 

Your Committee have also received a Suggestion, 
from Merchants trading to the Southern Parts of 
Europe and to Africa, that it would be advisable to 
enlarge the Quantity to which the highest Bounty upon 
Corn brought from those Quarters, was proposed to be 
limited: They do not state an Expectation that the 
Whole of that Quantity can be procured ; but they are 
apprehensive that the original Limitation may tend 
to check Speculation, by the Fear of exceeding the 
Quantity specified—and they propose, therefore, that 
the highest Bounty should be extended to 400,000 
Quarters. 

Your Committee have also examined several Mer- 
chants, respecting the Proportion which the Bounty 
upon Flour ought to bear to that upon Wheat: They 
have been satisfied by this Examination that, in Con- 


sideration of the various Size and Weight of the Barrels” 


used in different Countries, it would be more advisable 
to grant a Bounty upon the Hundred Weight of Flour 
than upon the Barrel, as had been at first suggested : 
That it is expedient to adopt, upon the Importation of 
Wheat and Wheat Flour, the same Proportion of Boun- 
ties which has been already established by the Legisla- 
ture upon the Exportation of the same, (i. e.) One 
Shilling and Six Pence per Hundred Weight of Wheat 
Flour as equivalent to Five Shillings per Quarter of 
Wheat; and that the same Rule ought to be applied to 
Indian Corn and Meal. 

In suggesting in their former Report that the Bounty 
given on Wheat ought to be limited to such as weighed 
not less than at the Rate of 55/6. per Bushel, your 
Committee proceeded upon Information then received, 
that Wheat of a lower Weight was usually of so inferior 
a Quality, as to be unfit for the Use of Man; and under 
a full Persuasion of the Necessity of fixing some Limit, 
in order to prevent the Object, for which the Bounty 
is given, from being defeated by the Importation of 
Corn inapplicable to the Subsistence of the People. 
They have since received further Information, which 
has satisfied them, that Wheat, naturally of some- 
what a lower Weight, may produce wholesome Food ; 
and that Cargoes, not unfrequently, arrive out of 
Condition, in consequence of which the Weight is 
for the Time diminished, though it soon recovers ; 
and that it might prove an inconvenient Restraint 
upon Speculation, if the Merchant were exposed to 
lose the Whole of the Bounty, by a slight Inattention 
of his Agents abroad, or by a temporary and acci- 
dental Deterioration of the Article imported: They 
are therefore of Opinion, that a Bounty, equal to Four 
Fifths of the proposed Bounty, should be given on all 
Wheat weighing not less than at the Rate of 534. per 
Bushel. . 

Your Comrnittee having stated such further Obser- 
vations as thev have thought necessary, respecting the 
Amount of the Bounties, and the Limitations as to 
Weight and Quantity, and Time, beg Leave to re- 
commend, for the Prevention of Fraud, that all Corn 
and Flour imported for Bounty, should be subject, 
in Addition to the Inspection of the proper Officers 
of the Customs, to the Examination of Persons qua- 
lified to judge thereof; that without the Certificate of 
such Persons, stating’ that the Article is merchantable 
and fit for making Bread, no Bounty should be paid; 
and that the: Importation’ of Cor and Flour’ for 


Bounty, should be confined to such Ports in which it is 
probable that Persons so quafified may be found. 

Your Committee have also received Information, that 
there are Ships now in the Port of this Country laden 
with Corn, which are intended to be reported for Ex- 
portation ; and that other Ships may arrive, the Con- 
signees of which may send their Cargoes to Foreign 
Ports, unless tempted by the Bounty to unload them 
here; and they beg Leave, therefore, to submit the 
Expediency of extending the Bounty to the Cargoes 
of all Ships which may now be in the Ports of this 
Country, or may arrive here previous-to the passing of 
the Act by which it is to be granted. 

Ordered, That the said Report be referred to the 
Consideration of the Committee of the whole House, to 
whom it is referred to consider further of the present 
high Price of Corn.

tioners, sensible of the Imposition to which the Com- 
munity at large is exposed, and impressed: with Con- 
cern for the Hardships and Sufferings experienced by 
the lower Orders of Society from the present exor- 
bitant Price of Wheat, beg Leave to approach the 
House, and submit to their Consideration the few 
following Particulars: The Petitioners conceive. it to 
be an incontrovertible Maxim, that the Value or Rise 
and Fall of any Commodity should be in proportion 
to its Scarcity or Abundance; in the present In-. 
stance it is fortunate that:the Degree of Scarcity of 
Wheat ean be pretty accurately ascertained—It ap- 
pears, from the best Authorities, the Returns of the 
Magistrates to the Lord Lieutenants of the different 
Counties, that the Failure of the Crop this last Season 
may be set down at One-third of the usual Produce: 
Supposing then, the Average Price of Wheat, in Years 
of common Fertility, to be Six Shillings per Bushel, 
in Compensation to the Farmer, for the Failure of this 
last Crop, Three Shillings ought. to be added, and the 
present Price of Wheat will be Nine ‘Shillings per 
Bushel,, 2. ¢, taken uncoanected -with any other Cir- 
cumstance; but it appears also, by the authentic 
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duce of Barley and Oats is fully equal to, if it does 
not exceed, the Decrease. of the Produce of Wheat, 
consequently, supposing the Quantity of these Articles 
sown to be equal to that of Wheat, and that they are 
now sold, one with another, at Four Shillings per 
Bushel, Two Shillings must be deducted from the 
above Nine, and the fair and equitable Price of 
Wheat, at the present Season, will be Seven Shillings 
per Bushel. That no Advantage, however, may be 
taken from any Inaccuracy in the above Statement, 
let us admit the fair Price of Wheat to be even Nine 
Shillings per Bushel, it is with equal Regret and Sur- 
prize the Petitioners are obliged to report, that they 
cannot purchase any of the said Commodity at a less 
exorbitant Sum than from Twelve to Thirteen Shil- 
lings: Here then is a Hardship, or Grievance, on the 
Part of the Community at large, and an Imposition 
or Extortion on the Part of the Farmers, which, if not 
satisfactorily accounted for, cannot be too strongly 
reprobated, and which calls loudly on all Ranks of 
Society to employ every legal Measure to have it re- 
dressed. ‘The Petitioners further beg Leave to observe, 
that is for the Interest of the Miller and Baker, as 
well as the Farmer, to keep up the present high Price 
of Corn; a Combination, therefore, between these 
Trades, to the Public Disadvantage, takes place ; all 
Transactions relative to the Sale of Wheat are done in 
private, or by Sample only; and, as this Article is 
now never produced in Market, no Magistrate can 
possibly fix the Assize, and the Bakers are left at their 
Discretion to sell their Bread at what Price they think 
proper: The Farmers, on being remonstrated with, 
have alledged, that they are afraid to bring forward 
their Wheat in the Market lest it should be forcibly 
taken from them; but, the Petitioners can with Truth 
say, that the Poor of the said Town have hitherto 
borne their Grievance with becoming Fortitude and 
Patience ; that though there, as in all other Places, a 
few discontented People may be found, no general 
Disposition to Riot, or unlawful Violence, has hitherto 
appeared—That all possible Security and Protection 
have been promised the Farmers on the Petitioners 
Parts: and that Magistrates and Peace Officers are 
ever ready to assist on the Occasion ; notwithstanding 
all which, it is a.melancholy Truth, that the Families 
of the Poor must, for many Weeks past, have gone 
without the most necessary Article of Life, had it not 
been for the charitable Exertions of a few Individuals, 
which they cannot, however, expect long to continue: 
That the Petitioners would be sorry to recommend 
any unnecessary Restraint on any Class of Individuals 
whatever in the Way of Commerce, much less do they 
wish to be instrumental in retarding or obstructing the 
Improvement of Agriculture, that grand and necessary 
Support of Society; but, from the Facts above stated, 
they deem the Disposition of the Farmers, and the 
Necessity of the Times, to be such as to warrant this 
their Application, with a View to prevent the most 
serious and alarming Evils: And therefore praying, 
That the House would, in its Wisdom, pursue such 
Measures as may appear most effectual to redress the 
Subjects of theirComplaint, and they presume to suggest 
that one very important Regulation may be, to puta 
Stop to the Disposal of Wheat by Sample, or in any 
other Way than by the actual Production of it in the 
Public Market, except the supplying the Poor at the 
Farmer’s House with such small Quantities as may be 
deemed accommodating and beneficial to them. 

Ordered, Tnat the said Petition be referred to the 
Consideration of the Select Committee, who are ap- 
pointed to take into Consideration the present high Price 
of Corn.

Resolved, That the Bill be read a Second ‘Time. 

Ordered, That the said Bill be read a Second Time 
upon Wednesday, the 3d Day of February next. 

Ordered, That the said Bill be printed. 


Mr. Speaker acquainted the House, that the Clerk 
had prepared, and laid upon the Table, a List of the 
Names of all the Members of the House who had 
delivered in Lists, in pursuance of the Directions of 
an Act, passed in the Twenty-sixth Year of the Reign 
of His ‘present Majesty, for the further Regulation of 
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the Trial of Persons accuséd of certaif’ Offences com- 
mitted in The East Indies, ané for other Purposes 
therein méntioned. 


Resolved, That an humble Addvess be presented to 
His Majesty, ‘That He will be gtaciously pleased to 
give Directions, that thete be before this House, a 
List of such Offiters in Frdia, who have lately been 
promoted in His Majesty’s Service to the Rank of 
General Officers. 

Ordered, That the said Address be presented to His 
Majesty by such Members of this House as are of His 

ajesty’s most Honourable Privy Council. 


Mr. Ryder reported from the Select Committee, who 
were appointed fo take into Consideration the present 
high Price of Corn, atid to collect Evidence relative 
thereto, and to report the same, from Time to Time, 
as it should appear to them, to the House, with their 
Observations thereupoih; That the Committee had 
made a further Progress in the Matters to them referred, 
and had directed him to report the same, together 
with their Observations thereupon, to the House ; 
and he read the Report in his Place; and afterwards 
delivered it-in at the Clerk’s Table: Where the same 
was read. 

The said Report, together with the Appendix * there- 
unto, are as followeth ; viz. . 

The Select Committee appointed to take into Con- 
sideration the present High Price of Corn, and 
to collect Evidence relative thereunto, and to 
report the same, from Time to Time, as it shall 
appear to them, to the House, with their Ob- 
servations thereupon ; 

Have received, since their First Report, a con- 
siderable Number of Returns, made by the Custodes 
Rotulorum of the different Counties respecting the 
State of the last Crop; together with much ad- 
ditional Intelligence upon that Subject, communi- 
cated by many of their Members. They find it 
however impossible as yet to draw, either from these 
Returns or from any other Quarter, a precise Con- 
clusion. The Returns are so incomplete in their 
Number, and are founded upon so many different 
Principles, some stating the whole Quantities of Grain 
produced, others the Number of Acres sown and others 
again the Average Produce of each Acre; and drawing, 
in some Instances, a Comparison with the Crop of last 
Year, in others with that of certain preceding Years, 
and in others with what is generally called a Fair Crop ; 
that it is extremely difficult to combine and com- 
pare them, so as to state accurately the Result of the 
Whole. 

Your Committee would have endeavoured to render 
this Investigation more complete, if they had not felt the 
great Importance of suggesting, without further Delay, 
such Measures as have occurred to them for alleviating 
an Evil which evidently exists to such an Extent as to 
call for the most effectual Remedy. 

From the best Consideration of such Information as 
they have hitherto obtained, they should not feel them- 
selves authorized in assuming, as the Ground of any 
Opinion, they may offer, that the Deficiency of the 
Crop of Wheat is less than from 1-5th to 1-6th com- 
pared with the Crop of last Year, and from 14th to 
1-5th, compared with an Average Crop. The Crop 
of Rye, of which no great Quantity is usually grown, 
may probably be considered as equally deficient: But 
the Crops of Barley and Oats are represented to be 
nearly double those of 1794, and at least 1-5th better 
than an Average Crop. 

It appears also, from the concurrent Testimony of 
intelligent Persons, that the Stock of Wheat in Hand 
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at the Commencement of the last Harvest was mueh 
less than at the same Period of the preceding Year ; and 
there is also Reason to believe, that a larger Quantity 
has been used for Seed in the present Seed ‘Fime than im 
the last. One of the Causes of the extreme high Price 
which prevailed antecedent to the last Harvest, was 
generally supposed to be the very exhausted State to 
which the Stock of the Country had then been re- 
duced. In order to avoid a Repetition of this Evil, to 
the same or to a mech greater Extent (if the succeed- 
ing Crop should, from onfaveurable Seasons, be later 
or less productive than uswal) it is certainly extremely 
desirable that the Stock remaining in the Country at 
the Commencement of the next Harvest should be more 
adequate to the Demand than what remained this Year 
at a similar Period. Whatever is necessary for this 
Purpose, ought therefore to be added to the Amount of 
the Deficiency. 

Your Committee have stated these Circumstances to 
the House, in order to explain more fully the Grounds 
of their Opinion, that there will be no Security against 
very considerable Distress in the Course of the ensuing 
Year, unless the Deficiency of Wheat and Rye. can be 
supplied by Importation ; or unless other Means can be 
found, by which, out of the Stock of different Sorts of 
Grain in the Country, a comfortable and wholesome 
Subsistetice can be furnished to the People during the 
Whole of that Period. 

Upon the First Part of this Alternative, your Com- 
mittee have already humbly submitted their Opinion ; 
and though they flatter themselves, that from the 
Adoption of the Measures now in Contemplation for 
the Encouragement of the Importation of Wheat, of 
Indian Corn, and of Rye, some considerable Supplies 
may be procured from Foreign Parts, yet they should 
think it unwise to rest ia any great Degree upon the 
Hope that such Supplies can cover a large Proportion of 
the Deficiency. Your Committee would feel great 
Regret in stating this to the House, if they were not also 
of Opinion, upon the fullest Consideration, that the 
Country possesses other Resources, both more extensive 
and more secure, in af economical Use of the Stock of 
Wheat in the Kingdom, and in the abundant Crops of 
Barley, of Oats, and of Potatoes. 

It is obvious, that there must be a very numerous 
Class of Families where, in Times of ordinary Plenty, 
the Consumption of Wheaten Bread and of Flour is by 
no Means an object of strict Regulation and Attention ; 
and it can be as little doubted, that under such a 
Pressure as the present, an important Reduction might 
be effected in this Respect, without diminishing, in any 
Degree, the Quantity necessary for Subsistence. It is 
also to be remarked, that the Consumption of this Class 
of Persons and their Families, together with another 
Class, far more extensive, consists ina large Proportion 
of other Articles than Bread ; and that the Situation of 
those Classes may enable them, as Circumstances 
require, to augment in some Degree that Proportion, 
and thereby to leave a larger Share of the Stock of Wheat 
to those for whose Subsistence it is more immediately 
essential. 

The Reduction of the Consumption of Wheat may be 
considerably aided amongst 'this Description of Persons, 
and in a-great Degree ‘extended to all Classes of ‘the 
People, if they can be induced ‘to employ the other 
Resource to which your ‘Committee have referred, and 
to avail themselves of the Abundance of other Crops to 
supply the Deficiency of Wheat. 

For the Purpose of ascertaining in what Proportion 
the Articles before ‘enumerated, aad others, could be 
nixed with Wheat, so’as to’produce a Bread likely to 
answer the Purposes of general Consemption, your 
Committee have examined the Result of a Variety ‘of 
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Experiments, made by the Victualling Office, under 
the Direction of the Privy Council, and ordered to be 
communicated to them; and of further Experiments 
since made by the same Office, under the Direetion of 

ur Committee; and have been also assisted by the 

ard of Agriculture, who have communicated to 
them an Account of Trials made with a still greater 
Variety of Mixtures. Your Committee see no Reason 
to doubt that good Bread may be made from any of these 
Mixtures, with no greater Proportion than Three Fifths 
or Two Thirds of Wheaten Flour; and there is the best 
Ground for concluding that such Bread would be 
wholesome and nutritive, because in many Parts of 
this Country, where Labour and Industry are carried 
to as great an Extent as in any other, the People are 
wholly fed by Bread made of some one or more of the 
component Parts of these Mixtures. Your Committee 
are further encouraged in this Opinion, by finding that 
in the Course of the last Season the Use of mixed 
Bread of various Kinds has been introduced into gene- 
ral Consumption in many Places, whose Consumption 
was before confined to Wheaten Bread; that the Con- 
sequence has been a considerable Reduction of Price 
to the labouring Poor in such Places; and that the 
Use of it has not been found to be attended with any 
Inconvenience. The Variety of different Species of 
mixed Bread is such, as to offer a considerable Num- 
ber of Alternatives to different Parts of the Country ; 
and they will be naturally led to select those which are 
least foreign to their Habits and Prejudices, and of 
which, from local Circumstances, they can most conve- 
niently procure a Supply. 

That the Sacrifice of some Degree of Indulgence, or 


of Prejudice, is one which, under the preseat Circum- 


stances, can be made, and ought to be made; and that 
without such a Sacrifice to a considerable Extent, the 
Country will be exposed to still greater Difficulties 
than those with which it has so lately contended, is an 
Opinion with which your Committee are so strongly 
impressed, that they cannot too earnestly recommend 
it to the serious Attention of this House, and of the 
Nation at large. 

Deeply, however, as they feel this Impression, they are 
far from proposing any Legislative Measure to enforce 
a Compliance with this Suggestion. They well know 
that the People of this, and of every other Country, 
are attached by Habit to their accustomed Species of 
Food ; and that however they may, by Reeommenda- 
tion and Example, be induced to make a partial 
Change, yet any sudden and compulsory Alteration 
might, perhaps, be more sensibly felt than the very 
Grievance it was intended to remedy. 

There are indeed many Precedents in the Statutes 
of this Country, of the Interposition of the Legislature 
for this Purpose, at Times when, from the less ad- 
vanced State of Cultivation and Commerce, Distresses 
of this Kind eccurred much more frequently and se- 
verely than at later Periods ; and even in more recent 
Times, an Act passed which authorizes the Magistrates, 
whenever they think the Case requires, to set the Assize 
upon Standard Wheaten Bread alone, and thereby to 
prohibit the making of all other Sorts of Bread. Your 
Committee, however, entertain great Hopes that with- 


‘out applying this Principle to the present Case, the 


general Impression produced by the late Distress, and 
continued by the present Scarcity, will incline Men of 
all Descriptions to unite voluntarily in the only 
Measure which can give effectual and immediate Re- 
lief; and they conceive that if this House should give 
to such a Measure the Sanction of its Example and 
Recommendation, there could be little Doubt of its 
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being immediately adopted by a Proportion of the Com- 
munity sufficiently numerous ta secure the Attainment 
of the Object in View. 

Your Committee beg Leave to submit this Sugges- 
tion to the Wisdom of the House; and they hope it 
will not be thought beyond the Line of their Duty, if, 
upon an Occasion so urgent in Point of Time, they 
presume also to suggest the principal Points which 
such an Engagement ought, in their humble Opinion, 
to embrace. 


To reduce the Consumption of Wheat in the 
Families of the Persons subscribing such Engage- 
ment, by at least One Third of the usual Quantity 
consumed in ordinary Times. 


In order to effect this Purpose, either to limit to 
that Extent the Quantity of fine Wheaten Bread con- 
sumed by each Individual in such Families ; 

Or, to consume only mixed Bread, of which not 
more than Two Thirds shall be made of Wheat; 

Or, only a proportional Quantity of mixed Bread, 
of which more than Two Thirds is made of Wheat ; 

Or, a proportional Quantity of Bread made of Wheat 
alone, frem which no more than Five Pounds of Bran 
is excluded. 

If it should be necessary, in order to effect the 
Purpose of this Engagement, .to prohibit the Use of 
Wheaten Flour in Pastry, and to diminish, as much 
as possible, the Use thereof in other Articles than 
Bread. 

By one or more of these Measures, or by any other 
which may be found equally effectual, and more ex- 
pedient and practicable, in the respective Situations of 
Persons subscribing, to ensure to the utmost of their 
Power the Reduction above mentioned. 

This Engagement to continue in Force until Four- 
teen Days after the next Session of Parliament, unless 
the Average Price of Wheat shall, before that Time, be 
reduced to an Amount to be specified. 


APPENDIX to the Third Report from the 
Select Committee appointed to take into Con- 
sideration the present high Price of Corn. 


The Committee beg Leave to lay before the House, 
as an Appendix to thei last Report, an Account of the 
Experiments made by the Victuallipg Office wpon dif- 
ferent Kinds of mixed Bread, under the Directions of 
the Privy Council, and of this Committee. They 
have not thought it necessary to add the Account of 
the Experiments made by the Board of Agriculture, as 
they understand that it is the Intention of that Board to 
communicate that Account to the Public, togetber 
with their Observations thereupon. 

The Committee have proceeded to take into further 
Consideration different Branches of this extensive 
Subject. Being aware, however, that some of them 
contain Matter which ought not to be made the 
Object of Regulation, except upon mature Delibera- 
tion, and a clear Conviction of Necessity, they have 
thought it most consistent with their Duty, to defer 
making any further ‘Report till after the Recess: But 
they beg Leave to add to this Appendix, a few of the 
Papers which have been communicated to them; not 
as intimating any Opinion whatsoever, as to the dif- 
ferent Observations and Suggestions contained in these 
Papers ; but with a view of drawing Attention to the 
principal Points, of which it may be necessary for the 
Committee to resume the Consideration.

to the Chairman of the Committee appointed to 
enquire into the high Price of Corn. 


SIR, 

As many of the Members who have attended the 
Committee appointed to enquire into the high Price 
of Corn, may visit their Constituents during the 
Christmas Recess, I beg Leave to call their Attention 
toa Subject which I conceive does most materially 
affect the Sale of Wheat; and to propose a Remedy 
for some Part of the Grievances which are now com- 
plained of, meaning that our Constituents may be con- 
sulted, during the Adjournment of Parliament, on the 
Practicability of adopting Weight as a Regulator of 
Measure; which appears to me to be the only just 
Criterion of the Quality of Corn. | 

By this, Jobbing would be annihilated, and Cer- 
tainty would be established in the Returns of your 
Markets, and in the Profits of the Miller, Mealman, 
and Baker. At this Instant, notwithstanding the pre- 
vailing Opinion, that the Winchester Bushel is the 
legal Standard, yet there does not exist a certain 
Measure in the Kingdom. The Bushel kept in the 
Exchequer is less than Eight of the Standard Gallons 
there, the Gallon less than Four Standard Quarts, and 
the Quart is more than Two Standard Pints. The 
Bushel of Queen Elizabeth, 1601, contains 2,124 Cubi- 
cal Inches ; the Gallon of the same Date, 271 Cubical 
Inches; and the Pint, dated 1602, 34,8; Cubical Inches. 
Therefore the Inequalities of your regulating Standard 
Measures are as follow :

But this Inequality of your Standard Measures, is 
not the Grievance of which I particularly complain. 
It is, the uncertain Practice of selling Corn in the 
Country Markets by Measures of various Sizes; which 
is an evident Fraud on the Consumers of Bread, and 
an Advantage to.none but the Jobbers in Corn; who, 
from_Practice, are as well acquainted with the Size of 
every Farmer’s Bushel as with his Face. As the Measure 
varies almost every Ten Miles, the Difference is a 
great Encouragement to Corn Dealers ; and the Public 
are deceived by seeing in they Gazette the Account of 
the Prices of Grain in different Counties, which 
cannot be accurately collected, whilst the Measures so 
locally differ. 


In Markets where Certainty of Measures is not 
strictly attended to, all Averages must be false. In 
many, where the Nine Gallon Measure is customary ; 
I have know Measures of Ten Gallons (and, what is 
a shameful Fraud on the Consumer, Gentlemen’s 
Bushels of Ten Gallons and a Half.) The Dealers, 
knowing this, give an advanced Price for the largest 
Measures ; consequently, when the Average of the 
Market is struck, and a Return made by a Reduction 
of the customary Measure of the Market to Win- 
chester Measure, the Price of the Measures of Ten 
Gallons being ranked as Nine Gallons, they raise 
the Price of the Article considerably above the Value 
it sold for. In other Markets, where no Average is 
taken, the Price of Bread is generally fixed from the 
highest Sale of the best Wheat which has been in the 
Market; consequently, the Price of Flour, bearing 
a proportionate Value to the Wheat of which it is 
made, and that being put at an higher Average (owing 


to this false Return) it follows, that Bread is sold at a 
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dearer Rate than it would be if the Sale of Wheat was 
properly regulated. 

It will be said, Why is not the Use ofthe Winchester 
Bushel enforced, as the Law directs? This has been 
attempted during the last Century without Success ; 
it is a very unpopular Proceeding to bring this for- 
ward. .The lower Orders of People detest it, from 
the smallness of its Contents; and the Dealers in 
Provisions instigate them to this, it being their Interest 
to retain every Uncertainty in beg and Measures ; 
and this cannot be enforced but by Informations, which 
do not suit the honest Character of the People of this 
Country; but if it was brought into general Use, 
Certainty (which is one Object of this Letter) could 
not be obtained; for in the Act of measuring, no 
Two Men fill the same Quantity into the same Bushel ; 
and the Manner of striking the Measure is as uncertain 
as that of filling it. Weight, regulated by the Thirty- 
fifth of George the Third, which gives the Magistrates 
a Power of preventing false Weights, would remed 
this, and prove the Difference of the Quality of good 
and bad Wheat, which is supposed to be nearly One 
Third ; this Difference will shew the Fallacy of the 
original Formation of the Bushel, which is to contain 
495,040 Grains of Wheat, “ well dried, and gathered 
“ out of the Middle of the Ear;” notwithstanding 
there is perhaps as much Difference in Ears of Wheat, 
arising from Soil, Climate, and Culture, as there is in 
the uncertain Measures of this Kingdom. The System 
of weighing Corn is practised in many Parts of the 
Country: It is authorized to be done by the 31st’ of 
George the Third, in which Act the respective Weights 
of all Grain taken by the Bushel, and also of the Meal 
of the difterent Grains, is inserted ; and as most Corn 
Dealers buy according to their Judgment of the 
Weight of the Grain, and all Millers weigh their Corn 
on its being delivered at the Mill, the Regulation which 
I propose would not be strange to them, and it will 
place the Shopkeeper, Manufacturer, and Labourer (who 
purchase Wheat for their own use) on a fair Footing 
with Dealers. It will reward the industrious Farmer, 
by giving the highest Price to the best and cleanest Corn, 
while it exposes the idle and slovenly Farmer, b 
reducing his Price to the proportionate Quality of his 
unproductive Grain. ~ 

Salt was originally sold by Measure—it is now sold 
by Weight (56 lb. to the Bushel) the Act which 
regulated this, in one Instant equalized all the Salt 


Measures in the Kingdom; the same Effect would follow) 


a similar Proceeding in the Sale of Corn, by which 
the Assize on Flour might be justly set, and the Rela- 
tion between the Articles of Corn, Flour, and Bread, 
clearly ascertained and fairly regulated; and the 
Magistrates should be empowered to controul the Clerks 
of Markets, Millers, and Bakers, so as to prevent 
Fraud, which is the only Object of any Regulation 
which I wish to propose: But perhaps, if the Quantity 
to be weighed in the Market was declared to be not 
less than a Bushel, this would meet the Ideas of man 
Gentlemen who now complain of the Difficulty of the 
Poor becoming the Purchasers of small Quantities of 
Corn, and are desirous of having that Quantity pitched 
in the Market as a Sample. And also as the Weight 
of the Bushel of different Grain is fixed by the Thirty- 
first of George the Third, C. 30, I shall add that 
Regulation to what I wished to submit to the Con- 
sideration of the Committee. By the Thirty-first 
Geo.

If therefore the Committee are of Opinion that the 
Introduction of the Use of Weight, to regulate and 
ascertain the Measures of Corn, is likely to produce 
Certainty in the Returns from the Markets of Corn in 
this Kingdom, and by a just and clear Statement of the 
Relations between the Prices of Wheat and Flour, to

When I propose these Resolutions to the Committee, 
it is for the Purpose of drawing their Attention to the 
Subject, and to request of them to converse with their 
intelligent Neighbours in the Country, who are either 
Farmers, Flour Dealers, or Bakers. I have received 
several Letters on this Subject, containing Opinions of 
Persons of Experience and Practice. They all agree in 
the Justice of the Plan I propose; some dread the 
Dislike which attends every Thing that is new; but 
almost all allow that the Improvement would be of 
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considerable Benefit to the Coun I am particu- 
larly satisfied by the decided Opinions (in Favour of 
Weight being the Regulator of Measure) of Mr. Strutt 
of. Teri ‘ of Mr. Davies of Longleat, and Mr. Messater 
of Wincanton (in their Letters to Mr. Morton Pitt) 
and of Mr. Billingsley of Ashurst Grove, in Somer sétshire ; 
Gentlemen who are so fit to judge, from their 
Ability, Experience, and J t in these Matters. 
Mr. Billingsley is desirous that the Weight of the Grain 
should be put higher than it is directed by the Thirty- 
first of George the Third. I have subjoined his Letter 
to this, that the Weight he recommends may be con- 
sidered. | 

I have only to add, that should the Committee, on 
their Return to Parliament, approve of the Proposal 
I have now made, and it is thought of too great Im- 
portance to be contained in a Part of the Act for 
regulating the Objects which now engage the Attention 
of the Corn Committee, I will (unless some Gentlemen 
of more Consideration will undertake it) move for 
Leave tu bring in a Bill, for the Purposes stated in this. 
Letter, “ To use Weight as the Regulator of Measure, 
“‘ in buying -and selling of Corn;” not intending to 
carry the Bill through the Houses of Parliament in this 
Session, but that it should be printed and distributed in 
the Country, and brought forward hereafter, if it should 
be generally approved.

P. §.—Since I had the Honour of submitting the 
above Letter to the Committee, I have received several 
Letters from Gentlemen of Experience and Judgment 
in the Country, on the Proposal of substitutin Weight 
as the Regulator of Measure in the Sales of Corn; all 
of whom (except Two very respectable Men) approve 
of the Plan. The Two Gentlemen I allude to, say 
there will be an Alteration without an Improvement; 
their Reasons have however relieved my Doubts, as 
they rest their Opinions on Two Grounds : 

ist. That weighing will occasion Trouble. 

2d. That it is already practised by all skilful 
Purchasers. 

In Answer to the First—When a Load of Wheat is 
delivered, if the Sacks should be suspected to be small, 
they afe sooner weighed than measured; and if the 
Corn is not as Clean as the Sample was, the Weight 
will prove this, which cannot be done by Measure. 

In 
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In loading and eam Ships, after havitig ascer- 
tained the Weight of a Box or Machine to run the 
Wheat into, the Weight of the Grain would be much 
sooner proved, than the Quantity by Measure. 

edly. As to the present Practice of Weight being 
used, I am well acquainted with this Circumstance, 
and it is a very Obvious Reason for endeavouring to 
make the Mode general, as by this public Regulation, 
Fraud would be prevented, and the Labourers or 
Manufacturers purchasing Corn would be put on an 
Equality with the most artful Seller—I have intro- 
duced the pitching of a Bushel in the public Markets, 
to meet the Wishes of many respectable Members of 
the House of Commons, in consequence of Aipplica- 
tions from their Constituents, who have found great 
Difficulty in procuring Wheat to purchase. But as 
pitching a Bushel may be attended with an incon- 
venience to the Farmer, and also raise the Price of that 
small Quantity to the Poor; and as compulsive Regu- 
lations are considered by many as unjust and impolitic, 
in the Sale of an Article the Growth of which is 
optional ; I beg to suggest to the Committee the Pro- 
priety of empowering the Magistrates of Towns, the 
Clerks of the Markets, or the Overseers of the Poor in 
their Parishes, to open or authorize Shops (under the 
Regulation of their Justices of the Peace) to supply 
the Labourers, Matnufacturers, Poor, &c. of their 
Parish, with any Quantity, from One Peck to One 
Quarter of Corn, at the Market Price, with sueh Addi- 
tion as would be necessary to pay the Attendance of a 
Person to retail it: This Increase of Price would be 
very inconsiderable, and would be much less than the 
Value of the Time which would be thrown away by 
the Purchaser waiting in the Market, or his Loss by his 
Ignorance of the Quality of the Commodity. 

What I have said respecting Millers, appears to me 
most necessary to do away the present Opinion, that 
the high Price of Flour is in some Degree owing to the 
Millers or Mealmen : but as a respectable Baronet has 
brought forward a Bill on this Subject, the Resolutions 
contained in my Letter respecting Millers may be ren- 
dered unnecessary, except in drawing the Attention of 
the Country to the Consideration of these Subjects, 
which I hope will be the consequence of the Attention 
which has been paid by the Committee to enquire into 
the Causes of the High Price of Corn. 

A Table, like the following, might regulate the 
Prices of a Market, as far as related to the Quantity 
and Weight:

Thus 1/. 10s. per Load Difference would be made 
in the Price, where 28 /b. per Sack was the Difference 
in Weight, which would be Five Half Hundreds in a 
Load of Wheat, which is the exact Weight of a Sack 
of Flour, and which the best Wheat would produce 
more than the lightest.—I have added this as a Rule 
to settle any Dispute, in case the Wheat delivered 
under a particular Sample should prove lighter than 
the Bushel or Sack registered with the Clerk of the 
Market. 

I will only add, that from every Conversation which 
I have had with Farmers, Mealmen, and Millers, since 
this Subject has been brought forward, I am con- 
vinced that the Use of Weight, as the Regulator of 
Measure, will prevent Fraud in Dealings in Corn, and

Longleat, 224 November 1795. 
Your Question, “ Whether it be possible or proper, 
“ that Farmers who sell their Com by Saniple,

“ Quantity of it, to Market?” involves so many 
Objects of Consideration, that I must beg your Leave, 
not only to give my Opinion, but to state my Reasons’ 
at some Length.—The Subject is a serious One, and 
F trust you will not think me more prolix than it 
requires. 
he Difficulties in reducing this Plan to Practice seen 
to be these, 
1st. The Infrequency of Market Towns in many 
Parts of the Kingdom, and the Distance from those 
‘Towns to the Places where Corn is consumed. 
2d. The increased Expence of carrying Corn to 
Markets, and then, in many Instances, bringing it 
back again, to be consumed: near the Spot where it

3d. The Impolicy (if not Injustice) of restraining, 
by compulsive Means, the Sale of an Article, which, 
however indispensable in itself, has as fair a Claim as 
any other Article of Trade to a free and voluntary Mode 
of Sale; especially an Article of which the Growth is 
optional on the Part of the Seller. 

4th. The absolute Impossibility of securing a constant 
uniform Supply on every Market Day, sufficient for the 
Consumption of the District dependant on that’ Market, 
till the next Market Day. 

The above are my Doubts, as to the Practicability or 
even Possibility of carrying a Plan of this Kind into 
Effect :—My Opinion is, that it can do but little Good, 
and may do @ great deal of Harm; and I take the 
Liberty of supporting that Opinion by the following 

ons: 

The present, and indeed every Scarcity of Corn, 
arises chiefly from a Failure of Crops. 

That Failure must be compensated to the Grower 
(who is obliged to pay the same Rent in all Seasons) 
by an encreased Price.—That Price is always regulated 
by the Demand.—The great Desideratum, is to keep 
the Demand and the Supply as nearly regular as pos- 
sible. The Proposal now made to the Committee has 


that End for its Object: I have, with all Deference, to’ 


prove that it is inadequate. 

I live in a Situation most likely to furnish me with 
the Means of Information ; viz. at the Junction of the 
Country which produces Corn, with the Country which 
consumes it, within Five Miles of the great Corn Market 
of Warminster. 

From Warminster, for near Forty Miles Eastward, 
through Wilts and Hants, is a Country which does not 
consume One Fourth Part of the Corn it grows.—From 
Warminster, for near Forty Miles Westward, through a 
great Part of Somersetshire, and including Bath and 
Bristol, is a Country which does not produce One 
Fourth Part of the Corn it consumes. 

The other Three Fourths of the Corn consumed in’ 
the latter District is brought chiefly from the former 
(for the increased Population of the North has deprived 
Bristol of the Resource it once had down the Severn.) 
Warminster and Devizes are the principal Markets by 
which this Quantity is supplied. From these Towris 
to Bristol and Bridgewater there is not a Market'where 
Corn is exposed for Sale in Bulk. But would it be 
politic to compel the Growers of this One Fourth Part 
of the Consumption of Somersetshire to bring it to War- 
minster or Devizes, ot to Bridgewater dr Bristol, to se: 
it, to be edrried back again to be’ consumed at the 
méaufaeturing Towns of Frome or Shepton Mallett, 
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possibly within a few Miles of the Place of its Growth, 
at an advanced Price; occasioned by this useless 
Carriage *. I may be asked, Why cannot Markets be 
held at these Towns? I answer, the Establishments of 
Markets are not the Work of a Day—and. suppose they 
were established, still that would not encrease the 
Quantity of Corn grown in that Country. The 
Dealers must still go Eastward’ for Three Fourths of 
their Supply, to the Neglect of their own trifling 
Markets, which of course would soon come to nothing 


ain. 

The avowed Object of the Plan before the Com- 
mittee is, doubtless, to defeat a supposed Combination 
between Buyers and Sellers of Corn to keep up its 
Price, and to lay the Markets open to a fair Competi- 
tion ; and a very laudable Object it is. I have already 
stated my Doubts as to the Possibility of carrying this 
Plan into Execution, or indeed any Plan that would 
defeat this Kind of Combination; but I have very 
great Doubts in my own Mind as to the Existence of 
this Combination to the Extent we frequently hear of 
and still greater as to the Magnitude of the Injury sup- 
posed to be done thereby to the Public: I am sensible 
I am taking the unpopular Side of the Argument. |, I 
think you agree with me in some Parts of it at least ; 
and if you do not, I am sure you will not be offended at 
my giving my Opinion. 

That a Combination should exist among Farmers is 
impossible—they are too numerous, and many of them 
too necessitous, ever to act in Concert. 

Rich Farmers may undoubtedly, (and this Year 
they have done it) keep their Wheat from Market. 
In Times of Scarcity, like the last Months of June 
and July, it is well they did; we should otherwise 
have been quite starved in August. The Shortness of 
the Supply then produced a Saving in the Consump- 
tion, and thereby the Stock in Hand lasted out. Sup- 
pose we had had a wet Harvest! In that,Case the new 
Corn could not have been ground. without an Addi- 
tion of old. The rich Farmers who had Wheat left 
would then have been useful Men. The Fact speaks 
for itself. 

As to Jobbers of Corn, these Men may combine 
together ; their Number is but: few, comparatively 
speaking, but how do they combine? Not to raise the 
Price of Corn, but to ' sink it! Warminster Market, 
though a Sack Market, and not a Sample Market, is 
in a great Measure governed by these Men; and were 
it not for them, Bath and Bristol must be fed much 
dearer than they are now. If these Men cannot get 
Corn at one Market they go to another, and if there 
is not enough at Market they go to the Farm Houses. 
But when they get to the Places. of Consumption, 
there the Combination ends, and. Competition begins. 
Less Profit will suffice these Men than the Expence 
that would be incurred by Ten ‘Times the Number. of 
Bakers or Maltsters, coming Twenty or Twenty-five 
Miles to Market. In fact, had it not been for Men 
of this Description, Bristol would have starved. last 
Summer.—There were Instances, more than Once, of 
that City being without a Fortnight’s Supply of Corn. 
These Men knewit, and ransacked the Country for more. 
They did it for their own Sakes, and thereby served the 
Community. 

But even admitting a Combination between Farmers 
and Jobbers ‘to ;exist in any particular Country; . the 
Moment Corn gets above the Price at which it would 
bear the additional, Expence of Carriage Ten Miles 
farther, there is an End of the Combination; and if 
it was possible the whole Kingdom could combine, an 
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Importation from any Country where it could be got 
cheaper would iastantly knock it up. In fact, these: 
very Men, though dealing at all Times under Suspi- 
cions, and this Year frequently in Danger of their Lives, 
are the very Hands that) transfer the Plenty of one 
Country to, relieve the Distresses of another; and 
though in all former Periods, as well as now,’ they 
have in Times of Dearth been pointed at as the Cause 
of it, they have to my Knowledge this Year more’ than 
Once saved whole Towns from Famine. In fact, Times 
of Scarcity are favourable to this Set of Men. They 
are then (against their Will, I allow) particularly useful 
to all Countries who do not grow Corn enough for their 
Consumption. In Times, of Plenty, they cannot exist 
to answer their own Purpose. In those ‘limes they are 
not wanted. | 

But the great Evil which we in this Country feel, and: 
which our great Corn Markets rather encourage than 
prevent, is the Inequality of Measures by which Corn, 
and particularly Wheat, is sold; I do not speak of the 
various Provincial. Measures. It is immaterial to a 
Country whether Eight, Nine, or Twelve Gallons are 
sold for a Bushel, provided all Parties understand what 
the Measure is. ! 

But in this Country, in ali Villages and small 
Towns where there is no Assize of Bread, the Baker 
sells his Bread and his Flour at his own Price, for 
which he always quotes the highest Market Price of 
Wheat ; a few Farmers, who happen to have extraor- 
dinary good Wheat, make a Point of adding Two or 
Three Quarts to the Measure. This Sack of Corn, so 
much better and bigger than the Average of: the 
Market, will frequently sell for One Fifth more than 
inferior Samples of fair Measure in the same Market. 
This high Price, and which it is the Interest of the 
Buyer to give, forms a Standard of Price of Bread 
aud Flour for the ensuing Week. No existing Laws 
are adequate to the Remedy of this Evil, for as neither 
Buyer nor Seller complain, who is to re-measure this 
Corn, though sold in a public Market? Besides, there 
is so much Art in measuring Corn, that Two People 
may make several Quarts Difference in a Sack, and yet 
both appear to measure fair. If any Remedy can be 
applied to this Evil, it must be by a Compulsion to sell 
Corn by Weight.—Thisis done by Choice at Manchester 
and Liverpool, and in 'this* Country the Buyer always 
asks the Weight, though he does not buy by it. In fact, 
Weight determines the Quality as well as'the Quantity. 
If Weight was adopted, the Price would be néarly 
equal, and it would then be possible to frame a. fair 
Assize Table, which in my Opinion is impossible to- 
do from Measure, especially in such a Year as this, 
when the Difference in the Price of good and bad Wheat 
is full One Third. 

I cannot help thinking, that if this Measure was tried 
a Year, it would be found efficacious. It would do one 
Thing in an Instant which the Legislature has not been 
able to do in a Centary—*‘ equalize all the various 
“ Measures of the Kingdom.”

COPY of a Letter from Sir Francis Basset, 
Baronet, to the Chairman of the Corn Com- 
mittee. 


Upper Grosvenor Street, Dec. 22d, 1795: 

Sir, 
Many Complaints having been made in different 
Parts of England, of the Hardships suffered by the 
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Poor from the present Mode of Payment for grinding 
Corn, and also of the Difficulty of obtaining Redress 
whenever there. is a Suspicion that Frauds are practised 
by the Millers ; I beg Leave, through you, to, submit 
to the Corn Committee a Plan for remedying these 
supposed Grievances. 

I would propose, in the first Place, to alter the pre- 
sent Custom of taking Toll, into a uniform Payment 
in Money, to be settled by the Justices, with respect 
to all Mills where such Alteration would not interfere 
with peculiar Rights established by the Courts of Law. 
I further. propose to enable those Persons who may 
in future think themselves aggrieved by Millers, to 
obtain Redress by a summary Proceeding before ‘Two 
Justices of the Peace, instead of being obliged to have 
Recourse to so expensive and so tedious a Process as 
an Indictment. As the Law stands at present, the Pro- 
prietor of an old Mill may take his accustomed Toll ; 
but as that Toll is known only to himself (for it is 
rarely avowed to his Customer) this gives him a consi- 
derable Latitude, and is a constant and never-failing 
Source of Jealousy to those who employ him. I have 
just said that the Customer seldom knows what he 
pays; but in the few cases which have come to my 
Knowledge, where the Miller professes to take a fixed 
Toll, it varies from Three to Six Pounds per Winchester 
Bushel, besides the Allowance of from a Pound to a 
Pound anda Half for Wastage. In taking Toll, the 
Miller, by uniform Custom, helps himself from the 
Top, which consists of the best and finest Flour. It 
appears then, that the Proprietor of an old Mill may 
take such Toll as is justified by Custom; but the Owner 
of a new Mill may take what Toll he chuses, according 
to the Opinion of Lord Holt, in the Case of The King 
and Burdett; this, probably, is the only existing Case 
in which a Tradesman arbitrarily fixes. the Price of his 
own Labour, without acquainting his Employer what 
his Terms are. 

The Millers of course profess to take a fair Price 
for their Labour, and could not therefore, I presume, 
reasonably object. to a Regulation obliging them to 
receive a fixed Payment in Money, instead of an arbi- 
trary and uncertain Toll in Grain; indeed, if they are 
convinced that the Complaints alleged against them 
are unfounded (as in many Cases they probably are) 
they would rather rejoice to see a Mode of Payment 
adopted, by which all Jealousies will be avoided in 
future, and by which they would receive an adequate 
Compensation for the Labour performed, and the Ca- 
pital employed. The Toll, as now taken, is certainly 
extremely oppressive to the Poor, who pay the most 
when they can the least afford it; and if Frauds are 
ever practised by Millers they are most likely to take 
place when there is the greatest Temptation, that is, 
when Corn bears a high Price. 

It will not be necessary to say much respecting the 
Preference which a summary Proceeding must have 
over an Indictment. An Indictment is attended with 
a great certain Expence, with considerable Delay, is 
liable to much Evasion and Uncertainty as to the 
Issue; the Expence of an Indictment, if traversed, 
amounts to at least Seven Pounds: This Circumstance 
alone, would make it impossible for a poor Man to 
have Recourse to it; and, indeed, would render it 
imprudent even for a wealthy Person, as in most 
Cases he would find the Remedy worse: than the 
Disease. But the Delay is another main Objection to 
proceeding by Indictment, for, if traversed, it cannot 
be tried till the Sessions after it is laid; but, after 
all, if neither Expence nor Delay are considered as 
sufficient Objections, it must be observed, tkat when 
the Cause is brought to Issue, though the Complainant 
may prove that the Miller has taken exorbitant Toll, 
the Indictment must fall to the Ground, provided it 


appears either that the Predecessors of the Miller have

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taken the same Toll, or that he is the Proprietor of a 
new Mill. 

The Measure I have in View, contains some other 
Regulations, but they are chiefly subordinate, and con- 
nected with the Two Objects which I have stated. 
If the Plan I propose should be adopted, I think few 
Disputes could. hereafter arise between Millers and 
those who employ them, as the chief Subjects of their 
usual Differences, namely, the Exorbitancy and Uncer- 
tainty of the Toll, would no longer remain. But if, 
contrary to my Expectation, there should be any Com- 
plaints in future, they would be settled at a small 
Expence, and without any Delay, before Two Justices 
of the Peace, probably well known to both the con- 
tending Parties. I propose that the Decision of the 
Justices should be final, for the Purpose of avoiding 
Expence and Delay ; but if this Power is thought too 
great to be lodged in the Hands of these Magistrates, 
an Appeal may be allowed to the Quarter Sessions. 

I beg Pardon for taking up so much of your Time 
on this Subject, which really appears to me important, 
and therefore to deserve the serious Consideration of 
the Corn Committee.

‘* Jating to the Settlement, Employment, and Relief 
“ of the Poor,” as prevents the distributing occasional 
Relief to poor Persons in their own Houses, under 
certain Circumstances and in certain Cases, be now 
read.

Country is engaged, and the Situation of Affairs, may 
entitle His Majesty to expect. 

And an Amendment being proposed to be made to 
the Question, by adding, at the End thereof, these 
Words, “ Your Majesty’s faithful Commons having 
“ thus manifested their Determination to give Your 
“* ‘Majesty the most vigorous Support in the further 
Prosecution of the War, in case just and reasonable 
* Terms of Peace should be refused on the Part of the 
Enemy, and having declared the cordial Satisfaction 
they feel at Your Majesty’s Gracious Intention to 
meet any Disposition to Negotiation on the Part of 
the Enemy, with an earnest Desire to give it the 
fullest and speediest Effect, cannot at the same Time

“the Enemy, Your faithful Commons now humbly 
“f beseech Your Majesty, to give Your distinct Direc- 
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* tions, that an immediate Negotiation may be entered 
“ on for the above salutary Object.” 


The House was moved, That the Resolution of 


the House of the 26th Day of January, in the last 
Session of Parliament, “ That, under the present Cir- 
** cumstances, this House feels itself called upon to 
declare its Determination firmly and steadily to 
support His Majesty in the vigorous Prosecution of 
the present just and necessary War, as affording, at

Country is engaged, and the Situation of Affairs, may 
entitle His Majesty to expect.

Bill has been brought into the House, intituled, An 
Act for the more effectually preventing Seditious Meet- 
ings and Assemblies, the Effect of which Bill will, in 
the Judgment of the Petitioners, be the Destruction of 
those Liberties which, at the Afra of the Revolution, 
the People of this Country did claim, demand, and 
insist upon, as their true, ancient, and indubitable 
Rights: That. the most important and valuable of 
those Rights are the Freedom of Public Discussion, 
and open, frequent, and unrestrained Communication 
between the different Branches of the Legislature and 
the People of these Kingdoms, and that without such 
free and open Communication the Grievances of the 
People cannot be made known to those in whom the 
Constitution has lodged the Power of redressing them: 
That the Exercise of those Rights, hitherto unfettered 
and deemed inalienable, will, by the Provisions of the 
said Bill, be placed under the Controul of Magistrates, 
who are constituted sole Judges of the Sentiments that 
may be uttered, of the Manner in which a Grievance 
may be stated, or a Privilege asserted; and to differ 
with them in Political Opinion subjects the Person so 
differing to Arrest, in Violation of the Fifth Clause of 
the Bill of Rights, which declares, “ That it is the 
“* Right of the Subjects to petition the King, and all 
‘“* Commitments and Prosecutions for such petitioning 
“ are illegal:” The Petitioners therefore humbly pray 
the House, That the afore-mentioned Bill may not puss 
into a Law: The Petitioners further beg Leave to 
express their Sentiments upon another Bill, now de- 
pending in the House, intituled, An Act for the Safety 
and Preservation of His Majesty’s Person and Govern- 
ment against treasonable and seditious Practices and 
Attempts; and the Petitioners conceive that the Expe- 
rience of upwards of Four-hundred Years has proved, 
that the clear and comprehensive Provisions of the 
Statute of the 25th of Edward the Third have afforded 
as effectual a Security as Laws can provide for the Pre- 
servation of the Lives of our Sovereigns, even in Times 
the most turbulent—That the Creation of new Treasons 
have been found to endanger and not ensure their per-

Realms: The Petitioners therefore further pray, That 
the last-mentioned Bill may not pass into a Law.

vents free Discussion and Enquiry : That we have been 
called a free and happy People, but, after the said Bill 
shall have been made Part of the Law of the Land, 
we will no longer have Reason to exult in either our 
Wreedom or Happiness, and yet, should any one have 
the Temerity to call the Existence of these Blessings in 
Question, the unfortunate Enquirer will be subjected 
to the severest Penalties: That the Petitioners would 
humbly represent to the House, that, in their Opinion, 
coercive Measures ought not to be resorted to but in 
Cases of the greatest Emergency (and certainly no such 
Case exists at present) as they are inimical to the Prin- 
ciples of our Constitution, and instead of being pro- 
ductive of Good, will, the Petitioners are afraid, be 
attended with the most fatal Consequences : They there- 
fore, looking upon the House as the proper Guardians 
of the People’s Rights and Privileges, earnestly entreat 
the House will not suffer the said Bill, so tyrannical in 
its Principle and Operation, to pass into a Law under 
any Modifications; and the Petitioners also petition 
the House to take such Measures as, in their Wisdom, 
they may see proper, for putting a speedy ‘Termination 
to the present destructive and ruinous War, which the 
Petitioners look upon as the Source of the many Hard- 
ships under which the Country groans. 

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Burgesses, Free- 
men, and Inhabitants, of the Borough of Wigtown, 
was also presented to the House, and read; Setting 
forth, That the Petitioners, viewing, with extreme 
Surprize, and with great Alarm, the Introduction of 
Two Bills into Parliament, the one intituled, An Act 
for the Safety and Preservation of His Majesty’s Per- 
son and Government against treasonable and seditious 
Practices and Attempts; and the other, An Act to 
prevent seditious Assemblies; which they conceive to 
be Infringements upon the Constitution, and Viola- 
tions of their best Rights and Liberties, have met in 
the Coffee Room of the said Borough, to beg of the 
House, that they will, at this awful Crisis, act as be- 
hoves the Representatives of a People firmly attached 
to the Constitutional Liberties of their Country, and 
oppose their Authority to this Innovation, unprece- 
dented since the Revolution of 1688: That, whilst the 
Petitioners lament the late Insult offered to the Person 
of the King, they conceive that the existing Laws are 
adequate to the Punishment of the Offenders, and, if 
properly enforced, sufficient to prevent a Repetition 
of such Outrages: That the Petitioners, knowing the 
distressed Situation of the great Majority of the People, 
are decidedly of Opinion, that, to deprive them of the 
Means of complaining will, in the Issue, drive them 
to Measures which may be fatal to the Safety and Pros- 
perity of their Country: The Petitioners therefore 
earnestly pray, That the House will put their decisive 
Negative upon those Bills, which, if they pass into Laws, 
will render nugatory the Bill of Rights, and overthrow 
the most valuable Privileges of Britons. 
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A Petition of the Persons thereto Subscribers, In- 
habitants of the City of Edinburgh, and of the Neigh- 
bourhood, was also presented to the House, and read ; 
Setting forth, That the Petitioners participate with 
the House, and the whole Nation, in the universal Sen- 
timent of Abhorrence to the late Outrage offered to 
His Majesty’s Royal Person, while in the Exercise of 
His Duty as supreme Magistrate, and as they cannot 
doubt, that the utmost Zeal and Activity of the Offi- 
cers of Government will be exerted to discover, so the 
Petitioners derive the highest Satisfaction from the 
Reflection, that the existing Laws are sufficient to reach 
and to punish such atrocious Offenders: That the Pe- 
titioners entertain a sincere Attachment to the British 
Constitution as established at the Revolution, which, 
while it laid the Foundation of His Majesty’s Title to 
the Throne of these Kingdoms, secured to the People 
their indisputable Right of free and public Discussion, 
the Claim of Rights having expressly declared, “ that 
“ itis the Right of the Subject to petition the King,” 
a Right, involving in its very Nature the Power of as- 
sembling, and of free and public Discussion and De- 
liberation on the Subject of such Petitions: That the 
Petitioners now however behold, with Astonishment 
and the deepest Regret, Measures utterly inconsistent 
with those invaluable Rights, adopted by His Majesty’s 
Ministers, and introduced by them into Parliament in 
the Form of Two Bills, the one purporting to be a 
Bill to secure His Majesty’s Person and Government, 
and the other purporting to be a Bill to prevent sedi- 
tious Meetings and Assemblies; for, although the 
Titles of both Bills carry a fair and imposing Aspect, 
yet the Petitioners cannot help considering them, in 
their Enactments and Effects,. as Two Parts of one 
System, having a necessary Tendency to undermine and 
subvert the free Constitution of Great Britain, in the 
Preservation of which, as established at the Revolution, 
we possess the deepest and most important Interest 
that can belong to Men in a State of Society: That, 
in this View, those Two Bills appear to the Petitioners 
to be in the highest Degree alarming and dangerous, 
because they invade the fundamental Principles of 
Freedom, which the Revolution had recognized, and 
which the Claim of Rights had expressly protected ; 
because they impose unexampled Restraints on the 
free Exercise of Rights, avowed by the Constitution 
itself, striking equally against the Liberty of the 
Press and the Freedom of Public Discussion ; because 
they villify and degrade the Name and Office of Ma- 
gistracy, by converting Magistrates into State Spies, 
to whose arbitrary Will and Discretion the Personal 
Liberty, and even the Life, of every Man, in every 
Public Meeting for the Consideration of Public Griev- 
ances, are universally subjected ; because they are thus 
adapted, by preventing a free Communication and 
Union of Sentiment among the People, to impose 
Silence under the most galling Oppression, to subdue, 
and, by Degrees, to extinguish the free-born Spirit of 
the Nation, and to implant throughout, in reference 
to Political Rights and Duties, the Seeds of profound 
Ignorance and abject Servility; and, because they are 
in this Manner calculated, in their Nature and ultimate 
Consequences, to produce a Tyranny more humiliating 
and severe than that from which the British Nation 
fondly flattered itself it had been for ever redeemed by 
the memorable Revolution: The Petitioners therefore 
most earnestly pray the House not to pass those Bills 
into Laws. 

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Inhabitants of 
Dundee, was also presented to the House, and read ; 
Setting forth, That the Petitioners have heard, with 
the deepest Regret, of a most darmg Attack upon the 
Person of His Majesty on the First Day of the present 
Session of Parliament; but, while in common with all 
good Subjects, they deplore this unfortunate — 
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they have seen it with heart-felt Sorrow made the Pre- 
text for introducing into Parliament Two Bills, inti- 
tuled, An Act for the more effectually preventing se- 
ditious Meetings and Assemblies; and, An Act for the 
Safety and Preservation of His Majesty’s Person and 
Government against treasonable and seditious Practices 
and Attempts; which they cannot but consider as, in 
the highest Degree, hostile to some of the best Rights 
and dearest Privileges of Britons: That the Petitioners 
conceive the Right of Public Meeting and Discus- 
sion, with a free and unrestrained Use of the Press, to 
be essential Parts of the British Constitution, secured 
to the Subjects by the Bill of Rights, and other Pub- 
lic Acts, and of which they cannot be deprived without

R. Holden Strutt reported from the Committees 

to whom the Petition of the several Persons, 
whose Names are thereunto subscribed, Inhabitants of 
the Town of Folkestone, in the County of Kent, and 
its Environs, was referred; That the Committee had 
examined, and found that the Standing Orders of the 
House, relative to Paving Bills, had not been com- 
plied with; but that it appeared to them, that the 
Petitioners had not determined to apply to Parliament 
until the Month of November last; and that, owin 
to the very bad State of the Pavement of the said 
Town, very great Inconveniencies would arise if 
Power were not given, in the present Session, to carry 
the Intentions of the Petitioners into Execution; and 
that the Committee had examined the Matter of the 
said Petition, and had directed him to report the same, 
as it appeared to them, to the House; and he read the 
Report in bis Place; and afterwards delivered it in at 
the Clerk’s Table: Where the same was read; and is 
as followeth ; viz. 

To prove the Allegations of the said Petition, Mr. 
William Reynolds being examined, said, That the 
Town of Folkestone is a large and populous Sea Port, 
and has of late much increased in its Buildings 
—That the Streets and other public Passages and 
Places within the said Town, are very badly paved 
and cleansed, and are subject to various Encroach- 
ments, Nuisances, and Annoyances, and are in some 
Parts narrow, incommodious, and dangerous ; and the 
Witness added, that if the said Streets and other public 
Passages and Places were properly widened, paved 
and cleansed, and the Encroachments, Nuisances, and 
Annoyances therein removed, and prevented in future 
the same would tend to the great Convenience and 
Benefit, not only of the Inhabitants of the said Town 
but also of all Persons resorting thereto, and passing 
through the same.

to the next. Harvest, and may secure, as far as possible, 
the necessary Subsistence of the People of this King- 
dom, until it shall please Divine Providence to restore 
the Blessing of general Plenty, do hereby, jointly and 
severally, pledge ourselves, in the most solemn Manner, 
to execute and maintain, to the utmost of our Power, 
the following Resolutions ; and also most earnestly to 
recommend the same to be adopted in our respective 
Neighbourhoods : 

We will reduce the Consumption of Wheat in our 
Families, by at least One-third of the usual Quantity 
consumed in ordinary Times.

than Two-thirds shall be made of Wheat, or we will 
cousume only a proportional Quantity of mixed Bread, 
of which more than Two-thirds is made of Wheat; or 
a proportional Quantity of Bread made of Wheat alone, 
from which no more than Five Pounds Weight of Bran 
per Bushel is excluded: And we will also (if it shall. be 
necessary for the Purpose of this Engagement) prohibit 
in our Families the Use of Wheaten Flour in Pastry; 
and diminish, as much as possible, the Use thereof in 
other Articles than Bread. 

By some one or more of these Measures, or by any 
other which may be found equally effectual, and more 
expedient and practicable, in our respective Situations, 
we will, to the utmost of our Power, ensure the Re- 
duction above-mentioned, of at least One-third of the 
Quantity of Wheat usually consumed in our Families 
in ordinary Times. 

This Engagement shall remain in Force until Four- 
teen Days after the Commencement of the next Session 
of Parliament, unless the Average Price of Wheat in 
the whole Kingdom shall be reduced, before that Time, 
to Eight Shillings per Winchester Bushel: And we do 
earnestly recommend to our Fellow Subjects to adopt 
and strictly to adhere to the same.

I wrote some Time ago to Mr. Long upon the Subject ; 
but having had no Answer, I must beg the Favour of you 
to take what Steps you think necessary about it.

A Petition of the Bath and West of England Society 
for the Encouragement of Agriculture, Arts, Manu- 
facutures, and Commerce, met in their General An- 
niversary at Bath the 8th Day of December 1795, was 
presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, ‘That 
the Petitioners, ardently solicitous for the Posperity, 
Tranquillity, and Happiness of this Kingdom, as in- 
separably connected with Provisions adequate to the 
Wants of the People, and the Benefits to be derived 
from a wise and spirited Improvement of Agriculture 
throughout the Realm, presume to lay before the 
House their deep Concern on this important Subject : 
The Petitioners are constrained to think that, under 
the Providence of the Almighty, the natural Source 
of internal Strength and Happiness is to be derived 
from such a Plan of cultivating the Soil of this Coun- 
try as may most fully and effectually employ, in its 
fruitful Fields, the laborious Industry of an active and 
persevering People: With this firm Persuasion the 
Petitioners, in common with the great Body of Britons, 
most warmly attached to the grand Interests of the 
Kingdom, have long, with the deepest Regret, con- 
sidered that while a Scarcity of Supply in the essential 
Articles of Subsistence has been often apprehended, 
and is at present severely felt, a large Proportion of 
the Lands of the Kingdom, capable of being rendered 
abundantly productive, are suffered to lie almost useless 
for Want of the necessary Provisions for bringing them 
into Cultivation! The Evidence of this Truth, too

collusive Manner in which Wheat is now sold, and the 
general Disuse of the ancient Practice of producing 
the whole Quantity of Grain intended for Sale in an 
Open and Public Market—To this Practice has un- 
happily succeeded the Sale by Sample, which, as it is 
generally conducted, enables the Seller either wholly 
to conceal his Samples, or to withhold the best of 
them, till the Market is nearly closed, for the Pur- 
pose of extorting an exorbitant Price—Thus the Buyer, 
being ignorant of the Quantity ‘and Quality of Grain 
to be disposed of, is compelled (especially if he has 
a large Contract to fulfil within a limited Time) to 
purchase the worst, or very inferior Corn, for a Sum 
greater, or as great as could be fairly demanded for 
the best—It is obvious that to the same Cause must 
be ascribed another pernicious Effect, viz. The ex- 
treme Difficulty, not to say the Impossibility, of 
discovering Collusions and Combinations between the 
Buyer and the Seller of Wheat, by which the Regulations 
of Law are rendered nugatory, and those appointed to 
enforce them exposed to Derision and Contempt— 
Hence the Object of the Act of Parliament, which 
empowers the Magistrate to fix the Assize of Bread 
with due Reference to the equitable Price of the 
Materials employed in making it, is in a great Measure 
defeated, since it too frequently happens that the Price 
cannot be ascertained—lIn several Places, indeed, the 
Evils above-mentioned have been partially remedied 
by the Appointment of Inspectors empowered to 
enquire into the Price of Grain sold by Sample or other- 
wise, and to make distinct Returns of the same; but 
this Expedient affords a very inadequate Substitute for 
the Production of Corn in Gross, and the Remedy- 
such as it is, does not extend to Dover or any neigh- 
bouring Town, and, indeed, to Three Towns only in 
the whole County of Kent—The Sale by Sample is 
therefore carried on without any Inspection or Re- 
straint, and its Consequences are severely felt: The 
Petitioners, with all due Humility, submit to the 
House, that, so far as they have observed, or are in- 
formed, the Price of Flour is not sufficiently regulated 
by that of Wheat, nor do they know of any Reason 
urged against the enacting of a Law requiring it to be 
so regulated, which would not equally operate against 
all legal Controul over the Baker—The Principle, on 
which the Legislature has forborne to impose any un- 
necessary Restrictions on Agriculture, would not, the 
Petitioners apprehend, be violated in the one Instance 
more than in the other, since not Bread alone, but 
the Flour of which it is made, and the Wheat which. 
yields that Flour, are equally necessary for the Support 
of Life—The Petitioners presume further to remark, 
that the Miller is at present beyond the Reach of 
a Law most wisely enacted to punish the Crimes of 
Bakers, Brewers, Victuallers, and almost every other 
Person concerned in vending such Commodities as 
are requisite for the daily Subsistence of Man—More- 
over, that the Power entrusted to the Magistrate, of 
causing strict Search to be made in the Premisses of 
the Baker, and discovering any Breach of the Law 
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arising from the fraudulent Exercise of his Trade, is 
in some Points defective, neither hath it been so ex- 
tended as to prevent similar Frauds on the Part of the 
Miller, whom, though it may be most necessary to 
punish, it is most difficult to detect ; for, the Petitioners 
are advised, that no Search can be made into the Pre- 
misses of the Miller, Mealman, or Baker, for the 
Purpose of examining the Grain, Meal, or Flour, 
previously to its being made into Bread, unless an 
Information on Oath be first laid before a Magistrate, 
yet, to obtain this is usually difficult, and often impracti- 
cable, and thus Statutes, framed for the best and most 
necessary Purposes, become impotent and forgotten— 
Actuated therefore by such Feelings as become Men 
zealous for the Prosperity of their Country, and 
proportionably anxious for the Maintenance of Sub- 
ordination and Tranquillity, which are ever best secured 
by promoting the Happiness of the indigent and 
industrious Part of the Community, looking up at 
the same Time to the Wisdom of the Legislature 
for the Removal of that Distress which various 
Circumstances have conspired to produce, the Peti- 
tioners do, with the utmost Deference and Submission, 


suggest the following as some of those Measures 


which the Exigence of the Case may be found to 
require: First, that the Sale of Wheat by Sample be 
speedily prohibited, and the ancient Practice above 
described restored in every Market except that holden 
in Mark Lane, in London: Secondly, that, if this 
cannot be granted to the Petitioners most humble and 
enarnest Entreaty, an Inspector or Sworn Clerk be 
appointed in every Town in Great Britain in which 
Corn has been accustomed to be sold, and that he be 
invested with Authority as nearly resembling that of 
the Inspector at Mark Lane as may be compatible 
with the Situation and Circumstances of each respective 
Market: Thirdly, That the Price of Flour be duly 
regulated by that of Wheat: Fourthly, that the Pre- 
misses of the Miller, Mealman, and Baker, be subjected 
to a strict Search, in order to discover every Substance 
and Contrivance employed in the Adulteration of the 
Commodities in which they deal, and that the 
Magistrate be authorized to issue his Warrant for that 
Purpose, although no Information shall have been laid 
before him: And, lastly, the Petitioners are firmly con- 
vinced that nothing less than the Interference of the 
Legislature in this, or some better Method, dictated by 
superior Talents, acting on more extensive Information, 
can be expected to accomplish the End desired ; that 
no Agreements formed by Individuals, however nume- 
rous and enlightened, will be sufficient fully to remedy 
the Evils they have presumed to enumerate; and 
that the Design of such Associations is usually frus- 
trated by the Fickleness of some, the Negligence or 
Timidity of others, but, above all, by the Subterfuges 
and Combination of Offenders insensible to Shame, 
and at present far removed from just and necessary 
Punishment. 

Ordered, That the said Petition be referred to the 
Consideration of the Select Committee, who are ap- 
pointed to take into Consideration the present high 
Price of Corn.

The Select Committee, appointed to take into 
Consideration the Means of promoting the 
Cultivation and Improvement of the Waste, Un- 
inclosed, and unproductive Lands of the King- 
dom; and to report the same from Time to 
Time, as it should appear to them, together 
with their Opinion thereupon, to the House ; 

Having proceeded to that important Enquiry, had, 
in the first Place, laid before them a Copy of the 
Resolutions of the Board of Agriculture on the Subject 
of cultivating the Waste Lands and Commons of 
the Kingdom (see Appendix A.) together with various 
other Communications from that Board; in particular 
an Address from its President, on which the Reso- 
lutions above-mentioned were founded (Appendix B.); 
and also Extracts from the Printed Reports of the 
different Surveyors employed by the Board, in fur- 
nishing Accounts of the present Agricultural State 
of the various Counties in these Kingdoms, and the 
Means of their Improvement, (Appendix C.) From 
the Consideration of which, your Committee are 
deeply impressed with an Opinion, that a general 
System of facilitating the Division of Waste Lands 
and Commons, is an Object not only anxiously to 
be wished for, as the Means of removing a Material 
Obstacle to Improvement, and of promoting the 
Prosperity and general Interests of the Kingdom, but 
more particularly as being one of the most effectual 
Measures that can possibly be suggested, for preventing 
any Risk of suffering under the Pressure of Scarcity in 
future. 

Your Committee would, however, have deferred 
making any Report on this Subject, till they had 
endeavoured, in so far as their means of Information 
permitted, to ascertain the extent of those Waste 
Lands, and the probable Advantages to be derived by 
the Public from their Improvement; and to investi- 
gate the many important Particulars connected with 
the Consideration of any general Plan to be adopted 
for that Purpose ;—but as there is reason to believe, 
that by taking early Measures for promoting. such 
Improvements, those Lands might not only be speedily 
brought into a State of Cultivation, but might be im- 
proved in such a Manner, as to yield a considerable 
Addition to the Stock of Provisions for the Sustenance 
of the People, in the Course both of the next and of 
the succeeding Year, and more particularly to furnish 
a very large additional Supply of Potatoes, when 
such Aid is peculiarly desirable, namely, before the 


Produce of the ensuing Harvest can be ready for 
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Consumption—your Committee thought it necessary, 
to lose no Time, in submitting to the Consideration 
of the House the general Information to which they 
have already referred, together with the Opinion they 
have been led to form thereupon. 

In considering the important Subject before them, 
it occurred to your Committee, that it was material 
for the House to determine as early as_ possible, 
whether it would be expedient or not, in a’ Period of 
Scarcity like the present, to grant any extraordinary 
Encouragement to the Culture of Potatoes, more 
especially if raised in the Waste Lands of the King- 
dom, whether such Waste Land be already divided 
and allotted, or not. It appears from a Paper laid 
before your Committee, (Appendix D.) that such 
Lands are peculiarly calculated for the Production of 
that Article; and it is evident that such Encourage- 
ment does not interfere with the usual Cultivation and 
Produce of the Kingdom. If the House thought it 
advisable to come early to a Determination in favour 
of that Proposition, the previous Arrangements, for 
purchasing proper Sets or Plants, and for procuring 
Information respecting the best Mode of Culture, 
might be taken by those, who were inclined to engage 
in that Branch of Husbandry. Premiums, amounting 
to a Sum not exceeding 60,000/., might be amply 
sufficient for that Purpose ; and by the proper Dis- 
tribution of which, Two Objects might be obtained at 
the same Time; namely, that of securing a great 
additional Stock of Subsistence at an early Period of 
the Season, and also that of promoting the Improve- 
ment of extensive Wastes, now unproductive. Urged 
by so great an Encouragement (which your Commit- 
tee have been led to recommend from the present 
Scarcity of Provisions, and the extraordinary Expence 
to which Persons who undertake to cultivate Wastes 
next Year will be liable, in Consequence of the Short- 
ness of the Notice to prepare for the same) there is 
every Reason to hope, that such Exertions will be 
made by the Proprietors and Farmers in cultivating 
considerable Tracts, and by the smaller Commoners, 
in improving that Portion of the Waste which may 
be allotted to them, that any Distress we may now ex- 
perience, will soon give way to future Seasons of 
Abundance. 

Any Encouragement, however, to promote the Cul- 
tivation of Wastes still remaining in Common, will be 
of little Avail, unless some Means are taken to fa- 
cilitate their Division ; and as a general System cannot 
well be formed, without previously examining a large 
Proportion of the numerous Private Acts which have 
already passed (for which Purpose some Steps have 
been already taken by Your Committee; for, in their 
Opinion, from the various Regulations therein con- 
tained, a general Plan can best be drawn up) ; and as 
a Measure of such Extent and Importance must de- 
mand their minutest and most careful Enquiry: your 
Committee are inclined to think, that it would require 
a considerable Space of ‘Time, before a Bill on this 
important and extensive Subject could be prepared, 
and put in such a Shape, as might be likely to receive 
the Approbation of the House. But, your Committee 
conceive, that in the mean Time a Bill for facilitating 
Divisions of Commons, by Agreement among the 
Parties interested, and for removing legal Disabilities 
for that Purpose, would be attended with much Public 
Benefit, and in its Principle could not be well objected 
to. It certainly would not require the same Length of 
Time for receiving the necessary Consideration of Par- 
liament, as a Plan of a more extensive Nature, which 
they propose afterwards to bring forward, 

Your Committee have therefore come to the following 
Resolutions ; 

Resolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Cultivation and Improvement of the Waste 
Lands and Commons of the Kingdom, is one of the 

most 
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onthe most: important Objects to which the Attention of 


of Parliament 


can possibly be directed. 

That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the prenting of a Bounty to encourage the Cul- 
tivation of Potatoes, in Lands at present lying waste, 
uncultivated, or unproductive, would ‘not only be the 
Means of augmenting, in a considerable Degree, that 
valuable Article of Food, but might also be the Means 
of promoting the Improvement of extensive Tracts of 
Land, at present of little Value. 

Resolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Chairman do move the House for Leave to 
bring in a Bill for facilitating the Division and In- 
closure of Waste Lands and Commons, by Agreement 
among the Parties interested therein, or a certain 
Proportion thereof, and for removing certain legal 
Disabilities that might otherwise stand in the Way of 
such Agreement.

Appendix (A.) 


RESOLUTIONS of the Board of Agriculture on 
the Subject of the Waste Lands and Commons 
of Great Britain; November 20th, 1795. 


Resolved, 1. That it appears to this Board, from the 
Returns made of the State of Agriculture in the dif- 
ferent Counties, that a very considerable Proportion of 
the Territory of the United Kingdom still remains 
Waste and Unproductive, though capable of great 
Improvement; and it is the Opinion of the Board, 
that the present Scarcity and high Price of Provisions, 
call most forcibly for every possible Encouragement 
that can be the + Raa of bringing such extensive Tracts 
of valuable Land into a State of Cultivation. 

2. That the Improvement of these Lands would be 
greatly facilitated, by a general Law, to render the 

ivision and Drainage thereof less troublesome and 
expensive ; the necessity of applying for private Acts 
being the chief Obstacle, and amounting, in many In- 
stances, to a Prohibition of so essential an Improvement. 

3. That it is expedient, that Application be made 
to Parliament, to take under its Consideration the best 
Mode of encouraging the Improvement of such Lands, 
as one of the most effectual means of providing for 
an increased Population, giving Employment to the 
industrious and labouring Poor, and preventing future 


Scarcity. 

4. That it is the Opinion of this Board, such an 
Application has become peculiarly necessary at this 
Time, as the Lands now in Cultivation have been 
found, on the Average of several Years past, inadequate 
to the Consumption of the Kingdom ; and that such an 
Encouragement of ages as is here recommended 
might not only be the Means of raising a sufficient 
Quantity of Bread Corn for the Home Consumption, but 
also of providing a Surplus, and preventing the pre- 
carious Situation, of depending on Foreign Countries 
for the National Subsistence. 

5. That the President be requested to move, in the 
House of Commons, for the Appointment of a Com- 
mittee, to take the above important Subject into 
Consideration ; «nd that the Board do lay before any 
Committee that may be appointed for that Purpose, 
all the Information that it has been able to collect in 
regard to the Waste and Unproductive Lands of the 
Kingdom.

Appendix (B.) 

ADDRESS to the Members of the Board of 
Agriculture, on the Cultivation and Improve- 
ment of the Waste Lands of Great Britain: By 
the President. 


INTRODUCTION. 

AT the Conclusion of the last Session, I had the 
Honour of stating to the Board, my Intention of laying 
before it some Observations on the Cultivation and 
Improvement of the Waste Lands of the Kingdom, a 
Subject at all Times of great Importance, but pe- 
culiarly so at the present Moment, when the Nation 
is under the Necessity of looking to Foreign Countries 
for a Part of its Subsistence. Fortunately, however, 
we have Resources in our Power, if properly called 
forth, more than sufficient to prevent the Necessity of 
depending in future, upon other Countries, for any of 
the Necessaries of Life. ‘To point out the Means of 
bringing such Resources into Action, and to explain the 
Advantages to be derived from them, is the Object of 
this Address. 

For the Purpose of stating the Subject with the 

Co Perspicuity, I shall consider it under the follow- 

eads : 

I. The Circumstances which occasioned, in ancient 
Times, the Existence of such an Extent of 
Waste Lands and Commons in the Kingdom, 
including those which have hitherto retarded 
their Improvement. 

Il. An Estimate of the Extent of those Waste 
Lands, in so far as the same can be ascer- 
tained, and the probable Resources to be 
derived from their Cultivation and Improve- 
ment. 

III. The different Kinds of Rights of Common 
which exist in the Kingdom, and are known 
in Law. 

1V. The Law, as it now stands, for the Division 
of Wastes and Commons; and such Altera- 
tions as have been suggested, for the Purpose 
of facilitating such Divisions. 

V. The Law and Practice of North Britain, in 
Regard to the Division of such Lands, where 
a general Act for inclosing Commons has 
long been established ; with the Improvements 
which can be made therein. 

VI. Some general Observations on the many public 
Advantages, and the many private Benefits, 
to be derived from the Division and Improve- 
ment of such Lands. 
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Sect. 1.—On the Circumstances which anciently 


In tracing the Circumstances which anciently occa- 
sioned such an Extent of Waste Lands and Commons 
in the Kingdom, and those which have hitherto re- 
tarded their Improvement, the Enquiries for that 
Purpose were much facilitated, by the Information 
found, not only in the Reports transmitted to the 
Board on the Agricultural State of the Kingdom %*, 
but also in the Writings of several intelligent Authors 
who have incidentally treated of that Subject}. It 
would thence appear, that England was anciently 
divided into Districts, the Extent and Value of which 
varied extremely. Certain Portions of these Districts, 
under the Name of Demesne Lands, reserved to the 
Lords and Barons of the several Divisions, were pos- 
sessed by the Proprietors themselves, and cultivated 
for their Use and Behoof by their Servants and Vassals, 
the latter of whom had frequently Lands granted to 
them in Severalty, subject to the above, and to other 
Services of a feudal Nature. In Process of Time, as 
Population increased, other Portions of Land were 
granted by the Lord, which the Tenants of the Manor 
occupied as Common Fields and Meadows, Part of 
which was kept in Grass, for Pasturage, or for Hay, 
to secure Winter Provision for their Cattle, and the 
Remainder was cultivated for Grain. The Residue 
was called the Lord’s Waste, and being considered of 
little Value, the Tenants of the Manor were permitted 
to take from it Turf for Fuel, Wood for the Purpose of 
building or repairing their Houses, constructing their 
Instruments of Husbandry, &c.; and on the Herbage, 
the Cattle, Sheep, and Horses, both of the Lord and of 
his Tenants, found the scanty Means of Subsistence. 
The first Portion was held in Severalty, and at an early 
Period was inclosed, to prevent the Ticecachpaisits of 
the Farmers in the Neighbourhood. The Second, whilst 
the Crop was upon the Ground, whether Meadow, Grass, 
or Grain, belonged exclusively to the Persons to whom 
it was granted, and by whom it was respectively occu- 
pied in Severalty ; but no sooner was the Crop secure, 
than it reverted into a State of Commonage, among all 
the Persons who had Grants of Lands in such Common 
Fields. The Third Division always remained in Com- 
mon, subject to a Variety of Regulations, according to 
the Customs established in the different Manors, whe- 
ther the Common was stinted or unstinted, or whether 
more than One Manor or Township happened to be 
interested in the same Waste. Such were the Circum- 
stances, joined to the scanty Population, and defective 
Agriculture of the Country at that Time, to which the 
great Extent of Waste Lands in the Kingdom are 
to be attributed: In Addition to which it may be 
observed, that in various Parts of the Kingdom, vast 
Tracts were appropriated to the Use of the Sovereign, 
under the general Name of Forests or Chases, for 
the Purpose of enabling him to enjoy the great 
Source of Amusement in those Days, the Diversion of 
Hunting and Hawking, without Molestation or En- 
croachment. 

The Idea of having Lands in Common, it has been 
justly remarked, is to be derived from that barbarous 
State of Society {, when Men were Strangers to any 
higher Occupation than those of Hunters or Shep- 
herds, or had only just tasted the Advantages to be 
reaped from the Cultivation of the Earth. But when

if there are any Circumstances, which lead any Num- 
ber of Individuals of the Society to imagine, that it is 
for their own private Interest to support the Existence 
of such a Custom, or if any Obstacles render the 
Means of altering that System, either troublesome or 
Expensive. 

This leads me briefly to state the Objections which 
have been made to the Improvement of Waste Lands, 
and the Obstacles which have hitherto prevented their 
Cultivation. 

Inthe first Place it has been urged, that the Im- 
provement of Wastes, has a Tendency to depopulate 
the Country, by diminishing the Number of Cot- 
tagers, who reside in their Neighbourhood; and who, 
in a great Measure, exist, as it is supposed, by the 
miserable Profits derived from them. Such an Idea, 
however, is as little justified oy Experience, as it is 
evidently contrary to Reason and common Sense. It 
is impossible to suppose that the Poor should be injured 
by that Circumstance, which secures to them a good 
Market for their Labour (in which the real Riches of 
a Cottager consists) which will furnish them with the 
Means of constant Employment, and by which the 
Farmer will be enabled to pay them better Wages 
than before. If a general Bill for the Improvement of 
Waste Lands were to be passed, every possible Atten- 
tion to the Rights of the Commoners would necessarily 
be paid ; and as Inclosures, it is to be hoped, will, in 
future be conducted on less expensive Principles than 
heretofore, the Poor evidently stand a better Chance 
than ever of having their full Share undiminished. 
Some Regulations also must be inserted in the Bill, to 
secure the Accommodations they may have Occasion 
for, by enlarging, where Circumstances will admit 
it, the Gardens annexed to their respective Cottages, 
giving them a decided Preference with respect to 
Locality over the larger Rights, throwing the Burthen 
of Ring Fences upon the larger Commoners, and al- 
lotting, where it is necessary, a certain Portion of the 
Common for the special Purpose of providing them 
with Fuel; and thus the smallest Proprietor will in 
one Respect be obviously benefited, for any Portion of 
Ground, however inconsiderable, planted with Furze 
or quick growing Wood, and dedicated to that Pur- 
pose solely, would, under proper Regulations, be as 
productive of Fuel, as Ten ‘Times the Space where no 
Order or Regularity is observed. If by such Means 
the Interests of the Cottagers are properly attended to, 
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if their Rights are preserved, or an ample Compen- 
sation given for them, if their Situation is in ever, 
Respect to be ameliorated, it is hoped that the Le- 
gislature will judge it proper and expedient, to take 
such Measures as may be the hest caleulated for 


‘bringing into Culture so large a Portion of its 


Territory, though it may not accord with the Preju- 
dices of any particular Deseription of Persons, whose 
Objections evidently originate from the Apprehension, 
rather than the Certainty of Injury, and who will con- 
sider it as the greatest Favour that can be conferred 
upon‘them, when the Measure is thoroughly under- 
stood *. 

In the Second Place it is said, that Commons are 
an excellent Nursery for rearing young Cattle, and 
consequently ought to be inustrved) No Idea, how- 
ever, can possibly be more absurd. If any Person will 
take the Trouble of comparing the Stock on any 
Common, with those to be found in the neighbouring 
Inclosures, they. will soon be satisfied of the contrary. 
That Commons are well calculated for stunting the 
Growth, or rather starving Animals of every Descrip- 
tion, thosé who pasture their Stock upon them, have 
in general experienced.—Where the Right of Com- 
mon is unlimited, as Dean Tucker justly observes, the 
Ground is so. overstocked with Numbers, that no large 
sized or generous Animal can be bred upon it, and 
even where the Right is limited, Frauds may be com- 
mitted, and the Stint is in general so large, that in un- 
favourable Seasons, the Commons, though under Limi- 
tation, are of little Use. In regard-to feeding Lambs, 
Colts, or Calves, it is apprehended, that Grounds free 
from Disease, and Inclosures properly watered and shel- 
tered, can afford Grass better and more plentiful, and 
rear them on the Whole to more Advantage, than wild 
barren Commons over-run with Heath, Furze, Fern, or 
Brush-Wood f. 

The only remaining Objections, entitled to Considera- 
tion, are, the heavy Charges and other Difficulties at- 
tending the Division of Commons, and, even after they 
are divided, the Expence necessary for their Improve- 
ment, which does not always repay the Proprietor the 
Charges which it costs him. 

These are, in fact, the oniy Obstacles, which pre- 
vent the Public from speedily receiving all the ex- 
tensive and various Benefits which may be expected 
from the Cultivation of our Waste Lands; and, for- 
tunately, these are Obstacles, which it is to be hoped 
will be speedily removed by the Exertions of the 
Board of Agriculture. In regard to the Expence and 
Difficulty attending the Division of Commons, which 





* The Advantages which not only the Public but the Cottagers derive, from the inclosing of Wastes, under a proper System, is happily 
exemplified in one of the Reports laid before the Board, from which the following Particulars are extracted : 
“ The Commonable Land belonging toa Parish in Worcestershire, which is situated very near to Tewkesbury, in Gloucestershire, was 
inclosed aboux ‘Twenty-two Years ago; and there was an Allotment, containing Twenty-five Acres, set out for the Use of such of the 
Poor as rented less than Ten Pounds a Year, to be stocked in Common. At that Time there were about Sixteen People on the Parish 
“ Books, some of whom had Families. Previous to the Inclosure, there were some few Cottages that had Land let with them, to the 
Amount of Six Pounds or Seven Pounds a Year each. The Occupiers of these Cottages, with Land annexed to them, were remarkable 
for bringing up their Families in a more neat and decent Manner than those whose Cottages were without Land, and it was this Cir- 
cumstance which induced the Lord of the Manor (to whom almost the whole of the Parish belonged) to lay out a Plot of Lands (besides 
the Common before-mentioned) to other of the Cottages, and to add a small Building, sufficient to contain a Horse or a Cow, and like- 
wise grafting Stocks to raise Orchards. In some Instance, small Sums of Money were lent to these Cottagers, for the Purchase of a 
Cow, a Mare, or a Pig. 


“ The following good Effects have been the Consequence of this Proceeding. It has not, in One Instance, failed of giving an indus- 
trious Turn, even to some of those who were before idle and profligate. Their Attention in nursing up the young Trees has been so 
much beyond what a Farmer, intent upon greater Objects, can or will bestow, that the Value of the Orchards is increased to Forty 
Shillings per Acre, in Land which was of less than Half the Value in its former State. And the Poors Rates have, from this Cause 
fallen to Poti Pence in the Pound or less, there being only Two (and those very old) People on the Books at this Time, whilst the 
adjoining Parishes are assessed from Two Shillings and Six Pence to Five Shillings in the Pound. These are Labourers and good 
ones; their littke Concerns are managed by their Wives and Children, with their own Assistance, after their Day’s Work. Their Stock 
consists of a Cow,a Yearling Heifer, or a Mare to breed (from which a Colt Half a Year old will fetch from 3/. to 5/.) a Sow and 
‘ 30 or 40 Geese. This, therefore, has been the Means of bringing a Supply of Poultry and Fruit to the Market, of increasing Popula- 
* tion, and making Land produce double the Rent a Farmer can afford to give.” Davis's Oxford Report, p. 34 

Who would not wish to see every Waste in the Kingdom improved on such Principles? and how much will not the Situation of every 
Cottager be ameliorated, if such a System were to be adopted ? 


+ TheDifference between the Size of Cattle and Sheep now, and in the Reign of Queen Anne, when Half the Stock of the Kingdom 
were fed on Commons, is hardly to be credited. In 1710, the Cattle and Sheep sold at Smithfield Market, weighed, at an Average, 48 
follows :—Beeves 37016. Calves 50/6. Sheep 28/6. Lambs 18/5. Now it may be stated, Beeves 800/b, Calves 148 /b. Sheep 8046. 
and Lambs 50/. The Increase is principally, if not solely to be attributed to the Improvements which have been effected within these 
last Go Years, and the feeding of our young Stock in good inclosed Pastures, instead of Wastes and Commons. 
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are so great, that where the Common is small, the 
Expence of obtaining an Act, particularly if contested, 
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Can there ‘then be stronger Arguments, in Favour of Re 


would do more than improve the Land in question, 
there can be little Doubt, that the Legislature will re- 
move every Obstacle of that Nature, when once the 
many important Advantages, to be derived from fa- 
cilitating the Division of Wastes, are pointed out; and 
as to the Expence of Improvement, it is to be ob- 
served, that as the Proprietors of such Wastes will, in 
future, have their Share allotted to them at a very in- 
considerable Expence, the Money they are able to lay 
out, instead of being exhausted in procuring a Division, 
will be expended on the Improvement of the Soil, 
and in many Cases will be sufficient for that Purpose. 
There will then be but little Risk of the Proprietor, 
wanting a sufficient Return for the Capital expended. 
Besides, when the Board of Agriculture shall have col- 
lected into one Focus, the Result of the Experience of 
the whole Kingdom, in regard to the best Mode of 
rendering Waste Lands sooluatien, such Improvements 
will be no longer a Matter of Doubt, nor the Means 
of effecting them uncertain. ‘The Proprietors of such 
Wastes will no longer be under the Necessity of dis- 
covering, by Means of expensive Experiments, the 
best Means of improving their Property, but they 
will at once be able to determine, how to render any 
Portion of the Waste allotted to them, productive and 
valuable. 

At present, a Right of Common is seldom of much 
Advantage to those who enjoy it. From the West- 
moreland Report it appears, on the most unquestion- 
able Authority, that the Liberty of keeping Ten 
Sheep, for a whole Year, may be hired for Six Pence, 
and as it is supposed to require Six Acres to maintain 
that Number of Sheep, the Rent of such Land, there- 
fore, is only a Penny an Acre, and the Price of the 
Fee Simple of it, at Twenty-four Years Purchase, 
Two Shillings*. In Wales, where the Commons are 
probably better, Four Pence per Head per Annum, is 
the Rate of keeping a Sheep on such Ground, and 
other Cattle in Proportions. In many Parts of the 
Kingdom however, it would appear from several of 
the Reports transmitted to the Board, that many de- 
cline availing themselves of such a Privilege, finding 
that it does not, on a fair Calculation, pay even com- 
mon Interest for the Capital employed{. The fol- 
lowing Case puts, in the strongest Point of View, 
how that even a Loss may be sustained by Common- 
age. Let one Man, having a Right to do so for 
nothing, put a Cow of any Value upon the Generality 
of Commons, any Time in Spring, and let another 
give a Farmer 15. 6d. a Week for the Keep of his 
Cow in an Inclosure, both being of the same Value 
when first turned out; if both are driven to Market 
at. Michaelmas, the Difference of Price will do more 
than re-pay the Expence of the Keep, without mak- 
ing any Allowance for the additional Quantity of 
Milk which the Cow, kept in an Inclosure, must 
yield§. In regard to Sheep, if they are of a valu- 
able Sort, the Profit of hiring Land, instead of put- 
ting them on a Common for nothing, is still greater || 
And the enormous Losses sustained by that Species of 
Stock, when the Rot, or any infectious Disorder gets 
into a neglected Flock, can hardly be calculated. 


mprovement of our Waste Lands, which at present are, 
in many Cases, a real Loss to the Community, and ‘a 
Prejudice to those who might be supposed to derive 
some Benefit from them, but which, if improved, might 
add Millions to the National Wealth, and furnish the 
Means of Occupation and Subsistence to Millions of 
additional Subjects. 


Sect. II.—On the Extent and Value of the Waste 
Lands in the Kingdom. 


It would certainly have been extremely desirable, to 
have been able exactly to ascertain the Extent of 
Waste Land in the Kingdom: but that could not be 
effected, without an Expence to which the Funds of 
the Board were totally inadequate. It.is a Subject, 
however, which may be well entitled to the Considera- 
tion of Parliament, Whether a Survey of them ought 
not to be made, either at the Public Expence, or at the 
Charge of those, to whom the Property of such Wastes 
principally belong? In the Interim, the followin rougty 
Estimate of their Magnitude and Extent, partly Ailey 
on the Reports transmitted to the Board by its different 
Surveyors ; partly on Calculations made from the County 
Maps, where they have distinguished the Waste from 
the cultivated Land; and partly where both these 
Sources of Information failed, from such other Means 
of calculating, as it was possible to have Access to ; will 
give some Idea of the Extent of the Kingdom, and the 
Proportion of the waste and uninclosed, to the culti- 
vated Part of it.

The above Estimate will give some general Idea of 
the Magnitude of this great Source of future National 
Wealth. From it, there is too much Reason to be- 
lieve, that no less a Quantity than Twenty-two Mil- 
lions remains uninclosed and uncultivated. What a 
Difference would it not make in the State and Pros- 
perity of this Island, were only One Half of those ex- 
tensive Wastes, in the Words of One of the Reports], 
“* to wave with luxuriant Crops of Grain—be covered

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Of the Value of these Wastes, were they improved 
in the Manner of which they are capable, it is difficult 
to form any adequate Idea. At the same Time it may 
be of Service to submit some Data, as the Basis of 
future Calculation. On the Supposition therefore, that 
there are Twenty-two Millions of Acres of Waste and 
uninclosed Lands in the Kingdom, the Whole may be 
divided, according to the various Qualities of the Soil 
and Surface, in the following Manner :

Lands incapable of all Improvement - 1,000,000 
Lands fit to be planted = - - - 3,000,000 
Lands fit for Upland Pasture - - 14,000,000

The Million of Acres, stated as being incapable of 
Cultivation, must be estimated as of no Annual Value. 

The Three Millions of Acres, supposed to be fit for 
Plantation, according to the ingenious Calculation of 
the Bishop of Llandaff, may be worth Eight Shillings per 
Acre, or, in all 1,200,000/. per Annum}. This how- 
ever, is the Value of the Annual Produce, and not Rent. 

The Fourteen Millions of Acres of Upland Pasture, 
when improved, cannot be calculated at less than 5 s. 
per Acre of Rent, or 3,500,000/. per Annum. 

The Three Millions of Acres, supposed to be con- 
vertible into Arable Land, would certainly, when in- 
closed, be worth, at an Average, 108. per Acre, or 
1,500,000/. per Annum. 

The Million of Acres, supposed to be converted into 
Meadow, or Water Meadow, cannot be calculated at 
less than 1/. 108. per Acre, or 1,500,000/. in all.

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It has been already stated, that in many Instances 
Waste Lands and Commons are let even for 1d. per 
Acre; and in others, that Persons do not think it 
worth their while to avail themselves of the Privilege 
of sending Stock to pasture on them ; and that it is 
a Right often attended with Loss, instead of Benefit. 
At the same Time these Wastes must produce some- 
thing. Having calculated, however, the improved Pro- 
duce under 20s. per Acre, it is impossible to estimate 
the present Value at above One Tenth of that Sum, 
or 28. per Acre, as the Average of the whole Kingdom. 
This amounting in all to 2,100,000/. for Twenty-one 
Millions of Acres, it is probably as high as that Pro- 
duce is really worth, more especially collected as it is 
from extensive and uncultivated Wastes, under every 
possible Disadvantage. 

These Calculations, however imperfect, will, it is 
hoped, furnish the Board with some Idea of the Mag- 
nitude of this Object in a National Point of View; 
and when to that is to be added, the great Advantages 
to be derived from the Improvement of Land, at pre- 
sent under a defective System of Cultivation, it is diffi- 
cult to hazard the naming of any Sum, for the total 
additional Income, which the People of this Island may 
derive from agricultural Improvements, without being 
suspected of Exaggeration, at least by those who, unac- 
customed to trace the Effects of Industry and Exertion, 
except in small Districts, cannot at once enter into the 
Spirit and Justness of Calculations, which include in 
them all the possible Improvements of which an ex- 
tensive Kingdom is capable. 

It certainly, however, would be in the highest Degree 
imprudent, to act as if the Resourees above stated were 
already in our Possession, or immediately within our 
Reach. Such an Addition to the Annual Income of 
the People, as the Sum above hinted at, to be obtained 
even from our Wastes alone, cannot be secured without 
great Industry, considerable Exertion, some Time, 
and much Expence{. It is, at the same Time some 
Consolation, to have the Prospect of such an Ad- 
dition to the National Capital and Income opened to 
our View, as in Process of Time, it must necessarily 
tend to alleviate the Burthen of those Debts and Taxes, 
to which this Country is already, or may in future be 
subject. 


Sect. III.—Of the different Sorts of Rights of Com- 
mon, known to, or acknowledged by the 
Laws of England. 


It seems unnecessary to enter much at length, into 
a Definition of the different Rights of Common, at 
present known to, or acknowledged by the Laws of 
England; because I trust and hope, that by a Division 
of all Wastes and Commons, every Right of that

Description will be extinguished. At the same Time it 
may not be improper shortly to state the Nature of 
such a Right in general, and the various Distinctions of 
which it has been found susceptible. 

A Right’ of Common is, in general, understood to 
be, ‘a Profit which one Person hath in another's 
‘«* Land, without having any Property in the Soil.” It 
isan incorporeal Right originating in some real or 
supposed Agreement between Lords and Tenants, inci- 
dent to some Tenure for valuable Purposes, or founded 
on long Possession. 

This Right of Common is divided according to the 
subject Matter: 

1. Into Common of Pasture; which is a Right of 
taking the Produce of Land by the Mouths of the 
Cattle. 

2. Common of Turbary; or the Right of cutting 
Turves (Turf) for Fuel. 

3. Common of Estovers; or the Right of cutting 
Wood, for Fuel, for the Repairs of the House, Imple- 
ments of Husbandry, for making Fences. And, 

4. Common of Piscary; or the Liberty of fishing 
in another’s Water—The Consideration of this last 
seems to be foreign to the Object of our present In- 
quiries*. 

The material Variation between the different Rights 
above stated, consists in the subject Matter—Common 
of Pasture, being a Right of feeding on the Verdure 
and Herbage of the Soil; but, Common of Turbary, 
conveys a Right of carrying away the very Soil, or 
the Produce otf the Soil itself: In other Respects they 
resemble each other; so that it seems necessary to be 
particular only in illustrating the Right of Common of 
Pasture. ; 

Common of Pasture is divided, technically, as 
follows : 

1. Common Appendant. 

2. Common Appurtenant. 

3. Common in Gross. And, 

4. Common because of Vicinage. 

Common Appendant is incident of Common Right 
to all who hold Land, Parcel of a Manor, and is a 
Right to depasture their Commonable Cattle (such as 
Horses, Oxen, Cows, and Sheep) which are necessary 
either for the Cultivation or Manurance of their Lands, 
and devant and couchant thereon, upon the Wastes of 
the Manor. 

It must have had its Origin before Time of legal 
Memory, for at this Day no such Right can be created: 
As where the Lord of a Manor, before the Statute of 
Quia Emptores, enfeoffed another of Lands, Parcel of 
the Manor, the Feoffee became entitled to Common, 
for his Commonable Cattle, /evant and couchant on the 
Lands granted, within the Wastes of the Lord, as inci- 
dent to the Feoffment. 

The Soil of the Land, subject to this Species of 
Right, is in the Lord of the Manor; and thus the Lord 
and his Tenant have a mixt Enjoyment of the Property; 
and it is laid down to have originally belonged to Arable 
Land only, though now it may be claimed as belonging 
to Meadow or Pasture. 

Common Appurtenant, is a Right belonging and 
appertaining to Land, but not incident to any Tenure. 
It must have its Commencement by Grant, and there- 
fore may be erected at this Day. As where a Man 
sells Land to another, and grants therewith a Right of 
Common over certain of the Seller’s Lands, this Right 
shall be held as appurtenant to the Land sold. 

From the Nature of its Origin it may extend to every 
Species of Cattle, such as Swine, and also to Geese. 
It may be limited to a certain Number of Cattle; or it 
may extend to all Cattle sans Nombre: But it is appre- 
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hended, that such a Right cannot be extended beyond 
that Number which the Land to which the Common is 
appurtenant can maintain throughout the Year; or, in 
other Words, they must be devant and couchant thereon: 

Common in Gite: is where Common Appurtenant 
to Lands has been alienated, and is held separate from 
the Lands to which the Common was appurtenant, and 
differs not from Common Appurtenant in any other 
Particular, than by what necessarily attends such Dis- 
annexation ; vz. in its descendible Quality through the 
same invariable Line of Descent from Ancestor to Heir, 
and not as an Accessary to Land. And irom hence 
arises the Distinction in the Mode of claiming Common 
Appurtenant or in Gross; the former Claimant stating 
his Title to arise from an immemorial Usage by all antes 
cedent Owners and Tenants of the Land to which the 
Common is appurtenant; and the latter claiming an 
Usage by himself and his Ancestors for Time imme- 
morial. 

Common because of Vicinage, is not properly a 
Right, but is merely an Excuse for a Trespass; and is 
where Two or more Towns have Common in the Fields 
within their Townships, which are open to the Fields of 
the neighbouring Townships. ‘The Cattle put to use 
their Common have been immemorially used to escape 
into the Fields of the neighbouring Towns, and therefore 
by Inclosure of the Fields of One or more Townships, 
the Common because of Vicinage may be extinguished. 

All these Species of Rights of Common, except 
where a particular Grant can be shewn, must be pre- 
scribed for and proved by long and immemorial Usage, 
and uninterupted Enjoyment, and the mode of Enjov- 
ment must point out the Nature of the Prescription ; 
for they must agree with each other: As, if the Com- 
mon has been used for other than-Commonable Cattle, 
the Claim must be of Common Appurtenant, and so of 
the rest. 

Whatever Difficulties may occur in considering 
these different Rights, they evidently have arisen frony 
the Necessity of holding out an Inducement to the 
Cultivators of Land in ancient Times, before the 
Use of artificial Pastures was known, to continue their 
Land in an Arable State, by annexing to such Land 
a Sufficiency of Common for the Support of their 
Cattle. For this Purpose, the Policy of the Commor 
Law annexed this Right to all Grants of Lands by a 
Lord of a Manor, as incident to such Grant; and the 
same Policy might have prevailed in the Grants of 
private Persons, as the most effectual Security for the 
Payment of the reserved Rent, and due Cultivation of 
their Lands. 

The only other Distinction which it seems necessary 
to take Notice of, is, where the Right of Common is 
either stinted, or where it is unlimited. In the one 
Case, the Right only extends to the Power of putting, 
certain Numbers of Horses and other Commonabie 
Cattle, at certain fixed Times of the Year, into such 
Common Pasture, under the Denomination of Cattle 
Gaits; every Cow or Ox being held equal to One Cattle 
Gait, every Five Sheep to One Cattle Gait, and every 
Horse to One Cattle Gait and a Half; the Proportion 
however, sometimes varying according to the ancient 
Usages of particular Districts. In many of these stinted 
Commons the Commoners are Owners of the Soil,. 
which distinguishes their Rights materially from those 
above mentioned. 

The foregoing Distinctions appear to be all that 
are necessary for the Purpose of elucidating the Nature 
of the several Rights of Common, now existing in the 
Southern Part of the United Kingdom; and, aided 


by the general History of the Country, they lead to- 


this probable Conclusion, That those Rights could

, or a Privilege of killing wild Fowl; and a Right of Falcage, by which 
according to the Custom of the Manor.

Waste Lands. Pxistence of such Rights necessary. But whatever Cir- 


cumstances might have occasioned such Tracts of 
valuable Territory to remain unoccupied and in Com- 
mon, at a Time when Land from Want of Population 
and Skill was little in Demand; yet in this Age of 
extended Population, of increased Wealth, and of dif- 
fused Knowledge in Agriculture and its attendant Arts, 
any Intermixture of Property in the same Land, as being 
a great, and in many Cases an unsurmountable Bar to 
all Improvement, is an Evil of such Magnitude, that to 
a Legislature, distinguished for its Attention to promote 
the Public Interest, it need only be pointed out, in order 
to have it remedied. 


Sect. 1V.—Of the Laws now in being for the Di- 
vision of Commons; and the Altera- 
tions which might be made therein, 
for the Purpose of facilitating such 
Division. 


It may not be improper, previous to submitting any 
new Regulations for facilitating the Division of Com- 
mons, in the first Place to inquire into the Nature of 
any Proceedings for that Purpose that already exist, 
whether founded on Common or Statute Law, or in 
Equity ; since it would be extremely desirable, that any 
Alteration which might be thought necessary, should 
be as nearly accordant to the Laws in being as possible, 
varying perhaps in the Mode, yet agreeing in Principle, 
so as to be the more easily anil effectually carried into 
Execution. 

In regard to the Common Law, it appears that Writs 
of Partition and Admeasurement, for the Division 
of Property, have existed at Common Law from Time 
of earliest Memory and Record; and such were the 
Ideas which at all Times were entertained of the Ad- 
vantages to be derived by the Public from the Enjoy- 
ment of Property in Severalty, that there have been 
Cases, where such Proceedings have taken place in very 
ancient Periods, and Inclosures made and supported in 
a Manner the most favourable to promote such Parti- 
tions, Divisions, and Inclosures*. 

Of the Statutes which have passed in Aid of the 
Common Law there are only ‘Iwo which require to 
be particularly noticed. The First is the Statute of 
Merton+, which, according to Coke, was only an Af- 
firmance of the Common Law. By this Statute, such 
Lords of Manors as reserved sufficient Pasture to their 
Tenants, were empowered to improve the Residue. 
By another Act{, all Doubts were removed whether 
the Lord of a Waste could approve (give Evidence of 
the Sufficiency of Common, for such as were entitled 
thereto, that the Remainder might be inclosed and 
cultivated) against his Neighbours as well as Te- 
nants. These are the only Statutes which have any 
important Reference to the Subject in Question. It 
is hardly necessary to remark, how insufficient they 
were, for bringing any considerable Portion of Waste 
Lands into a State of Cultivation. It was seldom 
that any Common was sufficiently extensive to afford a 
Surplus of any Moment, after the Claims of those 
who had Right of Common on it was satisfied. It was 
hardly possible indeed, in many Cases, to ascertain, 
what was a Sufficiency of Pasture; and where. a Com- 
mon of Turbary or Estovers existed, the Lord could 
not improve any Part of that Waste. The more opu- 
lent and powerful also the Commoners of the Kingdom 
grew, the more Opposition they made, and the greater 
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Difficulty there was found in carrying on this Proceed- 
ing; insomuch, that in modern Times there is scarce 
an Instance of an Approvement, as it is technically 
called, having taken place. 

Besides these Proceedings, founded on the Common 
and Statute Law, various Determinations appear here- 
tofore to have been made in the Court of Chancery. 
But from the Difficulties and Expence attending such 
Proceedings they have been long disused; and no 
other general Means of obtaining a Division of Com- 
mons having been sanctioned by Law, the Parties have 
been compelled, where an unanimous Consent could 
not be procured, and the Common divided by Arbitra- 
tion, to apply to the Legislature for special Acts, in 
order to divide, and to put into a State of Severalty, 
Lands that otherwise would have remained waste, com- 
mon, and uncultivated. 

It is surely unnecessary for me to trouble the Board 
with any Observation on the insurmountable Bars which 
must lie in the Way of improving by far the greater 
Proportion of such Wastes as remain in Common, if 
some less troublesome and less expensive Mode of pro- 
curing a Division is not established. The Practice of 
applying to Parliament is already decreasing, and must 
soon come to a Stand, in consequence of the heavy 
Charges attending such a Mode of Proceeding, which 
are particularly severe when the Common is of small 
Extent. Many Difficulties also arise in obtaining Con- 
sents adequate to the Rule at present laid down by Par- 
liament, in consequence of the Obstinacy and Perverse- 
ness of those, who by the Number of their Votes can 
defeat such a Bill in the Outset, though probably they 
are but little interested in the ultimate Division. Other 
Objections also to this Mode of dividing Commons may 
be adduced: The Time of the Legislature, it may be 
observed, may thus be taken up, and diverted from 
Objects of more general Importance than the Division 
of any particular Common can possibly be. The Ex- 
pence of employing Solicitors in Town; of sending 
Agents and Witnesses from the Country; the Charge of 
Counsel, if any Dispute arises ; and the Fees on passing 
of the Bill; all these, when joined together, furnish such 
a Prospect of Uncertainty, Difficulty, and Expence, as 
must soon put an End to all Hopes of any further 
Improvement of our Wastes, at least to any great 
Amount, unless some Means are speedily adopted for 
the Purpose of facilitating their Division. 

There are certain leading Principles, however, on 
which any Alteration in the System of dividing Com- 
mons ought to be founded ; and these I shall endeavour 
shortly to explain. 

1. It occurs to me as a Matter particularly de- 
sirable, to encourage the Division of Commons by the 
Parties themselves interested therein; and if they 
choose to nominate Commissioners, that such Com- 
missioners shall be authorized, under the Provisions of 
the Act, to proceed to the Appropriation or Allotment 
of the Land in question; and that no legal Disability, 
if the Parties are willing, shall stand in the Way of 
such Division. 

2. If the Parties are not all willing to consent to the 
Division, that any Two or more of them may apply to 
the Sheriff, the Grand Jury, the Quarter Sessions, the 
Judge of Assize, or the Court of Chancery (for all 
these various Descriptions of Persons have been men- 
tioned ; and which ought to be preferred, Parliament 
alone can determine) either for a Jury, or for the Ap- 
pointment of Commissioners, with Powers similar to 
those in common Bills of Enclosure, to have their

interested, for a proportionable Share of the Expence, 
when their Allotments are taken up, on the same Prin- 
ciples as in the Case of Party Walls. And here it 
may be proper to observe, as a fair and equitable 
Principle, that if Two or more Persons interested in 
a Common, are willing to improve it for their own and 
the general Benefit, it is hard on Individuals, and 
impolitic in regard to the Public, if any Set of Men 
should have it in their Power to prevent them. Per- 
sons having a Right of Common, are in effect, though 
not in Law, like Parceners or Joint Tenants (any 
one of whom can legally enforce a Division of the 
Property they hold in Common) ; and if those who do 
not wish for a Division of the Waste, are not com- 
pelled to inclose and improve the Portion reserved for 
them (which, however, they will soon find it their 
Interest to do) nor to be at any Expence until they 
take up their Allotments; in that Case, it does not 
occur how they can have any just Cause for Complaint, 
because others are permitted to cultivate their Share of 
the Land in question. 

3. Where Parishes in different Counties intercom- 
mon, that the Application be made to the Court of 
Chancery, to appoint Commissioners for the Purpose 
of dividing the same into parochial Commons, on the 
Petition of any one of the Parishes interested therein. 

4. Lastly, many Complaints having been made of 
the Rismissness with which the Commissioners some- 
times proceed, and the exorbitant Charges which they 
sometimes make, or Expences which they occasion, 
that Provision be made in the Biil, for the Purpose of 
preventing such Proceedings, or of furnishing the 
Parties injured with the Means of Redress. 

Such are the general Outlines of the Plan, which 
I beg Leave to recommend to the Attention of the 
Board ; in the Formation of which, Two great Objects 
have been kept in View, namely, 

1. “ That all the Proceedings connected with the 
Division (unless where the Common is situated in 
different Counties, in which Case the Court of Chan- 
cery must be applied to) shall take place near to the 
Spot where the Common lies: And, 2dly, That the 
Form of Proceedings should be attended with as 
little Trouble and Expence as possible.” 

I am ready to acknowledge, that no Plan can be 
formed at once, on so vast and comprehensive a Sub- 
ject, that may not be liable to some Objections; but 
as the Cultivation and Improvement of so great a 
Portion of the Territory of the Public is at stake, I 
trust that the Measures above proposed, with such 
Alterations and Improvements as may render them as 
little exceptionable as possible, will be adopted, that 
the Division of Commons may no longer be attended 
with any important Difficulty; any Inconveniencies 
attending the Measures suggested, as they are dis- 
covered in Practice, may be amended by future 
Regulation ; and ultimately the great Object will be 
attained, that of giving every legal Facility to the 
Exertions of those who are desirous of augmenting 
the Industry, the Produce, and the Cultivation of their 
Country. 
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Sect. V.—On the Law and Practice of North 
Britain, in regard to the Division of 
Commons, and. the Alterations which 
might be made therein. 

If any Person entertains an Idea that a general 
Thclosing Bill is an impracticable Measure, his oubts 
will probably be removed, when he is informed that 
such an Act was passed about. a Century .ago in 


Scotland, and has been found to answer the Purpose

said Mosses shall remain Common, with free Ish and 
Entry thereto, whether divided or not; declaring 
also, that the Interest of the Heretors, having Right 
in the said Commonties, shall be estimat according 
to the Valuation of their respective Lands or Pro- 
perties, and which Divisions are appointed to be 
made of that Part of the Commonty that is next 
adjacent to each Heretor’s Property.” 

From this Act it appears, how simple the Regula- 
tions are, which a Century ago, were thought sufficiertt 
in a Part of the Kingdom not distinguished for the 
Scarcity of its Wastes; and under. the Provisions of 
that Act many extensive Commons have been divided, 
in a Manner that has given Satisfaction to the Parties 
interested therein. By this Law, it is proper to ob- 
serve, that a Division may be procured at the Instance 
of any one having Interest: But the Expence of ob- 
taining that Division, though instituted at the Suit of 
one, is defrayed by the whole Parties concerned, ih 
proportion to their respective Shares. 

However excellent this Law is justly accounted, 
and however useful it has proved, yet there are Two 
Alterations in it, which might render it still more 
effectual than at present.—The First is, that of taking 
away the Exception ingrossed in the Statute, by which 
no Common can be divided in which either the Crown 
or any Royal Borough is interested. For this Excép- 
tion no good Reason can be assigned, and it probably 
originated from a Jealousy, which might naturally 
occur at the Formation of a new System; but which 
the Experience of almost a Century ought betore this 
Time to have totally removed.—The Second Alteration 
might be adopted with great Advantage from the 
Practice of England. By the Scotch Act, the Court of 
Session is empowered to grant Commissions to Sheriffs, 
Justices of Peace, or others, for perambulating and 
taking all other necessary Probation, or, in other 
Words, ascertaining the Extent of the Common, &c. 
and the Result of the Investigation is directed to be 
reported to the Court of Session to be finally deter-. 


mined on..by them. Questions however respecting the 


Rights of Parties, &c. are heard before the Court of 
Session alone. Where the Common is of great — 
this 











Business to go through, can always attend to. It 
would be infinitely better, therefore, were either the 
Sheriff of the County, or the Court of Session, to 
nominate Commissioners, not less than Three or more 
than Five, who shall be intrusted with the same exten- 
sive Powers which are given to the Commissioners in 
England, when appointed by private Acts of Parliament. 
They ought not only to have the Power of nominating 
Surveyors, &c. but all Questions arising in Course of 
the Proceeding ought, in the first Instance, to be heard 
before, and decided by them. After they have given 
their Award, it may then be brought under the Cogni- 
zance either of the Sheriff or of the Court of Session 
with Effect; and all Parties conceiving themselves in- 


jured may then have an Opportunity of complaining, 


and of having their Case fairly considered, more espe- 
cially if there be any room to suspect either l’alsehood 
or Corruption in the Commissioners. Every one must 
see how much easier it is to determine any litigated 
Point, after it has been once decided upon, than if it 
had never received any former Judgment. ‘The Parties 
would in many Cases probably acquiesce in the Decision 
of the Commissioners, and at any Rate, the great Object 
would be attained of having the Business effectually 
done, and the Common speedily divided, every Delay 
in which must be attended with considerable Loss both 
to the Parties interested and to the Public. 

It is impossible on this Occasion not to remark the 
very essential Benefits which may often be obtained, by 
comparing the Codes of England and Scotland, and 
ascertaining the Advantages of which they are respec- 
tively possessed. It may often happen, that the com- 
bining the Principles of the Two Codes may be as 
useful to the Laws as an Union of the Two Legisla- 
tures. has proved advantageous to the Strength, the 
Security, and the Happiness of both Kingdoms; and 
there cannot be a Doubt that it would at least be de- 
sirable to establish the same System of agricultural 
Legislation and Police over the whole Island. 


CONCLUSION. 


On the Advantages to be derived, both by Indi- 
viduals and the Public, from the Division and 
Improvement of the Waste and Commons in 
the Kingdom. 


Whoever has taken the Trouble of perusing the 
preceding Observations, will not be surprized to find, 
that in the Reports transmitted to the Board by its 
different Surveyors, the passing of a General Inclosing 
Bill should be uniformly mentioned as the first and 
most essential Means of promoting the general Im- 
provement of the Country; and the Importance of that 
Measure has not as yet, perhaps, been so distinctly 
stated as it deserves. In general, those who make any 
Observations on the Improvement of Land, reckon 
alone on the Advantages which the Landlord reaps 
from an increased Income; whereas, in a National 
Point of View, it is not the Addition to the Rent, but 
to the Produce of the Country, that is to be taken 
into Consideration. It is for Want of attending to this 
important Distinction, that People are so insensible 
of the wonderful Prosperity that must be the certain 
Result of domestic Improvement.—They look at the 
Rental merely, which, like the Hide, is of little Value, 
compared to the Carcass that was inclosed in it. 
Besides, the Produce is not the only Circumstance 
to be considered—that Produce, by the Art of the 
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Manufacturer, may be made infinitely more valuable 
than it originally was. For instance: If Great Britain, 
by improving its Wool, either in respect to Quantity or 
Quality, could add a Million to the Rent Rolls of the 
Proprietors of the Country, that, according to the 
common Ideas upon the Subject, is all the Advantage 
that would be derived from the Improvement ; but that 
is far from being all—the additional Income to the 
Landlord could only arise from at least Twice the addi- 
tional Produce to the Farmer; consequently the ‘Total 
Value of the Wool could not be estimated at less than 
Two Millions; and as the Manufacturer by his Art 
would treble the Value of the raw Material, the Nation 
would be ultimately benefited in the Amount of Six 
Millions per Annum. It is thus that internal Improve- 
ments are so infinitely superior, in point of solid Profit, 
to that which Foreign Commerce produces. In the 
one Case, Lists of numerous Vessels loaded with 
Foreign Commodities, and the splendid Accounts trans- 
mitted from the Custom House, dazzle and perplex the 
Understanding ; whereas, in the other Case, the Opera- 
tion goes on slowly but surely. The Nation finds itself 
rich and happy; and too often attributes that Wealth 
and Prosperity to Foreign Commerce and distant Pos- 
sessions, which properly ought to be placed to the 
Account of internal Industry and Exertion. It is not 
meant by these Observations to go the Length that 
some might contend for; namely, to give any Check to 
Foreign Commerce, from which so much Public Benefit 
is derived, but it surely is desirable that internal Im- 
provement should at least be considered as an Object 
fully as much entitled to Attention, as distant Specula- 
tions, and when they come into Competition evidently 
to be preferred. 

There are some, however, who, although they are 
ready to acknowledge that the Improvement of the 
Soil is the best Source of National Wealth, yet have 
formed an Idea, that very little of the extensive Wastes 
in the Island are worth the cultivating, who are too apt 
to imagine that the Climate in which they are situated 
is hostile to Improvement; and were it better, that the 
Nature and Quality of the Soil are obstacles not to 
be surmounted. 

In regard to the Climate of such Wastes, it is evi- 
dently worse in consequence of the Want of Cultiva- 
tion.— At the same Time, from the insular Situation 
of Great Brituin, the Climate is infinitely milder and 
better than in any Part of the Continent of the same 
Latitude. It is stated in one of the Reports, on the 
most respectable Authority *, that very fine Barley and 
Oats ripen in due Season, on the Summit of a Hill in 
Forfarshire, elevated 700 Feet above the Level of the 
Sea; and that in Jnvernesshire, at an Elevation of goo 
Feet above the same Level, Wheat of a good Quality 
has been grown.—Hence it may be inferred, that Grain, 
and other Articles of a similar Nature, may be raised 
to such a Height upon the Sides and Summits of all 
the Hills in the Island; and, in regard to Grass, it is 
well known that luxuriant Crops of Hay are obtained 
at the Lead Hills in Lanarkshire, elevated 1,500 Feet 
above the Sea. The Climate of this Country, therefore, 
can hardly be urged as an Objection to the Improve- 
ment of the greater Part of our Wastes, either for 
Grain or Grass; as to Trees, it is not to be questioned, 
that the Larch grows in J¢aly on higher Mountains than 
any we have in this Island f. 

In regard to the Soil, though the greater Part of 
the Wastes, having never received any Advantage 
from the Labour of Man, are at present of little Va- 
lue, yet the Portion is not very considerable that 
ought to be accounted totally barren and unprofitable,

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er incapable of yielding some useful and valuable Pro- 
duction: One-22d of the Whole, or One Million of 
Acres, is certainly an adequate Allowance. 

. This. leads me shortly to: state the various Purposes 


to whick the Remainder of such Wastes may be 


appropriated. ah ii 4 

1. The higher situated and the most sterile Parts 
ought undoubtedly to be devoted to Plantations— 
There is scarcely any Spot, however rocky, or any 
Soil, however unproductive, that will not yield valu- 
able Timber—an Article which at present we are 
ander the Necessity of importing, at a great Expence, 
from Foreign Countries. At first Sight it may scem 
surprizing, that a Spot that would not produce a single 
Blade of Corn will yet support the stately Pine, or the 
spreading Oak. But Trees draw their Nourishment 
from Sources beyond the Reach of smaller vegetable 
Productions, and by their Leaves are also supposed to 
derive additional Sustenance from the Air that surrounds 
them, or the Water they imbibe. By Plantations also, 
even barren Spots may in Process of Time be rendered 
fertile. The poorest Soils, if covered with Wood, from 
the Leaves which fall, and the Shelter they receive, 
improve every Year in Fertility, and when the Trees. are 
ready for the Axe, become, in Process of Time, fit for 
Cultivation. 

2. Many of the higher Wastes in the Island might 
easily be rendered perfectly dry, and soon converted into 
excellent Upland Pasture. There that valuable Article, 
fine clothing Wool, might be grown in Perfection. The 
loftier the Situation, and the shorter the Herbage, the 
more valuable it would be; and the Price which the 
Article bears, joined to the Profit of the Carcass on 
which it grew, would amply compensate for all the 
Expence of the Improvement. 

_ 3. A much greater Proportion of the Wastes of this 
Country than is commonly imagined might be em- 
ployed in Tillage.—The Surface may appear barren 
and unproductive, but Stratums may be found below, 
which, if incorporated with the Soil above, may render 
it sufficienty fertile. This is a Practice in Husbandry, 
which has not yet been carried, in any Degree, to the 
Extent of which it is capable. It is an Art pretty much 
in its Infancy, which when brought to Perfection must 
be productive of the most important Consequences. As 
such, it will naturally call for the particular Attention of 
the Board of Agriculture, to ascertain the Principles on 
which it can best be conducted *. 

4. A considerable Proportion of the Wastes of Great 
Britain consists of Land of a wet and boggy Nature, 
which it has been yet supposed was the most difficult 
to. improve and cultivate. Fortunately, however, Dis- 
coveries have been made in the Art of draining such 
Bogs by Mr. Joseph Elkington, a Farmer of the County 
of Warwick, as renders the Improvement of swampy 
Land a Matter of much less Difficulty or Expence 
than formerly. It is only necessary to add under this 
Head, that Mr. Edkingion has communicated his System 
of Draining to those Members of the Board who were 
appointed to meet with him upon the Subject,—that he 
has undertaken to teach such Persons as may be ap- 
pointed by the Board for that Purpose ; and that there 
is Reason to imagine, that the Practice of his useful Art 
will be extended, in the Course of the ensuing Summer, 
from one End of the Island to the other.— Bogs drained 
on Mr. Elkington’s Principles soon become of very great 
Value as Meadows, and in many Cases may be con- 
verted into Arable Land. 

Lastly, at least a Million of Acres of the Waste Lands 
in the Kingdom may certainly be brought to an aston- 
ishing Height of Produce by Watering or Irrigation. 
—This great Means of Improvement, though long 
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established in some Parts of the Kingdom, yet in others R 


has been unaccountavly neglected, 


thence to be derived cannot easily be calculated,—-fot 
by it Land is not only rendered perpetually fertile 
without Manure, but the luxuriant Crops which’ it 
raises, produces Manure for enriching other ‘Fields ; 
and the Manure obtained from that Produce, is another 
Source of National Wealth, that could not otherwise be 
looked for. ; 

Thus there is every Reason to believe, that the Wastes 
of this Kingdom, if planted—or appropriated for Pasture 
Lands—or cultivated for the Production of Grain—or 
converted into Meadow—or improved by Means of 
Irrigation ; must necessarily be the Source of infinite 
Wealth and Benefit to this Country. 

And if there is a Possibility of improving our 
Wastes, the Means for that Purpose are more abun- 
dantly in our Power, than perhaps in that of any other 
Country in the Universe. Without entering much at 
length into so wide a Field, it may be sufficient to 
remark, that there is none with such a Capital capable 
of being devoted to so useful and profitable an Object; 
—none where such a Spirit of Exertion exists,. were all 
Obstacles to the Improvement of our Wastes removed; 
—none where there is such a Mass of Knowledge 
on agricultural Subjects ;—none where such Abun- 
dance of Manures are to be found, particularly thosé 
of a fossil and mineral Nature, without the Aid of 
which it would be impossible to bring great Quantities 
of Waste Lands rapidly into Cultivation ;—and liastly, 
none, where by Means of a Series of excellent Roads, 
and Canals every where rapidly extending, such Ma- 
nures can be so easily and cheaply conveyed to the 
Lands they are calculated to fertilize. These are Ad- 
vantages for improving Wastes which no other Country 
enjoys in equal Pertection, and which would soon 
be the Means of Cultivation of a very large Propor- 
tion indeed of our at present useless Territory, if full 
Scope were given to the Industry and Exertions of 
the People.—Nor ought the Wealth to be derived 
from the Improvement of our Wastes to be alone 
taken into Consideration. The Increase of Popula- 
tion, and above all, of that Description of Persons who 
are justly acknowledged to be the most valuable Sub- 
jects that any Government can boast of, merits to be 
particularly mentioned. . His Mind must indeed be 
callous who feels himself uninterested in Measures, by 
which not only the barren Waste is made to smile, 
but of which the Object is to fill the Desart with a 
hardy, laborious, and respectable Race of Inhabitants, 
the real Strength of a Country; being the fruitful 
Nursery, not only of our Husbandmen, but also of 
the Fleets, the Armies, and the Artists of the Nation. 
The additional Number of Inhabitants who might 
thus receive Occupation and Subsistence cannot 
easily be ascertained ; but if the present Population of 
Great Britain amounts to about ‘Ten Millions, these 
Wastes and Commons, properly improved, might be 
the Means of adding, at least, from Two to Three 
Millions ;—a Number, it may be proper to observe, 
equal to that possessed by the United States of America, 
when they first erected the Standard of Independence 
against the Mother Country. The Evils were then 
felt from the Creation of such an Extent of Popula- 
tion at a Distance: but from such, an Increase of 
People at Hofne, instead of similar Consequences 


‘being to be apprehended, additional Strength and 


Prosperity of every Description may be looked for with 
Certainty. 


There is another Point of View in which this Sub- 
ject ought also to be considered.—The Improvement

An inclosed Country is, perhaps, the strongest of any. 
Every Hedge and Ditch becomes a Rampart, through 
which an Enemy cannot easily penetrate, and which 
there is little Difficulty in defending. Were this 
Kingdom completely inclosed, and no Opportunity 
afforded of fighting any pitched Battle (the only 
Thing to be dreaded in the Event of an Invasion) 
we should have little Reason to apprehend the land- 
ing of any Body of Men, however numerous, or how- 
ever well disciplined. ‘They might do some Mischief 
on the Coast, but could never penetrate into the 
Interior of an inclosed Country. The best Defence the 
Capital can have is not to suffer a Spot of uninclosed 
Ground to remain between it and the Coasts in its 
Neighbourhood. 

Before concluding this Address, it is necessary to 
take Notice of one important Circumstance. For 
some Years past this Kingdom has been under the 
Necessity of importing Grain from other Countries ; 
and the Importation seeming to increase, rather than 
otherwise, it was seriously apprehended that the Agri- 
culture of this Island could not furnish Grain sufficient 
for the Use of its Inhabitants. —Many Reasons may be 
assigned for the Scarcity of Grain; the Seasons since 

754, have certainly been in general unfavourable. 
We have seldom had Two successive good Seasons. 
but often Two successive bad ones. ‘To this natural 
Cause may be added the increased Population, Con- 
sumption, and Luxury of the People, and the greater 
Attention that of late has been paid to the Improve- 
ment of Stock, in consequence of which considerable 
Tracts of Arable Land have been converted into Pas- 
ture. This, instead of being a Public Loss, was un- 
doubtedly a National Benefit. Land that for Ages 
had been kept in Tillage, and produced but scanty 
Crops of Grain, required Rest, and was usefully ap- 
propriated for Pasture.—But to complete the Policy 
of this System, at the same Time that Arable Land 
was converted into Pasture, Pasture Land ought to 
have been rendered Arable, and every Acre of Waste 
Land fit for that Purpose, that had remained untilled, 
perhaps since the Creation, would have soon repaid 
the Labours of the Husbandman, by whom it was 
brought into Culture. 

Nor is the Quantity of Land, the Cultivation of which 
would prevent the Necessity of importing Foreign 
Grain, so considerable as is commonly imagined. The 
Importation from Foreign Countries, for Eighteen 
Years, ending 5th January 1789, amounted only to 
767,841 Quarters of Wheat, and 5,097,166 Quarters of 
Oats, Rye, Beans, &c. which is at the Rate of 42,657 
Quarters of Wheat, and 283,175 Quarters of Oats, &c. 
per Annum.—The Extent of Ground which it would 
require, to raise that Quantity of Grain cannot be 
calculated at more than 100,000 Acres*. Let us then 
only convert that Quantity of Land from Pasture into 
Tillage, or indeed devote only +4,th Part of our Waste 
Lands for that Purpose, and the Business, in so far 
as respects the existing Population in the Kingdom, is 
effected. 

When it is considered the high Prices which Grain 
and other Articles of Provision bear at present, which 
have been rather increasing than otherwise for some 
Years past, and the Consequences which might arise 
were these Articles to become still scarcer and more 
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expensive, it surely eannet reqaire any additional 
Arguments to prove the Necessity of not losing an 
Instant in taking such Measures as may be thought 
most advisable, for the Purpose of acquiring from 
extensive Tracts, situated in the very Bosom of our 
Country, the certain Means of National Subsistence 
and Prosperity.

Extracts from the Reports printed by the Board. of 
Agriculture ; pointing out the Advantages of a 
General Inclosing Biil. 


County of Norfolk.—The Arguments for the Con- 
tinuance of Commons in their present State, are, in 
general, fallacious ; and though specious, are grounded. 
on mistaken Principles of Humanity. The Advantages 
they would be of to Society, if properly cultivated, 
would be very great; and the Attention of the new 
Board will, I trust, soon be fixed upon this important 
Object, so as to find the Means of removing the Im- 
pediments which prevent their Inclosure, upon which 
I shall have to observe under the Head of Common 
Fields. 

Ditto, p. 23.—If we properly consider the Benefits 
resulting to Population from inclosing (though that, 
as well as the Advantages which might be derived 
from inclosing Commons has been superficially ques : 
tioned,) it will strike us with Astonishment. Let the 
Population of England be compared with what it 
was Fifty Years since, and I presume it will be found 
increased nearly a Third. If I were asked the Cause, 
I should say, that I believe it is chiefly from inclosing ; 
and my Reasons for it are, that in all Places where my | 
Observation has come, it carries full Proof. I have 
seen many Effects in many Parts of England; but I 
shall subjoin One striking Instance in this County. 
The Parish of Felbrigg, belonging to Mr. /Vindham, 
consists of about 1,300 Acres of Land, and till the 
Year 1771 remained, Time out of Mind, in the fol- 
lowing State; 400 Acres of Inclosed, 100 of Wood 
Land, 400 of Common Field, and 400 of Common or 
Heath. By authentic Registers at different Periods it 
appeared, that the Number of Souls had never been 
known to exceed 124, which was the Number in 1745 ; 
in 1777 they were only 121 ; at this Time they amount 
to 174. ‘This rapid Increase I attribute chiefly to the 
recent Improvements made in the Parish, by inclosing 
all the Common Field Land, and by converting most of 
the Common into Arable Land and Plantations. The 
Parish has no particular Connection with any other, 
and therefore its own Increase of Labour and Produce 
must be the principal Cause at least of this striking 
Alteration.—The Parish of Wyburn, which remains 
uninelosed in this Neighbourhood, belonging to Lord 
Walpole, who possesses in a very eminent Degree 
the ‘Three great Characteristies ofa Country Gentleman, 
a good Magistrate, a good Neighbour, and a good 
Landlord, is the most like what Felbrigg was before 
its Inclosure, consisting of about the some Quantity of 
Common and Common Fields ; but I do not tind that 
the Population there has increased of late, which is a 
corroborating Proof of Inclosures being in favour of 
Population. 

If then Inclosing be found so beneficial, every 
Obstruction to it ought to be removed.—In the first

it may be said, that no Allowance is made for Seed or Fallow. Admitting that 15,000 Acres more may be required on that Account, 
the Whole cannot be stated at more than 100,000 Acres. 
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Place, were there One General Act of Parliament 
formed, under which any Parish that could agree in 
itself should be able to take Shelter, or even any Two 
of more Persons agreeing upon any Exchange of 
Land, or a Separation of a mixed Interest, whereby 
the inclosing of such Land was the Result, should, 
upon the Payment of a small Consideration, receive 
the Sanction of a short summary Law to bind their 
Agreement—this would insensibly lead to a vast Field 
of Improvement. 

Suffolk, p. 18.—No Person who has reflected seriously 

on the State of the Soil of England, but must be well 
~ convinced that there want few Instigations to cultivate 
Wastes, but the Power to do it, without those very 
expensive Applications to Parliament which are at 
present necessary even for the smallest Objects. If tle 
Board of Agriculture be able to accomplish this Desi- 
deratum, it will merit greatly, and the National Interests 
find themselves advanced in a Degree which no other 
Event whatever could secure. 

Middlesex, p. 43. 1 Rep.—Hardly any Thing further 
seems material to add to the Observations already 
made on the Improvement of the Waste Lands. To 
that great Object the Attention of the Board of 
Agriculture will naturally be directed; and a happy 
Circumstance it will be, if, under their Auspices, 
every Acre in this, and every other County in Great 
Britain, is brought under some useful and profitable 
Mode of Occupation. On this Head, however, it is 
impossible to omit mentioning the oe important 
Observation made by Dr. Wilkinson, of Enfield, who 
thinks a general mandatory Inclosure Bill absolutely 
necessary. 

Middlesex, by Foote, p. 31.—Indeed it seems an 
Opinion almost unanimous among those w!io have 
thought upon this Subject, that One General Act of 
Parliament to empower the Division and Inclosure of 
all the Waste and Commonable Lands im the King- 
dom would be thankfully received by every Individual, 
and prove an equal Benefit to them and to the 
Public. 

Huntingdon, p. 19.—A_ well-digested General Bill 
for the Inclosure of Commons, Common Fields, and 
Waste Lands, would wonderfully operate towards the 
Success of Inclosures, as it would be a Means of saving 
a very considerable Expence in the Outset of the 
Business. 

Dorset, p. 23.—In these Cases, if a general Ex- 
change were to take place, and each Individual were 
to be accommodated with his Allotment of Land 
equivalent to the Value of his Common Right, laid 
together as much as Situation and Circumstances 
would admit, the Commonable Land inclosed, and 
each Man's Right specifically divided, the most must 
then be necessarily made of the Property im each Per- 
son’s Possession, and the number of small Occupiers 
of Land would still continue, which would be a great 
Advantage to Population, and the Community at 
large. ‘lo effect this Separation or Division of the 
Rights of Individuals in a Parish, something is wanting 
less expensive than an Act of Parliament for an In- 
closure, which oftentimes defeats the Improvements, 
by the heavy Charge incurred, seldom less than 300 /. 
or 400/. besides the Risk of not succeeding. In 
Parishes where all Parties arc agreed, if this Sort of 
Business were to be done by Commissioners, com- 
posed of intelligent Farmers, or Gentlemen’s Stewards, 
under good Regulations, many Improvements would 
take place, which are now not Objects of sufficient 
Consequence to apply to Parliament for. 

Essex, by Griggs, p. 9.—Our Waste Lands, including 
the Forests, may be estimated at full Fifteen thousand 
Acres; the greater Part of which is as capable of 
producing Corn, after a certain Time for necessary 
Improvements, as the adjoining Lands, and would, 


in most Instances, it is presumed, be made profitable 
Vou, 51. 
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to the Community, could some Method, sach for 
Instance as passing a General Act of Parliament to 
ascertain the Rights of the Lords of the Manors, 
‘Fythe Owners, and the several ‘Tenants, which it is 
thought might be done by rtioning the Tenants 
Claim to the nature and Extent, or Annual Value 
of his Tenements, held of the Manor to which the 
Wastes belong, and then enable the Lord, who is most 
frequently more enlightened, and better able to 
advance the various Expences of inclosing and other 
necessary Improvements, to purchase these Rights as 
a Jury should value them, and thus make it worth 
his while to erect Farm Houses and other Conveni- 
encies; as without some such Power of purchasing, the 
Wastes would be found in most Places téo small to 
admit of as many Divisions as there would be Claims 
given in, or the Ground would be allotted to People 
unable, from Want of Experience or Property, to 
render their little Portions of much Service to the Publie 
or to themselves. 
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Surrey, p. 25.—And that brings us to consider the 


Impediments that are thrown in the Way of Inclosures 
of Common Field Land, and indeed it may apply to 
Inclosures in general. It is a known Fact, that no 
Common Field Land, or Commonable Land, can be 
inclosed without an express Act of Parliament, unless 
indeed by the Consent of all Persons interested ; but from 
the Nature and Disposition of Mankind, such a Consent 
is difficult to be obtained, and particularly where some 
of the Parties are Minors, Abroad, or labour under any 
legal Disqualification. It is indeed almost impossible 
to procure such Consent. With Interests so clashing, 
and Difficulties so various, Parliament becomes the 
only Resource ; but what with the Expence in carrying 
the Bills through both Houses of Parliament (and 
which, for aught we know, may be extremely proper) 
together with the much greater Expence of bringing 
the Parties to London, there to wait the unavoidable 
Delays occasioned by other more important Concerns 
of Parliament, until Decision shall take place upon the 
Subject, operate in many Cases as a powerful: Dis- 
couragement to Undertakings of this Nature, and not 
unfrequently to an entire Exclusion from the Attempt. 
With all due Submission, therefore, something like 
the following Plan may be adopted :—To pass a general 
Act of Parliament for Inclosures of every Description, 
empowering the Magistrates at their Quarter Sessions 
to receive Proposals from the Parties interested in 
any Inclosure to have Power to appoint Two or more 
Commissioners, and Two able and respectable Land 
Surveyors, who should on Oath make a Plan of the 
intended Inclosure, and take a View of the Soil and 
Situation thereof, to have full Authority to make all 
Exchanges of Land, and to settle every Difference 
that may arise from the present Admixture of Pro- 
perty. ‘These Commissioners, having local Knowled 
of the Premisses, and acting under the Eye of the 
Magistrates, would proceed with that Caution and 
Circumspection so essentia to the due Administration 
of Justice, and their Decision or Award might be le- 
roe either by the Board of Agriculture, or by the 
agistrates, at a subsequent Sessions, as to the Wisdom 
of Parliament shall seem meet. It is presumed that 
from some such Plan very important Benefits to the 
Country would arise; it would awaken a laudable 
Emulation among the Gentlemen and Farmers, by 
rendering that secure which in its presentState is exposed: 
arid insecure ; and, that Emulation once set afloat, who 
can calculate the Advantages ? 5 
Berks, p. 49.—The Advantage resulting from in- 
closing, or at least severalling, Bomdsim Fields, is so 
obvious, and has of late Years proved so beneficial, 
that it requires no observation from me to record its 
good effects. Some sound and well-digested Mea- 
sures are however much wanting to accelerate this 
great Benefit to the Community. The Difficulty and 


Expence ~ 
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Expertce of’ proctting legal Authority to effect this 
desirable Improvement, act at present very materially 
against its Extension. 

Tineoln, p. 20.—The Expence of an Application to 
Parliament, and obtaining Acts for apportioning and 
dividing the Commons belonging to 47 Parishes, and 
the After- Division of such Apportionments, amongst the 
Commoners of each respective Parish, might probably 
involve the Proprietors of the Whole in the enormous 
Expence of 47 Acts of Parliament—a very suflicient 
Reason for the Proprietors dreading the Expence of the 
Measure of inclosing the Fens, and no indifferent Proof 


of the Necessity for a General Act to promote the - 


Inclosure of all Commons, Common Fields, Common 
Meadows, and Waste Lands in the United Kingdoms, 
under such Regulations and Restrictions as the Wisdom 
of Parliament may devise. 

_ N. B.—The General Act for dividing 47 Commons, 
by the. Usage of the House, would be charged as. 47 
Acts, and pay the Sum accordingly. 

Somerset, p. 43.—When the Inclosing System is ap- 
6 by its obvious Tendency to increase the 
?roduce of Land and the Demand for Labour, to 
augment the Rate of Wages to the Husbandman, and 
to lessen the Amount of the Poor's Rate, it is a Sub- 

ject of Regret and Astonishment that so few Means 
have been devised by the Legislature either to facilitate 
or extend its Pyogress—How much is to be done 
this Way, a General Inclosure Act, unfettered by 
tedious. and expensive Formalities, would speedily 
manifest. From the very great Number of private Acts 
which have passed within the last Twenty Years, such 
general Principles might be selected for its Basis as 
to implicate almost every possible Variety of Claim, 
Interest, and Property. An Act thus instituted, might 
without Hazard or seo be intrusted to a given 
Number of Justices at the Quarter Sessions, to dispense 
its Powers, and control its Execution, and such Justices 
I should conceive perfectly competent to determine 
on the Propriety or Impropriety of any proposed 
Inclosure. 

Thus a total Extinction of Parliamentary Expence 
would encourage inclosing on the smaller Scale, and, 
with Advantages not to be despised, would accommodate 
the most extensive. 

This Measure, however consonant to the Prineiples 
of individual Benefit and National Policy, would not- 
withstanding have a Host of Adversaries to en- 
counter. 

Carmarthen, p. 22.—The Opinions of Proprietors of 
Estates in this County seem to be unanimous, that 
nothing acts so strongly in preventing the Improve- 
ment of Waste Lands as the great Expence attending 
the present Mode of obtaining Authority to divide 
and inclose them, by applying for an Act of Parliament 
on every Occasion of that Sort. People of small 
Fortune dread the Expence of these Applications so 
much, that they will rather permit their Interests in 
Waste Lands to lie dormant than subject themselves to 
the greater Inconvenience of an Expence they are not 
always able to bear. 

To remove this Difficulty would perhaps be one of 
the most popular and beneficial Undertakings in 
which the Honourable Board of Agriculture could 
engage.—Some of the most intelligent Persons I have 
talked with on this Subject are of Opinion that an Act 
should be d to empower the Custos of each 
County, with the Magistrates assembled at the Aichael- 
mas Quarter Sessions, to appoint Commissioners to 
divide and inclose any Waste, upon the Application of 
the Majority of Proprietors in Value, under their 
Hands and Seals. Such Commissioners to be Persons 


nowise interested in the Waste proposed to be inclosed,, 


aud having been previously chosen by a Majority of 
Votes, at a public Meeting of the Proprietors, held 
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within the Manor or Parish in which the Waste lies, by 
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Notice given.on the Churcli Door of such Parish for. 
Three successive Sundays (during Divine Service) next 
previous to the Day of Meeting. 

Such Powers as may be found necessary toe invest 

Commissioners with, and proper Instructions and Regu- 
lations as to the making the Allotments and paying the 
Expences, may be enacted, so as to answer (it is pre- 
sumed) all the Purposes to- be obtained by separate Acts. 
It is generally believed in this Country, that such an 
Act of Parliament would be the Means of inclosing 
every Acre of Waste Land in South Wales (capable of 
Cultivation) in a very few Years. 
_ West Riding of York, p. 55.—The Common Fields 
in the West Riding afford greater Scope for practical 
Improvements than any other Department of its 
Husbandry, and are generally under most, wretched 
Management. ‘This the Proprietors must. be sensible 
of; but the Expenee of a particular Act of Division, 
intimidates many from applying to Parliament for its: 
Interposition. It would therefore be of great Utility 
that a general Bill was passed for that Purpose, as is 
already the Case in Scotland, leaving it to the Judge 
Ordinary of the Bounds to put it in execution, when 
Application for that Purpose was made by any of the 
Proprietors. 

North Riding of York, p. 107.—The. principal Ob~ 
stacle to the Improvement of the Moors is the great 
Expence of ebtaining Acts of Parliament for the 
Inclosures, and the Difficulty of settling with the Tythe 
Owners, and Lords of the Manors. 

An Instance occurs in a Township dn the Verge of 
the Eastern Moorlands, where ‘Two-thirds of the 
Number of Freeholders, and considerably more: in. 
Value, desirous of an Inclosure of their Commons, 
amounting to about $00 Acres of fine Sward Land, 
and about 12,000 Acres of high Moors, 4,000 of 
which are capable of very great Improvement, had 
agreed with the Tythe Owner, and signed a Petition: 
to Parliament; but the Lord of the Manor, who pos- 
sessed very little other Property there,, was determined: 
to oppose it; so that from an Apprehension of the 
Expence and Trouble attending an Opposition in Par- 
liament the Business was dropped. 

An Inclosure of Open Fields, amounting only to 
about 250. Acres, in a Township near to the above, 
was made a few Years since; the Expence of obtaining: 
the Act alone, and without any Opposition, cost the 
Proprietors 370, 

P. 120.—Though this Riding possesses some extensive 
Open Arable Fields, yet upon the Whole the Quantity 
is not large; and they are in some Degree annually 
lessening by Inclosures under Acts of Parliament, and 
would still more rapidly, but for the great Expence of 
obtaining those Acts. 

Bedford, p.61.—A well-digested General Bifl for 
the Inclosures of Commons, Common Fields, and 
Waste Lands, would wonderfully operate towards the 
Success of Inclosures, as it would be a Means of 
Saving a very considerable Expence in the Outset of the: 
Business. 

Hants, p. 29.—We cannot take this Subject into 
Consideration without expressing our Astonishment, 
that Century after Century should be suffered to elapse 
without some eflicient Measures being taken to cul- 
tivate the Waste Lands of this Kingdom, particularly 
those belonging to the Crown; when it is a very 
clear Case, that if they were properly managed they 
would produce sufficient to pay a very coisiderable Part. 
of the Interest of the National Debt. 

A General Act of Parliament, empowering Com- 
missioners to adjust the Rights of Individuals, and 
make Allotments accordingly, ‘as in common In- 
closure Bills, the whole Management of which might 
be under the Commissioners of the Land Revenue, 
who are fully competent to the Subject, having already 
Surveys and Reports upon most, if not all, the nn 
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Lands and Forests in the Kingdom. As soon as private 
Claims are adjusted, the Remainder, of course, will be- 
long to Government ; and it requires very little Argu- 
ments to prove, that it will produce an immense Income 
to the Nation, for there is scarce an Acre but will 
produce something considerable. 

Stafford, p. 74.—A General Inclosure and Improve- 
ment by Cultivation of all the Waste Lands in the 
Kingdom, would, by greatly increasing the National 
Capital, have a proportionable Effect upon the 
Revenue; and it is astonishing that the Coloni- 
zation of distant Countries should have been so 
much ‘encouraged, while the Cultivation of our own 
Country remains so far from being finished or per- 
fected. 

Worcester, p. 16.—Considerable Inclosures have been 
made of late, some by the Authority of Parliament, 
others by mutual Consent of the Parties interested in 
them; more would certainly take place were it not 
for the Expence which attends the procuring Acts of 
Parliament for that Purpose. A Division of some of 
the Common Fields and Meadows is under Conside- 
ration. 

Hertford, p. 55.-—As it is a Matter of Indifference 
to this Honourable Board, and to the Public, whether 
such Commons are cultivated by 4. or B. provided 
they are cultivated, the Interests of all Parties may be 
concentrated by a Public Act, warranting the Inclo- 
sure thereof, with the Approbation of Three Fourths of 
the Land Owners, including the Lord of the Manor, 
Rector, or Vicar, and the Overseer for the Time being; 
to let the Commons for 21 Years to the highest 
Bidders, or for the best Rent that can be got for the 
same, giving a Preference to industrious Cottagers 
with Families, the Rents to be applied in the First 
Place towards the Discharge of the Expences incurred 
by the Inclosure, and for ever afterwards One Twentieth 
Part thereof to the Lord of the Manor, One Tenth 
to the officiating Clergyman, provided his Stipend is 
less than 100/. per Annum, and the Residue in Dis- 
charge of the Poor Rates, or Land Tax; in case of a 
Surplus, future Leases to be granted by the same 
Parties, or their Successors, and the Surplus of Rent to 
be received and accounted for by the Overseer for the 
Time being. 

Appeals may be made to the Justices at the Quarter 
Sessions, who should in these small Matters be the 
dernier Resort, and the Consent of the Parties, Inclosure, 
&c. be certified by them, and enrolled in Chancery in 
perpetuum rei testimonium. : 

Northampton, p. 61.—-One great Obstacle to the 
inclosing of Parishes seems to be the very great Ex- 
pence to which the Proprietors are subjected in pro- 
curing the Act of Parliament, and carrying it into 
Execution. As this Complaint is general all over the 
Kingdom, it is to be hoped that some Plan will be 
devised by the Legislature for obviating this Diffi- 
culty, and for enabling Proprietors to effectuate this 
great Improvement with more Facility, and at less 
Expence.—There is not perhaps any one Circum- 
stance regarding the Agriculture of England that deserves 
the serious Attention of the Board of Agriculture more 
than this. 

Denbigh, p. 11.—There are several Commons of 
very considerable Extent, at present depastured by the 
Cattle and Sheep belonging to the adjoining Tenants. 
It is needless to observe that they are overstocked 
and uninclosed. From the best Authority, and my 
own Observations, I can aver, that if a Division were 
to take place, a great Part might be converted into 
Arable Land; and, where Water can be applied, 
into rich Meadows. No Advantages accrue from the 
present Mode of Commonage; on the contrary, the 
Balance is very commonly on the wrong Side of the 
Ledger.

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Appendix D. 


On the Culture of POTATOES in Waste and 
Boggy Lands, from the Publications of the 
Board of Agriculture, and other Authorities. 


Old Pastures have always been considered. ex- 
tremely favourable to the Culture of Potatoes; and 
even upon Bogs, partially or wholly drained, and 
upon such rough Soils as are difficult to plough, this 
Method has been successfully adopted ;—pare and 
burn the Surface: add Lime to the Ashes: Strike the 
Lands into straight Beds, six Feet wide, with Intervals 
of Two Feet, and Two and a Half. Lay the Sets 
Twelve Inches square on the Beds, and cover them 
Two or Three Inches deep, with Spades from the 
Intervals: When the Plants appear, cover them again 
in the same Manner, One and a Half or Two Inches 
more. Keep them clean by one Hand-hoeing, and 
successive Weeding. They may be taken up with the 
Plough ; by splitting the Beds, and filling the former 
Intervals; converting the open Furrows, left in the 
Center of the former Beds into Drains, deep enough to 
leave the Land dry in Winter. 

In Dumbartonshire, the Potatoe Culture for improving 
Waste and Mossy Soils, is universally acknowledged to 
be of great Advantage. Cutting down Brush Wood, 
and removing great Stones, is the whole Preparation 
previous to planting. 

In West Lothian, it is observed that the Upland 
Parts of the County produce larger Crops than the more 
cultivated and low Situations. 

In East Lothian, in the high District, the Crops more 
productive than in the low Part of the County. Sixty 
Bolls, Barley Measure, is not reckoned a great Crop; but 
in the low District rarely more than Forty or Fifty. 

Sir W. Stirling, in Perthshire, has often raised Forty 
Bolls of Potatoes on an Acre of light Moor, not 
worth 15.—Rent at 5s. only: Here are Two hundred 
Rents. 

In Roxburghshire, Baron Rutherford has found them 
the best Means of bringing Waste Lands into Culture. 

In Dumbartonshire, Sir James Colquhoun improved a 
Peat Moss, by planting Potatoes in the Lazy Bed 
Way; sowed after them, Meadow soft Grass, with 
the Oats, which is excellently adapted to mossy Soils, 
as it spreads quickly. This was mown every Year; 
the Bog, being Ten or Twelve Feet deep, could not be 
pastured. 

In the Highlands of Scotland, the fairest and largest 
Potatoes are produced upon the spongy Mosses, planted 
in Lazy Beds. 

They find in Perthshire, that Mosses, when drained, 
are a favourable Soil for Potatoes. 


OTHER AUTHORITIES. 

Three Acres, cleared of Goss and Broom, produced 
goo Bushels without Manure. 

Bogs well drained make great Returns. No soil will 
produce a larger Quantity than Black Moss, or Peat 
mixed with Earth. 

At Charleville, they find that Potatoes on Bogs 
~~ the Frost, when they are killed in the High- 
ands. 

Mr. Leslie, in Ireland, reclaimed Bogs, by draining, 
and then dunging for Potatoes; the Crop 320 Bushels 
per English Acre ; afterwards excellent Meadow. 

At Mercra, in Ireland, the greatest Crops are gained 
from Bogs; Fifty Bushels per Acre more than from 
Grass Land. Much the best Way of improving Bogs; 
but they must have a little Dung. 

Mr. Irwin, in Ireland, tried if pane, ae burning 
would do to improve a boggy moory Mountain. It 
answered greatly, and yielded the best Potatoes in the 
Country. 

Mr. Browne, of Ireland, improved 20 Acres of dry 
3Z Heath 
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Heath Moor, which would not yield any Rent, to 15s. 
an Acre. He marled with White Marle, from under a 
Bog, 150 Barrels an Acre; spread and left a Year; this 
killed the Heath; ploughed Twice, and took Two suc- 
cessive Crops of Potatoes without Dung; the First an 
extraordinary One, the Second not bad; then Three 
Crops of Corn, and let it. 

Lord Altamont, in Ireland, manured a Mountain 
Moor with Limestone Gravel, at 40s. an Acre, left it 
Two Years, and then let it at 40s. to the Poor to 
plant Potatoes: After Three noble Crops of Oats, 
then Grass, let at 16s. an Acre. On another consi- 
derable Piece of poor Moor, manured with Limestone 
Gravel, and Shelly Sand, at 1/. 2s. gd. an Acre, 
ploughed and burned it, and sowed Turnips, a very 
noble Crop. ‘Then planted Potatoes, without other 
Manure, the Crop much the greatest he ever saw in 
his Life; from One Stalk had 143 Roots. Three 
good Crops of Oats; sowed White Clover, and then 
worth 20s. an Acre. On another Piece, worth 5s. 
an Acre, Limestone Gravel, at 1/. 2s. gd. an Acre, 
left Three Years, and let to the Poor at 3/. 10s. for 
Potatoes ; then thrice Oats; left for Meadow, and worth 
30s. an Acre. 

At Moniva, in Ireland, they plant Potatoes in Bogs, 
and get fine Crops, draining, and adding a little Lime- 
stone Gravel, or Dung. 

Mr. French, at Woodlawn, in Ireland, in various in- 
teresting Experiments, on a large Scale, on improving 
Bogs, by planting Potatoes, after draining and manuring, 
met with great Success ; the Crops 12/. per Acre. 

Mr. Bland, of Ireland, has improved much boggy 
Land by liming, dunging, and planting Potatoes; Twu 
Crops great, and equally good. 

Mr. Shanley, in Ireland, on a bad Red Bog, Four 
Feet deep, had 1,200 Stone of Potatoes per Acre; 
after draining, manured with Limestone Gravel, at 
the Expence of 3/. an Acre; also a common dunging ; 
then sowed Barley Twice, and laying it to Grass, became 
immediately worth 40s. an Acre. 

At Swinton, in Yorkshire, on black moory Soil, 4s. 6d. 
an Acre, 120 Bushels an Acre to 158. 

Mr. Sturt, at Brownsea, on a Black Peat Moor, at 
4+ 4. an Acre, gained 600 Bushels an Acre. 


OBSERVATION. 

The Authorities that tend to elucidate this Part of 
the Subject, are, upon the Whole, very satisfactory and 
important; and leave no Reason to doubt that the 
Culture of Potatoes may be pursued on these Lands with 
every rational Hope of Success. 


POTATOES ON WOODLANDS. 


Mr. Abdy, of Essev, an Honorary Member of the 
Board, grubbed a Wood, dunged it with Twenty 
Waggon Loads an Acre, and planted Potatoes; Produce 
563 Bushels per Acre; Expence 167. 13. 6d. 


OBSERVATION. 


This single Experiment may be of Use to those 
who grub up Woods, as it may probably be found that 
no other Crop is better adapted to be first had recourse 
to on such Occasions.—It merits a Trial to discover 
whether Dung is necessary in such Cases. 


IN YOUNG PLANTATIONS. 


In Shropshire, Lord Clive finds it an excellent Prac- 
tice to permit the planting of Potatoes in his young 
Plantations, the Season after the young Trees are put in 
the Ground. The neighbouring Cottagers are allowed 
to plant them, and if it is new or maiden Ground no 
Manure is put in for the first Two Years. The Potatoes 
are not continued above Three Years, and are of great 
Use to the young Trees. 
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Mr. Coke, of Holkham, Norfolk, permits the poor 
People to plant Potatoes in his young Plantations, and 
finds the Cultivation beneficial to the Trees. 


OBSERVATION. 
In all Cases, where the Benefit to the Planter and 
to the Poor seems to be reciprocal, as in this Practice, 
it is much to be wished that the same System may be 
adopted. Merely to offer such a Hint to the Public 
will doubtless have good Effects. As the Culture of 
Potatoes is an excellent Preparation for planting, why 
may not those who have Plantations.in View inclose 
in Terms of the Act 29 Geo. II. Cap. 36, and en- 
deavour to make planting of Trees and Potatoes go 
together ? 


Improvement of WASTE, by TURNIPS and 
POTATOES. 


The following Practice seems to be well entitled to 
particular Attention, as an excellent Mode of improving 
Waste Lands. First burn the Surface of the coarse 
Grounds, such as the Outskirts of Bogs, and Lands 
over-run with Furze, Heath, Fern, &c. in the Months 
either of March or April, or even May, and spread the 
Ashes about the Beginning of July. Then plough 
and harrow the Land, and sow it with ‘Turnips, the 
Crop from which will probably pay the Rent and 
Expences. In the Spring following plough and harrow 
the Land, and without any further Manure plant the 
Potatoes with a small Plough. The Crop from new 
Ground treated in this Way is very great: Sometimes a 
Second Crop of Potatoes is taken, but, in general, the 
sooner new Land can be laid down in Pasture, the better, 
until it has acquired Strength sufficient to yield Crops of 
Grain in regular Rotations. According to the Nature 
of the Soil, it may be laid down with Grass Seeds, either 
with Barley, if the Land is light, or with Oats, if it is 
strong or heavy.

A Petition of William Sabatier, Gentleman, was 
presented to the House, and read, Setting forth, That 
the Petitioner, understanding that the Cotton Manu- 
facturers of this Kingdom have long considered the 
Article of East India Cotton to be of considerable Im- 
portance in their Trade, but that, owing to the great 
Space which it occupied on Board Ship, it could not 
be imported to Advantage, and therefore was not 
brought in sufficient Quantities to answer the Demand 
made for it, did, in the Month of June 1792, offer to 
discover to the United Company of Merchants of Eng- 
land trading to the East Indies, a new and improved 
Method and Principle of retaining Cotton, which would 
be productive of a great Saving in Freight and the said 
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Company, in order to induce the Petitioner to make 
known to them such Discovery, did, on the 21st Day 
of September 1792, agree to pay to him a certain per 
Centage on all the Cotton which they themselves 
should ship from Port to Port in India, to China, and 
to England, and likewise on all Cotton which should 
be brought under their Licence to England by Individuals 
retained according to such Method and Principle, and 
which Discovery the Petitioner did afterwards make 
known to the said United Company; and that, sub- 
sequent to the said Agreement, in the Month of June 
1793, an Act passed, intituled, “‘ An Act for continu- 
* ing in the East India Company, for a further Term, 
“ the Possession of the British Territories in India, 
** together with their exclusive Trade, under certain 
“ Limitations, for establishing further Regulations for 
“* the Government of the said Territories, and the bet- 
‘* ter Administration of Justice within the same, for 
“ appropriating to certain Uses the Revenues and Pro- 
fits of the said Company, and for making Provision 
for the good Order and Government of the Towns of 
“© Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay,” by which it is pro- 
vided, that the said Company shall furnish to the Public 
3,000 Tons of Shipping Annually, subject to Increase: 
or Decrease, at the Discretion of the Board of Com- 
missioners for the Affairs of India, and at a Price of 
Freight and other Charges therein specified ; in conse- 
quence of which Limitation of Freight and Charges the 
said Company are disabled from imposing on the Cotton 
that may be imported by virtue of the said Act, the per 
Centage originally agreed to be paid to the Petitioner ; 
and that the said Company have, by a subsequent En- 
gagement of the 16th of December 1794, revised and 
confirmed their aforesaid Agreement, therein also ap- 
proving of an Application being made by the Petitioner 
to Parliament for the Purpose of enabling them to perform’

the Trade of the Nation has more or less flourished, 
the Territorial Rental has, in like Manner and in some 
such Proportion, been observed to advance. That, in 
the Year 1600, the Territorial Rental did not exceed 
Six Millions per Annum: That, from the Year 1600 
to 1688, under all the Difficulties and Distresses of the 
intervening Space, the Trade of the Country increased, 
and the Rental advanced from Six to Fourteen 
Millions per Annum—Computing, therefore, by the 
vast Increase of Trade from the Beriod last named to 
the present Time, comprizing a Series of Years for 
the most Part favourable, the final Result must be, 
that the present Rental cannot reasonably be supposed

Annum—The present Payments to Government at 
Fifteen Millions per Annum—The Pressure of ‘those 

Payments 
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Payments on the Rental named, as authorized by 
eneral Acknowledgment, at Fifteen Shillings in the 
Pound—the Petitioner proceeded to reason upon those 
Data, as follows: If it be true that the Territorial and 
Funded Rental is Sixty Millions per Annum—Then 
is it true also, that Five Shillings in the Pound on 
such Rental will raise a Revenue of Fifteen Millions 
per Annum : If it be true, that we now pay at the Rate 
of Fifteen Shillings in the Pound to raise a Revenue 
of Fifteen Millions—Then is it also true, that we pay 
Ten Shillings in the Pound more than we have any 
Occasion to pay: If it be true, that the Trading Part 
of the Nation can always contrive to create for them- 
selves an Exemption from State Burthens—Then is it 
true also, that the Landed and Funded Proprietors are, 
and have all along, to their irreparable Loss, been the 
principal, if not the sole, Paymasters of all Imposts, 
and, consequently, that little or no Injury will be done 
to that Body of Men, but that great and lasting Ad- 
vantage will accrue to them, and to their Posterity, by

James Morgan, Esquire, called in, and examined, 


Question 
1-—Did you offer yourself to contract for the late 
Loan ? 
Yes. 


2. Will you state the Circumstances which led you 
to make that Offer, and what passed relative thereto ? 
On Friday the 23d of October Mr. Godschall 
Johnson called on me at Garraway's Coffee House, to 
acquaint me, that he and Mr. Angerstein did not intend 
to be concerned in forming any List for the Loan— 
he mentioned his ill State of Health as one Reason, 
and I understood from his Conversation, that it was 
his Opinion, that Mr. Boyd would have the Loan: 
In consequence of this, I told him, I had no Intention 
of forming a List for the Loan, nor had made any 
Kind of Arrangement—Mr. Johnson observed further, 
that he and Mr. Angerstein would be in Mr. Boyd's 
List, and told me, if it was agreeable I might have a 
Part with them; which I declined, as no Sum was 
mentioned, and observed, if Mr. Boyd were to have 
it, that I had no Doubt I should have an Opportunity 
of having as much as I thought proper for myself 
through my Friends—This Conversation strengthened 
very much the Rumour, that Mr. Boyd would have 
the Loan by private Agreement, and that it would 
not come to public Competition—I considered this 
the next Two Days very much indeed ; and on the 
Monday (the 26th) I went to Town, and called on 
the Governor at the Bank—It struck me, that Mr. 
Mellish’s forming a List appeared some Contradiction 
to what Mr. Johnson had said, and the Rumour of the 
private Agreement; because I thought Mr. Mellish, 
being so connected, as being a Bank Director, must in 
all Probability know what had passed with the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, and the Governor of the 
Bank, relative to the Disposal of the Loan—I asked 
the Governor of the Bank, relative to the Knowledge 
he had of the Intention of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer—I mentioned the Rumours that were 
Abroad on the one Hand, and then the Circumstance 
of Mr. Mellish having formed a List.—The Governor 
replied, that the Chancellor of the Exchequer had 
always said, Competition, whenever he had spoken to 
him on the Subject, but still he had great Doubts on 
his Mind about it—there was a something—he did 
not explain that something—that Mr. Boyd and his 
Party seemed to be confident of having it—I told him 
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that I had been very much applied to, to open a List, 
and therefore I wished to hear from him, whether 
there was a Probability of a Competition.—The next 
Day I called on the Governor of the Bank again, and 
had more Conversation on the same Grounds and 
same Terms—I then told him I should make up my 
Mind positively by the next Day at about One o’Clock. 
—On the 28th of October I called on him again, and 
then told him that I was determined to make a List— 
the Conversation then was, as it had been before, 
that the Chancellor of the Exchequer always said, 
Competition—He (the Governor) then expressed, in a 
very strong Manner, again his Doubts on the Com- 
petition, and that it would go to Mr. Boyd, and that 
I should be disappointed—there was something or an- 
other—he never mentioned what, that would be brought 
forward to prevent its going to a Competition—he 
mentioned the Circumstance of some Conversation 
that had passed at the Time of the Agreement for the 
last Loan, relative to fixing the Time of the last Pay- 
ment, as some Argument for not bringing forward a 
Loan in the Course of the Year—but he did not con- 
sider this in the Course of our Conversation as any 
Pledge or Contract on the Part of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, nor did he consider it as of any 
Weight, to give Mr. Boyd any Claim of Preference.— 
I went on with the List, and on the 29th opened it 
publicly—I had private Intimations, confidential ones, 
that I could rely on, that Mr. Boyd’s Party were 
constantly assured of having the Loan—I considered 
that if there was any Thing brought forward to pre- 
vent a Competition, that it would be on the Ground 
of making a Provision for the Emperor, and therefore 
I thought it proper, on the Part of my Subscribers, to 
guard against such an Event—and on the 16th of 
November, I wrote the Chancellor of the Exchequer a 
Letter. 

[Copy of which was delivered in, and read, and 

is annexed, by way of Appendix, N° 1.] 

On Friday, the 20th of November, I was informed 
by the Governor of the Bank, that it was the Desire 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, that the Parties 
meaning to bid for the Loan, should attend in Down- 
ing Street, the following Monday, at Twelve o’Clock, 
if the Governor did not receive any Notice to the 
contrary.—The next Day I called on the Governor, 
and found there was no Alteration: and on Monday 
I attended in Downing Street, where I was then 
acquainted, that the Governor had been informed that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer was not prepared for 
meeting the Gentlemen that Day, and that the Meet- 
ing was postponed to Wednesday—The Governor and 
Deputy Governor did attend on Monday—After their 
Return into the City, the Governor of the Bank sent for 
me, and told me that the Amount of the Loan would 
be Eighteen Millions at the least, and that he had 
expressly put the Question to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, if he meant that the Loan should be dis- 
posed of by Competition?—he mentioned it in this 
kind of Way—that there appeared to be Doubts about 
it, and he wished him, the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, to say if it was to be so—the Answer of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer was. “ most certainly ;” 
which the Governor of the Bank communicated to 
me officially, as Governor of the Bank—I felt then, 
and begun to understand, in a greater Degree than 
I had ever done before, that the Governor of the Bank 
believed that it would be disposed of by Competition 
—he told me at the same Time, that we were to 
attend on the following Wednesday, at the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer’s at Twelve o’Clock, in order to 
hear the Particulars that are generally communicated 
on such Occasions prior to the Bidding ; such as the 
actual Amount of the Loan, and other Arrangements 
of the Budget.—On the Tuesday Evening I had a 
Notice from the Secretary of the Treasury to attend on 
the next Day, to wit, Wednesday, at Twelve o’Clock. 
I attended 
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I attended then, and was in the Room with the other 
Gentlemen, who were, Mr. Boyd and his Party, 
namely, Mr. Abraham Goldsmid, Mr. E. P. Salomons, 
Mr. Robarts, and Mr. Aislabie: And also the Two Mr. 
Mellishes, who had a separate List from Mr. Boyd’s and 
mine.—After waiting about an Hour, a Messenger 
came in from the Chancellor of the Exchequer for 
Mr. Boyd and Mr. Robarts, and they withdrew.— After 
some Time they returned, and Mr. Boyd mentioned 
that the Chancellor of the Exchequer would soon be 
ready for us; and we were soon after shewn into the 
other Room, and the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
came to us, with the Two Secretaries of the Treasury, 
and opened the Business, by first enquiring how many 
Lists there were, when he was informed there were 
Three Parties—He then observed, that previous to 
entering upon the Business, he would communicate 
the Application made to him, or Memorial, by Mr. 
Boyd, relative to a Claim that he and his Party set up 
in consequence of a Conversation which had passed 
at the making of the last Loan—he then begun to 
read this Memorial, which set forth that they con- 
ceived themselves entitled to have a Lease of the 
Money Market (if such an Expression might be used) 
or something of that Kind—The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer did not read out the Whole of the Me- 
morial, but begun to make some Observations, and I 
made some Observations on it, by observing, that if 
there was any Agreement not to bring forward a Loan 
it must concern the Public, the then Holders of the 
former Loan, who were the Persons that would be 
injured by bringing forward another Loan, and did 
not justify any Claim of Preference on Behalf of the 
Contractors, and that they (the Contractors) appeared 
to me to be highly blameable, instead of deserving a 
Preference, for promoting in any Manner the bring- 
ing forward of the Loan before the Expiration of the 
Agreement, if there was any such—Other Gentlemen 
made Observations upon it; Mr. Goldsmid mentioned 
the Circumstance, that at the Time of the Agreement 
of the last Loan, Mr. E. P. Salomons did propose to 
extend the last Payment to February, but that some- 
body had answered, No, because it may interfere with 
the Loan of next Year. Thereupon the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer expressed himself that he did not 
wish to have any Debate upon it, but that he con- 
sidered there was no Obligation, although there might 
be a Degree of Consideration due to it—He said, he 
wished to know of Mr. Mellish and Mr. Morgan, if 
they would agree to bid for the Loan on the Condi- 
tion that Mr. Boyd should have the Option of taking 
the Bargain at an Half per Cent. Premium.— Mr. Mel- 
lish said it was impossible for him to give an Answer 
to a Proposal put to him so unexpectedly without first 
consulting his Friends.—I objected to it without any 
Hesitation whatever—I could not entertain it for a 
Moment—that I could not consent to bid under any 
Restraint of that Kind, and that it was going from 
Competition, and would injure the Contract—Then it 
was intimated, as I understood, that our Stay was un- 
necessary (to wit, MJellishes and Morgan's) and Messrs. 
Mellishes immediately got up, and walked out of the 
Room, and I followed them. 


Withdrew. 


Abraham Newland, Esquire, Cashier of the Bank, 
presented, pursuant to the Order of the Com- 
mittee, a Paper, intituled, 


“ Copies of the different Lists of the Subscribers to 
“ the Loan for the Service of the Year 1796, as 
“ sent into the Bank by the Contractors for the 
“ same.” Which Paper was read, and is annexed 
in Appendix, N° 2. 
Vot. 51. 
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Mr. Morgan being again called in, proceeded in his 
Examination as follows : 


I would remark, that I had received no Notice or 
Intimation of any Kind, either before or at that Meet- 
ing, that the Loan would be disposed of before Friday 
the 27th; and therefore it was with Astonishment that 
the next Morning, to wit, Thursday, 1 heard that the 
Loan was disposed of the Day before; after I left 
Downing Street.— Here ends my Narrative. 

I would further remark, that I have understood that 
it has been set forth as a Matter of Custom and Prac- 
tice, that the Subscribers to a Loan are entitled to a 
Preference in any Loan that might be brought for- 
ward before the Payments are completed on the for- 
mer Loan—I mean to declare, positively, as a Man 
of Experience, that no such Custom or Practice has 
ever existed, or ever was before thought of—I was one 
of the Contractors for the Loan in the Year 1794, with 
Mr. Johnson and Mr. Angerstein.—Before we went to 
meet the Chancellor of the Exchequer, at the previous 
Meeting to the Bidding, to settle the Preliminaries, [ 
had prepared in Writing several Questions to be put to 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, which the Gentlemen 
with whom I acted approved of, and they were put— 
the material One was—If any other Money was to be 
borrowed or raised in the Course of the Year?—I had 
not in View then, in putting that Question, any Thing 
respecting borrowing any Money for the Emperor; 
but in consequence of the Applications that had been 
before made to me, on the Possibility of borrowing 
Money for the King of Sardinta—If there had been

to, I should not have thought it necessary to put such a 
Question; and with regard to any Claim that may be 
now brought forward on the Ground of the Payments 
in a former Loan not being completed, the Contract 
for the Loan in December 1794 was brought forward 
before the last Payment which was made on the pre- 
ceeding Loan, which was to be made on the 13th of 
January 1795; and we, the Contractors of the former 
Loan, contracted for in February 1794, to wit, Johnson, 
Angerstein, and myself, as Contractors, did not consider 
ourselves entitled, or entertain a Thought of claiming 
any Preference on that Account, although we ve 
strongly solicited to be Competitors for the Loan for the 
Service of the Year 1795. 


3. Did you not think that Messrs. Boyd and Co. 
would be as much injured in Proportion to the Quan- 
tum of the former Loan remaining undisposed -of, as 
any other Holder of Parts of the former Loan at that 
Time? 

Undoubtedly, every One that holds must be 
alike. 

I would wish to add, that it has been mentioned that 
the Scrip Receipts, not having been written into the 
Books, was some Ground of Argument for a Preference; 
I observe, previous to the Contract in December 1794, 
there were considerable Sums in Scrip Receipts out- 
standing, and I have known it to be so for Six and Nine 
Months in other Years. 

By, previous to the Contract in December 1794, I 
mean about a Week previous. y 


4. By whom was it intimated, at the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer’s, that you were directed to: witli- 
draw? 

By the Chancellor of the Exchequer himself.— 
I desire to add, that on the Wednesday following, the 
2d of December, the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
fully explained that it was not his Intention that Mr. 
Mellish and myself should hear the Particulars of his 
Budget, because we did not consent to his Proposal, 
poe therefore could not be competent to bid for the 

oan, 


5. At 
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5. At the Meeting on the Wednesday, at the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer’s, did you then understand at 
what time the Letter or Memorial from Messrs. Boyd, 
had been sent to and received by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer ? 

I think, but am not certain, that the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer said the Day before; but on the Wed- 
nesday following, he explained it to have been received 
on Tuesday Night, the 24th, after his Return from the 
House of Commons. 


6. Was any Observation made, or Explanation 
given, at the Meeting of the 25th, respecting the 
Circumstance’ of Messrs. Boyd not having preferred 
this Claim of Preference before the preceding Even- 
ing? 

. None, as I recollect. 

7. You have said, that the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, when he had read a Part of the Memorial, 
and Observations had been made upon it, said, 
“ that he did not admit it to be an Obligation, al- 
** though Messrs. Boyd might be entitled to some Con- 
** sideration ;” you are desired to inform the Com- 
mittee, whether Messrs. Boyd, or any of their Party, 
urged any Argument in Answer, -to maintain that 
Right of Preference, which they have stated in the 
Memorial or Letter, or whether they seemed to ac- 
quiesce in the Statement of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer ? 

There was no Argument whatever, after the 
Observation of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, from 
any Person—the Observations had been all before 
from several of the Parties—the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer had expressed himself, that he did not wish 
to have a Debate, and then concluded by saying, that 
he did not admit it to be an Obligation, although 
Messrs. Boyd might be entitled to some Consideration. 


8. Did Messrs. Boyd make any Objection to this 
Statement? 
No—there was not another Word passed. 


9. Did you leave the Room with an Impression that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer had not acquiesced 
in the Claim of Preference, made on the Part of Messrs. 
Boyd and Co. ? 

Undoubtedly. 


10. Did the Chancellor of the Exchequer say any 
Thing else, but what you have already stated, to give 


_ you that Impression ? 


Not the least. 


11. Did you consider yourself as having made a pre- 
cise Condition with the Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
the Loan of February 1794, that there should be no 
other borrowing or raising of Money within the Year? 

Certainly I did, and I acted up to it; when the 


Imperial private Loan was brought forward, I gave 
‘public Notice of the Agreement that was made. 


12. Did you, previous to your giving that public 
Notice, make any Application to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer on that Subject? 

No—not the least; because I at that Time con- 
sidered that it had not his Countenance. 


13. Had you ever any Intimation that the Condi- 
tion which you asserted to have been Part of your 
Bargain with the Chancellor of the Exchequer, in 
making the Loan in February 1794, was controverted 
or disputed on the Part of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer ? 

I never -had; but I had Intimation that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer had sent for Mr. Johnson 
and Mr. Angerstein on the Subject, regarding their not 
having first acquainted him before they made the 
Publication. 
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14. From whom had you had that Intimation? 
I heard it from Mr. Johnson, 


15. Did Mr. Johnson or Mr. Angerstein make any 
Communication to you, to lead you to suppose that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer did not admit your State- 
ment of this Condition in the Bargain ? 

None—the Statement was confirmed by a great 
many Individuals that were present at the making of 
the Bargain after the Publication, and I never heard it 
disputed to this Hour. 


16. Should you, excepting on the Ground of this 
express Condition, as you understood it to be, have 
thought yourself authorized to make the Objection, and 
give the public Notice which you have stated ? 

I should never have entertained a Thought of it. 


17. Did you object to the Negociation of the Loan 
with Messrs. Boyd and Co. in December following ? 
Not in the least. 


18. Why did you not? 
Because I considered our Loan as wound up, and 
I always followed the true Intent of the Question put, 
to wit, the Probability of a Foreign Loan for the King 
of Sardinia. 


19. In the Conversation with the Governor of the 
Bank on the 28th of October, did you understand the 
Governor to allude to any other Motive, as operating 
on the Mind of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, ex- 
clusive of the Circumstance of the last Payment on the 
preceding Loan not having been completed ? 

Beyond all Doubt whatever, and that was no Part 
of it; particularly it was stated by the Governor of the 
Bank to me, an important Money Negotiation, amount- 
ing to go00,000/., and this was stated not once but 
repeatedly, and on that Ground it was stated, that Mr. 
Boyd would have the Loan, and that I should be disap- 
pointed. 


20. State the Whole of the Conversation between 
you and the Governor of the Bank on that Subject? 

He had always expressed Doubts about the Com- 
petition, on the Ground of the Confidence he had always 
observed in Mr. Boyd and his Party, that they should 
have the Loan; and as I have stated before, an impor- 
tant Money Negotiation, in which, it was understood, 
that Mr. Boyd had greatly assisted the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 


21. Is that the Whole of the Conversation, or did 
any Thing more pass? 
That is the Substance, in short, that I should be 
tricked—these Words were used. 


22. Whose Words were those? 

The Governor of the Bank’s—The Reply that I 
constantly made was, that I should do my utmost to be 
well prepared for Competition; and if I was precluded, 
it should not be my Fault. 


23. Was the Result of the several Conversations with 
the Governor of the Bank, an Impression in your Mind, 
that there would be no Competition ? 

It was certainly and positively, that there would be 
no Competition, but that I should be deceived. 


24. When was that Impression first on your Mind ? 
From Monday the 26th of October, when I first 
had the Communication with the Governor of the 
Bank, and until Monday the 23d of November—I had 
never an Abatement of that Impression till the 23d of 
November. 


25. When did you first determine to make your List? 
The 28th of October. 


26. Did you then solicit Persons, or take Pains to 
form that List, and when was it completed ? 

I never solicited at all—there was no Opening 

or 
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or Occasion for me to solicit—I made Communication 
of opening my List to some particular Friends, and 
waited till Monday Night following for their Answer— 
the List was begun the 28th, but not publicly till the 
2gth, and on the Tuesday following, the first Stage, to 
wit, for Fifteen Millions, was completed. 


27. Did you, after that Day, admit any fresh Persons 
on your List? 
Yes; for One Million more. 


28. Have you any Objection to delivering in the 
List ? | 

Respecting myself, not the least; but I submit to 
the Committee, whether it will be proper for me, as 
a confidential Agent in an important Transaction for 
honourable Purposes, to make known my List, and 
particularly as it has not had an Opportunity of ob- 
taining the Loan—I would not wish to be understood 
to have an Inclination to evade the Establishment of 
the Truth, and will, if required by the Committee, de- 
liver in my List sealed. 


29. Had you obtained the Loan, would your List 
have been delivered in to the Bank, with the Names of 
all the real Subscribers in it? 

No—because I have actually agreed to take 
10 per Cent. being the first Payment, in certain Cases, 
without knowing the Names—And in a great many 
others, upon receiving the 10 per Cent. as has been 
practised before, to suffer the Sums to remain in my 


own Name, as it was in the Loan of 1794, when I had 
a Third of it. 


30. In the List which you offer to deliver in, sealed 
up, do you mean to insert the Names of all the Persons 
you know on your List, except those who desire to be 
kept back on religious Principles? 

No, certainly not. 


31. Would the List, which you offer to deliver in to 
the Committee, if required, contain all the Names which 
you know of the real Subscribers to your Loan, except 
the Names of those who wish to conceal their Names 
on religious Scruples ? 

No—I have agreed with many that their Sub- 
scriptions should stand under my Name, and had re- 
ceived in Part the First Payment of such Persons; 
there are others that I have not so agreed. to conceal, 
but whose Names I was to receive previous to the 


Bidding. 


32. On what Authority did you rest your Belief on 
the 29th of October that Mr. Boyd, would have the 
Loan ? 

On confidential Information, which I constantly 
received up to Zuesday the 24th of November.—At the 
public Meeting of the Subscribers I took Notice of it 
in the Manner that I do now, and observed, that the 
Gentleman who gave me the Information was in the 
Room and heard me.—I did that with a View that I 
might not be understood to allude to any Body that was 


not present, but I would not give up his Name upon 
any Consideration. 


33. On what Day was that Meeting of the Sub- 
scribers held ? 


It was Monday following the Meeting in Downing 
Street when the Bidding was rejected. 


34. Did you, at the Time of opening your List, or 
prior to that Meeting, communicate to your Subscribers 
the Impression upon your Mind that there would be no 
Competition ? 

_ _ To some it is very likely that I did; but in general 
I observed as a Rule to say but little to any body, 
but to hear all from every body; and I did hear 


generally from all Persons that that Idea was under- 
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35. Did you receive any Money as Part of the First 
Payment from the Subscribers to your List? 
From many, but not all. 


Withdrew. 
Mr. Boyd’s Letter to the Right honourable Wil. 
liam Pitt, &c. &c. dated Sackville Street, No- 
vember 24th 1795, claiming a Preference to 
the Negotiation for the Loan, was delivered in 


to the Committee and read, and is inserted in 
Appendix, N° 3.

Mr. Morgan again called in, and examined. 


In Explanation to my Answer Yesterday, relative to 


Inquiry 
specting 


completing the first Stage of my List for Fifteen Mil-~ 


lions, I mean to say, that the List was actually con- 
cluded on the Tuesday, but on Saturday the 31st I had 
not received the Answer I expected; and finding that 
my List got very forward, I was under some Appre- 
hension that I should have but very little Room in case 
the Offer I had mentioned should be accepted, and 
therefore I stopped setting down Names, and made 
known to the People that I was so situated that I could 
not set down any more till I had received the Answer 
which I was hourly in Expectation of—The verbak 
Applications that were made to me I answered in that 
Manner; and to those that I had received Letters from 
(which were in great Numbers) I made known pub- 
licly at Garraway’s, on Saturday the 31st of October, 
that the Letters I then received were not to be con- 
sidered as agreed to by me—that if the Answer I re- 
ceived should not engage the Subscription, which. I 
expected, that then I should immediately fill up my 
List from the Letters, and from the Applications as 
they first came to me—I at that time considered my 
List complete, or nearly so, by one or other of the 
Means. 

On Reflection, I am of Opinion, that it is improper 
for me to deliver in my List in any Manner, sealed or 
not sealed, because the Public are not interested 
therein, nor concerned in any respect with regard to 
the forming of it, or the Names that may or may not 
be inserted in it, because I was not allowed to act 
upon it; and moreover, if I had been allowed to have 
come to a Bidding, it would not have been a Question 
to me whether I had a List, or how it was formed, or 
who was in it; but before my Proposal could be re- 
ceived, I should be questioned respecting my Security 
for making the Deposit, and I should, according to my 
Intentions, have made known, that I should have de- 
posited at the Bank 3, or 4, or 500,000/. or whatever 
more might have been required—I could have gone to 
any Thing; and that also I should have been prepared 
with other Security, personal, if it should have been re- 
quired.—I wish to remark, that what I was to have 
obtained was a Ioan by being the highest Bidder. 


36. Are you positively determined to refuse giving in 
your List in the Manner you Yesterday proposed ? 
At present I am. 


37- When may the Committee expect your final 
Determination on that Point, if they should judge it 
important to have it delivered in? 

It is impossible for me to answer that—I have 
made up my Mind, considering that the Public are not 
interested in the List, or concerned in any Manner 
whatever. 


38. If the Committee should express to you, that 
they are of Opinion that the Public are interested in 
your giving in the List, would you then deliver it in? 

The Question being objected to, the Witness was 
directed to withdraw. % 
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And 
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And being again called in, he was acquainted, that 
That it is of 
esseritial Importance to the Public that he would deliver 
in his List. 

And he was asked; 

39. Will you produce your List in consequence of 
this Resolution of the Committee? 

With all Deference to the Opinion of the Com- 
mittee I wish not to do it, because the List, and the 
Purposes for which it was formed, were at an End 
before the Day for completing the List, namely, the 
Day before the Bidding, at which Time I was to receive 
Names from many Gentlemen ; and I wish to add, to 
establish that Truth, I have no Objection to make a 
private Communication of the Names to the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 


40. Are you positively determined not to deliver in 
your List? ; 
No--by no Means—it is now sealed up in the 
Manner it was Yesterday ; and after the Explanation I 
have given, I will sanity with the Resolution of the 
Committee. 
Then the Witness was directed to withdraw. 


And being again called in, he was acquainted, that 
the Committee were of Opinion, That he be desired to 
deliver in his List for the Inspection of the Committee. 

Whereupon the Witness replied, That he should com- 
ply with the Requisition of the Committee. 

And being further examined ; 

He was asked, 


41. Upon what Points did you communicate with 
the Subscribers, between the Time of opening the 
Lists and the Meeting of the Subscribers, which you 
have mentioned, and what passed generally on the 
Subject ? 

The Conversation was generally with Individuals, 
relative to being admitted on the Lists ; as to any other 
Topics they were merely accidental, and I can give no 
Account of them. 


42. Having said that you had communicated with 
some of the Subscribers, the Impression on your Mind 
that there would be no Competition for the Loan, were 
there any of the Subscribers upon your List from whom 
you had received Money, to whom you did not make 
this Communication? 

Undoubtedly, Abundance, with whom I had no 
Communication on the Subject. 


43. Had you received such confidential Information, 
on which you thought you could rely, only from One 
Person, or from more than One Person? 

From One and the same; ‘but it was always the 
common Rumour. 


44. Do you still remain of Opinion, not to mention 
the Name of that Person, from whom you received such 
confidential Information? 

Certainly. I do—And I think it would be extremely 
improper for me to do it, without first communicating 
with him, and having his Consent; because it may 
probably lead to some other Person of whom I know 
nothing. ' 


45. Will you mention, whether there were any Cir- 
cumstances in that Person's Situation, that induced, you 
to, think the Information more authentic, than the gene- 
ral Rumour you have mentioned ? 

No Circumstances. 


46. What were your Reasons for thinking you could 
partic rely on the Information you had, received 
from that Person ? 

Because I knew him to be a true honest Man, fully 
to be confided in. 
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47. Had you any Reason to think that he had any 
particularly authentic Means of Information ? 
From his telling me he had that Information, and 
that I might rely on it. 


48. Did he say he had the Information from Mr. 
Boyd, from the Chancellor of the Exchequer, or from 
any other particular Person or Persons that he men- 
tioned ? 

He never mentioned the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, nor Mr. d—he certainly mentioned a 
Person in the City from whom he had the Information, 
the Name of which Person I should wish to decline 
giving without his Leave—that Person I do not know 
personally. 


49. Have you any Objection, if the Committee should 
require it, to ask Leave of those Two Gentlemen to 
mention their Names to this Committee ? 

One I do not know; neither do I know that he is 
acquainted or has Knowledge of the Information being 


given to me—the other I can have no Objection to 
ask. 


50. When you were informed, that the Person with 
whom you are not acquainted had declared that Mr. 
Boyd was to have the Loan, did you know of any Cir- 
cumstances belonging to that Person, which led you 
to think that he had the Means of authentic Informa- 
tion on the Subject? 

I did believe so; from his Acquaintance with some 
of Mr. Boyd’s Party. 


51. When the Information was given to you, was 
it mentioned to you on what Ground that Person, 
whom you did not know, had formed his Opinion that 
Mr. Boyd was to have the Loan? 


Because he was told so—that was mentioned to 
me. 


52. Was it said, by whom he was told so? 
I do not know that ever he communicated that to 
my Friend that spoke to me—I do not recollect ever 
hearing it. 


53. Then you never heard from whom by Name, 
that Person, whom ye do not know, had his Informa- 
tion on the Subject : 

I never heard that he had ever said any Name. 


54- As you said you had heard Messrs. Boyd were 
constantly assured of having the Loan, were any Persons 
named from whom they had had that Assurance? 

I always understood that they felt themselves con- 
fident of having it; and so I constantly had the confi- 
dential Informatign, and it agreed with public Rumour 
—when I said Messrs. Boyd were assured—I meant 
they were confident. 

And then the Witness was directed to withdraw. 


And being again called in, he was acquainted, that 
the Committee had come to a Resolution, That he be 
desired to ask the Friend he has mentioned, from whom 
he had received the confidential Information, whether 
he has any Objection that his Name should be men- 
tioned. to the Committee. 

Then the Witness was further examined, and asked ; 


55. Was there any general Condition which you 
made with the Persons whom you received as Sub- 
seribers to your List? 

Pe The general: Condition was, not to be in any other 


56. Was there any, other general Condition but. 
that ? 
Nor to part with any of their Subscription, but 
on the same Conditions, to be declared and observed 
by the Persons to whom it was disposed of. 


57. Was it not a Condition made by you with those 
a who 
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who were received in your List, that they should ad- 
vance to you the Whole or Part of the Deposit? . 

It was not a general Condition, although it was to 
some particular Persons. 


58. How much were those particular Persons re- 
quired to advance to you? 


5 per Cent. 


59. According to your Recollection, when did you 
first receive Advances of 5 per Cent. from any of your 
Subscribers ? 

I really do not recollect, but my Banker’s Book 
will shew. 


60. Was any received to your Knowledge previous 
to the 29th of October, when you made it public to 
form your List? 

No. 


61. Did you continue to receive those Advances 
of 5 per Cent. up to the Time when you was at the 
Meeting in Downing Street, on Wednesday the 25th of 
November ? 


I apprehend some little Payments were made about 
that Time, 


62. Did you at any Time, before the 25th of No- 
wember, countermand those Payments ° 
I never applied generally for an Advance of 5 per 
Cent. or any other Sum—To some Persons, as I 
have said before, when they applied to me to be ad- 
mitted on the List, in order that 1 might be perfectly 
safe, I have agreed so to admit them upon paying in 
5 per Cent.—In many Cases Agents applied to me 
on the Behalf of Persons I was not perfectly, or not 
sufficiently, acquainted with, and on such Occasions I 
always stipulated for paying the Money in, to make 
me perfectly easy—I had another Object also, of raising 
a certain Sum to be ready to be applied as a Security 
for the Performance of the Contract, and which I 
proposed to lodge in the Hands of the Chief Cashier 
of the Bank of England for that Purpose, and on that 
Account I me to some of my particular Friends to 
pay in such Money as they could conveniently spare ; 
and I had so raised near 300,000/. and I had, at the 
same Time, upwards of 70,000/. of my own at the 
Bankers ; and then when I had such Monies raised, 
upon some Applications being made to me, if I wished 
them to pay in Money, I did tell them that I consi- 
dered it unnecessary, thinking I had a Sum sufficient, 
but desired them to be prepared in case I should have 
Occasion to call for them—where I made it a Condition 
I never countermanded. 


63. Was the Condition that your Subscribers should 
not be in any other List, general ? 
No—not completely general. 


A printed Paper being shewn to the Witness, and 
read, as follows, 


“ Si, 

** T desire to subscribe in the List you are form- 
ing for the intended Loan Thou- 
sand Pounds Omnium ; and I promise and engage 
to make the Deposit, and not to have any Con- 
cern or Interest, directly or indirectly, in any other 
List ; and that no Person shall have any Part or 
“« Interest in my Subscription, but on the same Con- 
“ ditions to be declared and observed.”

64. Was that. the Form which you required your 
Subscribers to sign? 
Not generally—this was the Form of a printed 
Letter which we made use of, when we were forming 
our Lists for the Purpose of bidding for the Loan of 


1794, and of which I had some left.

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65. Will you mention what Description of Persons Inquiry re- 
they were whom you exempted from the Condition spe- pore: oy 


cified in this printed Paper ? 

They were of Two Descriptions, such as the Bank 
Directors, on the One Hand, and Gentlemen that I 
supposed and knew from their Character, knowing my 
Conditions, would not offer themselves to be in my List 
if they were in any other. 


66. Did you communicate to those Persons from 
whom you required the Condition, that there were 
others that you had exempted or meant to exempt 
from them? 

No—certainly not—I never thought it necessary— 
I had the entire Management of that Business. 


67. Is it to be understood, therefore, that a Person 
who subscribed one of those printed Papers, had no 
Reason given him to think that any of your Subscribers 
was not laid under the same Conditions ? | 

I never entered into any Reason—I never sent 
those printed Papers; they lay at the Bar at Garraway/s, 
and those who chose filled them up and directed them 
for me. 


68. Did you require the Conditions, contained in 
the printed Letters, from any Person to whom you did 
not send or give those Letters ? 

I did. 


69. When you made your Intention to open a List 
public, did you declare the Conditions on which you 
meant to receive Subscribers, and if you did, were those 
Conditions the same with those specified in the printed 
Paper ? 

I did, as the Applications were made to me, and 
where I thought it was necessary. 


70. Did you expressly offer to any Gentlemen, that 
they should be Subscribers without being bound to the 
Conditions contained in the printed Paper? 

None that I recollect—I do not recollect One ; 
but where I thought it unnecessary I never mentioned 
it—but I wish it may always be understood, that I 
never required it or expected it from the Bank Di- 
rectors. 


71. You mentioned Yesterday, that you had com- 
municated to some respectable Gentlemen that you 
intended to open a List, and proposing to them to take 
a Share, if they thought proper; did those Gentlemen, 
when you received an Answer from them, accept that 
Proposal ? 

They did not. 


72. Have you any Objection to mention who those 
Gentlemen were? 
Certainly I have, upon the general Principlé that 
I think it improper for me, as a confidential Agent, to 
say who is or who is not in the List—and now I would 
beg to observe, it occurs to me that submitting my 
Banker's Book will in Part disclose the Names of 
Subscribers, and which I was not aware of, and there- 
fore hope the Committee will be satisfied with my 
geoenns the first and last Dates of Payments by the 
ubscribers. 


73. Have Pins any Objection to ask those Gentlemen 
if they would consent that you should disclose their 
Names to this Committee, should the Committee think 
proper to require it ? 

I have, upon the same general Principle. 


74. When you communicated to those Gentlemen 
your Intentions of opening a List, and made them an 
Offer to take a Share in it, did you state to them the 
Reasons you have mentioned to the Committee, that 


you had for thinking that Messrs. Boyd were to have 
the Loan?

75. Did 
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75. Did they, in their Answer, mention that Cir- 
cumstance as their Motive, or among their Motives, for 
declining your Offer.

76. Have you any Objection to state what Reasons 
they gave for declining your Offer ? 
It is not in my Power—I do not recollect. 


77. When you first went into the City and met Mr. 
Johnson, was it for the express Purpose of talking about 
the Loan, and by special Appointment? 

No. 


78. Did Mr. Johnson, when he communicated Mr. 
Angerstein’s Opinion, say he had Mr. Angerstein’s 
Authority for so doing? 


He never mentioned his Authority—but I had no _ 


Doubt of it. 


79. Was any Thing said to you to dissuade you from

80. Did you enquire as to the Amount of any Share 
you might have of Mr. Boyd’s List. 
No. 


81. Did you consider all the Communications made 
to you, by the Governor of the Bank, in the various 
Conversations you had with him respecting the Loan, 
as official Communications 2 

I did, all those which I have stated. 


82. Did you, on your seeing the Governor of the 
Bank in the City, after his Return from that Visit to 
Downing Street, when you expected to meet on the 
Loan, receive any other Communication of any Sort 
from him, but as to the Amount of the Loan, viz. 
Eighteen Millions ? 

Yes ; that it was to be disposed of by public Com- 
petition. 


83. Then is it to be understood that you received no 
Information or Communication whatever from the 
Governor of the Bank on that Day, but as to those 
‘Two Circumstances, viz. the Amount of the Loan, 
(Eighteen Millions) and the Competition ? 

I do not recollect any other official Communi- 
cation. 


84. Have you any Objection to state what other 
Conversation passed between you, and the Governor of 
the Bank, relative to the Loan, subsequent to that 
Visit, and antecedent to your going to Downing Street 
to bid for it?

He did. 


87. Did you, after the Communication of the Loan 
being for the Amount of Eighteen Millions, com- 
municate that Alteration to the Subscribers upon your 
List? 

I did not—it did not concern them. 


88. Did you understand any of the different Modes, 
in 5 ~ the Loan was to be arranged as to the Funds? 
did. 


89. From whom had you that Information? 
The Governor of the Bank.

I have no Note of the Day ; but it was at several 
different Times mentioned to me, having been at first 
proposed to have some Part in the 4 per Cent., but’ 
afterwards I was asked if I had any Objections, that it 
should be in the 3 per Cent.

I donot recollect any after the Monday.

If it had been so proposed to me—I was always 
prepared. 


93. If you had made your Offer, should you have 
expected a decided Answer ? 

This was not the Day for making the Offer; but 
when I was there, if I had been invited to make an 
Offer, by fair Competition, I should not have hesitated 
a Moment, and I should have expected a decided 
Answer. 


94. Would the possibility of an Austrian Loan, and 
the Probability of funding Five Millions of Navy 
Debt have made any considerable Alteration in your 
Terms? 

__ Not any—my Mind was made up to those Ob- 
Jects.

g6. Do you, as a Man of extensive Practice and Ex- 
perience, think, that the Possibility of this Austrian 
Loan, and the funding the Five Millions, would make 
any Alteration on the Price of Stocks? 

When the Austrian Loan was actually to come for- 
ward it would, but if the Question goes to my Opinion, 
respecting the Influence that Possibility would have 
upon me upon that Day, I can answer not the least, be- 
cause I considered it as a Matter utterly impossible, 
from my Knowledge of the Situation of the Money 
Affairs of this Country.

97. What do you understand by the Phrase, in your 
former Evidence, of ‘ officially communicated to me 
“* by the Governor of the Bank?” 

Every Thing that he thought necessary, and did 
communicate to me relative to the Loan, and to the 
Intentions of the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 


g8. Did he state to you precisely, on all and each of 
these Points, that he had the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer’s Directions so to do ? 

He never mentioned he had any Directions to 
speak to me in particular; but he mentioned he 
thought it his Duty to tell me of those Particulars 
—that the Chancellor of the Exchequer had always 
said, Competition; but at the Communication on 
Monday the 234 of November, when he sent for me 
after his Return from Downing Street, he then told me, 
that he had put the Question particularly to the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer relative to the Competition, 
and that he had answered, ‘‘ Most certainly,” and 
then he acquainted me the Amount of the Loan would 
be Eighteen Millions, I think he said, “ at the least,” 
—and officially told me, we were to attend on the 
Wednesday following in Downing Street, at Twelve

gg. Did 
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108. Did you fully understand the Proposition, at the Inquiry re- 


state to you, that he was expressly charged by the 
’ Chancellor of the Exchequer to give this general Infor- 
mation to all who applied to him? 

I do not recollect there ever was a word of the 
Kind; nor that he was directed by the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer to tell any Body except respecting the 
Attendance in Downing Street—that was mentioned as 
from the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 


100. At the Interview, in which you learned the 
Amount of the Loan, on Monday the 23d, did the 
Governor of the Bank then state to you, that he was 
charged by the Chancellor of the ye Brave to in- 
form you of the Amount of the Loan as well as the 
Time of Attendance in Downing Street ? 

No. 


101. If you took a Loan on certain Conditions from 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and an Attempt was 
made afterwards to violate any of those Conditions, 
should you think it incumbent on you, on Behalf of 
yourself, and the Subscribers on your List, to remon- 
strate against any such Violation ? 

It would depend on what Alteration was made, 
and whether or not then it would be worth my while or 
not to agree to the new Terms. 

Question repeated ; 

If I thought it was hurtful to my Bargain, I should 
certainly remonstrate against it. 


102. You have stated, in Reply to a Conversation 
with the Governor of the Bank, that you should do your 
utmost to be well prepared for Competition, but if you 
were precluded, it would not be your Fault; what do 
you mean by that? 

I mean in respect to not having an Opportunity 
of Bidding. 


103. What do you mean by being well prepared for 
Competition ? : 
I mean, generally, being prepared in my List and 
Money. 
104. Do you mean, not to be prepared at all, as to 
the Terms you intend to offer ? 

I could not possibly be prepared, or rather have 
fixed on the Terms, till the Time for making the Offer ; 
because the Terms must in some Degree be governed, 
or have Reference to the Market Price. 


105. What do you mean by the Market Price? 

The Market Price of the Funds, at the nearest 
Time of Bidding—I would remark, that at the former 
Time that I have attended, special Messengers arrived 
from the City with the Prices of the Day. 


106. From your Recollection of the actual State of 
Affairs at that Time, and a former Loan Transaction, 
what do you apprehend would be the Difference be- 
tween the Offers likely to be made by each of the 
Parties who came to that Bidding ? 

There can be no Comparison, in my Mind, with 
respect to former Loans, because Circumstances can- 
not be supposed to be precisely the same; and with 
regard to other Persons Intentions of bidding for this 
Loan, that I was totally unacquainted with, or with 
their Preparation to qualify them to bid. 


107. Have you any Means of proving, if the Com- 
mittee should require it, the precise Terms you had 
decided to offer on the Wednesday when you attended 
in Downing Street ? 

It is impossible I should have any Body who could 
come to prove it, because I myself had not the most 
distant Expectation that the Bidding was then to come 
on, or before the Friday following. 


Vox, 51. 


Time it was made to you, for the qualified Bidding? 

I understood that the Half per Cent. was to be in 
favour of the highest Bidder—there was no other Mis- 
understanding—At the Meeting at the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer’s, on the Wednesday following, the 2d of 
December, that was fully explained. 


109. Did you, after the qualified Bidding was offered 
on Wednesday the 25th, consider your Determination, 
not to be a Bidder, under the Terms and Conditions 
then offered, as final ? 


I declared it was utterly impossible for me to bid 
under such Restrictions. 


110. If you had taken a large Loan, on what you 
consider the general known Principles of such Trans- 
action, and immediately afterwards, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer should think it expedient to make 
another Loan, in what Manner would you act? 

I certainly should remonstrate against it ; but in 
my Mind it is impossible such a Thing should happen. 


111. At what Period of the Loan should you think 
yourself not entitled to make such Remonstrance ? 


When it appeared not to be an Injury to the 
Parties for whom I acted. 


112. Can you state that precise Period? 
When it happens I could state it. 


113. Would it be at a Period when Half the Pay- 
ments of the Loan were made ? 

I cannot fix any Time; meaning this, that I 

should not think of making any Remonstrance merely 


for -the Purpose of obstructing the Operations of 
Government. 


114. Do you think that a new Loan taking place 
before Half the Payments on the antecedent Loan were 
made, would be prejudicial to the Subscribers to the 
First Loan ? 

Undoubtedly, upon the general Principle that 


the Preparations for a new Loan generally affect the 
Funds. 


115. Should you at that Moment think it necessary 
to remonstrate ? 


Surely I should. 


116. Should you think it necessary to remonstrate 
at any subsequent Period, as when only Three Quar- 
ters of the Loan had been paid ? 

Surely ; but with respect to myself, it would de- 
pend on the Applications made to me by the Holders, 


as having been the Agent in contracting for the former 
Loan. 


117. Would not any Proportion of the Capital of the 
First Loan, that was left undischarged, be affected by 
the subsequent Loan? 


In common with all the Funds. 


118. You have stated, in your preceding Evidence, 
that in a former Loan you put several Questions to 
the Chancellor of the Sitcaer, will you produce 
them, with the Answers? 

I have neither.—I never had any of the Papers, 
or Copies of any of the Letters or Proceedings remain 
with me, when acting with Mr. Johnson and Mr. Anger- 
stein—they always remained with Mr. Johnson.

120. After you and Mr. Johnson and Mr. Angerstein 
had taken the Loan, if the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, antecedent to the Payments on that Loan being 
completed, had brought forward any other Loan,

The Chancellor of the Exchequer did, and we never 
made any Complaint. 


121. Are you of Opinion, that at whatever Period 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer had brought forward 
that subsequent Loan, you would have been of the 
same Opinion ? 

Certainly not. 


122. Can you state the precise Time when you 
should have thought it justifiable for the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer to have brought forward that Loan ? 

No. 


123. What Time of the Year did you and Mr. 
Johnson and Mr. Angerstein make the Contract ? 
The Beginning of February, and the last Pay- 
ment was to be made on the 13th of January, 1795, 
but the Journals of the House will shew it. 


124. When was the first Payment of the new Loan, 
made by Messrs. Boyd and Co. for the Year 1795, to 
take place? 

I do not know. 


125. Did you apprehend that this new Loan affected 
your last Payment ? 
It affected all the Funds. 


126. Did you make any Remonstrance on that 
Account ? 
I never thought of it. 


127. Did you form any List to be Competitor for 
that Loan of 1795? 
Yes. 


128. You have stated, that the Governor of the 
Bank informed you of a Money Transaction to the 
Amount of g00,000/., that had taken place between 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer and Mr. Boyd; did 
the Governor of the Bank speak of that Transaction 
as of his own Knowledge ? 

He did not speak of it as of his own Knowledge, 
or not of his own Knowledge ; but he spoke of it as a 
Transaction notorious, and which every body knew? 


1 29. Do you know of this Transaction ? 
othing but by Report. 


130. Have you any Objection to state the whole 
Conversation with the Governor of the Bank on that 
Subject ? 

I have already stated the Whole that passed. 


131. Were any other Persons mentioned in this 
Conversation besides the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
and Mr. Boyd ? 

Not that I recollect. 


132. Did the Governor of the Bank explain to you, 
how you would be tricked ? 

No otherways, than that he had Doubts about 
the Competition ; and that it appeared to me, that he 
thought the Loan would be given to Mr. Boyd, and 
that was conformable to the general Opinion and 
Rumour. 


133. Did you, at the Time you allude to in Decem- 
ber 1794, when you intended to be a Competitor for 
the Loan of 1795, not know, that there was an utter 
Impossibility of the first Payment of the new Loan, 
being required to be made prior to the 13th of January, 
when the last Payment of the former Loan was to be 
made ? 

I knew no Payment could be made before the 
Parliament had voted it. 


134. Are you not aware, that in the Course of the 
Two last Wars, there was not a single Instance of the 
first Payment of the Loan for the Service of the Year 
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being made, till some Months subsequent to the last 
Payment of the preceding Loan?, 

I am not aware of it, nor have it in my Memory 


—I have made no Reference of any Sort whatever to 
those Objects. 


135. Having stated yourself to be a Man of Expe- 
rience, have you no Recollection of what passed, during 
either of the Two last Wars, with respect to the Pay- 
ments on Loans ? 

I cannot recollect about the Payments without I 
was to refer back; but I never heard of a Preference 
on any Account whatever, and particularly with regard 
to Custom and Practice, whether Scrip was wrote up in 
the Bank, or not. 


136. Do you believe there exists an Instance, pre- 
vious to the last Loan, of a Deposit being made on a 
Loan previous to the last Payment on the preceding 
Loan? 

I cannot positively recollect whether there was or 
was not without Reference, but I remember that the 
Loan for the Service of the Year 1762 came forward 
early. 


137. Do you not recollect that the Deposit in 1762 
was made on the 26th December, and that the last Pay- 
ment on the preceding Loan was made in October ? 

I do not recollect. 


138. Have you brought your List with you, in con- 
sequence of what passed Yesterday? 
I have. 


139. Will you now deliver in your List? 

I have the same Objection to state to the Com- 
mittee, that I am not inclined to deliver in the List, 
and do not think myself justified so to do, without the 
Consent of the Parties for whom it was intended that 
I should have offered for the Loan, unless it is in Com- 
pliance with the positive Order of this Committee, and 
which it is not in my Power to resist, if such is the 
Order : And also because Loans bought in that Manner 
by Competition are not liable to any Suspicion of 
Waste of the-public Money, or to any Scrutiny into the 
Division thereof. 


140. The Committee having Yesterday communicated 
to you a Resolution, containing a decided Opinion, 
that it was important to the Public your List should 
be produced, have you consulted the Persons, whose 
Consent you think neeessary to the Production of it, 
on the Subject? 

I have had no Opportunity. 


141. Will you consult those Persons, and how soon 
may the Committee expect your Answer in consequence 
thereof ? 

If it is the Desire of the Committee, I will most 
cheerfully call a general Meeting for that Purpose 
as soon as possible—I should be extremely sorry if I 
were to be understood to mean to refuse it on my own 
Account. — 


142. The Committee have already expressed the 
Opinion before alluded to, do you not feel it incum- 
bent on you to endeavour to obtain any Consent you 
think necessary for the Production of the List ? 

I will endeavour to do it—Surely I will do it— 
I feel it incumbent upon me to do every Thing in my 
Power to comply with the Wishes of the Committee, 
consistent with the Character of a confidential Agent. 


143. Having been desired by the Committee to con- 


sult the Friend you have mentioned, as having given 
you confidential Information, whether he would give 
you Leave to mention his Name to the Committee if 
J should desire it, have you consulted that Friend, 
has he given you such Leave ? ; 
I have consulted him, and have not got his 
Leave. 


144. Can 
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144. Can you now state from your Banker’s Book, 
or otherwise, when the first Money was paid in by 
any of the Subscribers on your List, as an Advance 
for their Part of the Loan, and when such Payments 
ceased ? 

The first Payment was on the 6th of November, 
and the last on the 25th. 


145. Was you ever concerned as a Principal in con- 
tans for a Loan before that of February 1794? 
. 0. 


146. Did you mean, in your former Answer, by the 
Words “ utterly impossible,” that it was impossible 
any Austrian fies should be brought forward in the 
Course of the present Year? 

In my Opinion, I certainly did. 


147. Why then did you write that Letter, of the 
16th of November, to the Chancellor of the Exche- 
uer? 
: I wrote it, because any Intention of having a 
Thought towards the Loan to the Emperor, should 
not preclude me from an Opportunity of offering for 
our Loan, on the Ground that I had not prepared 
myself, and made known my Intention, that I would 
be ready to bid for the Loan under any Condition, 
either positive or eventual, respecting any Emperor's 
Loan. 


148. Did you, on the 16th of November, think such 
a Circumstance not improbable ? 

It was much rumoured Abroad that there would 
be some Sort of Provision for the Emperor; and on 
that Ground there would be no Competition for the 
Loan; and I was induced to write that Letter, be- 
cause I would not be precluded by any eventual Pro- 
posal that might be made on that Account. 

Question repeated. 
I thought it was improbable—I think so now. 


149. Why then did you entertain any Suspicion 
that you might be precluded from bidding for the 
Loan on that Account, when you thought the Event 
so improbable, and which you declared Yesterday you 
did not think possible ? 

From public Rumour I entertained the Idea, that 
there might be such a Proposal, and that might prevent 
Competition, as it had done the Year before. 


150. Is it then to be understood that you did, at 
that particular Time, in consequence of the public 
Rumour, suppose that the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer might reserve to himself the Right of proposing 
to Parliament to guarantee a Loan to the Emperor in 
this Session ? 

I certainly did. 


151. Did you not imagine, that if such a Proposal 
should be made to Parliament, which you have stated 
in your Opinion was impossible, from your Know- 
ledge of the Situation of the Money Affairs of this 
Country, it must have considerably depressed the Pub- 
lic Funds? 


When actually made, it is my Opinion it would. 


152. You have stated To-day, that you cannot 
prove what Terms it was your Intention to have pro- 
posed to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, in case you 
had been called upon to offer Terms on the 25th of 
November, have you any Objection to declare now, 
what Terms you would have offered, if so called 
upon ? 

My Opinion would have been governed by Re- 
ference to the Market Price in the first Instance ; 
next, the Disposition of the Public towards Peace— 
I felt that very strongly during the forming of my 
List ; and also, I had to believe, that it was 
the Opinion and Intention of my Subscribers, that 


I should obtain the Loan; and I certainly, on that 
Vo. 51. 
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Day (meaning Wednesday the 25th) if I had been then 


called upon, or on Friday, the appointed Day, should 
have advanced my Price to very near the Market. 


153. Will you state, as nearly as you can, the pre- 
cise Terms that you would have offered on Wednesday 
the 25th? 

At 3s. 6d. Long Annuity, I should have been 
happy to have had it; with 120/. Consolidated, and 
25 Reduced Annuities—I always calculated in my own 
Mind the Discount at about 3 per Cent. 


154. Had you it in Contemplation to offer those 
Terms on the 25th of November, if you had been called 
upon to a Competition ? 

I had not that in Contemplation, nor any other 
Terms, as I did not expect to be called upon on that 
Day. 

155. Knowing what the Market Prices on the 25th 
of November were, and that Messrs. Boyd and Messrs. 
Meilishes were the other Bidders, what are the Terms 
that you would have offered, had you been called 
upon on that Day, as nearly as you can now state the 
same ? 

The Witness delivered in the following State- 
ment :

I have taken Notice, that the Reference to the 
Market Price, and the Disposition of the Public to- 
wards Peace, would have governed my Mind in fixing 
my Prices, and also the Consideration of the Stock 
Market at the Time; and would have weighed in my 
Mind—Is the State of the Market such as is likely to 
advance, and so advance my Contract, to stand at the 
then present Price, or to fall—and I was firmly of 
Opinion on that Day, that the Speculations had been 
very greatly for the Fall; and therefore I was justified 
to believe that there would be a Rise, which would 
advance the Premium of my Contract. 


156, If the Chancellor of the Exchequer had ex- 
pressly reserved to himself the Right to propose an 
Austrian Loan in the Course of the present Session, 
would that have made any, and what Difference in the 
Terms of your Offer on that Day? 

No.—I would wish to add, that I declare I had 
an Expectation that something of that Business would 
have been mentioned, and when the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer began by saying, that he had some Com- 
munication to make, I really expected it to be relative 
to the Austrian Loan—I had that Subject all along on 
my Mind, and had prepared myself with this Paper in 
my Hand, and which I had then in my Pocket, which 
I meant to have presented to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, if there had been any Opening, or any 
Necessity for it. 


Then the said Paper was delivered in and read, as 
follows : 


“ Declaration to the Contractors, from the 
“ Right honourable the Chancellor of the 

“* Exchequer. 
“ That Circumstances may make it necessary, and 
“ Parliament may agree to guarantee a further Loan 
“ to be raised in England for His Majesty the Em-

“ give His Majesty the Emperor.” 


And the Witness said, 

I meant to have presented this Paper to the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, as the Declaration which it 
might be suitable for him to make. 


157. At what Period did you begin to think, from 
your Knowledge of the Situation of the Money Affairs 
of this Country, that an Austrian Loan in the present 
Year was utterly impossible ? 

I cannot recollect exactly; perhaps about the 
Beginning of October, or perhaps the latter End of 
September. 


158. Did you think it utterly impossible on the 25th 
of November ? 
I did. 


159. Did you on the 16th of November? 
Yes—my Opinion on that Day was also the same ; 
but still there might be a Reserve’ for a Proposal of a 
Guarantee of One, to Parliament. 


160. Did you on Thursday, the 26th of November, 
when you first heard that Mr. Boyd had made his Bar- 
gain for the Loan on the preceding Day, declare to 
any Person that you would have offered the Terms 
which you have before stated ? 

No—I do not know that I did. 


161. Did you authorize any Gentleman to declare to 
Parliament in your Name, that you would have of- 
fered more favourable Terms by Two per Cent. than 
those upon which the Bargain had been concluded 
with Mr. Boyd, if you had been permitted to bid on 
that Day? 

It is very likely I may have said so in Conver- 
sation. As to any formal Authority, I know nothing 
of that. 


162. Did you make any Offer to that Effect to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, between Wednesday 
the 25th of November, and Monday the 7th of De- 
cember.

163. Did you make an Offer by a Letter addressed 
to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and read in the 
House of Commons, at your Request, on Monday the 
7th of December, to take the Loan at Two Shillings in 
the Long Annuity less than was agreed to be given to 
Messrs. Boyd and Co, ? 

I did. 


164. Did you consider it as a fair Offer to the Pub- 
lic to propose to take the Loan on those Terms on 
that Day, having now declared that you would have 
offered so much better Terms, if you had been called 
upon to bid on the 25th of November ? 

I did, because the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
had made a Contract at a Price which he considered 
proper and reasonable ; viz. at 6s. and 6d.; and also, 
because it would not be proper for me unnecessarily to 
bid a more reduced Price after such Contract was 
ee on the Public Mind as moderate and reason-

165. Was not the Market Price of the Three 
Cent, Consolidated, and the Three per Cent. Re. 
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duced Annuities, considerably higher on Monday the 
7th of December, than it was on the 25th of Novem- 
ber? 

I believe it was—but I made no Reference to any 
Prices whatever. 


166. Did you in Point of Fact not know that it 
was so? 
I have no Doubt of it. 


167. Had not Accounts been received between the 
25th of November, and the 7th of December of im- 
portant Victories obtained by the Austrians over the 
French? 

I really do not recollect the Day the Accounts 
were received. 


168. What induced you to make the Offer con- 
tained in your Letter to the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, which was read by your Desire in the House of 
Commons on the 7th of December? 

I considered, that in the Arguments that might 
be brought forward on the Subject, there might be an 
Objection to any new Arrangement, on the Ground 
that it would be impossible on Account of the early 
Day of Payment, and therefore I thought it prudent 
for me to have such a Proposal ready, in case such an 
Objection had occurred, and to say that I should have 
been ready to make the Payment on Thursday. 


169. Did you make that Offer at Request of your 
Subscribers in general, or any of them ? 

It was with the Approbation of all of those that I 
spoke to on the Subject—which was signified by many 
by their signing the Letter, expressing their Readiness 
to become joint Security with me. 


170. Have you any Objection to deliver in the Copy 
of that Letter, which was signed by those who offered 
that Security. 

The Letter is cancelled—I cannot deliver a Copy 
without their Authority, which I have no Objection to 
ask—my own Letter I am ready to deliver a Copy of 
at any Time. 

[Which Copy was delivered in to the Commit- 
i . read, and is inserted in Appendix, 
e 4. 

The former Question and Answer being read to the 
Witness ; viz. 

“* Have you any Objection to ask those Gentlemen, 
“* if they would consent that you should disclose their

171. And the said Question being again put to 
him ? 
He desired to explain that Answer by saying, That 
he has no Objection. 


172. You are therefore desired to ask the Consent 
of those Gentlemen, to disclose their Names to the 
Committee ? 

I will do it. 


173. You have stated in the former Part of your 
Evidence, that when you contracted for the Loan of 
1794, you considered eens as having made it a 
Condition with the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
that there should be no other borrowing or raising of 
Money within that Year; did you consider the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer as having entered into an 
Engagement by this Condition, not to propose any 
further Loan of any Sort to Parliament in the Course 
of that Year? 

1 did propose that Question, on the Ground that 

I entertained some Idea of something to be proposed 
for the King of Sardinia, and no Doubt I understood 
there would be no borrowing or raising to our Pre- 
< judice, 
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judice, or the Prejudice of our Contract.—I under- 
stood generally that we were not to be injured, and 
nothing else. 


174. Did you consider him as heving engaged that 
no Loan should be negotiated in the Course of that 
Year, by the Agents of any Foreign Power in Alliance 
with this Country ? 

I understood that he would not countenance any 
Thing of that Kind. 


175. Did you consider him as having engaged to do 
his utmost to prevent it? 
That was unnecessary in my Mind, because I 
considered it impossible to be done. 


176. Did you consider such Negotiation without 
the Authority of Parliament as illegal ¢ 
I did. 


177. Do you still think so? 


It has been proved otherwise—there was some 
Money raised for the Emperor. 


178. Did you consider the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer as pledged by this Engagement, to prevent 
any Loan being negotiated in this Country on the 
Part.of the Government of Jreland, in the Course of 
that Year? 

No. 


179. Did any of your Subscribers to the Loan for 
the Year 1794, apply to you, or desire you to object to 
the Negotiation which took place for the new Loan in 
i 1794? 

Not in my Recollection—but I would. wish to 
remark, that in speaking of any of the Circumstances 
respecting our Proceedings, in preparing ourselves in 
order to be Bidders for the Loan for the Service of the 
Year 1795; I do it from Memory, and not from Re- 
ference to any Documents, for I have not any of 


them. 


180. Do you recollect that Parliament was not sitting 
at the Time that that new Loan was negotiated, and that 
it did not meet till the 31st of December ? 

I think the Negotiation was before the Meeting 


of Parliament, but I don’t recollect the Day the Par- 
liament met. 


181. Had you not every Reason to be satisfied that 
it was impossible, from the Forms of Proceedings in 
Parliament, that the first Payment on the new Loan 
could take place, till the last Payment on the pre- 
ceding Loan was completed ? 

I did not consider any Thing at all about it.— 
I am unacquainted with the Forms of Parliament, and 
for all I am aware, the Loan might be voted in Con- 
fidence before the Supplies were brought forward— 
but I recollect having heard that some of the Contrac- 
tors collected the Payments from their Subscribers, 
expecting a very early Payment on the Loan. for 
1795- 


182. Do you recollect any Instance of a Loan voted 
before the Supplies were brought forward ? 
I do not—nor of any other Contract being made 
for a Loan before the Meeting of Parliament. 


183. Will you state your Reason for not having 
objected to the bringing forward of any new Loan, 
previous to the last Payment on your Contract for 
the Year 1794? 

I did not consider that there was any Opening for 
Objection, or Complaint of Injury, considering the 
Loan of 1794 as wound up. . 


_184. Can you recollect what was the Amount of the 
Rise in the 3 per Cents. from the 25th of November to 
the 7th of December last ? 


I have no Transactions

185. Can you state what has been the Rise in these 
Funds since the Delivery of the King’s Message on 
the 8th of December? 

I have heard they were as high as 714 or 4—but 
I have not been to Town lately to enquire.

186. You have stated, that your Opinion of the 
Disposition of the Public to Peace, would have had 
an Influence on your Mind in the Offer you intended 
to make for the Loan; would not the Knowledge that 
such a Message was to be sent to Parliament, have 
influenced it in a much one Degree? 


To be sure it woul 


187. From ‘your Knowledge and Experience in the 
Negotiation of Loans, can you state the Time that has 
usually elapsed between the Conclusion of the Contract 
with the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and the bringing 
it forward for the Sanction of Parliament? 

I can’t recollect without referring back. 


188. When you stated, that in your Opinion it was 
impossible another Austrian Loan should take place, 
did you mean that it was impossible that such a 
Loan should be proposed by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer ? 

I did, and I will add my Reason—That I con- 
sidered the Foreign Expenditure, and other War 
Drains, had already greatly overbalanced the Com- 
mercial Exports, and the Gold and Silver that was 
in Store, and which is evident by the Price of Gold— 
the Foreign Coin and Bullion at Market being ex- 
hausted, I conclude that the Coin of .the Kingdom 
will be taken out of Circulation; in such a State, and 
considering the Payments to be expected on the Im- 
port of Corn, for the Cargoes of Losses to Neutrals, 
and the Balances to Americans by Treaty, with the 
Foreign Expences of our Fleets in the Mediterranean 
and the West Indies, it appeared to me utterly impossible, 
that it could be prudent, or thought safe, to suffer any 
Loan for the Emperor to be raised in England—There 
must be preserved a Quantity of Specie in some Pro- 
portion to the Paper in Circulation, or there may be 
great Hazard of an Abatement of Confidence at Home, 
as was the Case after the Conclusion of the American 


War, when the Bank very prudently confined their 
Accommodations. 


189. Is it then to be understood, that this Opinion 
is founded on a Belief, that an Austrian Loan would 
occasion such an Exportation of Specie as might be 
dangerous to the Credit of the Country under the 
present Circumstances ? 

It is my Opinion firmly. 


190. With this Opinion, what was your Motive for 
writing the Letter of 16th November, in which you 
proposed to treat for such a Loan? 

To guard against being precluded from bidding 
for our Loan ; that was my Idea entirely. 


191. In your Conversations with the Governor of 
the Bank did he ever state to you the Nature of that 
Money Negotiation for g00,000/., in which he said that 
Mr. Boyd had materially assisted the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer ? 

He mentioned it to me in Conversation, as a 
Matter of public Notoriety, not as a Secret of the 
Bank, that there had been this important Money Ne- 
gotiation by Bills, in which Mr. Boyd was considered 


to have accommodated the Government, or lent the 
Money. 


192. At the Times that the Governor of the Bank 
expressed to you his Opinion, that ultimately there 
would be no Competition, did he state that the As- 
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surances which he had received from the Chancellor of 


—— the Exchequer, were uniformly that there would be a 


Competition ? 

I did mot understand him to state the Assurances 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer—but that the 
Chancellor. of the Exchequer did say, Competition— 
but the last Time on Monday, the 23d of November, 
it was officially communicated to me as a positive 
assured Intention. 


193- Did the Information you received from the 
Governor of the Bank, that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer said, Competition, confirm you in your 
Intention of becoming a Bidder for the Loan? 

It did. 


194, In the official Communication with the Go- 
vernor of the Bank on the 23d of November, had you 
any Intimation given to you, that the Competition for 

Loan was to be qualified by any unusual Con- 

itions ? 

Not the east. 

195, Has 9rhas it not been usual to make the Con- 
tract for the Loan not more than Two or Three Days 
before the Opening of the Budget ? 

I yeally don’t recollect—but I had it in Contem- 
plation to have proposed, if it could have been made 
convenient to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, to 
haye the Contract made in the Morning of the Day 
that the Budget would be opened, to prevent impro- 

Dealing before the Resolution passed the House of 

ompyons. 


196. Are you of Opinion, that the Amount of any 
Loan at present for the Emperor, could only be re- 
mitted in Specie or Bullion ? 

I considered it would be an Addition to the 
Balance against us, as I have explained. 


197. Do you know in what Manner the Amount of 
the last Loan to the Emperor was remitted to him ? 
' I do not: I look to the Price of Gold only. 


198. Do you or do you not hold it to be essential, in 
the Nature and Effect of a- fair Competition, that no 
one of the Competitors should be informed of the 
Terms offered by the rest, or by any of them? 

Before the Bidding, I certainly do. 


199. According to your Knowledge and Experience 
in the Transaction of Public Loans, what has been 
the Average Amount of Profit which had been usually 
expected and thought sufficient by Subscribers to such 
Loans, as a Compensation for their Risk and Trouble ? 

In my Opinion that must depend on Circum- 
stances at the Time, or the Motive that may induce 
People to be desirous of obtaining it—this is replying 
to a Supposition of Competition—but with regard to 

rivate ns, the Parties endeavour to get the best 
trerms they can —that has been always my Opinion—it 
has been always considered that a private Loan was 
expected to be a great Bonus in Comparison with one 
by Competition, and on that Account I considered 
Competition to have been first established. 


200. What do you mean by the Circumstances at the 
Time ? : 

Relative to the Situation of the Country at the 
Time regarding War or Peace. 

201. Do you mean that, with the public Expec- 
tation of Peace, the Subscribers would be satisfied 
with a less Profit, and vice versa? 

No Doubt of it—but I mean not only War and 
Peace, but the public Opinion, and the Price of the 
Funds—what I mean by the Price of the F unds is 
such, as whether they were 80 or 60, or such a Dif- 
ference, being higher or lower, must make a greater or 
less ‘in cement to obtain the Loan, 


202. You have mentioned several Reasons that in- 
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duced you to «believe confidently, that an Austrian 
Loan, which you offered to contract for, connected 
with one for the Service of this Year, would be ‘in- 
jurious to the Credit of this Country, were these in 
your Contemplation on the 25th of Jast Month, on 
which Day you have stated your Intention of offering 
to make a Contract for the Loan, nearly on the 
existing Prices of the Stocks, independently of Dis- 
eount ? 

It was my Opinion at that Time, that an Austrian 
Loan would be dangerous to the Credit of the Coun- 
try, and that no such Loan would take place, al- 
though there was a Reserve for the Liberty of hav- 
ing one; and I believe other Persons were of the same 
Opinion. 


203. Can you inform the Committee, what Pre- 
mium the Loan of February 1795 bore at the Time 
when the present Loan was contracted for ? 

It cannot be done without taking the Price of the 
different Parts—there is no dealing in that Form—it has 
ceased to be Omnium. 


204. What Difference would it have made in the 
Terms you haye stated you would have offered on the 
25th of November, if you had thought there would 
have been an Austrian fod to the Amount of Three 
Millions ? 

If the Austrian Loan had been a Certainty, my 
Answer would be, that the Terms would depend on 
whether that would have been a Bonus or not—from 
the Price settled for it. But supposing that, contrary 
to my Opinion, an Austrian Loan, which was reserved, 
should hereafter have taken place, I considered, if I 
had got the Loan, that it would come as a Bonus, and 
not as a Matter of any Risk to the Contractors or 
Subscribers as to the Price. 


205. Supposing you had known for certain by In- 
formation, on the 25th of November, that the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer would have made an Austrian 
Loan for Three Millions in the Course of the present 
‘Year, and unconnected with the Terms of the English 
Loan, what Difference would the Knowledge of that 
Circumstance make in the Terms of your Offer for the 
English Loan? 

I should have been governed by the Impression 
it might make on the public Mind, which might have 
changed with respect to Peace, and on the Price of the 
Funds. , 


206, Would it, in your Opinion, have made any 
considerable Difference in the Terms which you would 
have offered for the English Loan? 

If it had then come first forth as a Matter of 
Certainty, I should have considered it as proper to 
have proposed, that the Bidding should be delayed a 
Day or Two, to see the Effect it would have on the 
public Mind ? 


207. What effect do you think it would have had 
on the public Mind? 
In my Opinion it would have tended to have 
lowered the Price of the Funds. 


208. Have you any other Means of judging of the 
Quantity of Gold and Silver now in Store, besides the 
present Market Price of those Commodities ? 

I have no other Means of judging but by the 
Price, and common Report. 


209. Had the Governor of the Bank seen your 
List, ap alan of it as competent ?

210. Were you authorized by your Subscribers to 
settle the Terms of the, Loan for them on your own 
Judgment, whenever you should haye been pressed 90 
to do? 

It was entirely left to me—I wes under no Con- 


straint. 
211. Why 
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201. Why did not you inform your ‘Subscribers ge- 
nerally, ‘that: your Opinion they were not likely to 
obtain the Loan by Competition ? 

It was a Matter of public Notoriety, which they 
all ‘knew as well as I did. 


212. Were you acquainted, as a nya of public 
Rumour er Notoriety, with the Necessity Government 
had for Money about the Months of October or No- 
venther ¢ 
I had no Knowledge but what I had as public 
Rumour. 


213. Are you of ‘Opinion, fhat a Loan for such a 
Sum as Four or Five Millions, might at that Time have 
been negotiated to answer any pressing Exigencies? 

"There always, in my Mind, must be some Time 
for Preparation for any Loan—I am of Opinion it 
might have been done. | 


214. Were you at:that ‘Time of that Opinion? 
I was. 
215. Did you take any Step in consequence of that 
Opinion ? 
I wrote to the Chancellor of the Exchequer on the 
Subject. 
216. Have you any Copy of that Letter? 
T have. 


And the same was delivered im, and read, as fol- 
lows :

219. Will you state the Circumstances which led 
you to make that Offer, and what passed relative 
thereto? 

It will be necessary to state several Circumstances 
which passed previously to the Meeting in Downing 
Street on the 25th of November, when the Loan was 
contracted for; and the better to explain the whole 
Circumstances, I shall beg Leave to read the Copy of 
a Letter which I wrote to the Chancellor of the Exche- 


quer on Monday the 230 of November. 
Vou. 51. 
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‘(Which Copy was delivered in, and read, and is 
amnexed in Appendix, N° 5.] 

To that Letter I received an Answer from Mr. Pitt, 
appointing an Interview for the next Day, Tuesday, for 
Mr. Robarts and me—that Interview accordingly took 
place, and there Mr. Robarts and I set forth the Cir- 
cumstances ‘upon which we presumed to expect a Pre- 
ference in contracting for the Loan—Mr. Pitt said, it 
would be necessary for him to consider attentively, and 
consult some Persons upon the Nature of the Claim 
we had setup, and therefore recommended it to Mr. 
Robarts and me to commit to Writing the Substance 
of what we had set forth in Conversation; and we 
accordingly committed it to Writing in our Letter 
dated the 24th of November (which Lester is already 
before the Committee.) [Appendix, N° 3.] The 
Meeting in Downing Street being fixed for Wednesday 
the 25th of November, Mr. Robarts and my Friends

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Matter free from Difficulty, but that he conceived a. 


considerable Degree of Attention was due to the Claim 
we had set up—in order to be perfectly sure that there 
was no Mistake with regard to the Offer that I had 
made for the qualified Bidding, he asked me what I 
understood by the Half per Cent. on the whole Sum 
to be borrowed—he said, that was the only Passage in 
the Letter which seemed to admit of any Doubt—I 
said, that I meant that my Offer should exceed the 
highest Offer by 90,000/, that in short my Offer 
should be g0,000/., more valuable to the Public, I 
mean to the Country, than the highest Bidding.—The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer then asked, If the other 
Parties should not consent to the qualified Bidding 
proposed, whether we would consent to take the Loan 
at such a Price as should be fixed, in fme, whether we 
would consent that he should fix the Price of the Loan? 
—We said we were very willing to leave the fixing of 
the Price to him.—We then returned to the Room 
where Mr. Morgan, the Two Mr. Mellishes, Mr. Salo- 
mons, Mr. Goldsmid and Mr. Aislabie had remained.— 
In a short Time thereafter, the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, the Two Secretaries of the Treasury, and the 
Governor and Deputy Governor of the Bank joined us 
—the Chancellor of the Exchequer asked how many 
Parties there were that intended to offer for the Loan 
—it was replied that there were Three Parties—Mr. 
Morgan, Mr. Mellish, and Mr. Boyd—The Chancellor 
of the Exchequer said, that previous to entering into 
the usual preliminary Details, it was necessary to state 
certain Circumstances which had come but recently to 
his Knowledge, but to which he conceived a consider- 
able Degree of Attention was due—then he mentioned, 
that the Contractors for the Last Year’s Loan thought 
they had a Right to prevent the Negotiation of another 
Loan, until the last Payment upon the Loan of last 
Year should be made, but that the Contractors for last 
Year’s Loan had proposed to give up that Right, 
upon Condition that there should be allowed them a 
certain Preference—He then said, that as the best 
Mode of explaining the Nature of this Preference, he 
would read a Passage in our Letter; and he did ac- 
cordingly read as follows : 

“ We are willing to allow the proposes Loan to be 
exposed to Competition, upon Condition that the 
‘ Option shall be expressly reserved to our Patty of 
“ taking the Loan at such a Price as shall be equal 


“ in 


ce 
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“in Value to One Half per Cent. upon the whole 
“‘ Sum borrowed, above the highest Offer of the Com- 
“ petitors.” 

—The Chancellor of the Exchequer then asked 
Mr. Morgan and Mr. Mellish, if they were willing to 
make Offers on those Conditions—they both objected 
—The Chancellor of the Exchequer (speaking to Mr. 
Morgan and Mr. Mellish) said, perhaps it would be 
necessary for you to have Time to consider of the 
Proposal, and to consult your Friends upon it.—Mr. 
Morgan said, that he required no Time for consider- 
ing of it, or consulting his Friends upon it, for that 
he never would consent to it,—Mr. Mellish seemed at 
first inclined to take Time to consider of it, and to 
consult his Friends upon it—but upon hearing Mr. 
Morgan's decided Answer, he said that he would not 
require any Time; and he refused equally the proposed 
Competition.—Then the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
said, that he believed there was no longer any Occasion 
for them, to wit, Mr. Morgan, and the Two Mr. Mel- 
lishes, to remain—upon which they withdrew.—And 
then the Chancellor of the Exchequer proceeded to the 
preliminary Details which generally precede all Nego- 
tiation for Loans; viz. He informed us that there 
might possibly be a Loan for the Emperor in the 
Course of the Year 1796, but certainly not to a greater 
Amount than Three Millions at most—it was fixed that 
the last Payment on the new Loan of Eighteen Millions 
should be made on the 15th of December 1796, and that 
no Payment on any subsequent Loan should take place 
till after that Time.—It was asked by One of my Party, 
Whether there would be a Loan for Lreland?—The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer could give no Assurance 
on that Point.—The Chancellor of the Exchequer in- 
formed us, that of the Exchequer Bills of the Vote of 
Credit of 1796, possibly a Million and a Half might be 
brought upon the Market in the common Mode—not 
more than Five Millions of the Navy Debt would be 
funded in 1796, and no Part of it before the 1st of 
May.—Then he informed us that the Loan about to 
be contracted for might be perhaps Nineteen Millions 
instead of Eighteen—but we gave it as our Opinion 
that this should make no Variation in the Terms, be- 
cause he explained to us, that in this Case the Exche- 
quer Bills, instead of being Two Millions and a Half, 
would only be One Million and a Half;—it was then 
agreed that the Discount should be 3 per Cent. as 
usual, on Advances made after the 30th of Decem- 
ber, and 3 and % per Cent. on Advances completing the 
Payments between the 10th and goth of December.— 
Then it was mentioned that the Reserves of the Loan 
for Public Companies should be the same as those of 
last Year.—When all these Details were gone through, 
and that I had expressed to the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer my Hope that he would weigh properly the 
funding of the —_ Debt, the Possibility of an Aus- 
trian Loan, &c. in fixing the Price of the Loan, seeing 
that we had submitted the Matter to his Decision ; 


_ then he withdrew with the Two Secretaries of the 


Treasury, and the Governor and Deputy Governor of 
the Bank.—The Reason why I recommended to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to weigh properly the 
funding of the Navy Debt, and the Possibility of an 
Austrian Loan, &c. was, because the Matter, with 
Regard to the Price, was entirely out of our Hands, 
seeing that it was positively agreed that he should fix 
it.—In about Half an Hour or an Hour, the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, the Two Secretaries of the 
Treasury, and the Governor and Deputy Governor of 
the Bank returned to the Room where they had left me 
and my Party, and then the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer produced a Paper, stating the Price of the Loan 
as follows ; 
a ) 
rr eg I DY making 145/. valued at 65, 


making 94/. 5s.—and 6s. 6d. Long Ann’, valued at 
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18 4 Years Purchase, making 6/. os. 3¢.—Total,.100/. 
58. 3d.—Which Excess of 5s. 3d. forms a ‘Part: of 
the Bonus.—To these Terms we acceded. 


220. You have stated that the 5s. 3d. exceeding the 
100/. forms a Part of the Bonus, how was the Re- 
mainder of the Bonus made up? 

It was made up by the Difference between 67%, 
which was the Market Price of the 3 per'Cents. and 
65, which was the Price at which they were valued— 
the Discount forms another Part. of the Bonus—it is 
equal to 2/. 148. per Cent. and for such Contributors 
as pay up before the 30th of December 1795, the Dis- 
count will be equal to 2/. 18s. 6d. per Cent. by Reason 
of there being a Quarter per Cent. more Discount 
upon Payments in full, made between the 1oth of 
December and the 30th of December, than upon any 
subsequent Payments. 


221. Was there any other Bonus? 
I don’t recollect any other. 


222. You have stated the Price of the 3 per Cents. 
Consol. to be 67% on the Morning of the 25th of 
November, when the Contract was made, did you ex- 
pect there would be any Alteration in the Brice of 
that, and the other Funds proportionably, in conse- 
quence of the Loan of Eighteen Millions, the State- 
ment of a Possibility of an Austrian Loan, and the 
Reserve of funding Five Millions of Navy Debt; when 
those and the other Circumstances respecting the Ne- 
gotiation should be known 

I certainly did act under the Persuasion, that the 
Addition of Eighteen Millions of new Debt, the Re- 
serve for the funding of the Navy Debt, and the Pos- 
sibility of the Austrian Loan, would not fail to produce 
an Effect on the existing Funds, and that that Effect 
must necessarily be a Fall. 


223. In consequence of an Order of this Committee 
a Paper, intituled, “‘ Copies of the Different Lists of 
“* the Subscribers to the Loan for the Service of the 
“ Year 1796, as sent into the Bank by the Contractors 
“* for the same,” has been laid before the Committee, 
in which Paper, it appears that there is standing a very 
large Sum in the Name of Boyd, Benfield, and Co. 
Have you any Objection to deliver in to this Com- 
mittee a List, containing the Names of all the Persons, 
without any Exception or Reserve whatever, who had 
any Share of the Sum standing in the Name of the said 
Company ? 

I have no Objection. 
[And he delivered in the List. ] 


224. Is the Sum of 694,000/. which appears to be 
the Amount distributed by Messrs. Boyd, Benjield, and 
Co. the whole Sum reserved by them for their Distri- 
bution? 

By no .Means—that is only Part of the Sum of 
1,593,000 J. 


225. How is the Remainder of the Sum of 1,593,000/. 
disposed of ? 


It belongs to the House of Boyd, Benfield, and 
Co. 


226. Do you mean to state that that Remainder was 
reserved exclusively for the House of Boyd, Benfield, 
and Co. for their own Account, or was any Part of that 
distributed to other Persons ? 

For our own Account, and no Part of it was to 
be or was distributed to others. 


227. A further sum of 285,000/., appears in the List 
in the Name of Boyd, Benfield, and Co. Was that 
also reserved for the House, or has any Part of that 
Sum been distributed to others ? 

That also was reserved for the House, and no Part 
of it has been distributed to others. gi A 
228. 
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228. A further Sum appears in the List of 150,000 /. 
in the Name of Walter Boyd, Junior, Esq. Can you 
give any Account of the Distribution of that Sum? 

- No—that Sum was given to himself. 


229. Is the Committee then to understand, that 
the Sum of 899,000/., being the Difference of the 
Sum of 694,000/. in the Paper now delivered in by 
you, and the Sum of 1,593,000/. standing on the List 
delivered in from the Bank, together with the Sum of 
285,000 J. standing also in that List, in the Name of 
Boyd, Benfield, and Co. are positively reserved for the 
House, and that no Part whatever thereof was distri- 
buted to any Individual not in Partnership with the 
House whatever, and that no other Person derived any 
Interest from the same in any Shape or Manner? 

Yes; I mean that these Two {Sums belong ex- 
clusively to the House of Boyd, Benfield, and Co. on 
their own Account. 


230. There appears on the List the Name of J. W. 
Ker, Esq. for the Sum of 150,000/., is he connected 
with your House? : 

He is connected with the House but not a Part- 
ner in the House—he was my Partner in the House 
that I had at Paris, under the Firm of Boyd, Ker, 
and Co. 


231. If a Loan were contracted for before the last 
Payment on a former Loan, but so that it should be 
known to a Certainty that the first Payment on the 
new Loan would not take place till a considerable 
Time after the last Payment should be made on the 
former Loan, would the public Knowledge of such 
Contract having taken place, affect the Price of the 
Funds which had been given for the former Loan, 
as much as if the first Payment on the new Loan had 
been to take place before such last Payment on the for- 
mer Loan? 

If the first Payment of the new Loan were to take 


‘place at a considerable Distance from the Period of its 


Negotiation, it is natural to conclude, that its Effect 
upon the Stocks would be smaller than if the Payment 
was to take place sooner—the Payment being to take 
place after the last Payment of the former Loan, 
would produce jess Effect upon the Stocks (I mean 
with regard to a Fall) than if the Payment was to take 
place before the last Payment. 


232. Would the Circumstance of the Contract for 
the new Loan having taken place before the last Pay- 
ment of the former, while the first Payment on the 
new Loan was not to take place till after such last Pay- 
ment on the former, affect the Price of the Funds in 
any material Degree, more than the general Knowledge 
or Belief that a new Loan would be necessary for the 
Service of the ensuing Year? 

I think it would. 


233. Did you know, when you made your Repre- 
sentation on the 24th of November to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, at what Time it was intended that the 
first Payment on the new Loan should take place ? 

I understood that it was to be made early in 
December. 


. 234. From what Authority did you understand 
that ? 

I understood it from the Governor of the Bank, 
I think—it seemed to be generally known. 


235. Did you not object simply to any Negotia- 
tion for a new Loan, previous to the Expiration of 
your Contract for the preceding Loan? 

I certainly did mention to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, when the Report of the Negotiation of the 
Loan first became general, that our Party conceived 


themselves entitled to prevent the Negotiation of any 
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other Loan, until the last Payment of the preceding 
Loan took place. 


236. About what Time did you first understand 
that a Loan was likely to take place for the Service of 
the Year 1796? 


About the Month of October. 


237. Did you then, about that Time, state to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, the Claim which you con- 
ceived to exist on the Part of the Subscribers of the 
former Loan, for a Preference in any new Loan that 
might be negotiated ? 

I certainly did state to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer the Right of the Contractors (not of the 
Subscribers) to object to the Negotiation of the new 
Loan—upon that Occasion the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer seemed unwilling to admit of such a Claim; 
and I said, that whatever Right we might have, we 
should exercise that Right with great Liberality—it 
was upon that Occasion that the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer said, he would send for our Party to hear what 
they had to say, before any Competition should take 
place ; but he seemed very positively determined not 
to admit of the Claim that I mentioned. 


238. About what Period did this take place 
I think it was in the Month of October. 


239. Subsequent to that Period, and previous to 
your Letter of the 23d of November, had you any other 
Communication with the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
upon that Subject ? 

I don’t think I had—I think I may say positively 
I had none. 


240. When you attended the Meeting at Mr. Pitt’s 
House on the 25th of November, did you understand 
the Loan was to be made by public Competition ? 

When I went to that Meeting, it was impossible 
for me to know what would pass at it, and how the 
Proposal contained in our Letter of the 24th of No- 
vember might be received by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 


241. In your Communication with the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer on the Subject of a new Loan in the 
Month of October, did you state fully the Claim of the 
Contractors for the former Loan ? 

Not by any Means so fully as I did in my Conver- 
sation on the 24th, and in Mr. Rodarts’ Letter and 
mine on that day. 


242. Did this Conversation with the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer on the 24th of November pass in the 
Presence of any other Person? 

Yes, in the presence of Mr. Robarts, for whom 
and for myself I had solicited the Interview, by my 
Letter of the 23d, and of no other Person. 


243. How was the Communication made, which 
you have mentioned, with the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer in the Month of October? 

It was in Conversation. 


244. Was any other Person present at that Con- 
versation ? 
No. 


245. When did you first hear that the 23d of Novem- 
ber was the Day appointed for an Interview between 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer and the Persons in- 
tending to offer for the ensuing Loan? 

It was either on the ‘Saturday or Friday pre- 
ceding. : 

246. From whom did you receive that Informa 
tion ? 

I received it from Mr. Goldsmid and Mr. Salomons, 
40 and 
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and others, who said, they had it from the Governor 


247: Had’ you no’ official Communication yourself 
from the Governor of the Bank respecting the Manner 
in which the new Loan was to be negotiated, ‘and the 
Time of bidding for it? 

It will appear from my Letter of the 23d of Novem- 
ber, that I learnt at the Bank, ‘that the Meeting which 
had been originally fixed for that Day was put off to 
Wednesday—the Governor of the Bank then told me, 
that although the Meeting of the Candidates was then 
put off, still he and the a Governor were to wait 
on Mr. Pitt by Appointment that Morning—the Go- 
vernor told me that upon his Return from Downing 
Street, he would inform me of what had passed— and 
accordingly I called on the Governor of the Bank on 
his Return, and learnt from him, that Wednesday was 
fixed for receiving the Candidates to settle the Prelimi- 
naries, and that the Competition and final Settlement 
of the Loan would take place on Friday. 


248. Was it not generally understood that the Loan 
was to be settled.by public Competition ? 
It seemed to be the general Opinion. 


249. Was it not known: that there were several 
Competitors ? 
Perfectly known. 


250. Is it not usual in such Cases for the Day of the 
first Meeting to treat for the Loan with the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, to be formally announced to such 
Persons as are known to be Competitors ? 

I have understood that the Intimation is generally 
given through the Governor of the Bank; and when 
the Goyernor of the Bank communicated the intended 
Meeting, that had been originally for Alonday the 23d, 
to Mr. Salomons and Goldsmid, who were my. Friends, 
I believe he considered it was the same as if he had 
announced it to myself. 


251. Did you then receive this as a formal and 
official Communication, that there was to be an In- 
terview between the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and the Persons, intending. to offer for the ensuing 
Loan, for the Purpose of settling the Preliminaries 
respecting the same? . 

I certainly did consider it an Intimation. 

Question repeated, 

I considered it as an Intimation of which I could 
not be supposed, or pretend to be ignorant. 


252. Believing the 23d of November to be the Day 
appointed for treating with the Candidates for the 
Loan, did you not think it necessary to make some 
Representation to the Chancellor of the Exchequer on 
Behalf of yourself and the other Contractors for the 
preceding Loan, on the Subject of your Claim ? 

I certainly did so considér it, and’ my Letter of 
that Date will shew how I considered it. 


253. Did you not in Point of Fact set out to attend 
the Meeting fixed for the 23d of November, without 
having made any such Representation ? 

No—the Copy of my Letter shews I did not— 
I set out from New Broad Street, where my Compting 
House is, along with Mr. Rodarts, in the Then of 
proceeding to Downing Street, to make our Represen- 
tation previous to the. Meeting-of the Candidates ;. but 
having called in at the Bank on, our Way, we there 
learnt the Meeting was put off to Wednesday. 


254. Did you not then, from the Time of receiv- 
ing the Communication from the ‘Governor of. the 
Bank, through Mr. Goldsmid and Mr. Salomons, that 
M the 23d’ was the Day, fixed for the Meeting 
with the Chancellor of the Exchequer on the new 


Loan, till. the Morning on which that Meeting was 
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to take place, make'any Representation, or take any 
Step to procure an Interview with him, on the Subject 
of your Claim ? 

I did not—I passed the Sunday at my House in 
the Country, and during the Time between the re- 
ceiving that Information from Mr. Goldsmid and Mr. 
Salomons, until the Monday following, I constantly 
expected to have received Notice from the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer for me and my Party to wait upon 
him agreeably to what we expected—he having assured 
me, in the Month of October, that he would send for 
us, previous to receiving any Candidates for the Loan. 
—I think proper to add, at the Interview which Mr. 
Robarts and I had with the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, on Tuesday the 24th of November, he explained 
why we had not received any such Intimation—his 
Reason was, that finding it would be impossible. for 
him to receive the Candidates on the Monday, he had 
written a Note to that Purpose on the Saturday to the 
Governor of the Bank, who having gone to the Coun- 
try, did not receive that Note until the Monday fol- 
lowing. 

255. Did the Chancellor of the Exchequer then 
declare it to have been his Intention to have sent for 
you, previous to the Interview appointed with the Can- 
didates for the Loan for the 25th of November, if you 
had not applied to him? 

Yes. 


256. Had you any Communication with the Go- 
vernor of the Bank on the Subject of the new Loan, 
at any Time previous to your Interview on the 24th of 
November with the Chancellor of the Exchequer ? 

The only Communication which I had with the 
Governor of the Bank with regard to the Loan, was on 
the Monday the 23d of November previous to his going 
to Downing Street, and after his Return. | 


257. Do you mean to state that you had no Com- 
munication on that Subject with the Governor of the 
Bank previous to that Time? 

Not otherwise than accidental Conversation, when 
I met him in the Street. 


258. Is it to be understood then, that you had no 
Conversation with the Governor of the Bank on the 
Subject of your Claim? 

Not until Monday the 23d of November, when in 
Presence of. Mr. Robarts I mentioned to him our Dis- 
appointment at not hearing from the Chancellor’ of the 
Hicheaver agreeable to his Promise, previous to any 
Meeting of Candidates—it was then, for the first 
Time, that I said that our Party conceived we had a 
Right to object to the Negotiation of the Loan until 
the last Payment on the preceding Loan was com- 
pleted—The Governor said, that he had always consi- 
dered that we had had a Right, but that as I had never 
mentioned it, it was not his Business to say any ‘Thing 
about it; and then I said; whatever Right we might 
have, he might be assured that we would not exer- 
cise it in an illiberal or unfair Way—that is all that 
passed, 


259. Did the Governot of the Bank on that Day, 
state to you that the Loan was to be by public Com- 
petition ? 

Yes. 


260. On what Day did the Governor of the Bank 
inform Mr. Goldsmid and Mr. Salomons, that the 23d of 
November was the Day appointed for the Meeting be- 
tween the Candidates for the Loan and the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer? 

. .I presume it must have been either Friday the 
20th or Saturday the 21st, as it was on One or other 
of these Two Days that they informed me. 


that the same 


261. Have you Reason to believe 
. Information 
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Information was given to the other Competitors for the 
Loan ? 
I believe so. 


262. Did you at any Time after having heard that 
a new Loan was to be negotiated, call a Meeting of the 
Holders of the Scrip of the former Loan? 


No. 


263. Did you call a Meeting of the original Sub- 


scribers ? 
No—I had a Meeting of the Contractors. 


264. Had you any Authority to act for a Majority 
of the Subscribers or Holders of the Scrip? 
-No—I did not consider the simple Scrip Holders 


as having any Title to act; or any of the Subscribers, 
except the Contractors. 


265. Are not the Holders of Scrip the Persons who 
would be injured, if any Injury should accrue from the 
Negotiation of a new Loan? 

There is no Doubt that any Depression of the 
Stocks, which the Negotiation of a new Loan might 
occasion, would likely affect the Value of Scrip. 


266. Can you state the Amount of the Scrip re- 
maining to be converted into Stock, at the Time you 
objected to the Negotiation for a new Loan ? 

It is already stated in my Letter, but I will now 
state to the Committee the Manner in which I disco- 
vered the Amount.—I think it necessary to do so, to 
account for any Inaccuracy which may be discovered 
as to the Sum stated in that Letter.—I had heard that, 
exclusive of the Payment upon the English Part of the 
preceding Loan, which was due I think in November, 
there remained about 500,000 /. still to be paid in the 
Month of January, then I knew, from my own Know- 
ledge, as Agent for the Emperor, that there remained 
nearly about Half as much to pay of the Austrian Part 
of that Loan.—Having got these Data, I found that 
these Two Sums together formed a Sum of 750,000 /. 
—Knowing therefore that the last Payment on both 
these Loans is of 15 pér Cent. upon some other Sum, 
I found that other Sum to be precisely Five Millions. 


267. What Proportion of the Sum of Five Millions 
of Scrip remaining in the Market, was held by the 
Contractors on the 24th of November? 


I cannot say accurately ; but I should think One 
Million and a Half. 


268. Had you any of it in your own Hand? 
Yes, I had, I should suppose from 4 to 500,000 /. 
—I cannot say positively. 


269. Did the other Holders of Scrip make any Re- 
presentation to you on the Injury which they would 
sustain from the Negotiation of a new Loan? 

No. ) 

270. Was any Provision made for the Interest of 
Holders of Scrip who are not Contractors for the former 
Loan, in the Contract for the new one ? 

No. 


271. Could the Contractors for the former Loan 
sustain any Injury from a Negotiation for a new one, 
any otherwise than as Holders of Scrip ? 

Yes—there is an important Distinction between 
the Contractors and simple Scrip Holders—particu- 
larly with regard to the Loan for the Year 1795.—It 
is hardly necessary to state the Trouble which falls 
exclusively upon the Contractors conducting the Details 
of a Negotiation.—Independent of that natural Dis- 
tinction between the Contractors and simple Scrip 
Holders, there were Circumstances of a very peculiar 
Nature in the Contract for the Loan for the Year 1795. 
The Contractors for that Loan were bound, jointly 
and severally, for the Performance of the Engagements

Discount.—Thus it appears that the 
Contractors had Duties different from those of simple 
Scrip Holders, and in Return for those Duties I con- 
ceive they have extraordinary Rights, and that it 
would be encroaching on those Rights to deprive them 
of the .Preference of making any Loan which might 


be required within the Period to which their Contract 
extends. 


272. Is it then to be understood as your Opinion, 
that the Contractors for the former Loan, even if they 
had disposed of all their Scrip, would be injured by a 
Negotiation for a new one, previous to the last Pay- 
ment stipulated in their Contract, and that they there- 
fore would have a Right to a Preference if such a new 
Loan should be negotiated ? 

Yes—they would be injured, in so far as they 
would be deprived of a Right which seems to me to 
belong exclusively to them. 


273. In this Respect what Distinction can be stated 
between the Contractors and the original Subscribers ? 

I can state a strong Distinction that exists between 
myself, ot my House, and the Persons who appear as 
Subscribers in the Books of the Bank, in consequence 
of Portions of the Loan allotted to them, by myself 
or my House—these Subscribers had no Share in the 
Trouble of conducting the Negotiation—they con- 
ferred no Favour whatever upon me by appearing as 
Subscribers—on the contrary, I considered that I con- 
ferred a Favour upon them, because all these Portions 
were allotted to them in consequence of their most 
earnest Solicitations—they had besides contracted no 
Responsibility similar to that which I myself had con- 
tracted, and they were utterly unknown to Goverti- 
ment. 


274. Did they not equally with. you incur the Risk, 
and sustain the Loss, which might have accrued at the 
Time that Holland was ovet-run ? 

No—the Contractors were and still are bound, 
jointly and severally, one for the other, singula in 
solidum, for, the Payment of the Instalments, and Per- 
formance of the Agreements, entered into, while the 
simple Subscribers were only bound to the Extent of 
their Subscription, and consequently they never could 
have lost more than the first Deposit of 10 per Cent. 
while the Contractors, on the other Hand, were bound 


to make good the Payments to the last Shilling of their 
Fortunes. 


275. Was that Circumstance, of the Contractors 
being bound, jointly and severally, in the Manner you 
have described, peculiar to that Contract, or unusual 
in Contracts for Public Loans 

I understand it to be common to all such Con- 


tracts; but I spoke particularly to the Contract of last 
Year. 


276. Is not every Subscriber bound to make good 
the Amount of his Subscription, and would not the 
Contractors have the Power of recovering from them ? 

I do not conceive they would have any such Power, 
the Obligation being generally to make the Deposit 
of 10 per Cent. 


277. Does then the greater Risk which you state to 
be incurred by the Contractors, arise from their being 
responsible for any Insufficiency or bad Faith of the 
original Subscribers ? 

Certainly. 

278. Is this the Injury alluded to, in your Letter of 
the 24th of November, and on which you found your 
Claim to a Preference ? 

No—the Injury I alluded to in my Letter of = 
24t 
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24th of November, is precisely what it is there stated 
to be, to wit, the Injury which the Contractors as Scrip 
Holders, would sustain by the Introduction of new 
Scrip while the old Scrip was still in Hand. 


279. Is it then to be understood, that the only Injury 
represented by you to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and on which you found the Claim of the Contractors 
for the former Loan to a Preference, is that which 
they would sustain as Scrip Holders ? te 

No—I will proceed to explain why I entered into 
that minute Detail relative to Scrip—In the Conver- 
sation which Mr. Robarts and I had with the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer on the 24th of November, 
when I mentioned to him the Claim to prevent the 
Negotiation of a Loan,-until the last Payment of the 
preceding Loan, he said, he did not recollect any posi- 
tive Engagement to that Effect—I said, that I under- 
stood he Pigapenieen was either positive or implied, 
but that I thought I could then demonstrate to him 
that the Right which we claimed did necessarily exist 
from the Nature of Things-—then I said, as a Proof 
of this, let me ask you, if there was any Period in the 
Course of the Year 1795, at which we should have 
been completely justified, in opposing any Loan which 
you might. have brought forward? The Chancellor 
of the pa replied, that certainly if he had 
brought forward a Loan in the Month of June, he 
would have considered that our Objection to that Ne- 
gotiation was well founded—then I said, if such a 
Right did exist in the Month of June, I conceived it 
exists equally in the Month of November.—I added, 
that Right must have Limits—there must be a Period 
at which it ceases, and that Period must necessarily be 
that on which the whole Payments on the Loan are 
finished—upon this, the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
said, that the Sum remaining unpaid was so very small, 
that he did not think it could be seriously urged as a 
Reason for not making the Loan—it was upon that 
Occasion that I said, small as the Sum is, it is 15 per 
Cent. upon a larger Sum, and that larger Sum can be 
no other than Five Millions—I thought that upon 
this Occasion I had clearly demonstrated that neither 
the Period to which our Contract extended was 
arrived, nor were the Purposes of the Contract accom- 


plished. Withdrew.

280. Did you state to the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer the Distinction which you conceived to exist 
between the Contractors, and Subscribers and Scrip 
Holders ? 

No. 


281. Is it to be understood then, that in Point of 
Fact, the only Injury represented by you to the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, on the Part of yourself and 
the other Contractors, was that which you would sustain 
as Holders of Scrip? 

I think it will be found, from the Copy of the 
Letter which Mr. Robarts and I addressed to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, as well as from the Con- 
versation of which I have given the Account, that I 
likewise represented the Loss of a Right which we con- 
ceived we possessed, in being deprived of contracting 
. for the new Loan. 
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282. Could the Contractors for the Loan of 1795, 
suffer any pecuniary Loss by the Introduction of a new 
Loan, otherwise than as Holders of Scrip ? 

It does not occur to me at present that they 
could. 


283. What Premium did the remaining Scrip of the 
former Loan bear, when you made your Objection, 
on the 24th of November, to any Negotiation for a 
new Loan? 

The Scrip remaining on the 24th of November 
bore a Price in some Degree proportionate to the 
different Stocks to which the different Parts of it be- 
longed.—I can’t at present .recollect the exact Price 
it bore. 


284. Can you state whether the Price which it bore 
on the 24th of November, was reduced by the Intro- 
duction of the new Loan? 

It was naturally affected by that Circumstance, in 
common with all the Funds. 


285. Can you state the Degree to which it was so 
affected ? 
It is utterly impossible to ascertain the — 
Degree to which the Stocks are affected by any Event, 
or the Prospect of any Event. 


286. At what Day is the Introduction of the new 
Loan into the Market to be considered as having 
taken place ? 

The Period at which the Introduction of the new 
Loan can be legally considered as having taken place, 
I should conceive must be upon the Loan being voted 
by Parliament; and even with strict Propriety, the 
absolute physical Introduction of the Loan ought only 
to be calculated from the Delivery of the Receipts ; 
but it is well known, that from the Moment that the 
Contract is made with the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, the Loan is bought and sold for Delivery, 
although the Law cannot recognize any such Transac- 
tions. 


287. At what Period would the Negotiation of a 
new Loan produce any sensible Effect on the Stocks ? 
From the Moment that the Negotiation of a new 
Loan is mentioned, it is generally idlenatinid that even 
that Circumstance must in some Degree affect the 
Price of the existing Funds; and in Proportion as the 
Negotiation approaches nearer and nearer, that Effect 
must be, or at least is generally supposed to be 
increased. 


288. Can you state whether, since the 24th of No- 
vember, the remaining Scrip of the former Loan has 
fallen One per Cent? 

I can’t state it; because it did not occur to me 
that it would be necessary to declare any thing precisely 
on that Point. 


289. Have you disposed of the Scrip which you 
stated to have been in your Hands at that Period ? 
I do not recollect to have disposed of any—but my 
House may have disposed of some, without my parti- 
cular Knowledge, during that Period. 


290. Was any Application made to you by any of 
the Subscribers on your List for the Loan of 1795, to 
be admitted to subscribe for the present Loan, on the 
Ground of their having a Claim on Account of their 
former Subscription ? 

No—I think I replied to that Question Yester- 
day. 


291. Can you recollect whether any such Applica- 
tion was made by Messrs. Newnham and Everitt? 

No such Application was made to me by them— 
these Gentlemen did apply to me to be admitted on 
my List for this Year’s Loan for a very large Sum, 
although they had no Share whatever in my List for the 
Loan of last Year—I allotted them a small on 
wha 
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what they applied for, for which they have expressed © 
themselves very grateful. 


2099. What was the Amount of 4 per Cent. Scrip, of/Inquiry re 
nearly so, which you held in the former Loan at.any pecking the. 


292. When did you make up your List in order to’ 


treat forthe present Loan? 

I had no Occasion, ia order to treat for the Loan, 
to make up any List—my House, with the other Con- 
tractors fer the Loan of last Year, being perfectly equal 
to any Loan that might have been proposed. 


293. When, in Point of Fact, was your List made 
up? 

~ The Shares of the Contractors were settled on the 
6th of November, and with regard to the Portions of 
my Share in the Contract which I meant to allot to 
the different Friends who had solicited Shares in it, 
they were settled finally at my House in the Country 
on Sunday the 22d ot November, and are the same 
which appear by the Lists now before the Committee. . 


294. Will you state the Names of all the Con- 
tractors ° ) 

Boyd, Benfield, and Co.— Robarts, Curtis, and Co. 
—Benjumin and A. Goldsmid.—E. P. Salomons— Peter 
Thellusson, for self and Sons—George Ward, Esq.— 
Solomons Salomons—Rawson Aislabie.—These were also 
the Contractors of last Year, and signed the Contract. 


295. Do all these Eight Firms appear signed to this 
Year’s Contract ? 

No—but the Contractors who did sign: this Year 
signed for themselves and the other Contractors—those 
who did sign were myself, Mr. Robarts, Mr. Goldsmid, 
Mr. E. P. Salomons, and Mr. Aislabie, and it is perfectly 
understood that the absent Contractors were bound to 


sign the Contract when required—I wish to read to. 


the Committee the Title or Preamble of the List which 
my House sent tothe Bank, which is as follows : 

“* Messrs. Boyd, Benfield,‘ and Co. as one of the 
principal contracting Parties with the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer for the Loan. of 18 Millions for 
the Service of the Year 1796, request that Mr. New- 
land will direct the Receipts for the first Payments 
on the Sum of 5,704,000. Omnium, allotted to 
them, to be made out and delivered as follows.” 

I wish to add, that my House made the Payment to 
the Bank upon the said Sum of 5,704,000/. in One 
Sum, having received from the different Parties the 
Deposit due by each.

Whenever it has been deviated from, I look upon 
it asa Condescension on the Part of the Principal. 


297. Had you settled with your Party any Terms 
on which you thought the Loan ought to be accepted, 
supposing it to be put up to public Competition ? 

No—my Party had implicit Confidence in what 
1 should think proper to do, in that as well as in all 
other Respects—but I beg it may not be understood, 
from what I have now said, that we had come to any 
Resolution whatever with regard to a Competition— 
seeing we conceived that we had a Right to a Pre- 
ference. 


298. Having agreed that the proposed Lean should 
be exposed to Competition, npon Condition that the 
Option should be expressly reserved to you and your 
Party of taking the Loan at such a Price as should be 
equal in Value to one Half per Cent. on the whole Sum 
borrowed above the highest Offer of the Competitors, 
had you settled with your Party, or come to any De- 
termination in your own Mind, as to the highest Offer 
on which you would make that Advance of Half per 
Cent. ? 

I had not—It would have been in good Time to 
have come to that Resolution when I should have seen 


the Offer that was made—it was not understood that I 
was to make any Offer,

I certainly held none, as far as I can. speak from 
Memory. - it. 


300. Did the Bank undertake to make any of the’ 
Payments on the former Loan ? 
I understood they did—as I believe is generally 
their Practice after Two or Three Payments are’ 
made. _ 


301. Had you ever any Intimation that a Part of 
the present Loan was to be in the 4 per Cents ? 
I don’t recollect that I had any such Intimation, 


Then Part of Mr. Morgan’s Evidence, relative 
to a Money Transaction to the Amount of 
90,000/., supposed to have passed between. 
Mr. Boyd and the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
being read to the Witness: 


He was asked, 
302. Can you state any Thing relative to any such 
Transaction ? 

I can state every thing that related to that Trans- 
action—Early in the Month of August, if my Memory 
serves me, the Chancellor of the Exchequer sent for 
me, and asked me if it would be quite convenient for 
me to anticipate certain Portions of the Payments on’ 
the Loan and Lottery, which remained unpaid up and 
to become due in the Months of November, December, 
and January, in case the Public Service should find 
such Anticipation necessary or convenient; I replied, 
that from the Abundance of Money which then pre- 
vailed, I had no Doubt whatever of being able to 
make the Anticipation proposed.—He asked me at 
what Rate of Interest I should be able to make it, and 
1 replied that I could not venture to undertake ‘it ata 
lower Rate than the usual Rate of 5 per Cént.; for 
although I found that Money was then abundant, for 
Bills of Exchange, at the Rates of 4% and even 4 per 
Cent. that it would be dangerous for me to reckon 
upon that Abundance while so large a Sum of Nego- 
tiations was in Contemplation, and that besides, as I 
should probably be obliged to negotiate, such Effects 
as I might receive in Return for the Money so to be 
advanced, by the Intervention of Brokers, to whom I 
must in that Case pay a Commission, my undertakin 
it at a lower Rate than that at 5 per Cent. might ex- 
pose me to actual Loss—upon this Representation it 
was agreed, that if the Anticipation should be required, 
the Interest upon the Advances should ‘be calculated 
at the Rate of 5 per Cent.—As to the Mode of Re- 
imbursement, the Chancellor of the Exchequer. asked 
me, Whether Treasury Warrants would answer m 
Purpose? I replied, That in Point of Solidity he could 
give me nothing better or more satisfactory; but that 
in case I should wish to realize these Warrants I could 
not bring them into the Market, nor would it be con- 
sistent with the Respectability of my House, to endea- 
vour to raise Money upon these Warrants, in case the 
Advances should become inconvenient.—At that In- 
terview between the Chancellor of the Exchequer and 
me, the only Thing that was resolved upon was, that 
if the Anticipation should be required, the Money 
most assuredly should be found—tbat the Rate of In- 
terest should be 5 per Cent. and that I should consider 
of the Mode of Reimbursement which, under all the Cir- 
cumstances, should appear to me the most convenient, 
provided that there was nothing in that Mode incom- 
patible with the Forms of the Public Offices. 

I ought to have stated, that at that first Interview, 

I strongly recommended to the Chancellor of the Ex. 
chequer the Propriety of Secrecy with regard to the 
Transaction proposed, giving as my Reason, that the

Because if they had been dated at the Time they

308. Were any of these Bills offered for Discount 
at the Bank ? 

None of them were ever offered by me, or by 

my House.—I cannot say whether, after I had ne- 


otiated these Bills, any of them were offered at the 
ank by the Indorseés. 


309. Do you consider it as a regular Commercial 
Transaction for a Person to draw Bills as from Ham- 
burgh, when he is actually in London ? 

Certainly it is not the usual Mode, and indeed. 
cannot be that in which Commercial Transactions 
generally take place. 


310. Is such a Practice deemed among Merchants’ 
a regular Commercial Transaction ? 

The Question itself shews incontestibly, that. it 
cannot be a regular Commercial Transaction—it is 
as regular as the Circumstances of the Case, with all. 
the Views which it was necessary to consider at tlie’ 
Time, could admit of—it would have been easy for 
me to have rendered the Transaction much more re- 
gular, by giving Orders to a House at Hamburgh to 
draw these Bills upon the Treasury—but then I must 
have communicated to that House the Object of the 
Drafts, which I wish to confine as much as possible 
to the Knowledge of my own House, and those im-' 
mediately connected with it, and 1 must likewise have’ 
paid that House a Commission for drawing the Bills, 
which would have thus become a Charge upon the 
Treasury. 


311. State to the Committee your Reason for wishing, 
to confine the Knowledge of the Transaction to your 
own House, and those connected with it? 

I think the Comniittee will find the Account I 
on in my Conversation with the Chancellor of the 
xchequer, the Reason why I wished so particularly 
to keep this Transaction a Secret; viz. that the 
Knowledge of it would have produced @ Scarcity of 
Money. 


312. Did you, previously to the 25th of November, 
receive any Assurance whatsoever from the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, or from any Person. authorized by 
him, that your House or Party should have an Offer 
of the Loan without’ Competition ? 

No—never the most distant Insinuation. 


313. Did you think any Part of your Right to a 
Preference, as a Contractor to the new Loan, was 
grounded on this Money Transaction ? 

Most certainly not—I never had any Expectation 
of that Sort, nor did there ever pass between the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer or any Person autho- 
rized by him, any Thing on which I could, found 
any such Expectation.—When I consented to the pro- 
posed Operation (I mean respecting the Anticipation) 
I took no Merit at all to myself in having consented 
to it—I said, that from the Abundance of Money 
there would be no Difficulty in doing it; and in all 
my Communications with the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, the Secretaries of the Treasury, or any other 
Person relative to that Transaction, there will not be 
found, nor did there ever exist on my Part, the most 
distant Insinuation that I had any preferable Right to 
the Loan‘ on Account of that ‘Iransaction. I think 
proper to add, that the Chancellor of the ‘Exchequer, 
having in some Degree honoured me with confiding 
to me the Secret of the Public Service requiring As- 
sistance, I should have considered myself as contemptible 
in my'own Eyes, if I had formed any ° Pretensions 
in consequence of that Confidence.—I will add furthers 
that I was extremely flatteréd with the Idea of

314. Did any Person, who you coficeived was ac- 
quidinted with the Opinions of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, ever give you the smallest Hint that such 
Servicé would be acceptable, and would be considered 
as having been so upon subsequent Occasions? 

No, néver—on this Occasion I wish to add that 
T discovered by occasional Conversations with different 
People, that the Public had taken up the Idéa, that the 
Opération which had been animadvertéd upon had 
Been entered into under the Prospect or Promise of 
being preferred for the next Loan—I spurned the Idea, 
and never failed to express my Indignation when it was 
mentioned. ~ 


. 315. Did not your Knowledge that the first Class’ of 
Bills, dated Hamburgh, August 7th, became due on the 
roth of December, induce you to believe that the 
first Payment on the new Loan would be required early 
in that Month? 

No, It did not—I beg leave to call to the Recol- 
lection of the Committee, that I did not understand I 
was lending Money to Government which had not been 
voted by Parliament, but that I was anticipating to 
Government the Receipt of Money which had been 
voted, and which would become payable in Time for 
the Discharge of the Bills drawn. 


316. Had you any other Money Transaction with 
Government in the Course of this Year, besides those 
you have mentioned ? : 

Yes—the Letter which I had the Honour to de- 
fiver, dated the 26th August, shews that I liad—and 
besidés, I had at different Times opened Credits upon 
the Continent for different Sums, agreeably to the 
Orders of Government. 


317. In what Form was the Condition expressed 
which is mentioned in your Letter of the 24th of No- 
wember, viz.—“ That no other Public Loan should. 
* be made until the Period fixed for the last Pay- 
“ ment of the Loan then contracted for should be 
“* elapsed ?” 

’ If this Condition had been reduced to any Form, 
there could not have ever existed any Doubt as to 
our Claim; I have already stated, in the Account I 
have given to the Committee of my Conversation 
with the Chancellor of the Exchequer on the 24th of 
November, in the Presence of Mr. Robarts, in Reply 
to the Observation of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
that he did not recollect any positive Engagement, as 
to the Point on which I founded my Claim, that that 

gagement was either positive or implied—and then I 
proceeded to demonstrate that the Claim was founded 
on the Nature of Things. 


318. You assert in your Letter, that the Contract 
was entered into under that Condition; has the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer at any Time acknowledged, 
upon being reminded of it by you, that he had agreed 
to that Condition? 

I beg Leave to refer to the Evidence, which I 
had thé Hondur of giving Yesterday, for an Answer to 
this Question. 

Withdrew.

320. On what Ground of Calculation did you assure 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, that if he consented 
to a private Negotiation, your Offer should be fully as 
liberal as if you had no Preference, and that it should 
equal his Expectation ? 

It was not on any Ground of Calculation that IT 
assured the Chancellor of thé Exchequer, that in the 
Event of a private Negotiation my Offer should: be 
as liberal as if I had no Preference—it was from feeling 
in my own Mind, that upon that as upon all Occasions, 
I should be fully as liberal when any Matters were left 
to my own Decision, as I should be under any Controul 
whatever. 


321. Did you know what his Expectation was? 
No. 


322. Did the Preference proposed to be given to 
you, or did it not, put an End to the Competition? 
The Competitors certainly refused the Competition 

‘as proposed. 


323. Is it possible to reconcile a predetermined Pre- 
ference in Favour of any One Competitor, to the 
Principle and Effect of public Competition ? 

Without pretending to decide what is possiblé in 
the Abstract on that, or indeed on any Case of Com: 
petition, I can only say, that it was perfectly possible 
for the Competitors to have offered agreeably to the 
Mode propased. 


324. Has it been stated to you by the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, or do you know on what Principles 
his Predilection in Favour of public Competition is 
founded. 

I do not know the Prinéiples upon which that 
Predilection is founded, though I have Reason to 
believe that it must bé founded upon a Pefstasion he 
must have, that the Principle of Conipetition gives’ the 
fairest Chance of obtaining the best Price. 


325. Supposing the Competition to have proceeded 
with the Preference proposed in your Favour, would 
you have outbid the following Offer; viz.

326. Do you know, or have you any Ground, for 
believing, that the Number of Persons holding Por- 
tions of the Five Millions Scrip, which were floating 
in the Market on the 24th of November, was greater 
in your List than in the List of Mr. Morgan or Mr. 
Mellish? 

I really know nothing about it. | 
Withdrew.

328. How long have you been in that Situation ? 
Nineteen Y ears. 


329. From your Situation are you not conversant 

with the Transactions respecting Loans? 7 
Yes. ’ 

330. From your Experience in Transactioris of this 
Nature, should you have thought, if a new Loan was 
made, the first Payment of which was to take place 
previous to the last- Payment of a preceding one, such 
a Circumstance would be a Matter of just Complaint 
to the Contractors of such preceding Loan? 

I believe they would in general have made such 
a Complaint, because it is understood that an old 
Loan should be finished before a new one takes 
place. 


331. Would the Contractors in such Case have any 
Cause of Complaint, supposing them to have disposed 
of the Scrip of the former Loan? 

I should apprehend not. 


332. Do you conceive that the Contractors would 
have any Claim distinct from that of the original Sub- 
scribers or Scrip Holders ¢ 

_ No—I should think not. 


333. Can you state, from your Experience in the 
Negotiation: of former Loans, the Time that has 
usually elapsed between making the Contract with the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and the Opening of the 
Budget? 

It varies sometimes—I believe Three or Four 
Days, and sometiines only Two Days.—I don’t know 
but it may have been a Week occasionally, but I can't 
speak with Certainty. 


334. Are you enabled, from your official Situation’ 
to know the the different Risks incurred by the Con 
tractors and the Subscribersto a Loan? . 

I should apprehend that if the Subscribers to the 
Loan do not fulfil their Engagements with the Con- 
tractors, that the Contractors are still bound to fulfil 
their’s with the Treasury. 

Withdrew. 


Mr. Boyd again called in, and examined. 


335. Was your List ever called for by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer? 
No. 


336. Did the Chancellor of the Exchequer know the 
Names of your List, at the Time when the qualified 
Bidding was*decided upon? 

No—he did not, and as far as I know, does not 
know them to this Moment. 


337- Do you think the Contractors are bound to 
watch over the Interests of the Subscribers to their Lists, 
as far as respects the Performance of their Conditions 
of the Bargain? 

The Contractors certainly owe no particular Duty 
‘to the Subscribers, they on the contrary confer Favours 
upon the Subscribers, and in so far as the Performance 
of the Engagements is concerned, it is their own par- 
ticular Interest which the Contractors watch over when 
they attend to the due Performance of what the Sub- 
scribers undertake. 


_ 338. Do you think the Contractors are bound to 

insist upon Government’s 

Conditions of the Bargain? 
Most undoubtedly. 


performing their Part of the 
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339. Are they not bound so to do.on Account of the 
Subscribers to their Lists ? ' 
Not particularly on Account of the Subscribers, 

but generally for the Interest of all concerned. 


340. Did the Case of the Contractors for the Loan 
for the Service of the Year 1795, as it was made pre- 
vious to the last Payment of the preceding Loan, con- 
stitute a similar Right to what you insisted upon in the 
Case of the present Loan? | 

It is not for me to define what were the Rights 
of the Contractors for the Loan for the Service of the 
Year 1794; all that I know of the Matter is, that it 
was always understood, when the Lean for the Year 
1795 was negotiating, that the first Payment on that 
Loan could not take place until the last Payment of the 
preceding Loan was made. 


341. Did the Chancellor of the Exchequer men- 
tion the Names of the Persons whom he mentioned 
to you as necessary to be consulted by him on the 
Nature of the Claim of Preference which you had set 


up? 


No, he did not. 


342. Did any Thing particular pass between you 
and the other Parties, when you was waiting for the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in Downing Street, on the 
25th of November, relative to your Claim? 

Nothing. 


343. Did the Plan for the qualified Bidding of One 
Half per Cent. in Favour of the Public, wholiy originate 
with you ? 

Entirely and exclusively. 


344. Did any Thing particular pass between you 
and the other Parties, after your Return to the Room, 
and previous to the Arrival of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, relative to your Claim? 


No. 


345. Did the Chancellor of the-Exchequer on_this 
Occasion, or on any other in which you have been 
concerned as a Contractor, ever recommend any 
Name or Names to be placed on your List of Sub- 
scribers ? ' 

Never. 


346. Did any other Persons, whom you conceived 
to be connected with him, ever, directly or indirectly, 
make any Recommendation of any Name or Names to 
be placed in your List ? 

No—never. 


347. Could you, as a Man of Business, have made 
up your Mind on the precise Price you would give 
relative to the Loan, without hearing all the Circum- 
stances the Chancellor of the Exchequer might wish to 
state previous to the Bidding ? 

To be sure I might have made up my Mind 
upon the Subject, without any Explanation whatever, 
but I should in that Case have acted very impru- 
dently. 


348. Would not the Reservation for a possible Loan 
for the Emperor, and for a Loan for Jreland, and for 
the funding of the Navy Debt, make a very material 
Part of your Consideration in forming your Judgment 
for a final Offer ? * 

Undoubtedly. 


349. Are you certain that the other Parties who 
came as Competitors for the Loan, withdrew from 
Downing Street before any Explanation of the Prelimi- 
naries took place ? 

Yes. 


350. Is Three per Cent. the usual Discount upon all 
Loans? 

I believe it has been the usual Rate of Discount 

upon the go/. per Cent, or any other Part of the go

per Cent. from the Day on which the anticipated Pay- 
ment is made to the Date of the last Payment. 


351. Were the Reserves of last Year’s Loan for public 
Companies different from those of preceding Y ears? 
I believe not—but I can’t speak to Reserves of 
preceding Years; having never, till December 1794, 
made any Contract with Government for a Loan. 


352. If you had contracted for the English Loan, 
without being previously informed of the Possibility of 
an Austrian Loan being wanted, and that an Austrian 
Loan was afterwards to take place with a different Set 
of Contractors, are you not of Opinion that that Event 
might prove very prejudicial to such a Bargain for the 
English Loan? 

The Case supposed could not possibly happen, 
unless the Chancellor of the Exchequer had (which I 
eonceive he could not have) the Intention of drawing 
us into a Bargain without the Knowledge of all the 
Circumstances likely to affect that Bargain. 


353. When the other Competitors had left Downing 
Street, on the 25th of November, and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer had withdrawn to consider on the 
Terms of the Loan of the present Year—did you, whilst 
he was absent, make any Calculation to yourself of 
what those Terms might probably be? 

I did not, but some of my Party did. 


354-.Do you know how near their Calculations 
were to the Terms offered by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer? 

J can’t venture to say positively, but I perfectly 
recollect that we were struck with the wonderful 
Coincidence of the Calculations, and the Terms offered 
by the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 


355- Did you not contract for the Jrish Loan of last 
Year? 


Yes. 


356. Was not: that Loan disposed of by public 
Competition? : 
Yes. 


357- Do you recollect what was the Difference be- 
tween the highest and lowest Offer made by the 
Competitors for that Loan? 5 

Ido not recollect exactly, but -I know that my 
Offer was very much more in Favour of the Public than 
any one of the other Offers—as far as my Memory 
serves me, I think my Offer exceeded the highest of the 
other Otfers by nearly Five per Cent. of the Capital— 
perhaps, when I say so, I likewise take into Consideration 
the Price of the Lottery, for which I also contracted, 
my Opinion being, so far as I recollect, that the Zrish 


Government saved about 50,000/. by my having been a 
Competitor. 


358. You have spoken of a Right in the Contractors 
as distinguished from the Right of the Subscribers, do 
you conceive that it is competent to the Contractors to 
exercise or surrender their Right to the Detriment of the 
Subscribers? 

1 understand that in the Exercise of any Right 
which is possessed exclusively by the Person so exe:- 
cising it, he only follows what-he conceives to be his own 


Interest, or what happens to be the most agreeable to 
himself, 


359. Do you mean to contend that the Contractors 
for the present Loan may sanction or oppose, as of Right, 
the Introduction of a new Loan in the Course of a Month 
or Two? 

_- Treally have not made up my Mind on the Subject; 
if such a Case should occur, as it would be altogether 


— and unexpected, I should then consider what I had 
o do. 
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360. When you sell any Proportion: of your Share 
in a Loan, is it not to be understood that you transfer 
to the Buyer your whole Interest in such Proportions so 
sold ? 

Certainly—but I do not »# lerstand that while’ sell 
or alienate a Part of the Loan, I transfer any Part of the 
inalienable and inherent Right which belongs exclusively 
to me as a Contractor. 


361. You have said, that the Proportions of the dif- 
ferent Subscribers were allotted to them in consequence 
of their most earnest Solicitations, is that meant with 


regard to the Subscribers both as to the last Loan and. 
the present ? 


Yes. 


362. When did the Governor of the Bank, whose 
Name appears in your List, solicit to be put down for 
a Share? 

I don’t recollect exactly, but I suppose it must 
have been some Time in October. 


363. When did you inform him of the Share which 
you intended to grant him ? 
I don’t recollect exactly—the general Letter of 
Advice was sent to all the Friends to whom we had 
allotted Portions of the Loan on the 25th of November. 


364. Had you any Conversation with the Governor 
of the Bank, on the Subject of the Share which he was 
to have in your List? 

Yes—I certainly did say to him, some Time in 
the Month of October, when 1 met him accidentally in 
the Street, that it would give me great Pleasure to 
accommodate him as far as should be in my Power; and 
this. was the only Answer which I gave to any body, 
previous to the 25th of November. 


365. When did you first mention your Intention 
of undertaking to contract for the present Loan, and to 
whom? 

I never did formally announce any Intention on 
the Subject—I was applied to from all Quarters, re- 
questing to be admitted upon my List, if I should make 
one, and thus was as it were pointed out—called upon 
by the Public to propose for the Loan. 


366. When did you first engage any of your Friends 
to take a Part with you in contracting for the Loan? 


T have already said, that I never engaged any of my 
Friends to take a Share. 


367. Do you mean to state, that, without any As- 
sistance, your House was competent to advance upon a 
Loan the Sum of 5,704,000 /.r 

I do mean it, and did say it—not precisely that 
we were able to advance the Whole of that Sum, but 
that we were perfectly able, and even provided with 


the Means of making deposit upon the Whole of that 
Sum, . 


368. When did you first converse with the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, or any confidential official Person, on 
the subject of the Loan for 1796? 

I recollect none, except the Conversations I have 
already mentioned; and 1 am sure I had none with 


any other official Person, but the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 


369. Did you ever mention to Mr. Goldsmid, or to 
any other Person, your Expectation of having the Loan 
by a separate Contract? 

Never, excepting so far as in virtue of the Right 
upon which we finally did obtain it, ar 


370. Having stated that the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer gave you, as a Reason why the Anticipation 
on the last Loan might be necessary, that perhaps the 
Bank of England might not find it convenient to make 
it, do you not consider that a private House, which 
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advances 700,000/. to assist the Treasury when the 
Bank of England does not find it convenient to do so, 
confers an extraordinary Favour on the Treasury so 
assisted ? 

I certainly do consider, that in making that Ad- 
vance I did render a Service to the Treasury; but it 
will be found in the Account that I have given of the 
Transaction, that I could render this Service without 
Risk, Inconvenience, or Loss, and that therefore I was 
happy in the Opportunity of rendering it; with regard 
to its perhaps not being convenient for the Bank to make 
that Advance, I only considered that the Bank might at 
the Time be under great Advances in other Respects for 
Government, and I can easily conceive that it may some- 
times happen that an Individual may find it inconvenient 
to make an Advance, which the Bank of England may 
not chuse to make. 


371. At the Time of contracting for the present 
Loan, were you in Advance to Government on any 
other Account besides the Anticipation on the last 
Loan? 

I do not recollect that I was—lI rather think not, 
and my Advances for Government on the Anticipation 
were repaid by the Acceptances of the Treasury. 


372. Had you been, in the Course of the Year 1795, 
in Advance on any other Account? 
Yes—I had occasionally, as I believe will be 
found in the Account of the Transaction relative to the 
Anticipation. 


373. Can you explain the Nature and Amount of 
those Advances? 

I can say from Memory, and therefore not ac- 
curately, that occasionally I purchased Dollars for the 
Use of Government, and established Credits on the 
Continent at different Times; I do not recollect the 
Amount either of the one or the other—perhaps not 
exceeding in the Whole, including Credits and Advances, 
2 or 300,000/. 


374. Did you pay into the Office of the Paymaster 
General 500,000/. according to the Directions of Mr. 
Long’s Letter of the 12th of September ? 

Yes. 


375- Into whose Hands did you pay it? 
Mr. Richard Molesworth’s, Accountant of the Pay 
Office. 


376. To whom did you pay the Remainder’ of the 
Sum advanced in Anticipation of the Loan for 1795? 
To Mr. Molesworth, excepting a Part which I had 
previously furnished in Dollars. 


377. Have the Bills drawn in the Name of Mr. WV. 
Boyd, Jun. and dated at Hamburgh, 7th August 1795, 
which were accepted by the Treasury, and became due 
the 10th of December last, been paid? 

I suppose so—otherwise I should have heard of it. 


378. Were those Bills on stamped Paper? 
I do not recollect—I rather think not, but it is 
clear the Bank must have considered them as complete 
and proper, otherwise they would not have paid them. 


379. Do vou think that the Bank would have consi- 
dered them as complete and proper, if they had known 
that in Point of Fact they were drawn in England, and 
were not upon stamped Paper? 

I really don’t know what to think on that Subject, 
because it was a Subject altogether foreign to them, and 
which nobody had any thing to do with. 


380. Do you not know that there is an Act of Par- 
liament, requiring all Inland Bills of Exchange, not 
payable to Bearer, to be upon stamped Paper ? 

Yes—the Reason why these Bills, drawn as 
dated from Hamburgh, may probably not be on Stamp 
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Paper, is, because I intended the Bills to have been 
actually drawn from Hamburgh, by my Relation, Mr. 
Boyd, Junior, and they would actually have been drawn 
from thence, if the final Arrangement regarding the 
Anticipation had taken place as early as I had originally 
expected—but Mr. Boyd, Junior, having arrived in 
England before the Transaction took place, he drew in 
London the Bills which he would otherwise have drawn 
from Hamburgh. 


381. Was there a Payment on the last Loan due on 
the 27th of November ? 
I cannot say accurately, but I think there was 
about that Time. 


382. Was the Amount of the Navy Debt floating in 
the Market, known at the Time of the Negotiation for 
the Loan? 

All that I know about the Navy Debt is con- 
tained in the Account of the Preliminaries given 
by the Chancellor of the Exchequer on the 25th of 
November. 


383. Do you mean to say, that the Amount of the 
Navy Debt was not at that Time nearly ascertained, 
and well known to every Person conversant in those 
Matters ? 

I can only speak from my own Knowledge—I 
was not acquainted at that Time with the Amount of 
the Navy Debt, or Navy Bills—it was not of Import- 
ance for me to know, but it was of great Importance 
for me to be informed what Part of that Debt, what- 
ever it might be, was in the Course of the Year to 
change its Nature, and from a floating become a 
funded Debt. 


384. Do you conceive it was possible for any Person 
likely to offer for the Loan, to know what Part of those 
Bills were likely to be paid in ready Money, and what 
Part it might be necessary to fund, till he should be told 
it by the Chancellor of the Exchequer? 

I really know of no Means by which such Know- 
ledge could be acquired. 


385. When did you first know that the Loan was to 
be for Eighteen Millions? 
I think it was on the 23d of November, when the 
Governor of the Bank returned from Downing Street to 
the Bank. 


386. Did you make it any Condition with the Persons 
you received on your List as Subscribers, that their 
Names should not be in any other List? 

I did not make it any Condition ; but some Time 
previous to the Settlement of the Bargain, when I was 
overwhelmed with Demands for Shares in the List, 
greatly beyond what it was in my Power to give, I re- 
quested the several Friends who had applied to me to 
inform me, as a Means of relieving me in some Degree 
from the Embarrassment occasioned from the Multi- 
plicity of Demands, whether they confined their Prospects 
of Success to the Success of my List.—Such Friends as 
confessed they had not so contined their Hopes of Suc- 
cess, I conceived myself obliged to observe less Delicacy 
with, than with those who had embarked all their Hopes 
upon my Success. 


387. Was Mr. Morgan a Competitor with you for 
the Irish Loan of 1795? 
I cannot say exactly whether he was or not: but 
I think he must have been interested in an Offer made 
by Mr. Nesbit, because I understand they used to be 
concerned together; and particularly because I saw 
Mr. Nesbit and Mr. Morgan make an Offer for the last 
English Lottery; which Offer, if I am not mistaken, 
was considerably the least advantageous to the Public of 
all that were made. 


388. For how much was it understood or appre- 
hended

hended that the Loan would be previous to the 23d of 
November ? 

I think I had only then heard of 16 or 17 
Millions. 


389. Was there no Addition made to the Shares of 
the different Subscribers, which had been allotted on 
the 22d of November, when you afterwards had it 
explained to you that the Loan was to be for a larger 
Sum than you at that Time expected it to be? 

I certainly did make some Additions, but no De- 
ductions.—I did not recollect the Circumstance of 
those Additions when I gave my Answer to a former 
Question on this Subject.—By Additions, J mean 
additional Sums to some of the Names already there— 
I added no new Names. 


390. Do you recollect whether the former Distribution 
was made on 16 or 17 Millions. 


On 17 Millions. Withdrew. 


Daniel Giles, Esquire, called in, and examined. 


391. Will you state to the Committee the Circum- 
stances which you know relative to the Negotiation, 
and all the Transactions concerning the Loan for the 
Service of the Year 1796? 

Yes; on the 25th of November 1795, the Gover- 
nor and Deputy Governor waited on Mr. Pitt, in 
consequence of an Appointment made by him, to be 
present at the Arrangement of a Loan which he intended 
to settle with those Persons who were disposed to be 
Contractors for the same.—The Gentlemen who in- 
tended to bid for it were, Messrs. Boyd and Co. ; 
Curtis and Co.; B. and A. Goldsmids; Aislabie and 
Salomons; (who had the Loan last Year without 
Competition) Messrs. John and William Mellish, and 
Mr. James Morgan. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer mentioned to the 
Governor and Deputy Governor that his Intention 
was to make the Loan by Competition, but he found 
himself embarrassed by a Memorial which the Con- 
tractors of the last Loan had presented him, and which 
he read to them, wherein they stated, that from what 
passed at the concluding of the last Loan, when Mr. 
Pitt gave his Word that no fresh Loan for this Country 
should be brought forward until all the Payments 
on that Engagement were completed, they therefore 
alleged that the Chancellor of the Exchequer was 
precluded from making any new Loan until the former 
one was paid in full; but adding, that if the Public 
Service absolutely required a new Loan to be made, 
they were willing, on behalf of themselves and the 
Friends concerned with them, to wave their Objections 
to the Measure, on this Condition, that each Party 
desirous to bid for the Loan might give in their Offer, 
and if the Offer of any other Party should be higher 
than theirs, they might have the Option of taking 
the Loan at an Advance of 90,000/. or One Half 
per Cent. above those Terms, in Favour of the 
Public. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer then referred to 
the Governor whether he recollected, that at the Meet- 
ing and making of the last Loan he had committed 
himself to a Promise of that Kind. The Governor 
said, he thought Mr. Pitt had, in some Measure, 
committed himself to a Promise of that Kind, stating a 
Cireumstance, that on the adjusting the Days of Payment 
for the then Loan, one of the Contescting Party had 
wished to have the last Payment in February 1796, 
instead of January, but was answered by Mr. Pitt, that 
he could not assent to that, as he might possibly want 
to raise a new Loan in the Month of January. The 
Deputy Governer said, that not being presest at the 
Settling the last Loan, he ceuld not say any thing on 
the Subject. _ 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer then had Mr. Boyd 
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and Mr. Robarts called in; and asked, if the Loan 
should be allotted to them without Competition, whether 
they would consent to the Terms he himself might 
fix? Their Answer was, that they would trust to 
Mr. Pitt's Candour in the Matter, and take it on his 
own Terms. _ 

Mr. Pitt after this met all the Gentlemen who meant 
to be Contractors in another Room, and stated the 
Case to them—afterwards proposing to Messrs. Mellish 
and Mr. Morgan if they had any Objection to give in 
their Proposals on those Terms; adding, that as he 
did not wish to take them by Surprize, if they desired 
a Delay to consult their Friends, and think further on 
it themselves, they might have it. Messrs, Mellishes 
said, that as Delay might be prejudicial to public’ 
Business, they now decided that they should. not. 
Mr. Morgan also declined it. 

The Chancellor of the Exehequer then retired with 
the Governor and Deputy Governor a few Minutes, and 
settled it himself in the following Manner : 

For 100 /.-120 3 per Cent. Consolidated An- 
nuities. 
25 Reduced Annuities 3 per Cent. 
6/6 Long Annuity. 
with the usual Discounts for prompt Payment, &Xc. 
&ce. &e. 

The Contractors then claimed to know whether any 
farther Sums would be raised within the Terms of the 
Payments of this Loan. 

Mr. Pitt reserved to himself the Power, if necessary, 
to permit a further Loan for the Emperor as far as 
Three Millions, and said that he should probably issue 
One Million and a Half Exchequer Bills on the Mar- 
ket if he wanted it; and he reserved also the Power 
to fund Navy Bills towards the Middle of the Year 
to the Amount of Five Millions, if he should find it 
necessary —He also added, that should he wish to add 
another Million to the Loan, and make it in all Nine- 
teen Millions, if in that Case whether they would 
have any Objection to take it also—to this they 
assented. 

Withdrew. 


Received and read a Letter from Mr. Morgan to 
the Chairman of the Committee, dated 16th 
January 1796, stating, that the subscribers to 
his List think it improper that he should deliver 
in their Names; which Letter is inserted in 
Appendix, N° 11. 

Also, received and read another Letter from 
Mr. Morgan, of the same Date, respecting his 
Proposal of the 7th of December, stating, that the 
Gentlemen intending to be joint Securities had 
cancelled their Names ; which Letter is inserted 
in Appendix,.N° 12. 

Also, received and read another Letter from 
Mr. Morgan dated 20th of January, containing 
his Opinion respecting the Difference between 
the Offers likely to be made between the Com- 
petitors for the Loan; which Letter is also 
inserted in Appendix, Ne 13.

416. Are you a Subscriber to the present. Loan ? 
Yes; in Mr. Boyd’s List, to the Amount of

No—I asked for a larger Sum in the Name of my 
ing House, and for Account of that House, its 
Friends and Customers, but no more than 80,000/. 
was granted me; and that Sum was divided among 
those Friends and Employers of the House, and for 
Account of the House itself, pro rata of the Sum 
asked. 


418. How much of that Sum was kept for the 
House ? 
15,0007. and some odd Hundreds. 


419. Will you state the Names of those Persons to 
whom the other Parts of the Sum were distributed ? 

I have not brought the List with me, because I 
considered it unnecessary, it being a general Rule in 
the Banking Line of Business, not to divulge any 
Thing concerning that Business without being forced 
so to do in the Course of Law, or without having the 
Permission of the Parties, and of the Society of Bankers 
in general, consisting of 49 Houses, for departing from 
a general Rule in that Business. 


420. Is there such a Society of Bankers, or where 
does it exist ? 
There is, and it meets generally at the London 
Coffee- House, Ludgate- Hill. 


421. Is the Rule you allude to reduced to Writing, 
and do you consider it as binding on the Members of 
the Society to which you allude? 

It is not reduced to Writing, nor is it any Rule 
particularly of that Society of Bankers, which is insti- 
tuted chiefly to prosecute Forgers at the common Ex- 
pence of the Society; but I understand it to have been 
a general Rule Time immemorial among Bankers, not 
to divulge the Situation of the Accounts in their Books 
without being forced so to do, or permitted as before- 
mentioned. 


422. Will you desire the Permission of the Parties 
to whom the Sums alluded to have been allotted, and 
on receiving such Permission are you ready to deliver 
in a List of their Names? 

I have no Objection to do so.

429. Are you a Subscriber to the present Loan, in 
what List, and for what Sum?

430. Is the Whole of that Sum on your own Ac- 
count ? 
The Whole is for my Account and that of a Re- 
lation of mine, my Brother James Ker.—132,000/. for 
myself, and the rest for my Brother. 


431. Had no other Person but yourself a Share in 
the 132,000. ? 
No Person whatsoever.

George Woodford Thellusson, Esquire, called in, 


and examined. 


432. Are you a Subscriber in the present Loan, in 
what List, and for what Sum ? 
I am, in the List of Peter Thellusson, for the Sum 
of 245,000/. 


433- Is the Whole of that Sum on your own Ac- 
count ? 


Not entirely. 


434. Will you state to the Committee to whom any 
Part of that Sum was allotted? j 


It was to myself, Correspondents, and nobody else. 


435. Have you any Objection to deliver in a List of 
those Correspondents, with the respective Sums distri- 
buted to them ? 


I should wish not to deliver it in without their 
Permission. 


436. Will you endeavour to obtain that Permission, 
and then to deliver in to the Committee their Names ? 


I certainly would—but it was all distributed to 
Persons Abroad. 


437. What Sum or Sums stands’ in the Name of 
any other Part of your Family of which you can give 
an Account? 

I believe only 200,000/. in the Name of my Bro- 
ther Charles, and I should wish to give an Account of 
the Whole 445,000/. together, as the 200,000/. was 
only put in the Name of my Brother for the Conveni- 
ence of indorsing the Receipts, and he had no Concern 
in the Management of it. 


438. How much of that 445,000/. was retained for 
the House ?

439. Had no other Persons whatever any Interest in 
that Sum ? 


No other Person except we Three Brothers; unless 
some Part of that, which we have made Presents of to 
Relations.

William Mellish, Esquire, called in, and examined. 
440. Did you offer yourself to contract for the late 
an? 


We attended in Downing Street on the 25th of 
November, with an Intention of hearing Mr. Pitt's 
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Proposals for the ensuing Loan, and of going on the 
Friday following to bid for it. 


441. Will you state the Circumstances which led 
you to wait on the Chancellor of the Exchequer with 
that Intention, and what passed thereupon ? 

The last and the final Determination of our going 
up to the Chancellor of the Exchequer on the Wed. 
nesday, was from a Letter which we received from 
Mr. Rose the Evening before, purporting, that if. we 
wished to have any Communication concerning the 
Loan we should attend as the next Day; but we were 
always led to understand, from diferent Circum- 
stances, the Chancellor of the Exchequer intended to 
have a Competition for the Loan.—We arrived in 
Downing Street, and were introduced into a Room 
together, where we waited some Time; during which 
Time Mr. Boyd and Mr. Robarts were called out of 
the Room, and, as I supposed, to have an Interview 
with the Chancellor of the Exchequer. In a short 
Time Mr. Robarts and also Mr. Boyd returned, and 
afterwards we were all introduced into another Room ; 
and a little Time afterward, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, the Governor and Deputy Governor of 
the Bank, Mr. Rose, and Mr. Long, I believe, came 
into the Room-—The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
mentioned, that before he could enter into any Con- 
versation in regard to what the Loan was to be com- 
posed of, or something to that Purpose, he must first 
relate to us a Circumstance which had happened—He 
then took up a Paper in his Hand, and said, that the 
Gentlemen that had contracted for the last Loan, felt 
themselves aggrieved from his wishing to raise a new 
Loan before the Payments on the last were fully made, 
as they understood, in the former Contract for the last 
Loan, it was a Condition, that there should be no new 
Loan raised before all the Payments in that Loan were 
made. 

I believe the. Chancellor of the Exchequer then 
said, he had received a Memorial from Messrs. Boyd, 
stating a Proposition to the other Competitors ; and 
then applied to Messrs. Boyd, whether they had any 
Objection to his reading it; to which they answered 
that they had not--The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
immediately then read the Memorial, the Purport of 
which was, that Mr. AJorgan and ourselves were to 
bid for the Loan; and that Messrs. Boyds were to 
have the Refusal, upon the best Offer, at One Half 
per Cent. better for the Public—I believe I then said, 
immediately after the Chancellor of the Exchequer had 
read the Paper, that it was impossible~I rather think 
I repeated the Words, “ It is impossible,” Two or 
Three Times—The Conversation that immediately 
afterwards ensued was, whether Messrs. Boyds ought 
to have that Preference which they stated, and diffe- 
rent Opinions were expressed. Mr. A/organ appeared 
to wish to enter into the Discussion with the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, whether Messrs. Boyds were 
entitled to that Preference; and, I believe, I rather 
interrupted him, addressing myself to the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, saying, that I really thought that 
was a Point that should be settled between him and 
Messrs. Boyd; for that, not being present at the Bar- 
gain of. the preceding Loan, we could not be a Judge 
of the Propriety of their having a Preference; and at 
any Rate it was a Point I thought ought not to be 
discussed by us; and I believe the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer acquiesced that I was right—Mr. Morgan 
appeared still to wish to enter into the Discussion ; 
and said, that it was not only Mr. Boyd, supposing 
that there was any Preference, that should have it, 
out his whole List; and I think he went on and 
said, it would fall on the present Stockholders. Some 
little Conversation then ensued between Mr. Boyd and 
Mr Morgan; and Mr. Boyd said, he was a great 
Stockholder; I did not hear exactly what Sum ; but 
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I afterwards heard that he said it was fora large 
Amount. I think then Mr. ies still pursued his 
Wish for a Discussion, and said something in Regard 
to Mr. Pitt's Conduct; -and, from what Mr. Pitt re- 
plied to Mr. Morgan, the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer certainly did not seem to be pleased.—I believe 
Mr, Pitt said to us, Would you wish to have any Time 
to consider of this Proposal? I immediately answered, 
I think I said, “ I was astonished,” I was surprised 
indeed, to have such a Proposal made to us ; and that 
as we (meaning myself and my Brother) were of the 
same Opinion, that we did not think it was material ; 
at the same Time, it would give us Pleasure to con- 
sult our Friends; for, turning to Mr. Pitt, I said, 
You must be sensible we do not come for Eighteen 
Millions for ourselves—some Altercation afterwards 
took place, the Purport of which I do not think was 
material, whether Messrs. Boyd should have the Pre- 
ference.-—A little Pause then took place, when Mr. Pitt 
turned’ unto my Brother and me, and said, Would you 
wish to have Two or Three Days?—lI believe I had 
said to him before, that we should be extremely sorry 
to be any Detriment to his present Loan by any small 
Delay, and that if he thought that it might be any 
Injury to it, we did not think it was material to us to 
take the Time for Consideration, as it was so notorious 
to us both, turning round to my Brother (who said, 
Refuse it, No, No) that we could not accept it, but 
that 1 must beg to say, I was astonished and sur- 
prised to hear such a Proposal made from one Set of 
Mercantile Men to another Set; for that in any large 
Transaction, the Moment it was concluded, several 
Persons would be ready to give you a Profit upon it, 
only upon the Idea that it would be a good Thing, or 
Words to that Effect—A Pause here took place again, 
and in a short Time Mr. Pitt looked at us as if he 
wished us to withdraw, on which we immediately left 
the Room.—In going through the Passage, Mr. Morgan 
said, “a Word with you,” and took me and my Bro- 
ther aside, and said, What do you think of sealing up 
Proposals, or something to that Effect? and I imme- 
diately answered, that I would not think of having any 
Thing to do with it. 


442. Have you ever heard it maintained, among 
Persons in the Habit of contracting for Loans, that 
Messrs. Boyd and Co. had any Claim to the Pre- 
ference they demanded on the Ground of common 
Usage and Practice, independent of any specific En- 
gagement. ~ , 

It has happened on a former Loan that a Minister 
declared, as well as I recollect, that he would not raise 
any more Money before all.the Payments were made 
on the preceding Loan ; and I certainly should think 
if a Minister made me such a Promise, that his at- 
tempting to make a fresh Loan before all the Payments 
on a preceding one, would not be right, but if it were 
absolutely necessary for the Country, I do not think 
I should have Reason myself, as the preceding Con- 
tractor, to demand of him the Preference, unless I was 
a great Stockholder ; but had I not any Stock, I cer- 
tainly think that every Person upon my List who was 
possessed of any of the preceding Loan, would have 
great Reason to complain, and would undoubtedly have 
a Right to come to me, and beg my Interference with 
the Minister for the Loan not to take place, or to get 
whatever Preference or Benefit I could for the Loss 
they might sustain as Holders of the Stock which 
they had purchased, on the Ground that no new Loan 
would be made until a fixed Period: but without a 
specific Agreement that he would not raise another 
Loan before all the Payments on the preceding one 
were made, I should certainly think he had a Right to 
raise another whenever he thought proper, without the 
preceding Contractors having a Right to any Preference 
whatever. 


443. Before 
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443. Before the Day when you attended Mr. Piti, 
had you any Reason to doubt that the Loan would be 
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open to Competition on equal Terms ? 

oe 1 Revers had soon Vtthe Suspicion that it would 
not be by Competition, but was thoroughly convinced 
in my own Mind before I went up that it would be ; 
but when Mr. Boyd and Mr. Robarts were called out 
of the Room at Mr. Pitt’s, I had a Suspicion that it 
would not be by Competition, and said, “ Hey Day, a 
“ Secret Committee !’—on the Morning before we 
went up, some body said to me that he had still a Sus- 
picion, and I answered that it was impossible, for that 
we had received a Letter from Mr. Rose desiring our 
Attendance that Morning. 


444. At what Time, and on what Ground, did you 
first entertain the Suspicion mentioned in the first 
Words of your last Answer? 

I can’t exactly state the Time I had that Suspicion, 
nor had I any other Ground than the general Conver- 
sation of my Friends and the Public—I should say, J 
believe one Ground that was reported was, that he had 
promised Messrs. Boyd's Party on the former Loan 
that he would not raise another till all the Payments 
were made, and as it would in all Probability be neces- 
sary to make a fresh Loan before the Termination of 
the Payment on the preceding one, it could not be done 
without Mr. Boyd’s Acquiescence. 


445. Had you no other Grounds for entertaining 
that Suspicion : 

I had no other Grounds than that single one 
which I have before related, as well as the general 
Conversation of the Public. 


446. Can you recollect whether you ever received 
any Intimation from the Governor of the Bank on this 
Subject, namely, that the Loan would or would not be 
by Competition ? 

Being intimate with the Governor, I certainly 
have had different Conversations with him, and think 


I may safely say I have heard his Doubts one way or 
the other. 


447. Did the Governor of the Bank ever suggest 
to you any particular Reason for reunite that the 
Loan would be given to Messrs. Boyd and Co. ? 

I do not think that I can say that he actually stated 
any absolute Reason why Messrs. Boyd and Co. would 
get the Loan; but as it was said that Mr. Pitt had 
made a Promise not to raise another Loan before the 
Payments on the last were made, his Conversation 
seemed to tend that it was likely Messrs. Boyd might 
get some Preference. 


448. Did the Governor of the Bank ever mention to 
you that a Service had been rendered in the Course of 
the Summer to the Treasury by Messrs. Boyd and Co. 
in a pecuniary Transaction, which might influence the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to give the Preference in 
the Loan to those Gentlemen? 

I do not recollect any particular Conversation with 
the Governor on this Subject, but it is very probable, 
and indeed I may say more than probable, that he has 
been by when I have been in Conversation with others 
on the Subject of the Drafts from Hamburgh, or that 
I may have had some Conversation with him on that 
Subject—I do not think that the Governor of the 
Bank ever said to me positively that he thought the 
Minister had received Accommodation from Messrs. 
Boyd and Co.; but I cannot say I ever knew him 
contradict the doren Report amongst my Friends that 


it was supposed those Drafts were an Accommodation 
to the Minister. 


449. Can 
this Point ? 


I cannot exactly. 


you recollect what he did say to you on 


450. Will you state, as nearly as you can, the pre- 
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on Wednesday the 25th of November ? 


It is impossible I can, for we did not on that 


Day go up to Mr. Pitt’s for the Purpose of bidding for 
the Loan. 


451. Did you, from the Whole of what passed be- 
tween you and the Governor of the Bank on the Sub- 
ject of the Drafts from Hamburgh, conclude that it 
was the Opinion of the Governor that Mr. Boyd would 
have the Loan on that Account ? 

I certainly did not. 


452. Did your Conversation with the Governor lead 
you to conclude, that the Transaction of the Bills from 
Hamburgh would procure to Mr. Boyd any Preference 
whatever, or be productive of any Influence in his 
Favour in the Negotiation of the Loan? 

I do not think that any Conversation I had with 
the Governor led me to suppose that any Preference 
would be given to Messrs. Boyd more than the Conver- 
sation with any other Friend; but when, as I have 
before stated, I have been of different Opinion, whe- 
ther the Loan would be by Competition or not, I 
certainly thought that that Transaction might gain 


Mr. Boyd some Influence with the Minister to obtain a 
Preference. 


453. Was this the Opinion of your other Friends? 

I can’t say, nor did I mean to say, that it was the 
Opinion of any particular Friend that Messrs. Boyd 
and Co. would get a Preference on this Account, but as 
the Report prevailed that the Minister had been assisted 
by these Drafts from Hamburgh, I rather thought some 
Preference might be given. 


454. Do you recollect the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, at the Meeting in Downing Street on the 25th of 
November, repeatedly asking you whether you wished a 
further Time to consult your Friends on the Proposal 
which he had made of the qualified Competition, and 
your ultimately declining it? 

I certainly do recollect, as before stated, that he 
made us the Offer Twice; but had Mr. Pitt said, Will 
you have Two or Three Days to consider of it? and 
explained that Delay would not be an Injury to the 
Loan, I certainly should have accepted of it, in order 
to have consulted my Friends upon it, notwithstanding 


my Brother and myself were so decided in our Opinion 
upon it. 


455- Do you conceive that Mr, Pitt expressed an 
Opinion, that that Delay would have been of any In- 
jury to the Loan? 

I do not think that Mr. Pitt expressed any Thing 
on the Subject—indeed I am pretty sure he never did; 
but I implied, considering the Answers I made to him, 
from his not saying, take Two or Three Days to consi- 
der of it, that he thought it might be some Injury to it— 
Had the Minister reserved the Power of raising a Loan 
of Three Millions for the Emperor, and I had thought 
that it was likely to take place, I think it would certainly 
make a Difference as to the Price. 


456. Who alone does Government look to for the 
Performance of the Contract ? 


I should suppose to the Contractors only. 


457. Are you aware that the Contractors incur any 
greater Risk, except that which is incurred by Sub- 
scribers in general ? 

I am certainly aware that the Contractors for the 
Loan are answerable for the Whole, and that the Sub- 
scribers are only answerable to them as a secondary 
Transaction. Wi

I joined Mr. Robarts—I had 1,141,000/., which 
includes the Sums in the Name of my Two Sons. 


462. Does any Part of the Remainder of that 
1,141,000/. stand in your own Name ? 
Yes, 430,000 /. 


463. Was that 430,000/. for yourself only ? 
No. 


464. Will you state to the Committee the Names of 
those Persons among whom that 430,000/., or any 
Part of it, was distributed ? 


400,000/. was kept for some of my Friends, and 
for myself. 


[And he delivered in a List of the Remainder.] 


465. Are there any other Persons among whom any 
Part of your Share was distributed, except your own 
Relatives ? 


No. 
Withdrew. 


Mr. Giles again called in, and examined. 


466. Had you any Conversations with Mr. Morgan, 
in October and November last, on the Subject of the 
expected Loan? 

As to the Time, I can’t exactly speak, but I think 
it was in November, Mr. Morgan called upon me at the 
Bank, and told me he had an Intention of making a 
List, and if 1 would be upon it, and my Friends, he 
would be very glad to have my Name; he then stated 
that in the Formation of his List he should subject 
every Subscriber to the signing a Letter that they 
should not be in any other List but his—I told him 
that if that was the Case I could not be in his List, for 
I had already engaged with the other Two Parties 
to be upon their List—he said, he would exempt me 
and my Friends from signing such a Letter—and then, 
or soon after, I gave him the List which I now de- 
liver in. 

Mr. Morgan afterwards came and told me, if the 
Loan should be for Seventeen Millions, 1 might take 
as far as 15,000/. more, and if Eighteen Millions, 
35,000/. more; which I assented to, but not for 
myself. 


467. Did you, in any of these Conversations, give 
him any Information respecting the Manner in which 
(as you understood) the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
meant to settle the Loan, that is, whether by open 
Competition or otherwise? : 

I could not do it when this Matter was first talked 
of, because I did not know it; but I did afterwards, 
I believe on the 22d or 23d of November, tell him 


that it was to be by Competition, and we were to go up 
on Wednesday. 


468. Did you at any Time express to Mr. Morgan 
your Opinion that the Loan would not be settled by 
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open Competition, but that it would be given to Messrs. 
Boyds? 

Certainly not in such Words as those—I confess 
that I did in private confidential Conversation, which I 
apprehend with Deference no Gentleman could deem 
himself justified in divulging, tell him that I had my 
Suspicions that Mr. Boyd’s Party would, or might, have 


a Preference. 
469. At what Time? 


I believe I did repeatedly, but I don’t recollect the 
Dates ; but it was all previons to Monday the 23d Day 


of November. 


470. Upon what Grounds were your Suspicions 
formed ? ; 

My Reasons were, that I conceived Mr. Boyd’s 
Party, in point of good Faith, had a Claim to some 
Preference from the Conditions stipulated at the mak- 
ing of the preceding Loan having been deviated from, 
and I thought them too sagacious to omit availing 
themselves of that Circumstance. 


471. Did you state that Reason to Mr. Morgan? 
No—I don’t know that I ever mentioned it to any 
body—I did not to him. 


472. Did you state to him any other Reason for 
your Suspicion ? 
No; I don't recollect that I did; I had no other 
Reason. , 


473- Did you state to him that there had been a 
Money Transaction in the Course of the Summer to 
the Amount of g00,000/., in which Messrs. Boyds had 
accommodated Government ? 

Certainly not; whether Mr. Morgan first spoke to 
me of Treasury Bills, or I to him, I really don’t know, 
but we had a Conversation about them, and I believe it 
was Mr. Morgan who first mentioned them to me; I 
told him I knew nothing of the Transaction officially, 
but I had a great many of the Bills put into my Hands, 
and had discounted Two or Three of them in my pri- 
vate Capacity—Mr. Morgan knew as much or more of 
the Transaction than I did, as it seemed to me by 
his Conversation. 


474. Of what Nature were those Treasury Bills ? 

If I recollect right, they were drawn by a Boyd, 
junior, dated at Hamburgh, to the Order of Boyd, 
Benfield, and Company, on the Commissioners of the 
Treasury, of different Dates, and accepted by Mr. 
Long. 


475. Was your own private Opinion, that a Prefer- 
ence would be given to Mr. Boyd, in any Degree founded 
upon this Transaction ? 

Had there been no other Reasons in my Mind, I 
should certainly have not suspected that any Preference 
would be given to Mr. Boyd on that Account, but it 
was natural for me to think that it could not impede 
that Preference ; I mean simply this, that it could not 
put him in a worse Situation. 


476. Do you not think it put him in a better Situa- 
tion ? 

I really did not turn this in my Mind so as to 
have those distinct Ideas about it; I never went fur- 
ther in Conversation with Mr. Morgan, than to say, 
in Effect, that I had my Suspicions, which I did 
repeatedly. 


477. Did you ever in Conversation with Mr. Mor- 
gan, upon the Subject of his Intention to become a 
Bidder for the Loan, say, that you thought that he 
would be tricked, or use Words to that Effect ? 

Never in my Life, to my Knowledge—but I can't 
be sure that I did not use such a Word, but if I 
did, it certainly was in a joking Way—but I don't 
recollect it. 


478. Did 
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47%. Did the Chancellor of the Exchequer, at. any 
Time in the Course of the last Year, apply to the Bank 
for Money to be advanced in Anticipation of the last 
Loan? 

Neither last Year nor ever—I never knew such a 
Thing. 


479. Do you recollect perfectly that Mr. Morgan 
said, he should subject every Subscriber to the signing 
a Letter that they should not be in any other List but 
his ? 

r So I understood it, and he put a printed Form of a 
Letter in my Hand, and left it with me. 


480. Did you not understand Mr. Morgan to allow 
the same Latitude or Indulgence to the Friends in your 
List, as to yourself, to be in the Lists of the other 
Parties offering for the Loan? 

Most certainly. 


481. Were the Friends on your List all Directors of 
the Bank? 
No—about One Half were not. 


482. Did you ever tell Mr. Morgan that you did not 
consider any Thing which passed at the settling of the 
Loan in November 1794, for the Service of the Year 
1795, as a. Pledge, or entitled to Weight in Favour of 
the Pretensions of Messrs. Boyd and Co. to have a Pre- 
ference to the Negotiation for the Loan of 1796 ? 

I don’t recollect that I did—it is possible that I 
might say to Mr. Morgan, that Mr. Boyd’s Party had 
some Right to claim a Preference, owing to this Loan 
being made before the other was extinct. 


483. Did you ever say to Mr. Morgan that you 
thought they had not such a Right? 
No—never, certainly. 


484. In any of those Conversations with Mr. 
Morgan to which you have alluded, did he express to 
ou his Opinion, that the Transaction of the Hamburgh 
Bills would be productive of any Degree of Pre- 
ference to Messrs. Boyds in the Negotiation for the 
Loan ? 

No, never—and I believe that Mr. Morgan never 
suspected that Messrs. Boyd would have a Preference 
at all, I believe he always thought it would be by 
Competition. 


485. In the several Public Loans which you have 
known, has it or has it not been understood by the 
Parties, that no Second Loan should take place till 
after the last Payment of the former, or that if political 
Events should render such Second Loan necessary, the 
former Contractors had a Right to a Refusal of that 
Second Loan, or to some other adequate Compen- 
sation ? 

I don’t recollect any Loan made for the Receipts 
to come out before the others were totally extinct— 
Mr. Newland looked back a great Way, but since the 
Establishment of the Bank, no new Loan has been made 
when two Payments of the preceding One were not 
fulfilled, as in the present Case. 


486. On what Days were those Two last Payments 
to be made on the Loan for 1795? 

On the 27th of November and the 15th of January 
—and there were 3,356,265/. floating Receipts, of 
the English and Imperial Loan, in the Market on the 
24th of November. 

And the Witness delivered in the following Particu- 
lars of the Statement; viz. 

“ Loan due to the Bank 24 November 1795. 

“ On £.280,500 - - 3 per Cents. 
“ 649,750 - - 4 per Cents. 


“4,575 2 5 Long Ann’. 
* £. 387,941.” 
The Witness also delivered in a Paper, intituled,

“1795, and likewise of the Stock of the said Lean. 


“ Loan not entered on those Days:” Which 
“ Paper is inserted in Appendix, N° 15. 


And being further examined, he was asked, 


487. Does the Sum which you state to have remained 
payable on the 24th of November, of the Loan for the 
Service of the Year 1795, include the Sum which the 
Bank had advanced for Holders of Receipts ? 

No—that is paid to the Public—it is a private 
Account between the Bank and Holders of those 
Receipts. 


488. Then do you not conceive that the Sum so 
advanced by the Bank, is a Part of the Loan still out- 
standing as a Load upon the Public? 


It is Part of the floating Receipt not made 
Stock. 


489. State the whole Amount of that on the 24th of 
November ? 


It appears upon the Account delivered in to be on 





the EnglishLoan - - - - £.1,962,531 and 
On the Imperial - - - - 1,393,734 
Total - - £.3,356,265 








490. Are the Two last Payments on the Money bor- 
rowed, for which this Capital was created, the Whole 


that then remained to be paid on the English and Im- 
perial Loans for 1795 ? 
Yes, 


491. Do you know the Amount which the Bank had 
advanced on the 24th of November, on the Receipts 
pledged to them ? 


387,941/. 


492. Do you know the Amount in Money which on 
the 24th of November remained unpaid upon the 
English Loan? 

445,7181. 


493- Do you know the Amount in Money which on 
the 24th of November remained unpaid upon the 
Austrian Loan? 


No. 


494. In the particular State of the Loan of 1795, do 
you think that a Competition for the Loan lately settled 
would have been unfair, and an Act of Injustice to 
Messrs Boyd and his Party? 


I think they would have had great Reason to 
complain. 


495. When did you first see Mr. Boyd’s Letter to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer on this Subject? 
On the 25th of November. 


496. Did you state this as your Opinion to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer at any Time before you 
saw that Letter? 


No—I never mentioned such a Thing to him in 
my Life. 


497. When the Chancellor of the Exchequer told 
Messrs. Morgan and Mellish that their Offers must be 
subject to an optional Advance on the Part of Mr. 
Boyd, did you agree with them in thinking that there 
was an End of Competition ? 

I had no particular Communication with them on 
that Subject, I was in the Room with the rest of the 
Gentlemen—I thought in my own Mind they would 
not accept of it—I should not in their Place have ac- 
cepted of the Proposal. 


498. Did the Chancellor of the Exchequer profess 
that he intended that Preference to Mr. Boyd and his 
Party individually, or as a Compensation to the former 
45 Subscribers 
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Subscribers, generally, for his having brought forward 
the Second Loan sooner than was expected ¢ 

I never heard the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
speak of any body but Mr. Boyd’s Party—they are the 
Agents, the ostensible People—he never knows who the 
Subscribers are. 


- 499. Do the principal Contractors for: Loans ever 
deliver the Scrip Receipts to the Persons on their Lists 
till they have made the Deposit on the first Pay- 
ment ? 

They have no Receipts to deliver—they give the 
Names of those Gentlemen upon their Lists to Mr. 
Newland, and those Gentlemen pay in the Deposit 
without Receipts, and have a Right to fetch the Re- 
ceipts away when delivered. 


500. Is not all Risk to the Contractors from the 
Sub-subscribers at an End when that Deposit has been 
made ? 

Certainly not, for if the Loan was to fall under 
10 per Cent. which is generally the Amount of the 
First Payment, the Contractors would undoubtedly be 
seaponeinie to the Public—I have known it fall 6 per 

ent. 


501. Do you consider that as a material Risk to th 
Contractors ? 
No Risk at all—it is not worth mentioning—it is 
possible. 


502. Do you consider the Contractors, as to the 
Claim which you have mentioned, possess that Claim 
independently of the Subscribers ? 

I really should think so. 


503. What Injury would the Contractors sustain 
from the Negotiation of a new Loan, previous to the 
last Payments on the preceding one ? 

That would depend on the Quantity of Stock 
which they had left. 


504. Would not that apply equally to the Sub- 
scribers ? 
Yes, if they had their Stock remaining. 


505. Do you then think that the Contractors have 
a Right, on Account of the superior Risk which they 
incur, and of the Duties which they perform, to sanc- 
tion or oppose a new Loan, previous to the Expiration 
of the Term of their Contract, without any Considera- 
tion of the Subscribers ? 

1 will net go so far as to say they have a Right, 
but I, as a Contractor, should think myself very un- 
fairly dealt by, if Conditions were proposed and made 
at making of the Loan, which should afterwards be 
broken through. 


506. If Mr. Boyd had stated to you that, in the Pre- 
ference which he claimed for himself, he did not con- 
sider the Subscribers as entitled to any Share, or to 
any Compensation for any Injury they might sustain 
from the Introduction of a new Loan, should you 
have thought his Claim to such a Preference well 
founded ° 

I should, as the Contractor for the last Loan. 


507. Whether as a mere Subscriber, not a Con- 
tractor, if any of the Conditions made at the Time of 
making the Loan were broken through, should you 
ve consider yourself in that Case entitled to com- 
plain? 

If I had sold my Stock I should not trouble my 
Head about it—if I had not I should. 


508. Supposing the Contractors to have sold all 
their Stock, should you think that they had any Reason 
to complain ? 

Certainly not—unless they felt for the rest of the 
People that had it—they could not be injured. 


9° Februari. 
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509. You have stated that Mr. Newland, having 
searched in the Books of the Bank, had been able to 
find no Instance in which a new Loan had been nego- 
tiated whilst Two Payments on the former Loan re- 
mained to be made; did he find any Instance where 
only One Payment remained to be made? 

He could find none, where a new Loan was made, 
and the Receipts came out before all the Payments on 
the former. 


510. When did you first converse with the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, on the Subject of a Loan, for the 
Service of the Year 1796? 

I believe it was on Monday the 23d of No- 
vember. : 


511. Had the Chancellor of the Exchequer, in the 
Months of October or November, made any Reference 
to you on the Subject of Mr. Boyd’s Claim: 

Never till the 25th of November—I never heard 
of it before, nor ever suspected it—that is Mr. Boyd’s 
Claim; but I had the Suspicion in my Mind, as 
before stated, that he had a Right to claim some Pre- 
ference. | 


512. On the 23d of November did the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer declare to you, for the Information 
of the Parties who might intend to bid for the 
Loan, that it should be disposed of by public Com- 
petition ? 

I asked him pointedly the Question, Whether it 
was to be by Competition, and he told me, certainly it 
would, and that I might tell the Gentlemen-—and then 
my Suspicions were done away. 


513. Did the Chancellor of the Exchequer at that 
Time know who were to be the Competitors ? 

I told the Chancellor of the Exchequer there 
would be but Three that I knew of; viz. Mr. Boyd’s 
Party—Mr Mellish—-and Mr. Morgan; and I added 
to him, that Mr. Morgan was very respectable in Point 
of Solidity and Character, but that he had not Four 
People to subscribe to the Obligation when he made 
the Loan, and that in Lieu thereof he would pay into 
Mr. Newland’s Hands 350,000/. or 400,000/., as a 
Deposit, which the Chancellor of the Exchequer was 
perfectly satisfied with. ' 


514. Didthe Chancellor of the Exchequer then state 
to you, that he was under an Fngagement to admit Mr, 
Boyd and his Party to a Conference with him on the 
Subject of their Claim, previous to his receiving any 
other Competitors ? 

No—he never said a Word about it. 


515. When did you first hear that Mr. Boyd intended 
to bid for the Loan? 

_I can’t recollect the Date, but as scon as of any 
body else—I think it was in the Beginning of No- 
vember that I received a Note from Mr. Boyd, inti- 
mating that if I wished to be on his List, :that he then 
received Letters. t& 


516. Did Mr. Boyd make you this Offer previous to 
any Solicitation from you? 
I believe he did, but I am not sure; I had not 
seen Mr. Boyd for some Time. 


517. Did you, in Point of Fact, solicit to be on his 
List? 
Certainly I did, by Letter, but I was more on Mr. 
Morgan's List than upon any of the other Two. 


518. Did you at any Time previous to the 23d of 
November, declare your Persuasion that the Loan would 
be given exclusively to Mr. Boyd? 

No otherways than as I have already stated that I 
had my Suspicions. . 


519. Had you heard from Mr. Goldsmid, or any 


other 
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other Person, that Mr. Boyd was sure of having the 
Loan? 
Certainly not. 
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532. Did you believe that it would actually take Inquiry re- 
place ? specting the 
I could not tell— the Chancellor of the Exchequer /°*"- 


520. Was there any such Rumour in the City? 
I am not sure—People may have expressed their 
Suspicions on the same Ground as I did. 


521. When you stated to Mr. Morgan your Sus- 
picions that a Preference would be given to Mr. Boyd, 
did you at the same Time say, that the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer always in his Conversations with you 
declared for Competition, or to that Effect? 

Certainly. 

522. Had you any Knowledge of the Negotiation of 

the Loan for the Service of the Year 1794? 


Yes—I was present officially as Deputy Governor 
_of the Bank. 


523. Do you recollect the sealed Proposals of the 
Terms offered by the Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
that Year ? 

No—I never saw them, 


_ 524. Do you not suppose that the Terms upon which 
that Loan was actually contracted for, were considerably 
more advantageous for the Public than the Terms con- 
tained in those sealed Proposals ? 

I conclude from Circumstances that it was—I have 
not a Doubt about it. 


525. Do you mean that you conclude it from Cir- 
cumstances that they were considerably more? 
No—I had no Guide to enable me to judge how 
much. 


526. May it not frequently happen, the Parties may 
be. so situated as to make it an Object to them to ob- 
tain the Loan on Terms more advantageous to the 
Public than the Chancellor of the Exchequer might 
propose ? 

Certainly. 

527. When did you first understand that the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer meant finally to settle the Loan 
on the 25th instead of the 27th of November ? 

I understood it first on the 25th of November. 


528.-Was that Intention declared to Mr. Mellish 
and Mr. Morgan before they left Downing Street on 
that Day? 

No—no otherwise than the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer coming in the Room, and then settling it—no 
such Declaration was made to them, that I knew of, 

_after their Refusal to accede to the Proposal of a 
qualified Competition. 


529. Did you assist the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
in calculating the Terms upon which the Loan was con- 
tracted for with Messrs. Boyd ? 

No otherwise than by giving him the Price of the 
Stock of the Day—the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
then referred to some Papers, which I did not see; and 
then asked the Deputy Governor and me whether 65 /. 
was not a fair Price to put the 3 per Cents. at—I1 think 
I might say it was a fair Price—the Quantum of Long 
Annuities he settled himself—I think then the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer mentioned it would be raising 
the Money at about 4/. 13s. or 148. per Cent. Interest 
—I can’t say exactly. 


530. Have you not uniformly professed an Opinion, 
that the Terms of a Loan ought always to be made 
greatly in Favour of the Subscribers ? 


No, not greatly—I think it ought always to be in 
their Favour. 


531. Did you, when the Terms of the Loan were 
settled, believe that an Austrian Loan would be proposed 
to Parliament? 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer had the Re- 
serve, and mentioned it. 

Vou. 51. 


had the Reserve of making it. 


533. Should Pins supposing it to have been your 
Intention to bid for the present Loan, with your own 
Opinion of the Probability of an Austrian Loan, have 
been induced to offer for the English Loan, upon Terms 
less advantageous for the Public on Account of the 
Reserve made by the Minister in Favour of an Austrian 
Loan? 
Certainly something less, 


534. Did you then believe in Point of Fact that an 
Austrian Loan was likely to take place? 
I did not know but it might. 


Withdrew.

Mr. Giles again called in, and examined. 


[And he delivered in an Account of: Stock created 
by Loan of 1795, which was entered in the 
Books of the Bank on the 5th of December 1795; 
and likewise of the Stock of the said Loan not 
entered on that Day; which Account is annexed 
in Appendix, N° 16.] - 


And he was asked, 


535- Did you in Point of Fact believe, on the 25th 
of November, that an Austrian Loan was likely to take 
place? 

I was naturally inclined to think the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer meant to have one—I really did think 
SO. 


536. When you mentioned to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, on the 25th of November, that he had ob- 
jected to fixing the last Payment on the former Loan to 
some Day in February, saying that he might have 
Occasion to raise another Loan in January, were the 
Parties intending to bid present? 

No—Nobody but the Deputy Governor and my- 
self, unless the Two Secretaries of the Treasury were 
there. 


537- Did the Chancellor ‘of the Exchequer make any 
Reply to’you when you stated that to him? 

I don’t recollect any particular Reply, but he 
seemed to me that he comprehended by that, he had in 
some Measure committed himself; nothing further 
passed on that Subject. 


538. Do you remember whether the Whole of Messrs. 
Boyd’s Memorial was read to Messrs. Mellish and 
Morgan? 

I believe not—I saw no Part of it read to them— 
he stated the Case in the Room. 


539- Do you recollect any of the particular Expres- 
sions made use of by the Chuncellor of the Exchequer 
on so stating the Case, with respect to the Strength of 
Messrs: Boyd’s Claim. 

No—I do not. 


540. Were you acquainted with the particular Funds 
in which the new Capital was intended to be created, 
any Time previous to the 23d of November ? 

Not by any Communication from Mr. Pitt; but 
some of the Parties who meant to offer, had told me 
they wished to have 3 per Cent. Consols, and Reduced | 
and Long Annuities, which I communicated to him on 
the 23d, and he did not object to it. 


541. Did you ever in Conversation, either with the 
Persons who intended to bid, or with the Chancellor 
of 
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of the Exchequer,,express an Opinion respecting the 
Time from which the Interest should commence? 

No; and I knew nothing of that till the 25th of 
November, when the Chancellor of the Exchequer men- 
tioned it. 


542. Was it not pretty generally understood, pre- 
vious to the 23d of November, that the Loan would be 
for Sixteen Millions and upwards? 

I never heard of more than Sixteen Millions—I 
heard it would be for that Sum. 


543. Was not the Amount of the Navy Debt float- 
ing in the Market, generally understood about that Time 
to be about Five Millions? 

I never made a Calculation in my own Mind—if 
I had guessed it, I should have thought it more.—I 
never thought about it. 


544. What Effect do you think the Power reserved 
of funding Five Millions of Navy Bills during the cur- 
rent Year, instead of paying them in Money, ought to 
have on the Terms of the Loan? 

I don’t think it would have had much—perhaps 
One Half per Cent.—but I don’t know what exact Sum 
to say. 


545. Do you think that funding Five Millions of the 
Navy Bills payable in the Course of this Year out of 
the Money voted for the Services of the Year, instead 
of their being paid in ready Money, would have an 
Effect on the Terms of the Loan; and to what Extent? 

Certainly that would; but to what Extent I am 
not competent to say. 


546. Do you mean to say more than One Half per 
Cent.? 
Yes—I think so—much more. 


547. Do you consider it to be the Knowledge that a 
Loan, to any given Extent, is coming into the Market, 
which affects the Price of the existing Funds, or merely 
the making the first Payment on such Loan after it is 
settled. 

The Knowledge certainly. 


548. Would the Bargain for a new Loan being 
concluded before the making of the last Payment on 
the preceding Loan, although the first Payment on 
that new Loan was not to take place till some Time 
after all the Payments on the former Loan should be 
completed, operate as strongly in affecting the Value 
of the Funds, as if the first Payment on such new Loan 
were to take place before those on the previous Loan 
should be completed ? 

Certainly not. 


549. Would not that depend chiefly on the Sum 
which remained to be paid up on the old Loan? 
In a Degree, certainly. 


550. Are you, as a Director of the Bank, acquainted 
with any Thing which passed there respecting the Bills 
drawn trom Hamburgh on the Treasury, before al- 
luded to? 

I never knew any Thing of them officially—I am 
not a Director, and do not perform the Functions of 
one. 


551. Has the Sum of Loan, allotted to be divided 
between the Governor and Deputy Governor of the 
Bank of England, been always the same as the pre- 
sent? 

For the 3 or 4 last Loans they have been the same 
—about 3 or 4 Years ago, a Sum of 50,000/. each was 
given to them by the Contractors, independent of their 


Share of what is given to the Bank, and that has been 
continued ever since. 


552. Are you, in your private Capacity, a Sub-

When I had the Honour to suggest to you the Plan 
by which I proposed to give the Treasury the Anti- 
cipation of that Part of the Loan which becomes due 
in November, December, and January, I fully explained 
that it was by Means of Acceptances of the Treasury 
for these Periods that I could accomplish this Antici- 
pation—lI stated to you the Necessity there would be

PRAYERS. 


A PETITION of the Mayor, Bailiffs, and Com- 
X= monalty, of the City of Lveter, in Chamber 
assembled, was presented to the House, and read ; 
Taking Notice of the Bill for making a Navigable 
Canal from the River Eve, near the Town of Topsham, 
in the County of Devon, to the River Tone, near the 
‘Town of Taunton, in the County of Somerset, and for 
cleansing and making Naviyable a certain Part of the 
said River Zone, and for making certain Cuts from the 
said Canal ; and Setting forth, That, by the said Bill, 
it is proposed that Powers should be given to the 
Proprietors of the said Undertaking to erect or con- 
struct Reservoirs in the Valley of the River Cudm, in 
the said County of Devon, and to make Channels to 
convey Water from the said Reservoirs, and from the 
said River Culm, to join or communicate with the 
said intended Canal at the Places mentioned in the said 
Bill, and that the said Proprietors should be autho- 
rized to supply the said intended Canal, Cuts, and 
Reservoirs, with Water from the said River Culm, and 


from all such Springs as shall be found in making the ° 


same, and from all Rivers, Springs, Brooks, Streams, 
and Watercourses, which shall be found within a certain 
Distance, to be ascertained, from any Part of the 
said Canal and Cuts, and from the Reservoirs belong- 
ing thereto, and for that Purpose to deepen, enlarge, 
or straiten, any such Rivers, Brooks, Streams, or 
Watercourses, or any others, which may come or be 
brought into the same, respectively, and to make such 
Feeders and Aqueducts, and erect such Weirs, En- 
gines, and Machines, for supplying the said Canal, 
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Cuts, and Reservoirs, with Water, and for conveyin 
Water from the said Reservoirs to the said-Canal an 
Cuts, as the said Proprietors shall, from Time to 
Time, think proper and expedient: That the River 
Culm falls into the River Ee at Stoke Canon, in the 
County of Devon, about Four Miles above the City of 
Eveter, and forms a very considerable Part of the River 
Exe, in its Passage at the City of Eveter, and, in dry 
Seasons, the Supply of Water in the River Eve prin- 
cipally depends on the Quantity produced by the Ri- 
ver Culm; and that the Petitioners are possessed of a 
Navigable Canal from Exeter to Topsham, originally 
formed by virtue of Powers given to the Mayor, Bai- 
liffs, and Commonalty of the said City, by an Act, 
passed in the Reign of King Henry the Eighth, for 
amending the River and Port of Eveter, which Canal 
is supplied with the Water of the River Eve at or near 
the said City of Exeter, and hath, since that Period, 
from Time to Time, been greatly improved by the 
Petitioners and their Predecessors at a very great Ex- 
pence, whereby a large Debt has been incurred, and 
still remains due from the Petitioners ; and that, for 
upwards of One hundred Years past, the said Canal 
has been made capable of conveying from Topsham to 
Exeter not only Lighters and Boats, but Ships of heavy 
Burthen, which hath been found to be of great Con- 
venience and Advantage, and tended greatly to the 
Increase of the Trade and Commerce of the City, and 
hath also produced a considerable Income to the Peti- 
tioners for defraying the Expence of maintaining the 
Navigation, so necessary and highly beneficial to the 
Trade of the said City, and also for the Payment of 
the Interest of the Debt due thereon; and that the said 
City is principally supplied with Water from the River 
Exe, by Means of an Engine erected by the Peti- 
tioners Predecessors, and leased out. by them for the 
Purpose of conveying Water in Pipes throughout the 
greatest Part of the City—That in the Summer Sea- 
son there is but a scanty Supply, and at particular 
Times a total Want of Water in the River for work- 
ing the said Engine, and for the Use of the Inhabi- 
tants of the said City—That there are likewise many 
Fulling Mills on the River Eve, necessary for carrying 
on the Woollen Manufacture, established in the said 
City, and Corn Mills belonging to the Petitioners 
and their Lessees, and, within a few Years past, a large 
Mill has been established near the City, adjoining to 
a certain Weir, called Trews Weir, for spinning Cot- 
ton, under a Lease from the Petitioners, which Mill 
was erected at a great Expence; and that any Dimi- 
nution in the Water of the River Exe would be highly 
injurious and prejudicial to the said Navigation from 
Topsham to Exeter, as well as to the said Water Engine, 
Fulling Mills, and Corn Mills, and Spinning Engine, 
established on the said River, and all the Water taken 
from the River Cu/m must, in the same Proportion, 
lessen the Quantity of Water in the River Eve, at 
Exeter, whereby the several Interests before-mentioned 
will be most materially injured: That the Petitioners, 
under many ancient Charters and Grants from the 
Crown, hold the City of Exeter at Fee Farm, for which 
they pay a large Rent to the Crown, by virtue there- 
of, as wel! »s by Prescription and immemorial Usage, 
the Petitioners are entitled to receive various Petty 
Customs, or Town Dues, on all Goods imported into 
the Port of Ezeier, and are also possessed of a Quay at 
Exeter, and an ancient Crane or Quay at Topsham, which 
they also hold under the Crown, paying a large Rent 
for the same, and the Petitioners, in Right of the said 
Quay at Zopsham, as Farmers under the Crown, are 
entitled to certain Rates on all Goods, Wares, and 
Merchandize, laid on Land, laden, or unladen, upon 
the said Quay, or in any other Place, being dry Land, 
within the Precincts of the Manor of Topsham; and 
that the Petitioners conceive that, if a Navigable 
Canal should be made from Taunton to Topsham, ac- 
cording to the Line, and in the Manner proposed by 
the 
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the said Bill, the present established Canal from Tops- 
ham to Exeter, belonging to the Petitioners, so highly 
necessary to the Existence of the Trade and Com- 
merce of Evreter, as well as to the Supply of Water to 
the City by Means of the said Water Engine, and also 
the Fulling Mills, Corn Mills, and Spinning Engine, 
in the said River, would be essentially injured, and 
that no Regulation whatever in the Method of taking 
any Part of the River Culm, at any Seasons of the 
Year, for the Supply of the proposed Navigable Canal 
from Topsham to Taunton, would sufficiently guard the 
Interests of the said City of Lreter, and the Rights 
and Property of the Petitioners, but that the same 
must unavoidably be subject to great Encroachment, 
and all Persons interested therein would be exposed to 
constant Injury, Risque, and Litigation, and the Peti- 
tioners Income, arising from the Petty Customs, or 
Town Dues, within the Port of Eveter, and Quay 
Dues at Zopsham and Exeter, before mentioned, will be 
very considerably diminished: And therefore praying, 
That the said Bill may not pass into a Law, and that 
they may be heard, by their Counsel, against the said 
Bill, or such Parts thereof as concern their Interests, in 
such Manner as to the House shall seem meet. 

Ordered, ‘That the said Petition do lie upon the 
Table, until the said Bill be read a Second Time; and 
that the Petitioners be then heard, by their Counsel, 
against the said Bill, upon their Petition, if they 
think fit. 

Ordered, That Counsel be admitted to be heard, at 
the same Time, in Favour of the said Bill, against the 
said Petition. 

Ordered, That the said Bill be read a Second Time 
upon To-morrow Sevennight, the 24th Day of this 
Instant February. 


A Bill for dividing, inclosing, and allotting, the 
Open and Common Fields, Common Meadows, Com- 
mon Pastures, Lammas Grounds, Waste Lands, and 
other Commonable Lands and Grounds, in the Parish 
of Little Brickhill, in the County of Bucks, was read a 
Second Time. 

' Resolved, That the Bill be committed to Mr. Ho- 
bart, Mr. Praed, &c.: And they are to meet this 
Afternoon, at Five of the Clock, in the Speaker's 
Chamber. 


Mr. Manning reported from the Committee, to 
whom the Petition of the several Persons, whose 
Names are thereunto subscribed, being Merchants and 
others residing in or near the Cities of London and 
Westminster, the Borough of Southwark, and Parts 
adjacent, in the Counties of Middlesex and Surrey, was 
referred; That the Committee had examined, and 
found that the Standing Orders of the House, relative 
to Navigation Bills, had been complied with; and 
that the Committee had examined the, Matter of the 
said Petition, and had directed him to report the same, 
as it appeared to them, to the House; and he read 
the Report in his Place; and afterwards delivered it 
in at the Clerk’s Table: Where the same was read; 
and is as followeth; viz. 

To prove the Allegations of the said Petition, 
Robert Milligan, Esquire, being examined, said, That 
he is a West India Merchant.—And being asked, Whe- 
ther, from the great Increase of the Trade and Com- 
merce of London, Westminster, and Southwark, and the 
Parts adjacent, the present Legal Wharfs and Quays 
on the River Thames, and those used as Legal Wharfs 
and Quays by Sufferance, have not been found inade- 
quate to the Accommodation of the Shipping coming 
thereto, and to the Purpose of landing and shipping 
Goods, Wares, and Merchandizes thereat? he said, 
Completely so; totally inadequate to the Business, 
which is at present confined to the Legal Quays.— 
Being asked, Whether he does not think that the 
—" Wharfs, in Addition to the Legal Quays 
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and Wharfs, are sufficient for the Accommodation of 
the Commerce? he said, He does not think that 
either the Legal Quays, or the Sufferance Wharfs, 
are properly calculated for the Business now carried 
on there, particularly the West India Trade.—Being 
asked, What he meant by properly? he said, In the 
first Instance, the West India Ships, homeward bound, 
draw so much Water, that many of them are obliged 
to discharge their Cargoes into Lighters at Deptford, 
and very few of them go higher up the River than 
Bell Wharf:-—Being asked, Whether he did not think 
that the present Legal Wharfs and Quays, with the 
Sufferance Wharfs and Quays, are capable of being so 
improved as to answer all the Purposes of Trade? he 
said, He does not think they are capable of such Im- 
provement.— Being asked, If he thought the Situation 
pointed out for the Wet Docks is the most commo- 
dious for Docks for the Accommodation of Shipping, 
and the Trade in general? he said, He perfectly ap- 
proves the Principle of Wet Docks, and thinks that 
it will be the only effectual Way of preventing the 
excessive Plunderage daily committed upon the pre- 
sent System, which is now carried on to an Extent 
almost incredible.— Being asked, Whether he thought 
Wet Docks, constructed at the Isle of Dogs, would be 
more .ufficient? he said, He thought so, and he is 
still inclined to think so, but he has not considered the 
other Situation so fully as now to be prepared to 
decide upon it.—Being asked, Whether he did not 
think that in Time of Peace the Legal Quays and 
Sufferance Wharfs are sufficient for the Accommoda- 
tion of the Trade of the Port of London? he said, He 
does not think that even in Times of Peace they 
are at all calculated for the West India bi ett 
asked, Why they are not calculated for that Trade: 
he said, Because the Ships, by unloading their Cargoes 
into Lighters at so great a Distance from the Free 
Quays, must continue to be liable to very considerable 
Plunderage on the River, and the long Detention 
frequently happening in the Discharge of those Light- 
ers, even after they are brought to the Free Quays, 
makes them also liable to Plunderage.-—Being asked, 
What is the Reason of that long Detention at the 
Free Quays, and if it is not owing to the Free Quays 
being blocked up? he said, It certainly is occasioned 
by the Wharfingers frequently undertaking to do more 
Business than they can properly execute, more than 
the Quays are competent to execute, particularly in 
War Time.—Being asked, Whether the Wharfingers 
have not frequently applied to the Merchants to clear 
away their Goods, and without Success? he said, Not 
to his reat ae | asked, Whether the Mer- 
chants always make their Entries as soon as the Ship 
reports? he said, Generally as soon after the Ship re- 
ports as they are able to work out their Cargo—the 
prime Entry is then made—the post Entry cannot be 
made until the Goods pass the King’s Beam.—Being 
asked, If there is any Loss suffered on the Quays? he 
said, He presumes there must be considerable Damage 
and Loss upon the Quays, and he has seen them ex- 
posed to the Weather there without any Covering.— 
Being asked, Whether that is not in general for Want 
of the post Entries? he said, He believes not; for in 
general, as soon as the Landwaiter delivers in the Note 
of the Weights at the King’s Beam, the post Entry is 
made.—Being asked, If it is not common for the 
Landwaiters to make repeated Applications to the 
Merchants for the post Entries? he said, He does not 
know it in the Course of his own Business.—Being 
asked, Whether it is not usual for the Merchants to 
send the Cooper to the Warehouse where the Sugars 
are, for a Sample? he said, Certainly. —Being asked, 
What Quantity the Cooper is directed to bring away 
for the Sample? he said, He believes Two Pounds is 
deemed sufficient for a Sample.—Being asked, If he 
does not know, that from Three Pounds and an Half 
to Four Pounds have often been brought? he said, He 
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has heard so, and a great deal more.—Being asked, 
Whether he knew of any Instance in Time of Peace 
of the Goods remaining in Lighters Five or Six 
Weeks? he said, No.—Being asked, Whether it can 
evet happen in Time of Peace? he said, He thinks it 
is likely—Being asked, Whether his principal Reason 
does not arise from there not being Depth of Water 
sufficient at the Quays and Sufferance Wharfs for the 
Ships to discharge their Cargoes there? he said, It is 
certainly a very material Reason, but it is not by any 
Means the most material, because he thinks the Diffi- 
culty of the Navigation for such Ships as have hitherto 
been obliged to discharge their Cargoes at Deptford, 
for the Want of a sufficient Depth of Water, and other 
Impediments, from the crowded State of the River, 
would not thereby be removed.—Being asked, Whe- 
ther he knew of any Instance, within the last Two 
Years, of any Lighter of Sugar lying so long at the 
Quays as Five or Six Weeks, or even Two or Three 
Weeks? he said, Two or Three Weeks in many In- 
stances.— Being asked, Whether that did not happen 
in 1793? he said, He knew several Instances in 1793 
of Lighters being detained Five or Six Weeks at the 
Wharf.—Being asked, Whether he has ever seen the 
Quays so crowded, by Casks being piled on the Quays 
Five or Six Hogsheads high, for Want of Room, so as 
to impede the Business of the Quays? he said, Yes, 
he has seen them several Hogsheads high. Being 
asked, Whether that Difficulty does not arise from the 
under ones having paid the Duty, and the upper ones 
not? he said, He could not tell—Being asked, Whe- 
ther he knew the Extent of the Sufferance Wharfs? 
he said, He did not.—Being asked, If he had ever 
been upon the Sufferance Wharfs, and made such 
Observations as to enable him to state whether they 
contain proper Accommodation for the landing and 
Delivery of Goods, or not? he said, He has been upon 
many of them, and had Occasion to employ them in 
1793, and thinks them even worse calculated for the 
Accommodation of the West India Trade than the Free 
Quays.—Being asked, On which Side of the Water 
were those Sufferance Wharfs ? he said, On the Surrey 
Side.—Then, 

Mr. John Dalley being examined, said, That he is 
Assistant to the Register General of Shipping —And 
being’ asked, Whether the Shipping using the Port of 
London has not increased very considerably within the 
last Fifty Years? he said, It has.—Being asked, Whe- 
ther he could tell in what Degree? he said, It appears 
by the Books in the Custom House that it has more 
than doubled.—And_ being asked, What was the State 


of the Shipping in 1793, in the Foreign Trade, in- 


wards? he said, There were 3,541 Ships, amounting to 
655,124 Tons, entered inwards in 1793. 

Mr. James Duncan being then examined, said, That 
he is a Ship Broker, and has commanded Vessels in 
the King’s and Merchants Service many Years.— 
Being asked, Whether he is not acquainted generally 
with the Situation of the Trade in the Port of London ? 
he said, He is.—And being asked, Whether many In- 
conveniences, Delays, Accidents, and Damages have 
not been occasioned to the Trade and Commerce of 
the Port of Zondon from the crowded State of the 
River? he said, There has, many more than he can 
remember.—And being asked, Whether, from the very 
great Increase of the Navigation of the River, many 
very heavy Damages and Delays have not been fre- 
quently sustained by the Owners of, and Persons inte- 
rested in, Ships and Vessels resorting to the Port of 
London? he said, There thas, a great many.—And 
being ‘asked, If good and sufficient Wet Docks or 
Basons, Canals ‘or Cuts, with proper Outlets, and 
other necessary Works, were made ‘in convenient Situ- 
ations ‘near‘the River, for receiving and dischargin 
Vessels, whether the séveral Grievances Goanpitinel 
of might not thereby be removed, Protection and 
Dispatch given to’ Shipping, Accommodation to Com- 
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merce, and Security to the Revenue? he said, Most 
undoubtedly. 

Mr. Daniel Alexander, Junior, being then examined, 
was asked, Whether it will not be necessary, for car- 
rying into Effect the Purposes proposed by the Peti- 
tioners, to purchase several Lands, Buildings, and other 
Premisses? he said, It will: that the Buildings in ge- 
neral consist of old Houses. 

Mr. John Rennie being examined, was asked, Whe- 
ther he has surveyed the Situation of the proposed 
Docks, and other Works, and also the Line of the 
intended Canal? he said, He has, and that it is very 
practicable to make them. 

Ordered, 'That Leave be given to bring in a Bill for 
making Wet Docks, Basons, Cuts, and other Works, 
for the greater Accommodation and Security of Ship- 
ping, Commerce, and Revenue, within the Port of 
London, and for making a Navigable Canal from 
Blackwall to the said Docks in Wapping: And that 
Mr. Manning, Sir William Young, Mr. Samuel Long, 
Mr. Devaynes, Mr. Hobart, Mr. Praed, and Mr. Whit- 
more, do prepare, and bring in, the same. 


Ordered, That Mr. Praed do make the Report from 
the Committee, to whom the Bill to enlarge the Term 
and Powers of Three Acts, passed in the Thirteenth Year

rt in his Place; and afterwards delivered it in at 
the Clerk’s Table: Where the same was read; and is 
as followeth ; viz. 

To prove the Allegations of the said Petition, Mr. 
George Babb being examined, said, That the Port of 
Great Grimsby is a very ancient Port ; and the Haven 
there, which extends from the Two Bridges or Sluices 
in the said Parish to the River Humber, was formerly 
deep and capacious enough to admit Ships of nearly 
400 Tons Burthen, but that it is. now so silted and 
warped up as to be navigable only for Sloops of about 
40 Tons Burthen, which are frequently neaped for 
Ten ot Twelve Days together, and seldom ~ cy 
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loaded, either to get, up or out of the Haven but at 
Spring Tides; and consequently, it is now become 
almost impracticable for any Ship to navigate so far 
up the Haven as to reach the legal Quays, Wharfs, or 
Landing Places of the said Port, by Means whereof ‘the 
Trade of the Town is gone almost to entire Decay, to 
the great Loss, Prejudice, and Inconvenience, as well 
of the Inhabitants thereof, and of the adjacent Coun- 
try, as of the Public at large. And being further exa- 
mined, he said, That if the said Haven was widened, 
deepened, and rendered more straight, and the Course 
thereof in Part varied, and if the Water of a certain 
Beck, called Freshney, was brought into the said Haven, 
the same would be rendered navigable more constantly 
for Vessels of large Burthen, whereby the Trade and 
Commerce of the Towst would be restored, and con- 
siderably increased, and the Public in general greatly 
benefited. 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill 
for widening, deepening, enlarging, altering, and im- 
proving, the Haven of the Town and Port of Great 
Grimsby, in the County of Lincoln: And that Mr. 
Dudley North and Mr. Harriite do prepare, and bring 


in, the same. 


A Bill for continuing the Term, and altering and

ferred ; That the Committee had examined the Matter 
of the said Petition, and had directed him to report the 
same, as it appeared to them, to the House; and he 
read the Report in his Place; and afterwards delivered 
it in at the Clerk’s Table: Where the same was read ;

mons, of the City of London, in Common Council 
assembled.

And the said Petition was read; Taking Notice of 
the Bill for making Wet Docks, Basons, Cuts, and 
other Works, for the greater Accommodation and Se- 
curity of Shipping, Commerce, and Revenue, within 
the Port of London, and for making a Navigable Canal 
from Blackwall to the said Docks in Wapping ; and 
Setting forth, That the Mayor and Commonalty and 
Citizens of the City of London, by virtue of, and under 
divers Charters, recognized and confirmed by divers 
Acts of Parliament, have had and exercised, and ought 
and have accustomed themselves to have and exercise, 
the Office of Bailiff and Conservator of the Water of 
Thames, to be exercised and occupied by the Mayor 
of the same City for the Time being, during the Time 
of his Mayoralty, or by his sufficient Deputies in, upon, 
and about, the Water of Thames (that is to say) from 
the Bridge of the Town of Staines, in the County of 
Middlesex, and towards the East unto London Bridge, 
and from thence to a certain Place called Kendall, 
otherwise Venland, otherwise Yenleet, towards the Sea 
and East, and in Medway, and in the Port of the City 
of London aforesaid, and upon whatsoever Bank, and 
upon every Shore, and upon every Wharf, of the same 
Water of Zhames, within the Limits and Bounds afore- 
said, and in, upon, and about, all and every of them, 
and also, for all the Time aforesaid, have had and 
taken, and ought and have accustomed themselves to 
have and take, to their own proper Use, by the Mayor 
of the same City for the Time being, during the Time 
of his- Mayoralty, or his sufficient Deputies, all Wages, 
Rewards, Fees, and Profits, belonging to the same 
Office of Bailiff; and that, if the said Bill should be 
passed into a Law, the Rights and Privileges of the 
Petitioners would be invaded, and the Trade and Com- 
merce of the said Port of London, where it has flourished 
for a great Length of Time, to the great Benefit and 
Advantage of the City of London, and the Kingdom in 
general, would, in a very material Degree, be removed 
to a new Scite, out of the Controul and Superinten- 
dance, as well as out of the Care and Protection of the 
Petitioners ; and that such Removal would not only be 
a Violation of the ancient Privileges of the Petitioners, 
but also be productive of the most ruinous and distress- 
ing Consequences to divers incorporated Societies and 
Companies, as well as to great Numbers of Individuals, 
the Value of whose Property, or the Profits of whose 
Labour and Industry, in a great Measure depend on 
the Trade and Commerce of the City and Port of Lon- 
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and Jurisdiction of the said City: That the Petitioners 
and their Predecessors, ever careful of the Rights and 
Welfare of their Fellow. Citizens, and anxious to accom-

That the Custom of leaving Pewter Pots at the 
Houses and Habitations of the Customers supplied 
with Malt or other Liquor, is the principal Cause of 
such Losses; a Custom which (aided by the expe- 
rienced Confidence reposed by ‘Thieves in the Re- 
ceivers of Stolen Goods) affords to the indigent and 
dishonest frequent and easy Temptations to secrete, 
steal, melt, and destroy the Pots so left: And (notwith- 
standing the many Prosecutions, Convictions, and ‘Pu- 
nishments for Offences of that Nature, at a very 
heavy Expence and Loss of Time to the Prosecutors) 
the Witness believes that nothing but Legislative Re- 
gulations, restraining all licensed Victuallers, within 
stated Limits, from leaving their Pots at the Houses 
or Habitations of their Customers, can effectually stop 
the Mischief complained of, or destroy the Source of 
such immoral and dishonest Crimes in the indigent 
and lower Class of People, so injurious to Indivi- 
duals.

Ordered, That the said Report be referred to the 
Consideration of a Committee of the whole House.

Advantage,” and inserting the Words, “ Competi- 
tion, which was introduced, and has in general been 
acted upon, by the present Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, has been productive, in many Instances, of 
great Public Advantage; but, that this Principle 
could not be applied in its full Extent to the Bargain 
for the late Loan, consistently with the peculiar 
Circumstances of the Case, and with that Attention 
to the equitable Claims of Individuals, which ought 
always to be shewn in Transactions with them on the 
Behalf of the Public,” instead thereof.

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That on the 25th 
of November 1795, the Day appointed by the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer for a Meeting of the several 
Competitors for the Loan, to settle the Preliminaries 
thereof, and when they were all assembled, the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, after a separate Conference 
with Messrs. Boyd and his Party, did propose to the 
other Competitors, viz. Mellish and Morgan, to bid for 
the Loan, ‘‘ on Condition that an Option should be 
“ reserved to Boyd and his Party, of taking the Loan 
“* at such a Price as should be equal in Value to One 
“ Half per Cent. on the whole Sum borrowed, above 
“ the highest Offer of the Competitors ;” 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That the said 
Mellish and Morgan, having refused to become Com- 
petitors on a Condition, to which they deemed it 
almost impossible to submit, the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer did, immediately after, without proposing any 
other Terms, agree for the Loan with Boyd and his 
Party, although it was understood, by all the Parties, 
that they were not to come to a final Settlement on 
that Day ; 

‘And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That, by giving 
this Preference to Boyd and his Party, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer did totally depart from the Principle 
of free and open Competition, after having, by a Com- 
munication through the Governor of the Bank, only 
Two Days preceding, expressly invited Persons to bid 
on that Principle, and who had also previously made 
Preparations for that Purpose ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That the Pre- 
ference, so given to Boyd and his Party, was claimed 
by them on the Foundation of a supposed Fact in the 
Settlement of the preceding Loan for the Service of 
the Year 1795, between the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer and the said Boyd and his Party; namely, that 
‘** the Contract was entered into under the Condition, 
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‘“‘ that no other Public Loan for this Country should 
“ be made, until the Period fixed for the last Payment 
“< of the Loan then contracted for should have elapsed ;” 
and on the Allegation, that the Negotiation of a new 
Loan at that Time would be injurious to the said Boyd 
and his Party ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, not only that 
the said Boyd has not any where contended or affirmed, 
that the preceding Condition was ever expressed in 
specific Terms, or reduced to any Form ; but that the 
contrary is implied in the Arguments made use of by 


him in support of his Claim; viz. “ that it was a. 


“ Right, which was founded in Justice and the Nature 
“ of Things, recognized by constant Practice and 
*“ Public Opinion ;” 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it does not appear to this House, That 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer has any where ad- 
mitted the Reality of such Engagement or Condition 
having been made by him with the said Boyd and his 
Party, but, on the contrary, that he did state to the 
Parties assembled at his House on the 25th of No- 
wember, “ that the Circumstances had come but recently 
“ to his Knowledge,” and that he did not admit any 
Obligation to exist, although the said Boyd contends 
that his Right was not only founded in Justice ‘and the 
Nature of Things, but recognized by constant Practice 
apd Public Opinion ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That no such 
Condition is, in fact, either expressed or implied, in 
any of the Papers laid before this House, in which the 
Particulars of the Contract for the said Loan appear to 
have been fully adjusted and settled between the con- 
tracting Parties ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That such a 
Restriction is introduced into the Memorandum of the 
Contract for the Loan for the Service of the present 
Year; and that no Precedent is any where alleged 
for the Introduction of a Stipulation so new, and of 
which the Consequences may be extremely important; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That, in the 
Month of October 1795, the said Walter Boyd, Esquire, 
did state to the Chancellor of the Exchequer the Right 
of the Contractors to object to the Negotiation of a 
new Loan; that the Chancellor of the Exchequer did, 
on that Occasion, say, that he would send for their 
Party (viz. that of Boyd and Robarts) to hear what 
they had to say, before any Competition should take 
place; but, that he seemed positively determined not to 
admit of their Claim ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That the said 
Boyd, in his Addresses to the Chancellor of the Ex- 
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chequer, on the Subject of his supposed Right to a 
Preference over the other Competitors, supported that 
Right by Arguments drawn from his Situation as an 
Holder of Scrip of the preceding Loan, and from the 
Injury which he and the other Contractors for that 
Loan must inevitably suffer, as Holders of that Scrip, 
by the Introduction of Eighteen Millions more into 
the Market, while a large Portion of the last Year’s 
Scrip was still on Hand; and that it does not appear 
that the said Boyd did ever allege, or pretend, to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, that he had an unalien- 
able inherent Right to a Preference for the Loan then 
depending, which belonged to him exclusively, as a 
Contractor for the preceding Loan, though he should 
have disposed of the Whole of his Share therein ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this ‘House, That it is, 
generally, to the Negotiation of a new Loan before a 
certain Period, to which the said Valter Boyd objects 
in all his Communications with the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer; and that the Principle of his Objection 
to such Negotiation applies equally, whether the De- 
posit on such Loan be appointed to take place shortly 
before or after the last Payment on the preceding 
Loan ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That the Value 
of the existing Funds is affected in a far greater Degree 
by the Negotiation for a new Loan, and the Settlement 
of the Terms thereof, than by the making the Deposit 
on such Loan after it is settled ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That, before all 
the Payments were made on the Loan for the Service 
of the Year 1794, the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
did negotiate a new Loan with the said Boyd and 
his Party for the Year 1795; and that, although con- 
siderable Sums of the Loan for 1794 were then out- 
standing as floating Scrip, though the Funds were 
considerably affected by the Transaction, and though 
the Deposit was expected to be speedily called for, yet 
neither James Morgan, Esquire, nor any other of the 
Contributors to the former Loan, either objected to 
the Negotiation, or made any Complaint on Account 
of it; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That, waving 
all Consideration of the Interests of the contracting 
Parties, Cases may arise in which it might be highly 
prejudicial to the Public Service if the Chancellor of 
the.Exchequer should be precluded from entering into 
a Negotiation for a new Loan, or from fixing the 
Deposit to be made on such Loan on some day previous 
to the last Payment on the preceding one ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That, of the 
24,076,500/. of additional Capital, created by the 
Loan for the Service of the Year 1795, there remained, 
on the 24th of November last, only 1,962,532. of 
floating Scrip ; that is, which had not been converted 

into 
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into Stock by the full Payments having been made 
thereon ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That of the Loan 
raised in the Year 1795, for the Service of the Emperor, 
and guaranteed by His Majesty, there remained, as 
floating Scrip, on the 24th Day of November last, the 
Sum of 1,393,734/.; and that, therefore, even if the 
Existence of the said Austrian Scrip be allowed to 
create any Impediment to the Negotiation of a new 
Loan, for the Service of Great Britain (as seems to be 
asserted by the said Walter Boyd) yet the total Amount 
of floating Scrip, on the 24th of + nether at last, did not 
exceed 3,356,266/. ;

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it does not appear to this House, That the 
House of Messrs. Boyd and Co. were possessed of more 
than 500,000/. of the said floating Scrip ;

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it does not appear to this House, That 
the said Walter Boyd took any Steps to ascertain 
who were the Holders of the Remainder of the said 
floating Scrip at the Time of the Negotiation of 
the present Loan, or to procure for them any In- 
demuification for the Injury which they might pos- 
sibly suffer from the Introduction of so large an 
additional Quantity as 25,385,250/. of new Capital into 
the Market; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That of the 
Eighteen Millions Sterling subscribed for the Service of 
the Year 1795, no more than 445,718 remained unpaid 
on the 24th of November last ; ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House to have been a 
Matter of public Notoriety, for some Weeks previous 
to the 25th of November last, that Messrs. Mellish and 
Mr. James Morgan were making Preparations to be 
Competitors for the Loan to be negotiated for the 
Service of the Year 1796; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That, under the 
Circumstances of this Notoriety, and notwithstanding 
his own Engagement to Messrs. Boyd and Co. the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer did, even on the 23d of 
November, formally authorize the Governor of the Bank 
to announce to all the Parties concerned, that the Loan 
would certainly be disposed of by Competition, without 
having sent for the Party of Messrs. Boyd and Co. to 
discuss their Claim ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer did not, in Fact, ever send for 
the said Boyd and Co.; that the Discussion of their 
Claim with him did not take place at all, but on their 
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own repeated Application, and then not till the very Motions 
Day before the Competitors were to meet; and that ‘spectin 
till they were actually met, the Parties of Morgan and ‘* 


Mellish were not apprized of any Doubt existing in 
the Mind of the Chancellor of the Exchequer on the 
Admissibility of Competition ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That Messrs. Boyd 
and his Party were very willing to leave the Terms of 
the Loan to be fixed by the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, who did fix them accordingly ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That the Con- 
tractors for the Loan of 1795 could not suffer any 
pecuniary Loss by the Introduction of a new Loan 
before all the Payments on the preceding Loan were 
completed, otherwise than as Holders of Scrip, or 
Shares therein; and that, on that Principle, all the 
Contributors to the Loan of 1795 had as good a 
Claim as the Contractors to a Preference for the 
succeeding Loan, in proportion to the Amount of 
the Shares in the Loan of 1795 then held by them 
respectively ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That Mr. James 
Morgan, one of the Persons intending to be Compe- 
titors for the late Loan, has given in evidence to the 
Committee, that he would have offered, on the 25th of 
November, to have taken the said Loan on the following 
Terms; viz. 120/. 3 per Cent. Consolidated Annuities, 


251. 3 per Cent. Reduced, and 3s. 6d. per Annum © 


of Long Annuity, for every 100/. subscribed, being a 
Difference of 3s. per Annum Long Annuity, or 499,5001. 
more advantageous to the Public, than the Terms made 
by the Chancellor of the Exchequer to the Party of Boyd 
and Co.; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That the Loan 
so finally and unexpectedly settled, on the said a5th of 
November, was not submitted to the Consideration of 
this House until the 7th of December; and that the 
Deposit was not required from the Contributors until 
the 10th of December ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That this Interval 
of Twelve Days, between the Settlement of the Terms 
of the Loan and the submitting it to the Consideration 
of this House, very greatly exceeds any that has been 
known on such Occasions; and that no Advantage is 
likely to accrue to the Public from an Interval of such 
unprecedented Length ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 


A Motion was made, and the Question being, 
proposed, That it appears to this House, That His 


Majesty’s gracious Message, containing a Communi- 
cation, That His Majesty would be “ induced to 
“ meet any Disposition for a Negotiation, on the 
“ Part of the Enemy, with an earnest Desire to give 
“ it the fullest and speediest Effect,” was deliv - 
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this House on Tuesday the 8th of December ; and that, 
in consequence of the Intimafion contained in the 
Message, the Value of the Loan suddenly rose above 
5 per Cent. creating, by that Operation only, an addi- 
tional Profit on the whole Loan of more than Nine 
hundred thousand Pounds Sterling ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That, if the Settle-

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That, on the 3d 
Day of November 1795, the Commissioners appointed 
for liquidating the National Debt did, for the First 
Time, begin to purchase in the 4 per Cent. Consolidated 
Annuities ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That, imme- 
diately on the Purchases by the said Commissioners 
being made in the 4 per Cent. Annuities, a very consi- 
derable Advance took place in the Price of the said 
Annuities, the 3 per Cent. Annuities not rising in equal 
Proportion ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the. Question being pro’ 
posed, That it appears to this House, That, on the 
Application of some of the Parties concerned in the 
Negotiation for the present Loan, through the Me- 
dium of the Governor of the Bank, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer did agree, that the Whole of the new 
Capital should be created in the 3 per Cent. Consoli- 
dated and Reduced Annuities, with a very small Pro- 
portion of Long Annuities, to the Total Exclusion of 
the 4 per Cents. and contrary to the general Practice on 
former Occasious, when Sums of considerable Magnitude 
have been raised; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That, in the 
Month of September 1795, the said Walter Boyd did, 
at the Request of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
undertake to advance Money for the Use of Govern- 
ment to the Amount of One Million, for which he was 
to reimburse himself by Bills to be drawn upon the 
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Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, to be accepted 
by them, and negotiated at his own Convenience ; 
and that Bills to the Amount of 700,000/. were 
drawn in London on the Commissioners of the Trea- 
sury, in the Name of Walter Boyd, Junior, bearing 
a fictitious Date, at Hamburgh, several Weeks pre- 
ceding the Time at which, with the Privity of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, they were really drawn 
in London; and that the said Walter Boyd, Junior, is a 
Gentleman not engaged in any House of Business in 
Hamburgh ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That the said 
Bills, though drawn in London, yet professing to be 
Foreign, and not written on stamped Paper, were of 
such a Nature and Description as the Bank of England 
would have refused to discount for any Commercial 
House whatever, and such as it would have been in- 
jurious to the Credit of any private House to have 
negotiated ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, That the said 
Walter Boyd, Esquire, has declared that no Part of his 
Right to a Preference, as a- Contractor for the new 
Loan, was grounded on the Transaction of the Bills 
dated at Hamburgh, and circulated by him for the Ser- 
vice of Goverment; that he never had any Expectation 
of that Sort; and that he took no Merit at all to himself 
in having consented to that Operation ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being put, 
That it appears to this House, That no such Declara- 
tions on the Part of a Contractor, palpably preferred, 
and immoderately benefited, by the Gift of a Loan of 
Eighteen Millions Sterling, on such Terms, and ac- 
companied with such Arrangements, as to create a 
Profit of 12 per Cent. or 2,160,0001., before the First 
Payment became due, can acquit the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer of having departed from the Principle 
of free and open Competition in Favour of Walter 
Boyd, Esquire, in a Manner incompatible with the 
Interest of the Public ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being put, 
That it appears to this House, That, in every Part of the 
Transaction of the late Loan, the Public Interest has 
been sacrificed by the Chancellor of the Exchequer ; and 
that the Profits to the Contributors, at the Expence of 
the Nation, have been so exorbitantly swelled, as to have 
risen, even before the Deposit was made thereon, to an 
Amount greatly exceeding the Deposit itself, viz. on 
a Loan of Eighteen Millions to the enormous and in- 
credible Sum of Two Millions One hundred and Sixty 
thousand Pounds Sterling ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

_ Resolved, That it appears to this House, That the 
Terms of the Loan were fixed with a due Regard to 
the Magnitude of the Sums borrowed, and provided 
for, as well as to the Market Price of the Funds, and the 
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Resolved, That it appears to this House, That, in every 
Part of the Transaction of the late Loan, the Conduct 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer was actuated bya 
View to the Public Interest ; and that there is no Ground 
to suppose that any Interference took place on the Part 
of any Persons connected with Government in the Dis- 
tribution of any Part of the said Loan.

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Ordered, That there be laid before this House, a 
articular Account of the Application of the several 
Sums included in the Account (presented to the House 
upon the 4th Day of December last) of the Distribution 
of the Money granted by an Act, made in the last 
Session of Parliament, for enabling His Majesty to raise 
the Sum of 2,500,000/., for the Uses and Purposes 
therein mentioned.

secured and benefited, and the Emoluments attached 
to the Immunities of the Office, or Business, of the 
Petitioners, is the only Source of Subsistence for 
themselves and Families; and that the Petitioners 
have seen a Bill depending in the House for making 
Wet Docks, Basons, Cuts, and other Works, for the 
greater Accommodation and Security of Shipping, 
Commerce, and Revenue, within the Port of London, 
and for making a Navigable Canal from Blackwall to 
the said Docks in Wapping, and, if the Scheme pro-

are greatly alarmed at the Introduction of the said 
Bill, and the Clauses thereof, as the Petitioners con- 
ceive it to be a mischievous Project, tending to create 
exclusive Privileges, and to restrict the Liberty of 
Trading as heretofore, with an arbitrary Exaction 
and Levy of Tonnage that will necessarily raise the 
Prices of every Article of Merchandize to the Con- 
sumers : That the Situation of the Parish of Saint 
John, Southwark (which comprises a Line of Wharfing 
upon the Bank of the River Thames nearly 3,000 
Feet in Length, opposite to the Custom House and 
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Tower of London, in the very Heart and Seat of Com- 
merce, with Depth of Water convenient for ‘Ships of 
great Tonnage to lay and unload at the Quay) pointed 
out in former Times so many natural Advantages 
for Trade, that, in the Course of the last Sixty Years, 
many Individuals have been induced to lay out and 
risque very considerable Capitals in erecting and esta- 
blishing Wharfs and Warehouses for the immediate 
Accommodation and Convenience of landing, ship- 
ping, and storing, all Sorts of Merchandize, and the 
Commissioners of His Majesty's Customs have suc- 
cessively annexed thereto the Privileges of Sufferance 
Wharfs, and the said Commissioners have also, upon 
mature Deliberation, as appears by their Resolutions 
of the Year 1789, recognized the whole of the Boun- 
dary Line of the said Parish next to the River Thames 
as capable of affording the accustomed Conveniencies 
of Public Wharfs for the Accommodation of Trade 
in general, and that large and extensive Granaries 
and Storehouses, for the Housing of Corn and Flour, 
have also been set up at a considerable Expence, and 
form a very convenient Depdét for the constant and 
immediate Supply of those necessary Articles of Con- 
sumption for the Metropolis: That full Four Parts 
in Five of the Housekeepers of the said Parish consist 
of Lightermen, Warehousemen, Watermen, and Per- 
sons using the Sea, and others, engaged at such Wharfs 
and Warehouses, who are led to reside in the said 
Parish on account of the local Benefits arising to them 
therein from its advantageous Situation immediately 
at the Seat of Commerce, and who, in consequence 
of any Removal of the present Trade therefrom (which 
the said Bill tends to effect) will either be totally de- 
prived of their Connections and Livelihood, or other- 
wise compelled to remove therefrom, under great 
uncertainty of obtaining a Living elsewhere; and that 
the said Parish hath been, and is, greatly burthened 
with Poor, and the Poor Rates, heretofore collected at 
Four Shillings in the Pound per Annum on the Rack 
Rents, were found inadequate to the Support of the 


Poor, in so much that the Petitioners were under the 


Necessity of obtaining an Act of Parliament, granting 
further Powers in Aid of the Poor Rate, and under 
the Authority of which Act they borrowed a consi- 
derable Sum of Money, by Way of Life Annuities, to 
pay off large Debts contracted on Account of the 
Poor, which Annuities are secured upon the Faith 
and Credit of the Poor Rates to be raised in the said 
Parish, and all of such Annuitants are now living; 
and that, in consequence of the great Improvements 
and extensive Wharfs made in the said Parish, and its 
advantageous and convenient Situation for Commerce, 
the Trade therein and thereto had greatly increased, 
and the better to accommodate the Public in carrying 
on the same, the Petitioners (with the neighbouring

Reading of the Bill for the Abolition of the Slave Trade, 
at a Time to be limited ; 

A Petition of the Planters of the British West India 
Islands, residing in Great Britain, and of the Merchants 
trading to the said Islands, was presented to the House, 
and read; Taking Notice of the said Bill; and Setting 
forth, That the Preamble of the said Bill states the 
said Trade to be contrary to the Principles of Justice 
and Humanity, an Assertion which the Petitioners ex- 
pressly deny to be founded on any authentic Evidence, 
and which, on the other Hand, has been controverted, 
on Oath, by many respectable Witnesses, but which, 
if recognized by the Parliament of Great Britain, must 
lead to the most fatal and dangerous Consequences ; 
and that the Maintenance and Avowal of such Doc- 
trines, under such Authority, at the present Juncture, 
can have no other Effect on the Minds of uncivilized 
Men than to destroy all Manner of Subordination and 
good Government in the Colonies, and to induce the 
Negroes to make a general Struggle for a wild and 
lawless Freedom through Desolation and Bloodshed : 
That the Doctrines, advanced by the Advocates for 
abolishing the Slave Trade, are calculated not only to 
sustain the Rebellions and Insurrections at present 
actually prevailing in some of the said Colonies, but 
also to provoke them in the Islands where they are not 
yet excited, and, that the calamitous intestine War, 
now raging in Grenada, Saint Vincent's, and Jamaica, 
did not originate with the Slaves imported into those 
Islands from Africa, but ftom the Free People of 
Colour in one Case, and from the Free Blacks in the 
Two others; and representing to the House, that, on 
the Faith of a System, recognized and ed by 
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for near Two hundred Years, many of the Planters in 
the British West Indies have been induced to invest 
immefise Capitals in the Purchase and Cultivation of 
Lands in those Colonies, which, should the said Bill 
pass into a Law, will be totally lost, and that there 
are, at this Time, in the Whole of the said Islands, 
considerably more than One Million of Acres of Land, 
so purchased, remaining uncultivated, for which Quit 
Rents have been paid, and continue to be paid, to a 
very great Amount, and, if the Slave Trade is abolished, 
the Whole of such Lands must become an absolute 
Burthen and Incumbrance in the Hands of the present 
Proprietors; and that the Petitioners conceive it to be 
a leading Principle of the British Constitution, that 
no Man can be deprived of his Property by an Act of 
the Legislature without his own Consent, or-Compen- 
sation allowed, which, from its Magnitude, and other 
Considerations in this Case, cannot even be thought 
of: That the said Colonies have been originally settled 
under the most sacred Compacts with the Mother 
Country, sanctioned by Royal Charters and Proclama- 
tions, as well as by a Succession of Acts of Parliament, 
authorizing and encouraging the Slave Trade, particu- 
larly by the Charters granted, in 1662 and 1674, by 
King Charles the Second, which established a Royal 
African Company (the last of which was granted in 
Consequence of an Address from both Houses of Par- 
liament) and by the Acts of the gth and 10th of King 
William the Third, a Period when the Principles of 
Civil Liberty were minutely investigated, well under- 
stood, and freely asserted, and, more recently, by the 
Act of the 23d of George the Second, which recites 
the Usefulness and absolute Necessity of the African 
Slave Trade: And therefore praying, That the said 
Bill may not pass into a Law, and that the Petitioners 
may be heard, by themselves, or Counsel, against the 
same.

rested in Wharfs, Warehouses, or Buildings, within 
the said Parish, was presented to the House, and read ; 
Setting forth, That the Petitioners, having observed, 
by the Votes, that a Bill for making Wet Docks, Ba- 
sons and Cuts, in Wapping and Shadwell, and also a 
Navigable Cut from Blackwall to the said Docks, is 
depending in the House, obtained a Copy thereof, 
and having duly weighed and considered the several 
Clauses therein, and the general Tendency thereof, 
are constrained, by a Sense of that Duty they owe to 
themselves and to Posterity, as well as from an ardent 
Wish for the Prosperity of the Trade of the Port of 
London, to represent to the House the alarming Situa- 
tion in which they conceive that Trade will be placed 
should such Bill pass into a Law: The Petitioners

into a Law) will be deprived of their Connections, and 
Livelihood, or obliged to remove from their present

and an Annual Tax of 2s. 3d. in the Pound imposed 
on the Occupiers and Inhabitants of the Wharfs, 
Warehouses, Buildings, and Messuages there, for re- 
paying the Monies borrowed for that Purpose, and 
other Expences attending the same, all which Inha- 
bitants will, should such Bill pass into a Law, be much

proper for Butter returned to him by the Farmers? 
he said, Many Times, owing to their not being heavy 
enough; that he has afterwards sold them to other 
Farmers (after having changed the Bottoms) by making 
them heavier. That he generally makes the Firkins 
with Ash Wood, and that when soaked they weigh 
very heavy. Then the Bottom of a Firkin, weighing 
Four Pounds and an Half, being produced to Your 
Committee, the Witness stated, That he has frequently 
made the Bottoms as heavy as that.—And being asked, 
Whether, after the Butter has been brought from the 
Standard, he had ever been concerned with the Farmer 


in scraping it? he said, Yes, many Times, and like- 


wise in changing the Heads, and that it was a common 

Practice.—And being asked, Whether he was ever 

concerned in changing the Staves, after the Searcher 

had marked the Firkins, as to the Quality and Weight 

of the Butter contained? he said, His Apprentices 

“" done it.—And being asked, Whether he ever 
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recollected Factors and Farmers buying Butter to put 
on the Top of the Firkin to make it weigh, so as to 
pass the Standard? he said, Yes, and that it was very 
common.—And being asked, Whether, after the Butter 
has passed the Standard, the Factors take off thé 
Capping, and send it to London short of Weiglit? he 
said, It is common: Then, 

_ William Hart, being examined, said, That he is a 
Cooper, and has lived at York Twelve Years; that he 
has made many Firkins for the Farmers, and has beeii 
told, that unless he made them of Twelve Pounds they 
would not have them. That a Firkin should weigh 
Ten Pounds, and allowing Two Pounds more for 
soaking.—And the Witness added, That a Firkin of 
Seven Pounds would contain the Quantity of Butter. 
And the Firkin Bottom before produced being shewn 
to the Witness, le said, He never made one so thick 
as that. Then the Witness was asked, Whether he 
was ever concerned with the Factors in changing the 
Heads? he said, Yes. And being asked, For what 
Object? he said, When Factors sell Butter to Cheese- 
mongers in London, they take out the Heads of Casks 
which contain good Butter, and put them into Casks of 
an interior Sort.—And being asked, Whether he ever 
recollected changing the Staves or Heads of Firkins, 
after their having been marked as to the Quality of the 
Butter? he said, Yes; that they take out the best 
Mark, and change it for a Second Mark in another 
Firkin.—And being asked, Whether they do not get 
the Butter re-searched after its having been first 
searched, and the Head taken off and put to another 
Firkin, with Butter of an inferior Quality, which had 
not been searched ? he said, They do; that he recol- 
lects Butter being scraped, and likewise its being 
added to the Firkin, in order to pass the Standard.—. 
And being asked, What became of that Butter when 
taken from the Standard? he said, It is sometimes 
taken off by the Factors, and sometimes by the Ser- 
vants: And 

Mr. Matthew Goodenough, being examined, said, 
That he is a ‘theesemonger in a Street, and 
has been in the Business Twenty-six Years, and that in 
the Course of his Business he has sustained great Losses 
in consequence of the short Weight and bad Quality 
ot the Butter.— And being asked, How much on an 
Average he though the Firkin came short of Weight? 
he said, From Two to Four or Five Pounds, some- 
times Seven, and that the Deficiency is in general made 
up of Wood.—And being asked, What the Weight of 
the Head of the Firkin should be? he said, Three 
Quarters, or a Pound.—And being asked, Whether he 
did not attribute the Losses sustained to the improper 
Conduct of the Factors? he said, Not always; some- 
times it may be the Factors, and sometimes the 
Farmers.—And being asked, Whether he did not some- 
times receive Butter of an inferior Sort, marked as a 
better Sort? he said, Frequently. 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill to 
prevent the committing of Frauds and Abuses in the 
weighing, packing, and selling of Butter: And that 
Mr. Alderman Anderson, the Lord Mayor of London, 
and Mr. Mainwaring, do prepare, and bring in, the 
same.

Mr. David Anwyl, being examined, said, That the 
Trustees have proceeded in the Execution of the said 
Act, and have borrowed a considerable Sum of Money 
upon the Credit of the Tolls authorized to be collected, 
which cannot be repaid, and the said Roads effectually 
repaired, unless the Term and Powers are further 
continued, and the said Act amended, and made more 
effectual.

case of Refusal, then that it may be offered to Sale 
to any Foreign Government or State, upon the like 
Terms, and in Failure of such Sale, then to dispose 
of the same in an entire Lot, in such Manner as they 
shall think proper.” 
Then your Committee proceeded to examine 
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Dr. Matthew Baillie, Physician, and Lecturer on 
Anatomy. 


What are the Reasons which make you offer the late 
Mr. Hunter’s Collection to Parliament ? 
We are obliged to do it by a Clause in Mr. Hun- 
ter’s Will. 


What is the Nature of the Collection? 

It consists of a great Number of Preparations of 
the various Parts of different Animals, intended to illus- 
trate the various Functions of Animal Life, as subser- 
vient to a better Knowledge of Physiology, and likely 
to improve very much the Knowledge of Medicine and 
Surgery. 


What is the Object of the Collection ? 

To make us better acquainted with the Functions 
of Animal Life generally, and more particularly with 
those of Man, therefore to make us better able to rea- 
son accurately about the Nature of Diseases, and their 
Remedies. 


Do the Answers to the Two last Questions apply to 
the Whole of this Collection ? 

Every Animal whatever has Circumstances in its 
Structure, which, when considered, tend to illustrate 
the Functions of Animals generally, therefore every Part 
of this Collection has the same great important Object 
in View. 


What Advantage can the Public derive from it? 
That the different Functions of the Animal Eco- 
nomy will be better understood, Physicians and Sur- 
geons better acquainted with the Nature of Diseases,’ 
and therefore more able to apply Remedies, which may. 
be likely to remove or relieve them. 


What Length of Time can such a Collection be 
preserved ? 

I should believe that Part of the Collection, which 
is preserved in Spirit, will last for Centuries, because 
preserved in a Fluid that has a strong antiputrescent. 
Power ; and that as long as the Fluid retains the same 
Property, it appears impossible that these Preparations 
should decay—that this Opinion, as far as we can 
judge by Experience, seems to be well founded—that 
Specimens, prepared in this Way, for a great Number 
of Years, seemed not to be sensibly changed-—that 
Preparations made the Beginning of Mr. Hunter’s Col- 
lection, above Forty Years ago, still remain without 
any sensible Change—those of Albinus are in the same 
State of Preservation as at first, which must be Sixty 
Years old at the least—with respect to the dried Pre- 
parations in Mr. Hunter’s Collection, a great Propor- 
tion of them must, from their Nature, be preserved 
unimpaired for Centuriés—that those considered ‘as 
the most perishable have not as yet shewn any sensible 
Signs of Decay. 

What 
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What Annual Expence will be required to keep it in 
its present State of Preservation ? 

Two hundred Pounds a Year will do it amply-—in 
this Sum the Salary of a Person, who might take Care 
of the Collection, and make it useful to the Public, is 
included, 


Does this Collection form a systematic Series, so 
arranged that it cannot be replaced if suffered to be 
dispersed ? 

Yes, certainly; unless the same Labour and Sa- 
gacity were continued for a long Series of Years, and 
unless a Person should arise with the same Reputation 
in these Pursuits; which last Circumstance induced 
many Persons of different Countries to send Specimens 
of various Animals to Mr. Hunter for Examination, 
which would not have been sent to a Person of less 
Celebrity.

A Clause in Mr. Hunter’s Will, requiring us so 
to do. 


What is the Nature of the Collection? 
It consists of Parts of Animals so prepared as to 


shew their internal Structure, collected from the whole 
Animal Kingdom. 


What is the Object of the Collection ? 

To expose, at One Point of View, the Mechanism 
of the different Orders of Animals, from the most 
simple to the most perfect; by this Means to enable 
us to distinguish between those Structures essential to 
Life, and those superadded for other Purposes ; also 
to enable us to discover the Uses of the different Parts 
of the Organs of the more perfect Animals, by com- 
paring them with the same Organs of Animals of in- 
ferior Orders, which are made up of fewer Parts, and 
therefore more easily understood. 


Do the Answers to the Two last Questions apply to 
the Whole of this Collection? 
The Collection comprehends One great System, 
of which every Preparation constitutes a Part, the 
Whole being subservient to One great View. 


What Advantage can the Public derive from it? 

It tends to improve our Knowledge of the Ana- 
tomy, Physiology, and Diseases of the Human Body, 
which, as it is most perfect in its Construction, is too 
complex to admit of Investigation ; and therefore, when 
the same Parts are found in other Animals, applied to 
different Purposes, it enables us to understand their 
Use in the Human Body ; for there are many Parts of 
the Human Body, which, probably, could never be 
investigated without comparative Anatomy. 


What Length of Time can such a Collection be 
preserved ? 

There is in that Collection a Preparation pre- 
served for Three Centuries and an Half, which had 
been kept in a Liquor, probably less antisceptic than 
that used for the other Preparations; from this Fact, 
‘and my own Knowledge of the Collection of above 
Twenty Years, I should consider the greater Part of 
it capable of being preserved for many Centuries— 
the other Parts of the Collection, which are considered 
the most perishable, have undergone no Change in 


Forty Years, and therefore they may likewise be pre- 
served for Centuries. 


What is the Value of the Collection? 


It cost Mr. Hunter upwards of Thirty Years 
Vox. 51. 
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Labour; and from living in it the greater Part of 
Twenty Years of that Period, I feel myself justified 
in the Assertion, that he laid out more than 15,0001. 
in bringing it to its present State, exclusive of the 
Presents that were made to him, which were very 
considerable ; the Value of the Time he employed, 
and the System which the Whole contains, being the 


Produce of superior anatomical Skill and mental 
Ability. 


What Annual Expence will be required to keep it 
in its present State of Preservation? 

Two hundred Pounds per Annum would appear a 

sufficient Sum to keep up the Collection in its present 


State, including a Salary of 100/. a Year to a Person 
employed for that Purpose. 


Does this Collection form a systematic Series, so 
arranged that it cannot be replaced if suffered to be 
dispersed ? 

To replace it would require the same Abilities, 
the same Length of Time, and the same Expence, 
should a Person of Mr. Hunter’s anatomical Skill, and 
Enthusiasm for such Pursuits, ever be found to make 
such an Attempt; and even then many particular 
Preparations essential to the System could not be 
procured.

In illustrating, from Animals generally, the Struc- 
ture of the Human Body, by a comparative View of 
the Parts of such Animals. 


Of what Importance do you consider such a Col- 
lettion to the Public? 
It has a Tendency, by explaining the Economy 
of the Human Anatomy, to give more clear Ideas of 
different Diseases. 


What do you consider to be the Value of such a 
Collection ? 
It is not possible to make any exact Valuation, 
because, if this Collection was lost, I don’t conceive 
it could be replaced for 20,000/., if at all. 


How long can such a Collection be preserved ? 

That Part of it which is preserved in Spirits does 
not appear subject to Decay, provided a reasonable 
Care is taken to keep it in Repair—with respect to the 
other Parts of the Collection, they probably would last 
for some Centuries with equal Care. 


What Annual Expence will be required to keep up 
the Collection in its present State ?

What do you consider to be the Value of such a 
Collection ? 

I believe, in what I have been assured, that some of 
the Articles cost 15,000/., others were obtained without 
Cost; but every Article has the Stamp of the Finger 
directed by the Judgment of a Man superior, I believe, 
to any one that ever existed in Point of practical 
Anatomy, and every Article, I conceive, must thence 
acquire at least double its original Value, from the Art 
employed upon it—in respect of the Arrangement and 
the Application of the Whole, I consider the Collection 
as inestimable. 


How long can such a Collection be preserved ? 

It consists of certain Articles little liable to change 
from any Cause, such as Bones, Calculi, &c. ; these 
may last for Ages with little or no Attention—of Casts 
in resinous Substances, Plaister of Paris, &c.; they 
will also last for Ages with Care and Attention—of 
Things preserved in Spirits, which, I conceive, may be 
preserved so long as the Medium is supplied—and of 
some Things perishable through Insects, &c. which yet 
may be preserved for a great Length of Time with 
Care and Attention.

What do you consider to be the Value of such a 
Collection ?

Its Usefulness in promoting Medical Education 
arises from the Explanation of several of the Functions 
of the Human Body, which may be procured from it, 
and which could not be known from the Anatomy of 
the Human Body itselfi—I conceive, undoubtedly, 
that its being in the Possession of the Public, and 
proper Persons being appointed to take Care of it, and 
explain the several Parts and Uses of it to Students in 
Medicine, would be the best Manner of rendering it 
useful. 


What should you consider the Value of such a Col- 
lection? 

I believe that Mr. Hunter has expended what 
would have been a very large Fortune for his Family, 
as near as I can judge above 25,000/. in forming 
it; and that such a Collection could not have been 
formed by a Man of less Ingenuity, Perseverance, and 
Industry.

and are in their Nature almost imperishable, and the 
dried Preparations have suffered very little Alteration 
in Twenty Years. 


Is there any Collection in Great Britain by which 
Students could acquire the Knowledge of comparative

I know of none. 


Upon what Principle or System was Mr. Hunter’s 
Collection formed ? 

The Object of it was to enlarge our Knowledge 
of the Human Body and its Functions; to improve 
therefore the Art of Preserving it in Health, and 
remedying its Diseases. 


Does Mr. Hunter’s Collection of Comparative Ana- 
tomy contribute materially to this Purpose ? 
It certainly does. 


Are not Anatomical Preparations of Animal and 
Vegetable Substances essential for illustrating the 
Science of the Anatomy of the Human Body ? 

The Human Body being the most complicated of 
all Animal Machines, in order to understand and ex- 
plain its various Parts it becomes necessary for us to 
examine similar Parts in Vegetables and Animals of 
a more simple Form, and trom such Examination 
we are often enabled to illustrate and explain the 
Functions of more complicated Parts in the Human 
Body.

A Petition of the Rector, Churchwardens, Overseers, 
and Inhabitants, of the Parish of Saint Martin Outwich, 
in the City of London, whose Names are thereunto sub- 
scribed, was presented to the House, and read; Setting 
forth, That the Church of the said Parish, which 
was built in the Thirteenth Century, hath, for a Series 
of Years, occasioned to the Inhabitants of the Pa- 
rish a continued Expence for Repairs, and is now 
become absolutely ruinous, and, from that Cause, Di- 
vine Service hath not been performed in it for up- 
wards of Eighteen Months, and the said Church stands 
in a very conspicuous Situation in the City of London, 
being at the Corner of Bishopsgate Street and Thread- 
needle Street, occupying a prominent Part of those 
Streets, which are very public Avenues to the Centre 
of the Metropolis: That, the said Parish being very 
small, the Inhabitants found themselves unable to 
undertake the re-building of the said Church, as was 
advised to be done, a Repair being reported by Survey- 
ors to be only temporary, though very expensive, and 
they therefore applied to the Patrons of the Living, 
the Company of Merchant Taylors of London, and to 
the South Sea Company, whose House is situate in the 
said Parish. for Assistance, and that, in July 1795, the 
Churchwardens of the said Parish signified to the 
Parishioners, that the Merchant Taylors Company had 
agreed to contribute a Donation of 500/., and the 
South Sea Company a Donation of 200/., on the ex- 
press Condition that the Church should be rebuilt, 
and set back so as to form a Curve to widen the Street 
in such Way as should be approved by a Surveyor to 
be named by them ; and the Parishioners, assembled at 
that Vestry, appointed a Committee to consider of the 
best Mode of raising the Residue of the Money that 
would be wanted; and that, at Vestries held in Sep- 
tember and December 1795, Plans and Estimates from 
different Surveyors were ordered to be procured, and, 
on the 13th Day of January 1796, a Surveyor’s Report 
and Plan were laid before a Vestry, who thereupon di- 
rected that an Estimate of the Expence of the Edifice, 
agreeably to the Plan produced, should be made, and, 
on: the 20th and 22d Days of January 1796, the Com- 
mittee of Inhabitants, appointed to conduct the Busi- 
ness, met, but were unable to come to any Determina- 
tion, because they were apprehensive that re-building 
the Church, with the consequent Expences of an 
Act of Parliament, would occasion Rates too heavy 
for the Parish to bear, and they therefore proposed to 
try the Mode of doing it by a Subscription from the 
Parishioners of the Whole of the calculated Amount 
of each Person's Rates at One Payment, and, with 
Hopes of this Plan being adopted, they, on the 29th 
of January, approved the Surveyor’s Plan for a 
new Building: That the Time between the 27th of 
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January and the 15th of February was employed in 
collecting the Opinion of the Parishioners as to the 
proposed Mode of a Subscription, on which Day it 
appeared to the Committee above-mentioned, that the 
Sense of the Parishioners was against that Method of 
raising the Money, that of course it could not be car- 
ried into Effect, and, as the only Means left, they 
gave Direction for an Application to Parliament, such 
Application to be sanctioned by a Vestry, which was 
called for the 19th of February, on which Day, with- 
out waiting for a regular Report, the Proceedings of 
the Committee were approved and confirmed, and the 
Petition to Parliament was immediately prepared ; 
and that the said Committee were further induced to 
adopt the Plan of. re-building the Church in the Man- 
ner above-mentioned, instead of repairing it, in con- 
sequence of having had Intimation that the Corpora-

from the Advantages of an open and fair Market of 
live €attle, that they are compelled im too many In- 
stances to have Recourse to the said Jobbers, Carcass 
Butchers, &c. for a Supply of those Goods they: for- 
merly had the Opportunity of buying alive and at the 
first Hand, by which several considerable Profits are 
unnecessarily made by those middle Men, to the cer- 
tain progressive Enhancement of the Price of Meat, 
and to the manifest Injury of the Public, and of the 
Petitioners as a trading Body; and representing to 
the House, that the said Evil hath of late extended to 
so alarming and grievous a Height, that it hath raised 
the Price of Meat in most Cases to more than double 
at which it was sold in the Years 1765, 1766, 1767, 
and 1772; and that, during many Weeks of the last 
Spring, the Petitioners were under the Necessity of 
selling Meat to many of the lower Class of People at 
a less Price than it cost them, in order to allay the 
Discontents and Murmurs so prevalent at that Time, 
and, notwithstanding this was well known at that Pe- 
riod, they had the Mortification of experiencing that 
the Jobbers, Forestallers, Carcass Butchers, &c. con- 
tinued in the unfeeling and sordid Practice of enrich- 
ing themselves through the Medium of the Petitioners 
calamitous Situation; and that those Men not only 
engross to themselves the greatest and best Part of the 
live Stock brought into Smithfield Market, as before 
stated, but also that which is brought Weekly into the 
small Markets within Fifteen Miles of the Metropolis, 
and this System of Forestalling, &c. is another real 
Cause of the progressive Rise in the Price of Meat, 
and also tends to concentrate a great and valuable 
Part of the Trade into the Hands of those middle 
Men, to the Exclusion, as well as to the manifest In- 
jury, of the fair Traders, who were the: original Pur- 
veyors and Venders of this Article of Sustenance to 
the Public: The present, as well as the future evil 
Consequences attending this Practice, the Petitioners 
hope the House will protect them from ; and they beg 
Leave, finally, to observe, that, it having been sug- 
gested the dry Summer of 1794, and the Winter which 
succeeded thereto, might, in a great Degree, have

and taking away, the Privilege the Public had con- 
stantly enjoyed of using the Race Ground, which has 
always been presumed, and is supposed, to belong to

Mr. Amyatt reported from the Committee, to whom 
the Petition of the thereunder-signed Manufacturers 
of Paper, on Behalf of themselves, and the rest of the 
Paper Makers in England, was referred ; That the 
Committee had examined the Matter of the said 
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Petition, and had directed him to report the same, as it 
appeared to them, to the House; and he read the 
Report in his Place; and afterwards delivered it in at 
the Clerk’s Table : Where the same was read ; and is as 
followeth ; viz. 

To prove the Allegations of the said Petition, Mr. 
William Phipps being examined, said, That he is a 
Paper Maker at River, near Dover, in Kent, and has 
been in the Blue and Brown Line of that Business, for 
Sixteen Years and upwards.—That in the Year 1789 
a dangerous Combination broke out amongst the 
Journeymen in the Paper-making Business, in order 
to obtain an Increase of their Wages, and that his 
Mill was attacked, in consequence of which all his 
Journeymen left the Mill, and that the Combination 
at that Time extended to an alarming Extent; that 
he proceeded to indict Two of the Lingleaders, but 
before the Grand Jury could find the Bill, they 
absconded, and he was not able to cause them to be 
apprehended. 

That in 1794 and 1795 similar Combinations were 
entered into by the .Journeymen for an Increase of 
their Wages, to which the Masters have been obliged 
to submit.—That about May 1795 his Journeymen 
joined in the Combination, and gave him warning to 
leave his Mill unless he complied with their Demands, 
when he was obliged to submit to an Advance of from 
Three to Four Shillings per Week, according to the 
different Departments of their Work.—And the Wit- 
ness further said, That from the Year 1789 to this pre- 
sent Time, the Journeymen have uniformly refused to 
work at any Mill where Scotchmen or Irishmen were 
employed, and the Masters have been obliged to submit, 
or to stop their Mills from working. 

That about Christmas last he hired a Person who had 
been a Foreman at Mr. Payne’s Mill, at Buckland, in 
Kent, upon which his other Journeymen insisted that 
he should quit the Service, because he had not joined 
in the former Combinations, otherwise they threatened 
they would all leave his Mill, and the Man being un- 
willing to cause any Disturbance, was obliged to leave 
the Mill in consequence of that Combination. That 
the Journeymen raise Money by Subscriptions, and have 
a regular established Fund in Support of such Combina- 
tions.—That in the Line of Business he is in, it is cus- 
tomary to pay the Workmen a Day's Work for making 
a certain Quantity of Paper, which Work can be per- 
formed in about Eight Hours; and by working Four 
Hours more, the Demand now made and insisted on 
by the Journeymen of an Advance of Five Shillings a 
Week in their Wages, will, in Fact, amount to Seven 
Shillings and Sixpence ; and that the complying with 
such Demand will materially affect the Price of Paper, 
and considerably diminish the Exportation thereof: And 
the Witness added, That in consequence of such Com- 
binations, the greatest Part of the Mills in Kent, Surrey, 
Bucks, Hanis, Berks, and Herts, are now stopped from 
working. That the Practices of the Journeymen, in 
Support of such Combinations, are by demanding an 
Advance of Wages at some one particular Mill, and in 
case of Non-compliance, the Journeymen desert such 
Mill, and prohibit their Brethren from applying for 
Work there until Compliance ; and that the Men thus 
leaving their Employment, are supported from their 
general Fund. 

Mr. John Taylor, a Paper Maker at Wrotham, in the 
County of Kent, being examined, said, That his Mill 
was stopped in 1789 in consequence of the Combina- 
tions mentioned by -the preceding Witness, and he 
confirmed his Evidence with respect to the Journey- 
men refusing ‘to work with particular Persons, to their 
raising Subscriptions, and making a Demand of Five 
Shillings a Week, and to the Injury to the Trade, if 
such Demand should be complied with ; and also to 


the Stoppage of Mills’in the before-mentioned Counties.

That his own Mill was stopped in January last by 
the Men, because he would not submit to an Advance 
of Wages of Five Shillings per Week per Man, and 
that it has ever since remained unworked on that 
Account. 

Then Mr. Finch Hollingworth being examined, said, 
That he isa Paper Maker at Maidstone, that he was 
induced to stop his Mill in consequence of the Combi- 
nations of the Journeymen at other Mills; and he added, 
that the Trade will be greatly prejudiced if the Combi- 
nations and Refusals to work with particular Persons are 
not stopped. 

Then he produced to your Committee, a Letter, 
under the Hand of William Davis, who was formerl 
a Workman to him, and whose Hand Writing he is 
acquainted with, whereby it appears that the Work- 
men belonging to the different Combinations have 
paid the Sum of Three Shillings each as a Support 
for the Journeymen entering into such Combinations ; 
and he confirmed the Evidence of the first Witness 
with respect to those Matters confirmed by the last 
Witness. 

All the before-mentioned Witnesses concurred in 
saying, That it is indispensably necessary that Mea- 
sures should be taken to stop such Proceedings ; and for 
which Purpose it is expedient that a Law should be 
made to prevent Combinations amongst Journeymen 
ae Makers, and to regulate the Amount of their 

ages. 

Nir. Nathaniel Davis, the Solicitor for the Paper 
Makers, being examined, said, That the present Laws 
are defective, in as much as the Persons combining, 
if any Proceeding against them is begun, elope to 
distant Parts before a Bill of Indictment can be found 
against them.

the whole Road hath been borne by the Occupiers of 
Lands in Bilton with Harrogate, and the Petitioners 
have Reason to believe that, if the Accounts of the 
Trustees were inspected, it would appear that, by ex- 
travagant Salaries, and other unnecessary Expences, 
the Sums applicable to the Purpose of the Act have 
been greatly diminished ; and that the Petitioners ap- 
prehend, that the Abuses of the past Management are 
intended to be continued and increased by the Bill 
proposed, which contains a Clause, that no Toll Bar 
shall be erected at any other Place than where the pre- 
sent Toll Bars stand, unless it shall be found expedient 
to erect a Bar at some Place between the Turnpike 
Road from the South West Corner of the Inclosures of 
Harrogate to Knaresborough and Plompton Corner, and 
by the said Provision the Inhabitants of Harrogate 
may be subject to pay at Two Bars within a Distance 
of less than Three Miles, and all the adjoining Town- 
ships Southward and Westward of Harrogate, which 
use Knaresborough Market, may be subject to pay Toll 
for little more than crossing the Road, from which the 
Inhabitants of Skipton and that Neighbourhood enjoy, 
in Effect, an Exemption by the placing of the Bar 
which is provided to be fixed in its present Position ; 
and that the Petitioners, on the Expiration of the pre- 
sent Act, are desirous of making and maintaining (as 
they have hitherto done) the Road which leads through 
Harrogate, at their own Charge, and to be free from 
the Burthen of a Toll of which they receive so little 
Benefit: That the Petitioners also observe, that a 
Clause is inserted in the intended Act to repeal so 
much of the former Act as exempts Carriages, Horses, 
Mares, Mules, Asses, or other Cattle, going for, or 
returning with, any Lime, Dung, Mould, Manure, or 
Compost, of any Nature or Kind soever, to be em- 
ployed in Husbandry, or for manuring or improving 
of Land, or carrying any Hay, Straw, or Corn in the 
Straw, from the Payment of Toll, and the Petitioners 
are satisfied, if the above-mentioned Repeal takes 
place, that it will be a great Check to Agriculture, . 
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the Lands lying near and contiguous to the said Road 
are mostly of a Moorish Heathy Nature, and cannot 
be managed in a proper Course of Husbandry without 
the Assistance of Lime and other Tillage, which will 
come at a very high Rate, if charged with the Toll 


‘proposed by the intended Act: And therefore praying to 
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be heard against the present Bill, and that the same may 
not pass into a Law but with such Alterations and 
Amendments as to the House shall seem meet. 

Ordered, That the said Petition be referred to the 
Consideration of the Committee to whom the said Bill 
is committed; and that the Petitioners be heard, be- 
fore the said Committee, upon their Petition, if they 
think fit. 

Ordered, That all who come to the said Committee 
have Voices. 


Ordered, That all have- Voices who come to the 
Committee, to whom the Bill to amend and render 
more effectual an Act, made in the Thirty-first Year 
of His present Majesty, for repairing, enlarging, and 
preserving, the Harbour of Swansea, in the County of 
Glamorgan, and for making Improvements in the Lights 
at Zhe Mumbles, is committed.

Mr. Winde being again examined, said, That the 
Petitioner opened the said Theatre for public Enter- 
tainment with such Amusements as were authorized 
by the said Licenses, but finding he thereby incurred 
considerable Losses, the Petitioner caused the same 
to be closed.—And being further examined, he said, 
That the said John Palmer raised the Sum of 7,000 1. 
or thereabouts by the Sale of Renters Shares, each 
Holder of which is entitled to free Admission to all 
Performances at the said Theatre, and also to a certain 
Annuity therefrom, for Twenty-one Years, from the 
Year 1787, who, by closing of the said Theatre, have 
become considerable Sufferers.— And the Witness 
added, That if the Petitioner was enabled to open the 
said Theatre for the Purposes of the Drama during 
the Summer Season, his own Losses, and those of the 
Renters, would be in a great Degree compensated ; 
and that he (the Witness) apprehends the Public will 
receive a Benefit by such rational Amusements.

tition, and had directed him to report the same, toge- 
ther with their Opinion thereupon, to the House ; and 
he read the Report in his Place; and afterwards deli- 
vered it in at the Clerk’s Table: Where the same was 
read; and is as followeth; viz. 

To prove the Allegations of the said Petition, Mr. 
Thomas Willet, a Cutting Butcher, being called in, 
was asked, What was meant by a Jobber of Cattle? 
he said, They buy Cattle of the Graziers and Farmers, 
which would come from them to Market were they 
not prevented by these People, which is the Means of 
considerably enhancing the Price—That there is not a 
Doubt but that more than Half the Cattle, both Beasts 
and Sheep (but more particularly the Beasts) are 
jobbed that come into Smithfield—That in the Month 
of June last he was cheapening some Cattle of a Mr. 
Pooley, a Salesman in Smithfield, who asked a great 
Price for them, that he (the Witness) asked what 
could be the Cause of it, and he (the Salesman) told 
him he believed it was in consequence of jobbing; 
and that a Mr. Lowdon and Co. of Norwich, had, 
during the Spring of 1795, jobbed upwards of a 
thousand Beasts, by which they must have cleared at 
least 2,000/.: And the Witness further said, that 
Mr. J. Earle, a Salesman in Smithfield, said to him, 
he wished jobbing to be done away within Thirty Miles 
of London, for trat it was arrived to a very alarmin 
Heighth, and that by Means of the Jobbers he coul 
give no Satisfaction to his Employers the Graziers, 
who did not deal with Jobbers; that the Practice of 
jobbing has existed for a considerable Time, but never 
to that Excess which it has done. for the last Two 
Years,—And being asked, Whether there would be 
any Difficulty in the Farmers and Graziers getting 
their Stock to London were there no such Men as 
Jobbers? he said, None at all, for there are Drovers 
for that Purpose, as regularly calling for the Stock as 
the Butchers send their Journeymen round with Meat 
to their Customers.—And being asked, Whether he 
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conceived the Practice of jobbing enhanced the Price 
of Cattle in the London Market? he said, Very consi- 
derably.—Then, ' 

Mr. John Hawkes, a Cutting Butcher, being called 
in, was asked, What Information he could give re- 
specting the jobbiug of Cattle? he said, He has seen 
great Quantities brought to Market by Men who were 
known to be Jobbers, and never fed Cattle—That 
several of the Salesmen complain very much, and 
think they are a very great Evil, and the Cause of 
enhancing the Price of Meat very much; and that he 
(the Witness) is of the same Opinion—That no longer 
ago than Friday he saw a Jobber in Smithfield, who 
had got some very fine Scotch Beasts, and asked at the 
Rate of 7: d. per \b.—that Mr. Se/f, a Salesman, came 
up, and said, he hoped the Jobbers would be deceived, 
and not get the Price they had given for their Cattle, 
and: that he wished to see all Jobbers suppressed, for 
they caused so much Confusion among the Graziers in 
the Country, that it was impossible for the Salesmen 
to give Satisfaction to the Graziers who employed 
them—that the Jobbers rode about the Country, and 
if they found a Grazier who was not inclined to sell 
them his Cattle, but determined to send them to the 
London Market, they very often tempted them with 
Prices more than they were really worth, to induce the 
Graziers to let them have them, and so get the Stock 
into their own Hands—That when the Graziers have 
sent their Cattle to Market after the Jobbers have 
been with them, it was impossible for the Salesmen to 
give Satisfaction, because the Jobbers had bid more 
for their Cattle than they knew they were worth— 
That he (the Salesman) had many Times been bid a 
very good Price for Cattle by Butchers, and frequently 
more than they could make of them, which he has 
been obliged to refuse, as he knew the Jobbers had 
been with the Graziers, and offered more—That he 
(the Salesman) was very certain, while Jobbers were 
allowed, Meat would never be cheap in this Metro- 
polis—That the Markets all along the Road up to 
London were so infested with Jobbers, that the Graziers 
could not get their Cattle up to London, although they 
had sent them out with Drovers, with Orders for them 
to be drove to the London Market.—That a Butcher 
at Stevenage told him (the Witness) that the Cattle 
were so entirely in the Hands of Jobbers, that he was 
often obliged to come to Smithfield to buy Cattle of 
them, though many went through the Place from 
whence he came.—That the Witness has a Brother in 
Worcestershire (a Butcher), who lately wrote to him to 
know the Price of Meat in the London Market, for 
that the Jobbers so infested the Fairs, and monopolized 
the Cattle, that they are obliged to give any Price 
they demand—That he (the Witness) has seen the same 
Thing in Smithfield Market an hundred Times—That 
his Brother likewise informed him by his Letter, that 
there is a Jobber in store Sheep comes to their Market 
every Week, and very seldom buys so few as an Hun- 
dred, and that those Sheep are brought there by Job- 
bers, so that none of the Farmers or Graziers in the 
Neighbourhood can have any until such Time as the 
above Person has had the Refusal of them, and taken 
as many as he thinks fit—That he (the Witness’s Bro- 
ther) could have pointed out Twenty of these Sort of 
Jobbers within this Twelvemonth—that they have the 
Market entirely in their own Hands, and that he never 
saw a greater Plenty of fat Cattle at this Time of the 
Year than there is at present.—And being asked, 
Whether there would be any Difficulty in the Farmer or 
Grazier conveying his Stock to London, if there were 
no such Persons as Jobbers? he said, Not the least, 
as the Graziers know as well how to have their Cattle 
conducted to Smithfield Market, as if they were within 
Two Miles of it—That it is the Custom of the Sales- 
men, where they are not interrupted by the Jobbers, 
to send their Drovers round to the. different Farmers 
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and Graziers for their Cattle, and write to them, 
when they find the Market is bkey to want a Supply. 
—And being asked, Whether the Farmers and Graziers 
would not get rather more than less for their Cattle, 
while the Cmitinish got his Meat cheaper, if there 
were no Jobbers? he said, He believed they would, 
though there might sometimes be an Exception—That 
it is the general Opinion of those who frequent Smith- 
Jfield Market, that Three Fourths of the Cattle are 
jobbed before they get there; and that he has been 
frequently informed by Salesmen, that Cattle are 
jobbed Four or Five different Times before they reach 
Smithfield Market.—And being asked, Whether he 
knew a Mr. E. Cramp? he said, Yes, and that he 
attends different Markets—That Mr. Turpin, a Salesman 
and Butcher at St. Jves, informed a Mr. Smith and 
him, that Cramp generally attended St. Ives and Ste- 
venage Markets, and had bought Eighty-one Head of 
fat Cattle that were on the Road coming to Smithfield ; 
and that he was going again to Stevenage for the same 
Purpose.—Then, 

Mr. Thomas Smith, a Cutting Butcher, being 
called: in, was asked, What Information he could 
give respecting the bringing of Cattle to Market ?>— 
he confirmed the Evidence given by the last Witness, 
as to the jobbing of Mr. Cramp, and said, That that 
Practice must necessarily increase the Price of Meat to 
the Consumer—That Tunbridge, Sevenoaks, and Maid- 
stone, have been the Seat of jobbing for some Time, 
and that jobbing is now become almost general 
throughout the Kingdom, by which is obtained a 
Command over the Graziers, and enhance the Price 
in the London Market—That he knows a Person at 
Stowe on the Wolds, a very considerable Dealer in that 
Way, and that the Butchers about can buy nothing 
for him.—Then, 

Mr. John Bate, a Cutting Butcher, being called in, 
was asked, When Beef first made any considerable Ad- 
vance? he said, About Seven Years ago—That about 
that Time one Godson, a Carcase Butcher, informed 
him, that he had some Cattle in Smithfield which net- 
ted to him from 3/. to 5/. per Head by jobbing.—And 
being asked, What he conceived to be a fair Profit 
on his Meat? he said, 3d. per Stone of 8 lbs.—And 
being asked, Whether he knew what a Carcase Butcher’s 
Profit is? he said, Nearly equal to the Cutting Butcher's 
—That if the Cutting Butchers were to kill their own 
Meat, they would gain after the Rate of 6 d. per Stone ; 
but, owing to the j obbers, they are unable to purchase 
live Meat.—Then, 

Mr. John Pope, a Cutting Butcher, being called in, 
was asked, What he knew respecting jobbing? he 
said, That he has heard from Salesmen, with whom 
he has dealt, that the Beasts he had been about to 
purchase were jobbed ; and that they wished jobbing 
was totally abolished, as it bred such Confusion in the 
Country ; and that if they could have the Cattle im- 
mediately from the Graziers to the Market, they 
could sell them at a Price to satisfy the Butcher.— 
And being asked, What further Information he could 
give respecting the Practice of jobbing? he said, From 
the Salesmen he has heard that the Cattle sent to 
Smithfield, particularly on a Friday, are Three Parts 
jobbed Beasts, and that it was impossible to sell those 
Beasts that were Graziers Beasts to the Satisfaction of 
their Employers, as the Jobbers had been many of them 
éndeavouring to buy those Beasts, and finding the 
Graziers not inclined to sell, they have used this Ar- 
gument, that the Beasts would fetch more then than if 
kept Five or Six Weeks longer, by which Means they 
have drawn off the Beasts before they have been ready 
to come, so that there must be lost, out of every Score 
of Beasts that come, at least One Fourth in Quantity, 
by Means of being drawn away by Jobbers — That 
when the Jebbers go to the Graziers, and they are not 
inclined to sell them, they endeavour to tempt them 
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by a Price far more than they even inted td give } so 
when those Beasts are sent to Smith/ield, the Salesmen 
are not able to make the Money for them as bid by 
the Jobber, and the next Quantity of Beasts the Gra- 
zier has to dispose of, he is inclined to sell to the Job- 
ber, fearing they may not fetch in the Market so much 
as before—That he (the Witness) thinks that it is im- 
possible for the Public to have meat at any fair Price 
whilst this Practice is continued, nor the Cutting 
Butcher be enabled to get a Living—And_ being 
asked, Whether he ever enquired the Price of Sheep 
in Smithfield Market, and found they were not to be 
sold till a Jobber had the Refusal, and which Jobber 
afterwards sold them to him? he said, Yes; and that 
they were sold to him by the same Salesman on thie 
Jobber’s Account.—That a Grazier in Bedfordshire in- 
formed him (the Witness) that he could not get a 
Lot of store Sheep into his Hands that had not been 
jobbed before, and that he wished it was abolished, as 
it was an Injury to the Public.—-And being asked, If 
Jobbers were entirely abolished, would it put the 
Grazier under any Difficulty in sending his Stock to 
the London Market? he said, There are Drovers be- 
longing to all Parts of the Kingdom, who collect Cattle 
from the Graziers.—Then, 

Mr. Edward Adams, late a Salesman in Smithfield, 
being examined, said, He had been Salesman near 
Fifty Years.—-And being asked, What has been the 
Practice of jobbing? he said, That Beasts have been 
jobbed ever since he could remember, and that he 
has sold many such Cattle—that the Jobbers buy their 
Oxen of the Graziers in the Country—that he has sold 
for Graziers as well as Jobbers; and that the Cattle 
take all the same Chance in the Market.—And being 
asked, Whether the Farmers and Graziers would be 
under any Difficulty in sending their Cattle to Smith- 
Jield, were there no such People as Jobbers? he said, 
They would not.—And being asked, Whether he 
knew of any Instances of Jobbers meeting the Droves? 
he said, That Butchers sometimes met them at Houn- 
slow, and bought them for their own Use.—And be- 
ing asked, If he knew of any Practice of forestalling 
in the London Market? he said, That such Things are 
done, but that he never sold Beasts in the Market 
twice over—That the Graziers and Farmers consign 
their Cattle to the Salesman in London, and send a 
Letter, informing him, that on such a Day they in- 
tend sending so many.— And being asked, Whether 
those Cattle always arrive? he said, Sometimes an 
Accident happened on the Road—That he never knew 
any Cattle oats on the Road.—And being asked, 
How the Jobbers deal? he said, They sometimes 


bought Beasts at Smithfield, and other Markets in the’ 


Country—That he would never have any Thing to do 
with Jobbers, because he did not like them, as they 
bought Cattle to sell again in the same Market.— 
And being asked, How often he has known the same 
Beast sold in the same Market? he said, He could 
not tell how often, but that there has been a good 
deai of that Practice, and by People who make it 
their Business to job Cattle. — And being asked, If 
those People were not suffered, would the Market 
be as well supplied? he said, Yes; for the Cat- 
tle -must come.—And being asked, Whether he has 
not heard One and all declare that the enormous 
Price given for lean Stock was entirely owing to the 
Practice of jobbing? he said, Yes, most certainly ; 
and that he fully concurred in that Opinion.—And 
being asked, Whether he did not attribute the enor- 
mous Addition in the Price of Oxen at the Coun 
Fairs to the Practice of jobbing? he said, He did.— 
And being asked, If there was an End put to the 
Practice of jobbing, whether the Butcher would not be 
enabled to sell his Meat cheaper than at present? 
he said, It might certainly make a Difference.— 
Then, 
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Mr. Thomas Holbech, a Salesman in Smithfield, being 
called in, was asked, How Cattle were brought to 
Smithfield Market? he said, They are consigned to 
Drovers, in different Parts of the Country, some by 
the Graziers and others by the Jobbers.—And being 
asked, What was the Nature of a Jobber? he said, 


One who buys of the Graziers, and sells again in the 


Country, or brings them to London; that there are 
a great Number in that Way, both in buying Jean and 
fat Cattle to sell again ; they go round to the Farmers 
and buy their Stock ; the lean they take to the Country 
Fairs, and sell to the Graziers, and the fat Stock they 
send to the Country and London Markets, but chiefly 
to London—That he has been informed by Graziers, 
that there are great Numbers of store Cattle which 
advance 2/. per Head between their going from the 
Breeder to the Grazier; and that Jobbers, at Times, 
have made from 2/. to 3/. per Head.—And being 
asked, Whether there would be any Difficulty in the 
Graziers getting their Cattle to Smithfield Market were 
there no Jobbers? he said, None :—That since he has 
known the Business, many Graziers used to come with 
Cattle who now dealt with Jobbers.—That he has 
known a great Deal of the Practice of buying and 
selling — in the same Market—That a short Time 
ago a Northamptonshire Grazier had a Lot of Beasts 
in Smithfield fitter for Store than Sale, and he (the 
Witness) saw him sell Two or Three to one Hancock, 
who took them to the other Side of the Market, and 
there had them tied to the Rails in order to be sold 
again—That he himself has received Cattle for the 
Purpose of selling again, but has, with several others, 
discontinued that Practice—that it is still done, and he 
hears of it every Day—That he has often sold Beasts for 
one Cramp, a Jobber, and that he generally fixed the Price 
they were to go at—That the Practice of the Market is, 
for Graziers to leave the Price to the Salesman, and 
for him to sell according as the Market goes—That it 
is the constant Practice of leaving Cattle at Islington, 
Knightsbridge, and other Places round London, at some 
of which Places he has seen both Beasts and Sheep 
bought by the Jobbers—That he has known Beasts sold 
in Smithfield, and again sold in the same Market at an 
Advance of 2/. per Head—that he himself has sold 
Beasts again which have made as great an Advance— 
That since he has discontinued the Practice of regrating, 
he has lost some of his best Customers, unto the Amount 
of 50/. per Year.—That he knows there are many who 
support themselves by jobbing—That the Graziers in 
Shropshire, Herefordshire, Gloucestershire, Worcester- 
shire, and Glamorganshire, all complain of not being 
able to buy any store Cattle of the Breeders, on Account 
of their being all engrossed by the Jobbers.—And being 
asked, Whether there would be any Difficulty in the 
Graziers getting their Cattle to Smithfield if there 
were no Jobbers? he said, None, even from the most 
remote Parts of this Kingdom, or Scot/land.—That the 
Price of Meat is greatly enhanced in Smithfield by the 
Practice of Jobbing ; and he thinks the Mischief pro- 
ceeds from first jobbing the lean Cattle, and after- 
wards the fat Cattle—That the Jobbers go, on the 
Evening before the Saturday Market Days, to Islington, 
Mile End, Knightsbridge, &c. which are the resting 
Places for Catt'e coming to Smithfield, and there pur- 
chase sometimes One Third of them—That he has 
known 300 and upwards sold at Hounslow and Knights- 
bridge on a Thursday, and not more than 700 have 
been in the Smithfield Market the next Day—That 
the Salesman considers the Cattle actually delivered 
to him as soon as they arrive at their resting Places 
round the Town, after which he is responsible, should 
One or more be lost—The Salesman employs his own 
People to bring them to Market, and has the sole Di- 
rection when they shall be brought— That the Grazier 
does not, according to the Custom of the Market, put 
a Price on the Cattle, but the Jobber does; and that 
i)

before this. Practice of jobbing took place in the Man- 
ner it is now, the Market was as well supplied with 
Cattle, and were much lower in Price.—Then, 

Mr. Robert Cook, a Salesman in Smithfield Market, 
being called in, was asked, What he knew respect- 
ing the jobbing of Cattle? he said, That there is a 
vast deal of it; and that the Jobbers go to the diffe- 
rent Markets in the Country and buy Stock, which 
they send to Simithfield—And being asked, What Ef- 
fect that has upon the London Market? he said, If 
Cattle were to come from the Graziers, and not 
through the Jobbers Hands, it would be much better, 
because the Jobbers let the Salesmen know what the 
Cattle cost them, so that they (the Salesmen) often hold 
up the Price, which if they had come from the Graziers, 
must have taken the regular Market Price ; and that 
they are more at Discretion with respect to Graziers 
Cattle—That the meeting of Cattle on their Road to 
Smithfield is frequently practised, by which Means 
they get into the Hands of Jobbers.—And being asked, 
What Information he could give respecting regrating ? 
he said, That there is a very injurious Practice of re- 
grating in Smithfield Market, but he believes it to be 
done chiefly by Butchers ; that jobbing is very pre- 
judicial to the Country Markets, but cannot speak to 
the Number of Beasts and Sheep jobbed :—That at a 
Meeting of Salesmen, it was their Opinion, that job- 
bing was very prejudicial, and ought to be put a Stop 
to; and that the high Price of Meat was as injurious 
to the Salesmen as to the Public.—And being asked, 
Whats the Meaning of the Term “being in Price :” 
he said, That is, after the Salesman has fixed a Price on 
the Cattle, the Purchaser ought, by the Custom of the 
Market, to have a certain Time allowed him for Re- 
fusal;—and being asked, Whether the Carcase But- 
cher could always be supplied in Smithfield? he said, 
He thinks they could ; that they have had very plen- 
tiful Markets, but that there is a very great Con- 
sumption ; and that the Scarcity of Pork he thinks 
seems to increase the Price of Meat.—Then, 

Mr. Daniel Sharpe being examined, said, That he 
is Clerk to Smithfield Market, and appointed by the 
City of London—And being asked, What Information 
he could give respecting jobbing? he said, That there 
is a great deal of jobbing from Romford Market in 
every Respect, both in Beasts, Sheep, and Pigs—That 
pag are bought at Romford which are consigned 
for Smithfield by Carcase Butchers and others, who 
make a Living in that Way, and that the same is like- 
wise done at Southall, Hayes, and other Places; some 
are bought to kill, and others to sell again in Smith- 
Jield Market—That Beasts are bought by the Jobbers 
out of the Hands of the Salesmen, at different Places, 
in selling which the Salesmen save an Expence and 
Trouble, as they charge the Grazier the same Com- 
mission when sold within Twenty Miles of London, as 
if they had come to Smithfield—That there is also a 
very great Practice of jobbing, or rather regrating, in 
Smithfield Market, in Cattle being bought by one Set 
of Men, and then taken to another Part of the Market, 
and consigned to another Salesman, who is informed 
what Price they were first sold at, and unless that Price 
can be raised, they are driven out of the Market, and 
kept for another Day, by which Practices very consi- 
derable Profits have been made, as much as 2/. 
Head, and frequently more—That in general there has 
been a very good Supply in the Market, as good as 
ever known at this Time of the Year—That Beasts 
which are bought in the Country by Jobbers are sent. 
into Smithfield Market, such as a Score or Thirty at a 


Time, belonging to One Man, which would otherwise 
have been sent in smaller Lots, and by which the 
Market would be more regularly supplied—That the 
Jobbers are enabled, by the above Means, to throw in 
or keep back large Quantities of Cattle, in order. to 
keep up the Price of the Market—That at Adi/e ri 
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from the Norfolk Road, he has known as many as from 
Four to Six hundred Head of Cattle sent to Carcase 
Butchers, which would otherwise have come to Market 
alive, so that the Carcase Butchers can fix any Price 
on them, and particularly when there is a short Market 
at Smithfield—And being asked, Whether it was not 
customary to enter the Quantity of Stock sold? He 
said, he takes an Account of the Number of Beasts 
and Sheep brought into the Market, but has no Ac- 
count given him of the Number sold, or the Prices they 
sold at; but thinks if a Register was kept it would be a 
great public Benefit, and prevent, in a great Measure, 
the Malpractice of regrating and forestalling, which is 
now carried on to a very great Extent; and that it might 
as easily be done as in the case of Hay and Straw, 
which Account he keeps.—Then, 

Mr. Thomas Holbech being again examined, said, 
That it was the Opinion of several respectable Graziers 
in Smithfield, that the jobbing of store Cattle was very 
injurious to the Public—That a Grazier informed him, 
that he had been at Pontypool Fair, in Wales, and there 
was not a Pair of Beasts to be got but what came 
through the Hands of One or more Jobbers, which 
raised the Price considerably—That One Person in 
particular had jobbed for him (the Witness) Twenty- 
four Beasts, upon which was gained 49/. in the 
Course of Eight or Nine Days; which Beasts, or the 
major Part of them, would have come to Smithfield 
Market from the Graziers in the regular Course— 
That there are great Numbers of Beasts and Sheep 
sent to Smithfield from the Jobbers in Price, which 
has some Effect on the Market—That he has known 
400 Sheep and 40 Beasts purchased by Jobbers in a 
Day at Sevenoaks, and sent to Smithfield; and that near 
that Quantity are frequently bought at Tunbridge and 
Maidstone, and sent to Smithfield at an advanced Price ; 
and that the same Circumstance happens on all the 
Roads by which Smithfield is supplied with Beasts and 
Sheep—That he thinks, if the Practice of jobbing is 
not done away, every Person will enter into that Line 
—That if the Market Day was altered to the Thursday 
instead of Friday, it would be of great Benefit to the 
Public, and be the Means of equalizing the Market, and 
preserving a great Quantity of Meat, as the Cattle 
might then be killed ina more proper State than when 
bought on the Friday, in the Heat of the Day, and 
killed for the Saturday Market: And the Witness 
added, That there are great Quantities of Cattle at Mile 
End, and other Places, which are sent to the commis- 
sioned Butchers to kill before they go to Smithfield, 
which, were they to come, it would make a very great 
Difference in the Appearance of the Market.—Then, 

Thomas Meriton, a Drover, being examined, said, 
That he drives for several Carcase Butchers, and also 
attends Smithfield Market—That he drives, in the 
Course of the Week, from Hayes and Southall Markets, 
about 200 Sheep—That his Employers often attend at 
the Pens round London in the Summer Time, while the 
Lambs last, and procure sometimes to the Amount of 
Three or Four hundred, which he has drove to their own 
Houses to kill, without their having been in Smithfield 
Market—That he has sometimes drove from Mile End 
to Whitechapel, perhaps a Score or more of commis- 
sioned Sheep, consigned to-the Carcase Butcher to kill ; 
and that he knows a Carcase Butcher, of the Name of 
Boot, to have had on a Sunday Three or Four hundred 
commissioned Sheep consigned to him to kill, and which 
never went into Smithfield—Then, 

Mr. John Hawkes being again called in, was asked, 
What Information he could give respecting the Practice 
of regrating? he said, That it is his Business to attend 
Smithfield Market, and that he has constantly observed 
a Set of People who make it their constant Practice 
to regrate, which greatly enhances the Price of Meat to 
the Consumer; and that he has often been obliged 
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to buy Cattle at an advanced Price of these Sort of Cutting Re- 
People, which he has known to have been sold before tail Butchers 


on the same Day in Smithfield—That if the Regrators ae re- 
cannot get their advance Price, they turn the Cattle out °””” 


of the Market; and that he has known this to have 
happened to the same Cattle Three Market Days suc- 
cessively, and by which Means the Meat has been very 
much injured. —Then, 

Mr. Thomas Covington, a Cutting Butcher, being 
examined, confirmed the above Practices.—And, 

Mr. George Bishop, a Cutting Butcher, being like- 
wise examined, confirmed the said Practices ; and added, 
That he has known an Instance of a Regrator buying 
Five Beasts in a fictitious Name, and selling them again, 
on the same Day, at a Profit of 7 /.—Then, 

John Pass, a Drover, being examined, said, That he 
has known, out of 800 Sheep which came from Mile 
End, 600 sent to the Carcase Butchers to be killed, 
without being drove into Smithfield; and that they are 
sent from the Jobbers to the Carcase Butchers, think- 
ing they can get more for their Sheep than if sent into 
Smithfield Market—That about Five in Six of those 
consigned to the Carcase Butchers belong to Jobbers, 
and about Half the Remainder, which go to Smithjfield, 
belong to Graziers—That it is the Practice of the 
Carcase Butchers to go to Romford ona Monday, not a 
Market Day there, and buy up the Sheep and Lambs, 
which he has known them to do to the Amount of 
800 and upwards at a Time; and that the Carcase 
Butchers have Stables and other Places to keep their 
Sheep in, and so kill certain Quantities at a Time, 
in order that the Market may not become too cheap.— 

en, 

Joseph Rodd, a Drover, being examined, said, That 
he drives Sheep for several Carcase Butchers, and to 
Smithfield Market, from Mile End and Romford—That 
on an Average he drives to the Carcase Butchers about 
Twelve hundred a Week, which he meets at J/ile 
End, none of which go to Smithfield Market; but that 
he drives more from Mile End to Smithfield than he 
does to the Carcase Butchers—That the Carcase 
Butchers Sheep are drove to them on a Thursday and 
Sunday; and that he pays the Country Drovers at 
Mile End, and is reimbursed the Expence by his Em- 
ployers at Whitechapel—And being asked, In what 
Quantities the Carcase Butchers killed their Sheep? he 
said, In such Quantities according as the Trade is.— 
Then, 

William Dillow, a Bullock Drover, being examined, 
said, That he drives Cattle from Romford both for 
Butchers and Salesemen—That the Carcase Butchers go 
there to buy Cattle, and that the Salesmen sell them 
great Numbers of Beasts at Mile End—That he has 
known Thirty or Forty commissioned Beasts on a 
Sunday drove to the Carcase Butchers to kill—That it 
is a common Practice for People to buy Cattle at 
Romford and Mile End for the Purpose of selling again 
in Smithfield, and which Beasts are originally consigned 
for Smithfield by the Graziers—That it is likewise a 
Practice to buy Cattle on their Road to Sitti 
and have them drove into the Market by Way of Blind, 
and having had the Smithfield Mark. put upon them, 
without their having been tied up, send them to their. 
own Houses—That he has seen One Man in Smithfield | 
Market buy Twenty or Thirty Beasts at a Time, and 
has known him turn them over to a Salesman to be 
sold by him in the same Market on the same Day— 
That the Practice of driving the Beasts into the Market 
for pretended Sale, is a roguish Thing, for when, 


, Butchers want to buy, there are none to sell—the.. 


same with Sheep—that he has known as many as Five 
or Six hundred Sheep sold at Mile End on a Sunda to 
the Carcase Butchers, and Forty or Fifty Beasts, which 
would have gone to Smithfield had it not been for , 
them; and that no longer than the last mae 
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Mile End, he saw Sixty Beasts which were left out 
on the Sunday, lest the Market should be too cheap.— 
Then, 

Mr. John Bate being again examined, said, That 
forestalling increased to a great. Extent soon after the 
Act of the Twelfth of the present King was repealed 
—That it is usual for Carcase Butchers to buy Four or 
Five hundred Sheep in a Day, and that the Practice 
is become. almost general—That most of the Stock of 
Sheep in Smithfield is forestalled, by which Means the 
Market is raised, and the worst Meat sold there—That 
he has known Mutton sold at an Advance of One 
Half-penny or Penny per Pound, while the Carcase 
Butchers have had several hundred Sheep near London 
which they could have sold at the reduced Price— 
That when he has not been able to buy in the Market, 
he has been obliged to apply to the Carcase Butchers, 
and give them what they demanded—That the Carcase 
Butchers meet the Droves of Beasts some Miles from 
London, the Day before the Market, and purchase them 
to kill; so that the Cutting Butchers are forced to go 
to them, and buy at their own Prices, by which Means 
the Meat is raised above its Value to the Consumer; 
and that on Monday last, 250 Head of Cattle were 
kept back from the Market at Mile End only, which, 
had they have come to Smithfield, would alone have 
made Beef One Farthing a Pound cheaper.—Then, 

Mr. Evan Edwards, a Cutting Butcher, being 
called in, was asked, What Information he could 
give respecting forestalling? he said, That he has 
often found himself obliged to go to Southall and 
Hayes for Cattle, owing to the great Difficulty of get- 
ting it in the London Market, from the Preference 
shewn to Carcase Butchers—That it is usual for the 
London Carcase Butchers to buy at Southall and Hayes 
from Five to Fifteen hundred Sheep and Lambs in a 
Day—That he has heard a Carcase Butcher in Smith- 
Jield Market, exulting to a Salesman, and say, that 
they had bought up nearly all the best Lambs for the 
London Market, so that there would be none for the 
Cutting Butchers, and therefore should have their own 
Price ; and that he himself had killed Three hundred 
for Sale on that Day—That he has met with frequent 
Instances where a Preference has been given to Car- 
case Butchers in the Purchase of Beasts; and that he 
has had them taken out of his Hands, when they have 
been in Price to him, and sold to the Carcase Butchers ; 
and that he thinks the Town would be supplied much 
better than it now is, if there were no Carcase Butchers. 
— Then, 

Mr. Thomas Marvin, a Cutting Butcher, being exa- 
mined, said, That he has been under the Necessity of 
going to Places round London in order to buy Beasts, 
not being able to procure them at Simithfield—That he 
has seen upwards of 300 Sheep consigned for Simithfield 
Market stop at Hounslow, and not 100 of them have 
been sent there—That he was informed by a Mr. Jreson, 
a very great Grazier and Salesman, last Monday, that 
he had been at Bishop’s Castle Fair, where he had been 
used to buy his Cattle from the Breeders, and that 
there were great Plenty of Cattle, but all in the Hands 
of Jobbers, some of which he knew to have been 
jobbed Two or Three Times; and that he was 
obliged to give an Advance of 10s. upon Cattle 
bought by Jobbers before his Face, but that there was 
no Possibility of his getting them any other Way.— 
That he, the Witness, has known a Regrator purchase 
Beasts of a Salesman while in Price to a Cutting 
Butcher, on which Beasts the Cutting Butcher after- 
wards offered an Advance to the Regrator of 2/. on 
the original Price asked by the Salesman, which was 
refused.—Then, 

Mr. Daniel Sharpe being again examined, said, That 
there is a Practice of bringing Calves into Smithfield 
the Evening before the Market Day, and taking them in 
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Carriages down the Inn Yards, where they are sold to 
different Butchers, without ever being brought into the 
open Market, to the Amount of from One thousand to 
Fifteen hundred in a Year; and that he, as Clerk of the 
Market, has no Right to take an Account of them, the 
Inn Yards being no Part of the Market.— Then, 

Mr. Richard Butler, \ate a Cutting Butcher, being 
examined, said, That he once offered a Salesman who 
had Two Beasts of a Jobber, and a free Heifer, mean- 
ing a Grazier’s or Farmer’s, 58 /. for the Two Beasts, 
and for the Heifer 13/. 15.5. and that he afterwards 
bought the Whole for 72/—that he paid, by the 
Salesman’s Direction, 59/. to the Money Taker for the 
Beasts, and only 13/. for the Heifer, although he had 
before offered 13/. 15s. and that the Salesman de- 
clared, he had before refused 14/. for the Heifer.— 
Then, ‘ 

Mr. Christopher Bate, a Cutting Butcher, being exa- 
mined, said, That in a Conversation he had some Time 
since with a Mr. Godson, a Beef Carcase Butcher, he 
informed him (the Witness) that in consequence of a 
Dispute which had happened between him and one 
Archer, a Beast Salesman, he went into Norfolk, the 
Country where Archer received his Beasts from, and 
bought up, of the Graziers and Farmers, Eight hun- 
dred, which otherwise would have been consigned to 
Archer in Smithfield, so that he had scarcely any to sell 
during that Season.—And, 

Mr. Richard Elland, a Cutting Butcher, being exa- 
mined, said, That he has heard Jobbers boast of their 
Profits, and has heard One in particular say he got 7 /. 
upon One particular Bullock. 
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That upon the Whole of the Evidence your Com- . 


mittee have come to the following Resolvtions : 

Resolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Practices of Carcase Butchers, in monopo- 
lizing Smithfield and other Markets, is One Cause of 
the Dearness of Butcher's Meat within the Bills of 
Mortality, which Practices have of late Years much 
increased ; and therefore the Trade of Carcase Butchers 
ought to be regulated. 

Resolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Practices of Jobbers and others who buy 
Cattle and Sheep on Speculation, which are afterwards 
sold at advanced Prices several Times before they are 
purchased by the Cutting Retail Butchers (by which 
several unnecessary Profits are obtained between the 
Farmer and Consumer) are principal Causes of the 
Dearness of Butcher's Meat within the Bills of Mor- 
tality ; these Practices having increased of late Years 
to an excessive Height, ought to be abolished. 

Resolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That forestalling and regrating tend greatly to enhance 
the Price of Butcher’s Meat; and that these Practices 
having increased of late Years, to the great Detriment 
of the Public, ought to be more effectually prevented 
by a summary Mode of Conviction.

and the Judge Advocate also sworn ; 


John Fenton Cawthorne, Esquire, Colonel of the 


Westminster Regiment of Middlesex Militia, came Pri- 
soner before the Court; and was arraigned upon the 
following Articles of Charge, as preferred against him by 
Lieutenant Colonel Andrew Dennis O' Kelly of the same 
Regiment ; viz. 
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Charge 1st.—“ That the said Colonel Cawthorne 
received from the Receiver General of the Land 
Tax for the County of Adiddlesexr, in the Year 1793, 
when the said Regiment was ordered into actual 
Service, the Guineas, by an Act of Parliament, passed 
in the Twenty-sixth Year of His present Majesty, 
intituled, “* An Act for amending, and reducing into 
One Act of Parliament, the Laws relating to the 
Militia in that Part of Great Britain called England,” 
directed to be paid by the said Receiver General to 


* the Captains or other Commanding Officers of every 


Company of Militia so ordered out, for the Use of 
every Private Militia Man belonging to his Company, 
and for the Use of every Recruit, whilst in actual 
Service as aforesaid (commonly called The Marching 


* Guineas) and did withhold the said several Guineas 


so by him ‘received, or some Part thereof, from the 
respective Captains, or other Officers commanding 
Companies in the said Regiment, whereby the said 
Captains or other Officers commanding Companies, 
were prevented from laying out such Money for the 
Advantage of the respective Militia Men, according 
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to the Directions of the said Act; and which Receipt 
of the said Money for Marching Guineas by Colonel 
Cawthorne, and the withholding of the same from the 
Captains of the Regiment, are in direct Violation of 
the cI*' Section of the said Militia Act, and a Mis- 
application of Monies with which Colonel Cawthorne 
was entrusted for the Payment of the Soldiers under 
his Command, against the IV" Article of the x1" 
Section of the Articles of War; and also against the 
11° Article of the Xx‘ Section of the said Articles 
of War, or some or One of them. 

2d.—“ That several of the Militia Men having 
complained that the said Colonel Cawthorne had 
withholden the said Guineas, Lieutenant General 
Lascelles (then Major General Lascelles) did at the 
Camp at Brighton, in the Month of October 1793, 
by Order of his Grace the Duke of Richmond, in- 
vestigate the Grounds of such Complaints; and 
upon such Investigation the said Colonel was ordered 
by the Duke of Richmond, and by the Secretary at 
War, or by One of them, to redress the same ; and 
the said Colonel having refused or neglected to obey 
such Order, several of the Militia Men of the said 
Regiment did, at Zydd Camp, in the Month of Sep- 
tember 1794, again complain thereof to General Sir 
William Howe and Lieutenant General Lascelles : 
That the said Colonel Cawthorne did, on or about 
the 4th Day of November 1794, on receiving Direc- 
tions for that Purpose from the said Generals, or 
One of them, order the Captains, or other Com- 
manding Officers of Companies in the said Regi- 
ment, to give Credit in their Accounts to the 
Militia Men for the said Guineas called Marching 
Guineas: Nevertheless the said Colonel Cawthorne, 
having fraudulently obtained from several Persons 
who had agreed to serve as Substitutes, and from 
other Militia Men, Receipts or Agreements in re- 
spect of such Marching Guineas, did afterwards, viz. 
on or about the 20th Day of November 1794, issue 
Orders to the said Captains, or other Commanding 
Officers of Companies, not to account for the said 
Guineas to such of the Militia Men, or Substitutes 
serving as Militia Men, as by any Receipt or Agree- 
ment appeared to have received the same; whereby 
the said Colonel Cawthorne did, in a scandalous in- 
famous Manner, unbecoming the Character of an 
Officer and a Gentleman, attempt to avail himself 
of such Receipts or Agreements so fraudulently 
obtained.

famous Manner, unbecoming the Character of an 
Officer and a Gentleman, discharge several of the 
Militia Men of the said Regiment, viz.

13th.—* That the said Colonel Cawthorne having, 
“ on the 28th Day of July 1794, by his own Authority, 
“* reduced Serjeant Thomas Jackson to the Rank of a 
“ Private Militia Man, for an Offence of which he 
‘* was, on the 4th Day of August, fully acquitted by a 
“« Court Martial, did, notwithstanding such Acquittal,

Tuesday, 15th December 1795. 


The COURT, after mature Consideration of the 
Evidence before them, touching the First, Second, 
and Eighth Articles of Charge, proceeded to give 
their Opinion as follows ; viz. 


First Article of Charge. 

With regard to the First Article of Charge, it appears 
to the Court, that Colonel Cawthorne did receive, from 
the Receiver General of the Land Tax for the County 
of Middlesex, in the Year 1793, when the Westminster 
Regiment of Middlesex Militia was ordered into actual 
Service, the Guineas, by an Act of Parliament passed 
in the Twenty-sixth Year of His present Majesty, 
intituled, “ An Act for amending and reducing into One 
“ Act of Parliament, the Laws relating, to the Militia, 
** in that Part of Great Britain called England,” di- 
rected to be paid by the said Receiver General to the 
Captains or other Commanding Officers of every Com- 
pany of Militia so ordered out, for the Use of every 
Private Militia Man belonging to his Company, and 
for the Use of every Recruit whilst in actual Service as 
aforesaid (commonly called the Marching Guineas), and 
the Court is of Opinion, that the said Colonel Cawthorne 
is guilty of having withheld some of the said Guineas 
so by him received, from the respective Captains or 
other Officers commanding Companies in the said 
Regiment, whereby the said Captains or other Officers 
commanding Companies were prevented from laying 
out such Money for the Advantage of the respective 
Militia Men, according to the Directions of the said 
Act; by which Receipt of the said Money for March- 
ing Guineas by him, and by his withholding the same 
from the Captains of the Regiment, contrary to the 
Provision made by the CI* Section of the said Militia 
Act, the said Colonel Cawthorne has misapplied Monies 
which has been entrusted to him for the Payment of 
the Militia Men under his Command. 


Second Article of Charge, 

With regard to the Second Article of Charge, it 
appears to the Court that several of the Militia Men, 
having ‘complained that the said Colonel Cawthorne 
had withholden the said Guineas, Lieutenant General 

- Lascelles 
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Lascelles (then Major General Lascelles) did, at the 
Camp at Brighton, in the Month of October 1793, by 
Order of his Grace the Duke of Richmond, investigate 
the Grounds of such Complaints; and, upon such In- 
vestigation, the said Colonel was ordered by the Duke 
of ‘Richmond, atid by the Secretary at War, or by One 
of them, to redress the same; and the said Colonel 
Cawthorne having refused or neglected to obey such 
Order, several of the Militia Men of the said Regi- 
ment did, at Lydd Camp, in the Month of ber 
1794, again complain thereof to General Sir William 

oweand Lieutenant General Lascelles; that the said 
Colonel Cawthorne did, on or about the 4th Day of 
November 1794, on receiving Directions for that Pur- 
pose from the said Generals, order the Captains or 
other Commanding Officers of Companies in the said 
Regiment, to give Credit in their Accounts to the 
Militia Men for the said Guineas called Marching 
Guineas. And the Court is of Opinion, that Colonel 
Cawthorne.is guilty of having in general illegally, and 
in some Instances fraudulently, obtained from several 
Persons who_had ,agreed to serve as Substitutes, and 
from .other Militia Men, Receipts or Agreements, in 
respect of such Marching Guineas.; and. did after- 
wards, viz. on or about the 20th Day of November 
1794, issue Orders to the said Captains-or. other Com- 
manding Officers of Companies, not to account for 
the said Guineas to such of the Militia Men, or Sub- 
stitutes serving as Militia Men, as by any Receipt or 
Agreement appeared to have received the same; 
whereby the said Colonel Cawthorne did, in a scandalous 
infamous Manner, unbecoming the Character of an 
Officer and. a Gentleman, attempt to avail himself of 
such Receipts or Agreements, ‘so illegally and fraudu- 
lently obtained. 


Eighth Article of Charge. 


With regard to the Eighth Article of Charge, the 
Court is of Opinion, that Colonel Cawthorne is guilty 
of having, in the Year 1794, oppressively and unjustly 
deducted, out of the Bounty Money which he had 
agreed to give to several of the Substitutes named in 
the said Eighth Article of Charge, One Guinea for his 
own Use, alledging that he deducted the same for 
Cloathing ; although a full Allowance is made by Go- 
vernment for the Cloathing of the Militia Men; 
thereby behaving in a scandalous infamous Manner, 
unbecoming the Character of an Officer and a 
Gentleman.

The COURT, after mature Consideration of the 
Evidence before them, touching the Third, the 
Sixth, and the Fourth Articles of Charge (which 
are here enumerated in the Order in which they 


have been investigated) proceeded to give: their 
Opinion as follows ; viz. 


Third Article of Charge. 


With regard to the Third Article of Charge, the 
Court is of Opinion, that Colonel Cawthorne is guilty of 
having, since the said Westminster Regiment of Middle- 
sex Militia has been embodied, in a scandalous infamous 
Manner, unbecoming the Character of an Officer and a 
Gentleman, accepted Sums of Money for pardoning and 
discharging several Militia Men, who had deserted from 
the said Regiment ; namely, James Spence, —— Morris, 

Hunt, George Richards, and Joseph Dyke, (being 
the several Militia Men, except One, who are named in 
the said Third Article of Charge); which Sums, so by 


him accepted, the said Colonel Cawthorne converted to 
his own Use,

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6th Article of Charge. 
With regard to the Sixth Article of Charge, 


after pardoning the several, Militia Men hereafter 
named, who had deserted from ‘the Westminster Reg: 
ment of Middlesex Militia; namely, Dennis Leeson, 


James Winter, Henry Molds, Edward Knight; George 
Rogers, John Strap, John Jones, John Wilson, John 
Hurley, Ambrose Stephens, William Tuse, William 
Davis, John Lyon, and Thomas Conolly (being of the 
Number specified in this Charge) of having placed them, 
the said Deserters so pardoned, in the said Regiment, 
as Substitutes for Men chosen by Ballot to serve as 
Militia Men, from whom he had received several Sums 
of Money for providing proper Substitutes; and of 
having thereby, in a scandalous infamous Manner, 
unbecoming the Character of an Officer and a Gentle- 
man, embezzled or retained to his own Use considerable 
Sums of Money which he had received for providing 
such Substitutes. 


Fourth Article of Charge. 
And, with regard to the ‘Fourth Article of Charge ; 
viz. 
** That the said Celonel Cawthorne did, on the 13th 
“ Day of March 1795, and at divers other 
Times, since the Westminster Regiment of 
“* Middleser Militia has been embodied, and 
when the said Regiment was absent from the 
said County of Middlesex, in Consideration of 
Money corruptly received by him, in a scan- 
“ dalous ‘infamous Manner, ‘unbecoming the 
Character of an Officer and a Gentleman, dis- 
charge several of the Militia Men of the said 
Regiment ; viz. William Eastley, Thomas Cleaver, 
** Thomas Oliver, Isaiah Allen, Benjamin Beech, 
Corporal John Cathie, Elisha Ford, William 
Hornman, Alexander Hamilton, Anthony Jack- 
son, George King, Walter Lewis, George Neal, 
Richard Parslow, Andrew Stewart, Corporal 
Lander, Corporal Gardner, John Hunt, William 
Rickwaiter, Humphry Minor,.and John East; 
or some or One of them, who had been sworn 
and enrolled, although such Militia Men were 
not become unfit for Service, nor had produced 
Certificates from any Surgeon or Medical :Per- 
son to that Effect, and although the said Regi- 
ment was greatly short of its Complement ; 
to the great Prejudice of His Majesty's 
* Service :— 
—The Court is of Opinion that: Colonel Cawthorne 
is guilty of the Whole of the Crime by:the said Article 
imputed to: him, so far as relates to William Eastley 
therein named ;—and ‘that he is. also guilty of having, 
in Consideration-of Monies by. him ‘received (not in 
these Instances corruptly received) discharged the 
several other Militia Men in the said Article of Charge 
named, except Thomas Oliver and John East, although 
they were not unfit for Service, and although the Regi- 
ment was greatly short of its Complement; to the 
great Prejudice of His Majesty's Service.

The- COURT being met, pursuant to Adjourn- 
ment, delivered their Opinion upon the Thirteenth 
Article of Charge, as follows; viz. 


With regard to the Thirteenth Article of Charge, 
being the last which has been investigated, it appears to 
the Court, That Colonel Cawthorne did, by his own 
Authority, on the 28th Day of July 1794, reduce 
Serjeant Thomas Jackson to the Rank of a —

acquitted by a Regimental Court Martial; and did 
also, notwithstanding such Acquittal, by his own 
Authority, on the 4th Day of August 1794, oppres- 
sively order the said Serjeant to be again reduced to 
the Rank of a Private Militia Man for the Space of 
Ten Months; by which Proceeding not only the said 
Thomas Jackson, but the Militia Men of the said Re- 
giment, understood that the said Thomas Jackson was 
so reduced by Sentence of the said Court Martial :— 
It does not however appear to the Court that Colonel 
Cawthorne (as is stated in the Article of Charge) in 
consequence of his being informed of an Application 
made by the said Thomas Jackson to the Secretary at 
War for Redress, did think proper to restore the said 
Thomas Jackson to his Rank of Serjeant; but the 
Court is of Opinion, that the said Colonel Cawthorne 
is guilty of having colourably, and in a scandalous 
infamous Manner, unbecoming the Character of an 
Officer and a Gentleman, caused a false Entry to be 


‘made in the Orderly Book in the following Words: 





“* Head Quarters, Rye, 17th November 1794. 
“* Parole—Dover :—Countersign—Canterbury. . Ser- 
“ jeant Thomas Jackson, of Lieutenant Colonel O’ Kelly's 
“* Company, suspended by Sentence of a Court Mar- 
* tial, is restored to his former Station in the same 
“* Company ;” the said Colonel Cawthorne well 
knowing that the said Tomas Jackson was not suspended 
by the Sentence of a Court Martial, but had been fully 
acquitted, 





‘Upon the whole Matter, the Court, reflecting upon 
the several Crimes of which they have found them- 
selves compelled, by the Evidence, to find the Pri- 
soner, Colonel John Fenton Cawthorne, Gut ry, 
think it incumbent on them to adjudge, and do hereby 
ApsupcE, that he be Casnifrep, and declared 
unworthy of serving His Majesty in any Military 
Capacity whatever; and that the same be notified 
to him in such public Manner as His Majesty may 
think most proper :—And the Court do, for the Sake 


‘of Example, further adjudge, that the Charges of 


which the Prisoner has been convicted, together with 
the Adjudication of the Court, be declared, if His 
Majesty shall think fit, in Public Orders, and that the 
same be read at the Head of every Militia Corps in the 
Kingdom. 

‘The Court Martial having proceeded thus far 
in their Enquiry in Obedience to His Majesty’s 
Commands, and having disposed of such of the 
various Articles of Charge, as from their being con- 
nected with each other, and from their very serious 
Nature, seemed to demand the most immediate At- 
tention, beg Leave now to submit to His Majesty, 
whether their Determination and Sentence may not 
satisfy the Purposes of Public Justice, and whether His 
Majesty may in His Wisdom think it necessary to 
direct, that the Court should fully execute His Majesty’s 
Commands, by investigating the Remainder of the 
Charges, which have been preferred against Colonel 
Cawthorne. 

The Court adjourned till Thursday, the 21st of 
January 1796, at Twelve o’Clock.

The COURT met pursuant to Adjournment ; and in 
Obedience to His Majesty’s Commands, signified 
through the President by Letter from the Judge 
Advocate General, proceeded in the Investigation 
of those Seven Articles of Charge preferred against 
Colonel Cawthorne, which have not been already 
disposed of. 
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Saturday, 30th January 1796. 


The COURT, after mature Consideration of the 
Evidence before them, touching the Fifth, Seventh, 
Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth, and Fourteenth, 
Articles of Charge, proceeded to give their Opinion 
as follows ; viz. 


Fifth Article of Charge. 

With regard to the Fifth Article of Charge, it 
appears to the Court that Colonel Cawthorne has, at 
divers Times, received large Sums of Money from 
Men chosen by Ballot to serve as Militia Men in 
the Westminster Regiment of Middlesex Militia, on 
his undertaking to procure Substitutes for them; and 
that he did by himself, or Agent or Agents, reject Men 
who offered to serve as Substitutes, and who were able 
and fit for Service, because they would not engage 
for less Money than the said Colonel, or his Agent, 
had received for such Procurement; and also that he 
did agree for several of the Persons named in the 
Charge to serve as Substitutes who were unfit for Ser- 
vice, because such Persons engaged to serve for less 
Money than the said Colonel, or his Agent, had received 
for that Purpose ; and the Court is of Opinion, that 
Colonel Cawthorne is guilty of having obtained large 
Sums of Money for his own Use, in a scandalous infa- 
mous Manner, unbecoming the Character of an Officer 
and a Gentleman. 


Seventh Article of Charge. 


With regard to the Seventh Article of Charge, 
the Court is of Opinion, that Colonel Cawthorne is 
guilty of having, as Commanding Officer of the said 
Regiment, or under Colour of such Authority, since 
the said Regiment has been embodied, in a scandalous 
infamous Manner, unbecoming the Character of an 
Officer and a Gentleman, received divers Sums of 
Money from several of the Persons named in the 
Charge, who had been chosen by Ballot to serve as Mi- 
litia Men in the said Regiment; viz. Francis Dollman, 
George Stone, John Vernon, Junior, William Wightman, 
Edward Walker, John Goodman, Thomas Bradbury, 
John Oakley Clerk, and Charles Grey, upon tis under- 
taking to procure Substitutes for such Principals, with- 
out procuring any such Substitutes, or entering the 
Names of the said Persons so chosen in the Regimental 
Book provided and kept for that Purpose; thereby 
embezzling or misapplying the Money so received, 


Ninth Article of Charge. 


With regard to the Ninth Article of Charge ; viz. 

*“* That the said Colonel Cawthorne did, at the 
“ Camp at Lydd, in or about the Month of 
“ August 1794, compel several of the Militia 
“* Men, inthe said Charge named, or some or One 
“* of them, to take Breeches, Gaiters, or Foraging 

Caps, at a Time when they did not want such 

Articles, and when their new Cloathing was due, 

and did charge such Militia Men for the same 

more than such Articles were worth, or more 

than the said Colonel paid for the same, and 

in Violation of His Majesty’s Instructions 

relative to the Pay and Allowances of Foot 
“ Soldiers serving at Home :”— 

—The Court is of Opinion, that Colonel Cawthorne is 

not guilty; and does therefore acquit him. 


Tenth Article of Charge. 

With regard to the Tenth Article of Charge, the 
Court is of Opinion, that Colonel Cawthorne is guilty 
of not having supplied the Regiment, during Part of 
the Years 1793, 1794, and 1795, with a sufficient 
Number of Great Coats, although Money was entrusted 
or allowed to him by Government for such Cloathing ; 
but it does not appear that he embezzled or misapplied 
the Money so entrusted or allowed. 
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Eleventh Article of Charge. 


With regard to the Eleventh Article of Charge, the 
Court is of Opinion, that Colonel Cawthorne is guilty 
of having wilfully kept the said Regiment incomplete, 
ever since the 28th Day of January 1793; when it was 
ordered out into actual Service, whereby an undue 
Emolument has accrued to him in respect of the 
Cloathing thereby saved, to the great Prejudice of His 
Majesty’s Service. 


Twelfth Article of Charge. 


With regard to the Twelfth Article of Charge, the 
Court is of Opinion, that Colonel Cawthorne is guilty 
of having knowingly made a false Return at the Camp 
near Hythe, in the Month of May 1795, to Major Ge- 
neral Bruce, under whose Command the Regiment then 
was; and also of having knowingly made a false Return 
of the State of the Regiment at the Camp near Brighton, 
on the 28th of June and on the 1st of July 1795, to 
Lieutenant General Lascelles, under whose Command 
the Regiment then was, by went on, upon the 
Strength of the said Regiment, the Names of several of 
the Men named in the sang who did not at the said 
several Days of making such Returns belong to the 
said Regiment ; but with regard to the latter Part of the 
said Charge, namely, that of making a false Muster, the 
Court is of Opinion, that Colonel Cawthorne is not 
guilty, and does therefore acquit him. 


Fourteenth, and last Article of Charge. 


With regard to this Article of Charge ; viz. 
** That the said Colonel, since the said Regiment 
‘“‘ was ordered into actual Service, and when 
“ there was no Lieutenant for the said County of 
“ Middlesex, recommended to the Deputy Lieu- 
“tenancy appointed by His Majesty to grant 
“ Commissions, and since the Marquis of Zitch- 
“« field was appointed Lieutenant for the said 
‘ County, did recommend to the said Marquis 
of Titchfield, Persons to serve as Ensigns in the 
said Regiment; viz. John North Boydell, James 
Chauvel Clarke, and Grant, or 
some or One of them, and by Misrepresentation 
procure from the said Deputy Lieutenancy and 
Marquis of Titchfield Commissions for such 
Persons, although the said Colonel Cawthorne 
knew that some of them were not of sufficient 
Age for such Service, for the Purpose of ap- 
propriating to himself the Pay and Allowances 
issued for such Ensigns, or of giving the same 
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never joined the said Regiment; contrary to 
his Duty as an Officer, and in a scandalous in- 
famous Manner, unbecoming the Character of 
an Officer and a Gentleman :”— 

—The Court is of Opinion that Colonel Cawthorne is 
not guilty of the same, nor of any Part thereof, and 
does therefore acquit him.

making their solemn Affirmation Evidence in Criminal 
as well as Civil Cases, be now read. 

And the said Order being read accordingly ; 

Resolved, That this House will, To-morrow Morning, 
resolve itself into the said Committee. 


A Motion was made, and the Question being put, 
That an humble Address be presented to His Majesty, 
most humbly to offer to His Royal Consideration 
that Judgment which His faithful Commons have 
formed, and now deem it their Duty to declare, con- 
cerning the Conduct of His Ministers in the Com- 
mencement, and during the Progress, of the present 
anfortunate War. As long as it was possible for us to 
doubt from what Source the National Distresses had 
arisen, we have, in Times of Difficulty and Peril, 
thought ourselves bound to strengthen His Majesty’s 
Government, for the Protection of His Subjects, by 
our Confidence and Support: But our Duties, as His 
Majesty's Councillors, and as the Representatives of 
His People, will no longer permit us to dissemble our 
deliberate and determined Opinion, that the Distress, 
Difficulty, and Peril, to which this Country is now 
subjected, have arisen from the Misconduct of the 
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King’s Ministers; and are likely to subsist, and to 


- increase, ‘as long as the same Principles, which have 


hitherto guided these Ministers, shall continue to pre- 
vail in the Councils of Great Britain : 

It is painful to us to remind His Majesty of the 
Situation of His Dominions at the Beginning of this 
War, and of the high Degree of Prosperity to which 
the Skill and Industry of His Subjects had, under the 
Safeguard of a free Constitution, raised the British 
Empire, since it can only fill His Mind with the 
melancholy Recollection of Prosperity abused, and of 
Opportunities of securing permanent Advantages wan- 
tonly rejected. Nor shall we presume to wound His 
Majesty’s Benevolence by dwelling on the fortunate 
Consequences which might have arisen from the Me- 
diation of Great Britain between the Powers then at 
War, which might have ensured the Permanence of our 
Prosperity, while it preserved all Europe from the 
Calamities which it has since endured, a Mediation 
which this Kingdom was so well fitted to carry on with 
Vigour and Dignity by its Power, its Character, and 
the Nature of its Government, happily removed at 
an equal Distance from the contending Extremes of 
Licentiousness and Tyranny : 

From this neutral and impartial System of Policy, 
His Majesty's Ministers were induced to depart, by 
certain Measures of the French Government, of which 
they complained as injurious and hostile to this - 
Country. With what Justice these Complaints were 
made, we are not now called upon to determine, since 
it cannot be pretended that the Measures of France 
were of such a Nature as to preclude the Possibility of 
Adjustment by Negociation; and it is impossible to 
deny that the Power which shuts up the Channel of 
Accommodation must ever be the real Aggressor in 
War. To reject Negociation is to determine on Hos- 
tilities, and, whatever may have been the Nature of 
the Points in Question between us and France, we 
cannot but pronounce the Refusal of such an autho- 
rized Communication with that Country, as might 
have amicably terminated the Dispute, to be the true 
and immediate Cause of the Rupture which followed. 
Nor can we forbear to remark, that the Pretences, 
under which His Majesty’s Ministers then haughtily 
refused such authorized Communication, have been 
sufficiently exposed, by their own Conduct, in since 
submitting to a similar Intercourse with the same 
Government : 

The misguided Policy, which thus rendered the 
War inevitable, appears to have actuated the Ministers 
in their Determination to continue it at all Hazards. 
At the same Time, we cannot but observe, that the 
Obstinacy with which they have adhered to their 
desperate System is not more remarkable than their “ 
Versatility in the Pretexts upon which they have justi- 
fied it. At one Period the Strength, at another the 
Weakness, of the Enemy, have been urged as Motives 
for continuing the War: The Successes as well as the 
Defeats of the Allies have contributed only to prolong 
the Contest; and Hope and Despair have equally 
served to involve us still deeper in the Horrors of 
War, and to entail upon us an endless Train of Cala- 
mities : 

After the original professed Objects had been ob- 
tained, by the Expulsion of the vench Armies from 
the Territories of Holland and the Austrian Netherlands, 
we find His Majesty's Ministers, influenced either by 
Arrogance or by infatuated Ambition and vain Hope 
of Conquests, which, if realized, could never com- 
pensate to the Nation for the Blood and Treasure by 
which they must be obtained ; rejecting, unheard, the 
Overtures made by the Executive Council of France, 
at a Period when the Circumstances were so eminently 
favourable to His Majesty and His Allies, that there 
is every Reason to suppose that a Negociation, com- 
menced at such a Juncture, must have terminated in 

on an 
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an honourable and advantageous Peace. To the 
Prospects arising from such an Opportunity they pre- 
ferred a blind and obstinate Perseverance in a War, 
which could scarce have any remaining Object but the 
unjustifiable Purpose of imposing upon France a 
Government disapproved of by the Inhabitants of that 
Country. And such was the Infatuation of these 
Ministers, that, far from being able to frame a wise and 
comprehensive System of Policy, they even rejected 
the few Advantages that belonged to their own un- 
fortunate Scheme: The general Existence of a Design 
to interpose in the internal Government of France was 
too manifest not to rouse into active Hostility the 
National Zeal of that People; but their particular 
Projects were too equivocal to attract the Confidence, or 
procure the Co-operation, of those Frenchmen who were 
disaffected to the then Government of their Country. 
The Nature of these Plans was too clear not to provoke 
formidable Enemies, but their Extent was too ambiguous 
‘ to conciliate useful Friends : 

We beg leave further to represent to Your Majesty, 
that, at subsequent Periods, Your Ministers have suf- 
fered the most. favourable Opportunities to escape of 
obtaining an honourable and advantageous Pacifica- 
tion: They did not avail themselves, as it was their 
Duty to have done, of the unbroken Strength of the 
great Confederacy which had been formed against 
France for the Purpose of giving Effect to Overtures 
for Negociation: They saw the Secession of several 
powerful States from that Confederacy; they suffered 
it to dissolve without an Effort for the Attainment of a 
general Pacification: They loaded their Country with 
the Odium of having engaged in a Combination charged 
with the most questionable Views, without availing 
themselves of that Combination for procuring favourable 
Conditions of Peace. That, from this fatal Neglect, 
the Progress of Hostilities has only served to establish 
the Evils which might certainly have been avoided 
by Negociation, but which are now confirmed by the 
Events of the War. We have felt that the unjustifiable 
and impracticable Attempts to establish Royalty in 
France, by Force, has only proved fatal to its un- 
fortunate Supporters. We have seen with Regret, 
the Subjugation of Holland and the Aggrandizement 
of the French Republic, and we have to lament the 
Alteration in the State of Europe, not only from the 
Successes of the French, but from the formidable 
Acquisitions of some of the Allied Powers on the Side 
of Poland, Acquisitions alarming from their Magnitude, 
but still more so from the Manner in which they have 
been made, so fatally has this War operated to destroy, 
in every Part of ai that Balance of Power for 
the Support of which it was undertaken, and to 
extend those Evils which it was its professed Object 
to avert : 

Most cordially, therefore, did we assure His Majesty, 
that His faithful Commons heard, with the sincerest 
Satisfaction, His Majesty’s most Gracious Message 
of the 8th of December, wherein His Majesty acquaints 
them that the Crisis, which was depending at the 
Commencement of the present Session, had led to such 
an Order of Things as would induce His Majesty 
to meet any Disposition to Negociation on the Part 
of the Enemy, with an earnest Desire to give it the 
fullest and speediest Effect, and to conclude a general 
Treaty of Peace whenever it could be effected on just 
and suitable Terms for Himself and His Allies. That, 
from this gracious Communication, they were led to 
hope for a speedy Determination to this most disastrous 
Contest ; but that, with Surprise and Sorrow, they have 
now Reason to apprehend that Three Months were 
suffered to elapse before any Steps were taken towards 
a Negociation, or any Overtures made by His Majesty’s 
Servants : 

With equal Surprise and Concern they have ob- 
served, when a fair and open Conduct was so peculiarly 
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incumbent on His Majesty’s Ministers, considering 
the Prejudices and Suspicions which their previous 
Conduct must have excited in the Minds of the French 
that, instead of acting in that open and manly Manner 
which became the Wisdom, the Character, and Dig- 
nity of the British Nation, they adopted a Mode of 
Proceeding calculated rather to excite Suspicion than 
to inspire Contidence in the Enemy. Every Expression 
which might be construed into an Acknowledgment 
of the French Republic, or even an Allusion to 
its Forms, was studiously avoided ; and the Minister, 
through whom this Overture was made, was in a most 
unprecedented Manner instructed to declare, that he 
had no Authority to enter into any Negociation or 


Discussion relative to the Objects of the proposed 
Treaty : 


That it is with Pain we reflect, that the Alacrity of 
His Majesty’s Ministers in apparently breaking off 
this Negociation, as well as the strange and unusual 
Manner in which it was announced to.the Ministers of 
the various Powers of Europe, affords a very unfavourable 
Comment on their Reluctance in entering upon it, 
and is calculated to make the most injurious Im- 


pression, respecting their Sincerity, on the People of 
France : 


> 


On a Review of so many Instances of gross and 
flagrant Misconduct, proceeding from the same per- 
nicious Principles, and directed with incorrigible 
Obstinacy to the same mischievous Ends, we deem 
ourselves bound, in Duty to His Majesty, and to our 
Constituents, to declare, that we see no rational Hope 
of redeeming the Affairs of the Kingdom, but by the 
Adoption of a System radically and fundamentally 
different from that which has produced our present 
Calamities : 

Until His Majesty’s Ministers shall, from a real 
Conviction of past Errors, appear inclined to regulate 
their Conduct upon such a System, we can neither give 
any Credit to the Sincerity of their Professions of a 
Wish for Peace, nor repose any Confidence in their 
Capacity for conducting a Negociation to a prosperous 
Issue. Odious as they are to an Enemy, who must 
still believe them secretly to cherish those unprincipled 
and chimerical Projects, which they have been com- 
pelled in Public to disavow, contemptible in the Eyes 
of all Europe, from the Display of Insincerity and 
Incapacity which has marked their Conduct, our only 
Hopes rest on His Majesty’s Royal Wisdom and un- 
questioned Affection for His People, that He will be 
graciously pleased to adopt Maxims of Policy more 
suited to the Circumstances of the Times than those 
by which His Ministers appear to have been governed, 
and to direct His Servants to take Measures, which, 
by differing essentially, as well in their Tendency as in 
the Principle upon which they are founded, from those 
which have hitherto marked their Conduct, may give 
this Country some reasonable Hope, at no very distant 
Period, of the Establishment of a Peace, suitable to the 
Interests of Great Britain, and likely to preserve the 
Tranquillity of Europe ;

At the End of the Reign of Henry VI. the Petition began to be inserted in the Body of the Bill: In 13 Car. II. St. 2. c. 2. the Form of expressing the 
Authority by which each Clause is enacted, was first introduced: And from that Aéra our Statutes assumed the same Form which they now bear. 

The vrinTED EpiTioNns of the Statutes are all of them defective in their Contents, and different from each other. There were some Parts printed 


by R. Pinson, in 1497 and 1514, from Magna Charta to the End of the Reign of Edward the Third, called Amtiqua Statuta. Other Collections 
were published by Berthelot in 1543; others by Tottel in 1556. The most complete of the early Editions goes under the Name of Rastell; it was printed 
by Norzon and Bill, Deputy Printers to K. James the First, in 2 vols. folic, 1618, containing jf from Magna Charta to 7th of Jac.1. together with 
a great many wnich were then void, either by Expiration or Repeal, several of which are not contained im any of the subsequent Editions. Afterwards 


Pulton, Keble in Continuation of Pulton, &c. successively published their Collections ; and at length Serjeant Hawkins completed an Edition of the Statutes 
at Large, in 6 vols. fo. down to 7 Geo. II. inclusive ; professing to have collated its Contents with the original Records, though he was not made officially 
responsible for its Accuracy. Cay, and afterwards Ruffbead, continued this Series. Since which, Ruffhead, Pickering, and Runnington have also pub- 
lished different Editions upon different Plans. But the most correct Edition of the Modern Statutes is to be found in the Yearly Collection, printed 
by the King’s Printer from the Statute Rolls, which are in the Parliament Office : These Yearly Collections are printed in Folio, and formerly were in 
the Black Letter, till this was changed to the Roman Type in 34 Geo. III. for the Sake of diminishing their Bulk, which it does by about One Third. 


They contain all the Acts of a public Nature, or which are made so by special Clause, except Road Acts ; viz. Acts for Churches, Bridges, Navigations, 
Drainage, and sometimes Inclosures.

A GENERAL REVISION OF THE StaTuTE Law 
appears to have been often recommended from the 
Throne; to have been petitioned for by both Houses 
of Parliament ; to have engaged the Labours of suc- 
cessive Committees, and to have been undertaken by 
Individuals under the Sanction of Royal and Parlia- 
mentary Authority; but never to have been carried 
forward to any Degree of Maturity. In QUEEN 
Exvizasetu’s Reign, Lord Keeper Bacon drew up a 
Plan for reducing, ordering, and printing the Statutes 
of the Realm; this was in 1577; and the Queen after- 
wards recommended to Parliament a general Revision 
of the Statute Law in 15937. Krne JamMrEs THE 
First, upon his Accession to the Throne of England, 
and in subsequent Periods of his Reign, recommended 
also to Parliament a Reform of all the Statute Law, 
and of the Penal Laws in particular {; and a Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons was appointed in 
1597, to consider of a Bill for the abridging and 
reforming the excessive Number of superflyous and 
burthensome Penal Laws§. In the Year 1610, a 
digesting and repealing of the Penal Law was ex- 
pressly stipulated by the House of Commons, and 
acceded to by the House of Lords in their joint Trans- 
action of the great Contract with the Crown ||; and 
in the same Reign Lord Bacon, Lord C. J. Hoparrt, 
Serjeant Fivcu, Mr. Noy, and others, by the King’s 
Command, made considerable Progress in the general 
Work of reforming and re-compiling the Statute 
Law **, which Lord Bacon describestt as “ AN 
‘““ EXCELLENT UNDERTAKING, Of HONOUR TO HIS 
‘© MAJESTY’S TIMES, AND OF GOOD TO ALL TIMES;” 
and recommends in Imitation of the Statutes 27 Hen. 
VIII. c. 15. and 3, 4 Edw. VI. c. 11. for appointing 
Commissioners to examine and establish ecclesiastical 
Laws, that Commissioners be named by both Houses 
for this Purpose also, with Power not to conclude, 
but only to prepare and propound the Matter to 
Parliament. 

During the ComMoNWEALTH, the same Undertaking 
was resumed with Ardour. In 1650 a Committee 
was named, with Lord Commissioner WuHITELOCK at 
the Head of it, ‘ to revive all former Statutes and 
‘¢ Ordinances now in Force, and consider, as well 
which are fit to be continued, altered, or repealed, 
as how the same may be reduced into a compen- 
** dious Way and exact Method, for the more ease 
“and clearer understanding of the People:” And 


sé 
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the Committee were empowered “ to advise with the 
“ Judges, and to send for and to employ, and call to 
their Assistance therein any other Person whom they 
“ should think fit for the better effecting thereof, and 
to prepare the same for the further Consideration 
“ of the House, and to make report thereof ff.” In 
1652 Matthew Hate, Esquire (afterwards Lord 
Chief Justice Hate) Sir AntHony AsHitEY Cooper 
(afterwards Lord Chancellor SuHarTEsBury) and 
Rusuwortn, the Historian, with other Persons out 
of the House, were appointed to report to the Com- 
mittee their Opinions upon the Inconveniencies of the 
Law ; and a revised System of the Law was reported 
to the House in the Course of the same Year §§. The 
same Labour was afterwards transferred to other 
Hands; but the Work was not abandoned; and in 
1653 a Committee was appointed to consider of a new 
Model or Body of the Law |||. 

After the Restoration, Frincu, Solicitor General 
(afterwards Earl of Nottingham and Lord Chancellor) 
Serjeant Maynarp, Sir RoBerr Atkins, Mr. 
PryNneE, and others, were appointed, in 1666, to be 
a Committee, “ to confer with such of the Lords, the 
** Judges, and other Persons of the Long Robe, who 
“ have already taken Pains and made Progress in 
“ perusing the Statute Laws; and to consider of 
“ repealing such former Statute Laws as they shall 
find necessary to be repealed ; and of Expedients of 
reducing all Statute Laws of One Nature under such 
a Method and Head as may conduce to the more 
ready understanding and better Execution of such 
“ Laws J.” This seems to be the last recorded In- 
stance of the Sort. And thus it is that Parliament has 
hitherto failed to accomplish this general Revision, and 
has now suffered it to sleep for more than a Century, 
although the Delay of it has annually augmented its 
Necessity. The Attention of Modern Times has 
perhaps been the less directed to this National Work, 
as upon this Subject our general Histories, with too 
great an Inattention to Matters of legislative or juridical 
Importanee, are wholly silent.

Your Committee cannot, in this Place, abstain from 


submitting to the House, as the Result of their Obser- 
vations upon this Investigation, the extreme Impor- 
tance of obtaining a COMPLETE AND AUTHENTIC 
PUBLICATION OF THE STATUTES; and that, in their 
Opinion, the surest Method of proceeding at present 
to obtain it, would be by extracting them from the 
PARLIAMENT Ro tts (printed a few Years ago in Six 
Volumes Folio, by Order of the King, upon the Ad- 
dress of both Houses of Parliament, and to which an 
Index and Glossary remain to be added) completing 
them also from the Statute Rotts at the Tower, the

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Chapter House, and the Parliament Office ; so far as 
these Two distinct Sets of Records continue to run in 
a parallel Series. From thence the Srarutz Rotts 
in the Parliament Office are the only Records which 
are strictly original, and they should be transcribed or 
collated throughout. This Portion of the Work would, 
however, be the less difficult, the public Acts having 
already been printed from the Statute Roll, by the 
King’s Printer, in modern Times, and a regular Series 
of them, from 1 Will. III. being preserved in the 
Custody of vour Officers. 

With such a complete Publication of the Statute 
Law, when provided, the Pian for a Revision might 
not be difficult to devise, however laborious in its 
Execution. Adopting the Idea of the Commissioners 
employed in the Reign of James the First *, but exe- 
cuting it more comprehensively, an ExaminaTION 
might be instituted, and a Report made of all the 
Laws ; enumerating them chronologically, and noting 
against each individually ; either, 1. An existing per- 
petual Law; and whether fit to stand, or to be re- 
pealed simpliciter, or to be repealed and replaced by 
a new Law: Or, 2. An existing, but expiring Law, 
and whether fit to expire, or to be continued, or to be 
made ‘perpetual: Or, 3. Repealed, and whether fit to 
be re-enacted: Or,. 4. Expired, and whether fit to be 
revived. 

The Detail of such a Work might be distributed, 
as Lord Keeper Bacon proposed to Queen Elizabeth f, 
by Divisions between different Sets of Persons ; whose 
Labours might proceed concurrently, and be afterwards 
submitted to the Judgment of a superior Commission, 
as Lord Chancellor Bacon proposed to James the 
First, to be appointed for the Purpose of preparing a 
DIGESTED Resutt of the whule Matter for Parlia- 
mentary Consideration. 

In the re-compiling of past Laws, or the Enactment 
of future Laws, it becomes indispensably necessary to 
introduce a methodicaf Order of Distribution, and a 
Precision and Conciseness of Style, to which it would 
be often of singular Utility to add the prescribed 
Forms of proceeding by Way of Schedule ; (such, for 
Instance, as are subjoined to the general Highway Acts, 
13 Geo. III. c. 78, 84. and the Act for re-building 
Parsonages, 17 Geo. III. c. 53): Wherever summary 
Jurisdiction is given to inferior Magistrates, in the 
Discharge of their multifarious and difficult Duties, it 
is equally expedient to provide these Means of facili- 
tating the Execution of the Laws, for the Ease of the 
Magistrate, and in many Cases also for the Benefit of 
the Public Revenue, and in all Instances, for the Safety 
or Convenience of Individuals. 


§ 4. 


Although such has hitherto been the fruitless Labour 
of former Ages in attempting a general Revision of 
the Statutes, it nevertheless appears to your Committee, 
that ParrraL AMENDMENTS have taken place from 
Time to Time, and desultory Expedients have been 
applied, with different Degrees of Efficacy, at different 
Periods. ConsoLIDATION, or REPEAL, have been 
principally applied to the Improvement of our perpetual 
Laws ; and the same desultory and occasional Measures 
have been sometimes applied to our temporary Statutes, 
which have also, from the Peculiarity of their Duration, 
attracted the more frequent Attention of Parliament to 
their Revivat or ConTINUANCE. 

Some of the most distinguished and meritorious 
Labours of Parliament in the ConsoLipaTion of 
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Statutes, are to be seen in the general Act for the Expiring 
Regulation of Artificers, 5 Eliz. c. 4; the general Act Laws. 


for Regulation of the Navy, 22 Geo. I. c. 33; the 
general Gunpowder Act, 12 Geo. III. c. 61; the gene- 
ral Highway Acts, 13 Geo. III. c. 74, 84; the general 
Militia Act, 26 Geo. III. c. 107, the general Custom 
House Act, for Duties and Drawbacks; the general 
Act for Sheep and Wool, 28 Geo. Il. c. 28; the 
general Corn Act, 31 Geo. III. c. 30; and the general 
Act for Seamen’s Wages, 32 Geo. III. c. 28, &c. &c. 
The Declaration contained in the Preamble to Stat. 
5 Eliz. c. 4. may serve as the best Notice of the 
Utility of Consolidation; and as a standing Document 
for promoting the future Prosecution of similar Labours. 
As an Auxiliary to this Plan of Consolidation, or even 
as an intermediate Substitute for it, the Parliamentary 
Abstract of the Law, respecting Seamen’s Wages, 
inserted first in the Stat. 31 Geo. II. c. 10. and since 
repeated, with Improvements, in the Stat. 32 Geo. III. 
c. 67. may serve as a Model for the Instruction of the 
lower Classes of Men in their respective municipal 
Rights and Duties. 

With regard to the Repeat, Reviva, and Con- 
TINUANCE of Statutes, it appears to your Committee, 
that this Process has been entrusted to the express Care 
of a Committee, specially named for this Purpose, at 
least as far back as the Reign of James the First, and 
that their Attention was formerly directed also, to 
the Consideration of Sleeping Bills, and of Bills 
brought into Parliament in former Sessions, and not 
passed; the House requiring the Opinion of these 
Committees, upon the Necessity or Utility of renewing 
them t. The Effects of this Vigilance are evident, 
when we observe, that in the Reign of Elizabeth, Nine 
general Statutes of Repeal and Continuance were en- 
acted ; that Stat. 39 Eliz. c. 18. disposes of no less than 
Fifty-three different Acts of Parliament; that by 
1 Jac. I. c. 25. Fifteen are repealed, and T'orty-five 
revived or continued; and that by 21 Jac. I, c. 28. 
there were no less than Sixty-four revived or continued, 
and Seventy-one repealed. 

According to modern Usage, it is only from this 
Committee, Annually appointed to enquire what Laws 
are immediately fit to be revived or continued, that any 
regular Correction or Improvement whatever is bestowed 
upon the Statute Law of Great Britain. 

’ But the limited Province of that Committee, or 
perhaps the Limitation rather, with which its Powers 
have been exercised since the Restoration, has pre- 
vented its producing the same beneficial Consequences 
as in earlier Ages. Add to this, that the Multiplicity 
and Irregularity with which, in modern Times, our 
temporary Laws have been made or continued, has 
greatly enhanced the Difficulty. In some Instances, 
we may find a temporary Law enacted, by the Inser- 
tion of a Clause in the Body of a perpetual Act; 
viz. 27 Geo. Ill. c 13. § 22. and in other Laws, 
which are wholly temporary, there is no settled Form 
or certain Place assigned to the operative Words, 
which denote its Continuance. We find its Duration 
sometimes expressed in the Preamble; as in the Acts 
provided for the Continuance of any particular War: 
sometimes in the First Section : sometimes in the Mid- 
dle of the Act; 4 Geo. Ill. c. 27. § 4. 6 Geo. III. 
c. 28. § 11: but generally at the Close: sometimes it is 
to be collected only by Inference; 34 Geo. Ill. c. g. 
34 Geo. III. c. 79. and 35 Geo. III. c. 15. and ec. 80. 
The Efficacy given to these Laws is sometimes retro- 
spective, as well as prospective; 16 Car. I. c. 4. 
Sometimes the Existence of the Law is made to depend

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upon the Legislation of other Countries ; 24 Geo. III. 
St. 2. c. 14. And in other Cases, it is declared, that 
after the principal Provisions shall have ceased to ope- 
rate, the Act shall nevertheless remain in Force for 
the Punishment of Offences committed in Violation 
of it during its Continuance; 29 Geo. Ill. c. 64. 33 
Geo. Il. c. 66. 34 Geo. m1. c. 80. The Variety of 
Periods prescribed for the Duration of each Statute, 
is such, that Caprice herself seems to have exercised 
her. full Dominion, and displayed her uncontrouled 
Powers over different Clauses of the same Law: A 
pregnant Instance of this is exhibited in St. 36 Geo. III. 
c. 40. And the numberless Continuances of Statutes 
still remaining temporary in Form, though permanent 
in their Principle, strongly claim the Attention of Par- 
liament, as contributing to add Complication to a Laby- 
rinth already too intricate*. Itis perhaps to be regretted 
also, that Laws confined to Cases of a limited Descrip- 
tion, but depending on some general Principle have not, 
by the Means of such Committees, been extended to 
all the Cases which fall within the Range of the Prin- 
ciple +.—But your Committee forbear to state any 
further Detail of their Observations on these Points, 
apprehensive that they may have already expatiated upon 
them too largely. 


§ 5. 

ImpressED however with the Result of their Re- 
search, and armed, upon the present Occasion, with 
more extensive Powers of Enquiry, your Committee 
have proceeded with the most earnest Desire to render 
the Execution of the Work entrusted to their Hands 
as serviceable to the Public as its Scope will allow; in 
considering the temporary Laws of a public Nature, 
with a View, in the First Place, to report as correctly 
as possible that Class of Expired Laws which Expe- 
rience has shewn to be of a recurring or periodical 
Nature; and in the next Place to report as completely 
as possible all the Expiring Laws whatever. The First 
Part of this Labour admits, as your Committee are well 
aware, of a considerable Latitude of Discretion, the 
Second requires only Diligence and Accuracy. 

laws may be said to be Exrirep, the Duration 
of which has ceased either by the Termination of the 
express Time for which they were limited, or by the 
Extinction of the subject Matter of their Operation. 

An Enumeration of all the Exprrep Laws of a 
public Nature, made upon all individual and occa- 
sional Subjects, would be endless and fruitless; and 
from this Sort of Detail your Committee profess 
wholly to abstain. The Laws which they have con- 
ceived proper to omit, relate mostly to Matters of 
obsolete Custom {, or local Regulation §, or personal 
Concerns ||, or they are such as have been superseded **, 


———— 
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though not formally repealed, by subsequent Mutations 
in our Jurisprudence. 

To ascertain conclusively all the Expired Laws, 
which belong even to such Matters as the general 
Revolutions of Time are likely to bring again before 
us, is perhaps impossible ; all that we can do is to ap- 


proximate to this Enumeration. So far as the Work 
is completed, it will be useful; and any Omissions of 
this Sort will probably be more easily supplied, if the 
Necessity of recurring to them should arise. It will 
be a principal Use of the Collection of these Expired 
Laws, to exhibit to Parliament an- instant View of the 
legislative Measures adopted by our Ancestors upon 
the Events of their Days, whenever similar Occur- 
rences happen to us; enabling us to profit by the 
Experience of former Ages ; and either to preserve a 
consistent Policy in our Laws, or to improve upon the 
given Precedents of other Times; or departing from 
them, to do it advisedly, if Prudence shall dictate such 
a Departure. 

The Heads of Arrangement under which these 
Expired Laws may be most conveniently distributed, 
seem to be; First, such as accord with the established 
Order of the Constitution in its regular State of 
Operation; and afterwards such as belong to those 
Casualties and Calamities which have occasionally dis- 
turbed or contravened the general Tranquillity or 
Happiness of the Nation. Their Specification will at 
once demonstrate their Importance. Amongst the 
First Class are, all the Events which affect the Crown, 
the Parliament, Courts of Justice, Army, Navy, Re- 
venue, Commerce and Agriculture, &c. Amongst the 
latter, are the contingent Events of War, Rebellion, 
Sedition, Dearth of Provisions, Conflagration, . and 
Contagious Distempers, &c. Each of which occasional 
Incidents has been provided for by the Parliament of 
the Day, and may again require an instant Provision at 
any indefinite Moment ff. 

Amongst the Exprrine Laws of a public Nature, 
all of every Description must be comprehended ; and 
there is an obvious Necessity as well as Utility for 
making this Register correct: lest, by the undesigned 
Expiration of any Statute, some important public Be- 
nefit should be lost ; or some illegal or even fatal Act, 
should be committed by Magistrates entrusted with the 
Execution of the Lawst{. Upon this Subject Your 
Committee are also of Opinion, that it will be expe- 
dient for the House hereafter to give an Annual 
Instruction to the Committee for expired and expiring 
Laws, directing it to inspect all the Statutes of each 
preceding Session, and to insert in the Register of 
Expiring Laws those which are temporary ; with similar 
Distinctions as to their Matter, Date, Chapter, and 
Duration: transferring at the same Time any Law

Your Committee have accordingly proceeded to 
distribute the Statutes referred to their Consideration 
into TWO TABLES; and they conceive it proper in 
this Place to remark, with respect to Statutes of all 
Sorts, that in the Progress of their Work, they find 
that the Number marked upon each Statute Roll is 
indorsed by the Clerk of the Parliament according to 
its Order of passing; one continued Series of Num- 
bers running through the whole Catalogue of Acts, 
public and private, belonging to each Session; but 
that the Numerical Marks prefixed by the King’s 
Printer in the printed Copies, by Way of Chapter, to 
each public Statute, do not correspond with the Num- 
bers on the Statute Rolls; there being one distinct 
Series used in printing for the public Acts, and an- 
other for the private Acts: and further, that these 
Numericat Marks prefixed in Print toeach CuaPTeEr, 
and the Ficures also prefixed to each Clause by Way 
of Section, as well as the Marcinat Asstract of 
each Clause, and the PuncruaTion, are wholly the 
Work of the King’s Printer, and rest on his private 
Authority*. Some Mode however, of Numeration, 
Division, and Distinction being found indispensably 
necessary to the public Convenience, for the Purposes 
of Citation and Reference, ought for that Reason, as 
your Committee humbly conceive, to be sanctioned 
by Parliament itself, and executed hereafter under its 
own Authority, in the same Manner as the proper 
Parliamentary Officer has been recently directed, by 
Stat. 33 Geo. III. c. 13, upon similar Reasons of Con- 
venience, to indorse upon each Roll the Day on 
which each Act receives the Royal Assent: and in 
Addition to this, it might be further useful, that the 
Titles of all such Laws as are temporary should also 
express the Term of their Duration. 

Your Committee, impelled by an ardent Desire 
to render their Labours of permanent Service to the 
Public, having entered upon so large a View of the 
Matters referred to their Consideration, beg Leave 
now to close their Report with a Suggestion which 
they cannot forbear to state, as its general Importance 
seems to merit an immediate Attention. Promut- 
GATION of the Statutes has been in all Times con- 
ceived to be absolutely necessary for giving Efficacy to 
the Law, and providing for the Safety of the Subject. 
Whilst the ancient Usage prevailed, of annexing the 
Tenor of every Ordinance and Statute to the Procla- 
mation Writ which was directed to each Sheriff in 





— — 


the Usage belonged f. Since this Course has been 
superseded by the more convenient and popular Use of 
Printing, although the Expediency of Promulgation 
cannot have been diminished, and although the Means 
of it have been so greatly facilitated, and the Occasions 
of it have multiplied so rapidly, yet the Measure itself 
has been wholly discontinued, to the great Prejudice of 
Justice, the Embarrassment of Magistracy, and the Peril 
of Individuals. What your Committee would therefore 
humbly propose, as a Remedy for this Grievance, 
would be, that the King’s Printer should Annually (or 
oftener, if necessary) transmit to the Sheriff, or Custos 
Rotulorum, or Clerk of the Peace of each County, a 
printed Copy of all public Acts; laying aside the pre- 
sent incommodious and expensive Form of printing 
them, and adopting the more serviceable and compact 
Form, which Experience has pronounced to be the 
most preferable for general Use, It may deserve some 
Consideration also, whether a limited Number of Copies 
should not be printed of all the private Acts of each 
Year, to be deposited in the Royal and public Libraries, 
and the superior Courts of Justice. So that all the 
Statutes of every Denomination, enacted in each Ses- 
sion, may be rendered more easily accessible to all the 
Subjects of the Realm. 

In Conclusion, your Committee have subjdined, by 
Way of Appendix to this their Report, Onze TaBue, or 
REGISTER, comprehending the ExPIRED Laws, where- 
of the Consideration was referred to them; and an- 
oTHER TABLE, or Recister, of the Laws which are 
EXPIRING. Of the former Description Your Com- 
mittee have judged proper to select between Four and 
Five hundred Statutes, and these they have classed under 
the distinct Heads to which they seem respectively to 
belong. Of the latter Description there appear to be 
not less than One hundred and Fifty original Statutes, 
continued from Time to Time by near Three hundred 
subsidiary Statutes. 

With regard, however, to both these Tables, your 
Committee are desirous of representing to the House, 
that on Account of the advanced State of the present 
Session of Parliament, they have been unable to com- 
plete them in a Manner wholly adequate to the Import- 
ance of the Object, or even to the Extent of their own 
Expectations ; but they presume nevertheless to hope, 
that they have collected Materials in sufficient Quantity, 
and traced the Outline of their Arrangement with sufli- 
cient Distinctness, to render the Completion of these 
Labours not very difficult, whenever Parliament may be 
disposed to resume the Subject hereafter.

neux, Gentleman Usher of the Black Rod: 
Mr. Speaker, 

The King commands this Honourable House to 
attend His Majesty, immediately, in the House of 
Peers.

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

The Public Business being now concluded, I think 
it proper to close this Session ; and, at the same Time, 
to acquaint you with My Intention of giving immediate 
Directions for calling a new Parliament. 

The Objects which have engaged your Attention, 
during the present Session, have been of peculiar Im- 
portance ; and the Measures which you have adopted 
have manifested your continued Regard to the Safety 
and Welfare of My People. 

The happiest Effects have been experienced from 
the Provisions which you have made for repressing 
Sedition and Civil Tumult, and for restraining the 
Progress of Principles subversive of all established 
Government. 

The Difficulties arising to My Subjects from the 
high Price of Corn have formed a principal Object 
of your Deliberation; and your Assiduity in investi- 
gating that Subject has strongly proved your anxious 
Desire to omit nothing which could tend to the Relief 
of My People in a Matter of such general Concern. 

I have the greatest Satisfaction in observing, that 
the Pressure of those Difficulties is now in a great 
Degree removed. 


Gentlemen of the House of Commons, 

I must in a more particular Manner return you My 
Thanks for the liberal Supplies which you have granted 
to meet the Exigencies of the War. While I regret the 
Extent of those Demands, which the present Circum- 
stances necessarily occasion, it is a great Consolation to 
Me to observe the encreasing Resources by which the 
Country is enabled to support them. 

These Resources are particularly manifested in the 
State of the different Branches of the Revenue, in 
the continued and progressive Extension of Our Navi- 
gation and Commerce, in the Steps which have been 
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taken for maintaining and improving the Public Credit, 
and in the additional Provision which has been made for 
the Reduction of the National Debt. 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

I shall ever reflect with heart-felt Satisfaction on 
the uniform Wisdom, Temper, and Firmness, which 
have appeared in all your Proceedings since I first 
met you in this Place. Called to deliberate on the 
Public Affairs of your Country, in a Period of Do- 
mestic and Foreign Tranquillity, you had the Happiness 
of contributing to raise this Kingdom to a State of 
unexampled Prosperity. 

You were suddenly compelled to relinquish the full 
Advantages of this Situation, in order to resist the 
unprovoked Aggression of an Enemy, whose Hostility 
was directed against all Civil Society, but more parti- 
cularly against the happy Union of Order and Liberty 
as established in these Kingdoms. 

The Nature of the System introduced into France 
afforded to that Country, in the Midst of its Calami- 
ties, the Means of Exertion beyond the Experience of 
any former Time. Under the Pressure of the new 
and unprecedented Difficulties arising from such a 
Contest, you have shewn yourselves worthy of all the 
Blessings that you inherit. By your Counsels and 
Conduct the Constitution has been preserved inviolate 
against the Designs of Foreign and Domestic Enemies ; 
the Honour of the British Name has been asserted ; 
the Rank and Station which We have hitherto held in 
Europe has been maintained ; and the decided Superi- 
ority of Our Naval Power has been established in 
every Quarter of the World. 

You have omitted no Opportunity to prove your 
just Anxiety for the Re-establishment of General 
Peace on secure and honourable Terms; but you 
have, at the same Time, rendered it manifest to the 
World, that while Our Enemies shall persist in Dis- 
positions incompatible with that Object, neither the 
Resources of My Kingdom, nor the. Spirit of My 
People, will be wanting to the Support of a just Cause, 
and to the Defence of all their dearest Interests. 

A due Sense of this Conduct is deeply impressed on 
My Heart.—lI trust that all My Subjects are animated 
with the same Sentiments ; and that their Loyalty and 
public Spirit will ensure the Continuance of that 
Union and mutual Confidence between Me and My 
Parliament, which best promote the true Dignity and 
Glory of My Crown, and the genuine Happiness of 
My Fetale.
